ever Lifting name, and fame-, and alfo do give an example to this and the 
following Age, in what great efeem henceforward they ought to be accoun¬ 
ted 3 7 hat that may be plucked out of the opinion of men, which feemeth 

to have made many of that rank, either openly, or by a filent cuftome and 
judgment, to believe : that^as every one is born in the bighefiplace.fo he is 
to have the leap commerce with thofe idle and floathfull ftudies. But if 
anyone [hall dare to boaftfor the future 3 not of Alexander the Great, not 
c/Charls our Countryman , not of the reft (whom from the remembrance of 
Antiquity we are wont to produce) but, by that thy more modern, and the 
praBife of thy moft famous Parent, he Shall be refuted . By this honour 
therefore, as I have [aid, how very great thanks fhould Sciences, if they 
could ufe fpeech, profefe themfelves to owe unto you both, and alfo they who 
can do this, their Favourites’, and Lovers, [hall plentifully, and abun¬ 
dantly do it 3 and they fhall joyn the commendation of this praife to others,

mow> Father 3 but in thee nothing leJSe,and theytruft will be agreeable to 
thefe good things of Birth and Nature, which thou bear eft before thee.

Or as the fuccefs ours of the Spartans were made 
remarkable by a Launce 3 The Pclopidans by an Ivory (boulder 3 The 
Seleucidans by an Anchor, others by other naiurall marks: So there 
is iront to be in Great men fame excellent thing 3 whom the will of God, 
whogovei nelh not fo much the condition of a ftock, as all things, and 
fetting down to every one his own rank, liftethup above the Lot of other 
men. 

Thofe fame things we haze learned to be in Thee 3 ftyft of all a (harp, 
and excelling wit, of which there is f'ucb a fpeedinefe to comprehend all 
Arts, that now it being the Eleventh year of thy Age, thou holdeft the chie- 
fef feats of Learning and indaflry in the School of Eloquence, a Mind al - 
fo ftirrecl up with the pricks of praife and glory 3 often (fombats with the 
Adze/ fary concerning all kind of Learnings 3 neither are the Conquefts 
and victories morefeldome then the contentions, r/hiles thou indeed ob- 
taineft the chiefdome among thy Eqtulls, of all things, wherewith that Age 
ts wont to be adorned 3 and, whether by the perfwaft on of thy father, or of 
thy own accord, thou attaineft that, which unto a certain Prince (with

That,being a Child, in this (Joadowy, and fporting encounter,theu ma- 
k eft a flour ijh with thofe Triumphs, which afterward in a ripe Age thou 
ftj ah carry back from lawful! enemies, and bands. Unto thtf £ which 
commonly feem more gorgeotu, thofe many better things happen 3 A cer¬ 
tain fvwer of integrity, and comdtnejfe, befmeared with the fpots of no 
Vices, a teachable nature, and pliant and bending to the will of the fa- 
fhioner , as alfo pure Manners, and lovely, and, toward all, even the low- 
eft, the grearejt gentlenejfe, and ccurtefy of talk. Laftly, a diligent lo¬ 
ver ofehriflian Piety, and trorjhip, without guile. Thefe, and others of 
like fort,great of themfelves, yet in thee they are but the feeds and begin¬ 
nings, with which thy mind nuxetbby degrees ripe,arul is perfeSled unto 
the grate befeeming a Prince.

to do it : u/i - 3 urfjofe education, thy Father (never without praife to be 
named) hath pafsed thee over. The which when he did, he gave together 
therewith, a pledge and token of his fingular efteem and affeBion of it 3 
andlikewife he obliged Its faith fuUefje towards thee, that by what means 
it could, it fbotddi/hfloy it felf both for the enlarging thy renown, and 
alfo for helping, and ft ir ring up thy (indies. I therefore, who, becaufe / 

am of that Fel!owfbip,aad a Uver of liber all Arts, do think my felf held 
by the law of both duties, I judged that I mitft perform my duty in that 
very thing, by fathering this tVork on thee : within which all Hiftoryfrom 
the beginning of the w/orld unto the times of our Age, with as much brief- 
neff e,and diligence as I could, I have contained. Fur fo I thought I might 
chiefly profit thy ftuAies ^ nhefe chief part is placed in the knowledge of 
Iliftory, and Antiquity. But tyifie men rightly deliver, this to be not

make little regard of thofe, and, both in defending them, or requiring 
them, to give a mean to their defires 3 and paffe over their purpofes unto 
the fruit of found and conftant glory, which by venue and godlinejpe alone 
is received. That this is even the moft excellent ufe of reading Hiftory , 
efpecially that grave Author Oc’no o/Frifingia, doth(not once) admonijh, 
ciuefly in thefe words, which he hath placed in the end of his fecond Book. 
Ail t .efe evilli of things, nodding, or f baking (. ts I may fo fpeak),the day- 
ly deaths of mortal l men, ought to feud tu unto the true, andrcm ain't n>» life 
of eternity. 7 boa (hair gather out of i bis our book the fame hind of fruit, 
of manners, and life, not onely more profitably, but alfo, which is the good- 
neffe of thy tvit, more pleofantly } than that of feie nee, and knowledge, of 
which th?re is efpecially a forcible love in Children. And bencejaft of all, 
from thofe two duties towards thee, which l have [aid to be owing from me 
with the whole foclety, there will be made another conf'equentyhat although 
there being AS yet no private Deferts of thine 3 of thy moft illuftrioM Fa¬ 
ther, furely there is toward me, as alfo toward our Society, common to both % 
I will in like manner pay the Honour,and Obfervance due from me by this 
(what fort foever) commendation of thy name.

Cluveriw hath written well, 
but not comparably to this Learned Man ; having not fo well 
ftated the Chronological part of his Hiftory. Whereas Here, 
befides the innumerable teftimonies of all the Ancient and 
Modern Authours, whofe Writings are of any ufe and fubfi- 
diary help to fo general and brave a Work 5 ye have likewife 
many of the moft famous Eclipfes and Celeftial Chafers 
let down in their diftindt places out of Herodotus , Thucydides, 
Artjtotle , Plutarch , and hundreds of others in the Monkifh Age 
which are moft infallible demonftrations of the truth of thofe 
pauages and relations herein delivered.

In- 
fomuch,that we may truly term this, The Index of Times 3 fo that 
any perfon that is inquifitive into more ample Narrations, may 
by his choice Citations furnifti himfelf with a whole Library of 
Hiftory. In a word, he deferves the Laurell from them all, a 
Temple of praife to be ere&ed to his honour, and all other 
Hiftorians to be offered up as Vi&ims to his renown. 

Furthermore, We muft acquaint thee (moft Candid Reader) 
that where Our Noble Author does terminate his Account of the 
Hiftory of former times 5 that the Work might be produced 
Com pleat in all its pans,. we have made ufc of various helps and 
obfervations of chofe who have lived beyond the Seas, as well as 
at home, to draw the Difcourfe down to this very day. We 
have indeed in the latter years more copioufly inlarged, becaufe 
the great and general Wars of Chriftendome, fince the blazing of 
the great Comet in 1618, have adminiftred more plentifull mat¬ 
ter both at home and abroad, then feveral Ages that have pre- 
ccded.

I F Divine Authority could not pejfwade us, thatGod did create 
the World, yet its contemplation would fufficiently teach us 
the fame: Although that great Artificer could in a moment of

time create it whole and compleat in all its parts, yet was he ra- 
J.P°u 7 nto thc r willing toperfeft it by little and little, in the fpace of fix 
dayes. 

Wherefore in the beginning of all things nothing did appear 
andexift befides the earth, and that huge imineniity of waters 
that overfpreaded the Earth • Then the waters were not fo thick 
joyned together, as we fee them now, but thin, and like unto a 
vapour, and the raift had filled up this whole vacuum or hollow 
place, which the yaftnefie of the eeleftial bodies, and of the other 
Elements did pcfllfic upon the Earth. dMofa declared) them 
partly'by the denomination of waters, and partly of the deep ; 
which he faith to have been encompafied by darknefle, when the 
light was not yet brought forth, and that the Spirit of God moved 
upon the face- of the waters, Qut of the Water and Earth, as out 
of their matter, were afterwaj^l 3U the odierbodies formed, that 
are reckoned in the fix d^yesj'work. Now when CMgfes faith, 
That, In the beginning (jod creMed the Heavens and the Earth , it’s 
a general fenrence that comprehends all that which was done in 
thofe fix dayes, which afterwards is expounded throughout all 
its parts. 

On the firft day God created the Light, which the Water or 
that thin and immenfc Regityi of vapors,did We*vc ? the Sun 
nor being yet produced; and that he might define and diftinguifh 
the fpaccs of the day and of the night, he encompafied this fame 
Light with the motion and.agkation of that mifty body. 

On the fecond day was the Firmament formed of God; by which 
appellation we believe are fignified as well the eeleftial bodies, as 
the Ayr and Skye: that is,all that which appears from the Earth 
unto the extremities and farthermoft parts of the World, which 
is vulgarly believed to be hollow and empty : for the forming 9f 
all which, the deep, that is, that huge and infinite lump of water* 
fubtilifed and attenuated info a vapour, did afford the (patter';. 
Again, the Firmament hath that power given unto it todivlde'tlae 
waters above, from the waters below; not that it felf whole 
fhould in its middle come betwixt them both, but onely in one 
of its parts, which being the neareft to the Earth, i& called the 
lower Region of the Ayr; for as it is part of the Firmament that 
is of that outftretchcd voidneffe, fo likewife it may be called Fir¬ 
mament or fpreading; the higher-moft waters arc clouds, hang¬ 
ing in the midftof the ayr, out of which rain is engendred, the 
lowermoft are the Seas and the Rivers, which had their beginning 
the day following. 

On the third day he firft gathered the waters into one place, 
yea even into fo many places as there are Seas and Rivers, for ha¬ 
ving heaped the Mountains to animmenfity, and made hollow 
channels, he made them receptacles and pafiages of waters: 
thence he commanded the earth to becloathed with the green- 
neftc and verdure of tl\e heTbs and plants, and to bring forth 
Trees.

On the fixth day he at laft formed Man out of the earth, and 
breathed into his noftnls the breach of life, and raanbccamea li¬ 
ving foul, to whom he gave the name of tAdamy from the Earth :

Now in this garden, amongft all other Trees, for the ufc 
and delight of Man, God did plant two remarkable Trees, the 
one of life, and the other of Knowledge of Good and Evill; the 
former hath gotten its name-from the effect, btcaufc it had the 
vertue to lengthen health, and foment life, as tAuguftiney profper , 
and others do judge: the letter is fo called from the evenr,becaulc 
that as foon as they hadtafted of its fruity they underftood into 
what a great evill they had fallen, having loft fo great a good* as 
it feemeth to the fame tAuguftine , andalfoto BarCephe in his 
Commentary of Faradife; or becaufe the Serpent did promife 
from that Tree, the knowledge of good and evill, as Rupertus ob 
ferves it,very difcreetly : There the Lord formed that ribb which 
he had taken out of the fide of « Adam when he was afleep; into a 
woman, which he gave to him for his companion and help-meet; 
but lhc brought upon her felf and him a more grievous ruine, then 
any cruel enemy ; who, being inticed by her flatteries, did cat 
that fruit prefented by her to him of the forbidden Tree; the guilt 
of which wickedncfle procured upon him a fudden and prefent 
puniftimenr, and a futiire upon his pofterity : Therefore being 
caftout of that blefied Manfion, he with the companion of his 
fault is caft out into the miferies of this life. Then the firft of 
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men that were born of them, were Cain and iAbely of whom the 
firft excrcifed his life in the tilling of the ground, and the other in Gen. 6 . 
the feeding of Cattel , who for his integrity and uprightoefle was 
beft accepted of God ; And for this caukcatn burning with wrath 
and envy, murthcred his innocent brother; and in revenge of this 
his murthcr, being a fugitive and vagabond on the Earth, he be¬ 
gat children like to himfelf, namely rebels and enemies of God ; 
and he built a City, and called it by the name of his fon Enoch: 

But Sethy a while after Abel's death, being born to^dam, begat a 
pofterity contrary to that,namely godly and religious 5 whole fon 
Enos is faid to have began to call upon the Name of the Lord; be¬ 
caufe, as the opinion is, he did publickly rc-cftabli(h that Wor¬ 
ship of God, which had been blotted out by Cain's children ; and 
amongft the reft came that excellent and renowned Enoch , Jared's 
fon : VVhom God having loved for his innoccncy, he took up to 
himfclf alive from the eyes of men, having not yet fully ended 
B 2 hfx 
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his dayes 5 whofe pofterity,whom the Scripture calls. The Tons of 
God, being grown worfe, and degenerated from their good man¬ 
ners, joyned themfclves in marriage with Cain’s pofterity, out of 
which mixture and commerce were Gyants brought forth. Then $ 

mortal men addicting themfclves to all forts of wickedneffe, did 
turn and draw Gods wrath upon themfelves. When no caufe of 
delay could be obje&cd to him, all Vcrtue being cxtinguiffied and 
blotted out from amongft men : Then therefore God, angry and 
offended by Adams pofterity, decreed to deftroy them all by an 
inundation of waters. There remained one onely of Seth's bloud 
who did perfift in the faith and obedience of God ;to him doth 
God reveal the certainty of his counfcl a hundred and twenty 
years beforc-handjand commands him. to build anArk for himfelf 
in it to fave few men and beafts.This Patriarch employed a whole 
hundred years in the building of it, which was three hundred cu¬ 
bits in length, in breadth fifty, and-in heighth thirty, having the 
firft, fecond, and third ftories, in which he gave to every kind of f- 

living creatures their manfion5 eight heads of men in all, of eve- ‘ 

ry clean beafts and fowls by feven, and of unclean by two, were f 

ibut up in this Ship, and fo railed up and taken away by the wa~ I, 

ters of the deluge, all other things were deftroyed by the overflow- fj 

ing and inundation of the waters overall the earth, which the I- 

continuall rain of fourty dayes^nd the fountains of the great deep* | 

being broken, had caufed 3 fo that the high Hills that were under * 

the whole Heaven were covered by it, and the water prevailed j!

T He Deluge being paft, Nosh being come forth out of the 
Ark, offered burnt-offerings un to the Lord in the Mountains ' 
of 'Armenia*, where feme ancient Authors have recorded, That 
the remnants and pieces of this Ark were referved a very lone 
time. s 

After this,iVb4fc having applyed his mind to husbandry, plant¬ 
ed a Vineyard, and having drunk fomewhat largely of the Wine, 
whofe virtue and firength he did not yet know, became drunk, 
and then fell into a fleep,whom undecently lying in his Tent,with 
his fhame uncovered. Ham mocked, and Chewed to his brethren 3 
but they turning their backs and going backward, did caff a cloke 
upon ir: But theirfather afterwards knowing the thing, having 

curfed 
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curled Ham’s pofterity,did blcfle SeSfcs and Japbcf* children. Then rvA-o 
Mankind being propagated by thefe three, did foou encreafe fo 
much, that one Countrey could not alone contain them any unto z 7 Sz. 
longer, and even the other parts of the World alfo were to be in- 
habited. Into which before they went to fojourn, and before 
they were feparated afunder^hey went about to build a high Tow¬ 
er in tfie Land of Shinar, whofe top might reach unto Heaven,that 
might be to them a name, and a general Monument to all their 
pofterity 3 for then the whole Earth was of one language, and of 
one fpeech, and God did confound it,for to fruftrate their endear 
vours and Imaginations, diftra&irgit into fc v era 1 other tongues; 
fo the commerce and underftanding of the voice being taken away 
from them, they then left and caff away their couniel and de- 
fign of building 5 And what remained of this matter, is thought 
to have been for the beginning of Babylon 3 for that Tower began to 1 / 

be named Babel, from the mixture and contufion of tongues. And n r cc 
at thefe thmg$2i& IcilLJuUgal-tcUavc bran *done at the begin- 
ingof this great Tower, which was a full Century of years after 
theFloud 3 fo it’s not /convenient for us to inlarge our felves far¬ 
ther upon them. Now the firft part of the next Century being 
paft, then happened the diverfity of Languages, and the propa¬ 
gation of People and Kingdoms,- 

From Hebers pofterity, with whom the ufe of the firft tongue, Ah . . 
and the true Religion remained, had %Abraham his pedegree, who , 

was to be an excellent and great proof and example of godlineffe 
and obedience. His father was Ter ah of faldea , out of which 
Countrey by Gods command, he being aged feventy years, went 
together with his father into CMefopotamia, and he dwelt in Ha- 
ran about five years. There having left his Father, as he was 
commanded, he foon travelled into the Land of Canaan, with his 
Wife Sarah , and Lot his Nephew, it being then the 145 year of 
Ter ah his father, and his 75 th year : Then in the dayes of his 
father he lived near fixty years in the Land of Canaan, which be¬ 
ing expired, he in the 13 5th year of his age returned into CMefo- 
potamia, and into his fathers houfe, whence, by the command of 
God, he returned again into Canaan : And thus are reconciled 
thofe chines which are ufually objeaed out of the Hiftory of Mo - 
fes, and of the ARs, 

After that Noah's pofterity was difperfed throughout the whole 
face of the Earth, then began the diverfity of Nations and King- 
doms, of whom the firft beginnings are recorded in the Scrip, 
tures 3 the ancicnteft of which, was that of the A/yrians or Chal¬ 
deans ; That began firft in Babylon, thence in Nineveh , and thence 
was tranfported into Afyria , and there remained,near a thoufand 
and three hundred years. For thofe things which Eufebitu relates 
out of Africanw, concerning ancienter Kingdoms of the Arabians 
and Chaldeans , arc more like unto a fable, then to a real truth. 

Bolus is put the firft in the lift of the Kings of the Kingdome of Stlus w 
Afsyria, who reigned in Babylon 3 and by profane Authors is thought dacr 

to 
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Ps.A jO to be the builder of ir, whence he feemeth to be he,who in the Di- 
iTpkd' vine Records is called Nimrod 5 to him,having reigned *5 years, 
lmoz7S».’ fuccecded JVfcw, of whom was built Nineveh , and thither was 
v'YXJ the Throne of the Kingdom tranlported, which afterwards re¬ 
ceived its name from the A[syrians. Beyond him the prophane 
Hiftories do not mention any one 5 And he is faid the firft to have 
waged Warrs againft other Nations, out of the luft and defire he 
had to inlarge and extend his Empire, having brought Afta into 
his own fubje&ion, he at length overcame the BaHrians, and their 
1* King Zoroaftres : Thence having taken Semiramis for his Wife,and 
1uft ‘ l * by her having begotten his fon Nina, he dyeth fifty two years af- 
ter he had began his reign. 

Semiramis having put out of the Kingdom this young fon, (he 
Died. *. taketh by art and cunning the Kingdom to her felf, the which (he 
SS^'chro obtainedfourty two years. The Greek Chronicles do aflert,That 
* Babylon was built by her, but it may rather be faid, that Babylon 
Heiodoc.». was amplified and enlarged by her, and environed by a moft ad¬ 
mirable wall, whofc circuit was of four hundred and eighty fur-; 
longs j and the faid Annals record farther* That fhe entred into 
Alia, CMeclia, Pcrfia y vSgypt, Libya, and Ethiopia , and fubdued 
them, and that (he after that entred with her Army into India, and' 
fpoyled and ruinated it. At length this lafeivious woman pro¬ 
voking her fon to inceft, is by him killed in the 42. year of her 
reign*, and in the 24th year of Semiramis reign was Abraham born, 
and not as Eufebm lalfly hath perfwaded himfelf. 

Ninias having killed his Mother, with much floath and idle- 
nefle held that Kingdom,which had been exceedingly amplified 
and inlarged by his Anceftors, and governing’all things by Gover¬ 
nors and Deputies,and fcldom appearing ; he pafTed the reft of his 
life in the company of Harlots, and was fet in the lift of the effee- 
minates 5 which life the Kings that followed him embracing,were v 

fcarely known to pofterity by their name, or remarkable in any jr 

thing, being reckoned in Eufebius's Chronicles three hundred and V' 

three 5 Africans numbreth four more in their rank,and lengthen- g 

cth that interval! of the whole Empire more then reafonably he 
fhould ; which (as I have already demonftrated) is limited in 
1300 years. 

u In the fame time that the Kingdom of the Assyrians had its be- 

fe^p 1? ginning, there were alfo other Kingdoms eftablifhed in other pla¬ 

ces j efpeciaily the Kingdoms of the Egyptians, and Sicyonians , 
but the licence of fables hath corrupted and perverted their be- 
The Egyptians ginning and original : The Sicyonians Kingdom was ere&ed in 
fable. sicyo almoft twelve years after that of the tAfSyrians, and 2164 

years before Chrilts Nativity, and continued near upon a thou- 
iand years,

^Abraham, the Famine being great almoft in that very firft year 
that he tranfported himfelf into Canaan, went into Egypt: Where Gep 3 
God preferved his Wife Sarah from the luft of the King: Thence CP 1 * 
being returned again into Canaan, he is pur away and feparated 
from Lot his brothers Son, who had travelled with him out of 
CMefopotamia, and had long been his domeftical companion. He Cen. 14. ; 
defired and chofe to dwell in the Countrey of Sodom , but Abraham 
dwelt ip Hebron in the plain of Mamre, 

Thence followed that War in which thofe five Kings, of the 
number of whom the Kings of Sodome and Gomorrah were* being Gen* 
overcome, and their Cities deftroyed by Chedorlaomer and the 
three other Kings. His Confederates Lot with his family and all 
his goods, was part of the prey j but Abraham having heard of ic - 
furprifed on a fudden theConquerours, and they ftnitten and put Ce *' x€ ‘ l6t 
to flight, in an unexpe&ed and quiet night, he recovered all things Q«*. 17. *• 
fafe, together with Lot his Kinlman. And CMelchifedech King of Qca, lS . & xgi 
Salem, as he was returning from the defeat of the Kings j brought 
him gifts, and an oblation of Myfticall Bread and Wine,and this 
Salem is Jerufalem , and to him Abraham reciprocally gave the tenth 
part of all thefpoil. 

Ten years after that, Abraham had began to dwell in Canaan m 
Sarah feeing her felf barren, fuffered, and gave her handmaid 
•Agar to her Husband ; She being with child, and defpifing her 
Miftrefs, being hard dealt by with her, flyeth into the Wilder- 
nefs, but being returned home by the Angels command, brought 
forth Ifmael to Abraham then aged 8£. years. 

This Patriarch in the 99th year of his age, by that Covenant 
that he had made with God, was Circumcifed with all his fa¬ 
mily, and Ifmael his Son, then aged between thirteen and four¬ 
teen years. 

This fame year was fatall to Sodom , Gomorrah , Admah , and Ze- 
boim$ which Cities for their abominable wickedneft, andbyrea- rtebamfeg- 
fon of their unreafonable luft, the fire from Heaven being kind- of . 
led and fomented with Pitch and Brimftone con fumed them. 

Out of which burning Lot being delivered and fnarcbed by the 
Angels, having loft his wife, which contrary to the forbidding

I N the fixth year after Abrahams death; 1857. years before 
Chrifl , the new Empire of Greece was eftabliihed in Peloponnefus^ 
Inachus being the Author of it. Whom moft of the Ancients make 
equal 1 to Mofes. But Eufebius affirms that he was long before his 
time. We limit the beginning of his Kingdome from 327. years 
before the Children of Ifrael went out of tAZgypt. After Inachus , 
Greece continued its Empire 54 6. years under 13. Kings. Of 
Whom the nine firft, even to Gelanore, were called Inachads , as 
defeending in a dire& line from Inachus . gelanore being expelled 
of the Grecians , by their gcnerall confcnt, Danaus is invtfted with 
the Empire, having been a Sojourner in v£gjpt. He derived his 
Originall from Inachus. For Epaphus , Belus his (bn, whom Io the 
daughter of Inachus bore to Jupiter,' was reported to be his great 
Grand father. Between T>anaus and Acrifim were four others 
pofle ft of the Empire, who after that by his imprudence, he was 
{Iain of Perfeua his Grand-child, c Micenus interpofeth in the King- 
dome. The lall of whofe bloud, was Eryfthem. He being {lain by 
the Heraclides , the pelopides , in number fix, enjoyed his eftate, 
thelaft Kings of whom, were Tifamenus , and Penth Hus, Orefles 
Son. The Myceeni reigned 2 to. years. In the whole from Iha- 
chuty 7 5 6 . years, to the 80. year after the deftru&ion of 7 >oy. All 
which, though here glanc’d at, will afterwards be fet down in 
their dirc& intervals. Thefe happened for the moft part, in that 
intervall which terminates the Children of Ifraels progreffe out of 
*s£gypt. 

Thor one*, Son of (a) Inachus and Melt fa Oceanina, Inftituted 
laws to govern them, who hitherto were (b) rude, and lived dif- 
perft, and, if we may credit(c) tApollodorus, had Peloponnefus under 
his Government. 9 

(si) His Son was Apis ,from whom tslpia derives its name,which 
afterwards was called Peloponnefus, who being hated for his tyran¬ 
ny, was treacheroufiy {lain of Thelxion and Thelchines , leaving no 
lflue behind him.

Sifyphus founded Corinth, and of Merops the daughter of Atlas 
he had Glaucus the father of Bellerophon. 

Athamas being King ol Beotia , by Nepheie, had phryxus and Hel- 
len : Afterwards of I no daughter ol Cadmus, he had Sons Learchus 
and Melicertes . 

Sahnoneus fir ft inhabited TbeJ?aly,and after that, Elis $ whofe 
daugiiter 7 )ro, before (he was married to her Unde Criikeus, 
brought forttno Neptune, Pelias, and Ncleus. Who when they 
came to age, falling to variance amongft themfelves, Neleus flies 
to Mejsana-, and oiChloris, Amphions daughxer, had eleven Sons, ' 

who were all (except Nejtor) (lain by Herculs. And but one 
daughter named Pero. 

Pelias governed in Thefialy, having two Children, Acaftus, and 
his lifter Alceftis ; Deion pofleft Pbocis , and befldesother Sons, had 
Cephalus , whofe Wife was Procris . Magnes, his Sons were Polyde- 
Bes, and Ditty*, Inhabitants of Seriphus . Perieris of Gorgophone 
daughter to per feus, begat Apbareus, Leucippus , Tyndareus, and 
Icarus. 4 . 

Hitherto Apollodorus brings the progeny of the Solids. But 
* Diodorus Siculus, befldes thefe, mewioneth another Son of t Llb l8 
lus, .called Mimas, who wandring remote from his brothers, reign- GraxSlir. 7 ‘ 
ed in ^£olis. his Son was Hippotes, who of Melanippe begat cy£r- 
lus, whofe daughter was Arne, who being got with child of Nep¬ 
tune, and for that rcafon delivered in cuftody to a Metapontinean, 
by her Father, (be at his houfe was brought to bed of Twins, JEo - 
[us named after his Grandfather, and Beotus, of whom <A±olus 
inhabited thofe Iflands, from him called jfLcfer : and Beotus, re¬ 
turns to his Grand-father, and ruled in JEol/s, who built Arnes, 
naming the Inhabitants Beotians after his own name. 

But Xuthus (for of Dorus proge ny there is nothing memorable) 

Hellens youngeft Son, expelled by his brothers, made his abode in Ionum ftirp5, 
ATtca, where marrying the daughter of Erechheus, King of Athens, 
he hadSons, A baus, and Ion . Acbeeus againft his will becom- 
ming guilty of murther,(as Canon upon Photius hath itj cfcapes 
to Peloponnefus, and in that Kingdome which he named Achaia , 
(but,btforc,\^i^/4/M)he built Tetrapolis y After which, by theafli- 
ftanceand aid of the Athenians, and Mgialenfes, going into Theka- 
ly, he received his fathers poffeflion. 

Ion remained at Atbens,and if we may credit Conoti, Erechtheus iones called 
.being dead, obtained the fame Kingdome 5 From him alfo were Altitk5 * 
the Atttcks called Iones. Bur this oncly that Aurhour afferts. 

Neither is Ion in-regiftred amongft die Kings of the Aiticks. Buc 
D 2 Paufanias 
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Paufanias faith, that after the death of ErtBheus, there arifing a g 

contention amongft his Sons about their fucceffion, that Xuthus of j£ 

Achaia, the father of Ion, was by them chofen as Umpire, who j 

adjudging the Kingdome to Cecrops, as being the eldeft, being u 

conllraintd to obfcurehimfelffrom the other brothers, he be¬ 
took himfclf to JEgialus, which was then in A chaia, where he di- £ 

ed. Otlon the lame Paufanias relates, that in Achaia , when he 
made his efcape out of Attica to make war againft Selinunt , was 
to him reconciled, by an agreement of marriage with Heltce.' 

SelinunCs onely daughter, and afterwards fucceeding his Father 
in Law, he named them bnes, which before were called JEgialen- j. 

fes. Afterwards there arifing a war between the Athenians and 
the Eleufinians, by whom I on being chofen Captain, coming out l 

o{ Achaia, he finifbt his life in Attica . This Pauf inias relates con- 
ccrning the A chaians and the A tticks. 

It is now worth our labour to confider what diftin&ion of Lan¬ 
guages were ufed amonft the firft Gracia/,s, for the people were ' £ 

principally derived into three kinds, JEolirks, Doricks, and Ionic ks, | 

to which may be added A nicks 5 who could not confift without | 

being joyned to the Ionians. Strabo faith of thefe four languages, 
or dialedfs of tht Greeks, there were but two Originally. The 
other being corruptly formed from the commixture of the others. 

The two former are the Doricks, and the A tticks, whereof the for¬ 
mer is the Ancient Molick , and the other the Ionick. But that 1 

which was afterwards termed to be the JEolick and Ionick, through 
their commerce with divers Nations, varied its property accor¬ 
ding to their feverall <&nditions ; for the former remained incor- 
rupted, becaufe that they poflefled quietly the Coumrey of the g 

Doricks , and A tticks, by reafon of their roughneffe and barren- 
nefie, being little invaded by ftrangers and Forreigners. 

The fame Author adds,That allthe People beyond IJthjm were 
in <jreeccy excepting the lAthemanSiCMegarenffS, ind Doricks , the 
Inhabitants of Parnafsus , and were called Johans even to this 
time. But of ancient time the JEolerfes inhabited between Ijibmts, 
with whom the lones coming out of e Attica , and the Doricks from 
Doris were mingled. Thefe alfo the Heraclides brought back into 
peloponnefm: but why the Doricks arc reported by Strabo to be 
brought back into Peloponnefus , I do not very well fee 5 nor that 
afterwards the Ionians and e/£ olians had firft their feat there, as we 
read. But the fame Author inhis 9th book writes. That z/Epalius 
King of the Doricks being by Hercules restored to his Kingdom, for 
requital of that favour, adopted Hyllus , Hercules’s fon, whom alfo 
he left his fucceffor? from whence fprang the Heraclides, the in^ 
habiters of Peloponnefus. Moreover,the Ionians (as * Strabo writes) 
were by the Acbaians , of the e/£ olian's flock, driven out of Agialus. , 
or Acbaia from whence there remained but two forts in Pelopvn - 
nefus-i the Doricks^nd ^clicks. 

Moreover, the Arcadians and Eleans , who inhabited thofe an¬ 
cient Scats, who by reafon of the Mountains in that Kfogdom,and 

craggy 
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craggy rocks, could hardly be approacht unto,facrificing to )api- rvA>o 
ter Olympius, ufed the Dortck tongue * but the others, a language 
made up of the Atitck and Dorick dialt 61 , faith Strabo , in the be- unro 37^,’ 
ginning of his 8 th book; which quotation of the Author is fome- VW 
thing corrupted. 

It is not in cne power of humane Art exa&Iy to compute the 
times wherein thefe things happened, yet I ilia 11 endeavour it in' 
a homely ftylc. Xuthus b miflu out of Thefsaly in:o A. t:ca , repairs 
co King EreBheusz, Erectbeus began to raign in the year before 
Chrift 1400, Deucalion’s flood is reported to be much about the 
year before Chrift, 15 2?. So that the ftodc of Hetlen bung named 
Grecians , and diftinguiftied into feveral kinds of people, were 
about 14. or 15. ages before Chrift. Much about the time that 
the Israelites poflell of Paleftine, began to be under Judges. This 
order obferved, partly out of other probable Hiftories, and partly 
by conje&ure, we (hall prudently compute the rime of the feverai 
pofterities of Hellen , which in this place> will be needleffe to 
do. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Of the time of the Marcenian Kings, which fueceeded the Grecians 
and of the Inachids, and fome remarkable pajsages of Perfcus bit 
progeny , conducing to better kmveledg of Antiquity, 

T Hc ancienteft fa mily of the Cjrecian Kings (faith Eufebius)zook 
us rife from Acrifius , and from thence he faith was the King¬ 
dom of Mycane tranflated by Per feus, the City whereof he built 
ftiU governing Greece ; for alter the death of . Acrifius , Megapenthe 
‘Vi&ius his Ion, Talaus and Adradus made this City die head of the 
Kingdom , Talaus fucceeding GMegapentbe ; after whole death V 'd e * 
Adrujius Ins fon leaving Gm^traveil’d into Sycione, where after dda. temp* 
he had govern’d cer;ain years, he return’d to Greece again, where c 1<f & **• 
he received Tydius and Polynices, two fugitives. But truly at that 
time when Agamemnon govern’d GMycene, did Diomedes the fon of 
Tydius rule over greece, as Euflatbius obfetszs about the 51th Iliad 
in this verie;

That we may cotnc to the GMycemans, we rauft explain the flock 
of Pe>feus, with which are contained the chiefeft A6ls of the Gre¬ 
cians in that Age. But deriving their original yet higher,wefha]l 
fpeak of the progenie of the Agenoriam or Cadmeians, in which we 
fhall follow nApollodorus. Inachus had a daughter named To. fhe 
going into Egypt> had by Jupiter,Epaphus the King of Egypt,o£ whofe

This is that Prcetus , to whom Bel- 
leropbon the fixth fon of giaucus fled from Deucalion , when he had 
committed murther 5 and being allured by Stembea to commit 
fornication with her, upon his denyal, being fubtilly by her ac-

Sycione and flain, he brought back Antiopa, who in her journey 
wasdclivered,atjE»/^r/J in Beotia, oiZcibus and hmphion being 
twins 3 where they were taken by a Cow-heard, and by him 
brought up.In the interim, A ntiopa being but ill treated of Lycus, 
and his Wife Dirce, is owned by het Sons, being now grown to 
age, who having flain and faftned to the tail of a 
wild Bull, to be torn in pieces, they in joyed the kingdome of 
Thebes.Laius being by them expefd,betakes himfelf to Peloponnefus,

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Melanthus began his reign in Attica, after the Heraclides return 
into Peloponnefw , though Eufeiius in his Chronicles feems to 
think otherwise. Codrus simulating his father Melanthus' s glo¬ 
ry, he alio deferved greater praifes 5 for in the Warr thar was, 
between th cDorienfes, ther.ew Inhabitants of Peloponnefus^nd the 
Athenians, tApollos having anfwered^ That thofe.fliould be the 
Conquerors whofe General fhould die in the battel, having put on 
a Shepherds habit, he enters the enemies Army,there raihly ftir- 
ring up a quarrel, he is {lain by a common Souldier whom he had 
wounded : The Dorienfes finding it to be the corps of the King, 
they then retired without fighting : In which deed of his, whe¬ 
ther his contempt of his life, or of his Kingdom, is moft to be ad¬ 
mired, it's hard torefoive, becaufe mortal men ulually prefer 
thefe two things before any other thing, though never fo dear and 
precious. This fight was in the year before our Chriftian ac¬ 
count 1071, which is according to the Julian period 3645. 

By Qodrus'% death the Kings of Athens fucceffion being extin- 
gui(hed, and the Government of the Republick being permitted 
to the Magiftrarer, whom they called x°vraty they at the begin- 
ing were in office for life, and the firft of them was Medon,Codrus'% 
fon, lame of one foot, whom his brother Neleus not willing that 
he fhould be a Prince, the thing being referred to Apollo's anfwer, 
he commanded Medan to have the office. 

That I may make an end to what 1 had refolved touching the 
tranfplantations and Colonies of th eg redans. After the return of 
the Heraclides there was two remarkable ones. The firft colicky 
whereof was Commander ia chief Penthilus Orejtes's fon, who as 
foon as he left Laconia,cntred firft with bis men into Thraciatfhen 
he being dead, there they tranf ported themfelves into Aft a, and 
poffifled that pare which afterwards was called o£olit\ for the 
Achaians who inhabited Laconia, were the ,/£ olians . The other 
cranfplantation was much more renowned, which is called Ionick , 
an hundred and thirty years after the ruine of Troy, or, asfome 
other do think, 140 years. The Ionians being gone to Athens, as 
we have already declared, after Codrus' s death, his fons Neleus and 
Androchus being their Leaders, they tranfported themfelves into 
Afia, and into that confine of it which by them was called Ionia , 
the Towns whereof they inhabited. 

In the fpace between thefe two tranfplantations, Theras , Aute - 
Jjon's fon,the great grandchild of Polynices Oedipus's fon,whofe filter 
Arpi * being married to Ariftodemus , brought forth to him Procles 
and Euriftenes, led a Colony of Minyans out of Laconia ; Now 
thefe sjMinians were the pofterity of the Argonautes q{ Lemnos who 
being driven out of Lemnos by the Pelafgians, they with entreaties 
obtained entertainment in Lacedemon, where being courteoufly 
received, and i offered to dwell in the City, as they began to grow 
infolenr, and to vindicate to themfelves the right of the Kingdom, 
they are caft into prifons^thence having changed their habits with

Procles 
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Procles and Euriftides by name, whom Cicero hath declared to have 
Juj 4 Period, b een both alive, onely that Procles dyed a year before his brother 
unto 3701/ and did greater atchievements, of whom the two families of 
L/'V'NJ Kings were propagated in that City, of the Eureflhidians which 
L. i, dediv. wasefteemedthechicfcft, and of the Procledians, which was the 
fecond in Principality 5 this fame was alfocalled the houfe of the 
Euredipondites, from Euripontes, Procles his Grandchild : the lilt 
of the Kings, out of the firft flock was more diligently obferved, 
the other remained more obfeure, without the number of the 
years that every one of them reigned. The beginning of that 
firft Kingdomc was foon after the return of the Heraclides into Pc- 
loponnefus, in the 1102, year before Chrift:, it ended in Egefipolis 
a°i y *and 30 anc ^ Lycurgus, who both after Clioma.es death, did reign about the 
71.an 04. g r ^o)ymp. year 3 140. 

Vide 1. 9 . dc About the fame time that the Heraclides began to rule in Lace - 
doft. temp. demon, then alfo did the Corinthians crc& a Kingdomc, the which 
Coiincp. 47. *h Ct/Eolians or Sifipbians held afore, as Paufanias faith, out of 
which progeny the laft Doridas, and Hyantydas being disinvefted 
of the kingdomc by Atletes , Hippotes’s Son, grand-child of phi- 
lames, andkinfmanto Antiochus in the third degree, and to Her¬ 
cules in the fourth, remained as private men in the fame City,and 
after that Atletes s children did enjoy the kingdome, of whom 
Telejies is numbred the laft by Paufanias , after whom were cho- 
fjgn the annuall Confulls j Automenes being the firft 5 whom Eufe- 
hius makes a king, yet the new family of the Corinthian kings is 
wont to be efteemed, as cxtra&ed firft of Bacchides , and is called 
the houfe of the Bacchides. The laft king of the Heraclides, TelefteS 
by name, according to Eufebius ceafed to reign three years before 
the firft Olympiad, unto which are reekned 324. years from the 
beginning of Atletes reign, which is the next year after the Hera - 
(tides return to peloponnefus . 

After Automenes, the chiefeft of the fame houfe of the Barchi- 
dians did govern the City,one of thefamily being every year cre¬ 
ated chief Magiftratc, whom they called *p 3 t<uw> unto Cypfelus 9 
whohadhisoriginall of Melas, Antafus y s Ion. This Melus was 
born in the Town Gone Ufa, near to Sycio , who with Atletes and 
the Heraclides > overcame Corinth : he was by them afterwards 
Her 0 i.i.f. c# made a Citizen. Cypfelus reigned thirty years in Tyranny, and 
? x - hj s Son Periander , f ourty four. And therefore from the beginning 

Poli.°c.' 11, of the Heraclides reign, unto Periander ’s death were 518. years.

opinion of htee^uals. Whifcivthing fo bcrgtftened their minds, 
thac ten Tribes being wholly rent from David's family, they ap¬ 
pointed themfelves a new King, Jeroboam the fon ofAfebat, an 
Ephramite, onely the two Tribes of Judah and Benjamin, being the 
numbers left for Reboboam . By that,wasth'£ jewifh name cleft

That I may return to both thofe Kings, True piety towards God 

(b ) 3 King* remained with neither. Yet th olfraelite fooner failed, (b) who as 

foon as he was made King, fearing left if his Subjects fhould go 
together to Jcrufalem unto the folemn Feafts appointed, by little 
and little a wearinefs of their divorce (hould take them, he for¬ 
bade them to go anv more thither for the fake of holy things: 
and, that they ought have that with them which they might 
worfhip, he rais’d; up the golden likencffes of Calves, efpe- 
cially in Bethel, and Dan: to the which he alfo appointed fa- 
crificing Pricfts, and profane worfhippings of god like the true. 
Whom, burning Frankincenfe to the golden Image of the Calf, 
the Prophet did exceedingly chide. But the King bearing that 

unworthily 
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unworthily ftraightway commanded him to be laid hold of* but 
when his hand, wherewith he bcckcned that he fhould be taken, 
had dryed up, he being affrighted with this wonder, and being 
turned to increaties, obtained favour of his punifhmenr. The 
Prophet returning thither from' whence he came, he is invited by 
another Prophet to hishoufe, and there raking care of his body, 
contrary than was commanded him of God 3 ftraightway as foon 
as lie departed, he is flain by a Lion, the Afle : whereby he was 
carried, being left fafe. 

(a)Rjhoboam being touched with the fame fupcrfticion of gods, he 
alfo drew his Subje&s into deftru&ion. Therefore he placed Al¬ 
tars and Temples here and there, and dedicated grovesin profane 
places to gods. Hence God being angry,fent Sefacus King ofEoypt 
againft them, whom Jofephus thinketh to be (b) Sefoftru, who 
coming to Jcrufalem in the (f) fifth year of Rehoboam, the trea- 
fures, and all the prefents being taken away, he departed. 

00 Under Abiam the king,the fon of Rehoboam 5 Jeroboam received 
a great (laughter. This king drew out eight hundred rhoufand 
into an Army. Againft whom Abiam going with four hundred 
thoufand, and being nigh befieged, he begging the helpof his fa¬ 
ther’s God,obrained a famous vidory, five hundred thoufand of 
his enemies being flain; The which by reafon of the ftraits of 
both kingdomes, may fcarce have credit, if it ,were related by 
any other witnefle then God. Neither yet could he by fo great a 
blefling, be affrighted from imitating his fathers impiety. 

(0 The beginnningsof^i were molt laudable. For he took 
away the Altars and Idolls, and the fteps of his fathers fupcrftiti- 
on, oncly the high places being left. Thefe Altar? were indeed 
for the worfhip of the true God, but here and there creded, and

But Nebuchadnezzar whom we have numbred the Ialt in order 
that is,he, who in ihcHiftory of (c) Judith, isfaid, a battel being 
entred againft Arphaxad King of the CMedes, by whom SChatham 
was built, to have overcome in the twelfth year of his reign. Ar- 
phaxaci is no other then the Deioces of Herodotus, and Ctejias , who 
is placed the firft king of rhe c JMedes by Herodotus. For the times 
do wonderfully agree. Hence we believe with the moft, Judith 
to belong to the times of Afanajfeh. Moreover Manajfeh began to 
reign in the 4016. year of the Jul. Cir. ButD«W«the40i8. in 
Babylon , notwith(landing fome Princes froiri Nehonafsar after¬ 
wards ordered the Kingdome. Which littje thing or kingdome 
in the beginning, was alfo fubje&cd to the ^Government of the As¬ 
syrians. Whence (a) Afi?ro^^, wh.(M^boutJthat time held Baby¬ 
lon , is called one of the Prices of Nebuchadnezzar y by whom Ma- 
najfeh was taken and led away into Babylon. Who being abfent, 
Nebuchadnezzar fent Olofernes into Judea, who by Judith a moil lau¬ 
dable woman, was wifely mocked and {lain. 

Befides thefe tASyrian kings, (b) iSaiah mentioncth Sargon king 
of the ASsyrians, who fent Tartan , whom moft confound with Sen - 
nachertb , (c) becaufe th is King is faid to have fent Tartan. Yet they 
are not wanting, who make both to be different 3 to whom if wc 
hearken, he (hall be thruft in between SalmanaSsar and Senmtche- 
rib, and is to have been thought either the Father, or furely the 
brother of this. Becaufe (d) SalmanaSsar being dead, Sennacherib 
his fon isfaid to have reigned in his head. Therefore none fee- 
jmeth to be placed between them both. But thofe things which 
we have a little before caft in by the way, concerning tne begin¬ 
ning of the Kingdome of Babylon ; they are fupported by the wit- 
nefle of Ptolomey, and old Aftronomcrs, who do reckon their times 
from the beginning of NabonaSsar king of Babylon, which begin- 
ninggoeth before the reckoning of Chrift, (t)747. years. From 
hence the old kingdome of the Chaldeans feemeth to have begun. 
In holy Books, the firft mention of the Babylonian kings is under 
the reign of Hezekiah, about his fourteenth year, in which Mero 
dacb the fon of Bahdan king of the Babylonians 3 is faid to have 
fent Ambaft idours to Hezekiah , that he might ask him concer¬ 
ning the wonder, which had happened in the land 3 as alfo be¬ 
caufe he had learned that he was fick. The fourteenth year of 
Hezekiah, from thefe thm^s which have been above explained, 
runneth into the year before Chrift, 714. which is the thirty 
fourth from the beginning of NabonaSsar. There is an old rule or 
Canon of the Babylonian kings, which Ptolemy and other Mathema¬ 
ticians have ufed, which is lengthened from Nabonafsar unto the 
death of. Alexander the Great. Moreover in that Canon, Mardox- 
empadus, who is named Meradach in facred books, began to reign 
twenty feven years from NabonaSsar, and peradventure that

Of Romulus and the huilding.of Rome, and of the deeds of him, and 
of the fix following Kings. 

A Mulim reigned the twelfth from ^Eneae over the Lotion, ( 
his brother Numitor being opprefled, to whom for his age . 
the rig t of the kingdome did belong. There was one oneiy , 
daughter of Numitor, Sylvia, the which Amulius, left there ihould 
be any hope of pofterity, made a Vcftall Nunne. But ibe, ic be- 1 
ing uncertain by whom (he wasdefloured, brought forth twins, 
Romulus and Remus : who being put abroad by the command of 
tne king, and being privily brought up by Fauflulus a (hepheard, 
after they were of ripe age, Amulius being (lain, they rertored 
theu Grandfather into the Kingdome, and in his fecond year built

Marfh Caprea , a dark tempeft fuddenly arifing , he no where 
appeared, being torn in pieces, as many arc of opinion, by the 
Coiinfdlours of State, of whom he had began to be hated for his 
wilfulnefTe. His death happened the firft year of the r 6 Olym¬ 
piad going out, (£) before Chrift 715, about the i3rh year of 
JJezekiab, in which year on the 2 6 day of May a little bef ore Sun- 
fetcing he deceafed. 

He firft distributed the City into thirty Wards* the people 
into three Tribes, hefee forth or allowed fmall lafeguardsof the 
mightier men, whom alfo he named Senators. He carried three 
Triumphs over a conquered Enemy into the City ; 1. Of the 

Coeninenfes^nd ^intemnates ; when alfo *Acton their King being 
(lain with his own handi he carried back the chiefcft of the lpoyls 
to Jupiter Ferctrius, 2 . Of the Camerines. 3 . Over the Fide nates 
and V'atJjfeS. 

After one years interval qf the kingdom, Numa Pompilim was 
defired King by the Romans, by birth a Sabine , and fpringingfrom 
the family of the (c) in the third year of the fixteench 

Olympiad, before the account of Chrift 714, who being turned 
torhcftudyof peace, appointed the Roman religious rites; he in¬ 
creased their year two moneths, hitherto confiftingof ten. More¬ 
over, the Temple being (hut up, he gave a continual reft unto his 
Subjedfs. He reigned 38 years. 

The third King of Rome reigned Tullitu Hoftilm : Xz) wha began 
the fecond year of the 27 Olympiad, before Chrift < 571 , a man 
unaccuftotned to peace, and given to Wars. This King, the Al- 
banes being overcome, rooted out their City, when he had brought 
over all their wealth and the people it felf tp Rome ; and bad drawn 
in divers pieces MetituFuffetius the Dilator or chief Officer of the 
tAlbanes, he being manitcftly reproved of treachery, bound be¬ 
tween two Chariots, the Horfes being driven. He triumphed 
thrice over the Albanes, Fidenates , and Sabines . He Reigned 3 a 
years,and being ftrickenfrom Heaven, he perilhed with his Wife 
and Family. 

The fourth reigned tAncutMartius, the Nephew of Numa Pom - 
piliiu, the year before Chrift 6 3?,the fecondycar of the 3 5 Olym¬ 
piad, of whom the Latines were overcome, and many received 
into the City, who were placed in , Aventinum. The Town Jani* 
culum was fenced by. the fame king, and entries being framed, Ty- 
ber is joyned by a bridge made of pofts. He reigned twenty four 


years. t _ 

- ThcfifchKingof Romeftarquinm Prifctts, began the fecond year 
of the 41 Olympiad, before Chrift 61 5. This Man was the fon 
of Ttemeratus Corinihus, of the ftock of the Bacchiad <c or people of 
Corinth , a fugitive, and,at firft called Lucumo, waodred to %ome, 
and from the Tarquines , a Town of the Etrufcians, where he had 
hitherto dwelt with his Father, was called LucmTarauinitu, He 
having gotten the Empire, enlarged the Senate; fubxnied 12 peo¬ 
ple of Tufcia, and took from them honourable, tokens of the higheft 

authority. 
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authority, bundles of rods carried before the Magiftrate, the 
King's robe or kirtle, Chariots and Ivory Chairs, the Senatours Ann °37ox. 
long filken robe and other things of that fort. Moreover, he 
built {lately Works in the City; as Channels,whereby the water V^VNJ 
was derived into Tyher He began the Templeof (b; Jupiter Ca- (b) Di c ny r., 
pitoltnus : He was flam by the Ions of Ancus, when he had reigned 
3 8 years. 

Servius Tullius, the fon in law of this King, reigned the fixth in 
order, m the fourth year of the 50 Olympiad, before Chrift 577. 

This Man was born of Ocrifia Corniculana. , a captive Mother* and 
being commended by Tarquinius the King for his virtue, he is put 
before the heads of the kingly race. Many things were famouflv 
ordained by him in the Common-wealth. He firft appointed a 
(a) reckoning or numbring of the people, and decreed it every (*) s«th e 
fifth year turmng about to be made. By the accounting he diftri- nl bo ° k , of 
buted the People into Companies and Bands of an hundred foot- S£*U 
men. He enlarged the City it felf. At length, the kingdom bcine 
governed for 44 years with the greateft praife, by the accurfcd 
parricide of his Ion in law Tarquinius and his daughter, his life 
was taken from him. 

y ear . of ' he *\ 'Olympiad, as Dionyfiut fheweth, 
before Chrift 533, the feventh and laft reigned Tarquinim, bv 
firnamc, the -Proud, whom mod of the old Roman, and rhofe L’ivie 
hath followed, have affirmed to be the fon of Frifcus. vionfms Diw ,r. 4 - 
makes us believe he was his Nephew. This man governed the 
kingdom gotten by wtekednefs, no better than he had fought it. 

He afiaulrcd the Senators and Nobles with {laughters and robbe- 
hcs. He made the Temple m Alhanum commune to his Compa¬ 
nions the Latines, and framed the Latinc holy-dayes. He built 
the Temple o( Jupiter Capitoltptu, begun by his Grandfather, from

of Jul: Cir. 3975, a cruel battel was fought, as alfo a new break¬ 
ing in of the Lacedemonians ; and laftly, the Mefsenians , other 
Towns being left, do fence Ithome . Eupbaes being dead, Arijtcde- 
mus is chofen King by the Mefsentans , he who killed his daughter 
before the Oracle. That fell out about the 3984 year of Jul. Cir. 
the third year of the 1 a Olympiad. The Lacedemonians received 

(a) juftto. 3. a great (laughter from this king ; (a) whom it fo pleafed, as to 

proftitute their Wives to fupply off-fpring. Whence were born 
The Parthc- thofe whom they called Parthemans, of which afterwards. That 
thing happened about the third year of the 13 Olympiad, the 
fifth year of Arifodemus. At length Ariftademus , the fafety of his 
Countrcy being defpaired of, bccaufe the Spartans did opprefle 
Ithome with a moft ftraight fiege, he ftabbed tiimfclf at his daugh¬ 
ters grave, after he had reigned fix years, and a greater part of 
the feventb. But in the firft year of the 14 Olympiad going out, 
of the Jul. Cite. 3991, the twentieth after the Mefsenian War 
was begun, Ithome was forfaken by the MeJIenians , and over-* 
thrown by the Lacedemonians. Thus an end is put to the former 
War. After this feme of the Mefsentans , Alctmadas being their 
Captain, through Ship wrack, travel to Ehegium , which is a Town 
of Italy . 

After 38 years from thence, this is the 4th year of the twenty 
third Olympiad,of Jul. Cir. 4029. Tlefias being chief Governour 
of Athens , as Taufanias faith, through the encouragement of 
tAriflomeneSs a man endued with Heroick valour, the MeJIenians 
renew the War againft the Lacedemonians $ in which Warr the 
Lacedemonians defire a Captain from the Athenians , by the Oracle. 
Thefe ordain for them Tytueas the Poet, a Schoolmafter, who be¬ 
ing Commander,at the firfl they are overcome 5 afterwards they 
arc made the fuperiours rather by deceit, than virtue, TU&Mef- 
fenians betake themfelves into the Mountain Ira in the third year 
of the War.- where they refilled their enemies eleven years. 

(b) Paulim; Ariflomenes about that time did (b ) many incredible and aftonifh- 

ibg things. At length in the firfl year of the 27 Olympiad, Ira 
^ ’ ■ was vanquished, before Chrift *71, and the War ceafed, which 
by the report of Paafanias is gathered, to have held 14 years. 
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(a) Yet Jujtine flicwerh, chat the fecond War was renewed by 

the Mcjtcnians after eighty years from the former; when all this ?*"pf2od 

fpaccof time, they had been kept in a flavifh manner by the La- um*4t8*! 

cedemonians. The Mefsenians, their Country being overthrown, 

the Spring coming on, do fail into Sicilia, and there poflefle Zan- $ 

cles , which they name Mefsena. Diod. p.38.’ 


CHAP. IX. 

Of Cyaxar King of the Medes,n»rf the breaking in of the Scythians ; 
and of the Kings of ^Babylonians, efpecially of Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar, and his Suocef sours. 

H Erodotus (b) in thefirft book of the Medes, wriceth, That on H erod 
Phaortes the father of Cyaxar , reigning, the Empire Was in- kneh. id*, 
created and enlarged 5 and that by him the Perftans and people of 
Afta were by War tamed and fubdued. Who when he aftaulted 
the tAfsyrians, and befieged Ninut,he there perifhed with the grea- 
reft part of his Army. Cyaxar the fon of t Phaortes 3 that he might re¬ 
venge his Father, he alfo undertook a War againfl the Afsyrians t 
The which being overcome, in the very befieging of Ninut, by a 
fudden breaking in of the Scythians, he is reprefled: Who, the The br«w 
Cymmerians a people of Italy, following after them, tMadys being in of the r/- 
tbeir Captain, had flowed into Afia and Media. The fame ruled Manu 
over Afia twenty and eight years, taking continual preys out of 

it, and robbing by the high-waics,-unpufjiftied, none forbidding 
them 5 untill after 2 8 years Cyaxar receiv'd them with a banquet, 
and they being allured with large cups, and made drunken, he 
flew them every one, and recovered his ancient kingdom. 

Afterwards when feme of the Scythian Nation came to the fame 
Cy&x*r> he received them favourably: unto whom alfo the Chil¬ 
dren of the Medes be delivered tube inftru&ed in the Scythian lan¬ 
guage , and skilfulnefle of Archery, in Which they excelled 
others. : 

In the fiican while the Scythians going daily to hunting, they 
alwayes brought feme Vcmfonto the King; the which when 
fometimes through want of prey they had failed to do, they were 
unkindly received by him. Which injury they rtvertged with a 
barbarous cruelty; For they bring to the King one of their Schol¬ 
ars being killed, and dretfed after the manner of Venifon; and 
maightway botake themfelves as fuppliancs urito Abater the King 
of Lydia, cyaxar , the wicked aft being found out, requlreth the 
run-awayes to be yielded tti him for punifhmcnt; and, unlefs he 
mould obtain his requeft, threatneth War with the Lydians . 

Therefore a five years Wat being waged through divers and 
doubtful chances, at length in the fitfth year there is a battel be- 
twixirh emj from the which through the fuddaindarkning of the 
J>tm, they being affrighted, gave off. At length, by the endeavor 

of 
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oiCilix a Syennian, and Labynitus a Babylonian, they were made 
juirpcS* fri enc * s o.:e with another, and a peace is eftablifhed by a nuptial 
uHto <vi8s. J Covenant. For tArienne the daughter of Alyattes , married Afiya- 
ges the fon of Cyaxar. That Labynitus (cemeth to be the fame,who 
in holy books is called Nebuchadnezzar, the fon of Nabopolafsar, 
who both reigned in Babylon, and the rule of the Medes being now 
fhook off, enlarged the Babylonian affairs 3 of the which mention 
is to be made hereafter. 

After Nabonafsar , whom we rightly think the Founder of the 
Babylonian Empire, many, but obfeure ones, are numbied even to 
Nabopolafsar in the Mathematicians Canon, of the which we have 
made mention above. Nabopolofsar increased by weapons the Ba¬ 
it) According bylonian kingdom, the which he had received little. For (a) Bero- 
/^, an equal Writer of the Chaldaick Annals, and of the times 
ch.ii.il. oi Alexander the Great, hath delivered. That Nabopolafsar, the 
a gainfl App. Father of Nebuchadnezzar , bearing rule over Egypt, Cxlefyria , and 
Edition of C Phoenicia, a Lievtenant, was chief over them : who when he fell 
Frob. Eun 9. off, Nabopolafsar being now of great age, fent his fon Nebuchad - 
of Pr*p. nezzar againft him with an Army 3 who, his ftubborn enemies 

1 7 * being overcome, and his command recovered, when as between 

thefe things Nabopolafsar was by Natures deftiny dead, he fpeedi- 
ly fled to Babylon , all his Armies together with the prey being left 
With a certain one of his friends, that he might carry thofe things 
into Babylon . Nabopolafsar reigned twenty and one years, and 
began in the year of the Jul. Cir. 4089 of Jofiah the King the 17. 
Moreover, that former Expedition of Nebuchadnezzar happened 
in the third year of Joachim the fon of King Jofiah, or the fourth en- 
tringof the Jul. Cir. 4107, from which the Jews have counted 
the beginning of King Nebuchadnezzar 3 although Nabopolafsar 
was alive two years fpace after this year. Moreover, Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar being much more famous than his Father, waged very ex¬ 
ceeding great Warrs, and paffed through very many Nations, by 
overcoming them; the which not onely the holy Writings do 
witneffej but alfo Megafihenes in his fourth book of the Indian 
(b) jofcph. affairs, according to (b) Jofephus , hath wrote concerning this 
Antiq.ch.3x. King, That Hercules was much exceeded by him in valour, and 
greatnefs of things done. For both that chief City of Africa, and 
the greater part of he brought by weapons under the yoke, 
Bhiloftratus addeth in the Hiftories of the T boenicians and Indians , 
That Tyre was befieged by the fame king thirteen years 3 the 
which he feemeth to have attempted about the fixteenth year of 
his reign, of the Jul. Cir. 4122, an year before he befieged Jeru- 
falem , Zcdekiah reigning, Nebuchadnezzar being lifted up with 
fuch fuccefles, would firft havehimfelf to be worfhipped as a godj 
(a)D*n. 3. an( j an i ma g e Q fgold being raifed up, to his great felf, as it

His anger being turned into amazement and Religion, the King 
gave afterwards all honour unto thofe young men and Daniel theti 
companion 5 and alfo pafled over the worfhipand reverence unto 
the Hebrews god by agodly Edift, the which he had .ufurped 
wickedly to himfelf. But his (c) manners Aiding back into pride, 
alter that he neither fuffered himfelf by the divine wonders, nor 
by Daniel’s exhorting, to be called back unto his duty, he ran into 
madnefs 5 whereby he living after the manner of Cattcl, and by 
fodder, he paffed away feven whole years under the open Firma¬ 
ment abroad 3 untill,his undemanding being received, and par¬ 
don of his wickednefs intreated, he was reftored unto his ancient* 
condition. And then he dyeth after the death of his father, the 
fourty third year of his reign, (d) before Chrift 5 63, in which 1 
the fecond year of the 54 Olympiad entreth. 

(f) Eitlmcrodach the fon fucceedtd this King 3 who prefehrly 
as foon as he came to the kingdom, he had in eftdem Joacbiv or 
Jeconiah, the fon of Joachim, who had yielded himfelf to Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar , being freed out of prifon, and received him into-familia¬ 
rity. The After of this King, NerigtoJToor had in marriage, and of 
her he begat Labor offarchod. Therefore Evilmeredach being flaih, 
after two years reign being fulfilled, as it were in the name of a 
guardian, for his fon Laborofsarchod, whom we believe ro be< Bel- 
jbazzar, he governed the kingdom four years 3 the which indeed 
are wont fotneticnes to be imput c&to Labor ofsarehod. But this 
King r his father being dead; wheh he (b) added unto riot, and 
continual drinking, facrilcdge, and had commanded the holy 
vi flcls, which hrsgrandfather had carried out of the Temple of 
Jerufalem > to be committed to the profane ufes of Feafts, he fa w 
the fingers of a man’s hand moving themfelves on the wall, and 
painting three words $ the which when none couldinterpret, be- 
fides Daniel, he got the higheft honour thereby. But the King 
was flain the fame night by theconfpiracy of his fervants, wflofrf 
he for his evil difpofition had eftranged from him, nine compleac 
monethsafter the death of his Father. ; 

Then by the agreement of the Nobles the Govdrnmertt is fie- 
flowed on mbonidtu, a certain Med* by birth, and a companion 
of the confpiracy. The which when he had admiriiftfed feveh^ 
teen years, he being invaded by War by Cyrus King of Perfia, ahttf 
b ingftiut up within the Tower Borfippa, a yielding beinginadt# 
he was removed into Carmani*. 
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orv-Nj 

Of the Uft Kings of iEgypt out of Herodotus, Sethon, the twelve 
‘Princes, Pfammeticbus, Nechaus, Amafides, and others. 

T He beginnings and lordly powers of the Egyptians, which 
George OHonk hath gathered out of African™ and Eufebrn, 
are mixed with many fables. Wherefore thofc being let pafle, 
we will bring incopublique view a few Kings out of Herodotus , 
which do feem needful toilluftrate thisour,&: the facredHiftory. 
(d) He therefore, fome kings being rchcarfed, writeth, Sethon the 
C Setfjon C * P rie ^ °f <0 Have reigned ; who when he behaved himfelf 

fcornfully in a warlike kindT fell into his difeontent. Therefore 
when Sennacherib king of the Arabians and Afsyrians had with 
great Forces aflaulted Egypt, Sethon being forfaken by his Army, 
implored the aydot his god 5 from whom a multitude of field 
Mice being fent by night, gnawed afunder their quivers of Ar¬ 
rows, and firings pf their bowes, and rains of their bucklers. So 
the day after the enemies being naked of weapons fled. There is 
no doubt, but that Sennacherib was the fame King of tAffyrians, 
who, Hezckiab reigning, fadked Judea. For times on both fides 
do agree. , 

Twelve After, Sethpn , twelve ^Egyptian. kings were chief over them, 

Princes. the Countrey beigg divided into fo'ntany parts. One of thefe 
was pfammeticu* 5 who being driven out by his fellows, and re¬ 
moved into marfhy 1 places, by the help of the Ioniam and £arians$ 
the other eleven being overcome, he poflefled all Egypt 5 and 
made friendfhip with ths Greeks, and he.firft gave them a field or 
Land in Egypt to inhabit in. His beginning happeneth into the 
year before Chrift 670, the third of the 26 Olympiad 5 and 
from that, fie reigned fifty four years, of the which he fpent 
thirty one years in befieging * Azotus, a Town of Pale- 
fiina. 

Necho . After this King Necho his fon was chief, whom, Herodotus is 

Author , the Syrians overcame with an Army at Orfagdolum. 
( R ) 4 K'ags j s i$jcbo the king of ./Egypt, by whom Jofiah was (lain 

&»chr. 3^. ip tJMegtddo, about the year before Chrift 61 1. in which, *iccko 
now reigned the fixth year. Who, fixteen years being finifhed in 
his kingdomjhe had pfammis his Succqffour: This man had Apries, 
(bj jcr. 44. who,according to (b) Jeremy, is Ephree. 

3®. '' The ■«/Egyptians fell off from him, by reafon of the Cyrenian 

Apries. Expedition, in no cafe managed from judgment; to the appea- 
fingof whom,faith Herodotus , Amafis , a Lievtenant was lent, who 
making the Rebels friends to himfelf, he invaded the kingdom, 
tyrd yielded up Apries to thofe that required him to be kept in 
cuftody, and then to the Egyptians for death. Apries began, by 

the 
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theaccounts of Herodotus, in the year of two Julian Cir, 4120, r\-A/) 
and he reigned twenty five years. Thus A„afis began in the ^“period* 
year of the Julian Circuit 4145. W hom at the fiift 1 have be- unto 4181* 
liqved to have been let o^ctnAgypt by Nebuchadnezzar, Necho as 
yet living : and after Apries being flain, tiie rule of the Babylo¬ 
nians being fhookoff, to have begun to reign by their own autho¬ 
rities. For Nabopolafsar , as X have (hewn above, had long ago fub- 
dued ?y£ gypt ; which, as it appearcth, being fuffered with their 
own Kings, and thofe made tributary, he added an Overfccr,who 
fhould keep it in its homage : the which alfo his fon Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar afterwards appointed. 

{a) Herodotus reports, That Amafis, becaufe he was of a (a) Herod, 
common flock, was in the beginning defpifed of his Subjects: but b - x - ch.i7*. 
he brought thefe by counfcl and diligence, rather than by force 
unto the reverencing of him after this manner. He brake a gol¬ 
den bafon, in which he had wont to wafli his feet with his 
guefts, and made out of ic the Image of a God, and dedicated 
ic openly.

This man joyned oncly one daughter which he had, (feeing 
he wanted manly off-fpring),c^lftfW4«rs, with a certain Perfian , 
Cambyfes , a quiet man, nor defirous of new affairs, becaufe he had 
learned by a dream, that he fhould be deprived of his Kingdome 
by a Nephew. For the fame caufe he calls his daughter unto him 
being great with child, and delivcreth the infant that was born 
of her, to Harpagus to be flain 5 which one man he had moft fa- 
The infancy miliar, andthe partaker of all his fecrets. But he gave him to 
of Cyrus. be put out privily unto the kings fhepheard, of whom being 
brought up, when as he came to age, he fullfilled the truth of the 
dreams. For when as he was acknowledged of ^Aftyages, and 
received into favour, at length Harpagus counfelling him, (whofe 
fon ^Aflyagesfox keeping his Nephew alive, had flain, and offered 
to his fa thcr to be eaten,) he fell off from bis Grandfather. Aflya~ 
ges having forgotten what he had committed againft Harpagus, 
delivered unto him the chief accomplifbment of the war. Who 
ftraightway betrayed all the army toi Cyrus. Alter thefc things 
Aflyages new armies being drawn together on every fide, encoun¬ 
ters withers; who being overcome in battell, loft his liberty,

C Ambyfes in the fourth year of the 62 Olynopiad* before 
Chrift 5 29, as hath been (hewn, began to reign in Perfia- 9 
in the fifth ycar&sEufebius writeth, heinvadeth « /Egypt* 
f«ji.iD.3.i&ic» (a) Herodotus (heweth a ridiculous caufe,of this War: 

* Cambyfes defired the daughter of Amafis to Wife: but for her, 
Nitetts the daughter of « Apries being fent by Amafis, becaufe he 
knew (he.was not to be accounted in the place of a lawful Wife, 
. but of an whore or lemanjwhen Cambyfes underftood that matter, 

lycmtyfa he turned his weapons againft ^.But feeing that Apries dyed 44 
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years before that Cambyfes defired Egypt,it is not likely to be true, r\A^> 
that the daughter of Apries could be chofen. for a, Maid in the jJJ 1 pj!^'■ 
marriage of Cambyfes, Wherefore it more probable; the which into 4430* 
alfo Herodotus writeth fotne to affirm, that affinity to have been 
fought after, not by Cambyfes , but by Cyrus, 

Which thing alfo Poly<e#us believed. For he writeth unto Cyrus , 
requiring the daughter of Amafis to wedlock; Nitetis the daughet r 
of Apries being fent by Emafis, in her room 5 which Nitetis , the 
matter being uifiembled, when as {he had born many children by 
Cyrus, and among thefe Cambyfes , the deceit being confcfled to 
Cyrus, he forced him, That becaufe Amafis was dead, he lhould 
revenge himfelf on his fon Pfammeticus . But in the providing,c_y- 
rus being dead, ffambyfes by the encouragement of his Mother, 
pa fled over the kingdome of Egypt unto the Succcflours of 
Apries . 

fb) Before that Cambyfes went into Egypt , Amafis dyed, and his 00 Herod, in 
fon Pfammeticus fucceeded him. Who being taken by Cambyfes, he ll ? c fanac 
lived fometime in Perfia. Cambyfes was holpen in that Expedi- pacc ‘ 
tion by a Navy of Polycrates ,a Tyrant of the Samians. Egypt be¬ 
ing fubdued, he aded many things in a cruel and wicked manner. 

He leading an Army againft the Ethiopians, for want of provi- 
fion, left off his enterprize. But when he had fent about 5 o theu- 
fand to burn the Temple of Jupiter Hammon , by that temptft, and 
great heaps of fand, they were overwhelmed. 

Moreover, he commanded Crcefus, friendly admonifhing him crufus freed 
of what was his duty, to be led to death. But the Perfians with-, fr °ra death, 
drew him privily. Which thing being known, being glad of his 
fafety, he punifhed his prefervers with a mortal punifhmenr. 

Ac length, in the beginning of the eighth year of his reign, be¬ 
fore Chrift 522, Cambyfes fell intomadnefs, and commanded his 
own brother Smerdis to be flain 5 becaufe he had feen in a dream 
him fitting in his Chair of State. Trtxafpes executed that com¬ 
mand. So indeed Herodotus . But Ctefias writeth his name to have 
been Tanyoxar : and hcexplaineth the matter a little other wife. 

Not much after, Cambyfes falling fuddenly upon timber, he hurt 
themufcle of his thigh, and the eleventh day after he dyed. 

(b) Cambyfes being fick, Polycrates in Samos, in the 1 ith year of(b) Herod, in' 
his tyranny, being called forth through deceit by Oroctes the Liev- ^ kwe * 
tenant of Sardis is flain, and his dead carcafte is hung upon a gib- pIacc * 
ber. 


About the fame time, before the death of Cambyfes , CMagus, a mgusent reth 
certain man moft like to Smerdis , put his perfon on himfelf, and on c keKing- 
Cambyfes being dead, held the kingdom feven moncchs. dome. 

(c) Who being flain by feven of the chief men, ‘Darius, one of ( c ) H cr«d.j. 
this number, by the endeavour of Oebares his Groom, and by the Vaicr. Max.7. 
neighing of his horfe, obtained the kingdom, being 28 years ofSj^V 
age. For Herodotus in the end of his firft book, faith, in the laft J 
year of Cyrus, Darius was about 20 years old. He a little after 
killed OereteSi He punifhed Intaphernes-i one of his fix ailiftants. 
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<\A/1 with death,becaufc he being forbidden by trie ufher of his Chatn-

10374000 of our Targets. 

He gave to Sjlofontes the brother of Polycrates, of whom being 
deprived, he was as yet endowed with a robe or a chief Coun- 
fellour in ^£gypt, the chief rule of his Country, the Ifle of Samos . 
At which time almo Ik, Babylon fell off; the which being befieged 
20 moneths, he obtained through Zopyrus a Prince of great truft ; 
which fell out next after the third year of the 67 Olympiad. 
Heiod.4. There was a two-fold famous Expedition made by him. The 
juft.i. Corn, former againft the Scythians ; the other again A the Greeks. In the 
Nep. in Milt. f ormer he commanded Bofpborus, a narrow Sea with a bridge; 

then the other he made in the River Danubius: for the keeping of 
which, he placed Princes of the Ionian Cities, by whom it was 
deliberated, whether or no, the bridge being broken down, to 
which thing the Scythians perfwaded them, they fhould deliver 
Darius , and the ftrength of the Perfians tribe overthrown, by an 
TheExpedi- univerfal flaughter on the fame. But the opinion of Hifiiaus Mi - 
cion Of DmM lefius prevailed, who perfwaded, that that fhould not be done for 
again* the t his re afon, becaufe by the kingdom of Darius, their own fafety 
Scythians. ^ ru j e was fupported. Therefore Darius , a great part of his 
Army being loft, returned with grief into Afia-, Megahazus being 
left with 70 thoufand in Europe , that he might fubdue it by wea¬ 
pons. This difpatch againft the Scythians happened, the 6 8 Olym¬ 
piad beginning, before the account of Chrift 508. 

(b) Herod,y. (b) c Megahazus fubdued Thracia and c Macedonia unto the Go¬ 

vernment of Darius . At which time Alexander the fon of Amyn- 
m King of the Macedonians, flew certain chief of the Perpans, wan¬ 
tonly [porting thtmfelves in a banquet at his own houfe. Darius 
HifiUus. returning into Perfia, drew Hifii<eus, a Tyrant of Miletus along 
MtleCtus , with him againft his will, through a {hew of honour, and fet his 
Couzen-german over the City in his place: Whom afterward, 
was privily encouraged, that he would fall off from the King, and 
fhould draw the loniaus with him into the fellowfhip of the War. 
For through a defire of his Countrey, and a wearinefs of the Per - 
pan Court, he took that counfel, that under pretence of quench¬ 
ing that domellick flame, he might obtain leave to travel from 
Darius . In the mean time, Arifiagoras, freedom being reftored to 
the unilefians, and Tyrants, as far as he could, being every where 
taken away, he looked at the ayd of the Grecians. Therefore the 
Lacedemonians being tryed in vain, he cometh to Athens ; of whom 
he being holpen with a Navy of twenty Ships, he openly fell off 
from the Perfians : Straightway by their helpS<fr<ftf was taken and 
fet on fire. That happened in the 69 Olympiad. The Perfians 
following hard after the Ionians, do fcatter and put them to flight. 
Who being forfaken by the Athenians , they however maintained 
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no ldTer war againft the Perfians. They take Byzantium and other 
Citics. Darin, it being heard that Sardis was burned by the Athe- 
mans, being covetous of revenging, commanded, that he fhould unro443o. 
be daily put in mind of bringing war on the Athenians . 

(a; eArifiagoras being afterwards {lain in the Army, HifiUm , (a)Hcro<U; 
who was fent byDarius,doth vainly ftrive againft theKing with the 
Ionians: who being overcome in a Sea-fight, Miletus in the fixth 
year from the falling away of Arifiagoras, was vanquiihed, and 
confumed with fire; Hifiixus being taken in fight by Harpagitt 
Captain of the Perfians , and being brought unto <Artaphernes the 
brother of Darius, they hang him on a gibber. 

Darius fends Mardonius his fon in law againft the Grecians with 
an Army; who. Tyrants being taken away out of theCities of 
Ionia, in their ftead he appointed Governments popular, or of the 
people. Thereby he fubje&ed Thracia, sJMacedonia, and the 
Neighbouring Countreys unto himfelf. He being toffed at the 
Mountain At ho with a grievous calamity, ,10ft twenty thoufand 
men. After thefe things Darius fent Ambafladours into Greece, 
who fhould takeaway by force, or demand,the water and fire, 
unto which the people of ^Egina did homage. 

At length, in the third year of the 72 Olympiad, 4224 of the 
Jul. Cir. they fought at Maratbo. 

(b) A defke partly of fpreading his command into Europe and 
Greece, partly of revenging on the ^Athenians, afforded to Dar'rn 
the caufeofthis War, who had helped the Ionians againft them- A „ r ' p a 3 j] 
felves, and had burnt Sardis . He not onely pretended this latter juft, ch, 
for his Expedition; but this moreover, that he might reftore 
Hippias the fon of Pififiratus, who was caft out of Athens , and be¬ 
come an humble fuiter to him, into his tyranny. 

Darius being moved with thefe things, fends a Navy into Greece 
of fix Hundred Galleys with Oars, as faith Ilerodom : but as Cor - 
neltus Nepos relateth in Miltiades , of five hundred; wherein he 
put two hundred thoufand footmen, ten thoufand horfemen,if we 
believe the fame man. But Lyfias in his Epitaph numbreth five 
hundred thoufand. That Navy ( Datis, and Artaphernes the fon of 
ArtapherneSj, the brother of Darius, being Captains) firft being 
brought to Euboea, took Eretria. From thence it cometh into *At- 
t'tca, and fet forth its Armies on the plain field Maratbo. The 
Athenians create ten Praetors or Maiors againft them, who were 
chief ove* the Army ; amongft whom was Miltiades, by whofe 
Succeffes'with a very fmall company (for he had not more than 
ten thoufand, whereof nine thoufand of Athenians, of the Plata- 
ans there Were a thoufand) the Barbarians were fcattered. Cora 
nelius Nepos affirmeth D^rtohave brought an hundred thoufand 
of footmen, arid teh thoufand hotfemen into battel array ; 6400 
being {kftnbf the ‘Perfians . The Athenians make famous 1*2 on 
the 16 day of [ Badromion ], as faith (c) Plutarch, this is the 19 of (c) Plut.iii 
September : Amorig others, Callirhacm a chlfcf Warriourof the Cam. 

Athenians , 
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Athenians, and tyuegirus, who laying hold of the flags of an ene¬ 
mies (hip with his hand, it being cut off, lie dyed. 

After this flaughter, Darius made a greater provifion againft 
the Greeks of (a) three whole years fpace. But in the fourth year 
*y£gypt forfook him. While therefore he fitteth himfclf to be re¬ 
venged of both, a diffention arifing between his Tons, wiio requi¬ 
red to be by their father chofen King, contrary to the cuftome; at 
length Xerxes was by him ordained and put before Artabazanes 
the elder, becaufehe was alfobornof Arofa the daughter of Cy¬ 
rus, and was received into the chief power. At length in the 
year following,from the fall ing off of t^Lgypt, Darina dyech. Thcfe 
things Herodotus. From the which, this is concluded, the c Mara- 
thonian fight to have happened in the thirty and fecond year of 
Darius ; That is, in the fifth year before his death. 


l CHAP. II. 

Of the Hiflory of thofe of the Family of Pififtratus, and the death of 
Hipparchus; as alfo of the Lordjhip 0/Miltiades; and the mof 
grievous Errour 0/Cornelius Nepos. 

(b)i>. He- TN the twentieth year before the Maratbonian battel, as (b) 
rod. y. & 6 . , X Thucydides is Authour, the rule of thofe of Tififtratus was quen¬ 
ched in Athens , by the endeavour of the tAlcmeonides , and the help 
of the Lacedemonians. For Hippias the fon of Pififtratus , was dri¬ 
ven out, when he had been chief 18 years after the death of his 
o?dcfi d r?of* rc Fathcr 5 whofe brother was Hipparchus , as (c ) Plato is witneflc, a 
gain C 0 moderate and learned man. Yet Diodorus faith. That Hipparchus 
in Coiicc. of and Hippias were violent and wilfull men; but the third fon of 
Vaicf. P .ij». j>ifijl r atus,Tbefialus, to have been civil and well manner’d, who* 
Tyranny being renounced, was much beloved of his Citizens : 

(a) b. of whom again ( a) Heraclides contradi&eth, who faith, Thefalus to 

Poiic. have been the younger, and fiercely rafh in boldnefs: Whom the 

Confpirators being willing to kill, they flew Hipparchus, far more 
gentle than his two brethren, inhisftead. This man was flain 
by the confpiracy of Harmodius and eAriftogiton, in the time of the 
Athenians exercifing their adive games. Who both being killed 
by them of the guard, many others were tortured, and punifhed. 

(b) PMi[an,' (d) After that, Hippias lorded it three years over the Athenians ; 

Atc ' and in the fourth being driven out, he fled to Darius , in the twen¬ 

tieth year before the fight at Maratho , as faith Thucydides. Where¬ 
fore the death of Hipparchw happened in the fourth year of the 66 
Olympiad; in which year, it is gathered from thence, the five 
yearly a&ive games, facred to the Athenians ; were wonc to be pro¬ 
claimed. But this year was before Chrift 513. But Hippias was 
caff out in the third year of the 6 j Olympiad, of the Jul. Circuit 
4204; afterwards Images were publiquely placed for Harmodius 

and 
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and Artftogiton , as (c ) Pliny writcth; who laich, that was done in 
the fame year, wherein the Rulers were driven away. But they JllTpSod/ 
were thruft out in the third year of the fame Olympiad going out; unto 445*. . 
that is,of the Jul. Cir. 4205. ftfb^ 

(d) About the fame time, wherein Darm by Ambaffadours re- ch . 4 ‘ 
quired the water and fire from the Grecian Cities, when the peo- (d) Herod, 
pie of ty£gina had obeyed his commands, andcleomenes Ruler in b * *' 
Lacedemon had come thither to enquire into, or hear their caufe 
debated, he being by his companion in Office Demaratus led into 
a fault, hecauffcd the Government to be taken away from this 
very man; Pythias being brought in as a falfe witnefs, which de- 
nyed Demaratus to be the lawful fon of Adfto , Leotychides was or¬ 
dained in theropomof this man; of whom he being fharply 
touched with a mock, he ranaway to the Perfians. 

At that feafon Miltiades the fon of C'mon was renowned at 
Athens , who obtained dominion in Cherronefus , a City of Thracia . 

For CMiltiades the Uncle of this man, the fon of Cypfelus born of the 
fame Mother as Ciwon, by ihcDolonean or fwift-footed Thracians^ 
who inhabited (fbertonefus , he being called to the chief rule, by 
the Oracle, at Athens , Croefus reigning, with whom when he cx- 
ercifed friendship, he held that Countrey. He dying, left Stefa -. 
goras the fon of his brother fimon his fucceffour. Who being kil¬ 
led by a privy murderer, .the fons of Pififtratus, faith Herodotus , 
fend Miltiades the fon of Ctrnon, whem-they themfelves had taken- 
away from amongft them^hither ; who there enjoyed the affairs. 

But in the third year after it came to paffe, the Scythians break 
into Thracia,whom Darius hid provoked by his Expedition made 
againft them. Whom Miltiades fhunning, left Cherronefus , and 
was reftored afterward to the fame by the Thracians. Thefe 
things Herodotus. Which that they may be true* it muff needs 
be, that Miltiades . was lent by Hippias onely after .the death of 
Hipparchus , for in the third year after, the Scythians made their- 
violen t affault or inroad. 

Wherein the Errour of Cornelius Nepos is worthy the taking The great eri 
notice of, who hath confounded the former Miltiades with ther<woic»ra. 
latter, and hath aferibed the deeds of both unto one. But &£ Harm 
(inhisdivers things)rightly diftinguifheth of three Miltiades , in 
like manner, as we have done. 

Miltiades thefon of of Cifnon, when the Perfian Navy got over 
that whole Sea, he flipt to Athens , and afterward being General 
againft the Army of Darius ^ he contended in the field of Marathon 
with a raoft profperousand gloriousfiiccefs. Which vi&ory be¬ 
ing gotten, he is fent to ptrffue its remainder with a Navy; and- 
while hecotnpaflethtby the Hlands of PedAy a Town, in Campania ,. 
he gdeth \.o*Patos ; and what with a falfe fright of art Army of 
Perfians invading, what through the ficknefs of an hurt body, be-. 
ing beaten off from thence, he was fined by the un juft fcmences of 
his Citizens* witha great fumm of money; and beoadfc he had

I N the interim 3 from the third year of the 60 Olympiad, an 
the rife of Cyrus in Babylonia , to the death oi Darius, and the 
beginning of the reign of Xerxes , the memories of the moft fa¬ 
mous in all literature and feveral Arts are delivered to polierity. 
Simonides Sol Pe exquifire in Poetry ^Simonides Cew& famous Lyrick,to whom 
Pboc\lide's. £a f e ^ uS aferibes the Bayes in the 61 Olympiad, together with 
Phocylis . 

Anacreon. After him Anacreon, a great Favourite of Polycrates the Samian 
(») Lib 3 * Tyrant, as fa) Herodotus tells us: which Polycrates dyed by the 
c/s. * hands of O t eetes in the ^Olympiad. 

(b; seel. (b) ^Efchylus alfo,the brother of Cynegirus, who behaved himfelf 
^ ch * fo valiantly in the Battle at Marathonia, was> very famous at Athens 
about this lime: which ^gfchylus like wife wasinthe lame fight, 
as the Writer of his life tells us: But in the ldt of Sophocles we are 
informed Cynegirus was fon to one Archontes Philippas, and born 
in the fecond yekrof the 71 Olympiad, and younger than e/ Efchy - 
lus by 17 years; by which account, vfifchylus was born in thefirft 
year of the 67 Olympiad, and of the Julian Period the 4202, and 
fought this Battle of Marathonia in the 2 2, or 2 3 yearof his age 5 
fo that his death will fall in the 42^7 year of the Julian Period. 
For he lived 6% years. But fince’tis apparent he lived and dyed 
in the time of Hiero King oisictlie , and that Hiero himfelf dyed 
in the 4247 year of the Julian Period 5 the ftory hangs not well 
together, blit irt all likelihood he was born long before the 6y

This 
Abaris was a Prieft of Apollo , who adored Pythagoras inftcad of j u i, period, 
Apollo, and brought him a wonderfull ftrange and curious Arrow, unto 443°- 
with which cromng the River, he freed the cities that were infe- <^“VNJ 
ded, from the peftilence j and other things moll miraculous, he 
adedby vertue thereof 5 as we have it from Jamblicus . But (a) C 0 T * A P°k 
Tertullian writes, that this Pythagoras aymed at the foveraignty of c ’ 4 * 
the Thurians. 

By the fage precepts of Pythagoras , the Crotomats inftituted their 
Common-wealth, and thereby improved, not onely in civility, Died. 1%: 
and good government, but in Martiall Difciplinc, fo much that 
100 thoufand of them encountrcd with3oo thoufand of the Sybari- 
tans at the River Sagra (under the condud of Milo) and having 
put the enemy to the Sword, utterly demolifhcd the very 
city. 

Heraclitus the Epbefianwas in great efteem about the 69 Olymp. 
as Diogenes teftifies: nor will we forget how famous (b) "Lena Elea- (b)Tcrr. ad 
tes was at this time, 


CHAP. IV. 

Of the Kings dethroned at Rome, and the wars thence kindled 
amongjt the Romans. 

L lv'm fayes, %ome was aMonarchyfor 244. years from the Lib.i.inBae; 

foundation of it,before’it becarpe a free State. Therefore ^j on *. K ^ 4 : 
in the 245 year they depoled their King, difannulled that govern- 
ment, and then were Confulls firft eleded and created. Where¬ 
fore lince (by the teBimony of Varro) the City was ereded inxhe ‘

The Monarchy of ^omewasdiflolvedj and Lucretm (then Mo- vM.io. ift 
narch) expelled, becaufehis fon offered Co haveraYi{hed$L«wt/4. 

This was tranfaded upon-the, 5 th of the. Calends of i March, on 
which day the Regifugium, or expulfionand departure of King&is 
noted to have been in the Roman Calender.

Tarquinius being a neighbour of the Tarquinii , and one of the Fa¬ 
mily of Damaratus , and his Grandfather ; who after the decepti¬ 
on of that confpiracy, in which the fons of Brutus, and a fitters fon 
of the faid Tarqutnius were taken, becaufe he behaved himfelt too 
favourably towards the confpirators; by Brutus his own means, 
was banifhed amongft the reft ; and one p. Valerius Poplicola iup- 
piycd his place.

the great flaughtcrat Salamif, fo that Xerxes being then living, to 
him it was that Themiflocles went as elfewherc we have decla¬ 
red.

But Inarus 
being back’d with the Athenians ayds, hood it out with the Per- 
Jians, who were,but the third year of the fame Olympiad, routed 
by the Athenians in a conflid at Sea, and the next year after were 
purfued by them to Memphis , and befieged there.

were glad to come off upon equal terms: lnarus was executed tor 
his re voir, and ;Egypt recovered. 

In the interim, the feeds of difeord grew up fo by degrees be¬ 
twixt the two Cities, that at laft they fell from words to blows, 
by the continual provocation one of another. For the Athenians 
were fo taken with their own breeding and generofity, that being 
puft with pride, the great ones of them behaved thcmfelves not 
onely arrogantly, but injurioufly iufultfcd over their fellows; fo

f m , in the 79 Olympiad of his ^Egineta. Whereupon they made 
feveral incurfions upon one anothers Territories. The Athenians, 
when under their Captain Leocrites they had routed the Corinthians 
and Epidaurians, marched for Peloponnefe in the fccond year of the 
80 Olympiad. And the 81 Olympiad,under their .General ToL 
midesy harafled Laconia, and fubjetied </Fgina to their Dominion. 
(x)Thucyd.i. (x) After that, by the means of Cymon, the quinquennial or fifth 
P* 7 ». year Truce was compounded, they turned the dint of the Warr 

agamft their old enemies the Persians. Cymon with a Navy under 
his Command marched for Cyprus , and defeated the Barbarians 
both by Land and Sea, and brought Artaxerxes to compound for 
peace, than which nothing to this day redounded more to the 
honour ©f Greece, or to the difparagcment ofthe Perfians. For 
they were glad to accept peace upon thefe conditions, That they 
fhould not come within a dayes journey for a well-mounted 
horfe-man,of the Sea-fide 5 and that they ftiould not paffe betwixt 
ihz Cyantansanti Chelidonians in any longer beaked Ships,and that 
rtODiodiT. they fhould fee free all the Cities ot <Afia which they held, (y) 
Thuc y d. 3. This peace was concluded in the fourth year of the 82 Olympiad, 
Piim&Cora. as 'Diodorus reports. The very fame year Cymon, as he lay at the 
monc* n ' Leaguer of Citium, fell fick and dyed. 

(z) After this, the old grudge amongft the Grecians began to 
Dio? ii. * fefter, and the War broke out anew, noiwith(landing that it was 
reconciled by that triennial League in the third year of the 83 
Olympiad. In this interim the Samians revolted from the Athe¬ 
nians, and were light upon by Pericles , and foyled and reduced in 
lhe 4th year of the 84 Olympiad. Alfo the Corinthians warring 
upon the Corcyrtans and the Athenians , two Allies and Confede¬ 
rates, about the fecond year of the 8<* Olympiad, were dearly 
baffljd in a Confli&at Sea. Therefore the Lacedemonians and

T rie (a )Veian War began at Rome , according to the City ac- (a) Liv. 

count, thfe 271 year ; which when the Fabii alone undertook g»on. 9 . 
to manage the Warthemfelvcs upon their own charge, and had Sp. ia. 17 
pitchi their Tents at the River Cremera, their quarters were bea¬ 
ten up the very firft day* and fix hundred of them put to the 
fwordj which Gellius fayes was in the 277 year of the City ac¬ 
count , and the 4th after the Battle was at Salamis. But the year 
following, the Veians had to do with Servilius Conful. 

(b) The War went on with the F'olfci, who were often over- (b) Liv.1.3^ 
come, efpcciajly by T. QuinRiw Capitolinus . He,the 286 year ot Dion, 10. 
the City, deftroyed Antium the head of that Nation; and the 
2£tf, wasfent Di&ator againft: the JEqui, and being but a man 
that came from the plough-rayl, delivered Minutius Conful, who 
was he min'd in by them, and fubjugated his enemies, and made 
them tributary.

Conftiturions brought thither the year before, by certain Legates 
out of Greece, which I fay they new-modelled and fitted to the 
Comurution ofthe Roman Common-Wealth. But thefe men pre- 
fcntly made ufe of tne power put into their hands, to Tyranny 
and Opprdfion 5 infomuch, that one of them (by name Appiut Clau¬ 
dius ) locking by force to compell Virginia to be his Concubine, 
her father,to prevent him,(lew her with his own hands. Where¬ 
upon grew another Infutre&ion amongft the common people 5 to 
appeatc which mutiny, they were fain to fuppreflethe Decemviri , 
dnd relf ore the Tribunes ot the People and Confuls, to Office again : 
which tell out upon the 305 year ofthe City, arid the (J) 60 after (d)Cicer.*; 
the liberty thereof,the year before Chrift44? j fo that the Decern - 
vifi had ruled but three years atmoft. 

(c) In the 315 year of the City, $p. cMclius wok thcopporm- r c v tiv 4 
niry of engaging the affc&ions of rhe people to him, as a probable VaU. f.cj.

Cojfusy who was the firft: but Romulus that devoted a rich booty to 
Jupiter Feretrius 5 although Sigon’m thinks he dedicated them in 
his Conful-fhip the 3 2 6 year of the City. 

ft) The firft Cenlors at Rome were created the 311th year,who 
were conftituted Quinquennial or for five years 3 but in the 320 
they were reduced to behalf yearly, by Mamercus i&milius the 
Dilator. 

In the 323 year, i . poftbumiw the Di&ator was very fortunate 
in his War againft the ^£qui and Folfci , but the honour of his 
vidfory was very much defiled by the blood of his fon, whom he 
punifhed no leffe fevere, for but fighting without Orders, than 
with the Dint of his Ax. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Oftkemoft Learned meri) fam'd in the world during the interval be¬ 
twixt the Perfian Expedition into Greece, and the Peloponnefian 
Wan. 

T He moft ingenious Philofophers in thefc times were Anaxa - 
ffor^r,who the very year that Xerxes failed into Greece , arrived 
thfe age of 20 years 3 in which year alfo he began to read Philofo- 
phy, as Diogenes reports 3 by which account he was born the 70 
Olympiad, (which Apollodorus confirms) and dyed the 88: where 
Diogenes miftakes himfelf, and writes (i. e.) 70, for 

oyJbtiKorfo (i.c.) 80. Pericles was Schollar to this Anaxagoras, 

(g) Diog. (g) Socrates alfo, that father of Philofophers, was born the 4th 
Uwc. y ear 0 f t h e 77 Olympiad, on the fixth day of the moneth Tbarge - 
lion which falls upon the 4246 year of the Julian Period, and the 
468 year before Cnritt. He lived 70 years, and dyed in the firft 
of the 9 5 Olympiad. 

Democritus was born the third year of the 77 Olympiad, being 
a year before Socrates, (ns Tbrafillus reports out of Diogenes) and 
lived 109 years, fo thathisdeath fell upon the 4th year of the 
105 Olympiad. But in regard he teftifics he wrote a book, enti* 
tulcd, JiJbto<r^y in the 730 year after the deftruftion of Troy 9 
which year, according to our reckoning agrees with the 4260 of 
the Jul. Period, it*s evident by this account, he was but then 15 
years old. But it may be Troy was deftroyed fome years before 
this 3 as we have noted elfewhere.

great admiration. Nor muft we forget the honour thofe times unto^^ 

received by Gorgias, IJippias , Prodicw , and Hippocrates the Pi yfi- 

tian, whom Eufebm places in the 86 Olympiad. Meto the Aftro- 

nomer, whoobferved the Solftice before the Peloponnejian Warr, 

hath deferved no lefle obfervation* 

Of Poets famous in thefe times were P'mdarus , (k) who had at- (V pind. 
tained 40 yearsof agea year before Xerxes pafied into Greecey and vurf * 
appear’d upon the ftage of this World in the 65 Olympiad 3 and 
Bacchylides y whom Eufebius places in the 82 Olympiad. The fa¬ 
mous Tragedians of this Age were EfcbyluSy of whom we have 
fpoken formerly 3 Sophocles , who was 17 years younger than Sophocles . 
EfchyluSy was born the fecond year of the 71 Olympiad, the 495 Efchylus . 
year before Chrift 3 and dyed in the 90 year of his age, being the 
third of the 93 Olympiad, the 4308 year of the Julian Period, as 
( 1 ) Diodorus reports 3 who likewife tells us* that Apollodorui makes (0 Diod. if.

Of the Peloponnefianff^r 3 and other TranfaBions contemporaryj 
in Greece. 

T Hat bloody and fo long continued War in Greecey between T1|UC , 
the A henians and PeloponnefianSy took date from the latter Diodfii* 
end of the firft year of the 85 Olymp. in the Spring feafon. (Pytho- Pi«. P«ic. 
dorus being Governour) the 431 year before Chrift, Tericles was 
the chief Incendiary of this combuftion, who having too lavifiily 
expended 7000 talents,rather than he would be called to account, 
he would confufe the affairs of Greece . 

In this War, Madam Fortuna played fa ft and loofe to the pro The death ef 
dudtion of many contrary events, and great variety of Tranfa&i- Strides. 
ons. Pericles at the end of two years and fix moneths from the 
beginning of this War, dyed of a Plague, which began to rage 
and fpread it felf,the fecond year of this War. The (b; Ufbians y (b; Thucydi 
and cfpecially the Mitylenians revolted from the Athenians, the j^ iQd rr . 
fourth year of the Wars but the next year after, were received 
again by Pachetes theCaptain,who had very much ado to fave their 
lives 3 and the 1 orh year Cleoy General of the Athenians 9 and Bar - 
pdas of the Lacedemonians , both perifhing in the W ar, they had 
truce on both fides ior 15 years, but it was broken at eight years 
end.

(e) Ac laft the Athenians were totally routed at the bridge of 
v£gos y the two Generals, Aracus and Lyfandrus, and the very 
City came into their handstand fo the War ended in the begin- 
ing of the 28 year, the 16 day of the moneth CMunychion y which 
falls about the 18th of April. The war therefore continued 27 
whole years, even untill the tAthenian fubjeftion. ( f J But Xeno¬ 
phon will have it to laft till the Autumn following, in which the 
Sun declined its wonted courfe, which fell upon the 404 year be¬ 
fore Chrift, being the firft of the 94 Olympiad, the third day of 
September. But if he reckons it to have come to pafle the ninth 
Olymp.followingifo it falls to be the next after that,which he rec¬ 
kons mod appoficely to be they 3 ,in the beginning of his firft book. 

The War began the 34 year of Artaxerxes Longimanui his reign,

A Fcer the (a) Athenians were fubjugated by Lyfander 0 thc ma- (.) x«io P b. 

nagement of Athens was committed to 30 Govcrnours, who, 
lnfuicing too imperioufly upon the people,were depofed by Thra- 30iod * I3 * l4 ‘ 
Jibulusy and the Athenians reftored to lioerty the fourth year of the 
y 4 Olympiad,and the fourth year after the City was taken. In 
which very year, Cyrus the younger fon of Darius the brother of 
Artaxerxes d\rtnemon y being made Prefident of Afia by his father* 
he, encouraged by the affiftance of (freece y and el'pecially Lacede- 
m°n, warred upon his brother, and was flain in a battle.

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Pelopidas, they recovered not oncly their liberty, buc their Furr. 
Aftcr,the Cities of Greece, all joyning their forces, were wholly 
bent againft the Lacedemonians, the Athenians being the Ring-lea¬ 
ders, but Artaxerxes made war upon the Egyptians who had re¬ 
volted. And, left his Armies fhould any longer be detained in 
Greece, commanded that they fhould all lay down their arms, and 
return to their wonted liberty, and that all the Forts fhould be 
difgarifonnedj which whofoever fhould diflent from, he would 
account as foes. To this propofall of peace, all (jreece gladly ad¬ 
hered, except the Thebans, whom Eptmanondas had preoccupated 
with a fear of danger in joyning therein. Buc this concord 
amongft the Grecians lafted not long. For foon after the war 
broke out again, and grew more violent then ever. The Thebans 
took up arms againft the Athenians, andtoladsfy an old grudge, 
deftroyed platea. Then went they againft the AthemUns, and 
overcame them at LeuBra, in Beotia. (although they were the far 
greater in number) under the conduct of Epimanondas their Ge¬ 
nerally in which conflict, Cleombrotui perifhed. ft) This (as 
fDiodor. cells us) happened upon the fecond year of the 102. 
Olymp, 

• After this, the Lacedemonians began to grow contemptible, and 
were again fadly foyled by the Arcadians. Furthermore, the 
Thebans under their Generali Epaminondas , invaded Laconica , and 
Jaid fiege to Sparta. The Lacedemonians fend for aid to Athens, but 
Epimanondas (do they both what they could to hinder him) pilla¬ 
ged the field of the Lacedemonians again. At length in the third 
year of the 103 Olymp. the Lacedemonians were reconciled to 
the 7 hebans, by the means of the Perfian King. Then they con¬ 
verted the dint of their weapons againft Alexander Pkeramhe Ty¬ 
rant, againft whom Pelopidas fighting, was (lain whiiftthe Victo¬ 
ry was on his part. Again, the Thebans being requefted to the aid 
of the c JMantinians (w ho flood off from the reft of the Arcadians ) 
took up arms under the command of Epimanondas. (f) He enga¬ 
ged in the Laft conflict at Mantinea with the Lacedemonians and Ar¬ 
cadians, where be came off Conquerour, but fo wounded, that 
foon after he died, the fecond year of the 105 Olymp. 

. The yeatTollawing (g) Agefilaus died in the 84 year of his age 
and the 41. of his reign in Cyrenaica, as he returned out of *AEgypt 
from the aid f of Tachon their King, who had revolted from the 
Perfians . 

.(h) But in this mean while Dionyfm was bufy in the war in Si¬ 
cilia. Nor had he more to do to defend himfelf againft foreign¬ 
ers, than his own countreymen the Carthaginians He often 
quelled the infurre&ionsof the Syracufans , advantaged by the affi- 
ftancc of the Lacedemonian power, and had many a fore difpute 
with the Carthaginians conftantly 5 who (under the command of 
Imilcon their Generali; whilft they befieged Syracufa ( making ha¬ 
voc!* of all that came'in their way, not fparing the meft holy 
things; were ftruck with a very fore plague, fo that what by this

CHAP. XL 

Of the Sociall and Sacred war in Greece, and of the exploits 
of Philip of Macedon. 

T He Sociall war in Greece, broke out in the third year of the 

105 Olymp. (a) in which the Byzantians, Rhodians, Coans, (a)Dlod.i<j. 
and Chians, together With Maufolus Prince of (f&rUz confpired 
together againft the ^Athenians. Chdbrias , the Generali of the 
Athenians perifhed in the >hrar, the very fame year, and in the 4th 
year that war was terminated. 

(b) About this time, another war (which they called Sacrum, (b)Di«d. 16. 
or the Holy, arofe. The AmphiUyonti (which were certain Jud- p aur *J T yJj oc *.

p. or burnt, three chief Captains of the ^Phocenfes, who were par¬ 

takers in this facriledge, peri (bed by thefe three feverall deaths: 
for firft Philomelas being conquered by the Tfjebans, caft himfelf 
from a Precipice, and lb died,as T>iod . tells us, in the third year 
of the lotfOlymp. After him,Onomarchus was thrown into the wa¬ 
ters by his own fouldicrs, and fo drowned, the fourth year of the 
lame Olymp. The third was Phyallut, who, the year following, 
was burnt alive in the Temple at Abas, although Diodorm and 
others fay, he died of a Confucnpcion. This was accom- 
plifhed by Philip King of CMacedon, to whofe aid the Thebans 
flocked, and the phocenfes had fupplies from both Lacedemon, and 
Athens, Yet all the Cities of the Phocenfes except Abas which 
was clear of the facriledge, were levelled with the Ground. 
This war began, as Diodorus reckons, in the fecond yfcar of 
the hundred and fixth Olympiad, the three hundred ninety and 
ninth year from, or after, the foundation of Rome , and ended 
the very beginning of the tenth year of it in the latter end of 
the fecond of the hundred and eighth Olympiad 5 of the Julian 
Period, the four thoufand three hundred fixty eighth, although 
fd^rphec (d) Paufauias will have it to begin whijft Agatkocles was Praetor 
p . jig! tc ' at Athens, and in the fourth year of the hundred and fifth Olym¬ 

piad, and to expire in the beginning of the hundred and eighth 
Olympiad, Theophilus being Prefidcnt, being two years before

of Diod . For (e) Demoflhenes in his Orat . de Ementit . Legat. 
teftifies, that in the very fame year the Cities of the Phocenfes 
were demolifhedby Philip-, the Pythian Games were celebrated, 
to which ( by reafon of their grear mourning) the Athenians 
omitted the fending of their 8«ef«w'f * 6*<r-ftotffc* (#. e, ) their 
cred Legats, and that the (f) Pythian Games ended;in the latter 
end of the fecond year of the tetraecerick Olympian fports. 

This Vi&ory eftablifhed Philip in the favour and great opinion 
of the Grecians in general, and at laft in the foveraignty it 
felf. He was the fon of Amyntas , and being a Pledge at A- 
thens, 'lived fome time with Epaminondas , under whofe difei- 
pline onely, his Afts afterwards fufticiently exprefle how 
much he improved., (g) His three Brothers (of which 
Perdiccas was the laft) being dead, he afeended the Throne 
the fecorfd year of the hundred and fifth Olympiad. The fame 


year 
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year having vanquifhed the Athenians at UMethon, he made DsiA^ 
peace withAmpbipolis, that fo he might with the more facility, 
lubjugate his next neighbours. Then he Conquered the paons, unto 4430. 
and Illyrians ; which done, he took Amphipolis , and having 
Conquered three Kings of the Thracians, Patons, and Illyri¬ 
ans, ne brought the Olynthii into his fubjebfion by Policy; 
that is to fay, bribes and deceits in plain Englifb, in the 
beginning of the hundred and eighth Olympiad, in which 
very year the Phocenfes being utterly expunged, he put an end 
to the Warre called Sacrum, or the Holy Warre, to which 
he came as an affiftant, and Generali, at the intreaty of the 
Thebans. 

(h) In the third year of the hundred and ninth Olympiad, / h x PJ 1* 
after the death of Arymbas, King of the Molofi , he dethroned 1 J 
tr£acid, the fon of Atymbas, and the Father of Pyrrhw, and 
fer Alexander , the Brother of his Wife Olympias, in his 
place. 

When he had oppofed Byzantium, he was deterred from 
that enterprife, when he faw the Athenians , and other Grecians 
agree together againft him, and therefore he concluded a 
peace with the Athenians , the hundred and tenth Olympiad; 

Which being broken, the third year after, he had a conflict 

with the fame Athenians, and the Boeotians at Chatronea, and 

having the Victory , profecuted it very moderately, and by 

the advice of Demades, renewed the peace and friendfiiip with 

the Athenians, (i) After the Vi&ory at Cbtronea , he gave tym*, 1 t, 

this ceftimony of a very moderate and fober mind, that he cocm Var - c ’*J- 

manded that every day he fhould be put in mind of his frail 

condition, and to that very end he appointed a Boy , who 

fhould daily,before he left his Chamber, proclaim thefe words 

to him 5 Philip thou art but a man . At laft being made Generali 

for the Grecians againft the Perjians , whileft he was preparing 

himfelf for the Warre, in the very height of the fport, in the 

Games which tAZgis fet up in Macedonia, he was (k) (tabbed by (MDlodt*

therfet on by his Wife Olympias , or his Son Alexander, which 

fell out in the beginning of the ninety firft Olympiad, the year 

before Chrift, three hundred thirty fix.

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CHAP. XII. 

The mo\l memorable TranfaEtions in the Roman Affairs, from the begin- 
ing of the Pcloponnefian War, to the death of Philip, that is, from 
the 3 7 3, to the 418 year of the City-Account. 


S Evcral Wars were waged at Rome, from the beginning of the 
Peloponnefian War, to the death of Philip, (a) For they had 
Flor.I.i.c.n. 10 not otlc ly with th e py £qui and Pblfci, but alfo with the Veians, 
Eurro. x. whofc City they befieged and kept at the Leaguer ten years toge¬ 
ther. When it was, that it came firft into ufe to makeTents of 
Skins to defend themfclves from the fharpncfte of the Winter- 
ftorms. They began the fiegethe 3451, and the City was taken 
by Camillus the Di&ator, the 358th year of the City-Account. 
The fame Camillus reduced the Falifct to the Roman Empire, (not 
fo much by force, as by the opinion he gained amongft them 
by his fineular Juftice ) the 360 year from the foundation of 
Rome.

(b) But Rome her felf, that famous Conquerefs,had almoft been 
brought to nothing by the Galls. Who, when in the 363 year 
they had befieged Clufium , and the Romans had fern the three Fabii 
Legates thither, they, (contrary to the Laws of Nations) when 
they had once appeared in the front of the Army, forfook Clufium, 
and fled to the City. 

At the firft onfet thofe Romans that ftood to it were routed, and 
fled to Alta : and at laft the City was taken, feton fire, and the 
Capitol (into which the flower of the City had betaken them- 
felves) befer, and c Manlius being abfent, had been taken by the 
enemy, but for the gagling of certain Geefe at their approach ; 
which awaked Manlius and the reft, who came togerher thither, 
and forc’d the Galls down a precipice from the Capitol. In this 
mean time, Camillus , who was banifhed, and at *Ardea, was refto- 
red home, and while he was abfent, clewed Di&ator. He? when 
he came, rally’d the Roman forces, and repeU’d the Galls, and 
clear’d the Coafts of them within eight miles of the City. 

After this, the Di&ator, Camillus, perfwaded the Romans from 
a phanlie they were very earneft in, of leaving the mines of Rome , 
and invading the Ve'tans, (but with very much ado) and brought 
them to repair the mines of their own Country. But M. Manlius, 
taken with the fplendour of the Capitol, from which he had the 
fir name, Capitolinus, being puff’d up with arrogance, he was indu¬ 
ced, through his own ambicic r, and the favour he had with the 
people, to propofeto himfelf, and go about the means of com- 
palfing the Soveraigmy to himfelf; but being taken in this pro¬ 
ject, was precipitated from the (c) Tarpeian rock, (the very place 
he had had in charge to defend) the 3 70 year after the City was 
built.

M. Curtins, an excellent young Souldier, and notably valorous,all 
armed and mounted on horl'eback 3 caft himfelf into the jaws cf tie 
gapingcarth, accounting, That no virtue more bccamea Roman, 
than vaiour and courage, nor was a greater good. 

After this,thcy went to War with the Tiburtians, the Tarquinii 
andFalifciy but mod hotly the 398 year of the City, when the 
Falifci and Tarquinians fighting with fire-brands, and calling Ser¬ 
pents in thefronr, to the great terrour of thePricfts, were con¬

Tbeopompia the Scholar of Jfocrates , and Sphortts the Cum&an, who 
was ddeended from Ulyjfes ; Cteftas alfo the Cnidian Phyfitianj 
who flouriJh’J in the time of the younger Cyrus : But Jfocratesy 
thatMaftcr of Eloquence, was born the 86 Olympiad. Lyfima- 
prcfiding lour years before the Peloponnefian war, and the 
3548 year of the World, as Dionyftas and Plutarch relate it, in his 
Life. He left this life the fame year that the Athenians received 
that fignal overthrow at Ch&ronea, in the time of cberonidas or Cha- 
rondas his Prefidcnt-ftiip, the 3646 year of the World. 

Amongft the Poets of this Age, the moft famous were Arijlo - 
panes the Comic k about the Peloponnefian war, Eupolis and Cratinus 
alfo, tWo other Comicks, werenotobfeure then 5 neither Phihxe- 
nn Cytbereius , Timotheusy Tekfles, ‘Dithyramkicks or Poets of Bacchus, .. .

he deftroyed and abolifht the Perfian Empire, The firft Combat 
happened to be at the River (jranicus in ^Phrygia, where the Per - 
fans were va'nquifhed, and almoft all Ajia became the Triumph 
of that vi&ory, being peftered every where with the Greek Co¬ 
lonics, whileft CMemnon, in the mean time, the beft Commander 
Dariw had, harrafied the Iflands.

J ‘ 3< • - Alexander fell dangeroufiy fick, but by the skill of a Phyfitian of 

his father Philips , he foon recovered; at long running the Perfians 
were worfted, although their Army confifted of no leffe than 
400000 foot, and 100000 horfe. The Tents of Darius , with his 
Mother, Wife, and Children, fell into the hands of Alexander , 
who treated them raoft courteoufly and vertuoufly. This hap¬ 
pened the 3 3 3 year before Chrift, the 3*51 year of the World; 
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and the year following, being thefirlt of che 112 Olympiad 
Alexander arrived in Phoenicia , (i) which when he was wholly 
polled of, fa ving Tyre, he fenc thither Hcraulds to perfwade them 
to peace; but the Tyrians , contrary to the Law of Nations, put 
them to death, and caft them into the Sea. He was iorely pro¬ 
voked by this affront, and prefemly laid ftrift fiege to the City

■ful'pcnodl ncffe of his horfes heels, fruftrated thepurfuit of Alexander after 
unto4430* him, and having rallyed his forces, and joyned in battle again, 
O'V'NJ was by Bejfus the commander of the Baftrians bafely butchered, 
the next year after the overthrow at Arbella . In the mean while, 
Alexander being poflefled of Sufi ana, he fpoiled Perfepolis the head 
of the Nation, and burned the Kings Palace therein to the 
ground. 

Nor was Antipater, Alexanders Generali, lefTe fortunate in his 
conteft with the Lacedemonians , wherein Agis the King loft his 
life. 

In the Haft, Alexander got more ^i&ories then he marcht paces, 
every where as he went. He brought under his fubje&ion all 
Hyrcania, the Paropomifades , the Inhabitants of Caucafus, the Indi¬ 
ans when he had firft conquered their King, and taken him prifo- 
ner, and after them divers Nations and Provinces far and wide. 
The firft year of the 113 Olymp. BeJJus was delivered up to him 
and he gave him condignc punifhment for his treachery, ro his 
Lord and Matter Darius. By this he wasfo puft with his high 
fuccefle, that not able to bear fogreat fortune, he began to forget 
his humane ftate, and would be accounted thefonof Jupiter. 

Then by flattery, luxury, ahd excefle, his difpofition was quite 
altered into immane cruelty, infomuch that he put many friends 
to death, who had deferved very well both of him and his father 
Philip . Amongft thefe, he too rafhly brought Parmenion, a tnoft 
■valiant Captain, and hisfon Philotas? and flew Clitus with his 
own hands at a Banquet. About two years before his death, he 
' T1 loft Hephnftion his chief friend, whofe death he took to heart out 

of meafure, and moft womanly; whofe body he commanded to be 
carried to Babylon, and there to be interred with great fofemnity. 
And would needs have him accounted a god, as Lucian tells us in 
his book, De Calumnia. ...

Sundtccy and his fon Cafjander Chiliarch ; with which fortune be¬ 
ing not content, he fell over to Ptolemey Polyfpercon, recalled OUm- 
piasthe Mother of Alexander to Macedonia, from Epirus ; whither 
fhe had fled for fear of Antipater. She, when fhc was reftored, 
put to death Phtlippus Aridaus , and his wife Euridice , and many 
other Pnnces that were friends to Cafsander . (J) Diodor . fayes 

this fell cut about the three hundred and eighteenth year before W™*' i,i 

Chrift, whoaffigns fix years and four Moneths to the reign of A- 
rtd&us. 0 
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Ac the lame time Cafsander had to do with Tolyfpercon in Cjrxcia. 
and Eumenes (one thatheld with Polyfpercon and Olympics) with 
Antigonus in Afia. The Athenians came into the hands of Cafsan- 
dee ; who took away their popular Government, and conftitutcd 
Demetrius Phalerius over them. This Demetrius was the Scholer of 
Theophraflus, whofe parallell for Eloquence and Philofophy that 
age could not produce. This.mutation oi State-affairs happened 
in the Pfcetorfhipof(e) Archippus, in the third year of the 115. 
Olympiad, a little beiore which Phocion beings condemned per- 
fon, was lit on by PoUfpercon , and fent to Athens, (f ) where he was 
executed by the Athenians (as the manner was) with a potion of 
wildHemlock. C^/!^^,thefirftycarofthe 1 16. Oiympiad,ha- 
ving got pofieflion of CMacedonia , fent Olympias out of the World, 
and took Thefsalonice the filler of Alexander the Grcar, to his con- 
jugall bed. 

(g) Sumenes having a long while tyred out Antigonus in A fia, 
was at laft betrayed into his hands by his old fouldiers called Ar- 
gyrnfpidi or filvcr-fhielded, and put away by him the tenth ycaraf- 
rer the death of Alexander the Great. From this time Antigonm 
growing very much in power and wealth, together with his fon 
Demetrius, who wasfumamed polyorcetes, waged war againft Caf- 
funder and Ptolomey 5 both of them pretending torcftorc the liberty 
of the grtcian Cities,which Cafsander had infringed. The great- 
eft part of them, by the help of his fon Demetrius , Antigonus ic.- 
ftored to their own Laws and priviledges. In the firft place, the 
1 5 th year after they had been brought under by the Lam tan war, 
he removed the Garrifon from Athens, and reftcred the City to 
its former immunities the 307. year before Chrift. In which year 
not oncly they two, but all the reft of Alexanders fucceffours took 
to themfelves both the nameand port of Kings, Immediately 
upon this, in the 24 th year after the death of Alexander, the 301. 
year before Chrift, and the laft of the nyOlymp. when the ex¬ 
traordinary power of Antigonus and Demetrius was become formi¬ 
dable to all the reft, LyfimachuSj Cafsander , and Seleucus joyned 
their forces, (to the number of 74000 foot 5 ofhorfe, 10 500j and 
120. Chariots ^againft them two,whofe armies confiftcd of 70000 
foot,and 10000 horfc, and 75 Elephants: which all met, and 
fought at the very Town of Phrygia . Antigonus was conquered, 
and died in the battle, and Demetrius fleeing into gracia, was kept 
out by the Athenians, (h) But a little after having recruited his 
forces, he made againft Athens , and took the City after a years 
fiege, and depoffd Lachares (who ruled as King there; in the firft 
year of the 1*1 Olymp. Then appeared the Kings great clemen¬ 
cy, Who behaved himfelf fo courceoufly towards them (who, be¬ 
ing conquered, could expert nothing but the utmoft) that afrer 
fome verball reprehenfions, he reftored unto them, not onely their 
liberty, but all things elfe that were theirs, and having placed a 
Garrifon there,.bent his forces againft the Lacedemonians , whom 
with their king Achidanus, when he bad conquered, and was pre¬ 
paring 
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parn-g to be liege Sparta , he was incouragcd to make ter Macedon, 

(i) (or that lately Cafsander had died (to wir, the third year of the ^“p^ 8 J 
120 Olymp.) and lefttlrec fons which he had by Thefsdonica , umo^V 
theeldeftot which named Phillip, having reigned buc one year V'V'NJ _ 
now the other two, Antipater and Alexander were at ods aoout the xhJdwtlf* 
Kingdome, which was t ie ground cf frefh hopes to Demetrius. ofCaflandcr. 
Antipater the fon in Law to Lyfimachus King of Thrace (for that he 
iaw her fomething more inclined to his brother Alexander then to 
him) flew his mother* fhe begging her life of him by thofe her 
breafts he had been nouriibc by. Alexander therefore defired aid 
of Pyrrhus, who, upon that condition, received part of Macedonia 
into his power. At this time alfo came Demetrius , whom alfo 
Alexander had fent for, who, having expcll’d Pyrrhus and Antipa- 
Ur s anc l Alexander, got the whole pofieflion of Macedonia, the 

third year of the 121 Olymp. 

(k) Bur when he levied a great army confifting of two hundred (kJPiur. in* 
thouland foot, and twelve thoufand horfe, with a Navy of five p y rr l’°- &Dc - 
hundred fhips, for the regaining of tAfia ; Seleucw .> Lyfimachus, 

Ptolomeus, and Pjrrhw, with one confent prepared for to oppofc 
him. Being expend Macedonia, and terrified with the defc&ion 

of other of his Cities, he is forc’t to yield himfelf into the hands 

ol Seleucus 1 who voluntarily gave his daughter Stratonice to Wife 

to his Son Antiochus , becaufe he was fo defperately in love with 

her, that thereby he was in danger of his life^ and with him the 

third yeat after, he moft inglorioufiy died by his intemperance Dcmctriiuhh 

and Luxury, being the third year of the hundred twenty third dc «** 

Olympiad. 

CD Nor lon g thefe three Conquerours died, ptolomeus the f 1 ) J uft - 
fon of Lagus having transferred the Kingdome to Philadelphia, his 
fon, left this life the firft year of the hundred twenty and fourth apud.Eufcb! 
Q\ymp\adviLyjimachtu the third year ofthe fame Olympiad, the inCollc *Cr, 
two hundred eighty fccond year before Chrift, pad into Afia P ‘ 4? * 
againft Seleucus , arid there in a fight died the feventy fourth of his 
Age. And Seleucus in his feventy feventh year (the laft of Alex¬ 
anders aflociates in war) about feven Moneths after, diftreft by the 
cunning and treachery of ptolomeus Ccraunus , the brother of Phihu- 
delphus, loft the Kingdome of Macedonia (which he had taken 
from Lyfimachus ) and with it his life. Demetrius being dead, his 
pofteriry reigned in Macedonia, untill the time of Perfeus the fon 
of Philip, of whom we {hall fpeak riiore hereafter. 

And thefe are the chief Kingdomes that after Alexander's death Thofour Do- 
role out of his alhes, and which are numbred four by Daniel the m! nionsofthe 
Prophet, {badowedunder obfeure figures. The Chief of them g 

were Ptolomeus the fon of Lagus, in eAlgypt ; Seleucus in Babylonia, 
and SyriaCafsander in Macedonia and Greed a, and Antigonus 
in *A[ia ; all which (as alfo did Lyfimachus in Tbracia ) aflumed 
the Title,Badges, and Pott of Kings, in the fecond year of, the 
118 Olympiad, (c) as we find by Diodorus, the year before Chrift 
307. In emulation of whom, the Tyrant Rhodes (who then 
P chanc’d 
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chanc’d to be in Africa at war with the Carthaginians) took upon 
him alfothe honour and tide of King. At laR,Antigonus being iub- 
ducd, the whole fell into the power of the three Dominions, to 
wit, that cf tAgyph Syria , and Macedonia : to which that of Per- 
gamus was added, which took its rife, and was founded in the 
reign of Lyfmachm . 

The Dominion or Kingfhipof the Ptolemeys in *Agypt continued 
along in the dircCt line of Pofterity, from Ptolemdtus the fon of La - 
gm the very founder of it, (or, as ‘Paufanias in his Atticks tells us, 
of ‘Philip the father of Alexander the Great, who although he had 
the title of King but the eighteenth year after the death of Alexaru 
der , yet his Kingdom or reign is reckoned from the very year 
wherein Alexander dyed. From this time therefore began the 
‘Ptolemeys to reign in Egypt. For they have fourty years attributed 
to them by Eufebiw, and all the reft,) and reach’t from the 3 660 
year of the V Vorld, to the 3699. For in this very year he fubfti- 
tuted his fon ptolemey , firnamed Philadelphia, King in his life-time* 
which fon was born unto him by Berenice his Wife.

' 19m meanly born, the {on of Card nut a. private Citizen of Rhe- 

ginum, of whom he learnt the trade of a Potter. He got to be 
Ty 1 znt in Syracufa the fourth year of the 115th Olympiad, the 
3667th year of the World 5 which place he continued in for 
about twenty eight years, through moil ftrange variety of for- 
Pxo^uft io tunc ‘ Having often conquered the Sicilians , he had to do alfo 
J ‘ 10 * with the Carthaginians , by whom at the River Htmera, being wor- 
fted in the third year of the 117 Olympiad, unadvifedly convey¬ 
ing his Forces into Africa , he there requited the deftru&ion of 
his Forces to the Vi&ors. fortius makes this Expedition of the 
Syracufans into Africa , and the liege of Carthage contemporary ; in 
which account he is out no lefs than two and twenty years. The 
year wherein Agathocles paffed into Africans noted for amoft re¬ 
markable Eclipfe of the Sun, by ‘Diodorus and Juftin, which hap¬ 
pened at Syracufa about eight of the clock in the morning, of the 
15 th day of Auguft, the 4404th year of the Julian Period, the 
3 ro year before Chrift. The Carthaginians being reduced to ve¬ 
ry great extremity, facrifice their children to Saturn, and recall 
their General Amilcar from Sicilia. But he having befieged the 
S 5 Kt*S. ft***. is taken by the very belieged, and put to death. ( c) At 
Juft iS. * laft> Agathocles taking Sea againft the Bruttians in the 4th year of 
Exc 122 Olympiad, the 289 before Chrift, is poyfoned by hisNe- 

phew Agathocles. (d) Diodorus in his excerptions of the laft Edi¬ 
tion calls him Agatharchus. The 
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virtue as a lawful Prince much more illuftrious, who being the 
fon of Faridas, the fon of AryLis, who was born Prince ot the 
CMolofli 5 and being depell’d from his Country under ‘Demetrius 
Poli.rcetes , who had married his filler Deidamia, had the very 
elements of his martial dilcipline. For in that famous confii<ft, 
wherein Demetrius with his father Anttgonus was overcome * he 
was one being yet a very youth. Afterwards-by the affinity and 
furtherance of Ptolemy Lagtdas, and his wife Berenice, he regained 
his Kingdom, whofe beginning (f) Velleius attributes ro that year, 
wherein Q. Fabius, and P. Decius Mas. were Confuls, which is the 
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45 9 year ot the City-account, and the 3689 year of the World. 
In which very year being inrreated in ayd into Macedonia , to 
Alexander the fon of Cajfander , he requires his part of it. Whence 
being dcpulsU by Demetrius Poliorcetes for fome years, partly by 
himfelf, partly joyninghis Forces with Lyftmachus, Ptolemey, and, 
Seleucus , he made war upon him, and for his reward enjoyed 
^Macedonia, indeed, but not above feven moncths. Immediately* 
after being called to the ayd of the Tarentines into Italy , he warrs 
in vain upon the Romans. And likewife attempting Sicilia, he was 
beaten as well thence, as out of Italy , and fo return’d home. Then 
again he gets poUcffion of Macedonia, having ejected Antigomu the 
fon of Demetrius. Laftly, being called to the ayd of Cleonymus of 
Sparta, the fon of Areas into Peloponnefus againft Antigonus , he dy¬ 
ed at Amos the firft year of the 127 Olympiad, and the 272 year 
beforoChrift, in the 2 3 year of his reign, as it appeared, in that 
he began to reign the 459th of the City, and the 295 before 
Chrift. He had a very fad Aufpicium that very night that he en- 
tred Argos , A Bird fitting upon the point of his Spear * as iAlia- 
nus writes. 


(0 A difpatch alfo of the Gauls into Thrace and Greece happen- (cjBookro. 
cd into the fame fpace of time. It is deferibed by Taufanias to be of Hp - of 
threefold. Firft of all, Cambaules being Captain, they pierced even TK^brcakinj 
into Thrace * with whofe wafting being contented, they returned m of thc 
home. Secondly, their Army being divided inthree parts, fome 
came to Thrace > Cerethrius being Leader, others to Pannonia , Bren . Greece.

Lyftmachus, Seleucus , and Ptolomy Ceraune, dyed within the 124 H* T2r *- & 
Olympiad, Wherefore the murder of Ceraune fhall be truly l5r ‘ 
reckoned to the fourth year ofehat Olympiad going out, of the 
World 3704. c 

The year following brought a third breaking in of the Gauls in¬ 
to Greece, Brennus and Achichore being Generals, whofe Amiy 
P 2 con lifted 
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rs^\y^ confifted of 152 choufand footmen, twenty .thoufand and tour 
TvTpcrittf hundred hor-femcn 3 unto every, of which horfemen, were-adjoyn- 
ed two ferv ants, who ihou Id fuccccd their dead matters: which 
wVTtrytxet, or certain number of Souldiers, they called Tgtim^udtAv, or 
a curitc-horfing.. For the French or gauls did name a nurie, f/c&fxjt, 
pauXh-n^phoc. fakh Paufanias. So there were fixty and one thoufand horfemen, 
fol - 35 f- and rwo hundred more. They are firit overcome at Thermopylae, 

liven at Pavna/au, whither they had brokenthorow, for obtaining 
and fpoyling the Temple of Delphes fake. Brennus hitnfclf, many 
wounds being received, drinking down new wine more largely, 
voluntarily ended his life. That calamity of the GauU is noted 
by Paufanias, Anaxicrates being chief Ruler, in winter-time; this 
was in the fecond year of the 125 Olympiad before Chrift 279. 

Asain, the following year, Democles being Pretor of Athens, the 
Gaults poured forth tViemfclv.es into Afia, as the fame Paufanias 
Poiyb. 4. tbeweth: But Polybius writeth, That in thefame year the remain- 
p. 313. ^^5 of the Gaults invaded Thrace ,Comont or it* being their Captain, 

and required tribute from the Byzantines.

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CHAP. XVIII 

Of Men excelling in Learning . 

A T Athens, afrer the(d) death of Ariftotle, who dyed in the 
third year of the 114 Olympiad, Theophrajhu Erefius go¬ 
verned the School of the Peripatetids when as two years before, 
Ihogenes the Cynick departed outot life, (e>to wit, in the fame 
ycar : ( wherein alio Alexander the Great dyed)almoft ninety years 
of age. 

(i ) Xenocrates, Matter of Plato's ft&, when he had been chief 
over it fiveaBd twenty years, to wit, from the fecond of the 110 
Olympiad, and Lyfimacbus chief Ruler, dyech in the third year of 
the 1 id Olympiad, fa) Alio Polemo the hearer of Xenocrates 5 
Crates of Polemo •, and CrantcroiSola, of him ; likewifet Arcefilaus 
the hearer of Crantor , was the Author of a middle Univerficy, of 
Pitana> a Town of t^oltf, who. was accounted famous in the 120 
Olympiad. * 1 

In cue third year of the io^Olympiad, Epicurus was brought 
forth to light 5 he dyed in the fecond year of the 127 Olympiad, 
being 92 yearsold. the founder of the fe&of khe Stoicks, 

before the Schollar of Crates , beautified that fame Age; whom 
Eufebius flieweth to have-dyed in the 129 Olympiad. Likewife 
Demetrius *Pbalereus the Schollar of Tbeopbraflus , no lette noble in 
the ability of governing the Common- Wealth, than of Philofo- 
phy and Eloquence. He was chief Governour of Athens 10 
years, as faith Diogenes Laertius, (b) But he.began in the third 
year of the 115 Olympiad j in which year, Cajiander conquered 
Athens . But in the fecond year, of the 11 8 Olympiad, Demetrius 
Poliorcetes obtaining, he fled into « /Egypt unro Ttolomy the fon of 
Lagus, ( t) who dying, and being by Ptolomej Ph'tladelphus, ba- 
nifhed, and pining with grief, he perifhed with the biting of an 
Afpe about the firft year of the 124 Olympiad, .(d) Timocka- 
ris was famous in the knowledg of Aftronomy about the 121 
Olympiad. 

But Demoflbenrs overcame the reft in the famoufnefle of a name, 
(e ) who in the third year from the death of Alexander , the fame 
in which Arifotle yielded to Natures deftinyinthe Iflaod Galaa- 
ria, whither he had betaken himfelf for fear of the Macedo¬ 
nians, 

Menander the Comical Poet is declared to have dyed, Philip 
being chief Governour j as it is in an old note or writing, fee¬ 
ing he was born in the third year of the 109 Olympiad, 
Sofigenes being chief Ruler.- So he dyed, being fifty years of

ans, which fo imaged them, that they procured Pyrrhus to their 
aid who in the year of the account ot the City 474 - ^ rew his Ar¬ 
my into Italy, and waged a war with the Romans, which continu¬ 
ed fix years, when the Romans firft met with thtmthey retreated. 

Levin us being their leader, lurpriftd not fomuch with the Army 
as the unwonted fight ol their Elephants. Pyrrhus at the requelt 
of C. Fabricius, releafed the priloners without any ranftme at all. 

Prclently peace was endeavoured by the Embafly of Cinea , which 
rook no tffeft, blind Appius working againft it, twicetheyjoyned 
in battell with the Homans, it being uncertain whether fide had 
the greateft lofie, then called by the Syracupans againft the Pceni, 
where things fucceeded nor according 10 hisdefirc,hc returned in¬ 
to/^/). In the year of the City 479. he was overcome, fpoiledof 
his Caltles 3 and being driven out of Tarcntum, returned into Epirus, 
after he had warred fix in Italy, and the Poeni,

But the people ot the Carthaginians, her father, and the 
betroathed man being abfent, joyned her openly unto Syphax, who 
being taken in love of the Maid, wafted their fields, that they 
might bring him over from the friendfhip of the Romans unto their 
o.vn. With which wrong Mafanijfa being much moved, gave 
himfelf wholly to the Romans-, and afterwards brought great 
help to beat down the (fartbaginians. 

Syphax and Hafdrubal came fitddcnly upon Scipio, befieging 
Uiica with 100000 armed men, whofe Camps the lame day were 
deftroyed, 40000 being flain,fix thoufand taken ^and both again, 
their Armies being renewed, were overcome in another battle. 
Syphax was by Ldhus, and King Mafanijfa taken alive. 

When as Mafanijfa had carried away Sophonifba his Wife,be¬ 
ing blamed by Scipio, he fent ^oyfon unto her, wherewith lhe 
brought death on her fell, (a) Hannibal being called by the Car - 
tbaginiansy leaving Italy, in the 16th year of the War, of the City 
551, he returned into Africa 5 (b) h*is companions that would not 
follow, what being (lain, what being brought into bondage, and 
a peace being in vain attempted by difeourfe together, he having 
joyned in battel, is by Scipio overcome: after him Vermina the 
fon of Syphax , who had come forayd to the Carthaginians.

Abotic the i 24 Olympiad, in the laft year of Ptolemy Lagides, Phi - 
leteere, an Eunuch, high Treafurer, taking grievoully from Lyfi- 
machus the death of his fon Agathocles, whom, his father of falfe 
crimes, by his Wife Arfwoe, being accufed, had taken away by 
poyfon, fell off from him, and was chief of a new royal authority 
at Pergamus. This man had two brethren, Sumenes and Attalus , 
who alfo fuccceded in the Kingdom: but Attalus firft took on him 
the Kingly Title, as faith Strabo . The laft was Attalus, nephew 
of the former Attalus, who dying, appointed the people of Rome 
his heir, in the year of the City built, 621. So the Kings of/rr- 
gamus reigned about 15 2 years.

Country, for the chaftity of cither of them tempted orrryedby 
him. Whence, even Antiochw the god, as yet living, or a little 
after his death, that thing is very likely to have happened. 

Hence forward, the Princes of the Parthians took their name 
from A faces,evcn as from Cxfar and Auguftw, the Roman Emperors, 
were cal led Auguflufes and Ceefars. Trie royal command of thefe, 
remained unto about 472 years 3 from the year before Chrift 
245, unto 2 20 years after Chrift, and even to the fifth of the 
fon of Alexander cJWammeas ; ( a) In which year, Artaxerxes (a) Heredia^ 
by birth a Terfian, Artabanus King of the parthians being flain, 6 > 
pafled over the top of their affairs unto the Perfians . 

Theodotus alfo, Governour of the BaBrians, is (it the fame time 
wherein Arfaces) made the founder of a new Kingdom. Which 
very thing was of very fmall continuance, and yielded it fclf into 
the title of the Parthians.

Caryna) attempted towreft the Greek Cities, which for the mod p-jSo. 
part were at that time held by Tyrants, from theirs, and alfo 
from the Macedonian yoke. Of which thing, he made a beginning 
from his Countrey, the which being endowed with liberty, 

{N'tcodes the Tyrant being driven out) he joyned to the Council of 
the Acbaians, in the 253 year before Chrift, of the City built 
50 f- But when more than 500 banifhed perfons returning unto 
Sicyo, required their goods, Aratus going into vEgypt, wrung out 
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150 talents from Ptolomey Phitadelphus,\o here with hemighc fatisfie 
juKPcnod* thc£n ‘ The eighth year after, he was firft made Prietor 5 and (c^ 
uni® 47 s 3 * a year coming between,he again took the fame Office: by which, 
fcVpluTii ^ ) a garrifon being thrown out of a Caftie of the c Macedonians)

fOPoiyb. example prevailed in many or moft Towns, who followed the 
Piut. Pauian. f amc fellowfhip. But that thing happened before the laft victory 
of the Romans over the Carthaginians, as Polybius fheweth, in the 
twenty fecond year of the forma Carthaginian War 5 of the City, 
511.

and amongft them the other King or Ruler, Leonidas withftood; 
neverthelefle he perfifted in his enteTprife, having gotren Lyfander 
a Lacedemonian Magiftrate, an aflifter of hiscounfclls, by whom 
Leonidas being required for judgment, the Kingdome being re¬ 
pealed, and conferred on Cleombrotus his fon in law, he fetled him- 
felf a fuppliant in the Temple of Minerva, Afterwards, new 
Ephori or Lacedemonian Magiftrares fucceeding, and citing Lyfan¬ 
der, and other favourers of Agis to declare the caufe : both the 
Kings come into theaflembly with a guard of friends, they re¬ 
duce the Ephori into order : for thefe, when they do ordain others 
of their own parties, and alfo Agefilaus a molt large husband man, 
but wrapped or covered in debt 5 who therefore was a worker on 
zAgis, that before the law for the ground, hefhould fet forth new 
obligations to mitigate the common people. When Agis had 
yielded to his counl'cl, when it came unto the dividing of the 
fields, Agefilaus was diligent tomockor deceive, and wrangleby 
wonderful crafts, which thing eftranged the minds of the’ Citi¬ 
zens from Agis, Therefore by the confpiracy of his enemies, 
Leonidas is call’d back from banifhment, and is reftored to the 
Kingdom. Agis and cleombrotus being fuppliants, fly together 
uuto the Temple of Minerva Chalciaca . cleombrotus, through 
Cbelonis his W ife, the daughter of Leonidas , his life being by re- 
queft obtained, changeth his foyl 3 and thither Cbelonis followed 
her husband, her father in vain reftraining her. Agis being laid 
hold on by the Ephori, and condemned for his life, ended his life 
with an halter: and with the fame punifhment Agifirata his 
Motherland Archidamta his grandmother werediftblvedj his bro¬ 
ther 
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therfe) Archidamus vkaped death by flight, whoa iutle after be- 1 
ing call’d back again by Leonidas, and taken into the fellowship \ 
of the Kingdom, he being dead, (a) Polybius fticwerh, to have bed 1 
again for fear of 0 eomenes,and by him at length to be Hun.Agiatis 
the wife of Leonidas, was conftrained to marry her fon Cleotiienes, < 
being as yet a child : whom, after the example of her former huf- J 
band, fhe more vehemently inflameth co y follow after the fame 
enterprizes, being ftirred thereunto oLfiis own accord. That 
calamity of Agis happened about the finishing of the firft Pumck 
War, and the Caftie of Corinth poflefled by eAratus, 

Leonidas a little afrer having finiihed his life, fleomenes reigned ' 
about the year, as we think,before Chrift 235; ofthe City built, ( 
5 l 9 y a young manofa great courage, but hot, and cruel,and cfpe- 
cially ftout in War. Who, the Ahaiaus flourilhing in ftrength 
and rule, and all Peloponneftu , with their Caprain Aratus , flying, 
he often overthrew in battel; when as the Lacedemonians had paf- 
fed away from their league, the which they had hitherto openly 
maintained, unto the fellowfhip of the ^Etolians, with whom > 
they had warr. For the Achaians, that which they had alwayes ! 
defired, that they much more about this time did profecutc by 1 
the Author Aratus,that oi all the Cities of Peloponnefm,they might ' 
make one Common-wealth. Which thing the Kings of Macedon * 
fearing, they either had placed in moft of them cruel Lords 5 or 
did confirm thofe that were already appointed by themfelves with 
their fafeguard. In the beaiing down thefe by any force, in 
bringing thofe by any free-will into a common covenant, Aratus 
performed a diligent endeavour j and to perfect chat thing, he 
much prevailed by induftry and counfel. Therefore Antigot.us 
Gona : as as yet living, the fon of Demetrius Poliorcetes, befides other 
Towns, he j jyned Sycio and Corinth^tht* Tyrant being caft out from 
thence 5 fr^m hence, the garrifoii of tne Macedonians) unto the 
covenant of his own Countreymen. But then gonatas being dead 
in the third year of the 134O ympiad, of the City built 512, and 
Demetrius his fon, who dyed ( en years being finiihed) in the year 
of tie City 5 2 2, before Chrift 23 2 3 he betook all his endeavour 
for the freeing of Greece . Ac what time, he firft of all loofed At¬ 
tica from the yoke of the Macedonians 3 Diogenes, who was chief 
over n, being allured to betray it, with great rewards. And then 
the tArgivi, HtrmionenfeS, Phtliafii, and others, the cruel Lords 
yielding themfelves of their own accord, for fearof Treafon, and 
applying themfelves to the common league of the Grecians. 
Again ft whofc fo profperous affairs, the olians, and Cleomenes 
King of the Lacedemonians, objected delayes; they, through envy 
and craftinefTe; he, through open force and weapons: whereby 
he often, as we have already faid, overcame and put to flight 
Aratus and other Commanders of the Achaians . Which war, as 
he order’d it by his own advice,not at the direction of others,made 
.him, which thing he long fincc rhoughr, that the Ephori being ta¬ 
ken away, he might challenge'all the authority and command un- 
R 2 to 
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rv-to himfclf 5 and he declared the old difciplinc of his houfe, in the 
jid^cnod* tcnt ^ >’ ear °* ^ ls re *§ n > l ^ e City of Rowe 528, or next follow- 
unto4713* ing. After that, being loofed and tree from home-bred fear, he 
wholly bent himfelf on the Achaick War. When the Achaians 
(aw themfclves unfit for .the undergoing this war, Aratus being 
already weary and languifhing, and great (laughters being re¬ 
ceived from cUomeneSy that fame man, or Aram, being the author, 
they had regard unto the help of the Macedonians. Antigonus , 
by lirnamc, a»W, that is, one about to give or profit, reigned over 
c Macedonia. Which name he obtained from this, becaufe he 
laid he would give fundry times one after another what was ask¬ 
ed of him. This man governed the kingdom for Philip the fon of 
Demetr'm, 'from the year before Chrift, 232; of the City 522, 
the 137Olympiad entring, to wit, a little before the pafling over 

(a) book z. Rome into Illyricum , as (a) Polybius faith. Therefore Aratus re- 

quircththe fellowfhip of Antigonusy with his Citizens, when as 
hitherto they had roade.ufeofthefriend(hipof ‘Ptolomey-, which 
new Covenant they joyned in, by a great hire of the Town or 
Caftle of Corinthjrom which they parted to the Macedonian , and 
ftraightway renounced both by Sea and Land the fame Captain 

(b) Polyb. of the Greek name. There came into the (b) communion of that 
P* z79 * league, the Macedonians , Achaians , thofe of Epirusy the Phociansy 

BoetianSy Arcadiansy Thejfalians. Cleomenes , Antigonus breaking in 
with great Armies, when he met him at the Ifthmus or narrow 
creek of land, being affrighted at the revolting of the Grecians , 
went back to defend his Countrcy, So the Macedonians yt\o man 
forbidding them, came to Peloponnefm in the year of the World, 
3761, of the City, 531, in which the fecond year of the 149 
Olympiad began ; and in the year following they conquered ma¬ 
ny Towns, cleomenes in the mean time not loytering, who took 
Megalopolis at unawares, and - utterly overthrew it, becaufe the 
Citizens had refufed to enter into fellowfhip with him, although 
theyfhould be vagabonds in their Countrcy, Philopoemenes thus 
Co Plut. in perfwading, (a ) who was then thirty years of age. Laft of all, 
phiiop. in the year of the City 533. before Chrift 2 21, in which the 4th 
(b) Polyb. 5. year of the fame Olympiad began, a (b) battel being pitched or 
pim.in Ag. j 0 yncd, at ^/i»^,aTown of LaconUy Cleomenes was overcome by 
iwra. 'Antigonus 1 when as this brought out twenty thoufand, the other 
thirty thoufand into the battpl, cleomenes having flipt out of the 
battel, failerh over Sea to Piolomey Euergetes into fAEgypt, leaving 
Lacedemon empty for defenders againft Antigonus: To the which 
he coming, reftored to it its liberty, and all its ancient rights. The 
next day he being certified, that the borders of c Macedonia were 
invaded by the neighbouring Barbarians , he hafts thither as fpee- 
dily as he could. In his paftage he was prefect at the T^emean 
fports 5 by whom he was received with great acclamations, and 
all kind of honour by the Cj reeks. But as foon as he came to Ma- 
cedoniay the Illyrians , and other Barbarians being put to flight, his 
body long ago being taken with a confumption, he deceafed, and 
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letc the Government to Thilipy who afterward warred againft the 
Romans . That happened in the 533 year of the City, of the 
World 3763, in which the 4th year of the 139 Olympiad is num- 
bred; the mentioning of the Nemean paftime perfwadeth it, 
which about the end ot the third Olympick year, and near the 
Sunftcad, was wont to be begun, (c) as we have (hewn elfe- 

vvherc. . 

(fleomenes being very honourably, and lovingly received by 
ptolemey Euergetes, he a little after dying, he came into fufpition 
with Phiiop at or y the fuccecder of Euergetes ; who from the coun¬ 
sel of Sofibiusy by whofe authority the Kingdom was ordered, 
kept him in cuftody,making hafte into Greece-, out of which he 
at length breaking with a few, and their fwords being drawn, he 
running thorow the whole City,and in vain calling to the Alexan¬ 
drians for liberty y laid hands on himfelf; fd) in the third year 
after he came to *A£gypty the (c) fixteenth of his reign being finiih- 
ed. For prefently after the death of Cliowenesy Polybiw (f) witnef- 
feth, C&lofyria was betrayed by Theodotus to Antiochus ; which 
happened in the 535 year of the City built, the fecond of the 
140 Olympiad. After this manner the beginning of cleomenes is 
affirmed, the which we have aferibed to the fecond year of the 
13 6 Olympiad, of the City 5 19. For from that time, to the year 
of the City 535, full fixteen years do run between.

and when both Kings waged very great VVars between them- jj£, meatdic 
fclves, at length they came unto thefe conditions of peace. That end of n. 
Bernice the other daughter of Philadelphus fhould marry AntiocbuSy eh - Dan - 
Laodices being either refufed, or accounted in the place of a Con¬ 
cubine. And then Philadelphus being dead, in the year of the Ci- 
ty, 507. before Chrift, 247, Antiochus overcome with love,calls 
Laodices back again, who fearing the unconftancy of her husband, 
took away his life by poyfon. Then Bernice , and her fon, as yet 
an Infant, being (lain,(he carried up her fon Seleucus to the King¬ 
dom.

Therefore in that year, which 1 have fet, Ptolemy phdopator be¬ 
gan to fway the Scepter in v£- ypt, (g) who preftntly flew his bro¬ 
ther Magas ^ and Berenice, as Polybius iheweth, (h) and gave him- 
fdf wholly over unto gluttonies and luxury. Tne which he did 
fo much the more freely, becaufe he thought fecuriry to be gotten 
for him both at home and abroad fora long time. For both his 
brother, and others that were near to him being killed, he broughc 
terrour to his own kindred, and Antigonus of Macedonia, and 
Seleucus of Syria, Kings, being dead, in their places came Antiochus 
and Philip , almoft as yet children, from whom he then feared no¬ 
thing on himfelf. 

(a) For there being a fit opportunity, Seleucus Call'micus being 
dead, who reigned twenty years 3 and his Ion Seleucus his fuccec- 
dcr, after an unhappy fight with Ptolemy Euergeies , being killed by 
the lying in wait of his friends, Antiochus , the brother of Seleucus 
the foil of Callinicus , was called from Babylon to take the Kingdom, 
almoft a child,the 139 Olympiad entring,ofthe City built, 5 305 
who for valiant deeds done, and not a little part of the Empire 
being rccovcred,heobraincd the name oi Great. For this man’s be¬ 
ginning was tumultuous,and exertifed or full of adUonj his Licv- 
ttnants of Provinces falling oft from him through contempt of his 
age. (b) Firft CMolo Governour of Media, and Alexander of 
Perfia, his brother, fhakeoff the yoke 5 unto which counfel the 
fear of Hernias Carts, a moft wicked man,who could do all things 
with the King, chiefly inforced them. Thefe, Antiochus be¬ 
ing, vexed a tew years, that is, not full three, according as we 
have gathered out of Tdybmjand his Captain Xence as being over¬ 
come and (lain, many Cities being vanquifhed, at length being 
overcome by.the King himfelf, they prevented deferved punilh- 
ment by a voluntary death. And in the fame year Hernias en¬ 
deavouring wicked attempts againft the life of the King, he com¬ 
manding, lie is by lying in wait (lain, which was the year of the 
City built, 533, the very fame year, wherein we have related in 
the former Chapter, alfo Cleomenes King of Sparta , to have been 
overcome by Antigonus.

Aver, which he might carry back to the Senate. With which 
boldneffe of fpcech the King being affrighted, anfwcred that 
he would be in the power of the Senate. Thus by the 
Word and power, or Authority of one Ambafladour, the 
land and. Sea-army's of Antiocbus , were driven away from 
v£gypt- . 

Antiocbus being deceived of this hope of poffcffing anothers 
right or title, , and being mad with fury came unto Jerufalem, efpe- 
‘ci.ally(i) having heard, that Jafon (a falfc report being fpread 
abroad of his death) had moved arms againft CMeneUus, and had 
taken the Cpicy- For that thing he being angry wirh the Jews, 
by a ptomifeuous (laughter, and burning flame, Jerufalem being 
wafted,A) le defiled the Temple; and filled all places with Idols 3 
and abominable devotions , after two years from the former 
cotnming, on the fifteenth day of Chi/leu, which fell into Novem¬ 
ber. (i)Moreoverhe forced divers Citizens with curfed punifh- 
mentSi to renounce with an oath their Countrey-Religion. He 
being returned to Antioehia, delivered Eleazer, (a) and feven bre¬ 
thren, with their mother, becaufe they refufed to cat of Swines- 
flefh, againft the command of God ; to be fundry wayes tormen¬ 
ted to death.

. Oftbeafjairs of the Jews, from the profaning of the Temple , unto the 
death 0/Simon ; where, of Judas Macchabcus, and the Kings of 
Syria. 


A Ntiocbus wickedly going on to the deftruttion of the Je&ifb 
Nation, and holy things, (b ) Mattathias of the ftock of Joa- 
of the Doft. rib High Pricft, one of the Kings guard being killed, who forced 
of times, 50. t h c people to prophanecuftomes, runs away out of the Town Mo* 
din, and a company of being gathered together, he defpifed 
v the kings threatnings. He dying in the year of the Greeks 14 6, of 
the City built 587. He encouraged five Tons which he had, moft 
valiant men, to defend their liberty. The chief of thefe were, 
judai Mach a- j u das fyrnamed Machal&iu, Jonatbas and Simon, who one by one 
bxuu . .v were chief among the people.

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(d) In the mean time, Antioch**, while heimirateth the exam¬ 
ple ot his father’s facriledge, in robbing the Temple of Diana, 
which was in £lynais, by the concourfe of the Towns men he be¬ 
ing caft out, went away into Babylon. But in the journey, a fal- 
lingoffofthe Jcwsbcing heard of; being mad with grief and 
anger, he fell into a grievousdifeafe, and horrible pains of his 
bowclls, and his body being confumed with worms, requiring 
pardon of his wickcdneflc from God in vain, he died a wretched 
death (e)intheyear of the Gw* y 149,0! the City built 590.when 
he had reigned eleven whole years. 

Lyjias the Oratour being diligent about it, his fon Antiocbus Eu - 
pafor i'ucccedcd him. Who to bring help to his friends, who 
were befieged in a Tower by Judas, he led an Army to J erufJem, 
and befieged it, the year of Sabbaths or Reft running on; of the 
fa) Greek , 1 50; before Chrift, 1^3. Laftly, peace" being made 
with the Jews, he being taken within the City, contrary to pro- 
mife, their walls being overturned, goeth to Antiochian when as 
now Judas was carried up by the confent of the people unto the 
High Priefts Office. 

(b) For Jofephus and Eufehius relate, that he was in that office 

three years (pace. By this account, about the 149 year of the 
greeks, in which Antiocbus dyed, from the Captain of the people 
he was made High Pricft. 1 

(c) Two years after, of the< 7 **r*s 151, Demetriut Soter the fon 
otSeleuthuSy who was tfie brother of Epipbanes Antiocbus, in times 
paft given by his fattjei- a pledge to the komans for Antiocbus , when 
as Epipbanes being dead’, fie required himfeif to be icc go in vain, 
he ran away privily out of the City inro Syria, and Antiocbus £u - 
pator, and LyfiaSyby his command being killed, he began to reign 
being twenty and three years old, as (d ) Polybius writeth, and Ap- 
pian.

But Judas moft 
iharpiy refilled him, whoalfo, the Kings Army being fcattered, 
he flew his Captain Nicanor , the 1510! the Greeks going out, oh 
the thirteenth day of the Moneth Adar, which falls into the year 
before Chrift 161. (;) Aoouc thefe times, AmbafladoutS being 
fent to Kjime, heentreda league, and into.fellowfhip with the 
Romans ; At length in the year ot the greeks 15 2, when Demetri- 
us had fi nt Bacchides and Alcinias, with 20000 footmen* and 2000. 
Horfemcn againft the Jews, ( ») Judas being forfaken by hisSoul- 
diers, guarded no more then with eight hundred, he was bold to 
begin, or commit himielf to battel!; The which when he had un¬ 
dergone a whole day, he died a glorious death* A man fecond to 
none in Godlinefle and warlike valour: J onutbas his brother (tic- 
ceeded him, who was chief about eighteen years* But AlcimuS 
while hedemolifheth the work of the Temple, a difeafe being 
infli&ed on him from God, heperifhed in the hundred fifty third 
year of the Greeks.

Ecclo.Ti? wetor, 15 o of the Greeks, Lybia and Cyrenia fell by lot to Euergetes, 
1 17. with which he being leaft of all contehted,made his complaints to 

the Senate of Rome', who decreed Cyprus to be given unto him, as 
Polybius is Author, and Eusebius in his Chronicle. Philometor be¬ 
ing dead (g) Suergetes being fent for from Cyrene , reigned at Alex - 
(gJJufU*. a ndria, deformed in his countenance, and the fluffing of his belly 
more like a beaft than a man, who in the very day of Marriage, 
which he had joyned With Cleopatrd his After, and fometime the 
wife of his Brother, he killed a little one the fon of them both, in 
the very mothers arms or embracing. Neither afterwards held 
he the Kingdome with lefl'e cruelty. So that his Citizens being 
embittered, he was compelled to fly into Cyprus, with the daugh¬ 
ter of his, and the fame After of philometor , the which, her mother 
- being divorced, he had joyned to himfelf, being Arft ravilhed in 
_ wedlock. 
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wedlock. There he having heard, that his images were caft down 
by the Alexandrians, he fent a fon which he had begotten of Cleo¬ 
patra, to her, divided in pieces. 

(d) Demetrius being in the mean while vexed with fedition by 
the Antiochians , hcreftrained them by a Garrilon of jewith Soul 
diers. But when he was hated of all, Diodotus ftrnamed Trypbon , 
who had bin a guard-man of Alexander Balam, appointed Antiochus 
his fon, who was brought up with Emalihuel, or Malchus King of 
Arabians, King, and endeavoured to get Jonathas on his ftde,in the 
year of the Greeks 1S8; at which time alfo Jonathan renewed fel- 
lowfhip with the Romans and Spartans. In the following year 
(b) Trypbon , loving tyranny, that there might not be any delay, 
rhrough Jonathan, unto his counfels, him being taken by lying in 
wait, he flew, in whofc place Simon his brother, was made Cap¬ 
tain of the people and chief Prieft. Whoentring into a League 
with Demetrius , he got liberty from him, (c) in the 170 year of 
the Greeks, of the City 611 , from which time the years of Si¬ 
mon 3 s chief Priefthood, began to be reckoned. The lame man al¬ 
fo vanquished Gaza, and the Tower of Jerufalem , the which alfo 
he fortifted, and afterwards dwelt there. 

Demetrius, that he might get help againft Trypkov, went into 
'Media, as faith the writing; but (ti)jufline witnefleth him to 
have gone thither to beftege the Parthians•, by whom he was taken 
and ufed kindly: fo that •Thraates the King gave him his.daughter 
Rhodogunes in marriage. 

Demetrius being taken, gryphon flew Antiochus a pupil, or not 
under his father’s power, and took the Crown, which he held 
un till about the third year, (e) Jofepbus being author 5 although 
Appian faith, he reigned one. Whence there is a con je&ure, that, 
in the 1 Mac. ch. 14. the Expedition of Demetrius after the death 
of Antiochus the brother of ^Alexander, in thar, the Writer not to 
have obferved the order of time, but of declaring. 

While thefe things are done, (a) Antiochus Sidetes the fon of 
Demetrius Soter , the brother of Nicator , came into Syria , and being 
fent for by Cleopatra, the Wife of his brother married her,and kill¬ 
ed Tryphon in the 174 yea r of the Greeks. He aft’ervvards (b) wa¬ 
ged War with Simon by Cendebetus his Captain, who was over¬ 
come by Joannes the fon of Simon. 

The treachery of Ptolemy (he was the fon in law of Simon) con¬ 
founded the profperous affairs of the Jews, who flew his father- 
in-law with two fons,beingreceivedioaFeaft. But Joannes, Ar¬ 
il amed Hircanus, the fon of the fame S/wo/?, 'efcapcdj who after 
that was chief among the Jews 31 years, (c) That (laughter 
happened on 177 year of theGreeks,in the eleventh tnonethSche- 
bat ; which was the year of reft, begun in the year of the World 
3848, from the accounrof the City 6 i 2 , as the Seleucides had 
wont to reckon. But the Jews, from the moneth PPifan, from the 
which Schebat is numbred, the eleventh. And hitherto the holy 
Hiftory proceedcth^ 
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rsj^n Antioch us Sidetes , in the fourth year of his reign, (faith (e) Jcfe- 

Anno443i in the fourth ot Hircanus , encompaflcd Jerusalem with a

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CHAP. XL 

The famous Deeds or A fairs of the Romans, and divers Wars, the 
Achaick, Punick, 3 Macedonick, 3 Numantine, 
the Jlavifb War. 

T He ^Macedonians, after tAntiochus the Great, being by the 
other War tamed, and their Kingdom reduced into the form 
ot a Province, none afterwards was afhamed to ferve the Ro¬ 
mans. Therefore people and kings, emulating one another, gave 
themfelves over unto the obedience of thofe, and from thofe they 
took the Umpires or judgments of peace and war between them¬ 
felves. (f) Of Kings, two, before others, endeavoured to allure 
their favour, Eumenes of Afia, and Prufias of Bythinia , who was 
(g)firnamed [' Venator ] or hunter, one whereof being fufpe&ed of 
hidden favour toward Perfeus, that he might purge himfelf, he 
fent his brother Attalus to Rome the which his brother fhewing 
that he had remained faithful, was moft acceptable unto the Se¬ 
nate 3 who left he fhould ask the kingdomc privately for himfelf, 
he was affrighted from it by Stratius aPbyfitian, whom Eumenes 
had given to him a companion in that counfel. Th*t,Livy (bew- 
eth, was done in the 587 year of the City. 

(aj Prufias , who being joyned in affinity with Perfeus , had nou- 
rifhed or taken neither parr, he coming to Rome with his fon Ni- 
comedes, after a fervile manner he flattered the Senators, fo that 
he called them, in faluting them, gods, that were prefer vers from 
danger, and named himfelf their bondman made free. The 
fame King departing from Rome,he left his fon to be brought up, 
in the fame year of the City. 

But Eumenes King of Pergamus being dead,about the year of the 
City 5 96. For he reigned full fourty years, feeing he had left 
a fon, Eumenes as yet ot a weak age 3 the Kingdome procured At - 
ta/whis brother a guardian for him 21 years, (b) With whom 
the year following, when Prufias waged war 5 which was in the 
year of the City built 601, by the command of the Romans it was 
appeafed. 

The Rhodians very greatly feared the anger of the free people 
of Rome , and truly they had deferved it. (c) For they had been 
diligent for Perfeus, and dared proudly, not fo much to perfwade 
them to peace, as to command 3 alfo they had added threaren- 
inss, that they would account them for enemies, by the which it 
a had 
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hadconcinued, thactherecould notbea peacemadc. Therefore r\A^. 
Perfeus being overcome, it wanted but little, but a War fhould ^T° p 44 ^' 
have been decreed againft them. The which by the moft humble Jit 4^.' 
nurcaties they had turned ,away, Lycias and Garias being taken 0 '"V'N 3 
away from amongftthem. 

But two people, not with a (ingle damage of their affairs, but 
vyith thedeftru&ion of their Cities, purged away the hatreds of 
the Romans , the Achaians and Carthaginians . The former, many 
being partly allured into one body of a Common-wealth, partly 
Cities, being conftraincd by force, were the moft mighty of all 
greece. The fame compelled the Lacedemonians againft their 
wills (their Walls and Laws being taken away) into the famefo- 
ciety,as we have already above mentioned. With whofe com- The Achaick 
plaint the Senate being very much moved.

For which caufes,a War is proclaimed againft 
them, m. the £07 year of the City 3 and firft of all, they are 
overcome by CMetellus the Praetor in two battles at Thermopylae 
and in Phocia 3 in one whereof Critolaus was Caprain 5 in the other 
at length in the fame year, which was of the City tfog 
by Lucius Mummius Conful, all Achaia being brought unto a fur- 5 
render, Corinth it fclf the hc.id of the Nation, was burnt with fire. 
Then by the lenience of ten Embafiadours, the Council of greece 
being taken away, and the form of a tribute written down, it 
was appointed, that a Praetor fhould be fent every year to declare 
the law. (b; From which time all Greece took the name of Achaia, 
as Paufanias is witneffe. 

Corinth being on a flame of fire, from the gold, filvcr and brafs 
being melted, and mingled one among another, the chance found 
out that kind o( moft pretious brafs,which they called Corinthian, 
wonderfully praifed by the Ancients, (c) The deftrudion of 
that moft noble City, Pliny that thing elegantly witnefling, hap- 
pened in the third year of the 158 Olympiad, of the City 608, 
before Chrift 146. 75 

(d) The fame year alfo gave an end to the third Punick War 
in Africa, with the fall of Carthage. The colour for this Warr 
was gotten from King CMafanijfa, whom the Carthaginians had 
beaten back by arms, invading their borders 3 and the canfc being 
brought to the Romans, by their judgment they had been fined in 
T-and,moreo ver and in money. But the Romans under any pretence 

had 
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rv -had decreed utterly to blot out Carthage , efpccially Marcus Cato the 
)u”pjdod* Ccnfor urging it, who was wont to adde this, in the Senate, unto 
unto 4713* all his fpcechcs. Therefore in the year of the City 605, the Car - 
thaginians begun to bebefieged by two Confuls 3 ^»///«s 5 and Ccn - 
forinus, when they had yielded themfelvcs to the Romans 5 which 
fame thing, the Uticenfes had done, in vain. They being com¬ 
manded out of hand, their City being beaten down, to feat them-* 
fclves ten miles from the Sea, being turned into madheffe and de- 
ipair, they refilled beyond their ftrength 5 untill in the 4th year 
in the fame, as I have faid, in which Corinth wasdeftroyed, by 
Publius Cornelius Scipio Proconful, who being begotten by Paulus 
ts&miliw, was adopted for the fon of Scipio Afric anus, Carthage was 
taken, let on fire, and utterly overthrown. About, or a little be¬ 
fore the beginning of the War, Mafanijsa King of Numidtans, al-

The fame 
man was hated of the Jews, and tolled to and fro by their hatreds 
and fa&ions 3 whom likewife he cruelly was revenged of. 

For he flew no lefle than fifty thoufand of them in fix years. (c)Hc (c) jofeph. b. 
waged often wars, for thefe things, with Ptolomey Latburus , and j;^* c,<h * 
*Demetrius Euc&rus and others, and through the interchangeable 
courfe of fortune, his rule being nevertheleffe enlarged, he 
drew it out unto twenty and feven years, as J ofephus Wri¬ 
teth.

Which year was lamentable through the death ofScipio African™, 
and Numantinus , who not without fufpicion of a luftfull difeafe 
given him by his wife, was found dead in the bed, as Velteiw wri¬ 
teth. ^jfabeing made the Romans , faith Jufiney with its riches, 
it pafled over its vices alfo to Rome. In which year, ^Attaint 
made the people of Rome his heir, a cruel {edition arofe at Rome .

notbyrequeft obtained ground from the Senate, they Scattered 
CMarcus Stlanus the Confull,in the year of the City 645 ,as appear¬ 
ed out of (g) Afconius. In like manner in the year following Scau- 
rus another Confull is overcome by the Cimbrians. (h) Tacitus be¬ 
ing Author, by the Tigur'tne Helvetians (i) Lucius (faffius, Conful 
in the year of the City 647, in the borders of the Allobrogians ; 
which thing is manifeft out of C<efar. But more memorable than

partakers of all labours and dangers, fhould be (hut out from the 
fellowfhip of Government and Honour,they endeavoured, the Ci¬ 
ty through Drufus being vainly hoped for,to get that by weapons, 
which they could not by right. And firft of all, at the time of 
the Latine holy-dayes or Solemnities, they endeavoured, in the 
year ot the City 663, to kill both the Confuls, Philip and C<efar i 
the tiling being difeovered, they fell off openly. They killed 
Quietus Servilius Proconfyl, Fonteius the Embaftadour, and all 
the ‘Romans of Afculum. After thefe things they fought with a 
diverfe event. The chief honour of victory Cneius Pompeius Strabo , 
the father of the Great Pornpey, firft of all the Embaftadour of Pub¬ 
lic Ratilius Conful, obtained againft them,in the year of the City 
664, in which, a breaking out being made out of the Town Fir - 
mum, he drave back the Latines befieging it, and chafed them to 
Afculum, and then the Conful, in the year 665, wherein he took 
Afculum , reduced the ref ini and Peligni unto a furrender, and tri¬ 


umphed over them. Alfo Lucius Sylla, the Embafladour of Lucius

A Utonius and Cleopatra being dead, v£gypt was reduced into 
the form of a Province, in the 294th year after the pofte- 
rity of Lagus ruled in it. (b) C<efar in the 725 year of the City 
built, made three Triumphs, the Dalmatian , A Rian and Egyptian, 
in the fame moneth (c) of Auguft. After which,whether in earneft 
or feignedly, he deliberated with Agrippa and M$cena$, of laying 
down the Empire. The firft perfwading it, the latter affrighting 
from it \ when he had determined to follow the covnfcl of this, 
nevcrtheleffe he declared to the Senate of refigning the Empire; 

: and by this (d) cunning he brought it to pafle,that it was confirmed 
unto him by the Senate and people, in the year of the City built 
72^. 

(e) Cornelius Galius a Knight of Rome , Lievtenant in Egypt,

CHAP. XXII. 

The Hiftory of Herod. 

F Or the fcarching out the Birth of CHRIST the Sa¬ 
viour, the Hiftory of Herod is altogether needfull; whofe 
beginning, and the years in which he reigned, we will fee down 
in this Chapter. 

This man wasthefon of Antipater an Idumetan, therefore he 
alfo an Idumaan by birth, not an Afcalonite * which thing (c) 
Africanus with Eufebius, from the report of fome, hath delivered. 
We rather believe (d) Jofephus , who raaketh this man an Ida - 
m&an ; the which as ’cis more likely to be true, fo that is leaft to 
be reproved, becaufe all the ancient Fathers almoft, do fay Herod 
to have been a Granger. For the Idumacans are reckoned Gran¬ 
gers, that is, born of another Rock, not as from Jacoby although 
following the fame Religion wiEhthc Jacobites, they were by pro- 
feflion Jews, not by Rock. But of begetting and Nature wc 
treat, not of Faith and Religion, whenwefeek concerning a Na¬ 
tive and a Granger, as in that controverfie of Herod. nAntipater 
in that difagreement of brethren, of which we (e) have fpoken 
before, adhered to Hircanus , and was appointed by Julius C&- 
far Solicitor of ( f) Judjea, who prefently made his fon Herod 
Lievtenantof Galilee , about twenty five years old, not fifteen, 
as (g) Jofephut is deceived. From the fixth year after, Herod 
was let over Coslofyria by in the year of the City built feven 

hundred and feven. For in this fixth year Crefar appointed Le¬ 
gions of Souldiers over Syria , fh) Hirtius being Author ; after 
the fight at Philippi , he (1 ) obtained a Tetrarchy with his bro¬ 
ther Phafailus, from Antonias, in the fifth Julian year. After 
that, the Parthians being Girrcd up in Judaea by Antigonus 
the brother of Ariftobulus , for the bargain of a thoufand talents, 
Herod fleeth unto Antonias ; through whom, he was beyond 
hope, made King of Judaea by the Senate, (a) Calvinus and PoU 
lio being Confuls, in the fixth Julian year, the 185 Olympiad 
entring. For with that purpofc he had come to Rome , that he 
might ask the Kiogdome for Alexander the Nephew of tArifto- 
bulus his Wives brother. He being returned into Judea, with 
An^igonus the brother of Ariftobulus , he Grove more than two 
years. At length. Sofas the Captain of Antonias bringing help, 
he befieged and took Jerufalcm , wherein Antigonus had fhut 
himfelf,"in the third monethinaday of faffing, (b ) Dio wri¬ 
teth, it was the Sabbath day; Jofephus , the year of Sabbaths; 
Agrippd an d Galius being Confuls. This year of the World is 
ncctflarily numbred by'us, 3947.

the fourteenth of the Calends of September* in the year of his sucton.Augift 
age 7 ( 5 . when he had lived 56. years from the firlt entrance loo.Dioj*. 
into office: from the death of Antonius, fourty and three,full ; Augujtus< 
A Prince moft excellent, and needful for the Roman Common¬ 
wealth. Which, labouring with too much happinefTe, nor ca¬ 
pable of its own fortune, but running headlong into ruinc, he fup- 
portedj and both with the beft Laws, and alfo riches, and all plen¬ 
ty of things, he fo furnifhed it, the City it felfalfo being, adorned.

After that, on the third day, riling from the 
dead, on the fourtieth after he had revived, he was carried back 
into Heaven, before the eyes of his Difciples. 

After the death of Chrift, and the Holy Spirit having fallen 011

openly; the Jews waxed bitterly cruel! againft them, (a) Stephen 
one of the feven, who were cholen to perform profane and holy 
fervices in the company of the Chriftians, becaufe he more fer¬ 
vently imployed himfelf, in publifhing.the glory of Chrift, being 
laid hold of by contentious, envious perfons, was overwhelmed 
with ftones.

He added to the Roman Pro¬ 
vinces Dacia of Schythia, having conquered Decebalus the King, 
who dyed by his own proper hands the 102 year of Chrift. (c) (O Dw.EuJ 
Being gone into the Eaft, he fubdued the Armenians, Iberians, the fct^hro. J 
Colchians, the Sarmates, the Ofrhoines, the Arabians , and the Bofpho* 
rians. Falling upon the Partkians , he brought under his power 
Seleucia, pefiphon, and Babylon , and feveral other Cities. But 
whiles he fails into the red-Sea, moft of thefe people revolted 
from him, whom foon both in his own perfon, and by his Com¬ 
manders he fubdued again.(a)A huge Earthquake,whileft that he (a ) DIa - 
fwayed the Scepter, overthrew Antioch, in the year of Chrift n $ j 
by which were ftricken CMeflala and pedo, of whom <Pedo was on 
a fudden fmothered in the tuinc,Trajanus being drawn out through 
a window, efcaped hardly. The (fyrentan jews alfo with much 
cruelty againft the Romans and Grecians did over-run Egypt and 
Cyprus, whom Trojanus defeated with a great flaughter,by Martius > 

Turbo. At length the Partbians rebelling, who had chafed away ::

little fupprefled, were at laft utterly defeated, and in that battel 
were killed of the Jews fourfeore thoufand men, as Diod. faith, 
befide an infinite number that were devoured by famine, by fick- 
neffe, and fire, fo that all Pale fine was almoft reduced to a de¬ 
fart. From that time the Jews were forbidden to return to Je- 
Gftg.Nii* rufaletn under pain of dpath, except for one day in the year to

135 yearofChrift, at which time Hadrian was going into the 
twentieth year of his Empire.

To this very good father fucccedcd a very bad foil Aurelius Com- 
modus Antoninus, full of cruelty. Juft, covetoufneffe, and of for- 
Viftor-Eiitwp. did and villanous and mechanicall arcs, unfit and unworthy an 
Empcrour; very like to Nero for filthy life and conversion: 
Having quelled all in Germany, he triumphed in Rome : He killed 
LueilU Ins filler, which with feverall others had confpircd againft 
him The Annuall Prefect praetor, being the Judge of the faft, 

who himfclfbeingloon after deprehended in the lame fault, had 

his head cut off: from that time were two invefted wuh the Prctots 
office. To the percnnall office fuccecded Oleander, who for his 

cruelty andcovetoufncflc was hated of the people, who by the 

command of Commodw, was killed for having railed a (edition. 
He is infnared by the confpiracy of them of his own, whom he 
had appointed to death, and fo he dicth, having fwayed the Scep¬ 
ter twelve years, nine Moneths, and 14. dayes, as faith Xipbilmm, 
Lampr. a f ter had lived one and thirty years and four Moneths : he di- 
cd the firft day of January-Calends,in theyear 192 after Chrift s 
birth.

Amongft whom, was that renoun- 
cd Biftlop of Rome, St. ^wt, who died in the third 
jans Empire, having been nine years and fix Monttns Blfhop 9 
the Dioceffe; whom zAnatUtus iuccccdcd. 
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But in Bythimay C. ‘Pltnius, Proconiull.qucftioning the Cbrifti- r\*A-0 
ans, and finding them ordinarily accufed of falfe crimes, having 
received an anlwer from Trajan, be ddifted from farther enquiry* the jpxl 
fo that he punifhed oncly thofe that wereobftinate and refractory,

Trajans fuccefior, viz. Hadrian, increafed the perfecution, and Afia.s -si ]

ftus being by him put to death, left the feat to Alexander , which 
he by his Martyrdome in the 15. year of Hadrians E m pire left to 
Sixtus, Fauftinus , and Jovita, both oiBrixia in Italy , by his com¬ 
mand having been put to death, about the fourth year of his 
Empire. 

Under Antonius Pius’s Empire, Jaftine Martyr made his firft ApQ- 
logy aud defence 5 and the other he made under M. Aurelius, and, b j 4 * 

£. Verus ; at the beginning of whofe Empire,heunderwent amoft Hie.Vde ‘ 
famous Martyrdome* , ' - j 

And thefe Roman BiChops fuffered Martyrdome for Chrifts 
caufe, Sixtus in the fecond year of Antoninus Empire, having olfi- 
ciaced in the place near upon ten years. Telefphom in the 14 year 
of his Empire. Hagin jus in the 18. And Pius in the 5. year of Au- 
reltani To Pins fucceeded Anicetus, who alfo fuffered Manyr- «dChr©f» nE 
dome, in the. i-3;year of his Empire. Then to Rome went ‘Poiycar - 
pus, the Bifhop of the Church in Afia, and foon after about the fes 
venth year of cMarcus Aurelius's Empire, he underwenta mbft ex¬

See of Rome four years after Anicetus, filled the place of the Em- 
perours facrifice, and to him was fubrogated Eleutherius , about 
the 17 year of M.. Aurelius’s Empire, when in the Gauls and France 
riiany Chriftians fuffered Martyrdome by the Emperours cruell following, 
edicts, amongft whom the Martyrs a<t Lions were the eminenteft^ 
chiefly, the Bifhop ThotinuS^.AttaluSy Alexander.Medicus, Blandi- -Hb. *. 
na : cc And then were thefe the firft Martyrdoms,that mm feen in France 
(faith Sever us) Gods Religion being ferioujly received; and fincerely. en¬ 
tertained beyond the Alps. 

Thiscame^to pafle in the 177 year^ after Chrift, Sr. Beatrix al¬ 
fo with her feven Tons, fuffered under Aurelius Many excellent • 

perfons in that age, did defend the Ghriftian faith againft the EuS,. 4.HW, 
Gentiles and Ilereticks, as Agrippa Caftor, who in Hadrians time Hkr.dcferift] 
Bb writ 
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writagainft Bafilides the Heretick, Quadratus and Arijlideszhc Athe¬ 
nian^ who made the Chriftian Religion’s Apology and defence, 
the fame being Emperour. 

Alfo like to them was Papias, John's Difciple, and Hegefippus 
who is recorded by Hieronymus, to have lived at Rome under Ani- 
cetus , and Eleutberusy that is, Marcus Aurelius "and (fommodus being 
Emperours, when Melito of Sardis, and Apollinaris the Hierapoli- 
tan, and Dionyftus the Corinthian being Bifhops, and Athenagoras 
the Athenian Philofopher, did fpread abroad die fame of Godli- 
neffe and Orthodox do&rine. 

Atnongft the Gentiles under Trajan, plutarchus the Cher owe an 
was efteemed a notable and renowned Philofopher; fo was alfo 
Dio, the Prufaena; under Hadrian^ Favorinus, Euphrates the Sunk, 
who charged with age and fickncffe ended his dayes, with a 
draught of poyfon, by Hadrian's leave. , Alfo Sextus, Agathohulus, 
Oenomaus, under Antoninus Pius, did Taurus Beritius the Platonick 
live. Likewife Arrianus the Nicomcdian Philofopher and Hifto- 
rian. Maximus TyriuS, Apollonius Chalcidicus the Stoick, and Bafi- 
tides the Scythopolitan 5 who were all M. Aurelius's tutors, in whofe 
time Peregrinus the Philofopher, fyrnamed Proteus, burnt himfelf 
in the fire that was made at the Olympick-play in Pifas, in the 
23 6 Olympiad, as Eufibtus writeth in his Chron. Lucius mentions 
him in a particular book that he made of his death. Atenelaus the 
. Mathematician firft obferved in the firft year of Trajan, the Moon 
in the fign of Virgo, in the p8 year after Chrift, and a little after 
Ptolomeus the Prince of tAflronomers appeared under Hadrian and 
Antoninus • 

For witty learning, and excellent fpeech, under Trajan the 
Emperour were efteemed C. ‘Plinius the younger; Dio Prufeua 
: whom Trajan Aid wonderfully honour Polemo,o{Laodicea , near Ly- 
cus the Rhetorician, and Sophifta Arifides's Mailer who flourish¬ 
ed under Hadrianus, Pronto that famous Oratour, Philoflratus of 
Lemnius\\ Herodes, the Athenian, who was renouned in the time of 
thefe Emperours, Trajan, Hadrian, and Antoninus 5 Hermogents 
the Tarfian,whom Suidas mentions to have been profeflour in 
Rhetorick with great admiration, when he was but 18. years old, 
and at the 24. year of his age, to have utterly forgotten all j no 
difeontentmentnor ficknefle appearing, to have waxed old in an 
extream folly and ignorance. Phlegon, Hadrian's iervant, who 
produced his work unto the two hundred twenty ninth Olympiad, 
that is, unto Hadrians death, and unto the hundred thirty fevemh 
year after Chrift. In the fame age flourifhed galenus, who was 
efteemed the Prince of Phyfitians. 

Thefe fet forth Hiftories * paufanias , Herodes's equal ,Appianus y 
JuJlinus, lAElianus Praneftinus, who for his own eloquence was pre¬ 
ferred to the Grecians ; Alfo Luctanus, and Apuleius who followed 
him, all gallant Hiftoriographers, are efteemed to have lived 
. about this time. And of great Dolors at Law, thefe, in Trajan's 
and Antoninus's time, are efteemed moft remarkable, Neratius

C Ommodus being (lain in the beginning of the 193 year after H £ rod... Xi- 
Gnnft , Hehius pertinax was made Emperour bv them phiI - Capitol* 
who had deftroyed Commodus ; who when he intended ro govern Eutr,Vlftof - 
the Common-wealth with good Lawes, and to crufh the military 
ambition and rudenefle, was cut off the 88th day of his Empire, 
at whofe death Didius Julianus did prefume to afpire to thegovern- 
ment of the Empire,then floating and tottering. But two moneths 
and five dayes after, he is forfakenby the fame perfons; becaufe 
he could not give them the whole gratuity and recompence that 
they expeded, he is (lain by Septimius Severn's command. 

For this man being born in Afriek, and Governour cf Pinnoma, S P ..t, &.1H 
tnrougna (hew of avenging Pertinaxjhc violently took the Empire f “P< r wrci. 

• upon hitnfclf. And firft he difeharged the Prcrorian bauds cir¬ 
cumvented by his own fervants for murthering Pertinax unwor¬ 
thily ; then he went againft Pefcennius Niger Governour of5W 
indC/w/w Albjnus Governour of Brittain, and both competitors 
U L J P\ re *. Nt £ er bcin s the Overcome, ( Antioch , where 

he had fled, being taken) flying to Euphrates, was killed, as faith 
Herodianus. Spartianus faith, Thar he was killed near Cyzicum: 
a-'u™ ,*: ln £ lopprefled, Severus took Byzantium, which perfifted B y zan t Ju » 
fill! in his obedience, after three years fiege : and having devefted uken ' 
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it both of walls and of freedom, made it tributary to the Perin - 
thians, near upon the fifth year of his Empire. 

10135. * Having quieted all things in the Eaft, he turned his arms againft 
cloclius Jklbinus, whofe friend fh ip hitherto he bad procured to 
himfclf, by offering him the dignity of C<e[ar: cncountring him 
lions deftroy- with his Army near Lions in France , many being {lain on both 
cd, fides, and amongft the reft, Albinus himfclf, he alone enjoyed the 

Government. The City was burnt and dcmolifhed, and Albinus^ 
head fent to Rome, and much cruelty was ufed towards thofc of 
his party and his friends. 

Thence again being gone into the Eaft, he fubdued the Parthi - 
ar,s, the Adiabenians and the ^Arabians, he granted a Cnarter of 
Corporation to the Alexandrians. Plautianus in the mean while 
governing all things at Rome, whofe daughter plautillabc had be¬ 
trothed to his fon Antoninus, and their wedding was folemnized 
Spa|t * about the tenth year of Severus'* Empire, and lhe had as much 
for her portion, as would have been a fufficicnt dowry for fifty 
Queens. But not long after, near upon the 204th year of Chrift, 
plautianus himfelf confpirirg againft the General, is (lain by A»- 
toninus his fon in law, and many more were put to death after 
him, who were his Confederates in theConfpiracy. 

Severus went to Britain in the 15th year of his Empire, with his 
rwofons; Bafanus , whom he firnamed Antoninus , and had made 
Auguftus in the feventh year of his Empire; and with Geta : There, 
having had a profperous fuccefs ot his affairs for four years fpace, 
he retired himfclf, and fortified it with a wall all round about the

Ifland, and there at length he dyeth at York the ninth of February, 
in the year of Chrift 211, his cldeft fon having often plotted 
againft him, after he had governed the Empire 17 years, eight 
moneths, and three dayes. At his death he left in ftore feven 
ycaro revenues and provifions ; fo that every day might be fpenc 
fevenry fivethoufand buftiels of corn,and of oylas much as might 
{office all Italy in five years. 

Antoninus Caracalla , and Geta, Severus 9 s two fons, by equal right 
obtained the Government of the Empire, after their father’s 
death, in the year as I have faid, 2 1 1 of Chrift, who by reafon of 
their contrary nature, had daily and continual difTention and dif¬ 
ference together: Geta was of a meek and civil nature; the other 
was a turbulent and fiery man : by whom in the fecond year of 
hisEmpire was his brother, aged 23 years, (lain, in the very bo- 
fom of their Mother, under a fhewofa particular difeourfe, in, 
the 212th year after Chrift, as Xipbilinus doth record, and foon 
upon it was an infinite number of his favourites and friends put to 
death, amongft whom was that great Do&or in the Law papinia~ 
nus, becaufe he would not by Law excufe his murther. After this 
Antoninus went into the Eaft, and there he made a great {laughter 
of the Alexandrian Citizens, becaufe they had once fpoken lome 
words againft him, he deceitfully invaded Artabanus King of the 
PartbianS) and fpoy led his Kingdom, at length, fix years and two 

moneths 
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moneths after his father’s death, he is (lain by a Marfhal Centu- 'N-'V-o 
rion, or Captain, by the order ot Opilius CMacrir.us the Pretor,bc- 
tween Edejf a, and Carrot the fixth of April, as Xipbili/.us faith in ro 13/.* * 
the year ol Chrift 217, and in the 29 of his age ; but Spariianus 
gives him 43. 

Macrinus , a year and two moneths after he had ufurped the Ca P' roL 
Empire, being Haiti by his Souldiers, Aurelius Antoninus tAlaga- HenSifnu* 
balus V drius, together with Diadumenus , defeended of Jupiter's , or Xiph. Via, ' 
Sol's Pricft, commonly thought, though fa 1 ft y,CaracaUu* fon, took EutIO P- 
the Empire. He was the vileft of all men, infomuch,that having 
caft off all manhood, hedifformed himfelf into a woman, and did 
fuffer any thing in his body. Therefore having ruled three years 
and nine moneths, by the confcntof the Souldiers, he was {lain 
with his Mother Semtamira or Julia, in the 222 year of Chrift, his 
corps being dragg’d in the channel, and thence drawn into the 
River Tiber, in the i8ch year of his age. Moft Authors attri¬ 
bute to his Empire, two years and fome moneths; and to his age 
16 years; but we rather adhere to Xipbilinus , whofe accompt is 
given in another place, where mention is made of Alexander. 

In the year <?f Chrift 222, Aurelius Severus Alexander obtained 
the Empire, having been made C*far the year before. A Prince 
far furpaflingall in goodneffe 5 and moft excellent and valiant, 
both in peace attd war. He was wonderfully diligent either in 
giving judgment, or in requiring jufticcof the judges, he repre¬ 
hended and corrected thole who by favour or bribes did exceed 
the bonds of Jufticc and right; he banifhed out of his Court al I 
flatterers, feoffers, and (hames of the Court. He forbad the Ma- 
giftrates Offices to be bought, afTcrting, That it could not be, but 
whar one had bought,he would fell itagainfor hire-fake : There¬ 
fore he did give a Salary out of the Treafury to the Govcrnours 
of the Provinces, left they {hould be burrhenfomc to the peo¬ 
ple. 

He was notan enemy to Chrift; for he worihippcd him in his 
Chappcl, not being fuffered by the Senate to give him any pub- 
lick divine honour, and to build him a Temple: In minifiring 
Juliice, he madeufeof the induftry of the chiefcft and ableft 
Lawyers, as (a ) Ulpianus, Pomponiui,Celfui,Modefinus, Paulus,pro. (i)tantnid. 
cuius, F’enuleius. Of thefe,Ulpianus being advanced to the Preto x . 

rian dignity, he was killed in a mutiny of Souldiers, as Zofimus af¬ 
firms. But he was a gallant Warner, as well as an induftrious 
Lawyer. In the fifth year of his Empire, Anaxerxes the Perfian, Herodia. 6. 
having overcome the ‘Parthians in three field.battels, and (lain A £ ath * 

* he * r A ' taf ’ ams * hc re-eftablifhcd the Perfian Empire in the pjpans race* 
bait, by whom the Magi began to be efteemed, as Agathias their 
writes. Againft whom, making incurfion upon the Roman Ter- Em P irc * 
ritories, when Alexander could not affright him away by his Lec- 
ters, he went out with an Army, and overcame him ; as Lampri* 

^records cut of the Ads of the Senate; and triumphed the 7th 
of O&ober. Although this Author relates, That Iferodianus hath 

written 
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r%A>0 written concerning this, lar otherwile. Having performed this 
o^ch iU 3 Expedition, he undertook another againft the Germans, wherein 
3 by the confpiracy of a few Souldicrs, he is killed with his Mother 
l/y\J at Moguntiacum, who as long as he lived, fhewed himfclf obedient, 
Chroiu&EuI. even unto envy itfelf; fofay Lampridius,Her odi anus, and Zofwm, 
Orof.7-c.58, by Maximinus, who had ufurped the Empire, having betrayed 
Lamprid. in him with his Mother. Thcfcthings were done in the 2 3 5th year 
a' gander, of Chrift. He governed the Empire a little more then 13 years, 
zofintf. and lived 29, and 3 moneths.

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I N the fame year that Commodus was flain, Pope Fleutberus dy¬ 
ing, had Viffor of Africa for his Succcfibur ; who, excommuni¬ 
cated from the Church, Theodotus , a Tanner of Byzantium, having 
an erroneous opinion of Chrift; then he pacified and compofed 
the Goncroverfie couching Eaftcr, both in %ome and in other pla¬ 
ces by aficmbly of Synods: And he alfo intended to feparate from 
the communion the tAfians, who continued to celebrate it after 
the Jcwifh cuftom; but (a ) Iren&us diffwaded him from this re- 
folution : In the time of his Papacy, was the terapeft of perfec¬ 
tion very grievous upon the Chriftians, which Eufebius’s Chro¬ 
nicles record to have been in the tenth year of Severus , and in the 
202 of Chrift. In this perfccution, Leonides, Odgeifs Father, of 
Alexandria ; and Ireneus of Lions , with almoft all his people, did 
fuffer Mariyrdome. This perfecution extended fo far as to Africa, 
fir ft under the government of Saturninus, then of Scapula, in that 
Province. 

Under ^Alexander the Emperour the Church did enjoy peace; 
for he is faid to have been friendly to the Chriftians; yet taking 
into his counfcl thofe, who, as they were beft learned in the Law, 
fo likewife were the bittcreft and cruclleft againft Chriftians,then 
alfo were fonic few Martyrs put to death 3 auiongft whom Ctcilia 
was eminent; with Tuburtius and V’alerianus : the fworddid alfo 
at that time cut off Urbanus, who had been Pope feven years, be¬ 
ing fucceedcd by Zephyrinus, 

Thefe times were made more illuftrious and memorable both 
by the excellent hoiinefle, and alfo admirable learning of ‘Pants- 
nus , who of a Stoick became a Chriftian ; who having been Re- 
6for of the School in Alexandria 7 went to the Indies , there to 
preach the Gofpd, and tiourifhed under Severus and Caracalla: 
Ajianus ,Tatianus' sdifciplc, flourilhedat Rhodes, under Commodus 
and Severus , Clemens of Alexandria, Tantenus’s Auditor, and Ori- 
geri s Mafter : Miltiades and Apollonius , who writ againft Monta¬ 
na prifcilla and Maximilla, tApolio nius the Scnatour, who made 

an 
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an Apologic in the Senate, in the defence of the Chriftian faith, rv/v^n 
and by the Senates decree had his head cut off, Commodus then be- *? no V* 
ing Emperour. Polycrates , the Bifhop of Ephefus , who refilled To 2 ? 1 * 
with much vehemcncy Victor the Pope of Rome, for the Lent. Ter - 
tullian in Africa, and Minutius Fotlix at Rome, fiourifhed under 
Severus and (faracalla. Origen in Alexandria , who was born in 
the fixth year of Commodus’s Empire, and about the 185th year 
of Chrift ; he was 17 years old when his Father Leonides fuffered 
Marryrdome, as Eufebius relates. In that time was Julius Africa- Euf. 6. hift. 
cams eminent, to whom Origenes writ under Alexander. Gregorius c. 3- it in 
Thaumaturgus, Heracles Bifhop of Alexandria, Ammonias theChri- 
ftian Proleflour in Philofophcr in the fame City, of whom Plo - Ecch 
tinus Lycopolitanus was a hearer, as Porphyrius records in his life. 

Concerning thefe and others, whom for brevities fake we omir, 

you may further confult Hieronymus . ’

From the 235 of Chrift, to 27 6, 

M Aximinus,' Gothus's and Alanad s fon , either having (lain 

Alexander, as Herodianus will have it, or after his death, by di ** 
no plotof his own contrived and attempted , was made Empe- 
rour 135 years after Chrifts birth, who having profperoufly put 
an end to the Wars of Germany, he wintered at Sirmium, and in 
the mean while by his Governours and Deputies, ufed much cru¬ 
elty income, and put many of the Nobles to death. In the midft 
of thefe things, the Gordians, both father and fon, ufurp the Em¬ 
pire in Carthage. The Romans by the order of the Senate forfake 
Maximmus, and Embaffadours arc fent every where to keep the 

Provinces under the power and command of the Senate, and 20 

men are chofen for to keep and defend Rome. The Gordiani with¬ 
in a year and few dayes being (lain in Africk by Capelianus, Maxi- 
minus s General. Balbinus and Maximinus Pupienus , out pf the 20 
Governours ot Rome,were by the Senate advanced to the Imperial 

digmty, in the year of Chrift 2 37; wherein J/rfxiOT/war, whileft 

he belieges oiquileia, is flain, with his fon yet a boy, by his Soul- 
^nd^uthef^ty^ ^ ve< * two y earsand fome moneths in great power 

. . ( b ) Balbinus and Pupienus , with qordianut a youth, Nephew to (b) Capitol, 
nai Goraianus, who with his fon was flain in Africk, as faith Ca - Hcrod **• 
pitolmus ; but Eutropisu faith his fon; governed a full year the Iut '*‘ 
Common-wealth. Then they, defiring to put down Gordianus , be¬ 
came he obtained the favour more then they, were flain by the 

Souldiers; 
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Souldiers, 238 years after Chrift ; fince which time, (cj Gordia- 
jius alone enjoyed the Empire with the favour of all, being either 
i 1 * or 13, or 1 6 years old, (for it is ambiguoufly recorded,) a 
child of a very good nature, made and fitted for all forts of ver¬ 
mes which the diferction of Mifitheus , a moft difcreec and learned 
perfon, whofe daughter he had married, did moderate and direct; 
with whom both Janus’s gates being opened, he went with a puif- 
fant Army in the fifth year of his Empire againftth ePerfianSy and 
regained from them Carras, Nifibu , and other Towns,and compel¬ 
led them into their own Countrey. The next year following 
t Mifitheus being numbered by the fnares and plot of Philippa the 
^Arabian , foon after G or dianus is alfo murthered by thofe muti¬ 
nous Souldiers, whom pbil/ppus had ftirredupto filch a villanie 
by bribes and gifts, in the 244th year of Chrift, having ruled five 
years, whofe dignity this very murtherer did fucceed ; who ha¬ 
ving concluded a peace with Sapor , returned to Rome, in the 4-tli 
year of his Empire. At what time he had becnConfui the third 
time, and his fon Philip,C*far thefecond time, were celebrated in 
Rome the feculac Playes, being a thoul'and years after the build¬ 
ing of the City, and 248 after Chrift, about harveft-time, as we 
may gather out of (c; Zofimus . At length, having ruled 5 years 
the Empire; at the beginning of the fixth, the elder *Philip hath 
his throat cut at Verona ; the younger at Rome, by the Souldiers, in 
the year of Chrift 249 ; having before taken to himfelf the purple

(d) VKt z«r (d) Decius born in the lower PannonUy a man of excellent vir- 
fim* fcucr. tue , and well exercifed in Warr. as Viftor fetteth him forth 5 he 

ruled, as the fame Author faith, two years and a half, and fight¬ 
ing againft the Barbarians^ he dyed in the promifeuous crowd of 
the Souldiers, by the floud of a (luce of a pond, opened upon them 
by the Barbarians ; info much, that his corps could not afterwards 
be found, by G alius*s treachery, as Zofimus writes, fecretly con- 
fpiring with the Barbarians. This {laughter wherein Deem *s fon 
dyed, was in the 2 51 year of Chrift.

But th e*Perfians invading the borders of the Eaft with an Army 
deftroyed Antioch : The Scythians being palled over into Afiafyoyl-

Valerian with Galienus his fon enjoyed rhe Empire* to X1 a. * 
with whom he governed feven years the Empire; and in this 
fpace of time the Roman power and dominion was much dimi- Et^vTaqr. 
nilhed and torn to pieces by the Barbarians, St.Augufiine in his Zof.i.ord.7.* 
80 Epiftle faith. That in the time of Galienus*s reign, rhe impref- c - i2 * 
fions, incurfions, and cruelties were luch, that they could have 
wifhed for the end of the World. In this time alfo did many 
Tyrants rife up, in feveral parts of the world; who are reckoned 
3 o in number by Trebellius Pollio: Valerian then being gone againft ; 

the Scythians who had taken Chalcedony burnt Nicea , and the Tern- . 

pie of Diana ai Epheftu. Thence being gone againft Sapor y then 
fpoyling the Eaft borders; and taken by him, and ufed in man¬ 
ner of a- bale flave, that as often as he got up his horfe’s back, he 
iayed his foot upon his head, making him to bow down to the 
ground; (b) At length he commanded him to be Head alive and (b) Eufeb. 
falted,as Suficbiw records. This overthrow was in the 2 60th year Orat.conftan.

drive back tbe (c) Perfians 3 who had far entred the Roman Empire, (c; Txcfeell.

(d) In the mean while, galienus , a man altogether given to luft (*) Trcwu: 
and wickednefle fuffered the Empire to be torn to pieces every via.Ewrop. 
where, both by the Barbarians, and alfo Ty rants. To wh om when 010,1 ' e,11 ‘ 
Odenatus having taken Nifibu and Carr as, conquered Mefopotamia , 
put to flight the King of the TerfianSy flain many thoufands, fent 
the Princes and chiefeft of them bound 5 he, without any fhame, 
as though he had conquered them himfelf, triumphed in Rome : 

This vidory of Odenatus is aferibed by Trebelliuty to be in the 2 62 
year of Chrift, when Galienus and Saturninus were Confuls. A 
few years after, Odenatus being declared Emperour by Galienus, 
he is murthered by confpiracy of his Couzen-german, together 
with Herod's fon, whofe wife Zenobia> a woman of a manly, fpi- 
iit, took the Empire upon her fclf. Galienus is flain near Millaip . 
by Martianus and Cecropiuty both Generals of the Army that went 
againft Aureolas the Tyrant, together with his brother Valerian 5 
he governed almoft feven years with his father, and eight 
alone. 

Therefore in the 268. year after Chrift, Claudiui, about the pth TrebellVift. 
of Aprill, as by Trebellm appears, began to rule, a providentiall * mr «P- Zof. 
and moderate man, and a Prince of great advantage to the Com- 7 ' 

mon wealth, who having deftroyed Aureolas the Tyrant, Se fought 
gallantly againft the Goths; it appears that he with his Army 
deftroyed and killed 300020. of them, and defeated and deftroy¬ 
ed two thoufand (hips of theirs; and them that remained of thefe 
Barbarians, the Famine and the Plague deftroyed them, near 
about Hamaitnontum ‘yAtticianus y or Antiochianus, and Orphitus be- 
C c itig 
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ing Confute* which doth agree withthc year of our. Lord* .270. 
Claudius foon after* being infected of the plague, dyeth; having 
ruled a year, and a little more then nine Moneths, as Eufebius and 
Cdjiiod&tm do record* but being that Trebellius aflertsrhat he dy¬ 
ed in the two hundred feventieth year of Chrift, it feems that he' 
did near upon fill the two yearsj otherwife he died in the latter end 
of the 269 year. 

His brother Quintillus having ufurped the Empire, within fix- 
teen dayes after, he was beheaded by the Souldiers: by whom 
was chofen Aurelianus, born of ibferiour Parents, but reckoned 
by the Heathens amongft the mod worthy and laudable Princes, 
unlefle that he inclined too much to cruelty. By him wefe fub- 
dued the Alemans, and the cTMarcomanSy who had given a great de¬ 
feat to the Romans, for which Aurelian thought that it was expe¬ 
dient to go to the books of the Sybills, which happened the 3. 
day of Januarydrt theyear of Chrift 271,as ropifeusi aith. Coming 
to Rome after this his Victory, he put to death many of the Sena- 
tours,he amplified the walls of the City, being gone into the Haft 
he overcame Zenobia, and led her in his triumph with Tetricusx he 
Tyrant, who having received of the Catalonians at their yield¬ 
ing, he recovered France; Then fuffering both to live after¬ 
wards, he made him the Corre^our of;ZLw4»w, and kept her in 
the City. Hieronymus writes that from her did the Zenonian Fa¬ 
mily propagate. Aurelius Vi&or faithithat he wasthe firft amongft 
the Roman Emperours that wore a Diadem * upon his head, and 
that was feen cloathed with a garment of embroidery and jewels. 
He gave order that Swines-flefh might freely be diftributed 
amongft the people ; he died in the beginning of the: fifth year of 
his Empire, in the beginning of the 275 th year of Chrift, by the 
confpiracy of Mneftheus, Secretary Generali, near Caenophrurium, 
betwixt Bizantium and Heraclea : After his death, there was an 
interregnum fomefeven Moneths, becatife that in the Ele&ion 
of an Emperour there was rifena great conteft and contention be¬ 
tween the Senate and the Souldiers, both attributing to themfelves 
the right of Ele&ion : At length they, of October, he-was created 
Emperour by the Senate. 

Tacitus , a perfonof excellent breeding, and gifted for the Go¬ 
vernment of the Common-wealth, who had his pedigree of Taci¬ 
tus the Hiftorian. But he died on the two hundredth day after, at 
Tarfus of a Feavcr, to whom Florianus his brother fucceeding, Pro¬ 
bus was made Emperour by the ercateft part of the Souldiers, Flo- 
r'tanus cutting his own veins died within 6 o, dayes of his own ac¬ 
cord, in 0 the 276 year of Chrift,

many do reckon, wherein an infinite number of Martyrs did fuf- efehriftta 
fer, to which Tacitus did put an end, as the A6ts of Chariton the 304/ 
Martyr do teftify; 

Paul the Hermite was a great fplendour to that age .* who,when Sc"™ * 8 ‘ 
Decius afflicted the Chriftians,by reafon of cfcaping death retired st. pauiihe 
himfelf into a cave, wherein he embraced a folitary life, the 23 Paula 
year of his age, and of Chrift 250. which year brought alfo forth idem’S Cbr£* 
Antonius the Great, as we may gather out of Hieronymus , alfo Euf. 7-hifl.c. 
Dionyfius of Alexandria died in the thirteenth year oig aliens reign, a? * 
as Eufebius faith, and fo likewife Gregorius Thaumaturgus : of the 
Gentiles, Tlotinus the Philofopher, died in the beginning of zAu- 
relianus’s reign, being the 270 year of chrift, as may be gathered 
out of Porphyrius, upon his life. 

Saidas faith,that he was very old under Galieny and that Amelias 
was his hearer, and that Porphyrias was Amelias’* hearer, and Jam- 
hlicus the hearer of Porphyrias 3 and that Porphyrius flourifhed un¬ 
der Aurelian , and that he attained the dayes of Diode fiats* Empire 
ButEunapius m&kes Amelias tobe Porphyrias’s School-fellow, and 
not his Mafter. He together with Origenes Aquilinus , and Porphy - 
rius lengthened his dayes unto the time of Aurelianus’*, and Pro¬ 
p’s Empire: at which time alfo lived Dexippus the Hiftorian, 

Longinus is alfo reckoned amongft the learned ones of that age, by 
whom Torphyrius Was taught and furnamed, being before that cal¬ 
led CMalchus : but Zenobia making ufe of Longinus for to teach her 
Greek, Aurelianus therefore caufed him to be put to death,as writes 
Vopificus.

both by great and fmall, a while after his fathers death, he con- 
tended againft the people as well as againft Dioclefian, by both 
whom he was hated 3 and he attained,10 the year ot Chrift 285. 
that is, one year after that Dioclefian was advanced to the Imperi- 
all dignity. For then,being betrayed by hisown party near Mar- 
gus a town of Moefia, he was killed by Diodefians army, which 
overcame him.

But Maximian was forced to it more by the authority of his AlTo*- 
ciate, then by his own will. This was done in the 20th year of 
Dioclefian sEmpire, andof Chrift 304- at what time Dioclefian 
nan been 9 times Conful, and Maximianus 8, as Idatius writes * 
who related, That at tharfamc time Conftantius flilorus, and Ga- 
iertus Maximianus Armentarius were declared Aueuftus 3 s; and 
that Severn*, and Galerius Maximianus ^Armentanus fitter^ fon , 
were created Ctfars, as ViBor faith alfo. 

And fo Conftantius with Galerius Maximianus did enjoy thc wholc 
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rsiT^n Roman Empire, parting the lame between themfelves: and to 
Ann o tf6 Galeritts Maximinus’s, lot) fell Scythia, Alia, and the Eaft j to Con- 
t ST®* ffantius’s, France,Italy, and Africk, who afterward gave Italy and 
t^/SJ Africk over to his Companion. And fo Maxtmian eftablifhed 
Severus over Italy, and Maximinus over the Eaft. In the mean 
whije 3 Conftantinus, Confkantius Cklcrus’s (on, having been delivered 
by his father to Dioelefian and Galtrius Maximianus for his hoftage 
and pledg ; and being re-demanded by h js father,having been eaft 
upon feveral dangers, and having efcaped privately, he flyeth to 
his father at 6efioriacum. So a certain Author of a Manufcripr, 
without name, doth declare. 


CHAP. XV. 

Of the fiate of the Chrijtian Religion, from the year of Chrtfi 27 6 , where - 
in Probus firfi entred into the Empire, unto me death of Conftantius 
Chlorus, and the beginning of Conftantinus ; that is,unto the 305, 
cr 306thyear, wherein is fpoleen of Dioclefian’s Perfection: Of 
the Original of the Donacifts, and of feveral Pious and Learned 
Perfons . 

I N thefe few years, that we comprehend in this Chapter, there 
were very .great Troubles and Persecutions againft the Church. 
In the beginning of Probus’s Empire, that is, in his fecond year, 
and of Chrift’s 277, broke forth the herefie of the . Manichees, as 
we read it in Eufebius’ s Chronicles : In which time alfo, notice is 
taken of the Account of the years of the Antiochenians, and Lao- 
* a> j Le S‘ Hoxn ’ dicenians, &c. (Hereticks, fo called), (a) Pope Leo endeth this 
viacEpSi’ - year, when Probm and Paulinas were Confuls: At which time Ar¬ 
te. as. & chelaus Bifhop of Cafchara in Mesopotamia, renowned for his ho- 
jwmad. no- i ineffc and i earn i ngj refitted ftrongly and conftanrly the rage and 
Cyr. c«. 6. madneffe of the c Manichees. 

znnUfitft But under Dioelefian, the persecution of the Chriftians was fo 
Perfection, grievous and fo great, as afore this time there was never the like, 
(c) a pud. at the latter end of his Empire. Although Baronin fc) gathereth 

Sur. ]«rn.£o. 0 ut of St. Scbafiian’% A<fts, that before this time he had already be¬ 
gun to exercife his cruelty ; and faith. That he began in the fe¬ 
cond year of his Empire with Tiburtius Chromatius , and others. 

But this fire of perfection did flame more vehemently in the 
fd) Euf. in latter end of Dioclefia^s 18th year ; or, as (d) Eufebius thinks, in 
Chron.&hifl, the J9 fo Q f h i s E m pi re ; which he begins to reckon from the 
7 * moneth of Eafter. Then it was (in thofe dayes of Chrift’s paffion) 
that the Emperours commanded, by their Edi&s, that all the 
Chriftian Churches fhould be demolifhed; and all the facred 
books fhould be burnt 5 and that all thofe Chriftians that had any 
publick office, fhould be degraded and turned our, and all the 
Divers Ma- others fhould be put to death. Thereupon an infinite number of 
Chriftians fuffered Martyrdome by divers forts of torments for 
1 Chnfts 
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Chrift’s fake; of whom Eufebius nameth fome, as Procopius in 
fafaria of Palefiine, LAlpheus, Zacchew , &c. But the Martyrdoms 
that are read in the Ecclefiaftical Hiftories are innumerable; of 
whom were Marcus, and Marcellian ; Cofma, and Damianus, two 
brothers ; Vincentius, Agnes , Lucia, Maurice, and an infinite num¬ 
ber of the Thebeans. Alfo Pope Marcellinus, in the year of Chrift 
304, (the Emperours being rhen reduced to order) fuffered Mar- 
tyrdome for Chrift’s fake, the 8 th of May ; and the next year af¬ 
ter this great Perfccution, both the Emperours laid down their 
dignity, as Eufebius faith. 

And they who for fear and punifhment did deliver their Bibles^ 
were called in Africk Traditores or Traytors, which afterward was 
the feed of the Donatifii Schifm:And firft there was held a Council 
of Bifkops, moft of them infected with this crime in (e)Cyrtha of 
Nnmidia, wherein Secundus Tigifitanvs the Primate of Numidia 
was Prefident. In which for avoiding of Scrhifm, the Donatifis 
were taken ih, in the year of Chrift 303. 

And the Church was not onely celebrate and renowned by her 
Pcrfecutions, but alfo by the Learning of rare Perfons : For ( f ) 
Anatolius of Laodicea, a man bf great learning, lived in Probus's 
time; and Under Caras and Dioelefian, lived Pierius the elder, of 
Alexandria, and pampbilus, who afterwards fuffered under Maxi- 
minus : Lucian put to death in the fame perfecution. Methodius of 
Olympus-Licia , and then Bifhop of Tyrus , fuffered under Dioelefian . 
Some think that he fuffered under Decius and Falerianus, as Hie¬ 
ronymus faith; but the firft is more likely, being he writ againft 
‘Porphyrias and Origin, of whom the firft attained to the dayes of 
Dioclefian’s Empire ; and the laft lived after Decius . Arnobius , 
who under Dioelefian taught Rhetorick at Sicca, and afterwards 
became a Chriftian; and his difciple Lattantius. The chief 
Poets amongft the Gentiles undef Carus arid Dioelefian , wefc Cal - 
phurnius, Siculus, and Nemefianus ; and the Hiftorians were Lampri- 
AiuS} Capitolinas ,

T He Perfecution commenced by Dioclefian, and continued after 
him and Hercultus againft the Chfiftians,was propagated and 
increafed by (jalerius Maximi anus,and by Galerius Maximinus : but 
Confiantine who ruled Fxancc,did not onely abftain from fhedding 
Chriftian blood, but alfo had the Chriftians in great efteem, 
( a ) Ear. hift. Above the others, did ( a) Maximinus rage in the Eaft, putting an 
Martyrs under infinite number of Chriftians to Martyrdom ; Excellent and re- 
Maxmntts. nowne j perfons, were Pamphtlus , a learned Elder of Cttfaria ; and 
Procopius , who fuffered in the fame City. Peter Bifhopof Alexan¬ 
dria, who excluded %Arrm from the Communion by reafon of his 
O; Pallad. Schifms* (b) Sr. Potamiena of Alexandria ; Lucian of Nicomedia, 
Lauf. c. i. & c . ( c ) Alfo was fpread abroad a moft pernicious and detefta- 

ble book under pilai’s a£ts by Maximinus\ command, wherein 
many wicked and horrid things were contained of Chrift; And 
Maxentius raged as v much at Rome. But Confiantine the Victo¬ 
rious , did put a ftop and period to the Perfecution 5 under 
whofe prote&ioa and favour the Chriftian Religion was propaga¬ 
ted and enlarged, even farther then the RomanTerritories.

Conft. an a Protector: he made not a few Martyrs alfo,amongft whom 40 
c rofoT?!* Souldiers of an excellent and commendable valour are reckoned,

and others: when Licinius was flain by Confiantine, then did the 
Chriftians enjoy peace. 

While ft this Tyrant rages with fire and fword againft the 
Chriftians, the inward and domeftick troubles did alfo afflift the 
Church v for its faid, That two fchifms and herefics had their rife 
* under the beginning of Confiantine's and Orfaxentius’s Empire; 
The fchifm of iheTtonatifts in tAfrick, and the fchifm of Meletian 
in Egypt. The firft arofc upon thefe caufes. 

fa) Lucilia 
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(a) LuciUa was a woman of (fhartages in Spain, migtuy and fa¬ 
ctious, who being reprehended by C*cil/an the Arch-deacon, 
loughc ihe occafion of revenging her felf; It happened, that Men - 
furiM the Bifhopof Chartage, being called to Rome by Maximtan, 
he commended the Vcffels to the care of the Elders; Who be¬ 
ing dead, Chilian was ordained in his place by Felix tAprungita- 
nus, who asking of thefe Elders that that was left in their hands, 
they refufed and oppofed his communion, and to them joyned her 
felt Luc ilia . And this was the firft original of the Donat tfis, who 
had their name from Donatus, of the black houfes, the chief Au¬ 
thor of this fchifm, by whom was c Majorinm ordained, although 
that they had rather to have their denomination from the other 
Donatus, who fuccecdcd tJMa]ortnus : (b) Maxenliw being taken 
away, when the Donatifls did petition Confiantine againft Cacilian, 
whom they affirmed to have been ordained by Fehx the Deliverer. 
The Emperour committed thecaufeto Melchiades the Pontiff of 
Rome, and to fome other Bifhops, of whom three were French, by 
whom in the year 313, the Donatifls were condcmned,with their 
grand-Leader Donatus , as Hcreticks and Schifmaticks. But they 
again troubling Africk, and condemned again by ^£lian Procon- 
ful, they appeal to theEmperour,by vrhofe command their caufe 
was again examined by a Synod at Arelatis, and the fentence was 
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to 337 . 
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given in Cacilian’s behalf, in the year 314, Volufianus and Amanus 
being Confuls; but notwithftanding this, having again appea¬ 
led to Confiantine, being commanded firft to come to Rome ,then to 
CMiltan, there they were at laft condemned, and puniflied by ba^ 
nifhmcnc, but Confiantine afterwards recalled and pardoned their 
banifhment.

for he fought againft the Chriftian Faith by hidden and fly arts 
artd practices: he advanced none but Heathens to places ol pub- 
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lick employment; he forbad all Authors but Heathens, to be rvA^o 
taught in the Schools: He fuffered Prelates and Bifhops of di- 
vers herefles to live at their own will and fancy, intending by it, to &. * 
that they fhoijld not live peaceably and quietly amongft them- 
felves: yet he put fome to death, as amongft others, Anernm the 
Governour of Egypt Auguftal,who,under pretext of other crimes, 
being brought to ^Antioch, and accufed with the conftancy of his 
faith, to have prefumed to blame and fpeak ill of the Emperotjr, * 
was flain (a) the 20th of September. (*) Martyr;

fucceeded him in his Bifhoprick; yet Marcellas faith, that Am- 
brofe dyed in the year 398, when Honnorius and Eutychianus were Th d ,, 
Confuls 5 but his opinion is refuted by the Annals of thcsc.^X/,° 
Church.

commands under Theodoftus, but at laft having attained to the 
higheft places of dignities, being, weary of them, he often com¬ 
plained, becaufe he could not recreate himfelf in fports and 
gamcs,as afore he was wont to do, as Olympiodorus writes 5 who 
farther relates thus much.

I N this Interval of time were laid down the beginnings and firft 
foundations of the Francks Kingdom, themoft noble Kingdom 
of ail the World. Of what Countrey they firft were, it’s uncer¬ 
tain ; neither is it fufficiently exprefled by the ancienteft Wri-

When Maximus the Tyrant ril¬ 
led ih France, Alexander records, that then the Francks called 
c Marcomer and Suno y but petty Kings ; but this fame Alexander 
calls them promifeuoufly Govcrnours or Kings. 

The firft that is fet down in the lift of Kings in the Annals, and 

firft 
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firft called King, was Pbarammd , (b) cMarcomer’s fon, of whom 
Gregory mentions nothing, (c) Profper s Chronicle aferibes him 
the beginning of his reign in the 420th year of Chrift, when Hono- 
rius was 26 years old , but after him reigned his fon (d) Cbhgm , 
or (c)Cloiusy or rather (f) ClodiuSy the fon of (g) Phdramund, who 
retired himfelf to Difpargumy which gregory faith is in the bor- : 
dersof Thortngia : but if it be fo, it was very far diftanr in name; 
to what it is now called ; for that Town Difpargum was in SicamA- 
briay or in the Confines thereof, cloio began to reign in the 43 8,or 
429 yearof Chrift, (h) fiveyearsafter Honoriuss death, and he 
was the firft that broke into Gallia : (i) But being driven back by 
General Aetiusy he loft that part of Gallia that is near adjacent to 
theXf*"^, which he with his people had inhabited; then about 
fome 18 years after, leading his Army of Francks into the Terri¬ 
tories of the At rebans and Carrier ianyht. beat the Romans y and routed 
them, and fpread his borders unto the River Sumina , bringing all 
thofe people under his own fubje&ion, (k) in the 445 yearof 
Chrift; ( 1 ) yet it feems,tbat begot fome lofleby Aetius and c JMa- 
jorianusy as Sidonius declares; He reigned (m) almoft 20 years ; 
but (n) Profper faith, That he reigned in France 25 years, being 
the 448, or 449 year of Chrift 5 and fo by this account Phara- 
mund reigned 8 years. 

(0) ^r<froi/e«yC^Vrkinfmaninlargedthepowerand dominion 
of the Francks in Gallia, whom the (p) Francks Annals do record 
to have helped tAetius againft Attila 9 and that he obtained the 
beft part of the vi&ory; his fon and heir (q) Cbildcrick was fo 
wicked and lafdvious, that he fpared not the bodies of the no- 
bleft of the people, therefore was he mortally hated of them, and 
all the orders confpiring againft him, he fled to Thortngesy having 
left at home one Uvinomaduiy in whofc friendfhip and fidelity he 
much confided, who in his abfence might reconcile him to the 
Francks ; the which he moft cunningly performed , for he exhort¬ 
ed the Francks to fake for rfieir King tABgidius a Roman SenatoQr; 
and by this means he eafily brought it about, that the chiefcft of 
the Nation, whom he chiefly knew were Cbilderick y s foes, were 
putto death under fufpitionof Treafon; fo at laft he perfwaded 
the Francksy whofc mind and inclination to be far from a new King, 
to recall Cbilderick from his banishment, who (a) eight years af¬ 
ter he had been rejected, was again by them received and reftored 
to his former dignity hefhutupin the City of SoiffonSy tAEgi- 
diusy whofe Army he had defeated, he overcame (b) Odovacrius 
the Saxon; he fubdued thofe of Orleans and Anjou ; (c) having 
reigned 24 years, dying, he lefc the Kingdom to Clodovius his fon, 
whom he had of Bafina the wife of his hoft King of the Thoringians , 
who being born in the 48 2 year of Chrift, (d) as hereafter fhall 
be declared; It appears, that childericus began his reign cither 
457 ,or 458 that he may have reigned 24; but Mer'oveus li¬ 
ved about fome ten years.

I T is very ufefull for to underftand the hiftory of that Age, to 
know the firft rife and increafe of the Goths , who being difper- 
fed far and near in £«r^,brought forth a very fiourifhing King- 
dome. We judge it very convenient to repeat what Jordan , or ra¬ 
ther Jornand the Goth, and Paul Diacon y have recorded of it. 

The name of Goths is come from Scanvia y or Scandinavia , 
(c) Jorn dc which (e) 7 ornandes faith to be aimoft an Ifland, containing the 

rcb. Ger. c. 3. Kingdoms of Norway andSwcdland. They having for fometimes

Who for the fame hcrefy being driven from his feat, entered a 
great combatc with Auguftine, a man of a ready tongue, and elo¬ 
quent, but malepert and rafh.

him to fearch into Neftorius his caufe, and to appoint him ten 
daies to repent j the which in the year 430, was by Cyril in vain 
tryed.

prefent; and for the hindering of tumults, Candidian, and Iren&us, Socr.b.7. 
Earls, touched with the Neftorian fpot, were appointed by Theodo - E V ag?‘b. k 
pus the Emperour. But the Eaftern Bifhops, who were called Marcel!, 
with John of Antioch, were more flowly prefent; becaufe they Jonaicedren. 
were brought by conftrainc to condemn their Countrey-man or The synod 
Ii Companion, 
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Companion. Therefore when in the year Ipokenof, on 10 Kal. 
Jul. the Synod was begun, and being thrice fummoned to ap¬ 
pear, Neftorius was deputed from his feat; the fifth day &{tcT,Jobn 
came with hisBifhops; among whom Theodores Bifhop of Cyrus, 
who prefently appeared before them, a tumultuous fmall Coun¬ 
sel being gathered together, they repealed the ads of a lawfull 
AfTembly, and condemned Cyril and Memnon Bifhop of Ephrfus . 
The Earls, all the letters of the Catholiques being intercepted, 
they incenfed the Emperour againft them with letters full of re¬ 
proaches; fo that Cyril himfelf was caft inro prifon. At length, 
through a faithful man, who,going to Conf anti nople in a beggars 
habitc, brought away the letters of the Catholiques inclofed in a 
reed, the Emperour was more certified of all things: and the 
Monks endeavouring it, and Pulcheria taking pains, the Ads of 
the Synod were confirmed by the Eraperours authority, and Ne- 
ftorius being caft out, Max'tmian was appointed in his room. More¬ 
over, the (c) fame Pulcheria built a Cathedral in Blachernum , in ho¬ 
nour of the moft holy Mother, by the Sea, which afterwards was 
famous for the Religion of the Greeks. 

The afiembly being ended, in (a) which alfo, Trofper is author, 
the Pelagianherefie was condemned; there remained between 
John and Cyril , and the Bifbops divided on both’fides,. grudges for 
lbme time. Which by the endeavour of Theodefius, and coming 
between of that great (b) Simeon Stylites , were compofed. (c) 
Neftorius being firftof all fent back into his ancient Monaftery of 
Euprepius , which was at Antioch ; thence, becaufe he fhould not 
blow on many with the infedion of his errour, he was command¬ 
ed away into Oafs in the year 436, where a while after, his tongue 
breeding worms, he received a wretched departure of his life. 
His books by the appointment of Theodofus, were given to the 
flames.

Famous Men and Women in this Age . 

T Wo Stars of the Church brought much brigbtnefle unto 
thofe times, not onely by their life, but alfo by their death, 
Jerome, and Augujtine . The former of thefe departed in the year 
420, the day before the Cal. O&ob. 9 1 years of age, as (g) faith < 
Profper-, but the(h) yearly regifters of Baronius fet down but 78 or J 
7 P- 

(i) Augujline dyed in the year 430, 5 Gal. Sept, of his age 7 6, 1 
of his Bifhoprick 36; in which year the Vandals now belieged 
Hippo the third moneth, as (k) faith Pojsidius ; he was born in the 1 
year 354,on the Ides of November, as he himfelf witnelTeth in 
his book of ableffed life, and in his firft of order, he was con¬ 
verted to Chrift in the year 387, ( 1 ) about the vintage holy-daycs; 
and in the year following, about Eafter,he was baptized * neither ‘ 
was he catechifed dr inftru&ed fortwo years fpace, as fome have 
thought. So in the 34 year of his age beginning, he received 
baptifm. This man had a moft (harp and continual war againft 
herefies, and all feds, which then were rife in Africa ; cfpcciaily 
of the ManicheeSy Pelagians, and Donatijts, (a) But againft thefe, 1 
there was a memorable coming together or conference in the year 1 
411, before Marcellinus the Tribune, a moft religious man, whom 
Honoriut had lent into Africa to pacifie the Church: of Which 
ugujline was a great party. After this, the ftubbornnefle of the 
Donaufts was by (b) divers Edi&s broken by the Emperour. (c) 
Moreover, the fame Honorius in the year 412, banifhed Jovinian 
the hcrerique into the Bland Boas , 

Amongftthe famous chief ones in holinefle and learning, (d) 
Paultnus appeared, by Countrey an Aquitdne, who Chriftian 
poverty being put after wealth and hoblenefte of Birth, was af¬ 
terwards made Bifhop of 'Hgla : in which dignity he fet forth a 
memorable example to all Ages of Charity, and defpifing of hiro- 
felf, while, that he might redeem the captive fon of a certain wid- 
dow, he yielded himfelf into flavery to the Vandals. This man 
being made famous by the praifes and friendlhip of Amhrofe , Au- 
gujtine, Jerome, Martin, and others, dyed 10 of Cal. Jul. in the 
year 431. *

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After two years Verina dying, to wit, in ihe year 484, Leontius 
and Illus were overcome by John a Captain of Zeno-, and ihut ihem- 
felves up in the Caftle of papyrium : the which alter four years 
being vanquifhed, both their heads were cut off, being brought to 
Con\iantinople 'm the year 48 8. 

The Emperour being unthankful againft fo many benefits of 
God, unto heretical ungodlinefle he added cruelty ; and when 
he had learned from CMarian a Knight, foretelling, That one of 
the School of the Silcntiaries fhould be the fuccceder to him, of 
Empire and wedlock5 he punifhed fome innocent perfons with 
death : but efpcdally Pelagius , a man molt highly endued with 
good arts and virtues; who had come up from the Sikntiary 
School, unto a Senators dignity. That happened in the year 499. 
The next year from that, Zeno being taken with the falling evil, 
the which he had drawn by gluttony, calling on the name of Pe- 
laoius many times tegcther,he departed out of this life, as €lagritts 
writeth. Others tell, that he was buried, as yet living; and 
when the voyceof the awakened was heard by Ariadna, he being 
forbidden to be drawn out, there miferably dyed .* God thus 
eftablifhing the prayers of ‘Pelagia*, whom, he being about to 
dye, had called as a witnefle and revenger of his mnocency.

Manichees in the (bj 5o£chyear ofChrift, and in the 509 th year 
he received Severus of the A-ephalians fe&, a notorious perfon, 
with fome 200 Monks coming along with him, and entertained 
them all very honourably : And this was the beginning of that 
filthy Severus, who in the year (c) 513, poflefled by violence the 
Antiochian Bifhoprick,outof which Flavinius becauie of his con¬ 
stant zeal for the Caftiolick proftflion had bin turned out, and he 
attempted to bring all them of the Eafk to the condemnation ofc 
the Chalcedonian Synod; but he turned out of their places thofe 
CatholiqueBifhopsjwhooppofed to him fir ti Elias Bifhopof Jeru¬ 
salem, then f d) CMacedonius in the 511 th year of Chrift. 

(e) Pope Symmachus being taken out of this world, Hormifda 
who was elected in his place, endeavoured as much as he could,to

(a) He being dead;, and Jujtfnian a moft Religious Prince govern¬ 
ing the Empire, Hormifda obtained what he had fo earnestly en¬ 
deavoured in the year of our Lord 519, having fent Embafladors 
to Conftantinople, amongft whom Germanus of Capua was a very 
godly man, and therefore by their means and labour was con¬ 
demned the memory of Acacius,£uphentius,ind Macedonius, with all 
other hereticks; and alfo of Zenon and ^Anaftafius both Emperors, 
and there was a full peace concluded, and renewed unity by the 
EaftCouutrey Churches with the See of Rome, (b; which as Hor- 
mifda 9 s Embailadours went to declare and proclaim along the 
Countrey : amongft them was one John a Bifhop of Theft alontca, 
who was cruelly and ignominioufly entreated by the people ot 
Tbe/Talonica, who were of the fa&ion of Dorotheus Bilhop ; for 
which caufc Dorothea being warned to appear before Juftinus, the 
Tudecs being bribed, he efcaped with a fraall punifhmcnt. This 
difeord of the Eaft and Weft Churches iafted almoft 40 years, as 
(c\ Facundus writes,that is, reckoning exaaly 3 6 years, which 
being nutnbred from the 484th yearotChrift, at which time Pope 
Felix anathematifed Acacius ,unto the 5 ipthofChnft, do belong

I N that Age Fulgentm for Piety and Learned Divinity carried 

it above all others, (e) who went to Rome the fame year that (0 Vk*Fulf? 
Tbeodorick emred into it, by Cafliodorus's account, being the x f ur,? '" 
year of our Lord 50b 5 but being made Bifhopof Rupes , he was 3 ' * - 
ban i died with others by King Thrafamund into Sardinia , and then 
after Thraj'amunds death in the (f) 512th yearofChrift,he return- ^ 
ed; after that Hilderic , Hanrickt fon, had reftored peace to the Chron. 
Churches of Africa . Ferrand T>ioconus , a moft notable writer in 
thofe dayes was his difciple. 
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In France finned S. Cafarius Bifhop of Arles , (a) whom we 
read to have been one of the Councel of Agathus, held in the 5 o 6th 
year of Chrift, and lived unto Vigilius' $ time, of whom he recei¬ 
ved a letter in the year 538. 

Alfo ^Avitus Bilhop of Vienna, of whom, and by whom the Bur¬ 
gundians received the Catholique faith. 

(b ) Item, St. Rhemigius Bifhop of Rhemes , and defervedly call¬ 
ed, The Apojtleof the Franks ; he was invefted of that Bifhoprick 
in the 571 ycarofChrift, being then 22 years old, as Hincmarus 
and Fhdoardus do aflert; for in his (c) Epiftlc that he writ in the 
year of Chrift 523, unto the three Bifhops, he teftifieth. That he 
had executed the Bifhop’s office 53 years already 5 he dyed be¬ 
fore the 5 3 5th year,being that in this fame year was held a Coun¬ 
cel at Auvergnes, wherein was Flavius Bifiiop of %kemes : Then 
are Hincmarus and Flodoardus naiftaken, in faying, that he officia¬ 
ted in the Bifhoprick 74 years, and lived 96 , 

In Italy Ennodus Bifhop of Them , whole labour and work we 
have above declared to have been very great againlithe Schif- 
maricks under Pope Symmachus ; alfo then lived Claudius Bifhop of 
Vefontium, who was in the (d) Epaonian Synod, held in the year 
5 * 7 . 

(c) In Ireland, St. Patrick firft Bifhop amongft them, dyed in 
the year 4 91 , being then 8 2 years old, as it may be gathered out 
of <JMarianus's account ; though he himfelf attributes him 9 2 
years 5 and others i23,ori22,as Sigehertus ; fome fay that he li¬ 
ved 134 years, whereof he lived 60 in that Ifland preaching 
Chrift. 

In theEaft lived (f)St.Sd£&tfthe Fryer, who by hisPiety and 
holinefle adorned Palejtina, and at that time maintained the Ca- 
tholique Faith againfl the infectious impiety of Anajtaftus the 
Emperour. St. John Silentiarius, who from Bifhop of (follen in 
Armenia j turned a Monk, was his difciple. 

(g) Two Zofimus’s are reckoned amongft the Worthies of that 
Age, one living folitary in Phoenicia , and the other in a certain 
Monaftery in Palejtina, who both forefaw from God that calamity 
that befell Antioch in Juflinus' s time. 

In Gallia, (h J Launomarus of Carneton , and (i) tMaximinus of 
Orleans , were a great honour to the Fryeries; iMaxtmus built the 
Mician's Monaftcry near to the City, he was St. Eufpicius* s Ne¬ 
phew. Clodoveus as he went firft to Orleans , brought them both 
thither along with him, as writes ^Aimoinus ; Sigebert calls that 
Monaftery of the Miriam, Maximus' s Monaftery ; and Aimoinus 
calls it, the Monaftery of the Imtians, that is, the Micians, and re¬ 
tains ftill the name 5 alfo Avitus and CarileftUy CMaximus's difei- 
ples. (a) Then Severinus the Abbot, who healed King Chlodoveus 
* of a grievous fickncflc at P4r*f, in the year 508 x Aimoinus calls 
him the Abbot of the Agaunian Monaftery; but it’s not like, that 
it was already built then, becaufe that afterward it was built bv 
Sigifmund King of the Burgundians , St. Avitus being the Author of 
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it, as Ado of Vienna writes, (b) St. Equitius fiourifhed in Italy 
about the fame time. 

Cajsiodorus and Bcetius have obtained great honour of fincerity, 
virtue and excellent doctrine under Theodorick King of Italy: (c) 
Pojs'ejsor Bilhop in Africa did write to Pope Hormtjda concerning 
the Chronicles of the Kings ; alfo John MaxentiuSy one of thole 
Monks of Scythia , of whom is here above made mention, hath pre- 
fumed to write (d) againft Pope Hormifda, who feems fomewhar 
afperfed with the Eutycbia* raid. 

(e) Virgin St. Genovefa, the Patronefs of the *P artpans, yea of 
all the Franks, is faid by sigehertus to have dyed in the year that the 
firft Synod was kept at Orleans , being the laft year of (Jblodoveu* s 
reign, and of our Lord 511, fhc being fourfeore years old ; and 
by this, her birth will appear to be about the year 431, and that 
will be mere probable chat Beda faith of St. German and Lupus's 
pilgrimage, and alfo Sigebert , that it was in the year 44^,and not 
as profper faith 429, but ( f ) Aimoinus faith. That ftie attained to 
Clotharius, and Childebertus*s dayes.

That I may return to the Lombards by little and little got

brought into France. His fun Adelgifas fled toConttantineple. Where 
by Conflantine, Copronymus , he got the honour of a Scnatourthip 5 
the which our Annals witneffe; and alio Paul F'uarnefride. 

Furthermore, at the fame time, wherein the Longobards bare 
rule in Italy, [Exarcbi] or difpatching-Princes held Raven/,a. 
They were Greek Governours, who had wont to be fent by the 
Emperour from Conftantinople ; and in fomefort re-lifting the Lon- 
gobards, they defended there the remainder of the Empire ; but 
through wilfulneffe and covetouinefle, they brought more hurt 
unto their own Citizens, than the enemies themfelves. 

Therefore about the year 568, (c) Longinus a Senatouris fent 
the firft Exarch to Ravenna, NarJ'es being removed, fufiine the 
younger commanding. The laft was Eutycbm, under whom Ai- 
iulphus King of the Longobards poflefled Ravenna by arms,(c) about 
the year 75 2, After this account, the Greek Exarchs , or uilpac- 
ching Princes, were chief over Ravenna , about 18 5 years.

carried away into Pcrliaj the year following 615, Saestuc Cap- } 
tain of Cofroes befieged Chalcedon : this h not 

asCedrenus aaaiffe hath U5 and (b)Taul Diaco^us, who turns juj Car¬ 
thage.] Thence the errour was let into the Annals, that Cofroes 
pierced even to Carthage : the which is otherwife : For the Per¬ 
sians never held Alrica. The fame year the Perfians enjoyed 
Egypt, Alexandria, and Lybia. (c) With which calamities He - 
radius being fore abalhed, defired peace in an humble manner 
from Cofroes : but he proudly anfwcred, He would have no con¬ 
dition of Peace, unleffe they would renounce their crucified God, 
and worfhip the Sun. 

Moreover, that no kind of evil might be abfent, at the fame 
time the Avarians made an inroad into Thracia who being hard¬ 
ly appeafed, he wholly applyed himfelf unt<^ thePerfian Warr, 
whole fuccefle, God favouring, was better than all their defire. 
An Army being (d) tranfported into Alia in the ,ycar of Chrift 
621 j he ofrenfought in battel with the Captains ot Cofroes : and 
their great Armies being overthrown, he brake into Peyfia in the 
year £27. (fofroes , all things being without hope, ordained Mer- 
dafes, in the flight, his youngeft ion, his fucceflour. The which 
Stroes the cider taking grievoufly,confpiring with the chief of Per - 
fia. againft his fathcr^firft making him a laugh ing-ftock,and com¬ 
pelled to fee all his Tons {lain before his face, commanded him to 
be expofed to darts or arrowes. He agreed a peace out of hand 
with Heracliw , the Captiyes being fet at liberty and reftored, 
which had been taken away out of all Roman Provinces; asalfo 
the holy crofie being reftored, in the year of Chrift 628; the 
which in the Spring following, Heradius brought over to Jcrufa- 
lem with chegreateft reverence. 

(e) This man commanding, c Mahumet a Prince of the Arabians 
raifedupadeftru&ivefe&j the which alfohe by force of arms 
farther extended. This fellow, from a fhepherd of Camels, be¬ 
ing made a husband of a wealthy tniftrefs, went into PaleHina y 
where talking with Chriftians and Jews, Sergius a Monk being his 
afliftant, who had been caft out of the C hutch for here fie, out of 
the filthy heap of all fe6ts, framed that new Monfter; unto which 
biockilh lye he added authority. For when ev^r and anon he was 
rolled by the devil and falling-fickneflc,or grew weak, heperfwa- 
ded his wife grieving for that thing, that he being aftonifhed at 
the fight and talk of the Angel Qabriel> was fo moved : That* 
Sergius confirming, was largely difperfed by the endeavour of the 
poor woman, and was commonly believed. Theophanes writerh, 
that herefie to have lien hid ten years j and nineteen years after to 
have avouched it,being fpread abroad by power and fword. That 
ismanifeft, in the year of Chrift 622, the 16 day of July, the 6rh 
holy or refting day, he took his flight, when as ior the newnefle of 
the errour he was in danger of his life. From this flight, which 
the Arabians call Hegyra, that is, Auyplv, or perfccution, their 
new Epochaj or flop, or meafure of time,goeth forward. 
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This man in the year of Chrift 6 2 8 coming unto Heradius out 
of i&ibribum^ a Country of Arabia Faelix, with his Saracens , begged 
a piece of Land to inhabit in 5 and afterwards in (b) the 6 3 1 year 
dyed. From which time the Saracens his fucccflours, fubjc&cd by 
degrees, Syria, ./Egypt, Paleftina, Heradius reigning, unto them- 
felves. Moreover alio in the year 640, King Hormtfda being put 
to flight, they took Perfia. 

Heradius gave a beginning to fo many miferics of his Empire, 
the wrath ot God being provoked againft him, whileft he obfti- 
nately defends the herefie of the Monothelites or maincainers of 
one will, being rafhly received. <V) That took its beginning in 
the year of Chrift 6 30 $ in which, when Heradius was at Jerapo- 
lif 5 being asked by Aihauafm the Patriarch of the Jacobites,whe¬ 
ther there were two wills and aftions in Chrift, or oncly one ; 
from this fame man, and from Sergius of Conflantinople , and Cyrus 
of Alexandria , Bifhops, he learned to profefle one onely will r 
(dj the which alio by anEdia, or as they call it, an [EFtbrfis,] 
he openly fet forth in the year 639. (e) Heracliw dyeth at length 
on the i ithday of March, in the year of his age 66, whenhe had 
reigned 20 years, 4 moneths, and 6 dayes, ot Chrift 641, of wa¬ 
ter between the skin gathered, and other difeafes, with which, he 
is believed to have paid the punifhment of the inccftuous mar¬ 
riage with Martina his brothers daughter.

I N France, the two fons of Childebert , Theodebert and Theodorick , 
ftheir Grandmother Brunechild working thatching)reigncd with 

perpetual difagreement together among thcmfelves, and with 
Clotharius . clotharius was firft of all overcome by them,(a; in the < 
year from the death of Childebert their father,five, which is of \ 
Chrift 600. Then again ( b) after four years, he is overcome by < 
Fheodoricky when as againft this King, Menveus thefon of Cloth a- < 
riwwas chief Commander of his Army, as Fredegarius faith: the \ 
which feemeth abfurd. For clotharius was born in the year of 1 
Chrift 584. Therefore in the year ^04, he had exceeded the 
twentieth year of his age at the higheft. 

After that, thofefamc brethren burned with mutual hatreds 
amongft themfclvcs. Theodebert being overcome by his brother 
in battel,in (c)thc 17th year of their reign, of Chrift, 61 2, is (d) ( 
flain by his own Souldicrs atColonia. Theodorick dyeth the year 5 
following, 5 baftard fons being left, becaufe he wanted a lawfull c 
wife, his grandmother endeavouring that, whereby fhc might

Ice. kingdomc Dagobert wholly received, his brother Cbaribert endea¬ 
vouring in vain, he being begotten of Sicbild, the latter wife ; Da¬ 
gobert was born with Berthrude. Who at length taking pitty on 
his brother,granted him thegreateft part of Aquitania . And this 
, man, the feat of the Kingdome being appointed at Toloufa , he fub- 
dued all f^afeony unto himfclf. Dagoberty having made ufe of the 
counfels of tArnulpby Bifhop of Metenum ; and alfo of Pipn of 
Auftrafium governed the Kingdom with the greateft equity and

Who after many years palled over in a pri¬ 
vate life by all the ornaments of virtues, the devil fet before his 
fight on this fide, the Apoftles, Martyrs, and all Chriftians wan 
or black and blew, and in a filthy and unhandfome habit: on that 
fide Mofes with the Prophets, and multitude of the Jews, neat 
and fhining 5 and drave him fo far, that Chriftian Religion being

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condemned, he made himlVlt a Jew, and being circumcifcd, mar- rvA-o 
riedawife. In which wickednefle, ere the third year that he * nno 600 
wrought thofe things, his body breeding worms, the Homily to 
the weeh he was, by his worft deftiny, eonfumed.

G Onftantine the fon of Heracliut, by his former Wife (a) 
reigned afeer this in the year of Chrift, 641. and in 
the fourth Montth is taken away by poyfon, by his ftep- 
mother c JMartina. 

(b) Hcracleonas, with CMartina his Mother, reigneth no more 
than fix Moncths. Which being finilhed, his Nofc, and his 
Mothers tongue, is cut off by the decree of the Senate : and Con- 
fiance the fon of Confantine is made Hmperour, the Nephew of 
Heraclm : who had rather in the worfhip of Religion, belike his 

Grandfather 
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Grandfather than his father, for he was a Monothelite , wiicn as his 
father had been a Catholikc. 

He bong ftained with this Hcrcfy, fnatchcd away Pope CMar- 
tin a raoft holy man, (becaufc being commanded to fublcribe to 
the form of Heraclm, he had condemned him in an aflembly, (c) 
with the errour of the CMonothelites, in the year 6 49.) by Theodore 
Zalliopas his Exarch unto Confantinople , in (d) the year 653. to 
wit, in which he was 13th Cal. July,4. Holiday.* and thence ba- 
nilhcd him unto Cherfona. Where he in the year £55, dicth, 
14. Conf. ^Acc. 1 6. Septem. as it is in the (a) colh ftionsot Anafla- 
fiw. (b) Alfo Maxima a Monk, a great contender for the Ca- 
tholique Faith, being cut fhorc in tongue and hand, he carried 
away into exile. 

With which wicked a&s, God being offended, he fuffered the 
Romane Empire to be torn by the weapons of the Saracens, (c) 
Againft whom in the year 654, in a Sea-battell, he mo ft unhap¬ 
pily fought, (c) Being weary of Confantinople , he palled over 
thence into Italy, where with no more profperous warlike fuccc-fle 
he fought againft the Longobards . He being inccnfed by that 
flaughtcr, facked Rome wirha barbarous fury; and puffed over 
into Sicily, where when he had remained fix years, he was killed 
in a Bath by his own Syracufans , in the year 658 .(c ) after he had 
reigned 27. years.

UCm19 ' 
thirty years on thefe conditions, that they fhould weigh to the Ro¬ 
mans every year 3^5 rhoufand Crowns of Gold, and the heads of 
fifty men, nobleHorfes 56. TheNavyof the Saracens being caft 
away with atempeft, in the return all periihed by fhipwrack, the 
which Theophanes, and others write to have happened after the 
peace granted. Nicephorm affirmeth* the peace to have been the 
latter, and to be defired through occafion of this deftru&ion by 
the Barbarians. Theophanes delivereth, the Saracens began to affaulc 
Confantinople in the fifth year of Confantine i and out of him Cedre- 
nus, and Paul Deacon ; but in the ninth year, the peace to have 
been begun. By this means it fliall befalfe, that it was befieged 
fe ven years: which they do number up, as well as Ntcephortu, itl 
his Breviary. At or about the fame time, that fire that is calftd

At laft, being offended with the cberfonites , bccaufc he 
had remembred, layings in wait were made for him by them, a 
ftrong Navy being lent againft them, he caufed them almoft all 
tJ be killed. The which Navy, in the tnqpeth of O&ober return¬ 
ing, a cruel tempeft drowned by fhipwrack, wherein feventy and 
three thoufand men perifhed. Juflinian being fccure for fo great 
a flaughter, when as he had taken that one thing grievoufly, that 
The cruelty the Souldier in that defttuaion of the Cberfonites had abftained 
Of fritmaL from the flaughter of the little ones, he led a new Navy thither to 
kill them. But the Princes being moved with hatred of fo mad 
cruelty, proclaim Bardan Philippine Empcrour, in the year 711, 
when Juflinian lived the fixth year from the Empire recovered; 
who by the command of Philippick, he with his fan Tiberius was 
flain. Anaftafius fheweth in the life of Pope Conflant'tne , this ve¬ 
ry man being called forth to Conftantinople by Juftinian, fet for¬ 
ward from Rome the 5th of Oa©b. $>th Confl.

Mentz, wherein Rabanus wasPrefident, and by it condemned in 
the year 848, and in the fame year having received the fame fen- 
tence at Rhemes oiHincmarus ; after he was whipc, he was forced 
to caft himfelf his own books into the fire, and then was cart into 
a prifon; But Florus, Mafter-Deacon of Lyons , in the name of the 
Church of Lyons refuted Hincmarus , and reprehended and dis¬ 
appointed the whole tranfaaionagainft G ode fed us , by publifhine 
a learned and exquifite Treatife. (a) In the time of Nicolas (0 Tom. 5

CHAP. XI. 

Of the Normans Incurfjons, and of the divers overthrowes they gave at 
fevera i times to the French, and of Normandy ( then cau'U Ncu- 
ftria ") granted to them to inhabit . 


I N this time the Normals Incurfionsand Robberies were fre¬ 
quent all over France, and very hurtfull to all the Provinces 
thereof; They are reported to be Danes by Nation,and that they 
came out of Scanzia which now is called Nortway, (b) who, when ru \ * , 

Charles the Great fwayed the Scepter,had refolved to fail along tilt Pi*. ' 

North Seas oi France, to pillage and plunder the Sea Coaft; and to hlo ‘ &c * 
indammage and over-run the borders of FriflanA and Scotland • but ‘ 
becaufe that there the limits and Confines of the Empire were 
itrongly fortified, their aflaults were foon refelled, and thofc their 
allaults they endeavoured to continue during Lewis Pius ; but af¬ 
ter his death, (c) when as the whole Empire was coded by civill (0 Chr «> n - 
commotions cneSouldicrs being drawn away from the Sca-2arn- £ efucnf £ in 
ions, that fo the maritime Countrey might be dertitutc of forces, 
then began they more boldly to run abroad and make excursions 
Tc wicheut 
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without any danger, and then they no more jell upon pyraticall 
excurlions, buc made lawful! and gallfrnt Expeditions into the 
heart of the Kingdom, fd) In the year immediately following, 
Leif is death,being the 841 year of Chriftj having on a Yuddain fel¬ 
led upon 7?jJ<i»,thcy fpoyled and deftroyed ali with fire and fvvord, 
and having run and deftroyed all along the Stive, they got infi¬ 
nite llore of plunder and booty, (a) In the fame year being gone 
out under their General Hafiing, againft thofeofTours, as they 
had environed the City roundabout, they were repulfedfrom 
the walls of the City by St. Martin *s help, upon the 4th of May. 
(bj Two years alter, they were Conveyed and advanced intothe 
paflkges of the River Liger, by the treafon of Count Lambert, who 
had revolted from the French to Nomenoius of Britain ; they take 
the Towne of Nentz, where they put to death the Bifhop as he was 
employed in the holy Ceremony on the Lords day , with many 
Clergymen, and a great multitude of men and women ; Some 
Annais do record that this was done in the year 843, but Regino 
referrs it to the lflue of 853, at which time he writes that the 
Normans fleet aboarded the banks oi Liger, to which the Futdenfi- 
an Chronicle and S’gebert&o confent t butit is very like that in 
each year they invaded (c )Nentz by their entry at the River Liger, 
alfo in the latter year.after they had plundered .and facked the 
Town being ad vanced againft:thole oiTeurs, and fobeing fhut up 
by the Channels of the two Rivers Care and Liger that were excee¬ 
dingly cncreafcd, and fo being hindered from approaching to the 
City , they burnt-all the fuburbs and parts adjacent to the City 
together with the Monartery that was called the greats fo renow¬ 
ned by reafon of St. Martin's habitation in it, having facrificed 
an hundred and twenty Fryers in it, and expofed Abbot Heberne 
to cruell Torments, and thence having plundered the Countrey 
of Le Main, as the report was, that they were returning againft: 
Tours, the Clergy carried St. Martin’s body firft all about Or¬ 
leans, and thence amongft the Antiffidortans , where having been 
kept for fome years,it became famous by feveraiand ftrangc mi¬ 
racles ; which when tbofc of Tours^all things being pacified,wenc 
to ferch back.and redemand, and that the Antifiiodonans refufed 
to deliver again, Ingelgerius Earl of Angers, having recovered it 
by force of arms, carried it back into its former feat in the year 
of Chrift 885. (d) But the Normans upon the 6th of November, 
in that year 853, deftroyed the City of Tours, with St. Martin 
the Cathedral, and other Churches that were all burnt, and alfo 
Jultomagus of Angier. (e) By which facrilcdges and wicked 
deeds, tne Deity being moved to anger, there arofe civill divifions 
and vwars.amongft them; wherein befides an infinite number of 
Commons, the Nubility was almoft all deffroyed, fo that the 
royal line was all dcflroycd by it,but one oncly child ; ThcFul- 
denhan Annals fay, tharthis happened in the year of Chrift 854. 
(a) And in the year following, as they went againft the City of 
Poi&iers, they were routed with a great flaughter by the Guyan- 

nianSy 
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ntans , infomuch, that not many above 300 dcaped : Buc two 
years after, being the 857th of Chrift, having aflauiced Parts, 
they burnt down the Suburbs, and divers Churches in them, 
amongft whom was the Church of Sr. Genoief'a : the Citizens ob¬ 
tained of them with a vaftc fumme of money, that they burnt no

more. 


(b) Then being carried, after a long and vafte circuit between Gcfta 
Spain and Africk, by thepaffage out of thee Mediterranean Sea North, 
into the Ocean, and going upon the Rhofne, they fpoyled all the 
Countreys along unto Falentia } and making an excurfion into Ita¬ 
ly, they on a fuddain plundered Pila in Thufcia. Being returned 
to Paris (c) in the year 861, they burnt the Cathedral of Sr. Fin- (c)Ead.Gefta. 
cent , or rather St. German, which had four years before been re- st.Cto^tbe 
deemed with a vaft fumme of money, as we have already fhewed. 

They made alfo an excurfion in Orleans, and the Countrcy all 
abour, in the year 865, and having burnt the Monafkry of St. 

Floris,they deftroyed the City at the fame time. In which Town CalhedraUo c 
all the other Churches being confumed, the onely Cathedral call- Orleans wL- 
ed Sr. Croix, could not be deftroyed by fire, although the Barba- adnflj prefer 
rians caft upon it an infinite number of faggots and bil lets. ved ‘ 

At that time did Charts £afous reign in France, (d) who being Gcfia 
more unable by his mind then by his power, to withftand and N»«h. 
repell fuch calamity, he unworthily made a League with them, 
with a great fumme of money in the year 867; ft) nevertheleffe, < c ) 
their rage could not be lo retrained, but that in the fame year un- and K lC6n * 
der Hafling their General, being carried along the River Liger, 
being joyned with the Brittains, they deftroyed as they were wont 
to do the Countrey of Nentz, Angers, Lemain and Tours: buc 
thcncc returning loaded with great booty and plunder, and being 
fet upon by Rupert the Governour, and Dukeof Aquitane, 

and having (lain them both, and routed the French, they fafely re¬ 
tired themfelves with their booty in to their Navies, (f) the An- (OGcfta 
nals record, that the Barbarians at that time were not above four North * 
hundred, and that by fo fmall a party their Generals were (lain, 
and their great Armies defeated, one of whom wrongfully de¬ 
tained the Monaftery of St. Hilary and the other that of St. Mar¬ 
tin. Hugo firnamed tAbbcu fupplyed Rupert’s office, and, as well 
as they, was Superintendent over fome certain Monafteries in the 
office of an Abbot; for his two fons Eudo, or rather Odo and Rut- 
bert could not yet by reafon of their young age affurnc the dignity 
upon them. 

(a) The Barbarians being puffed up by thisfucceffe, that they (a) Rhcg. si- 
might leave off pyracy,and fettle themfelves in Conic certain place & cb * A - 8 7J- 
in France, they took pofleffion of oAngiers then deftitute of her 
Citizens who were all fled away, and refolveto forcific it, and 
bring their Wives and children with all theit goods into it: At 
which Charts being difpleafed, he calls to his help Solomon, petty 
King of Guien, and having gathered a ftrong Army, he befiegesthe 
Town; but Charts being tired, and his Army wearied and decay- 
T t 2 ed. 
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ed, what with famine, what with pcfUlence, and by the tediouf- 
niffe oF the fiege, fuffered the m to depart the Town upon Articles 
in the year of Chrift 873, having received a fumrne of mo¬ 
ney. 

(b) King Calvus and his fon Lewis being dead, Lewis Karloman- 
nus\ brother reftrained with fomc good luccefle thefe Normans 
from farther pillaging Belgia andSoraona,in the year 88i.(c)But 
(;;Gcft.Nort. t hcy having turned their courfesand excurfions into that part of 
Yuid.chr. Germany, which is on this fide the Rhine, they left every where 
Monuments of their rage, they then burnt the Palace of ' Aquif- 
grant, and ihc City Trevers andCullen in the 882 ycarof our Lord, 
(d; Charls Crajfus who was then Emperour, miftrufting his 
ftrength,he concluded peace with their Kings Godefridus and Sige- 
fridus , having yielded to them Friefiand, and given them many 
great gifts. (O Some Annals adde, that Godefridus having been 
baptized, and admitted into the Church, and having the Empe¬ 
rour for his Godfather, married Gifla or rather Cjtlla. King Lotha - 
r ius's daughter. 

(f) The Normans being departed thence, advance theirForces 
North. Rhcg. agamft Carlomannus, who, his brother Lewis being dead, reigned 
s. g . a. 88 *, a i one j n prance, and ferews from him a good furnrnc of money, 
and charge him with a tribute for the future, Anno 88 3, but he 
dying the year following, they returned again into hisKingdome 
to plunder and fack it with a puiflant Army, and they faid, That 
they might lawfully thus do,bccaufe that they had made no peace 
with any but with the King. Whereby the Princes being affright¬ 
ed, they defire Charls Cra/us the Emperour to take the kingdome 
of France upon himfelf, hoping and afluring themfelvcs to be well 
garded and fecured by his Armies and power, who was ruler of 
lo many Nations againft the attempts and invafions of the Nor¬ 
mans; but they were much deceived in their hope. 

(a; For the Barbarians having a ftrongcr Army then this King, 
did hazard to bcficge Paris, (b) in the year 88< 5 , but the City 
was rel ieved, and the liege raifed by Odo a valiant Commander

amc Abbontm ing them,(c)at length made compofiiion with them,granting them 
Ft u. Chr. to go into Neujiria which had rebelled againft him, and to fack it

( C ; Abbo. 1 . ». (c) That peace was concluded, as it appears in the monethof

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man of great piety, and renowned for the glory of his Martyrdom, 
writes thus much touching Odds warrs againft the Normans. The 
Normans, Charts (frajfus biing yet alive, contrary to their agree¬ 
ment of peace with him, being again returned againft Paris, wtre¬ 
ar length hemmed in by the Parifians, and fo being conftraincd 
to intreat pardon, they ingaged their faith never again to return 
to ir, being difmificd upon thefe terms; yet foon alter according 
to their cultome, they returned and made great (laughter ami 
robberies, at which the Parifians being exceedingly moved, they 
put to death as many of the Normans as they found (now there 
were about fomc five hundred). After this, when Charls Crap us 
was difjpofl'cflcd, Odo having accepted the title of King, fought 
valiantly againft the Normans, and routed i8thoulauool them 
tipon Mount Faulcon, (which is a hill near the Suburbs of the Ci¬ 
ty^) and this was done in the year 898. 

(g) The Normans laft attempt againft Paris in the year 890, 
had no better fuccefle then the former; fo that defpairing the ta¬ 
king of it, at laft they went away, (a) Some Annals afftrr, that 
this laft fiegc lafted feven years; but 1 think that by intervals of 
time, they ac divers times renewed the fiege; for Sigebert faith, 
that they did fo for fome years, and that whileft Charls the Simple 
reigned after Odds death, the Normans under the command of 
Rollo, made excurfions into Paris, over-running all the Countrcy 
about; and this is alfo recorded as worth memory by ancient 
Hiftorians,thatas Chartres was by thembefieged the Virgin Ma¬ 
ry's fmock being carried, which Charls Calvus had brought from 
Befanfon into that place, caft in them fuch a terrour and fear, that 
they fled away headlong, and in a confufion. Tins is mentioned 
in one (b) Chronicle to have been in the 6 ih ycarof Arnulphus, 
(c) and in another to have been feven years after Odds, death, 
which is thought to be the 90 5 th year of Chrift; (dj fomc fay, 
that it was in the 91 ith year of our Lord, when the battel was 
fought by Richard and Robert , the two Generals, near Chartres, 
with the Normans, who by them were defeated, of which ex¬ 
pedition (c) Dado makes mention. 

(f) At length, Rollo General of the Normans by the means of 
Franco Bifhop of Ronen, made peace and alliance with Charls the 
fimple,and charls gave him his daughter Gifla after he was Bap- 
tifed and admitted into the Church, with all the CMaritine coun¬ 
trcy of France, which extends from the River Epta unto the Sea, 
and is from them called Normandy , Robert Duke of the French, 
was his Godfather, and was by him called Robert, fg) this was 
done in the year 712, as 1W0 faith, who farther adds tnis; That 
Neujiria by reafonof their frequent excurfions and devaftacions, 
being unhabited and ruinated, and not being fufficient to yield 
them plenty enough, then King Charls granted them the ltfTcr Bri¬ 
tain , whereupon they might live. 

And thus did the Normans , after they had over-run, almoft by 
the fpace ofa hundred years,’ a great part of Europe, and chichy 
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< \A/i Franc? , which they had exceedingly molefted by their faccaging 
Of awift! an J P ilIa S in S °. f ir > ac laft che y obtained in it a certain habitation, 
iopoo. and thence going againft other Nations, they got a great re- 
nown in War, and the power and dominion of lome of thole Na¬ 
tions. 


CHAP. XII. 

Of the Empire of the Baft under Michael , and his cJMVrtfor Theodora, 
Birda, Bafilius, Macedo, Leo theThilofopheryand of Sr, 
Ignatius, Phocius, and of the eighth Synod . 

( 3 ) i. euro- C a ) ' I 1 Heophilm dying, left his fon CMichael to be Empcrour of 
pai.z’on. Ccd. X the Eaft, under the regency of his Mother Theodora, a 

Mawfl' Conft * religious and Heroick woman, which, reftoring the holy images., 
MichaetMA created CMeihodius a very godly man Patriarch , fhc turned away 
Theodora. Bogoris king of Bulgaria, and drove him back as he was going to 
/thi* converted wara g ainft r he Romans ; and he by his filters exhortation, which 
to chrift, being taken Prifoner in war, had embraced the Chriftian faith at 
Borne, ga vc u p his name with all his people to Chrift, which deed 
the Piihian Annals relate to have been in the year of Chrift eight 
hundred fixty five. ° 

(b;sigcb.sjj. fb)It is recorded that for quietnefle and privacy fake he became 
a Monk, but underftanding that his fon, who was his fucct flour, 
did ill govern the Common-wealth, and intended to return to his 
former fuperftition, he took again the Kingdome upon himfelf, 
and having put out the eyes of this his fon, and conferred the au¬ 
thority and dominion upon his younger fon, he returned into a 
Monaftery. 

MichaeP , {loathful Incfle, and his Uncle Bardai ambition, trou¬ 
bled and molefted this fo happy and fiourifhing Empire : for by 
this mans counfell Michaell drove his Mother 7 heodora to a private 
COCuro hfc in the year 855. (c)after fhehad ruled the Common-wealth, 
B a ; rdas. r ° P ’ J 4 - years. Then all things being carried on according to Barda's 
will, who was made Curopalates, then C<efar , Michael!gave himfelf 

(d) idem, et over to all forts of games,.fports, and drinking, (d) At laft Bar - 

Niceia* in s. das C<efarby Michaels confent, together with that of Bafilim Macedo 
lgna * the Proteftatour, is (lain the 5 th Apr ill in the year 8 66.

(b) Bafilius Macedo,Michael being taken away, ruled alone the demns jgn.ai- 
Empirc in the year 876. he was of low extraction born in Macedo- Curop 
nia, as Zonar as writes, detradting from Carapalates , and fccrctly zon. oX 
{peakingill of him becaufe he did fetch Bafilius s pedigree from the G1 y c - 
tA rfacides ; for Bafilius* i Predeccflburs had their Originall from 
e Armenia . He refrefhed and reltorcd the Common-wealth which 
was undone by floathfullnefle 5 for he committed the 

Magiftracy to very honeft perfons, and willed them to execute 
Juftieeand equity, and he himfelf fometimes appeared in the 
judgment-feat. AHohehad a profperous fucccfle in his war 
again the Saracens, and the Manic bees by Chryfocoris his General as 
they molefted andtroubled the Romans, and he in the firft place 
was a true lover of the Catholick faith, and took great care to 
preferve it. St. Ignatius was.recalled from banifhmenc by him,and 
« Photm rcje&ed, againft whom,in the 869 th year was the 8th Pro- she 8lh Synod 
vinciall Synod convoked at Confiantinople, by which Photius was 
baniftied. But in the year 878, at which time Ignatius died,he re¬ 
covered the feat, being recalled by Bafilius, who was cheated by 
the delufionsof one Santabarenw, and of Photius himfelf. He gover¬ 
ned the Empire with (cj Michael one year, and alone 19. and he f c)Curop# |. 
died in the year 889. of Chrift.At which time Leo, Bafilius's fon, Ccd r . 
or,as other do fay, of Michael (d) who gave Eudoxia his concubine Zona . 
whom he had begotten with child, to Bafilius for his Wife, at- Ciyc. 
tained the Empire of the Eaft: he was much addi&ed to the Stu¬ 
dy ofPhilofophy, whence he was called by the name of Philofo- 
pher, (e) Bafilius had put him up in prifon for fufpftion by reafon 
of the calumnies of Tbeodorus Santaharems the Monk, and ac the ^^ced’ 
Senate’s requeft had releafed him : Butaffoon as he took the Em- clycMan.* 
pire upon him, he revenged the injury upon Santabarenus , and his 
friend and upholder Phocius the Patriarch, whom he turned out of 
hisfcat.Hc fought with a bad fucccfle againft the Bulgarians, their 
King Simeon disturbing the peace, but then he overcame them by 
the help of the TurksMc. governed the Empire (a) 25. years, and Oo^onar.CuL 
three Moneths; he died in the year 911, the f ith of June. rop ‘ ** 
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CHAP. XIII. 

The Kings of Italy, and the tumult under Vido,Lamberr,Berengarius, 
Radulphus, Hugo ,andofthe Germans firft entrance into the King- 
dome of Italy. 

From the year 900, or thereabouts, unto the 966. 

A Ftcrwards there was acor.tinual commotion of civil wars, 
XTL especially in Italy and France, the Kingdome fometimes be¬ 
ing tor thefe, and fometimes for thole; of which viciffuudes and 
alterations, I jfhall obferve thefumme. 

Vi do and his fon Lambert being dead, the principality of Italy 
fell upon Berengarius : (b) but Lewis being ftirred up to be his com¬ 
petitor in the Province on this fide the Alps by Adelbert Marqucfs 
of Tufcia, Bofon's fon, by Hermingarde , daughter to Lewis Junior, 
the Emperour, whom we have mentioned to be born when Lotha- 
rim was Emperour, he having put Berengarius to flight, he was 
created Emperour at %ome by the Pope in the year (c) 901, who 
three years alter, by the Treachery of the faid Adalbert , by whom 
he was called , being taken at Verona by Berengarius , was depri¬ 
ved of his Eyes and the Empire ,in (d) Augujl in rhe year 904, as 
%egin. faith 3 but Godfridus Viterb, aliens, that it was in the year 
following 3 lo alfo Otto Frifingenfis. 

(e) Then Berengarius his competitor being cut off, he again ob¬ 
tained the Kingdom of Italy, and was anointed by John the 10th 
in September, Ann091 5, as (l)Sigoniu* fheweth by his Bulls 3 but 
A 'derbert Marquis of Eporedia , and fome other Nobles of Italy 
called ( a) Rodulphus King of Burgundy at Berengarius ’s long delay, 
to take the Kingdom of Italy. And he not long delaying, he went 
thither (b) in the year 922, as Flodoard faith, and having routed 
Berengarius' s Army, he was called King of Italy. Berengarius is 
killed by the treachery of one Flamlert ( ) in the year 9 24, at Ve¬ 
rona, whitherhe had fled from the fnares that were laid for him, 
he had a daughter called chifda , by whom Adelbert Marqucfle of 
Eporedia begat Berengarius , who was afterward King of Italy. 

Rodulphus kept not long the Kingdom oflcaly after Berengarius’s 
death, becaufeit wasconfcrred by the Italian’s confpiration upon 
Hugo Earl of Provence (J) in the year 92 6. (c) Luitprandus faith. 
That he was a valiant man, lover of piety as well as of learning 3 
but that waxing fomewhat lafiivious, he had many Concubines, 
but that hebegatof his lawful wife Alda, Lotharius , who after¬ 
ward reigned with him 3 Rodulphus went into Burgundy, (f) 
where he dyed in the year 937, having reigned 48 years, begin- 
ing at the 898 year of our Lord, at which time he put the crown 
upon his head, and was the firft King of Burgundy, fas Sigebert 
faith) or rather of Gallia on this fide the Alps,as Flodoard in his 
Chronicles calls him in the year 9 37, who writes, that his fon Con- 
radus fucceeded him. Then

his own fon*s wickednefi’e towards him; for in the twenty fixth 
year of his affociation into the Empire,(b)the 16 of December, (b) C ur#p. 
in the year 9 44. Steven his fon having deprived his father of Ce«tr. 
the Ajegrfian dignity, banifheth him into an Ifiand. At whofe 
example (fonflantinus, Leo's fon, being ftirred up, having thrown 
out Romanus* s Children, he began alone to rule the Empire; and 
he governed it in drunkennefie and debauchedneffe fome fifteen 
years,then he dyed (c)the 7th of November,in the year 959 > it is ( c ) Cuwpj 
reported, that Romanus hisTons did murthcr him in the 54th year Ccdr ‘ 
of his age, after he had ruled with his father, with his Uncle 
tAlexander,and his Mother, 13 years, and with Romanus 2 6, and 
alone 15.

manner of a triumphant Gonquerour,hc caufed the Virgin Marys 
Image, to be carried before him by a Chariot that was adorned 
and enriched with other fpoyls, which together with the Image 
he had got {ram the Bulgarians in folemn ppmp and magnificence, 
as yielding the honour and power of his victory to her prefence 
and protection. 

Another argument of his piety was, That he firlt coined pie¬ 
ces of gold with our Saviour’s piaure, with this Infcription, Jefm 
Chrifi King of Kings . Having ruled fix years and fix moneths, be¬ 
ing poyfoned by Bafilius his Chamberlain, whofe great covetouf- 
neffe he had checkt and fuppreffed 5 he dyed in his Syrian Expe¬ 
dition the 4th of December, in the year of our Lord 9 75.

But when as he had obtained neither, (becaufe they faidalfo this 
acceptable work by them ordered was from the love of God alone ) 
neither could they be abfent any longer from their Countrcy: he 
commandeth Erobafladours to go along with them, who (hewing 
in a bravery Citron-Apples, and other fruits of that fore of that 
Countrey, with precious garments, and horfe-trappings, they 
ftirred up the Normans to come to a Province fruitfull of fucli 
good things. By chance it fell out about that time, that gijlebert 
and Fuillelme Repojlellus, born of the higheft rank among the 
Normans, difagreedfrona each other: and Giflebert before Robert 
himfelf Duke of Normandy in hunting killed Repoftell. Who fear¬ 
ing the anger of Robert, andthe near friends of l(epofteIl, with his 
four brethren Rainulph , Afcitttne, Opmund , and Hodulpb, and other 
Nobles, followed the Embafladours of Salcrne into Apulia, (a) (a) book 7. 
But fAuillelme a Monk of Gemmeticum, named him who did the 
murder, Ofmund Dr engore.When they came into Italy,they joyned 
themfelves to Pandulf a Lord of great power at Capua, and under 
him and other Princes, receiving Souldiers payes,they undertook 
a profitable and glorious work againft the Greeks and Saracens. 

Neither neglected they their own affairs in the mean time. For 
they having obtained fome Towns,they made Dukes of their own

From 1108 of Chrijl, unto 1223, 

I N the year 110S, began Levis the lixth, furnamed Le Grofe to 
reign in France, as (b) by his Patterns itappears, being but 12. 
or 13 years of age, as (c) Sugerius records* hut rather 30 years, 
becaule he died the tfoth year of his age, and of his reign the 30th, 
He was anointed at Orleans , and crowned by Damlertus of Soijfons, 
moved unto it (dj by Ivon of dW/w 3 becaufe that the Bifhop of 
Rheyms was then at variance:ncithcr-is it foneedfull that the Kings 
of France be all confecratcd at Rheyms, faith the faid Ivo Bifhop of 
Chartres. Sugerius, Abbot of St. Denis, hath written the life of this 
Lewis. H<j died of a ficknefle (e) in the year of Chrift 1137. (f\ m 
Auguft, having ruled 30. years. 

During his reign, was held a Synod at Carevalentia, wherein St 
Bernard the Abbot was Prefident, (gj in the year 1115. The Fre- 
monjlratenftan order began to be eftablifhed in the year 1120, as 
St. Nor her t faith, (h) At this time was in great fame, Hugo St.ru 
Sor, and Hugo the Grationopolitan Bifhop, who died in (i; the year 
1132 .He, was a very devout and pious man. 

(k) Lewis the feventh,furnamed the younger, fwayed the Scep¬ 
ter over the French, in the year 1137. who of his own Supream 
power,marricd Alienor a the daughter ©f william Duke of Aquitane, 
and had with her the whole Lordftup and dominion of the faid 

milt am for her Dowry. (I) This is that william Earl of Powers, 
andDuke of Aquitane,who adhering.to Anacletus againf Munocentu 
us, was brought to a better mind by Sr. Bernard : Whom (a) Su- 
geritts, who then was living, records to have died in Spain foon af¬ 
ter, that is, at the end of frajfus his reign, and beginning of Lewie 
the younger,being gone thither to proceffion to St.James's. Robert 
CHontanus attests that he died in the year 1137. in Sr. James’ s 
Church, in the laft Week of Lent, and that he was buried before 
the Altar. Hereby itappears that Theobaldus the Recorder of his 
life is mistaken, in faying that he died in the year 1156. 

Lewis in theyear 1147. after Whir-Sunday, ingaging hirofelf 
for the Holy Wars, difpatches his expedition into Pate Hina with 
(b) 30000 Horfemen, and a great Army of Foot.But fuch a migh¬ 
ty Army perifhed there, more by the treachery of the Greeks then 
by the valour and power of the Saracens . Then (c) having flayed 
there a year, and being returned into France, in the year 1150.be 
divorced his Wife Alienora^ and married the daughter of Alphonfm 
the 7th, who called himfelf Empcrour of Spain, which is called

and HentJ to ha vc been confecrated the 14th oi-January,

Lewis dyed in Paris Hi-theyear i i&cy fl) the 28 orSeptembef, 
jhe 44 year of his reign; duringhis ; feign was eminent, Peter Lom.- 
- hard Btlhop of Paris, entituled Matter, of the Sentences; and alfo 
Peter Comeftor. 

‘Philips Lewis's fon,intitulcd Augufim, and commonly called Adeo- 
datus, his ta-her being yet living, was falutcd King (aj in the year 
1179, in the moneth of November 5 and the year following be¬ 
ing x 6 yeaft old,hetcignedalone i <b) furhewas bom 8 weeks 
after the affumption day, which was in the y* 4 r if 64, and not 
1165, as Rigord faith,and Aimoinus’ s Annals do record. Who 
at the very beginning of his reign, after his fathet s death caufed

Though his Mother was aChriftian,hc wasamecrconrctnptor 
of all Religion, (d) and yet was educated in fcvcral difetplincs, 
efpecialiy in Agronomy, and in the acuity of thc Greek, Latine, 
Arabitk,and Perilck tongues* but heis recorded to have been un- 
reafonably cruel,and treacherous ; but being a gallant Warriour, 
and rare Commander, he enlarged mightily his Turkilh power 
and dominion, for hc overthrew two Chriftian Monarchies: Alfo 
hc fubdued under his power the kingdom and City of (c) Trapc- 
zonda, befidcs that of Conftantinople with Colchis , bring thence 
David Comnenw Ufumcajs’anus’s father in law, who ruled and go¬ 
verned ic, with his whole family into finftantinople, andfoon af¬ 
ter put him to death * which Empire Comnenus had about fome 
250 years before eredted, afrer the taking of Conftantinoplc by 
thc Latines. He is recorded to have brought under his fub.jc&iou 
twelve Kingdoms, and above 200 Cities, being driven back from 
before Beigradum, by thc valour and magnanimity of John Hu - 
niades. He took from thc Venetians, Corinth, Lemnos, Muylcna 
and Euboea; from the Gcnoans hie drived to get Capha, Theo- 
dofia,and Rhodes : but his laboar-was loft. Yethc took Otroma 
in Italy. Then he dyed in thc year 148 i,thc tbird.of May, being

After him ruled Selimtu the fecond 5 he brought Cyprus under 
the Turks Dominion in the year 1571, he dyed in the year 15 74, 
having ruled the Empire 8 years after that memorable vidtory of 
tbeChriftians, which was in the year 1.573. 

Him fucceedcd Amarath the third, who dyed in the year 1595, 
and in the 21 of his Empire. 

Utfachomet the third was afloathfull and lafeivious Prince, he 
dyed the 9th year of his Empire, which was the year of Ghrift, 
1*04. . 

Achmet ruled 1:4 years, and dyed in the year of our Lord 1617, 
whofe eldeft fon Ofman was not above twelve years old, and there¬ 
fore was faluted Emperour by the Pretorians. 

Muftapha, Achmet’s brother, a floathf ull and foolifh man lived a 
folitary and retiredlife in a cave 5 but two moaeths after was put 
up in cuftody and fecurity.t . 

(bj Ofman, Achmct’s ion, is declared Empcrour, a youth of 
great acuity of fpirit, whofe fpirit reached to great things above 
his capacity5 but fortune firft eroded his defigns,then his fuojt&s 
put him to death with great indignity and defame j he was 
lcaice grown to a youth’s eftate, before that he had a great and 
eager defire to avenge himfelf of that overthrow which he had re¬ 
ceived of the Polanders in Moldavia, and to invade Poland. 
Therefore having gathered up all his forces and riches for this 
Expedition, advancing thither with an Army of feijr hundred 
thoufand men, he was beaten back with great ign canny, having 
loft the greateft part of his men 5 it’s recorded j that above 
looooo.werc then killed, befidcsthe multitude that dyed in the 
tedious and long march, what by fickncfs, what by famine. Now 
he daily imputing this his calamity and overthrow to the fediti-

Emperour of Constantinople wasprefent with Jofepb the Patriarch, 
who died there the lame year, the Greeks were then reconciled 
with the Latinesy andalfothe ArmenianSy who had a form of the 
Catholick Faith given to them by Eugenm , but the Grecians be¬ 
ing returned into the Eaft, they broke off from the Roman fociety 
by die remonftrance and perfwafion of Mark of Ephrfui , and Scbo - 
larivu both deeply Learned and Wife.

The firft breaking out 
of the Englifh into Fra nee, happened ( a) in the year 141 5, Henry ( a ) Ai a n. 
the fifth being King. In which a battle was joyned at Azincurt, Mooftr.b. T. 
not far from the Town of Calice : . and in that fight the flowr of Jiud/Mcy. 
the French Nobility was partly flain, partly came into the Mm. G*gu. 
hands of their Enemies. Charls Duke of Orleance was taken, 
who was in cuftody (o) 25 years,, and other Princes. After (b; Monftr. 
that, the fcllowfhip of the Burgundian made all things readily ToUqs. 
inclinable to rhe Englifh r who had in his power the King of 
France, pander neither of his underftanding, nor his right, with 
the Queen and her daughter Katherine.

The enemy being often (cattered, 
fhe was at length taken at Compendium in the year 1430 ; (b ) 
whom after a long debate had concerning her, Peter Cauchonitu, 
BiLhop of Bellovaeia, condemned. The Englifh burnt her alive 
in the year 1431 3 at which time, (c) faith CWanflrelettj an Af- 
fembly began to be had atBafil.

The Maid of Orleance , fome reproachful things 
are falfly vaunted of byfomc. But that (lie was innocent and 
dear to God, both many things do perfwade, (d) which are read, 
delivered in full Volumes 3 and alfo a moil profperous iffue of the 
thing having followed 3 as it may be right to aferibe it to none 
but God as the Author.

And that fpace was unquiet through the fcdi- 
tionsof the Calvinijts, whom they call Hugonots: although there 
was a drift examination had concerning them j and Annas Burgm 
of the order of Scnatours, who by the command of Henry had 
been caft into bonds, was openly hanged on a gibbet, and his 
dead carkafs burnt, Dcccmb. 23, of the 1557 year. The 
Hugonots being ftirred by thefe puniftiments, confpirc againft the 
Kin CT j and endeavour to draw him privily outof Ambafia, where 
he then was. But the thing, by certain that gave notice, being 
known 5 Ludovick Borbon Prince of Conde being brought under 
lufpition,is delivered to cuftody : and while it is inquired againlt 
him concerning his life, at Orleans, wherein men, choienot the 
ranks of the whole kingdom, had come together, Francis the King 
dyed of a difeafe in the year 15 60, Deccmb. 5. 

Charls. the next elder brother followed him. Under whom the 
fury of the Hugomtts, a greater boldneffe being taken, brake forth 
into open rebellion. To bring thefe into agreement, if upon any

Two years after they were flain in greater number at Paris, 
when as they were come thither to folemnizc the marriage of 
Henry Borbon King of Navarr, who was then of thofe parties, 
with Margaret the lifter of Charls. With the like (laughter they 
were killed in many Cities of France.

I n Belgium (the which Margaret> governed in the name of her Bewick 
brother Philip) like as in the reft of France, all places were trou- Trouble*, 
bled with the weapons of Proteftaitts; Ferdinand Diikeof Alba¬ 
nia being fent to pacifiechis Province, in the year 15^7, through 
the rougnefle of judgment 5 and cfpccially, through the puuilh- 
ment'of two Earls of chief nobleneffe, of Egmunda and Horna, 
provoked them of Flanders in the year 15*8; In which year 
Charls the fon ol*Thilip King of Spain by Mary, a Lufitanian , being 
committed to cuftody by his father, by his command is delivered 
to death. The Batavians, whom they call the Hollanders, and 
the Inhabitants of the Mattiacafian lflands, they commonly call caviatn from 
them Hies of Zdand, firft lifted up the Enfign of freedom in the Spain, 
year 15 72, the rule of the Spaniard being (haken ©ff; whidi the 
Albane Duke had rendred hateful! by immoderate exaftions. A

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had betaken herfclf,and had defired Henry Stuart Duke®* LcnJx 
Of Cbcift, * or hcr husband in the year i 5 *4,he being flain by the Protcftants 
\ *JW- having flipt to Elizabeth Queen of England, out of prilon, in 
which J ames a baftard had inelofcd her, by hcr moft' unjaft len¬ 
ience, after 2 o years iroprifonmenc, was punifhed with the loflc of 
her head, in the year 1587. 

(a) Bifarre in 1 . ( a ) Between thefe tumults of Chriftians in Europe, the Tur- 
Hift.of Cyprus kilh affairs grew up with great incrcafcs. Tialis the Baihaw re¬ 
turning from the befieging of Malta, which happened in the year 
1 5 £5,the matter not ended, took away Chios the Ifland, the year 
following from theGcnoans. After thar, t JMujlapha took away 
Cyprus from the Venetians, in the year 15 7 i,when as he had com- 
pafTed Salamina with a fiegc of eleven Moncths. Which City 
having conquered, againtt a covenanted promife, he killed all the 
Chriftians; But Bragandine theGovervour having his Nofc and 
Ears cut fliort, was flayed alive. Pm the fifth, a moft holy 
chief Bifhop, being very much moved with that unworchincfie, 
(this man,the fourth of his furnamc having finifhed his life in the 
year 15*5; was the year following cholcn in his room) railed 
a holy war againftjthcra. Therefore the chief bifhops, the Spa¬ 
niards and Venetians (hips being dr*wn together into one Navy, 
* a fight is made at NaupaRum in the Sea-bofome of Corinth, in 
NaHp ‘- which the Barbariaps being qvcrcofne 3 two hundred Galleys with 
Oars, partly taken, partly funk, there were flain or taken Cap¬ 
tive, to the num^e* of 25 thoufand : r«^r; twenty thoufand Chri¬ 
ftians being reftor^d to liberty. f 

The Covenanted Navy, aftrife arifing among the chief ones, 
wafted, without any price of their labour,which might have been 
very grear. The day ofrhcVia.ory was the fevemh of O&ober 
in the year 1571. Neither Idhg, after this and other things well 
carried on in his Prelatefhip, Survived. Pope Pin*. For in that 
year which followed, 15 7 2. on the Calends of May he departed 
this life; The feventh Moneth before that, a new Star was feen 
in Heaven, which indeed having begun to be feen in fafliopeta, 
and by degrees Ieffened, the 1 574th year of Chriftentring,ceafed 
to appear. That year 1573 which was between, Henry the bro¬ 
ther of Charts, befieged Rochell a very ftrong Cattle among the 
Sanronians, poffdlcd by the Hugonots. But when at the fame 
time, by the voices of the Polonian Princes, he was required to the 
Kingdomc of that Nation, he departed from that City. Ludo- 
vtck the 13 th,lay ing up the honour of this City,being conquered; 
by whom the fix and fiftieth year after, being taken, it ceafed to 
be a refuge ef Rebellious Hcretiques. Hew; went into ohm a in 
January of the following year, 1574. and returning from thence 
the fixth Moneth after, he haftned into France to take the King- 
dome ; which the death of charts had made void of a ruler, Mav 
OO Henry 3 . the 30th, of his reign 14. 

Ann.Franc’ (a) Henry the ralefian the third of tbatuame, having confulted 
of, or begun his reign in the year of this Age 1574, drew it our

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unto fifteen years and above two Moncths, all which time he fpent 
in vexations, and dangers, being tolled with homebred, and 
likewife with forreign tumults. Francis Alenconius, his brother, a 
Prince,fell off from him in the year one thoufand five hundred fe- 
yenry five, the Prifon-keepers bciDg cunningly deceived by the 
induftry of his filter Margaret, by whom he had been comman¬ 
ded to be kept by rcafon of fufpicions. With this man, Henry 
Bor bon King of the Vof coins, and Henry of Condy another of his 
fathers brothers fons, is joyned with no fmall company of H*vo- 
nots y the Germans being hired for aid. But by the interpofine of 
Katherine their mother, the brethren being reconciled among 
themfelves, An aflcmblyof the Kingdome of all ranks is ga¬ 
thered together a iBlefa, in the year one thoufand five hundred 
feventy and fix, in which the large cdi£s in favour of the Prote¬ 
an 1 ** are revoked, which thing a little after ftitred up greater 
troubles. b 

(b) Through Belgium in the mean time, the force of the cove¬ 
nanted Provinces againft the Spaniards being crufhed by John of 
vdujina-y who in the year one thoufand five hundred feventv 
eight, had departed from the living, the height of rule is brought 
on Francu Alencontus by the confpired Orders. He being 
brought oulol ENGLAND, unto Belgium, (whither he had 
failed m hope of fimfhing a marriage with Queen ELIZA

*nao 1547 c y t0 (, e remembred. The year that went before this, one thou- 
tifiu* (and five hundred eighty two, was famous in amending of the 
Church Calender, the which Gregory the thirteenth, chief Biihop, 
appointed with the greateft praife and profit. Three years after, 
the fame man, obedience being received of three Princes of Japo¬ 
nic by Ambaffadoursof that Nation, he died the tenth of April, 
for whom Sixtus the fifth was chofen. And in the fame year, Ci- 
vill ftortns being renewed in France, the Catholique Princes en- 
tredintoafecret league among therofelves, of putting the Prote- 
ftants to flight, especially Henry of Guifc, and Charts Barton Car¬ 
dinal!, thcllnkle of Henry of Navarre ; which confpiracy we 
have wont to call a bond, tye or League. Sixtus , chief Bi- 

lhop,acurfe being pronounced again the Henries , the Vafconian 
and the Confaan, he prononneed either of them unworthy the fuc-

Laftly > the death of Katherine , Mother of Kings, made the

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But it happened much more forrowfull by the moil unworthy 
murthcrof the King himfclf. Who, great envy being (through 
the death of the Guifians ) contra&cd, whcn asthcCiti.es here and t * 
there fell off from him, and Paris it felf the head of the king- L^v*vi 
dome rebelled before the reft, this, Henry of Navarre being cal¬ 
led to him for aid, he began to befiege, andihis Camps being 
pitched againft it, he is {lain with a cruell parricide, a poyfon- 
ed knife being thruft thorow his belly on the Calends of Auguft. 

By whofe death the flock of tbe Falejians , fit for a kingdome, cqz- 
fed. Therefore the top of affairs turned afide unro the Family 
of the Borbones, as the next in kindred. Whofe beginning is 
derived from Robert Earl of Claromonra, the fecond Ion of Lu¬ 
dovick. 

The plenty of famous wits through France, and other Coun¬ 
tries, was never greater at any other time than thefe men reign¬ 
ing, whom I have reckoned up in that Chapter. All which if 
I would number up, it will be the matter of a, full Volume. I 
will therefore touch at a few for the undertaker! brevities 
fake.

A New Family of Kings aftevhe death of Henry the third, 
fortunately began in the year 1589, Henry the 4th King of 
i-rancc. Navarr being taken to the Rule of the French 5 againft whom the 
covenanted-Princes,becaufe he was not as yet a Catholikc, renew¬ 
ed war. The Captain of thefe w&sCharts of Medua, the brother 01 
Henry of Guife,flain by Henry the 3d. A little after, a ditturbance 
of things followed through all France* When as parties ftnving 
with a killing hatred, and the agreement of Cities being rent 
afunder; as well the neighbouring Cities among thcmfelves, as 
all people of the fame Cities among each other, burned with in¬ 
ward difeords. Charts Borbon , the Kings Uncle, who was as yet 
kept in cuftody, is faluted by a mock,the tenth King of that name, 
i n ,he year 1590. Between thefe things, a noble victory being 
r^l^ ur ^ actn> gotten at the Temple of Andrew , through which the Han of Eg- 
8 monda, a Leader *f the Spanifh ayds, dyed 5 and which is wont 

to be called the Juriacan- battel. Henry compaflech Paris with a 
moft ftraight fiege, when in the mean time. Charts Borbon paid his 
debt to Nature at Fontenaium : and the Duke of Parma coming 
out of Belgium to bring help to the Parifians, the King, the City 
being left, leadethan Army againft him, and maketh provision 
to fight. But at Paris, after the loofing of the liege, aflemblies 
are folemnized by the covenanted-Princes in the year 15 5) 3,. for 
the choofing a new King. But thofe were made voyd by the am¬ 
bition and difagreement of the Princes. Henry having profefled 
tonrytht 4* the Catholique faith, July 2 5, fent the Duke of Nivetna Embaf- 
ctSSfw (adorn- to Rome, unto chief Bifhop, (who the former year 

Faich. hadentred the Prelatefhip, Jan. 30,) to requeft pardon. The 
which when the Bifhop deterred, Henry in the mean time is 
anointed at Autricum of the Carnutians, with holy oyl, Fcbr.2 7 , 
in the year 15514 5 becaufe Durocottorum of Rhemes,where that 
thing according to thecuftome was wont to be performed,was in 
the power of the enemies. And then he is privily let into Pans, 
March 22, with armed Souldicrs. At length, in the year 1595, 
the Bifhop being intreated by James perron the Kings Emballa- 
dour, thefcntcnce of condemnation being abolifhed, he wholly re- 
ftored the king. In which thing, Francis fotett Cardinal of the 
Tefuites Society, performed a famous work for him 3 althoug' by 
birth a Spaniard 5 and the king held himfelf to owe much unto 
him before thofe of that Nation. Burthen, the Governour and 
Cities returned, ftriviagly, unto the defence of Henry. 

At length, in the year 1598, atVervin, May the 2d, a peace 
° was 
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was eftablifhed between the French and Spaniards, the chict Bi- 
fhop being the author: and TbiL ; p of Spain the fifth moncth from 
thence, dyed the 13th of September. toxfiu. 

(a) Whilcft things are fo carried on in France ; in Belgium 
againft the Spaniards, Maurice, Captain of the Covenanted Ranks, Handers' 
or United Provinces, without delay moved War. Therefore 
through theabfenceof the Duke of Parma, whoever and anon 
ran out againft Henry into France 9 he took fomc Cities by force 
and furrendcr. The Parmian Duke dyed at Atrebates, in the year 
1592, in whofe place firft of all Erneft of Auftria, the brother of 
Rodulph the Emperour, was; Then he being dead, tAlbert a Car¬ 
dinal, the brother of them both was fentj unto whom Ifabel, the 
daughter of Philip the eldcr,being given in wedlock, the dominion 
of thofe Provinces chanced by lot in the year 1598. This man 
fetting upon Ofiend a Sea-City of Flanuers, in the year 1 ^ ol > ofl C Jj e * C0 * 
the third year after by cArnbrofe SpinoU of Genoa he received it 0/7e ™* 
on furrender j truly not worthy the price of fo many charges, and 
lives, which he is faidto havefpent on that fiege. (bj In the Op Annals 
mean time, Elizabeth Queen of England in the year of her age 70, ot rrancc * 
the 45 of her reign yielded to Nature’s deftiny, of Ghrift i<5o2 , 
and had James king of Scotland her Succcfl’our, (the which thing 
{he had commanded by Will ) born of M.iry Stuart 5 whom I have 
mentioned above to have been (lain by Elizabeth, againft right. 

(c) Aifo in Swethland there was trouble ; When as Charts the (c) spond. 
Uncle of Sigifmund king of Poland had craftily taken away the dtm 

kingdom committed to his truft, Sigifmund being excluded ; who 0 f ‘sSuES 
therefore had contended out of Poland, that he might recover it, ufwftd by 
in the year 1599. That being taken away from the Catholique charh * 
Prince, afterward the Protcftant Governors pafltd it over by a 
publique decree, on Charts partaker of the fame fetf, in the year 
1604, Furthermore, that Sigifmund the onely fon of John the 
third, king of Swethland, who dyed in the year 159 2, in the fame 
year was called King of the Swedes, the affairs of Swethland be¬ 
ing brought inte good order, two years after he had returned into 
Poland. In Hungary and Tranfylvania there were the like {ba¬ 
kings for Rel igion’s fake. 

Sigifmund Bathor Prince of Tranfylvania, ufing rafb Counfel, 
in the year 1598 had departed from his dominion for the fake of 
CMaximilian of Auftria * Andrew Bathor the Cardinal, his father’s 
brother’s fon bare that thing grievoufly 5 and a little after Sigif. 
mund himfelf changing his mind, brake his covenants. Thereby 
a War began to be waged between the Bathorians and Auftrians 5 
Tranfylvania remained in the power of thefe: Sigifmund by the 
interpofing of Clement chief Bifhop, returned into favour with 
the Emperour; and at length dyed at Prague in the year 1613. 

But the Proteftants again, the Emperour being defpifed, choofe 
Botficaius a Hungarian, befmeared with the errours of Zuingliw , 
their Captain or Duke; who by the help of the Turks joyned un¬ 
to him a great part of Vacia, and naifcrably vexed thcCatho- 

liquesj 
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rvA-O liques, in the year 1605. The fame man che following year nia- 
P eace the Emperour on thefe conditions. That for him- 
to S610.] fclf, and children, if he fhould leave any males, he fhould have 
Tranfyl vania: Ac which time Rodulph the Emperour entred into 
a twenty years truce with the Turks.But in CMofcoi,y the fame year 
1 606, Demetrius the Prince, bccaufc he was of a more inclinable 
\ mind toward the Germans and Polonians, neither difagrecd from 

the Bifhop of Rome, by his own Subjects is moft cruelly (lain. 

Thar I may bring back my Pen unto the Affairs on this fide 
Rhene, Henry King Qf France proclaimed war againft Charts Duke 
of the Allobrogians,in the year 1600, that he might retake the 
dominion of Saluflia, poffcflcd by him through the Civil Troubles 
of France. At laft they agree between thcmfelves; and the 
Countrcy of Saluflia was repayed with the Province of the Sebu- 
fians on this fide the Alps. Two years after charts Gontald Duke 
of Bironia, being hitherto,for his warlike boldnefle, and undaunt¬ 
ed courage in dangers, very acceptable unto Henry, when as he 
defired greater matters, and privily confpired againft the King’s 
life, was beheaded the day before the Kalends of Auguft, in the 
year 1602. 

The Jeiuite- The J cfuit-Society being nine years before by the decree of the 
ftoredj IC ' Senate, commanded to depart from Paris, and other Cities, is 
cal’d back again by the kings Proclamation, the year 1603 going 
out.Which Proclamation,the Senate ofParis,the 4th Nones of Ja¬ 
nuary, of the year following had confirmed. The fame fellow- 
fhip being muchdefired by many Cities of the kingdome,through 
the moft greateft will of the moft courteous King, begau to open 
or prepare Schools in many places. 

Of defiring which, the King himfclfgave an example unto the 
people: Who likewifeat his own charge appointed Schools for 
that fellowfhip atFlexia of the Andcgavians 5 the Palace of the 
Vindocinian Dukes being ordained for them; in which firft the 
Seminary was brought 5 and with a decree, that after death his 
heart Chould be fafely laid up there. Which thing indeed being 
fooner done,than was profitable for the kingdom andfociety,both 
grieved. My mind is agaft to relate the moft bitter death of the 
moft valiant, and moft courteous king after this inclofcd domi¬ 
nion. Whom when all defired to be immortal, the parricide of 
one deteftablc privy murtherer took away. May the i4rh, of the 
year 1 6 1 o, the day after that he had taken care for Mary his wife 
to be anointed and crowned (as the manner of Queens is) at the 
Town of Dionyfm . She was the daughter of Francis Medices the 
great Duke of Etruria ; who in the year 1600, a marriage being 
entred into with Henry, brought forth the year following 1601, 
Ludovick , a Prince profitable unto France, Sept. 27. 

While Henry reigned over France.; what with holinefle, whac 
with learning adorned* famoufly dyed, Philip Nerm a teacher of 
Latine Oratory, in the year 15y 5, March 2 6, who by Gregory the 
14th, with four others, Jfidore a Spaniard 5 Ignatm, builder of the

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Jefuites Society; Francis Xavery, the Apoftlc of the Indians,' and 
Tercfia, Was regiftred among the number of Saints, March the 
12th,of the year 1622. Francis Tolet of thefdlowpfhip of Jefus, „ ig 3 u 
Cardinal, in the year 15 96. Cafar Baronins, Cardinal,a noble wri- bOOJ 
ter of Church-Annals, or Yearly Accounts, in the year 1607, 
the day before the Kal.

Of thofe things which happened worthy to be known, Rodulph,Matthias, 
and Ferdinand, being Emperours : and Lewis, King of France'. 

From the year of Cbrift 1610, to 1632.

JLX> people bewailed, things were more quiet in France .on" Lu£} °vici 
der Lewis a child, than the hope of all men fuppofed: whofeguar- nlisc**' 
dianfhip,wich the ordering of the kingdom is ftraightway granted «e*c. ' 

to his Mother. Some of the chief ones made a beginning of tu* 
multing in the year 16143 who hated the too much power of the 
Florentine Concinus, 

Between thefe ftirs, Lewis went into Aquitanein the year \6i6, 
that he might take Anne , the daughter of the Catfolitfue Kirig, 

Philip the fecond,(whom he before,by an EmbaiTadoiif,had elpou- 

fed to himfeJf,)unTo a lawful wedlock: and at the fame time with 

thedike good fucceflc,he took his fifter Elizabeth 'to be joy.ned : wlrft 
Philip the fon of Philip the third. So two moft mighty J>rinccs,with* 
the greateft profit nrtto Ckriftian aftaitt, more ftri&ly bound the 
promife of peace between thcmfelves by this nuptial exchange;. 
Homebred agreement the year foHowing, doubled the pUbliqUe 
merriment; Henry Prince of Conde, and the other CovcUantfttibe- 
ing reconciled with Lewis . But fuddcnly, new fuf pitfons atiiJng, 
on the very Kal. Septemb. of the year 1616, the Condian is fehf to 
£rifon. '• 

The Princes, who the former year had made a fellowfhip With „ .. 

kirn, depart from the Court. Againft thefe, a war by the King’s' Ncw ■ 
authority is proclaimed 5 which iti the following year'rt? 17 was 
ended. Concinus being in the very entrance of the Sing’s Palace 
thruffthorowby the King’sguard, ohrthe 14th day of April, ‘bc- 
caufe being commanded by the King forccrtainiafcs to be laid 
hold of, he had tryed to defend himfelfby weapbrif. His death, 
a peace of clje covenantcd-Governours, and a publlktrquicrnefTe, 
followed.

after that. John william the Duke dyed without offspring. 

The Moors Philip King of Spain having gotten the moft ftrong Tower of 
driven out of Alarach , built by the Moors at the Gaditanc Sea, the keepers of ic 
Spam. being corrupted by reward, commanded all the Moors to dcparc 
' out of Spain, They are faid to have gone out to the number of 
ninety thoufand heads, in the year 1 61 o, and fomc years follow¬ 
ing after that; 

Sigifmund King of Poland,taketh Smolenskum, a moft fortified 
Town of Roxolania or Mufcovy, after two years befieging, in the 
year 1611. in the Moneth of July. Wbofe fon Uladiflaus they chufe 
Duke of Mofch, although afterwards their Counfel or purpofe 
being changed, they defire another : whereby a cruell war, after

charts. King CHAR L S, King of S wethland, dying through grief of an 
of sucvia, overthrow, brought on him by the Danifh King, in the Moneth 
c» 55 wfoc- November, in the year 1 f 11. obtained his fon <}ufiavus fucceflbur 
«ed«th. of the Kingdome 5 others in vain defiring to bring it over unto &- 

gifmond King of Poland. 

But the 1 61 2th year entring, the twentieth of January, Rodulph 
theEtnperour, died, the thirty fixth year from the departure of 
Maximilian his father. Whom his brother Matthias fucceeded 
the fame year. 

The Venetians,after thefe things, being troubled by the inroads 
of the Croatians, encounter with arms , Ferdinand Arch-Duke of 
Auftria, the fon of Charts Arch-Duke, who was the brother of 
Maximilian the fecond, Empcrour, in the year one thoufand fit 
hundred and fifteen. Which War being waged on both fides, 
through mutual lodes for three years fpacc, the 1618 year entriDg, 
was laid down. 

A greater war arofe in Italy between the Mantuan and Subau- 
dian Dukes, in the year 1613, over the Principality of Montfcr- 
ra, when as Francis of Mantua dying without iffue Male, Ferdi - 
ft and his brother, of a Cardinal waschofcn in his room. Who be¬ 
ing defended by the Spaniards helps againft Charh Philibert Duke 

of 
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of Subaudia, he ftrovc fomc years, and Arms being laid down, r ^ JKy p 
and ever and anon taken up again. For the third year after^ that Cf'chru£° 
is, of Chrift 1615. peace being compofed, in the year following to 1431. 
the war was reftored. Moreover Vercella was taken in the year 
1617, the 25th of July, by the Vice-king of Mediolum 5 arid a 
year almoft turning about,by the endeavour of the moft Chriftian 
King, was reftored in the year 1 6 18, in the Moneth of June, and 
fo there was made an end of warring. 

In Dacia, Gabrieli Bathor, being put to flight by Bethleem Gabor , ; . 

furniftied with the aids of the Turks, moft wretchedly perifhed. 

Gabor defended the Province poffdfed,againft thcEmperour, after 
that, by weapons and treachery. 

A far moft cruel War of all, wasftirred up in Germany, in The German 
the year 16185 in which, Ferdinand Aroh-Dukeof Auftria, and 
King of Bohemia, alfo the kingdom of Hungary he received on 
certain conditions from Matthias the Emperour. But then at 
Prague, the Proteftants revolted from him, the Earl of Turrafiiri 
ring them up: who, the Magiftrates being killed, and the Citi¬ 
zens compelled to fwear in their words, he provoked all Bohe¬ 
mia, and the neighbouring Provinces unto arms; Unto this mat),

Who, two 
years after being increafed with great deferts, and famous in a 
great offspring, died the fixth Nones of October in the year 
1629. of his age the 55th. 

At the fame time, in which it was warred the Palatinate, (that 
was the year 1620) in the Valley of Telline : which at the com¬ 
mand of the Rbettans or Canes, whom they call the Grifons 5 Ci¬ 
vil! troubles flamed. The Gatholiques being provoked with the 
injuries of the Protcftants, hidden Coun fells being entred into 
am,ong themfelves, ©ppreffe or come upon all the Calvinifts: 
and the aid of Duke J eriaa Govetnour of Mediolum being intrea- 
ted, they get leavcofhimofenjoyingCaftlesin fo nc fit places. 
Moreover the Rhetian Nation being all troubled, and with them 
the Venetians: who. believed thcfcinclofures/of ltaly .ro be held 
by a continuall pqffelfion by,the Spaniards, was in no cafe ma¬ 
king for their affairs, both.defiring aid from him. Ludovick King of 
France was not wanting, and firft of all-in the year 1 6 20 , he ob¬ 
tained by Emhafladours ftonarihe King of Spaing that he fhould 
promife to re^oreali things,Wholly, while they confulted of the 
CJatholique affairs. Which caution being approved by the moft 
Chriftian King,when is nevertheleflc the matter wanted an iiTuc, 
iris brought to, weapons. Furthermore thofe exercifd tfreFrench 
andSpaniards^nd ehc confederates of both,with a diverfe fuccefs, 
for fome years.,..,

For he departed the eight and twentieth day of 
January, of his age the fixty ninths of his Prelate-fhip the fix- 
tcentn. The Moneth following, and the ninth day thereof, Alex- 
ander Ludovifius of Bononia, is cholen, who would be called Gre¬ 
gory the fifteenth. And this roan,about two years and five Moneths 
being finifhed, in the year 1 62 3, the eighth of July, gave place to 
Mapb<em Barberiney who under the name of Urbane the eighth from 
a. d. 7. Ides of Aug. of the fame year 1 62 3, unto this time is chief 
over the Church, and as yet maketh it more famous by vertues, 
worthy of fo great chief-dome, joyned with excellent Lear¬ 
ning. 

The death of Philip the third, king of Spain followed the death 
of Paul the fifth, the third Moneth after, which fell our the day 
before the Calends ©fAprill, in the year 1621, of his age fourty 
three, of his reign twenty three. But in the Moneth of Septem¬ 
ber, the fif teenth Calends of Odober, Robert BelUrmtne of the Je- 
fuitesfociecy, S. R.E. Cardinal!, flew up into Heaven, whiifier 
(the fame which had brought him unto the Purple garment) in¬ 
tegrity of life the companion of Angular Learning, carried 
him. 

About the fame time alfo Breda a Town of Brabant, Spinola The fa e e ©f 
Captain of the Spanifh Army, befiegedj and in Aquitane, and 
the Province of Narbony, Rihanne , and Subizius, Proteftan: bre¬ 
thren, renewed a war againft king Ludovick. Breda in the year 
1524. in the Moneth of Auguft, is begun to be Befieged: on June 
the thirteenth, of the following year, for wantofProvifion,madea 
furrender. With the Rebellious French it was fought by land, 
and Sea, and the fame being every where overcome: but in this 
latter, in which Gauifius wasCaprain, the Navy of the Rochella- 
nian Robbers being tamed, the Ifland Rhec was reduced into the 
power of Ludovick the King. 

Which things while they are carried on in France, in Italy, Le~ 

matter of the Horfe being Captain of the French Army for The Genoa* 
the Prince of Subaudia, fought againft the Genoans and Spani- Wau 
ards, in whofeProte&ion shofc are. But Mansfield had troubled 
Germany with ofren inroads and robberies, a tumultuous com-

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rssA^o pany of robbers being gathered together. Who being put to 
dTchrift 10 “*gh* by Tilly a moft: valiant commander, he flcerh unto Gator the 
to 1^31. Tranfiivanian; and from thence ftriving to go to the Venetians, 
with an incredible profit and joy of the Catholique parties, he 
perifhed, in the year 1 626. The Rochellcrs unmindfuil of their 
fwom faith a little before, and of peace the lame year received, 

; call forth privily the Englifhagainft the King. Who in the year 

1627. being brought unto the Ifle Rhea, orofRhec, with a Navy 
of an hundred and twenty Ships, Buckingham being Captain, they 
poflefle the whole, except the Caftle ; over which Toirafe was go- 
verfiour, a (lout man, and greatly skillful in warlike affairs. 1 nis 
man, although the works were new 5 nor as yet fini(lied, drifted off 
the fharp and continuall forces of the enemies, untill now labour¬ 
ing with the want of all things, and being wearied, the induftry 
of Ludovick the King came to help them. For this King ufing 
. _ Ricelieu the Cardinall, a man fiourifhing in all praife, his helper 

r« taken and Minifter$ he fent over quickly Schonterg a famous Captain, 
away from indeed with bo great number of fouldicrs unto the fuccour of the 
iheEngliih. fcefieged; who, Toirafe being joyned to him, dravc out the En¬ 
glish, being flain and chafed out of all the Ifland. 

Nothing feemed to be done by fo many wars and Vi&orics, as 
The fie c f l° n S as that defpifer Rochell, impatient of Kings, and all Rule, 
Kochcn. e ° lifted up another Kiogdome as it were in the middle of a King- 
dome. Which City being feituate at the chinks, or overflowed 
places of the Ocean> it was fenced both with the nature ©f the 
place, and alfo with the hand, and Art, tfiat it was commonly 
accounted invincible. This moft furc City, Ludovick attemp- 
teth with a great courage and hope, which he had taken from the 
help of God, being made triall of in fo many affairs, in the year 
1627, And the fame Ricelieu the Cardinall, being partaker of the 
Counfells, by works and Fortifications, ^nd, among other things, 
huge Bulwarks unmoveable, being finifhed by the Ocean fide, he 
fo held it (hut up a whole year, that the Citizens being killed up 
with hunger, and having fuffered all extremity, yielded them- 
felvcs unto the King. Therefore it, the walls being caft to the 
ground, was reduced altnoft into the form of a Village for a ter- 
rour and example to others, that the invincible might rather de- 
fire the defence and clemency of their Prince, then to attempt 
weapons. Rochell was taken in the eight and twentieth year 
of that age, October the 30th. After that, the Rebels returned 
wholly unto their duty,neither fa w the year following,any thing of 
an enemy left in France. 

Ludovick being bufied about Rochell, and the Englifla-* the 
Duke of Subaudia hadftirred up the weapons of the Spaniards 
againft tjManittan z with whom he had an old ftrife about the 
poficfiionofMountforiat. And alfo fome Cities being already 
. taken; and fatal (that is, a Town, as leaft antient,fo of that Pro- 
vincc, as the report is, the moft fortified of all Italy) CollaU 
rwhad befieged. Ludovick^ things being appcafed in Italy, led 

his 
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his Army, being Conqucrour, thither thorow the Alps, and the 
clofe places of the Mounrains, being broken thorow, which alfo ^“chrfft 0 
nature through the roughneffe of places, and moft ftrong Garri- to 163"/ 
fans of the enemy had made unpaflible, he overcame Scgufio, a G'VN# * 
City under the Alps, at the firft onfct,thc three and twentieth of 
March, in the year 1629. The Spaniards having departed from 
Caflal, left it free fora military fupply,and Provifions, our foul- 
diers carrying on their Journey within the Town. After the de¬ 
parture of the French, they by aad by returned unto the fiegc 
that was broken off for a time, with a greater provision then 
before. 

About the fame time, follaltus Captain ©f the Emperours Ar¬ 
my, very much wafted the land of Mantua: and Spinola chief 
Governour for the Spaniards from the Catholique king, a man 
of great fame for warfare, befieged Cafall with all his Forces. 

But the unconquered venue of Toirafe , who held that Town 
in Garrifon, made all their endeavours void. At laft, the 
French flee to Ricelieu the Cardinall, ordering the Warre 
with the greateft power, the fccond time beyond <h* Alps to 
bring help. 

Therc,many Towns being conquered, while they extend their 
journey, flopped with many difficulties; Mantua, through the 
Plague received within the walls by the Townf-mcn, and defen¬ 
dants, being wafted, is fuddenly invaded by the Germans, on 
the Moncth of July, in the year one thoufand fix hundred and 
thirty. 

The French being nothing affrighted with the raiferyof par¬ 
ties, three Armies being in vain oppofed, the viaorics repeated 
over the enemies,they through valour brought forth thither a paf- 
fage for themfclves whither they bad intended. Then under the 
very fight of Cafal, and the Spaniard pitching his Tents, when 
they were in rcadinefle to joyn battel, Mazarine running between, 
the matter is brought unto conditions of peace without arms, and 
bloud ; bythehigheft providence toward both, yea toward all 
Chriftians ; left cither through a great flaughter, viaory fhould 
be manifeft to either j or might yield to neither, a mutuail flaugh¬ 
ter being made. Th is was the end of the Italian Expedition, No¬ 
vember going out, of the year 1630. Wbtn as now the labour 
of the fiegc bringing a continued difeafe, a difeafe brought a 
departure of life to Spinola, 

After thefc things the name of Levels was famous throughout al! 
people; not more by the report of weapons, thin equity, and 
faithfulncffc toward his fellowcs, whofefafety he held more belo¬ 
ved, than his own private profits and wealth. Alfo the excell¬ 
ing force and vertue of mind of the moft eminent Cardinal Rice- 
Ittu was for admiration ; and in managing great affairs, a like 
induftry of a diligent Wit. 

In 
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•fNA^O In the year 163 1, in the moneth of April, both Embafladours 

agreeing, a peace was eftablifhed between the Emperour and 
to I%z. 3 Duke of Mantua, on equal terms; and alfo the pofleflion of Man- 
i/V\j tha was confirmed to this man by the Emperour’s decree, and of 
Montferrat, the fecond day of July. Thus all things being 
appealed, the ancient reft and quietneffe returned unto 


Italy. 

The offence French and German ftirrs followed Italian peace. In France, 
ot the Queen- t h e Queen-Mother, a grudge being taken up againft Cardinal Ri- 
King^Bro^ celieu > openly renounced her iricndfhip from him ; neither 
thcr. that fhe might receive him into favour, could {he be intreated by 

any of his, or even by the intreaties of King Lewis her fon himfclf. 
Gafto the King’s brother in a tbort time after followed bis Mother’s 
example,and his mind being eftranged from the fameCardinaI,hc 
departed untoOrlcancc,whichCity belonged to hisTitle.Straight- 
way the King, with all the Court, and likewife the Queen-Mo¬ 
ther, go to Compendium Who being there left, when as the 
king a little after had gone away, {he privily cfcaped out of that 
Town into Flanders, July the iyth day; The Duke of Orleance 
now going afide from Orleance, from the moneth of March, into 
Burgundy, thence fleeing from the King, following after him, he 
alfo departed into Lorriin, and laftly into Flanders.

The Duke Montcmorencc 
was chief over this Province ; who falling away unto him in the 
moneth of July, brought with him a great inercafc of Forces, and 
courage; That now the Army of the king, with Scbonberg the 
• Captain, availing on him, he durft to refift, and encounter with 
it. Therefore on the very Kalends of September,of the year 16 3 2 , 
they met in a very {hort, but bloudy battel at Caftlcnaudar ; in 
which, the Rebells were overcome, and not a few chief men 
were (lain. Montemorince , fome wounds being received, came 
under the power of his enemies; and being brought toToloufc, 
a Sentence of his head being paffedon him by the Senate, hefub- 
mitted his neck to the fword or hatchet the third Kal. of Novem¬ 
ber. Which hioheft chance not onely with a ftcadfaft, but alfo 
godlily and religioufly, as became a Chriftian, with a ready 
mind he underwent. 

Trtubt«b£ In Germany, Guftave king of Swttbland , who from the year 
1 g oin g DUt 0 f hi s own borders, had caft forth the Emperor’s 
Sweden’s° Armies out of Pomerania, and other neighbouring Provinces; in 

Expedition. t ^ c f 0 [i ow ing year 1 63 i,he moved forward into more inward pla¬ 
ces, and,Towns without number being vanquifhed, he largely 
fpread about his terrd>ur. Tillie , the Captain of the Catholique 
party being in vain oppofed againft him 1 : who alfo himfelf, from 
the year 1630, having in the mean time fet upon Magdeburg, 

brake 
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brake it thorow with the greaceft force, arid burned it the ninth 
of May, of the following year \631-. But the Lutheran Princes, 
an Aflembly being had at Lipfia, they confpire againft the Erh- 
perour ; and their forces being joyned with ‘Gufiave, they take up 
war. Againft thefe Tillie is oppoled ; who ini the mOrietnfcfStfp'- 
tember, another Captain, T t apenkum i being-jtiyhed with him, be- 
fiegeth Lipfia, and compelled! it to yield. A little after, th*: Co¬ 
venanted-Princes, areprefent, and cfpecialiy the king of Sweih- 
Und , with the Duke of Saxony. 

There is made at Lipfia, between thefe and the Tillians,a moft The Fight at 
{harp battel; whofe iflue fell out lamentably unlucky to the Ca- Eipfa. 
tholique party. Tillie being overcome , withdrew.himfelf by 
flight, and for the aloft'part ten thv>tffartd ’iipfia was 

retaken by the Saxons into pofliflion. This Vidory laid open to 
the king of Swethland that which was left of Germany, none hin¬ 
dring him. Herbipolis being taken, hefubdued all Francony, and 
alfo Moguntia, and others: From that time forward, he palled 
thorow other Provinces in manner of an out breaking flame, or 
fteep-running River ; The Saxon in the mean time invading 
Bohemia, afterwards took Prague, the head City of chat king¬ 
dom, by furrender. Some of the Princes of Germany, that they 
might turn away theftorm invading them, implored t he he lp 
of Lewis King of France, whom Tie by his weapons and au¬ 
thority defended fafe from wrong; efpecially the Archbifhop 
of Trevirs: the which in the year following 1632* was per¬ 
fected. 

This very year the Swedifh King kept the famecourfe of victo¬ 
ries without offence or hindrance ; and wandring thorow Sue via, 

Alfatia, and Bavaria, he made many Towns to come under his 
power. The River Danubius being palled over, hefcaeiercd the 
Bavarians with their Captain Tillie^ whoa little after deceafed 
of a wound, at Ingolftadc, now of a great age, and excelling in 
warlike glory ; but more famous in Religion, and the worlhip of 
Catholique Piety, rualjtine Lievtenantof the higheft Catholique 
affairs, recovereth Prague againft the Saxon and Swede. And 
then after many tellings,at length ac£«f;se#,whichTown is not far 
diftant fromLipfia,r^«»andityr/2£e//w fight for two dayes fpaco 
againft the King of Swethland: In which battle Guftave the king Th f l aft F ,# *M 
pi Sweden.dyed. .Nor lQDgjafteXw^ggki ffl._That was done i n ?Kc King • 
the moneth Novcmb. The Swedes, their king being {lain, rc- Sweden? 
newed the War nothing more flowly; the which they profccute 
unto this day. 

The fame year 1^32, made UUdiflaus king of Poland; who in¬ 
to the place of his father, by folemn Affemblies of the kingdom 
was chofcn, according to the cuftome, in the moneth O&ober ; 
when as tfie nine and twentieth day before of April, 
dyed, of his reign the 45.

CHAP. I. 

Of what things fed out in Germany, England, and other places 
worthy te be known . 

Prom the year 1632, unto 1638. 

A Frer the death of Gujiave King of Swethland, who (by 
the chance of WarJ was on the 6 th of September 1^32^ 
(lain in a iet-battle, the Bavarian Duke being Comman¬ 
der in chief of the Emperour’s Party : although he was 
conftraincd to quit the field in the fame fight 5 Oxenftern Chan* 
cellor of Sweden undertook the government of the Warr* and 
in the year 1633, committed fixteen thbufand Souldiers into the 
hands of Lun&burgick and Kniphufe,to go into Wcftphalia 3 fends 
away Piparicn into Franceny, and he himfclf gocth unto the Duke 
I i i of 
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rsA^» of Saxony to confult together with him. And, in the mean time, 
Anno 1*3* Altrivge fubdueth fome Cities of Swethland ; and Horn gocth 
to iSi** thither,where i6 oo Countrcy-men were killed at Sundgove, and 
130 at Brifgove hanged upon a gibbet.In the mean time, as a (len¬ 
der reward of the cruelty, Hagene is dcftroyed,by laying in wait3 
and the Count of Rhenettrives againft the Lorrain Duke poffcffing 
the,Cottages of Alfatia and Dachfteynj and being increafed in 
his Forces by Vinarien , he drives away the Bavarian, by punifti- 
ing them of the Eenperour’s party, into Bavaria, when he had re¬ 
turned from Uavne unto his Lord the Emperour. But the City of 
Aaeufta is by a changeable condition, kept fometimes by the 
Swedes,, fometimes hy the Gonquerours. And Craze being more 
than ordinarily difpleafed with Eridland , unto whom, the Em¬ 
perour in the year before, 1632, had committed the chief com¬ 
mand of warfare, one Earenftsbek aflifting him, was to deliver up 
Ingolftadc on the4th of May. 

And indeed the good fucceffe of War was at this time alrnoft 

every where contrary unto the Em perour’s forces. So that Vina- 

r/>», having vanquifhed Ratisbone , turns away the warlike wea¬ 
pons from Pomerania, and takes Chamc and Straubinge into his 
pofleffion. So, by Enhufe, in a hafty and diforderly CombaP, ia 
iVIFapia, there are 400 of the Empcrout’s {lain,and as many taken; 
And Eridland himfelf fights with the like Ioffe at Olave in Silefia 3 
but atOppcle he loft ho^more than three hundred r And which 
is more than ordinary remarkable r Drilonc in Swethland brings 
forth but an hundred and fifty, which was 6n the 4th of June 
163 3,and puts tfooof the Emperour’s Souldiers to flight. 

Xn-the fame year the Protcftantsof Germany hold.au Aflembly 
at Hailbrunne, where they tenew their league and Covenant 
with theSwedes-& they, appoint a giver ofinftru<Stions,and frame 
a Councel. All religious perfons fo called, that refufed to take 
an oath from the Swedes^ were commanded to depart. And af¬ 
terwards they meet together at Frankford 3 where the fay ling into 
both the Indies that had been begun fix years bcfore,was enlarged 
with the privHedges of Guftaveburg. Yet the Emperians take 
this year Frankford into pdffeflion 5 And the Duke of Saxony en¬ 
deavoured to recover it, but all in vain. 

But in the year 1534, both parties feetn to beftirr thcmfelves, 
although not with a like fucceffe3 for the Swedes overcome Al¬ 
fatia,and likewife the Bavarians that were about to help mltzburg . 
Alfo the confpiracy of Selejlade was difeovered to the Swedes. And 
befieging Rheinsficld, they take it, putting the Emperians tq the 
(word. Philippiburg is yielded to Smidberger on Janu. tfye 1 oth 5 
which place, the French did much defirc for himfelf. In the 
mean tithe, Horn is bulled in .Silefia, where the Emperour s for¬ 
ces take Wartenbergby.furreoder, bmNamflaveby force. But 
J irandorf is beaten. Altenburgick raoveth into Alfatia, and van- 
quifheth Budiffme, Gorletc, and having the upper hand of Arn- 
heim, he (lew 4000, and took 1400 ^ alfo Glogove,and other 

places, 
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places, whofe religious rites the Emperians do change; Frank- 'NA/i 
ford at Viader cometh into the power of the Swedes. Crojfa^ to 
Bannier being furnifhed with twenty rhoufand Souldiers. There- to 1*38. 
upon there is peace infifted upon at Licomerice, but in vain. Hirs- Lo/NJ 1 
berg is forfaken and burned by the Emperians in the tnoneth of 
July of this year. But the Swedes having the upper hand through¬ 
out Swethland and the upper Palatinate, ^Dubabell maketh the Ba¬ 
varians flee out of Chame. In the fame year alfo, Vinarien bc- 
fiegeth Forcheym 3 and the Duke of Saxony, Sittave. Horn alfo 
taketh Aicha 3 alfo Bannier breaketh into Bohemia, though to no 
purpofe,while both Vinarien andHIorn haften tofccure Ratisbone. 

And about this time,the higheft power of managing the War,was 
committed unto the Elector of Saxony throughout both his Cir¬ 
cles. Steinford being fubdued, Boningbaufe is put to flight, while 
as in the mean time, (juftave, kinfman of King Oufiavw is made a 
powerful Lord of Ofiiabrugenfe, and there brings in the religious 
rites of the Protcftants. Then alfo the lower Saxony held an Af- 
fcmbly at Halberflade, and decreeth to take up arms in their own 
defence. Then the Swedes crave ayd of the Hollander, and fo 
get the Mafterdomc. And among other rollings, Luna, (a Town 
in Hetruria, fo called from its marble Mines, (hining like the 
Moon) was four times taken. 

Moreover, the 14th of February, this year proved fatall unto 
Eridland the Emperour’s Embafladour, and Captain of all his 
Souldiery, who (either undergoing envy, or through the malignity 
of a tongue at will, or too bitter and (harp a command,or through 
ambition of others,or through fufpition of the Proteftant Religion, 
not finccrely renounced) is, as it were, fmelled out, and Gala/fe 
put into his place , being about to paffc over to the Proteftant 
parties, is thruft thorow at Eger 3 in which day alfo Schafgotfch is 
laid hold of in Silefia, and in the year following beheaded, and 
Lawenburgick on the 16 day, who was ignorant of matters. But 
hereupon it came to pafle, that the Emperour’s warfare, untill 
that his fon the King of Hungary, the Captains requiring it, toge¬ 
ther with pay for the Souldiers, was put upon the Army, was but 
in an unfettled and floating condition. 

So that theCount of Rhcne in the beginning of March following 
kills 15 00 of the Emperour’s Souldiers in Alfatia : takcch T&nna 
Bedafordj and other placessand fome furrehder of their own accord; 

In the fame Alfatia,the Argentines difeovered Trcafon. And they 
burn the poyfonfome perfon (if he were fo) who did accufe the Je- 
fuires as the beginners of it in the year 1633. While the Swedes 
vanquifh the Fort of Hunning, Horn as a Conquerour, fubdueth 
Bibrack, Campodune,and other places. 

The King of Hungary, General of the Emperians, not idle, be-* 
fiegeth Ratisbone, having flopped up the paflages, whom Vina¬ 
rien that was no body being turned from his Arms, vainly endea- 
veureth to break thorow : So that the City was yielded on the 
16th of July following, unto him, andKaufber a little alter* 

.whereby the Saxon is inc lined unto a peace-making. 

I i i 1 Vinarien 
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Vinarien was the author, that Philippiburg, which but lately „ 
©fchnft 31 was ft° utI y denyed, is delivered up to the French,whither he him- 
t 0 * fell (having gathered together a icattered Souldiery at the lower 
L<^VNJ Masnusj his other affairs being loft) came for help^ The Spanish 
Oratour complaining to the Bifhop of Rome concerning that fur- 
render, having, it feemeth, an evil eye, as rhinking it too good for 
him x received this anfwer, We muft not envy a Brother ,, because a 
Stranger held it. Which words implyed a toleration of en¬ 
vy , even to a brother, in fome cafes. How far then was he 
from loving his enemies ? Heidelberg is now yielded to the Eai- 
perour. 

The Infantaof Spain at that time brought 6500 foot, and 1500 
horfe, at theintreaty of the King of Hungary; and,befides many 
Towns taken through the Lower-Francony, got a victory at Nord- 
lingonthe 2 6 and 27 0! Auguft. 

Oxienftern now feeing the fortunous hazard of the Swedes to be 
too largely fpread, hath a meeting of the Proteftants at Frank- 
ford in the tnoneth of March, and another at Worms, about the 
middle of November, where the Duke of Ncoburg defireth to 
be excufed as not to meddle with cither party 5 and it is decreed 
amongft them, that Furftenberger and Geleene go unto Philip, (who 
in the Juliacan Mountain,and Berganian Field, muftred an Army) 
to defire ayds from the Hollanders ; The while Herbipolis is 
made fubjefl: unto the Empcrians, the City of Argentine refufeth 
1 the protection of the French, whether it were through fear of the 
oncj'ormiftruft of the other’s fidelity 5 The Landgrave of Haffia 
is put to flight at Hirsfield* The Ligiftians go into Wetterave, 
where they obtain Braunefelfc, who yielded rh^mfelvcs willing- 
ly 3 but two Towns, Fridberg and Buding, they take by force. 

But in Belgium alfo, or the Low-Countreys, there were no 
fmall preparations of War made, in the year 1632. For the Hol¬ 
landers on the 21 of May take Venice, and af terwards nearer pla¬ 
ces into their pofleffton. They alfo confirm the continuance of 
the liege of Traje&um, at Mofe, and flop 140 Waggons of pro- 
vifion of victual of the enemies. They give 'Fapenhetm the Em- 
perian Commander, (who was {lain,not long after Guflave ) a va¬ 
liant rcpulfe, and after thefurrender of the (aid Traje&um, they 
fubdue alfo Limburg and other places. Alfo the 15 th of O&ebt-r 
foliowing,Or/b), when as in order to the work, william of Nafiaw 
had from the beginning feifed upon fome Munitions between 
Antwerp and Bergubzome. 

Moreover, the year after, which is 1633, while they contend 
with the Spaniard, Auriack or Orange befiegeth Rheinbcrck, and 
taketh it, the Spaniards fortifying the Ifland of St: Stephen fo call¬ 
ed 3 but in the mean time, william of Nafiaw in lieu of it fnatch- 
cth away quickly Stellate and Philippine. 

This year alfo the Hollanders make large progrefles into the 
Weft-Indies, and fuffer a moft grievous overflowing of waters; 
but then again to make up their lofles, they foarch two fhipsouc 

of 
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of the Eaft,(wcre they not our Merchant-men coming 1 oiik? wr.o, rs*/^o 
it’s more than probable, were thrown over-board by them for the ^ 
pelfs fake) with fixty Tuns of gold. . „ 

Alfo in the year 1^44, thefe Hollanders they vanquifhed the 
Fortreflcof great Rivum in the other Weftcrn World: They 
receive three fhips from Guiny, bringing 1044 pound weight of 
gold, they poflefle the head of Auguftincs they chaftize the Py- 
rates of Memphis: They bring the Ifland called Paccuvia, f'ol- 
becce being their Leader, under the yoak. Then they receive 
feven Chips out of the Eaft-Indies; they poffefle the Ifland where 
there is the befl Indian fait, they quickly take Paraibas 3 a moft 
famous place. And all this, to adde to a worldlytrcafure. 

In Turky, the Sultan {Amurath, or Empcrour of the Turks), Uz ;- 
y^/the Bafhaw being removed from his voyage, joyns in a Truce 
with the Perfian, although young, hecomming foreign after his 
Grandfather, and then brings back his torn Armies, in the year 
163 2, in which year alfo his American Navy is caft away, to the 
number of ten (hips, with the High Admiral! and Ammirall be- 
fides, he loft 1500 Sea-men of War. Alfo the unlimited power 
of this Tyrannicall Monarch, hanged with a Halter a Merchant 
of the Venetians, in the year 1634. whohad fas it were) defiled 
his Concubines Pallace with a Profpe&ivc-Glafle 3 as alfo the 
tJHupbtt, that is, the High-Prieft, which was a very rare thing, he 
being accounted even his corrivall, giving no more honour to him 
then he to him: but his greateft brother flipt into Italy, and is 
made a young beginner in the Bifhop of Romes devotions, al¬ 
though perhaps little the better for it, and fcarfe worth the 
pains of bis travell; for what difference is there (as to com¬ 
mend toGod) between a Titular Chriftian, and a profefTed Ma¬ 
hometan ? 

In Poland at aflemblics held for divers matters in 1 £3 2. as bea¬ 
ting back the Mufcovite,reftrainiijg the Tartars, making a lading 
peace with rhe $aWe,for chufing a new king in the room of Sigifc 
mund (whodying April the 9th, 1*32, was buried the 14th of 
Jan. 1643. Uladiflaus who was chofen the year before, being 
crowned the 27 day of the fame January 1643) the Empcrour, 
defiring ayd from them, was denyed it, the States not confenting 
thereto. So good is a curb to unlimited power, that by the wm 
and plcafure of one, a multitude may not fuffer. And the Em- 
petour the year following (being it feemeth put to his fhifts) be- 
headeth eleven Captains, and hangs as many, becaufe of a battle 
that they had lately deferred. 

White thefe ruines were working abroad, fome Great ones in 
England, who were then in peace,not fbrefeeing trouble, attempt¬ 
ed d ivers matters as emblems of profperity, amongft which, was 
the repair of Paul's Cathedral in London, which began in 1^32, 
the chief author being william Laud then BKhop of London : 
wherein Bot onely vafte flams of money were exhaufted ; bur alfo, 
through the toyllomnefle of the work, many poor men exhaufted 

their 
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r\y\*/n cucir ftrcngth in drawing up huge ftoncs from rhe water fide like 

Anno 1*31 horfes: But before this magnificent Temple could be finifhcd, the 

°w uvF fay iog of Ecclefiaftes overtook it, There if a time to build, ancl a time 
to pluck down. 

In this year alfo on the eleventh of February, happened that 
lamentable and grievous fire on London* Bridge, which ( by the 
judgment of many) had not the hand of God been feen in the fud- 
den turning of the wind, (which before dravc it toward the City) 
when it came tothebottome of Fi(h-S trcet-hill,'would have pro¬ 
ved the defolation of London, there being fo much fit fuell in the 
adjacent ftrcct for the fire to feed upon. As London then escaped 
a grcat> and [wee, no [mail dangers-, fo let her take heed of abufing too 
too much her breathing time, and day of Fifitatton: For though either 
places, perfon,or Terfons, have been once and again delivered, yet they 
cannot png a perpetuallfafety unto themfelves. For we fee that fbarls 
the late King, (who when he went, in his Princedomc, with Buck¬ 
ingham in to Spain, being in no fmall danger, is (aid to havekif- 
fed Englifh ground as a token of his fafe ai rivall) 3 and afterwards 

io the ninth year of his reign 1^33. which year he went into 

Scotland and was Crowned) hardly efeaped the hands of one *Ar- 
thur a Dominican Frier of Spain, from being murthcred by him) 
after many toffings-and tumblings,hopes, andfcars)wentheadlcfic 
10 his Grave, not dying a natural death. 

Aifo in the year 163 2,Lord Wentworth } afterwards Earl o{Straf¬ 
ford, was made Deputy of Ireland, and the year following, 1633, 
September the nineteenth, william Laud carried up from the 
London-Sce, to the Arch-bilhoprick of Canterbury. But if the 
one had been then made but Jultice of the Peace, (as he afterwards 
faid, when too late, he fhould defire to be no higher) and the other 
butParfon of fomc private Parilh; whatever weight the lcfle 
might have layen on their Souls, yet in regard ©f their bodies, an 
untimely death might have been prevented 3 for that of the Hifto- 
ri aiv is many tiroes verified. Ubi maxima for tun a, ibi minima licen- 
cia-. That is, where there is the great eft worldly fortune , there is the 

^The year following 1634. (befides divers Pattents and Mono¬ 
polies of Commodities in the Land, that had been granted to di¬ 
vers particular men under the Kings broad Seal) Noy Atturney 
Generali to the faid King of England, fet on foot the Tax of Ship- 
money, thinking,thereby to do his mailer good fcrvice ; but the 
event proved quite contrary, for it being an unprefidented thing 5 
Etquire Htfw^tf»,efteemcd by many a.good Common- Wealths- 
man, refufed to pay, and maintained a fuit againft the King, 
bringing the Cafe to Triall in Weftminfter Hall, whereby the 
people m the Kacion were the more incited, as opportunity fer- 
ved,to vindicate what they believed to be their liberties.

The King of France, in the year 1632, in his progreffe from 
the Mountain Pefliila, wasaffliacd with a ftormy Temped of ofChr - lfl j t , 
three dayes, and on the fourth of O&ober, being almoft under the jd 3 *. 
open Ayrc without covert, the waters of two Rivers meeting toge- 
thcr, he was hardly pluckt out of them, but 116 perfons of his 
company were loft,with the Kingshoufhold-ftuffe: is (we fee) 

710 refpeBer of perf ms. 

Alfo the Duke of Lorrain this year, who was alwaics of the 
Auftrian party,is beaten by the Argentines he alfo (on fundry 
occafions) falls into the dilplcafure of the French King, and isol- 
ten times reconciled again. Things of lightfub fiance arefoon hot,foon 
cold. 

This year alfo in Gothe, 6oohoufcs, with the Temple of the 
Lady CMargaret, are deftroyedby fire 3 And the Ifle of c Malta in 
1 £34. is defaced by the flame: and the houfesof the renetiansfwlth 
fome Warehoufes,or Cottages do burn. 

But on the Tower of Stockholm, in Swethland, at the very fame 
fpace oftime that they fought the pitched batcell at Lutfa, and 
night now commingon, was feen two maids, the one, bearing a 
burning Torch, the other a handkerchief, or neckerchief caft 
abroad. Likewifc every one of the doors of the Towef, opened 
thrice of their own accord. A River of an indifferent emincncy, 
for the fpace of a whole day was dry, that men mighrpafle over 
dry-fhod. And lallly, in Smaland, the bells of their own accord 
founded. All which things, the iffuc proved to be fore-tokens of 
their Kings death. 

That we may look a little back on the affairs of Germany, Vina- 
rien in the year 1635, on the very beginning of January, pafleth 
over the River CMcnus with 12000. Souldiers into Wcticravc* 
then the Lievtcnanc of the Tower being befieged, delivereth up 
Herbipolis unto Gotze. But not long after, Bamberger of the Em- 
perian party recovcxeth it again, and Philippiburg ( which the 
French had but the year before taken by a ftratagem); Where¬ 
upon Oxenflcru, and Vinarien, with Granfe the French Arab a (la - 
dour, do enter into new confultations about matters, aiwin\heyme% 
and in the mean time, by the law of requitall, they had news 
brought them, that Braunfelfe was come likewife under their pow¬ 
er by a ftratagem. The King of Hungary having gathered toge¬ 
ther no leffe then 2 3 000, indeed fuffered fomc lode at Altorp •: but 
yet Spira being furrendred, he makes a bridge over Rhene, and 
troubled) Heydelbuvg* Where the Swedes did recover (Oh the un¬ 
certainty of humane affairs !) Spira for the French; then the Emperi- 
anscomeina hoftile manner out of Wetterave, and Ha/e, into 
Rbingaze. And in the mean time the Count of Embden , by the 
help of zMetternicb, takes Trevire into pofieffion. - Andr g alajfe 
fubdueth Auguftao fthe Vinbdolians by ftarving it, but Lam bay j, 

Cobarge by force, and the Frencht akc for his part, the Telline Val¬ 
ley, (the place, whence Joane called the maid otOrlcance, carrie 
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to the relief of Orleance, when befiegcd by Henry of England, 
o "chriS* as was fpecified abdvc in the Account) at unawares, 
to 1638. TheDakeof Neoburg, whether through fear, orloveof peace, 
CXV^sj carneftly defires, in the midft of thefc fhakings, to (land as a 
Neuter, but it fecrasthat would not be fuffered 3 for Lun&burgick 
the Swedifh Commander, at the Mountain of the Rape-roots, 
fets down with his befiegers on July the twenticch,beforc Neoburg 
and on the 30th day ofthefame Moneth, it made furrender unto 
him. 

But ( neverthclcffe) the affairs of the Swedes were to be be wail- 
id, and fad ; So that Oxenftern goeth away unto the French, and 
the Swedes had alrnoft folemnized the Sicilian Kefpers of Mentz,, 
unto the French King. Fanner (at this time) had perifhed or fuf¬ 
fered Ioffe by the laying in wait of Stalman ; notwithltanding the 
Legion of DeckenfteU (which is a number of Souldiers confiffing of^ 
6200 foot, and 730. horfc, is overthrown, mide is taken, aniF 
OMansfteld paffeth out of the Colonian field into mtterave, yet not 
without Dinainifhmenr. So that by this means the Duke of Neo¬ 
burg, as well by forces and ftrength, as words, recovered! his 
own again. 

The Emperotir alfo at or about the fame time, in the year 
calls an aflerably at Semprone . .Where he requires a great fum of 
Money, under more then one pretence, for the carrying on his de- 
figns and achievements, and (either out of fimple zeal and love to 
them, or mixed with Policy*tbe more eafily to accomplifh his 
defire) decrecth the Temples to be reftored unto the Catholiques 
(fo called) that were built by their Anceftors 5 and there recei¬ 
ved! Elfy, Frtdlands Chancellour, ( who it appears had been 
eft ranged before upon his mafters account) into favour. He alfo 
ftrikes a peace (being firft well weighed) of the Empire with the 
Duke of Saxony at Pirnedrefdc , he garnifheth and ftrengthneth the 
fame peace, the feditious rude ones ©f Styre being firft appeafed, 
and tamedby hisCommander Swartzburg, on the twenty ninth and 
thirtieth of May, at Prague, (for all this fair weather of Imperi- 
all correfpondency in the,forementioned particulars) he being in¬ 
terceded with by the Saxon in the behalf ©f th eSilejians, as touch¬ 
ing a favourable toleration in their Religious Rites, (fuch is the 
obftinacy of blind devotion) remains unmoveable. Of which al¬ 
io the Pope was joyful, and bad a defire to pacify the French . 

This peace made, and confirmed at Prague, many or moft of 
the S rates of Prague like of, and accept ; N.otwithftanding (old 
friends being loath to part) the Swedes cannot be fent away from 
the Saxon , even after a long deputation, and the endeavour of the 
CMegapolitane, yea, although the Emperour had written an Order 
for the withdrawing of the Warfare. But is the Saxons were up¬ 
on going,fo other fupplies came in the room: for F'inarien goes 
againft Gala/e , beyond Sare , and being iocreafcd in number 
through frefb fuppliqs of the French , had beat back Galajse , but 

that 
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that Landfta.ll had afforded fuccour to this, and terrour to the 
other. However he freeth eMentz from bcfkging, and frames Sfeiioft 3 * 
a bridge, attempting feme other matter. But in his return to i«3*. * 
through VF'e ft er unto Metis, Galafie following after him, although ^-OiCN* 
below him in forces, he gives him an overthrow, yet'ac Sare he 
paffeth not over without (laughter, and in a French field, refrefh- 
eth his tattered Army. Tafpeakofall particular paffages, would 
betootedious, andnot agreeable to the former Account. But 
then, above eighty thoufand of the Emperians, under the com¬ 
mand of three Captains, Galajfe and Grane, with the Duke of 
Lorrain , were feen ready to invade France, and encamping at Ma- 
fer and Rambervtll of Lorrain, they, with the French , and alfo Vi- 
narhen, are tormented with hunger. And at that time the Lor- 
rainer deftroyeth no lefs than 400 Villages on the borders of France , 
with Fire. 

Craze alfo (who in the year 1633. was offended and ©ffcnflvc 
to Fridland) in this year 1635. in the Moneth of May followcs 
him even in the fame kind of death, with the Sword, (Thru death 
ends thrfe Earthly Controverfies). And one Scajfgith eight daies after, 
followed him, both at rienne: where alfo in the fame Moneth, a 
horrible Tempeft with Lightning burnt the Scotch Tower unto the 
Stones, and with the fervency of the flame, melted the Bells.The 
Saxon (being of a friend become an enemy) about the fame time, 
joyneth together with the Emperours forces at Sandave in Sil f fi a . 

So that in the year following 1636. in divers places there was 
cruell and raging war on both fides. For Kniphufe his weapons* 
the Swede, and the weapons of Luderfheyme the Emperian, glitter¬ 
ed, and made Wejtpkalia tofhinej and on the very firft day of Ja¬ 
nuary, do a fflift one another with mutuall Daughter and deftru- 
ftion. Then Cratefteyn of Kniphufe, and Gelceu of Luderftjeyme, un¬ 
dergo the fame changes, and take their warlike turn. Alfo one 
Khtfing was not wanting in his endeavours for the Emperours 
party, who notwithftanding being unprolperous in battel, leads 
away into Stlefta, and was forced to deliver up the Province un¬ 
to G<ece. 

Pannier, aloft, carrieth about the chief of the Swedifh Arms, and 
fuddenly paffeth over the River Albti, and making fouraffaults on 
Barbye , at the fifth onfet takes it 5 Hefubdueth Mtfne. Yet (that 
he might not boaft too much) heyieldeth two Legions (noleffe) 
unto Baudtfjine the Saxon (with whom Hatspeld, together with 
Ulefietd, had joyned the Emperian Auxiliaries) to be beaten. So 
alio Magdeburg is loft to him, with Bemburg, whilft that he over- 
throweth Ifawlisk at Sande/JIeve, and takes the Fort of mnfenne ; 

But departing in a more calm manner through Marcbia, at vritti- 
ftock, he obtains a plentifull Vitftory of the Saxons and Emperians , 
or Saxons turned Emperians, where about the middle of Septem¬ 
ber, hefcattered them, took away all their Guns, Carriages, Bag, 
and Baggage, and quitted them of the field. From hence he go- 
Kkk cth 
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r^A>n eth away to fcourge Thuringe , and at the length, in the heighch of 
o?ch?ift^ December threatning Srford with fire and Sword, he obtains it. 

* When as he bcfiegeth ^Mansfield , the which made hot fur- 
render untill the year 1639. in the Moneth of Aprill, he cha- 
fed the Saxons running thither to help it 5 and moreover he ad¬ 
ded Naumbergi and Torgave, with other places unto a heap ofVi- 
(lorics. 

The Duke of Sako»j (to make yet hotter work) calls forth his 
Countreymen that flayed behind (by a publique Letter; out of 
the Swedijh Camps, and together with the Emperians, he reco¬ 
vered Havelberge, and Ratherave , and after the ftrengthening of 
the Garrifonsof Pomerania , he calls away Marazine, and fo gran¬ 
ted his Army and their enterprifes unto the Emperour, to be paf- 
fed over into the hand of Hatsfield. And then the Emperour 
thought a little after, in requitall of the French) as we may fup- 
pofe) to invade France, and to extend the feat of war beyond the 
bounds of Germany, to which end he had proclaimed attemblies 
for Election of Officers. Wherefore the Lorrainer makes aflault 
on Burgundy, where the Prince of Condy being at the fiege of Dole 
(at his approach) betakes himfelf unto a voluntary flight : and al¬ 
fo four of the Empcrours Commanders, Galajje, Lamboy , tMerce y 
and Ifolane , trouble French-Burgundy, untill Vinarien , being joyned 
with Valettane, the French Commander, taking Rarnbervill , and 
fame other places firft, fcattered the Emperians, whereby they 
were called back again, without doing any ding that might be 
faid worth their labour,and fo fit down at Drufenheyme, at the low¬ 
er Alfatia, which is on the left bank of Rhene, onely befieging Ha - 
genoe by the way. 

This year alfode Emperour gave a Tartarian Embaffadour a 
hearing, who promifeth him aids, though undetermined what 5 
but he kept him from his Countrey, either as a fawey Gucil, 
or an enemy. 

He allowed alfo the Garrifon of UrAtjlave for defence unt® our 
Earl of tArundeU, going over this year, in the name of the Brittain 
King, to require a reftoring of the Palfgrave: he had a cour¬ 
teous hearing at Lince, but more ceurteoufly fent away; words 
and complements are but Wind. Was he ere the fooner refto- 
red ? 

Geleen runs in the year i<? 37 , with evil fuccctte upon wrangle* 
and Funce bends into Silefia, that he might oppofe wrangle , who 
endeavoured to compatte Cuflrine $ and in the mean while Ban- 
nier was ncceffivated toforfake Lipfia,that Was ready to yield, be- 
caufe Hatsfield^galjfe^Sind Gace being fent for, ran dither, out 
of the Jenian ground that had been laid wafte. He takes a Fort 
that lay againft Wittemberg-bridge, (although (the ball being 
fo tolled on bod fides) he held it fcarce two moneds fpacc) that 
he might draw back the Emperians from Erford; the which the 
Saxon fuppofed was wholly befieged. But at Torgave he is en- 

compafledi 
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compafled with no lefi'e than ninety five doufand Warriours; 

And yet, (fee how difeord weakened!; through the contention of of Oirift,* 
the befiegers,, he flips forth, even roLandsbergand Cutlrine. The 10 icii . 1 
Saxon beftirring himfelf, makes (what by force and policy) a ^V'sJ 
Fort and two ocher places his own,whi!c the Emperians vanquifh 
three more, Wolgafl, Damnine Town, and Luncburg, a Field- 
Commander; but Bannier ftronger than he, retakes Wcrbene 
Fort from the Saxons, afterward being partaker of a fupply from 
Wolline, he had cfcaped, drawing alter him 30000, and at laft 
goeth in an affli&ed condition into Silefia. Thus the Proverb is 
fulfilled, Yours to day, and Ours to morrow. 

Before I go any farther, let me take notice of a Comet that in 
1633 hung over Barcelona’s head, in fhape like a Launce. If any 
thingof that kind fignifie,furely a fad token; efpccially being of 
fuch in unufual and warlike form - So that we may addc to that 
Philofophical Observation, (which is

There’s Comet none , which brings not evils dread) 
this. How much more,like 4 Launce when he doth fpread ? 

Alfo of three Marriages folemnized, the one in i^34,byChri- 
flian the 5 th of Denmark* King, with Magdalene Sybill daughter 
to the Duke Elcttour ®f Saxony, at Coppenhague, on the 5 th of 
Oftober;the other the year following 1635, sx^ienna,' where Maxi¬ 
milian Duke, Ele&or ©f Bavaria took to wife, Marian of Auflria, 
theEmperour’s fitter. Alfo Ultdiflaus King of Poland in 1^37, 
couples to himfelf CicillRenate the Arch-Dutchefs, at Vienna, his 
brother reprefenting him. In which year aJfo a Plague patted 
through all Germany, with the United Provinces of the Low- 
Countreys. Hot Anger, 

Which Polander had, on the third of January this year 163 5, 
entred into Thuronia, and Garde the Swede hath under his ban¬ 
ners fixty thoufand footmen, and four thoufand horfemen, in £0- 
ruttia, and was attentively heedful on his opportunity; but a 
peace comes in between them, in the height of July, fora league 
of twenty four years. But how I pray was this league kept? have 
they not fought fince ? What then was this great fhew for ? Nay> 
is not the Swede at this day preparing for fear of him, and the 24 
years are not yet up ? All this then was little better than 

The Xing of France with fourty thoufand men 
Went up a hill , and fo came down agen. 

Yet this it appears, Polands peace, afforded a very ravenous mer¬ 
cenary homebred Souldier both to the Swede and Emperour, fomc 
taking one fide, fome another, according to their loofe affections, 
or where was beft pay; and hereupon the King of Hungary be- 
Kkk 2 bcfiegeth 
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rsj^in fiegerh, Heidelberg, Harinove, and other places, his father the 
ifChciS Z Emperour takes Lutiea by force and (laughter , Landftull by 
wSjtf* craft. 

O'VNJ But the French King (great danger accompanying gredt world¬ 

ly honour ) was laid in wiit for, in 1^35, at three fcvtral places, 

Paris, Nance, and Abbevil, bdt the adverfaries attempts were 
fruftraied ; whereupon three were committed 10 a flavifh impri- 
fonment Tylaurerice, Fargyfe, and Menpenfer': Hiving proclaimed 
war againft the Spaniard, amongft other itchievements, he over- 
cometh him at Hoy (Cafiilicn being General there) with an ex¬ 
traordinary ad vantage^ there being 5000 of the Spaniards, and 
but io® of the French (lain : there were alfo taken then by the 

French, three of great note, Ferian, Charts of Auftria, and Ladro 3 
befides twelve Captains, wh6 afterwards, two of their keepers 
being by reward corrupted, made an deape. And in the year 

1637, they make great preparations againftthe triumphing (corn 
of their enemies ; and the French King maintains the two 1(1 mds 
of <_Margaret and Honor aids (beirig'it fecms of great concernment 
to his affairs) with great might and main. The Emperour’s for¬ 
ces alfoinvading.Burguhdy, he drives them out of that Province, 
wherehevanquiiheth the Temple of [Love] fo called. Love in¬ 
deed is alway conquered > but doth not conquer, where the fword 
bears fway. But from the Rhetiarts he heard no good news, foe 
two reafonsjbecaufe the Soufdiery was not paid off ; and (uo won¬ 
der) bccaufe the Roman ‘devotions wire brought b*dk again, with 
a fuppreflion of thofe of a contrary opinion, theDuke of Rhoaa 
much labouring therein. 

The Englifh King frames a huge Fleet in 1 £3 7, as it was then 
faid, for reftrainiag, or fubduing the Sea. But whether there 
might not be fome other end in it 5 for he intercedes that year 
with the Erapereur, in the behalf of the Palatinate ; And ( ic 
teems the Spaniards were then in the Englifh books/ makes 'z 
ftop of the Hollanders at Plymouth, f©r ! fpoyling 1 the Spaniards.- 
Again he trimms and prepares a NaVy in : 16$ 7, and Twas que- 
flioncd by fome, whether to reftore thePalfgraveby foul means, 
feeing fair would not do ?' or to furbdue his bWn fubjed^uphn oc- 
cafion at hand ? We may think the latter 5 for after that Burton, 

Pryn 3 and Bapwick had received their lift Cenfiire from Arch- 
bifhop Laud in the Star-Chamber, ( for the two laft of : thcfc had 
been cenfured before io 1634, Fcbr. lath.) on Jan. the 14th of 
this year 1 £37 , ( for writing againft the pride and corruption of 

Prelates ; fcourging with a lharp Pen Stage-Players and their 
abettors ; fpeaking againft men given to change from better to 
worfe, according to that expreffion in the Proverb*} by turning in - 
ward fimerity into outward Ceremonies : which word Ceremony , takes 
its derivation eicher from the Latineword Carendo*, bccaufe they 
are leaft wanted 5 or from the Greek, that is, to 

endure but foia time, and fo Was to give place unto, and not be 
brought in place of the true'worfhip;) and on the 30th day of the 

fame

fame January had flood in the Pillory and loft their cars, and af- 
cerward were fent away remote from London , and from each AnD * l6$t

Thefc came to untimely deaths by punifhments. Duke Mont- 
morence Lievtenant of French Narbony, who for falling off to the 
Kings brother, was beheaded at Toloufe, either on the third Kal. 
November, as above in the Account; or on the 17th of O&ober, 
as others, in 163 2. Five Tribunes or Maiors,with ether Gover- 
nours, and eight Scnatours were beheaded at PiH'enc by the Era- 
perour,in 1634, about the bufineffe of Fridland ; but four Maiors 
feparated or pardoned by favour. Likqwife this year the Gover- 
nour of Fridbcrg was beheaded, for yielding up a Caftle. Alfo 
Bcbafjgotfcb (as abovefaid) and Scbajjenberg were beheaded by the 
Enuperour in 1635. Finally, at Rome, the Marquefs of Bolognien 
was beheaded for Libels or little books fpread abroad, and his 
houfhold-fervants hanged, in 1636. 


CHAP. II, 

Of warlique Pajfages and other memorable things that fell out in Ger¬ 
many, Britain, and other parts 3 Ferdinand the third being Em- 
per our^ and Charls the frf, King of England, 

From the year of Cbrift 1638 , to 1642 . 


F Erdinand the fecond being dcceafed;the year following, 1638, 
The Swedifli party (whether through the force of warlique 
valour, or partly occafioned by the Emperour’s death) proceeded 
againft their Adverfaries with great fuccefTe. For both the Duke 
oiKtnarien returning fuddenly and unthought of,out of Burgundy, 
unto Rhene 3 and alfo a little after, the Swedifh forces being 
brought back unto the Baltick Sea, performed divers noble Ex¬ 
ploits. 

The occafion of his fudden return thither, was the news that 
he heard, of about i4Brigandines, or Coats of cruft of clay made 
to caft off the water, that were placed in Rhenes banks, to have 
yielded through the power of rnrth. After his coming, he befie- 
ged Rheinfield , and fighting his enemies in two batiels,being over¬ 
come, at length he overcemeth, and took prifonersof war, rnrth 
Enkford , Spertuiea , Fruflenberger i with other Captains, and Saveli, 
who deceived his keepers, by flipping away in an old womans ha¬ 
bit ; unto this place, by incredible enforcement of endeavour, 
and conqueft, he fubdueth Fridburg* a Town or City of Brifgove, 
and he laid traps for Brifack Lord of the Rhene, to hinder it from 
provifion, in as much as he knew the old ftore of vi&ual was be¬ 
llowed on the Army, and that himfelf might be able to flop the 
new. Whereupon two great Emperian Commanders, Gace, 
and the Duke of Lorrain run to help 5 but both with ill luck and 

(laughter: 
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(laughter: of which alfo Lamboy putting in (or an oppofer, made 
himfelf a partaker. And both parties (what about bringing in 
vi&ual,dcftroying a bridge, and fpoyling anJ overthrowing each 
others Camps) fought m©ft (harply, for the fpace of 4 moneths, 
with a doubtful event of War and lofle; but the Vtuurne Duke 


kept them folong in play, untill that mod fortified place,thr ugh 
mod cruel famine, of which one thing alone, (and ewac enough) 
it knew the force, came to yield. But this place cod hot water, 
confumingon both (ides, above 80000 men : and fpent the Con- 
querourof the Imperialiils 1100000 pounds; which charge or 
principal fumme, nevcrthelcffe, being taken, my author tells me, 
it rellored with a mod large ufury. Then at cue aforefaid Bil- 
tick Sea; thefe Swedes were altogether dreadful to their enemies, 
both defenfivcly and offenfively: For they couragioufly dif nd 
i?wgy?againftthe Emperour’s forces: and having incrcaled their 
own forces, wring (as it were) Gartifc out of the hand of the Duke 
of Brandenburgs and from the Saxon Warbnian, Wolgad, be- 
fidcs a Caftle* and being fuddenly overcharged in their mod wa¬ 
ry legions, they, in a military fury, rifle or cad to the ground, or 
both, Malchtne and Bernave . 

While, or a little afrer, that the Emperour courted the King of 
Poland with fumptuous entertainment at Vienna, and mod ceur- 
teoufly receiveth the Duke of Saxony, with his Tons at heutmerice 9 
fends an Embaffage by Eggenberg unto the Bifhop of Rome; and 
on the day before the Ides of December , undergoeth perill in 
bunting,the vehement force of a wind throwing down Trees; the 
Duke of Lorrain fights ftoutly, throughout Burgundy, Alfana, 
and Lorrain; but partly (as may be well fuppofed) through his 
bearing ill-will to Cjxcc, by reafon of emulous ftrife, the mother 
ofconfufion,hc is often beaten; whereby alfo tt.e (aid G<ece being 
difarmed, was by Mansfield brought before the Duke of Bavaria 
to render an account of his ordering the warfare; and in which 
he gave him fatisfa&ion. But the (aid Duke of Lorrain, ( who 
although he held Efpinal and other places, that were judged to 
be of great concernment, either to withdraw from or overcome 
Vinurn at Brifack , yet he prevailed nothing, as above men¬ 
tioned; Being himfelf difpcrled at Thanne , was conftrained to 
betake himfelf into a Wood, out of which (by a witty device,' to 
wit, fmall ropes being made of fhrubs, and hung upon every fide, 
by the light of fire-balls when they arecaft) he by night brought 
forth all, one by one. There being alfo fomc Ecclcfiafticall tu¬ 
mult (as I may fo fpeak) about this time at Breves ,about a Cathe¬ 
dral, whieh their new Archbifhop had given unto the lovers of 


his fc&. 

Butthe Swedifh forces, the year following alfo i ^39,luftily 
ad Mars his part, when as the Emperour’s forces did but little 
execution; for after the Duke of Viburn had Brifack furrendred 
unto him, he takes Landifcrone , and muftering 11000, goes away 
into Burgundy to winter; neither was he there idle, but by great 

endeavour 
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endeavour fubdueth Pontarly , and almoft all Burgundy , he takes 
into pofleflion the narrow paflages, even unto Mortage , and ob- ff 3 4 
taineth the Caftle of faux, thclofie of which the Lievtenanr or 
Governour purged away with the Ioffe of his head ; the Spaniard k/’YXi 
alfo a long time after befieging it, but in vain* And at length 
Thanes (with two Temples of Hippolytw and Claudius ) where the 
Lorraine/ had been Scattered, being fubdued, recruiting his Ar- 
my,he fets foreward for upper Germany, but foon breathed his 
fall, as is thought, by poyfon. Whereupon the top of affairs was 
committed to the guidance of four perfons, Erlach , Otto Earl of 
Naflaw, Rofe,and Ochernc-, whom, that the French King (who it 
feemeth flood in as much, or more need of the Swedes friendfhip 
and afliftance, than the other did of his) might make his own, 

{whether they loved him not, or fufpe&ed him ) he encounters 
them with a great fumme of Money, and reneweth his League 
with the States of High-Germany> alfo a Generali of the Army be¬ 
ing added in Vinurne’s room. Butin the mean time thefe four 
Dire&ours draw down unto the lower parts, where they pof- 
feffe Bungye, Oppenbeyme, with other places, and paffing over the 
River Rheme, meeting with Geleen the Emperian, arc beaten by 
him in Rhingave ; from whence going unto the land of the Arch¬ 
bifhop of Triers, .or Trevira, by reafon of the enmities of Capitu- 
lum, which being a City in Italy, I cannot leara what the 
ground of that enmity fhould be, they ufc it in a hoftilc man¬ 
ner. 

That I may not exceed the nature of this Account, let me in¬ 
clude Banniers, with other Svedifb exploits of this year 163?, in 
few words. Theone, not preferring Lipfta, takes Zwiccave chem - 
vice, and Altenburg into his poflefiion, alfo attempting Freyburg 
again and again, to no purpofe ; but he fubdueth Pirnave, Aufige, 
and Leutimerice , with Tettfchine Caftle. Then being increafed 
by Tortenfon , gets a vi&ory at £bemmee 9 where he takes thirty 
foot, and twenty HoifeEnfigns, befidesPrifoners of War, and 
fpiufiiinjr his Viftory) foliowes Frufienberier into Bohemia , he 
quickly inatcheth Melnice , and Brandife, he nghts again, and takes 
two great EmperianSy Hofjkireh, and Montcucule . But withall ha 
icceiveth no fmall check, in feeing four legions fin fnatching after 
all warlike ncceffarics) to be difperfed by the Hungarians 5 not- 
Withftanding he conquers again at fohnsbrode - 9 where, through 
iuft or inordinate defire, his men had almoft tumulted. While 
the other Swdifb parties arc bringing under Wolff ag, and Halley 
Wrangell a Major, comes to them with 300 men, having before 
fallen off unco the Duke of Brandenburg. Alfo Axel Lilly, fubdu- 
cth Damnum, Hornburg, and Maurice hit Caftle. Likewife other 
Captains take Burgfdorjfe 9 the Duke of Brandcnburghh chief Cap- 
tain, and Bernave a To wn, the fecond time. Then Kontnefmart , 
conquering at Duderfiade, makes that Town, together with qiey- 
cbenfieyney and Glettenburg, his own, yet being bufied clfewhere, 
was thrown out of Lily Hoik, and lilySpart>co working, 
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make five Towns acknowiedg Svethland, whereol Frankjord was 
Anno i ^3 Qne . cwo Towns, Dreifia, and Beuzen, are taken with the flaughtcr 
w of the Saxons, with fome other things, qua nunc perferibere Ionium 

L^VNJ elt. 

The Emperour performed little, therefore I will briefly recite 
his deeds. He calls Hatsficld into Bohemia, and coBferrcth the 
higheft command on the Arch-Duke, he alfo encourageth the 
Saxon to fubduc Tirnave, that Bannier had taken a little before, 
and he attempteth it often, but in vain, as alfo Altville, yet, not 
unftoutly beftirriog himfdf at Marburg, he brings his Grjfens Un¬ 
to certain laws or conditions. The Emperour alio fends away the 
Duke of Brandenburg into Livonia , where his Men tinder the com¬ 
mand of his Captain Hermanne Bottye are fcattered, and Bottye 
himfelt taken. He commands George Duke of Lunaburg, to re- 
ftore him Hildeflr-, that Koningfmart had taken from him a little 
before. Being willing to be rid of towers company in Bohemia, 
he bids Ohre a Major to fet upon Olde,;dorp, that jo the other might 
be rieceffiuated to depart thence, for its relief. And laltly makes 
Leopold mllelme the Arch-Duke, chief Commander of his 

’Tis high time to caft an eye upon the affairs c f other Nations, 
and cfpccially on Brittain, Brittain I lay, which (being environed 
with the Sea, ofio confidcrable a bignefle, it being reputed, if 
not the greateft of all, yetfaveone, the greateft ot lflands in the 
whole World, fo fertile for all kind of neceflary iuftenance, (wnh 
contentment; efpecially England, that its inhabitants may live of 
themfelves, without the help of other Countries) is of a tempe¬ 
rate climate, and to be accounted amongft the happieft of Regi- 
ons; and which for a confidcrable number of years, 1 do not find 
had been, lo much as in any eminent peril] ot forreign enemies, 
unlcfle’twere in 158 8. by the Spanifb Armado, nor but once in 
the jaws of death, by an undermining confpiracy of a Powder- 
plot, in its own bowels, from both which it received a delive¬ 
rance by a high hand of providence ; Now about the year 1638, 
begins as was faid of Rome \fuis viribm ruerej to fall and undo it 
fdf by its own ftrength : for (after the impoflrg of many Cere¬ 
monies by the Engltjh Bitoops, the Book for fports, and the Pillor- 
ing and banifhment of thofe three men, mentioned in the former 
Chapter, the Liturgy enjoyned to the Scottifh Nation, and af¬ 
terwards, on Aprill the eighth, i 6 sS.John Lilbum* young man 
fadly whipped at a Carts tail in London, and then pillored,chiei- 
ly for fpreading books in Holldnd , or elfewhere .in behalf of wil¬ 
liam prin, and VoftoiBa{l*ick,thc Scotshaving firft engaged thetn- 
felves by a Covenant, firft are difturbed among themfelves, 
(though with relation to what came from England ) infotnuch that 
the Marquefle Hamilton their own countreyman and very emi¬ 
nent amongft them, went into Scotland, on May the fixth, that by 
his perfonan prefence, behaviour, threatning, of perfwafion, he 
might appeafe tumults that were there raifed, and fo P rev 5 ^ a 
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War, but however thac hindered nor their proceedings and fome 
fay he raifed more diffentions, as having an aim at the Scoctilh 0 "™hr ; ft, 
Crown, but about feven-Moncths aftcr,thcEarl of A*pile a High- to j 04%. 
Under, declared for thofe that were called Covenanters, and then 
they took up Arms, and that they might not be firft invaded, and 
prevented of what they had engaged for in their Covenant, do 
March into England with a confidcrable Army of twenty or thirty 
choufand, Davtd Lefley being General, holding up, as is reported, 
the Bible, as a token of what they endeavoured to maintain: and 
comming fomc miles into the North of England, took New-Caftle, 

(a noted Town for Sea-Coal) and fortified it as a principle Gar- 
rifon, and place of retiring. Hereupon without delay, the En- 
oli\b King, who was King of all Britain and Ireland, refolving 
/with his neareft Counfellors, to alien and vindicate, what his 
Authority.had before injoyned; raifeth an Army nearly propor¬ 
tionable unto the other, fortifying as well by Sea as land* and on 
the 27th of March, he Marched into the North againft them. 

The Scots went forward to meet the King, though not with 
difplayed banners, and comming in fight, as an humble token, 
that ftubborn rebellion was not thccaufe of Arming, but rather 
aconftrained neceffity for defence and Vindication of their free¬ 
doms laid down their Arms on the ground before him. And 
when both Tides were ready to joynbancll (Whether as not wil¬ 
ing to ftrive with their fellow-fubjefts, or through a fear, at that 
time peflefling them) the Englifb denied to fight 5 fo that there 
was a neceffity of a treaty with them, which began on the tenth of 
Tulyfollowing,and ineight dayes time was concluded, and the 
next day after, which was the 18th of July, the Armies began to 
be disbanded, the Scots had good conditions from the King, as 
with relation to their Covenant and charges, for fuch was the bent 
of their fpiritsin that bufmefle, that without thofe, they were re¬ 
vived not to retreat .When the cloud was over theKing,foon retur¬ 
ned to his houfe at Theobalds, for on the firft of Auguft following 
he came thither, and was at his Court at white-Mall , on the third 
day of the fame Moneth. This year there were two Parliaments 
in Scotland, the one began on May the fifteenth, and diflolvcd by 
the Kine within a Moneths time* the other on Auguft the oneand 
thirtieth, which fate till Decemb.the 18th, and then was adjour¬ 
ned untill June rhe fecond following: I hear not of any great 
matter done by the firft, the time was fhort; Nor by the fecond, 
unleffi: it were to invade England the fecond time. There was al¬ 
fo a Parliament fummoned in Ireland this year, in the latter pare 
*>f the year by the Earl of Strafford, upon his return into Ireland, 
whoforac few Moneths before, in Aiiguft,had come into England, 
where he received that Title from the King. This Irtjb Parlia¬ 
ment granted Strafford four fubfidies indeed, but could do little 
good to that Common-Wealth, not being fo happy, (through the 
cunning clofc concealment of the bloudily intended Into) as to 
forefee and prevent that cruell and bloudy Tragedy, which m a 
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fWl iiebcllion wuhin two years after broke forrh. The faidiarlof 
of chriQj Sent ford returned into England near the beginning of the next 
101*42. year. n 

The French {JanwA ike) in the year 1 6 3 8, - turn their faces with 
their weapons, two wayes; againft the Spaniard, and alfo againft 
the Lorrainer with the Emperour’s forces. For rhe king of France 
fends the Prince of Conde with a great Army inro Spain , who fer- 
ting upon a place called Fontarabe, is by the Spaniard beaten off 
from the fiege 5 yet fighting a hurtfull Sea-battel to both fi <cs 3 lie 
gets the viaory, at Genua in Italy ; and then vanquifheth afraall 
Caftle of Ptccardj. And in 163?, warring by land againft the 
Spaniard , forceth Hefdin , a Town of theirs, to yield* but then 
Eeckter bcficgin^Thconsville, he is repaid with advantage, being 
overthrown and taken by Piccolomine and Becleye. When he had 
befieged a fortified Temple of Audomare to no purpofe 1638, he 
notwithftanding beat the Duke of Lorrain in Burgundy, the Duke 
°f Longueville being chief Commander : Whereupon he van 
quifheth two places, Polignye, andArbcefe; And afterwards 
Danviller in the Territories of Luccmburg. Then there being 
a Confpiracy for the betraying, or at unawares taking the City ot 
Metis or Metz in Gallo-Belgia, or French Germany ffb called,from 
Metis* a Roman, who (this City being vanquifhed by j 'dm Mar) 
enlarged and cncompaflcd it with Walls j as the City Au- 
gufia, was named from Auguflus that built it;) Tnis French King 
fent Ayds fo Efficiently feafonabl.c (which is the chiefeft of pru¬ 
dentialtime) unto the Duke of Vinum, that (before ’rwas too 
late) he hindred that from taking effe&. And this year alfo 
France began to be too hot to hold the King’s or Queen-Mother; 
King Lewis her fon not being plcafed with her,the enmity againft 
Rtcelteu the Cardinal, it feems remaining; and the flirof her 
younger fon the Duke of Orleance, (he not difaffe&ing: So that 
the muft return thorow Flanders, to the Hollanders, with 
much French fufpition, and there aot making much ftgy, came 
in the fame year at the very latter end of O&ober into England ; 
which coming being even at the very time that the Scots began to 
arm was judged by very many of the Englifh, not a little to 
heighten, if not harden. Kingly oppofition 5 which as it was in- 
creafcd, fo the animofuy of many fubjedts there, having an anti¬ 
pathy againft many things, was raifed alfo : Contraries neve* 
yielding willingly to contraries ,* but rather (as fire in the coldeft: 
weather which lcorcheth moft) take ftrength againft each other. 
She ftaymg about 9 or 10 moneths time here, returned (not into 
France ) out of England, rather unro moft more welcome, than 
when fhc came in ; and not very long after departed life. 

The young Palatinate this year 1638,obtaining fomc help from 
the Englifh King his Dnclc, mufters aSouldiery, and gets to him- 
. 1* Meppene y a Town in weffphalia ; but Hatsfeld the great Impe¬ 
rial Commander, fcattersand put him to flight; and withall, 
rakes hu brother Fobert , who was in the engagement; but he ob¬ 
taining 
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taming his liberty from the Empcrour in the year 1641, chi Kn,g 
of England bimfelf had employment for him and his younger i»ro- *?<:hr \K 
fher orlaurice, in carrying on his War (as chief Commanders) to v 4 i- 
againft the Parliament . And then (as an addition to the A&ions 
of tnc Emperoui’s Forces this year; the faid Hatsfield iubdixeth 
a ftrong place, with labour and coyl. 

But the Spaniih King alfo amongft the reft,ftrikes, this year,on 
both fidesof him : for he on the one hand contends in Italy, and 
oviTcometh three places, Breme , V’ercella , and Samara ; and in the 
J hacan field, Kerper. On the other hand, he fights with the 
Ducc with the like overthrow ; for he puoifhetn them moft: 
grkvoufly at Antwerp, whither he defends the (falloane Fort, and 
(jeldre moft valiantly to their lofte. And being lome-body at Sea, 
as well as ac Land, calls his Duke of Modena High-Admiral of 
three Seas. But fas a curb to a high fpirit ) the fame year, in the 
very Haven of Vrxef fourty of his lhips perifhed by a tempeft. But 
in the year following, 1 639, Bellona or warlique affairs fmiled 
upon him throughout Piedmont, a Province of the French : for 
the Spaniards make firft of all the Camp of Gregui and Crefcence 
their own ; then after that, the French, to withftand them, joyn- 
ing thcmfelvcs together in the Suburbs of Taurine, fought the 
Spaniard; but although the baioje was doubtfull enough, yet the 
Spaniard added to the other two, the place called Mia Nova , or 
New Village, with three other Towns. And made Trine, a Town 
rich both in provifion and plunder, yea and Taurine it ft If, with 
its CaftU-j befides two other places, to obey him as a Gonquc- 
rour. The French King, on the centrary, left he fhould feem ro 
do nothing againft his enemy, by two Leaders pofllfleth fourpla^ 
ces, Chivafe , and Sulfa in, the County of Roffilion, by the Prince of 
Conde ; Lured and ^Anthonie's Temple, at the Cantabrian Ocean 
in Bifcay, by the Bilhop of Burdegale, (whether through valour 
or policy) heovercomech ; and alfo quickly fnatchcth away two 
fliips of Spain laden with great fpoyls, At length both of them 
rafted the feat or ftare of warlique weapons in Italy, the which 
was fo.wearycd.with toffings and tumblings to and fro,that at the 
latter end of the year Saif a was again yielded to the Spaniard. Who 
doing difpleafurc to theTraje&inesof the Rivet Mod* by Sea, felt 
the force of the Dutch Fleet in a Sea-fight at 'Dunkirk to his dam- 
mage, CMartin Trump being Cenquerour; and toward the end of 
this year r 639, in a far more fierce one, a far greater Ioffe 5 the 
Spaniard of 50 Blips faving but 15; The two Navies pitching on 
the Englifh Coaft, the Englifh interrupted them. 

While thefe things were a&ing in Europe, the Turks in Afia 
vanquithed Babylon in 1639 , which.was defended by the T>erfi- 
ans untill the Befieger flew 40Q00 of the befieged, but who cer¬ 
tainly knoweth whathchimfclf l Q ft ? . Thisgrahd SuhanAmu- 
rath appoints a Navy to go, as far as the red Sea, againft the Cof- 
facks , and runs toward Bteger in Hungary, devouring the prey 3 
notwithftanding the Plague being in the City Aleppo, make s 
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TXA --0 bis Imperiall Maieftv to depart the place for fear s all this in

to That I may infert a grain of Hony amongft fo much Gall, we 

O'VNJ may take notice, that in the year 1638, in a piece of ground be¬ 
longing to Hungary, at the greater Waradinc, amongft the rub- 
bifh of a burying Chappell deftroyed by Bethlem Prince of Tran- 
filvania, there was a treafure found, with a pert-mantle or fome 
fuch thing, with a diamond in bignefle of a hens egg. I find alfo 
three eminent marriages foiemnized in thefc two years : one 
whereof was between Francis Chatls Duke of Lawcnburg,and the 
widow of Bethlem gabor the forefaid Tranfylvanian Prince, who 
dying in the year 1*36, (I rauft recede a little) new troubles 
arofe in Tranfylvania 5 after that, one Ragotzy enjoyed the affairs. 
Salymye of Bethlem* s family gathering 2000 Souldkrs and more, in 
oppofition of him, &c. Thus much in the general. And it is cre¬ 
dibly reported, that in the fame Tranfylvania , there is a vifiblc 
Church, who maintain their orderly fucceffion of Ordinances 
from the Apoftles times, by an adminiftrator of baptifm, without 
intermiflion. Be it fo: yet what is a fucceflion of the form, with¬ 
out the life and power they lived in ? 

Alfo of two male-children born into the world; for which there 
is joy to the travailing mothers? the one to the Duke of Bavaria , 
Jerome by name, on the day before the Kal. of O&ob. 1638 ; the 
other to the Duke of Lorrain’sbrother, named Ferdinand born at 
Vienne in 1 £39. But then again, the Duke of Brandenburg palling 
by,if 1 miftakc not, in Pareutbe, is fmitten with a leaden bullet out 
of a window, in 1638 ; the committer of which treacherous faft 
being thitherto unknown. 

By that time I have mentioned two or three things of note, it 
will be time to proceed unto the a# ions ©f the two other years, to 
be contained in this Chapter. At Vienna , the biggeft Bell in the 
City founded of his own accord, none enforcing it, which to 
me feemeth not the lcaft cf wonders. In the Prince’s Court alfo 
of the fame place, an Eagle of fifteen years old fell down dead : 
which feems not the leaft of tokens. And (which is among the 
greatettof wonderful thingsJa Chariot with 6 horfes,and five that 
were carried therein, was by the force of the wind call off from a 
long bridge into the River Danubimoi the fame Vienna . Tnefc 
three in one year, to wit, in 1*3 9. 

Money (which is accounted the finews of War) being wanting 
to the Emperour 3 himfelf, with the Ele&brs,Erobafladours,and 
the Deputies of other States came together at Norimberg,in 16405 
but there being nothing done at that meeting, there were the fame 
year Aflemblies of all ranks fummoned at Ratisbone, where they 
treated both concerning railing money for carrying on the Warr, 
and alfo, of reftoring the admin lftration of Civil Juftice in places 
where they could 3 which by reafon of the yrars, muft needs have 
been cither abolifhed, or negle&ed. For,

This Emperour, in a fpecial manner, endeavours a peace with the 
Danifh King this year; but luftily encounters the Swedifti For¬ 
ces : for {George Duke of Luneburg recovering Steynbruck,a Town 
before loft) the Impenalifts having Spark for their Leader, per¬ 
form two confidcrable Services, by beating Ekard and Rofe, two 
Swedifti Commanders i and which is more, by driving Bannier 
out of Bohemia : but being fomewhat difperfed hereby, they ga¬ 
ther their Army together, and fit down atSalfield, and with this 
fccond Army they recover Telchinc Caftle: Moreover, forcing 
Bannier to retire himfelf in the Lower-Haflia 3 but,following him 
thither, as it feemeth, too hotly, although they were joyned with 
Geleen , Haefe , Gonzage , and Hatspeldy they arc there fcaltered. 
Thefe alfo vanquish three Towns more, and under the command 
of Golze , force Hirfchberg in Silefia unto a demoliflimcnc 5 the 
Saxon Duke, the Duke of Brandenburgs and Fruckmuller, at three 
feveralplaces with like Martial force, in the meantime earncftly 
labouring, although in vain,and with {laughter of their men. The 
Pope amongft all this, being urgently bufied to make peace be¬ 
tween the Kings. 

Thofe that had been under thp command of the Duke of Vinurn, 
on the contrary, arc not idle, but^do,divide their company into 
three parts, poflefling Wetterave, and fprpading themfclves in 
three cnief places thereof. The Emperians afiault Bingium , the 
which being a place fit for paflage or conveyance 5 the other 
fharply defend againft them; yet at laft they lofe jt: and letting 
their warfare in order, a heap of battels imploying them, they 
joyn with Bannier 3 and at the latter end of the year, do fcattcr and 
beat the Baron of Bredah at Zige&bayne ; where alfo Rofe, a Major, 
takes a French Earl ( full of gold and BrigandinesJ unthought 
of. 

But Bannier himfelf this year 164©, playes Rite 5 he robbed 
and killed in Bohemia in thewayes as he went, and beheadeth 
the Confulsor chief Magiftratcs of two Towns, Satze and Cade, 
together with a Judge: after that, when the Eraperour’s forces 
had recovered two garrifons, he fleighting another place, takes 
fpeedily>although with fome Ioffe, pZawr-Caftlc, very full of' all 
fort of vi&ual : thence, while thcEmpcrians overcome Chemnice, 
he departed to Erford, and being increafed by other Armies, he 
tppofed himfelf againft them, who going forward to Salfield,had 
there refted with 70 thoufand men* His wife now dying, being 
grieved (when he had firft taken Fulda, and had heard a voyce in 
theayr. Begone, Bannier, be gone ,for now the time is,) he went away 
to Efchwege , and then joyns the forces of Vurlace to himfelf, 

whereby 
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whereby he wrefted that honorable Vidiory at Hamburg in Hafiia 
aforementioned 3 from the Imperialifts 3 which Conqueft, the 
furrender of Amtnoburg followed 5 then returning back to Erford, 
be befiegedonc place, and took another, now ready to ftrivcjif he 
could, to break into Bavaria ; Into which to comc,he bends him- 
felf in the beginning of 164.1, and therefore calling to him Gue- 
brian , who was the French General of VinwzS s Army, breaks 
thorowby fighting, and takes Chamice, as alfo cloaths appointed 
for the Empcrour’s Souldicrs. But then letting go Guebrian to 
another place, while he was more fecure than ordinary at a place 
ordained for hunting, that he had taken away from the Duke of 
Brandenburg. >he is invaded by the Empirians; and unlefs Scblange 
of Neoburg had,beforea Wood, valiantly refitted them, he had 
been quite overthrown. However, he was forced to redeem his 
efcape into Bohemia with the Ioffe of 2 6 Enfiens,and 1800 horfe- 
mcn \ yet percoiving the Conquerour to follow after him, 
calls back Guebrian , and, at Zwiccavc, is joyned with him. 

Then again, at the River Sale, the chief of warlike matters (and 
the conclufion iOBannier) is joyned, where each party maintain 
a Bank ; Bannier roughly, and (as 1 may fay) with his teeth de- 
fending his ; yetat length being forced to yield, he goeth to Hal- 
berftade, where voyding much blood and matter, through an Im- 
pofthumc, or breaking of a vein, he put an end to his life, and fe 
to all his toyl and labours ; the Voyce, as may be well fuppofed, 
that he heard in the Ayr the year before, having reference rather 
unto this time of his death, than unto the Vi&ory that he got a lit- 1 
tic after, at Hamburg, But the Swedifh farces (what through this 
Arch-warriour’s death, what through this laft repulfe at Sale ) 
were broken both in ttrength, and courage : yet not being wholly 
difmayed, they ftand waiting upon the Senate of Stockholm for 
new orders, who commanded Torfienfohn to undergo, as General, 
Bannier’ s charge and burden, who having received his Commif- 
fion, pafleth over the River Albis with a fupply of his own, and 
joyns with the Bannerians 3 whereby they allayed the fpirits of 
the Emperians that then were hot againtt them. Notwithftand- 
ing they having renewed their League with the Lantgrave of 
Hefle, and the Duke of Luneburg, break thorow Wolfebyte, and 
(being refolvedly bent^they beat and are beaten, untill the Duke 
of Luneburg could pafle over unto the Emperour’s party ; which 
gave an occafion to the Bannerians of moving elfe-where. 

Many places were yielded to the Emperour’s Souldiers this 
year; nrft the Town Crucinack with its Cattle; then feven other 
confiderable Cities and Tovtrn,with other places of lefs note. 2>w- 
ftene (fomewhat remote) was after two moneths fiege taken. Bin* 
beck andalfo £live were forced to yield, and that with a laughter 
of the Haitians who had come for relief; and in the mean time 
the Dnke of Saxony, through very much labour and induftry 
brings Gorlice under his power. In which year alfo (being 1641) 
by the Emperour (at Affemblics held at Ratisbone concerning a 
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right managing the War, and fupplying me iaiu War with aydsj 
Edward Duke of Brrgance } the natural brother of the valiant and 
diligent King in Portugal , is committed to cuffody. 

But in England, alter char Is King of Britain was again effran- 
ged Irom the Scots a little after the pacification between them, 
and had difavowed that Paper which the Scots, avouched to con- 
tein the true conditions of the fame, and in teftimony of his indig¬ 
nation againtt it, had commanded it to be burnt by the common 
Executioner, in the year 1639. he told his Privy-Councell about 
the beginning of December, the fame year, that he intended to 
fummon a Parliament, or Kingdom’s Reprefentarive in England , 
(which began on Aprill the thirteenth, in the year 1640) with 
which the lubjcdts were even filled with hopes of redreffes of ma¬ 
ny things amiffe, and almoft with wonder, at the having of thar, 
the name of which feemedto be ftrange amongft them; Bu t their 
hopes were not anfwcred herein ; for the King being very urgent 
at the laid Parliament for money to War a fecond time with the 
Scots, and to pay the Army that he had already raifed in order 
thereto, which was to be done by that which they call [Sabfidy], 
fome Mcmhcrs preferring a redrefle of grievances before the 
other, made fpeeches to the fame purpofe ; but yet they ta¬ 
king the faidSubfidies into confederation, while they were deba¬ 
ting the bufineffe, the King thinking (it feems^) they were not Cor- 
diall therein, and did it with delay, brake them up, on the fifth of 
May following, which was in the (pace of three weeks. But af¬ 
ter that, he continved the fitting of the Convocation of their Cler¬ 
gy untill May the twenty ninth, (a thing never known fo before) 
who, by his Authority, made Canons, and put Oaths upon fome. 
And on the eighth of July following, the faid King had a third fun 
bom unto him, named Henry , and intituled Duke of Gloucefter. 
Bur the Scots upon new difeontents enter England the fecond time, 
onAuguft the feventeenth, (their fecond Parliament now fitting 
again, June the freond, that had been adjourned from December 
thceighteemh, 1639,) againtt whom the King (having had con¬ 
tributions from the Clergy and others) and ifluing out Writs for 
S nip-money, and other waies undertaken for defraying the char¬ 
ges of the war) fet forward toward the North of England with an 
Army, on the twentieth day of the fame Augutt, under the com¬ 
mand of the Deputy, Earl of Strafford (the Earl qf Northumber¬ 
land^ who was appoynted as Generali, not being in health) where 
having a fight, or rather askirmifb, at 2s \cwburn, on the twenty 
eighth day, and at another place far North, the Englifb fouldiers, 
not witling to engage in that caufe, and many mutinying againtt 
their Officers; the King (who had on September the twentieth, 
fet up his Standard of War at the City of Terk 9 and his Councill 
meeting there on the twenty fourth day) by a choice of fome 
Lords of both Kingdomes, to compofe the matter, at length came 
to a ceflation of Arms with the Scots upon feven Articles on 0 < 5 t. 
the twenty fixth of the fame year, untill Decemb. the fixceenth 
M m m ' following. 
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following, which Armies were not disbanded until the beginning 
of Auguft following, in the year 1641. In the mean time fomo 
to 1*4!.* Englifb Peers and Barons, being fomewhac fenliblc of the conditi¬ 
on^ on of their Nation, and what the confeqnence of this war with 
their fellow-fubjefts, might be 5 do Petition their King to call 
another Parliament with fpeed 5 who feeing a nccefliry thereof, 
as well as the Petitioners, acquainted his Councell at York of his 
intentions for a Parliament, which fhould begin on Novemb. the 
third following, which Parliament (having the fame year, Jan. 
the E leventh, exhibited a Bill for one to be had every three years, 
and alfo May the tenth, in 1641, another bill for their own con¬ 
tinuance, untill they were willing to diflolve; unto both which 
the King figned) fate from November the third, 1640. unto 
Aprill the 2oth, 1^53. alraoftthirteen years, and therefore was 
by the English called the [ Long-winded ] Parliament. One of the 
firft things this great Councel fet upon, was to impeach thofe 
whom they judged offenders againft the Common-Wealth : the 
firft of whom was the afore- faid Deputy of Ireland , the Earl of 
Strafford , a deep Politician, who being committed tocuftody, on 
the Eleventh day ofNovember T640. and to the Tower of Lon¬ 
don, the two and twentieth of f he fame, and began to be tryed in a 
Pompous and remarkable manner on March the'two and twen¬ 
tieth following, upon nine Grand ‘Articles, in the Hall of Wrflmin- 
[Ur , whofe triali ending April the fifteenth, 1641. was (being by 
his Judges, adjudged Guilty of High Treafon)beheaded (the King 
having firft figned to his Execution) on the 12th of May of the 
fame year. 

Another was, to cenfure and remove divers Mimfters of the 
Church that were fcandalous, orfuperftitious, and to relieve and 
recompence thofe who had been diligent, and Confcicntious fuf- 
ferers. 

The Parliament and people of Sngland (at this time) loving the 
Scots, becaufe they looked on theth as inftruments, (by oppofing 
the King) of procuring this means of their redrefle, Commifiioners 
from Scotland) had acceptable refidence in London on the 19th of 
November 1640. the Parliament on the twelfth day of the fame 
Moncth, before their comming thither; having by Vote ordered 
the Scots, in part of 300000 ife. no leffe then 100000 lb. to be 
payed them, for fupplying their lofles and neceffities. At the lat¬ 
ter end of which Moneth, Pryn> and Burton, and within a Fort¬ 
nights time, Bdrnck , who had three years before, fuffered as 
abovefaid, were brought with triumph into the City from exile, 
about which time alfo there was Petitioning by the Londoners, 
agalnft, not oncly the mifdemeanors, but the very (landing of the 
BUhops-of their Church ; and william Laud , Arch-Bifhop of Can¬ 
terbury , was on the eighteenth day of December 1640. by the 
Great Councell of the Kingdosne, fequeftred from all his digni¬ 
ties, and (to the Kings grid) committed, firft into the hands of the 
Ufhcrof the upperhoufe, which they calltfre black Rod, and on 
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the eight and twentieth day ot January following, unto a clofcr 
confinement in the Tower of London: and afterwards in the Ann ° 1641 
Moneth of November, 1^41. there being tumults of the Citizens ofGhrift * 
of London, in the midft of which, they declared againfl, and 
threatned the Bifhops 5 twelve of whom (having protefted againft 
the validity of the Parliaments votes in their abfence, the which, 

they faid, the danger of the tumultuous occafioned) were accu- 
fed thereupon of High Treafon; ten whereof were Tent Prifoners 
to the Tower, the other two to the black Rod. Amongft thefe 
things the Brittifb King cfpoufed his eldeft daughter CKary, unto 
William of Nafaw> fon of Henry Prince of Orange in the year 1 £40 
and the faid young Prince comming to London on Aprill the twen¬ 
tieth 1641. (the Parliament being pleafed with the marriage,the 
States of Holland's Ambafladours, make fair propofals to the 
King) was with great folemnity married unt0 h cr on the fecond 
of the fame year, fhe being then not above ten years of aee 
and the Prince about fixteen. 

The king alfo took a journey this year, on Auguft the tenth, in¬ 
to Scotland (the Parliament intreating his longer ftay,by reafon of 
the kingdomes occafions). Which proved a hinderance unto 
Engiands aftairs. And although the kings end of going at that 
time, wasnotbythe£^///I? u nd cr ft oo d, yet a ScottiCh Writer 
iaich, (for it was about the time of the two Armies disbanding) 

It was fecretly to engage them againft the Englijh Parliament by 
large and fair promifes, and alfo to take fome Noble men of Scot¬ 
land out oi the way, whofe willingneffe therein he fufpe&ed. But 
xn *J? e . mcan time, on O&ober the three and twentieth, 1 64. 1, the 
confpiracy of the Trifb in Ireland (fo long kept clofe) broke forth 
in a moft bloudy manner againft the Enghfb ,and Proteftants there, 
fo that m two Moneths fpace, (befides many great and grievous 
torments,and fpoy lings of worldly goods and eftatt s) weremurder- 
ed noleffe, (as is credibly reported; then 200000 Souls. Amongft 
ocher places of ftrength, the CafUe of Dublin , Irelands Morher-Ci- 
ty, and that kingdomes chief Magazine, was to be feizedonthis 
V f r Z 1 ? V but b y a Countreyman of their own, fervant to an En- 
ghfb knight through a providential relation over-night, by CMac- 
Mobone, of fomepaffages unto him, it was difeovered; whereby 
this UWacmohone, and ^Maguire an Irifb Lord, werefuddenly ap¬ 
prehended,who afterwards fuffered death isEngland for the fame,

could (in fo fudden a cafe) for fupplies againft them. 7 

But on January the third (next after the faid king returns from 
Scotland^ which was on November the twenty fifth, on which day 
he was with pompous folemnity, and coftly equipage received in- 
to London by the Citizens; he exhibited feven Articles of High 
Treafon againft fix Members of that reprefentative, (chiefly mo- 
ved hereto as fome fay, by his Queens being begun to be accufed 
about the troubles of Ireland) and the day following came perfo- 
Mm ra 2 nally 
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" nally into the Lower- h^Jd^(twoer three hundred armed men 

Anno i <33 attending him) and fitting down in their Speaker s Chair, de¬ 
co 2 ?* manded five of their Members ; but they having abfented thetn- 
felves upon information, and that houfe judging the King to have 
broken their privilcdge thereby,he being urged as for other things, 
fofor that he could not have his will on thofe men; the people 
alfo flocking to Weftminfter in great throngs, from d ikon tent, 
took (as he thought ) a juft occafion to depart from the City unto 
an houfe of his about 12 miles from London, called Hampton- 
Court, on the very 10th day of the fame Jan. 1641, Who (being 
petitioned for the Militia on the 27 day, to be put into the Par- 
liaments hands, which he refuted,) after divers movings from 
place to place, came, at length, on March i^th,unto York, where 
we found him, when he firft divulged his intent of fummoning 
this Parliament, with whom now he was difeontented. Who 
alfo had this year publifhed a Law for the reftonng the Palatt- 
xatc his Couzen, (in whofc place, his father being dead, the Da- 
niih King is fer; but to little or no purpoic, beginning to have 
enough to do at home. Wales alfo, a dominion belonging unto 
Englandy being in the year 1640, what with Sea and rain wa- 
ter?, almoft drowned, which may be accounted a preiage of the 
mifery, that for fomc few years overfpread, and almoft over¬ 
whelmed that Nation. . , ,. . 

The French King, in the mean time, minds his own a&airs, ta¬ 
king care to have two places (concerning Germany) fortified, Bn- 
fackmA Rheinneld ; and gives increafes unto Vtnurn s Army un-. 
dcr the command of Guebrian\ yet loofeth Sal[e\ <heie in 1641. 
Butagainft the Spaniard the fame year he prevails not a little; 
for they befieging Cafale, he beats them off, and flapping them of 
their Camps,obtains a prey to the value of <?o thouland Duckets, 
which was for the Seuldiers pay; the other almoft meftimabic 
for there was a lofty Chariot that end (itfelf) 8000 Duckets. 
They fight again at Pade, where the French had the mafterdome, 
and gets Taurint by furresder. Moreover, he performed a no¬ 
table piece of fervice in the Netherlands agamft him ; forcoming 
upon Aire bate unthought of, he furtounds it, and within three 
moneths time fubduethit; which Town, had for the fp ace ^f 
148 years renounced the Rule of France, and therefore by the 
French King’s Anceftors had been fc ven times befieged; yet all in 
vain And whereas the Catalonians (who by reafon of nearndie 
of fixation, are fubjea to Spanifh Incurfions) were dealt unwor¬ 
thily withall by them, they humbly craving ayd, the French be¬ 
gins this year by great Armies to fet them at liberty; and in the 
year 1641, goes about thebufineffc with the Spaniard , and gives 
him oftenoverthrowes at Barcellona 5 and then befiegeth Tarragon 
of Catalonia ; which the Spaniard (loach to lofc) often attempts 
to beat them off, and as oiten fruftrated by the French, untill at 
length being overpowred in number, he is forced to leave tt. i tie 
Prince of Conic likewife robbing and killing in the S P*”^ 
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County of Rujitlio. The King of Spain alfo having fomewnat to 
fay unro John the 4th,King of Lufitania or Portugal this year, by of chrift, 
diflwafory letters, he is not at all moved thereat, but fends his to i« 4 z. 
Embafladours every way even to rhe Dutch and Swedes, endca- 
vouring to get their favour. Difcovcring alfo, and quenching a 
molt deftrudtive Confpiracy againft him at Lisbone. 

Moreover, the Pope facing a partaker againft the French , occa- 
fions him to fight at Bt*lloign y and he feeth all the Dukes of Italy 
to take in hand that which they had made a common caufe againft 
him. But when as the Governour of Sucflb, being fupported by 
other helps, had made an inroad into France nigh the Wood or 
Forrcft of Aeduen y he turned thither all his power, overthrew the 
other, the Suejfonian himfclf falling in battel* and who was the 
Jaft of that ftock and ambition. The French after this, fubdued 
three Towns of their enemies, but were forced toreftorc Arre af¬ 
ter four moncths, by reafon of other diftra&ions. 

The Dutch feems to be more enriched with Tunns of gold out 
of both the Indies this year 1^40, than impoverifhed by battels; 
for they receive from thence 150 of them: yet they feel the force 
and damage of fome great ftorms in their havens: and fight bloo¬ 
dily againft the Spaniard at Hulfl, attempting two places,S/«/<r,and 
Bruoe in vain. But ftoutly befieging the fmall Forrrefs of Gennepe 
in 1641, they conftrain it to yield. Arming the year before by 
reafon of the dafhmgs begun in England ; and being then alfo for¬ 
bidden to ride on the Danifh Sea. 

Amurathj'EmpcTOur of the Turks (who had the report of a good 
Souldicr,but a greatTyrant)dying in the year 1640,the 3 3d year, 
the flowr of his age, his brother Ibraim, in the 27th year of his 
age, luccecded him ; who continued his bufie endeavour of peace 
with the Pcrfian: but calling the Tartarians into his fellowfhip, 
rhreatnetha moft cruel War on Poland ; whofe Pyrats alfo of 
Argier take a Spanifh {hip, valued to be worth 300000 Flo- 
rens. 

Three or four ftrange and unufual things happened in divers 
places within two years fpace: The one was a Whale,which be¬ 
ing (in a Province of France) left without water, on a place where 
the Tideebbeth and fioweth, was found robe 320 foot long, and 
162 foot broad; This monftrous King of Fifhes, was nine dayes 
in deftroy ing with Guns, as if ’twere {booting againft a Caftlc; 
afterwards being drawn to {hoar by 500 ftrong armed men, open¬ 
ing his chaps, they faw themeafily to receive a horfe with his ri¬ 
der. Another was, a feven-fold off-fpring brought forth at one 
birth in the Swcdifh Camps, in the year 1640, four whereof 
were male-children, three female; the laft of which received a 
baptifm,and then gave up the ghoft. Alfo at Stockholm in Sweden , 
on the 4th of the Ides of January, 1^41^ the whole Princes Court 
ieemed to be very bright and fhining with lights; and, which is 
thegreateft thing, three great Guns were heard to be difeharged, 
without the moving of auy mans hand, or fire unto them. But 

throughout 
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throughout Bavaria, in 1640, was there a lpatious hunting made, 
of chrift 4 , 1 * s they fay, by the Prince of darkneile, with how ling cries, dogs, 
to 1*4*/ flefh,anda. company of fervants, and divers wild bcaftsj now 
ready after a while to go (as he faid) a fi filing. This being true, 
as it is related, furely a lively fign both of violence, by the hunt¬ 
ing 5 and of deccit,by the fifhing, in the earth, 

Belides thofe mentioned in ourdifeourfe by the way,thefe may 
be taken notice of in their deaths both naturall and violent. Chri- 
fiian, Prince of Portugal 3 and Marodas Duke of Prague', Francis 
Jacinth, Prince of Subaudia,a child 5 which three departed life in 
the year 1638. And the fame year, one Cyril a Patriarch, that is, 
a chief father of the Greek Church, through the inftigations or 
movingsofhis adversaries at Confiantinople, was ftrangled with a 
rope. Columna , Matter of the Stable, dyed at Rome in the year 
1639 3 in which year the Emperour of Cjermany loft ‘Philip and 
uiugufiine, his fccond and third Tons, by death. And Lewis , fon 
to the prince of Orange, was almoft born, and dead in a moment. 
Kirchbaw an Emperian Major, being taken among the Swedes, was 
beheaded at Vienna in this year 1639$ and within the compafle 
of the fame year the Earl of Buchaim being mortally wounded in a 
fporring-exercife, in a fhort time after exchanged life for death. 
In 1640, befides «/ imurath the Turk, dyed George Con , (one of the 
pope’s three Ambaffadours, that (by the Queens prevalency with 
the Fnglifb king her husband) had been lately fent unto him, and 
with great honour received by him, in his return out of England 
to Rome. Alfo fjeorge Wilhelm, Duke Elector of Brandenburg 5 
whom Frederick mlbelm fuccccdcd. Which Frederick the year 
following began to diminish theEmpcrour, by little and little, 
making his Garrifons his own, and therefore is honourably and 
bountifully received in the Affemblies at warfove. But Chrifiian 
Ulrick, a Prince of Denmark , departing from Colone, a City on this 
fide the River J Ihene, by the hands of the provoked Hollanders (for 
this very year 1640, they were fordidden the Danifh Sea) perill¬ 
ed. Befides John Bannier the SwcdifhChampion,this year 16^1, 
dyed jdrnbeym, Chief Commander of the Duke of Saxony’s Soul- 
dicry. John George, Duke of Brunfwick , and Lunehurg this year de¬ 
parted at Hildefe, who would have obtained his Wolfebyte 3 but 
died without what he fought after. Likewife Otto, a fingle man, 
Earl of Schaumburg , and the laft of that Earldome. Amongft the 
reft Anthony Carajf a in the Province of Barryen, in the kingdome of 
Neapolis, is to be mi nded, who in 1641, for new burthens (a fair 
warning)impofcd on the people, was by the common people flain. 
And to conclude this Chapter with a raoft fad accident that hap¬ 
pened in the year 1 £40. At Forcheym of Francony , a Countrcyman 
killing a Hog, went away about other occafions; in whofc ab¬ 
sence two little Boyes, one of fix, another of three years old, in 
imitation of their father, kill a little brother of theirs under three 
Moneths old3 and as though they had well done, tell the horrid 
aft to their father, being in the Garden. He beholding the bufi- 
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fmeffe, chides them with harfii words. Whereupon the c ildrcn 'W/) 
for fear of rods, hide the child in the oven. Their Mother, being o f nn c h | 4 4i 
about her work and knowing nothing, running from the cattle, to ,*3.’ 
fets fire on dry wood to bake,and departs: when (he came to draw l/VN 
out the coals, (he Ceeth (as I may fay) her own bowels in her 
childs, burned : which caufed her to rufh head-long into a Well 
and drown her l'elf 3 and her Husband (through this double grief) 
to hang himlelf. 


CHAP. III. 

t/in account of what noted Pajfages happened in Germany, England, 
and other places . 

From the year of Chrift 1642, to t6^6, 

A Lthough England might now begin to be the chief Subjcft 
of our lurveying Account, her bill owes of trouble and civil 
diffentions rifing high 3 yet fince Germanic’s calamity was before 
her in order and continuance of time 3 it (hall be alfo in order of 
declaring. 

Torfihenfon therefore having taken on him Banniey* s truft in be¬ 
half of the Swedes, playes Bannier's part 3 for, having condemned 
one Seckendorff a Comroanderjto be beheaded,for treachery to the 
Army at the fiegc of Wolfebyte 3 and by Koningfmark railed the 
fiegeof Mansfield^ hearing that Sto/kw/V was overcharged by the 
Duke of Lawenburg throughout Silefia, he runs to him, and ha¬ 
ving reduced four places of ftrength3 in the monethof June 1642, 
fcatters the faid Lawenburg his forces, and at Swenice, takes him, 
with 38 Waggons. Thence (having fortified another place as a 
refuge in doubtfull cafes) hegoeth to Sittave, and undertaking to 
befiege Lipfie, the Emperians coming tooppofe him, he goes to 
meet them, and gave them a great overthrow 3 there were flain 
to the number of 5006, he took 83 great and choyfe Officers pri- 
foners,and above4000 and 400 common Souldiers, 122 Enfigns> 
4 6 great guns, together with 69 Waggons : and when this was 
done, returns to Lipfie, and on the 240! Oftober the fame year, 
receives it by furrender. And (that he might the better deal with 
the Emperour) perfwades the Duke of Brandenburg to ftand as a 
neuter 3 but the Duke of Saxony not fo. 

Cjucbrian , likewife the French General, and Uberfiein the Com¬ 
mander of the Hajfians, by the fufferance of the Dutch, paffeover 
the River Rhene unto Vefalia, where they fall upon and beat Lam - 
boy,{ who had aflifted the Duke of Sueflb the year before in his 
in-breach into France) about to depart into his Winter-quarters,* 
There are 3000 flain, and 4000 taken 3 amongft whom then: chief

to 1646.* ing afterwards vanquifhed and poft-fled, aod 500 wagons taken, 
v-^VNJ that were carrying things of great value unto more fecure pla¬ 
ces. 

But the Emperour (about to fet his Souldiery in order) exchan¬ 
ge* Horn iovmrtbi two grand Commanders that had been tnu- 
• tually taken : yet he is rather affe&cd this year 1642, with grief 
and anger for the two overthrowes received (as abovefaid) at Si- 
lefia, (whereby Moravia, the very Center of the Land is polftlfed 
by the Conquerour) and at Lipfia, which by realon of nearnefle 
made Prague to tremble; ( This overthrow was by flight, where¬ 
upon he branded that Legion that chiefly fled, with difgracc, and 
cut eff the head of CMandeflob the Major) than with any great joy 
for warlique (uccefle ; yet this fupplyed the place of all comfort, 
that he rccovereth Oelfa of Silefia, as alfo MArcodure in the Juliacan 
field, affording fuccour (by joyning with the Duke of Bavaria) un¬ 
to the Province of Colonc. About the beginning of this year, he 
confirms a peace with the Turk at Buda the chief City in Hunga - 
ry, for 20 years. And? being now worfted, (through die labour 
and endeavour of the King of Denmark) toward the end of the 
year, he admits of a Treaty of peace with the Swedes; and to 
this end, are Aftetublics gathered together at Frankford upon the 
River Mentz. Nevcrthelefle,the war going on, and being every 
where drove againft; not forgetting the daughter and overthrow 
at Lipfia, he beheadeth in 1643 more of the chief, and authors of 
that flight; publifhing his Brigades to be infamous. And for his 
afliftance, would have drawn forth the Hungarians without their 
Kingdom’s bounds; but could not obtain them. This year alfo 
he grants Ficcolominie to the King of Spain for a General: yet the 
faid Ticcolominie in 1643; before that conccflion, haftening againft 
Torfihenfon, makes him to quit Freyberg of Mifnia ; but he fcat- 
tets Brtioy , and fettiog Qlmucc at liberty, finding there a confidera- 
bletreafure, he fends it away into Swetbland. Now alfo he re¬ 
ceives bands ofSouldiers from the Dacians , having taken Neo- 
flade and other places into podeflion. And having firft redeemed 
fome Captains of three Legions (that were through doath fur- 
prized by the enemy ) with money, he afterward bangs forae, and 
cafhiereth others. But bedeging Brunne, a ftrong place, to his 
great dammage, he over-recruited the faid Ioffe, by difperfing 
Bucheym an Emperian Commander, and vanquifhing Eulenburg, a 
Town (in the borders of Moravia and Silefia) containing in it a 
million of gold. Yet while he moft haftily leads away into Hol- 
fatia , and difperfeth fome Troops of horfemen that firft came 
againft him, he lofeth Site avia of Silejiay Lemberg, and other pla¬ 
ces. 

Horn leads an Army out of Swetbland thorow the main Land,’ 
confiding of 20000 men, and a double Navy was trimmed up at 
Stockholm 5 for they fell out with the Dane this year,for three cau-

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fes; for hindering their paflage by Sea, cleaving to thtMafco- 
vite and Polandcr, and for fupplying Cwe in Pomerania Anno ,< 4 . 
(their enemies garrifon) with money and Souldiers,againft which t “j'f’ 
Komntfmzrk the fame year i d 43 , oppofed himfelf, who depart- 
mg out of Halfia, impofeth tribute on the people^ as he wandred 
up and down,intercepting two Towns, BalberQade, and Ojlerwkk 
But the French under the command of Guebrian, who in 1642 af¬ 
ter the vi&ory againft Lamboy, had returned on this fide Phene 
agam, and in 1*43 had taken up their Winter-quarters in Fran- 
cony, do fend the Forces of mrtb to crop them, and at CMilteburr 
to beat them. Whereupon they flee to Brifack^ but making no 
day there, ftraightway return into the Badian field; And iovn- 
mg battel at Ravensburg, they areConqucrours, two chief Com¬ 
manders, fierce and witgenftein, falling by their hands. Thev 
alio receive fupplyes from France, under the conduft of the Duke 
° t L E ” g ZTn' Then rhey take the Town of RotlmtiU, but it coft 
them the lofle of four Ltgions, and at Durling they arc quite 
overwhelmed, three thouland being flain, and above four thou- 
fand common Souldiers (befides chuf Captains) taken. Kberflem 
the head ofthc Hafiun Souldiery, having before left them re 
turning out of the Badian field unto Hcydelberg, where he rook 
the Duke of Lorrain’s houlholdfluff at unawares, and had al 
moft taken the Duke himfelf. Who alfo robbed and killed in 
the Coloman Land ; and whereas there had been crnelty excrcifed 
in Grornf dd, a place under the power of the Emperour, he from 
Novefe that was a Town yielded to him the year before render, 
them like for like.

, c ^f' ,he faid Hot ham denying him on his knees, upon the Town- wall, 

s/'YNJ was proclaimed Trayior by the King: whole aft nevcrthclcne 
the Parliament juftified on the 2 5 day, and endeavoured to ap- 
peafe the King, but in vain. For the King daily fummoning by 
Proclamations both the chief and common fort of thole parts, to 
attend him as a Guard for his Pctfon, who (faid he) was in dan- 
per ot the Parliament ; (about which time alfo 7 bomas Roe Knight, 
was by him fent over as anEmbafladour to Vienna in Germany, 
to prefie on the caufc of the Palatinate,; the Parliament like wile 
declared, that fuch arming of men in an extraordinary way, was 
aeainft theLawcs and Kingdom’s Liberties. And when about the 
latter end of this moneth of April, 1642, 36 Lords, as alio ma¬ 
ny ot the Commons houfe, within a moncths time, went from 
the Parliament unto the King at York; then the Kingdom in g cnc ~ 
rall feared a Civil! War, which before was by many lufptacd 5 
fo that on the fccond of July following, propofitions being by 
that high Court, fent unto the King for his confent, and no conclu- 
fioH made concerning them ; It wasordtredon June die iorh by 
Parliament, That Money and Plate {hould be brought m, either 
bv sift or loan, which they profefled was to levy Forces for the 
maintaining thcProteflant Religion, the King’s Pcrfon, authority 
and dignity, the peace of the Kingdom, together with the Laws 
of the Land, and priviledges of the People s Reprefcntative, the 
Parliament. The King alfo did the like, inviting people to the 
fame thing in the fame words. Andftoward the latter end of June) 
his Great Seal being conveyed unto him from the Lord Keeper of 
it, Littleton, he iflued forth Proclamations, one whereof was. 
That the Parliaments Warrants about fettling the Militia in their 
hands (hould not be obeyed. And they (on the contrary) forbade 
raifing arms by the King's Warrant, without thetr authority. 
The King alfo having pawned the Jewels of his Crown for 
200000 1 . ftcrling, (which his Queen had carried over into 
Holland, in the moncth of Febr. 1*41,10 that purpofe, when (he 
went over with her daughter the Princefs of Orange Jat this time, 
received money, with Arms and Ammunition, fo that now he 
fent out Comtniffions of Array, for the arming men in all Coun¬ 
ties ; which Commiffian was proclaimed in London, for-Much 
the Lord Mayor of that City was turned out, and d lfabled of any 
Office, and committed prifonerto the Tower, July the 11th; and 
onthc next day, the Earl of £/was by the Parl.ameut voted 

General of their Army. The Eatl of tvarmck alio, skillfull m 
Sea-Affairs,was by their Ordinance chofen Admiral ot the Navy, 
who a little after took a confidcrable (hip coming out of the Ne- 
thcriands, laden with Gun-powder for the King’s fervice 5 which 

was not a fmall addition to his Sea-ftrength. The laid Earl of 

Elf ex raifing an Army upon the Parliaments Vote, on the hrlt ot 
Auguft following,began to divide his men into Regiments, which 
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in a fhort time amounted to nigh 14000 hbr(e and foot; when 
in the mean time, the King with 3000 foot, and 1000 horiemen A f n "° 
on the 15th of July began to befiege Hull\ which fiege (what by 
opening a fluce, and drowning the Countrey thereabout, what 
by two failles made out of the Town,by one John Meldrum Knighrj 
in the firft of which, the befiegers were made co retreat with (ome 
fmall lofle; and in the fecond, after the ftrengthening of the 
Town with more men, making them difordcrly toVctire, with the 
(laughter of 21 perfons, and feme taken prifoners, taking alfo 
the King’s Ammunition, and firing the barn in which it whs 
keptj was broken up. And now f furor armaminiftr at] both fides 
beginning to aflault one another with fury, divers places began 
to be taken and retaken. Atnongft which, the ftrong' Sca-garri- 
fon of ‘Tortfmouth was on Septemb. 7. 1^42, Turrendred to the 
Parliaments forces under the command of Sir mill am mller 
Knight. 

The King on the 22 of Auguft the fame year fets up his Standard 
(which I may call an aftual Marriage of that War, which was 
but before efpoufed) and the third day after fent to the Parlia¬ 
ment to compofc the difference between him and them by a Trea¬ 
ty. Of which that Court faid they were nor in a condition ro do, 
unleflerhc Standard were taken down^and Proclamations(where- 
inthey were called Rebels and T ray tors) iwere revoked. So that 
•n the ?th of Septemb. General S/e# departed from London to¬ 
wards his Army, who expetfted his'coming unto them to their 
Rendezvouz at Northhampton ; Unto whom alfo the Parliament 
fent a Petition, which he (hould prefent unto the King, to with¬ 
draw himfelf from thofe perfons about him,&c. But he was too 
far prejudiced co grant the fame 5 the Bifhops, (to make the (ore 
the wider, whom he loved, and without whom, he thought he 
could be no King,) being on Septemb, 1. *642, voted powcrlcffe 
in Church-Government, who not long before had power both in 
Church and S rate. So, S/ex attending the King’s motion (after 
fome skitmilhes of parties) Oiftob. 23, on a Plain called, The Vale 
of Red-Horfe, fituatc at the foot of a fteep Hill, called Edge-Hill , 
near to a Village called Keynton , in the County of Warwick, 
joyned the firft pitched battle with the King’s Army, (the Earl of 
Lind fey being the king’s General) his Army confiding of about 
11000 horfe and foor, £/oc(having,for hafte of following them, 
left no fmall part of his forces and Artillery behind him) had 
fcarcc fo many. This fight was bloudy and dubious 5 Robert the 
king’s Couzcn charging furioufly on the Parliaments left wing, 
put both horle and foot to flight, feizingon his enemies Carria¬ 
ges and baggage. A valiant Knight on the other fide, brake the 
foot ot the K ill’s left wing, and feized on his Artillery; the King’s 
Standard was taken, but foon retaken : both fides had Trophies 
ofviaory, Enfigns, prifoners, and great guns ; fo that neither 
party could much upbraid each other. Notwithftanding, of the 
5 000 and upwards that were (lain in all, more of the King's fide 
N n n 2 were 
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were (lain ; a*d,be.fidc byLwdfey his General was taken prifoner, 

A*™* *? 4i and foon alter dyed of wounds received. 

» SJS?* The King, after the fight, marched to the City and Univerfity 

urvsj ofOxford; which place he took up, as it were,the Metropolis of 
bis refidence in the time of the War ; and Efsex unto Coventry 
for rdrefhment, who cameNovemb. 7. to tveftminfter, his Army 
quartering in Villages adjacent, by reafon of the King’s wide ex- 
curfions out of Oxford , which put London in fear. At which 
time, (while the Parliament was petitioning him lor an accom¬ 
modation of peace, being but 15 miles from the City, and he 
had manifefted a grief for the ptopks fufferings, with a defire to 
treat with them near Londonxxpon Propofitions) his forces fell un¬ 
expectedly upon a Parliament broken Regiment at Brainford , fc- 
ven miles diftance, killing many, on the 1 ath day ol November; 
and the next day there was a bloody fight maintained by two 
ocher Regiments coming for afliftancc. Ejfex, foon hearing of it 
at London , came fpeedily with firength for relief, with a great 
number of armed men out London ; So that, had there not been 
an overfight committed, in withdrawing 3000 mco from King - 
fione upon 7 'barney a Town 10 miles off, the King (being by a far 
greater number enclofed) would fcarce have cfcaped; the which 
now he did, fafely returning to Oxford ; But this action did not a 
little engage London againfi him. 

Among!! divers befiegings, ftormings, taking of places this 
year, that of Cyrencefler , a Town of Glouceftcr(bire,is remarkable, 
which being entred by the King^s Forces, the refifters were very 
rigidly and too top cruelly, dealt withall, many of them being 
brought (in the winter feafon) from that place to Oxford thorow 
mire and dirt barefoot; this was in the beginning of February; 

On the 2 2d day of which moneth,the Queen of England landed at 

Burlington, , a Sea-Town in Yorkfhire, with arms againfi the Par¬ 
liament, whence the went tp York on March the 7th; and was 
by the Parliament voted a Tray tor to the Common-wealth, May 
the 2 3d, 1643. A little after whofc landing, March the fecond, 

1*42, the Lord Brook, a Parliament Commander, who was ac¬ 
counted both valorous, learned* and virtuous, is by a Musket fhot 
from the Minfter of Lichfield in Leicefterfhirc, firicken dead, as 
he looked out of a window toward the enclofed enemy, to the 
forrow and enrageraent of his Souldiery. About the middle of 
which moneth alfo, divers Capuchin-Fryers, that had before be¬ 
longed unto the Queen, were by order of the faid Parliament fent 
away into France , from whence they came. And whereas now' 
the Prince of Orange had begun to help the King, he is by the 

States of the United Provinces, either through good will, or Po- 
licy reft rained. 

But the year following 1643, (raging hatred and refolution 
now driving, as it were, to exceed) the kindled fire was broken 
forth into devouring flames in many or tuoft Counties of the 

Land; fo that I (hali not undertake here particularly to view the 
j variety 

variety and multiplicity of actions, fomc following years in 

Brittain , cfpecjally in England ; but fhall confine my lielf unto 
lomc few moft remarkable things. Yet this I fay, There were 1*4*. 
very few Wars in the World ever carried on with more vigour, 
enmity, and defire of conqueft, than this, for the time ; bur, the 
greateft ftorms being dually fooneft over, makes that naturall 

Axiome true in a moral fenfe. 

Nullum vialentum eft perpetuum , 

No violent thing ( but comes with blafiing) 

Tet it is not alway lafling. 

This Summer, the chief time for a&ion, the Parliament went 
down the wind ; ion Ferdinand Lord Fairfax, with his fon, was 
routed by the Earl of New-caftle on Barmtham Moor, March 29, 

1643, and then by him befieged in Hull. The Earl of Efsex indeed 
betieging Beading, April 16,had it iurreudred unto him within 12 
r dayes after. But his Army, after that, what by reafon of fick- 

ncfle, what through want of ncceffarics, for which many forfodk 
their Colours, himfclf was forced to retreat to London, waiting 
fora recruit. About which time alfo, Sir wlliam waller Knight 
(befieging the Town of Devizes Weftward, where the befieged 
were put to hard (hifts)was by a party of the King’s from Oxford, 
through viciffuude of fortune in July,totally defeated; and lofing 
his Army, came to London alfo; whereupon the City of Brjflol 
was on the 24th day of the fame moneth befieged by the King, 
and within four dayes time yielded up unto him, (which fuddcti 
' furrender, many imputed unto the foftnefle of the Govcrnour’s 

fpirit) ftror g holds now falling into the hands of his forces, as it 
were untimely fruit, or leafs fhaken with the wind. Exeter * a 
ftrong City in the Weft,was begirt by Prince Maurice, which was 
taken Sept. 3. following : Oncly Gloucefer (in which the Gover- , 
nour Mafsey y s courage and refolution was famousj ftood out nigh 
a monerhs fpace, ftraightly befieged, and furioufty aflaultcd, yet 
unconqucrcd: the fucccfiefull King, through his ovcr-much emu- 
loufncflc of fubduing that place, neglected (like Hannibal of old) 
f to improve his victories to the beft advantage, who (in all like¬ 

lihood) if he had then come for London , might have been rnaftcr 
of it; untill, EJfex being well recruited, came, at the laft pinch, 
for that Citie*s relief, which was on September the- 8th, fighting 
thcKing’s Army on the 20th day in a fet-battel at Newberry in 

Barkfhire, where they were vanquished; and fo the Parliaments 
ftrength revived, and came even ro an equal weight, who before 
were very much ovcr-ballanced. 

The Parliament wanting money to maintain their Armies, an 

Excifeon Victual, and divers Commodities, was thought of, at 
the very beginning of the year, March 28, the firfi mover being 

Mr. ivilliam Tryn y one of thb three Sufferers; which Excife, fome 

in 
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in dcteftation, called the Dutch-Deiil , becaule it was an imitation 
of that people, and lay heavy upon the poorer tore. It was fettled 
toi 646.* by Ordinance, July 18following. 

t-* r V"sj This was the time alfo wherein a joynt Covenant was entred 
into by the.Engluh with the Scots, called a iolemn vow and Co¬ 
venant, one main head (as to maintain the King’s Perfon and juft 
dignity, whereof was, to endeavour the bringing of the three 
Nations into one-nefle of conformity in Religion and wor- 
fhip according to theWord of God : which clauic, Word of God , 
being afterwards thought of by many, gave them (in their appre- 
henfions) a liberty of diflenting from any conformity, that they 
judged not agreeable thereto. Which Covenantjthe Parliament 
(as an example to the reft) took, June 6 . 1643; 

About the fametime there was a fad defign againft the Parlia¬ 
ment and City of London discovered, which was for armed men 
to arife, killing and flaying, while the City was in divers places 
burning; for the which, two chiefly fuffered death before their 
own doors, Thompkins, who had forne relation to the Queen ; and 
Cballenour, a Citizen, on July the 5th. The books of the Arch- 
billiopofC^to^ar) being given unto another Dottor who was 
their friend, by the Parliament, Oftob. 3. who alfo in the mo n eth 
November, had a new Great Seal made; againft which ,the King 
(the fame November 21,) openly declared. 

TheBithopof Rome (who had excommunicated the Duke of 
T<wvw4,whereupon he renounced the Prote&ion of France in 1641) 
having fallen out with him, treats of a peace with thefaid Duke 
in 1642; in which year alfo Rome is fortified, bccaufe they 
there feared the weapons of their Spanifh Caiholique King, who 
was offended with the Pope, for entertaining a Portugal Embaffa- 
dour. But the year following, the Bifhop and the Duke foot 
agreeing) wage a hot war; he demanding ayds (as his due) from 
the Viceroy of Naples, arming alio the Princes of Italy againft 
the Duke. And would have had Piccolominie for his General, but 
could not obtain him. But the Florentines this year, give him an 
overthrow, killing one thoufand of his Souldiers, and taking an¬ 
other, with all his warlike provifion: notwithftanding, within a 
little time, he revengeth himfclf upon him. So he that kills with 
the fword, (hall be killed with the fword; Yet this did not Peter. 

The French and Spaniard in 1642, affedone onother with mu- 
tuall overthrows, although the French exceed. The one in Cata¬ 
lonia, overcommeth the fon of the Duke of Lordon aSpamfh Com¬ 
mander, (laying 3000,taking many, andbutfew efcaping; fin¬ 
ding alfo among fomc of the prey, 60000 double Crowns. The 
Spaniard alfo conquers the French at Caflellatum, killing 3000 and 
fix hundred, 3000 and 400 being taken. He recovered the 
Town BajTas. But the French take from him Colibria and Argiller 
in Catalonia, befieging *Pcrpinian, and by the extreameft hunger 
tames it, avoiding the treachery, and layings in wait of their ene¬ 
mies, in which fiege, 3ooperfons yielded 10 the hungry for the 

fupport 
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fupportoflifc; difperfingalfo the Spaniards, who by night fet rs.A>0 
upon Exclufana . He obtains likewife this year,fome Victory both of 
by Sea and land at Barcelona ; by land,(hatching withall the ene- to 1646. * 
mies vi&ual ; by Sea, in a Sea fight, though not without lofle to 
himfelf, fubauing two ftrong holds in Italy this year, and in 
1643, as many; lengthening his league with the Swede for three 
years longer. The Spaniard indeed makes Tortone yield to him 
this year 1643. As alio vanquifheth Monfone in (fatalonia , recei¬ 
ving moft rich fhips out of the Indies. But the French- man van- 
quiiheth the Spaniards at Kocroy, where there was much bloud 
fpilr,i2ooo being (lain on both fidcs;lo that, although the French 
had the day, taking many of the Conquered (which Captives 
they redeemed with 22000, 288 Florenes, as before Soo prifo- 
nersof war at Antwerp for 50000 Florenes) and 180 Euiigns, all 
their Guns, bag and baggage; yet they might fay with Livy the 
Hiftorian concerning a Roman WOtoiy.

He-alfo befiegeth the Spanifh in Theonsvile , and vanquifheth ir, 
and joyning with the Portugall King, is profperous at Sea.

The Dutch the next year 
attempting the Garrifon of Hulft in vain; but obtaining out of 
thclndiesa MafleofTreafurc, to wit, 200 Tuns of Gold. The 
King of Spain amidlt all, affording help to his bloudy fellow-Ca- 
thoiiqucs, the Irifh in 1642. 

Now alfo the Queen of France being confcious of her vow made 
to the Lady of Lauretta for health reftored to the Dolphine , fent a 
Meftcngi r thither with 1200 1 . of Silver,and in his arm the Image 
ofthe child J'fus, of 250 pounds of Gold. This would flop a hole 
in the Pope’s Coffers. 

The Dxmfh King, being at ods with the Swede, is the fame [year 
1643, reconciled with them of Hamburg ; whofenaturallfon 
damar yet illegitimate, goes now into Mofcovia, to take in mar¬ 
riage their Great Duke’s Daughter. In which year, the Gover- 
nour of Sueinice, a Garrifon of the Swedes, cfcapcs the fubtile De¬ 
vices of the Deputy, Senatours, and Jefuites againft him. And 
Cardinall Mazerine in France, whofe power is lb large, as to be 
the ordercr of the French affairs, is confpired againft, and the con- 
fpiracours fruftrated.And in the Moneth of Febr, a Councel(which 
the Germans call a Diet") is begun at Frankford at the River Ma¬ 
nus. 

The Emperour in 1644, (by reafon of Tirftenfons abfence, who 
was gone to fight with the Dane ) recovereth (at length) the ftrong 
Garrifon of woblave', vanquifhing alfo Sueinice , (where the year

ning him. He like wife commands GalajTe, a chieftain of his, to 
& bring aid to the King of Denmark ; the lame Galafie takes quickly 
theCaftlc ol Zeize, fending,away the Souldiery by virtue of the 
EmperoursOath or promile made unto them; and fighting with 
the Swedes at Odesloe , there was little noife of that conflict. But 
laying fiege unto Pinneburg, he is by them beaten off thence,whom 
Torflenfon iuffers to return to Bernburg. , and follows him thither, 
where hebeateth 3000 Purveyors. And comming for relief to 
£i(lebe that was befieged, Galajfe Hips away, but other 2000 of his 
purveyors are beaten by him, with the Garrifon Souldiers, he 
purfueththe Vi&ory, following after GalaJTes laft troop, the 
which he chafeth with Enkefort that was their leader, and takes 
the faid Enkefort in the narrow paflages lying between Magdeburg 
and Witteberg. Then by a fcarlull affault, he winneth Tegave - 
and prevailing over the Caftleof Zeize, that Galafs'e had but even 
now taken, he demolifheth it, and then like a careful 1 Comman¬ 
der,. refrefheth his fouldiers, who were almoft tired with thefe 
toils. Konwgfmart (in the mean time) is bufied in gathering con¬ 
tributions on every fide ; who poffefleth and deftroyeth the Town 
of Langwele, that was fubdued by the Archbifiiops Army. But 
lie is beaten by the Emperians sttZker/lebe, even as the Swedes that 
were too fccure, were at another place but a little before. But 
ivrangel taketh three ftrongholds, under whofc conduft, alfo the 
fiege of pinneburg (above-mentioned) was quir. 

Moreovcr,although Torflenfon fought this year againft the Dane; 
with equal! fucceffe of Victory, yet Horn, with the Army that the 
* year before he led out of Swethland, invading Scanclta , and t\\aFle¬ 
ming (who was alfo engaged againft him) entring Norway ; could 
not but much molcft him. Whofc King (although the Swedes 
were fomewhat overcome at Colding, where, of four Legions, 34. 
pen wcrcflain,i37 taken, &i 5 wounded)every where complains 
of breaking into his Dominions, as wallas they of him, for (top¬ 
ping up the paffageofhis Sea from them, whereby they were hin¬ 
dered of their Northern Traffique. And although the Fleming 
gave place unto a greater number of the Danijb troops this year 
then he had, yet it was celebrated by him with much bloud. The 
Swedes and he have a treble Sea-fight alfo; thefirft was doubt- 
full to either, the fecond was more acceptable to the Swedes : and 
the third moft acceptable unto them, difperfing therein the Da - 
nijb Fleet, whofc King committing himfelf in perfon to his Sea, 
is this year wounded. Who likewife recovered Breydenburg from 
the Swedes by land; and turns them out of the Caftles of Ripe and 
Haderjlebe, places within his command that they Garrifonned. 
And further, being offended with one Peter af reneb -mao,his Vice- 
Admiral, for fuffering the enemy toflipoutof the Cbelonian Ha¬ 
ven, where he had him at an advantage, he curs off his head. He 
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difmifieth the Empcrours Captain (willingly enough) his aids 
afforded, being too chargeable and flow in comming; which be- J n “ r ]f 41 
inggonc, he finds it enough to do, to extirpate the Swediih Re- t* , *4*. 
maindersthat had taken root in his Countrey. L/'VNJ 

Laftly, his fon Voldamar , who is received by the white Ruffians 
or Mufcovites (this year 1644) in a ftatcly manner, as him chat 
was to be the fon in Law, and heir of their Prince ; When he 
refufed to take on him their MungrclI-Religion, (there being not 
envy wanting to fpurre it on) he is lefle trimly obferved, and bc- 
- ing confined from his liberty in Mufcovy (whether that were the 
foie caufeof it, I know not) untill the Great Duke elofed his laft 
day, he neither by the craft or force of the Polanders , nor by the 
carneft intreaty of the King of Denmark his father, in 1644. could 
obtain the fame. 

Much was the a<ftion both in Germany and Britain , and not a lit¬ 
tle infomeother places, intheycar 1645. For the Emperour 
who had to deal with, as alfo fearing, an unwearied enemy, the 
Swede ; having received unto him his Army (out of Holfatia ) that 
was (battered, and greatly lcffcncd, mufters a new Army; and 
that he might have profperousfucccflc, appoints pUbiitk prayers 
to be made in his behalf,and withall, goethto Brandife unto the 
Image of the Virgin Utfary, which was there fet in its firftftate, 
for he had redeemed it out of the hands of the Swedes fot 10000 
Florenes. Ncverthelcffe Torflenfon ( who thought to be at hand 
with the Emperour before he fbould renew his Army ) when he 
had in his march wafted Bruxy with fire, palling thorow Ottove, and 
^Moldavia, ftops at Jancoa, which place was between him and 
the Emperians, and for want of room, poftefTing a hill, he fights 
moft ftitly with Goee( who was chief Commander for the EuVpc- 
rour) for eight hours fpacef this battcll was on the twenty fourth 
of February, i^45)andhe vanqu ifihcrh the faid Goce his Army, ra- 
kingfrom the Emperour 289 Officers of note, even tothe Trum¬ 
peters, 4000 common fouldiers were taken, befides 45 Wagons, 

32 Enfignes, 16 Engines; with the Ioffe of five Captains. Thefc. 
leaders of his thus taken, he redeems out of Torftenfons ha»ds with 
80000 Royals, and fo by force requires tribute from the people 
for this purpofe. The Conquerour after this is not idle, he dif- 
perfed 2000 of many forts or companics,that had gathered them- 
fclves together after this rout, and befides, freeing Olmuce a Gar¬ 
rifon that the enemy had poffeffed, he forced in eight or nine con- 
fiderable places, even ro Vienna the Emperour’s place of rcfidence, 
fo that that City it fclf was miftrufted : but that he might not too 
much triumph infucceflc, he befiegeth Brunne in vain, with the 
great dammage of his foot fouldicry; yet the occafion of deferr¬ 
ing that fiege, was from one gerfdorf, being intercepted with Let¬ 
ters of great moment in Silefia ; fo that having fortified the Town * 
of Cornuburg, he vifiteth CMotavia, and ftraightway after Bohemia > 
where he wipes their nofe both of Gold and Bread-Corn, which 
being fent before into Silefia, he followcth 5 then vanquilheth 
O 0 0 other 
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other places,he puts the City Prague into a frights and paffing over 
Anno i<4* chc ft ivCr that was frozen up with cold, he haftneth to win • 
to ?6^ Tetcbine Caftlc by affault; but being fick of the Gout,he is brought 
to Typjye j committing unto wrangle the whole charge of his office: 
who nad Bruxia now yielded up unto him, which Torfienfon, had 
hurt by fire before, as abovefaid. 

The Emperour alfo this year, being an enemy unto Ragotzy 
Prince of Tranfilvania, fends Bucbeym a chieftain to oppole him, 
which Tranjihanian, Torfienfon was bulled in, infolding a conti¬ 
nual War, as we may judge, to keep (Tuch is the Policy of 
VVarlike enemies) the Emperour the more in a&ion; yet he 
comes ro ar, agreement this year with the faid Ragotzy , lending 
Bucbeyme with fix thouiand men, and furniture to aid the Duke 
of Bavaria who was in danger, iiriving alio what he could to 
drive*the Swedes out of Bohemia , whole Camps, (through the ex¬ 
ceeding fierceneffe ot‘he cold) were (at GlaBove ) in the latter 
end of the year, pitched one agaiuil • the other lor lodgc- 
ing. 

The King of Denmark is this year beaten by wrangle before he 
undertook Torjlenfons truft 5 expuft :iu ■ ths. g but war with the 
Dutch : He loft aifo a great Shi pc-: k d ti>e Sophia hy Shipwrack, 
that his mother had beautified with U;c Charge oi 1 20000 Roy¬ 
als, carrying fixty four pieces of Ordinance ; and although he re¬ 
covered Bremeroverd by era fr,and took prifontr the Govcrnour of 
Wartisberg, with a company of 800 Colkdfours oi money. Yet at 
length (fortune having forfaken him) and being bent thereto 
through the intrcaiics ol his States, after a Negotiation fufficicnr- 
]y long, he enters a peace both with the Swedes and Dutch, through 
the vehement labour of the French King therein. 

Whiles wrangle was affhdting the Dane throughout Holfatia, 
Koningfmark fubdueth the Archbifhoprick ol Brernes, vanquifhing 
five tiro, g holds there : then joyning their Forces together, they 
deftroy BuchwaU the Emperian, with a great (laughter. And 
about the middle of this Summer, Wrangle himfelt overcomes an 
Ifland, called the lfle of Bornholm , Koningfmark departing from 
him into Haffia, that be might repair the French, that had been 
under Vinuru, who were beaten by Werth, the General of the Ba¬ 
varians, at iStfergentbeym ; Where, the Fin urn-French, Koningf- 
mark,Gtece, and the General of theHaffians, joyning in one, they 
drive the Bavarians from Kir chain, andcroffing the River Kkene, 
they win three places by alfaulr, overflowing the Valley Tauber: 
and then Koningfmark being called back into Saxony , the Duke of 
Enqiiien adding by a fupply of ftrengtb, courage unto them, they 
fight moil fharply July 24, at Albcrfhcymc ; in whiclyonfbdt, 
the right Wing, in which the French'wnrc placed, is difperfed* 
bet the left Wing 3 in which the valour of the Hnfsians chit fiy ap¬ 
peared, overcame •, Geleene was here taken, and eJA.erce (lain, to 
the grief of the conquered. And then gathering the mlclves to¬ 
gether from the chafe, they drive the Bavarians over the River Da- 
n nubias. 
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7 JubiM. Hcrcu pon two Garrifons, Norcllinge and Dunkelspule , are 
made the Conqucrour’s, Hailbrunne being befieged, but left,when 
as the Emperour had fent the Bavarian large affiftance by Bu- to laZ. 
chyme afordaid, that they might make them ru£h,as it were,hcad- 
long, leaving their greater guns behind them, toward Philippic 
burg. Then the Bavarian recovered three places, whereof Dun - 
k els pule is one. Koningfmark having (before this battle) taken 
three ftrong holds in Saxony , and brought the Elcdour thereof 
unto a truce for fix monerhs. By all which may be gathered, 
what ground the Emperour loft this year. 

Some other things were done, as Bugsdorjj , poffefling himfelf bf 
JJornburg , and another place. Sec. But I (hall ftop here with Ger¬ 
many for this year, when I have added thefe two things, That wil¬ 
liam oi Bade undergoeth the protc&ion of France, Halle admit- 
ing a garrilon of Swedes into it for defence. And Maurice of Naf- 
fawis returned from exile out of Sigeum, a Town and Promon¬ 
tory near Troy , unto his own Countrey. 

In Brittain, the Englifh Parliament feeing a need of affiftance 
from their Neighbour-Nation the Scots, in 1643, and fending 
Commiffioners to Edinburg for the drawing of them into S»oland*, 
upon condition of a joynt-taking the Covenant aforefaid,and pay¬ 
ing them 100000 1. towards railing the Army, promifed them 
21000 horfc and foot. Which accordingly,either about the mid¬ 
dle of January, or the beginning of March the fame year, palled 
over the River Tyne , and came in* when as now, as I have faid,the 
Parliament were in an indifferent equality of ftrength by their 
own Armies. 

The King alfo, not to be wanting in the like kind of endeavour,’ 
grants a Ccffationof arms unto the Rebellious in Ireland, fthe 
vyhich was made Septemb. 15. 1^43.; whereby he might have 
Forces out of Ireland for his help : and it being at that time not a 
dikommodity, but a benefit unto them, the King received a pret¬ 
ty fum of money from them for it, to wit, 30000 1. (which Cef- 
fation being againft the Parliaments Aft formerly figned unto by 
him, was much fpoken againft by many). The landing of which 
Irith forces in behalf of the King, being Novcmb. 1? following 
ai Mojlon, was two or three moneths before the Scots coming iq 
behalf of the Parliament, in execution j although the other might 
be firft in refolution. 6 

Neither were thefe mutuall aids alike profperous 5 for they 
that had vi&orioufly fought againft thofe that Rebelled in Ireland 
now fighting againft the Parliament, being but a little while ar¬ 
rived, were quite broken by forces under the command of Sic 
Thomas Fairfax, rnoft or all their principall commanders, toge¬ 
ther with 1700 Common fouldiers being taken ; when as it was 
not fo with the Scottish Army. Wh© under the Earl of Leven 

their Generali, marching againft theEarl of Newcajlle , who had 

a great Army for the King in the North, took fome ftrong holds; 
andCthough there was fome heat of fighung)by enduring the great

cold and hardncflc of weather at that icalon, weakncd and lcfle- 
ned the faid NewcajtUs Army. And in the year 1644. two other 
Gcneralls, Earl of Manchester (where that Hour, and I may foy. 
Iron fouidier Oliver Cromwell commanded) and Lord Fairfax alter 
their feveral fcrviccs, joyning with the Scottifh General, they 
went all together with concord (by the which, as Mafmijsa King 
erf Numidia laid to his fons, dying Re.sparv<e crefcunt, Small mat- 
ten gatherfirengtb, and increafe ) and then befieged 7ork,z\\c jccond 
chief'City in England, in which the Earl of Newcaflle himfeif was 
inclofcd 5 which place being of great moment, Prince Rupert the 
Kings Coufin came with great forces to relieve 5 whereby the 
three Gcneralls being engaged to draw off, the Earl of Newcastle, 
having freedome to bring his forces out of York, joyned wirh Ru¬ 
pert, and fo on a place called Marfan Moor adjoyning, July the 
fecond 1644. was fought thegreateft battel 1 of that Civil war. In 
which battel, although (through fome difadvancage of ground) 
the Parliaments right wing was put to flight ; yet Cromwell brake 
by a furious force the right wing of the King’s, and put them to 
flight,and with Lefley the Scottifh Licvtenanc-GencraLpurfucd in 
chafe. Cromwell alfo coming about again with his horfemcn, and 
relieving the other wing, .whereby at length a full Victory was 
gotten, and all Ruperts great Guns, Carriages, Bag and Baggage, 
with above a hundred Enfigns, were in the Conquerours poflef- 
jfion. Who returned unto the liege of Tork, and loon had it fur- 
rendred unto them upon conditions, Rupert being before gone or 
rather fled into the South, andtheEarlof Newcastle palling into 
Germany. Leven, (the forces being parted aflbnder ) a while 
after, taking ( by his Scots) the Town of JTemafile.^ farther 
North, which by rcafonof the trade of Sea-col chiefly, Btdeemed 
rich. 

But although fby reafon of divers, and not fmall Armies that 
were raifed on both fides at the Spring of this year 1644, under 
feveral valiant Commanders, and their alraoft equal fuccefle,) 
England feemed to be unhappy, yet about the latter end of the 
Summer, there was (as it were) a retaliation of this Northern 
Conquefl, by the defeating the Parliaments General, Sfsex , in the 
Welt of the Land, (befides the prevailing of the King’s Forces 
over the Parliaments, in the Southern arid Midland parts,) who 
wilh Sir william waller, having begun to befiege or block up Ox¬ 
ford on both fides, the King efcaping with a lew horfc out of the 
City, that defign was left off 5 and (waller not being with him, 
but dividing their forces on May the 29th) the faid General Efiex 
inarched into the Weft, even as far as Cornwall , (when at Burford , 
he had appointed Waller to purfue the King on June the 6th* who 
had marched with his Army towards worcefer from Oxford, June 
the third, who could not hinder the King of his defign, and re¬ 
turned to encounter other forces;) where being environcd, by the 
King’s Army that came upon them (in Cornwall , the latter end of 
Augujjt ,the fartheft County Weftward)he was di(perfed,his whole 

Infantry 
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Infantry or foot fubmiceing to the King, the boric efcaping as well 
as they could, the Earl himfelf fleeing to Plymouth, Septemb. 1. 
whofc Souldicrs alfo through the enmity of the Inhabitants unto 
the Parliaments caufe, fuffered injuries. After this, lie being 
again recruited,on Odtob. 27. following, there was a fecond bat¬ 
tel fought near Tgewberry in Bcrklhire, where although there were 
Ioffes on both fides, yet no great caufe of triumph there was to 
either. 

The Queen in the moneth of April 1644, journeying Weft- 
ward, cam c to Exeter , where June the itfth, the was delivered of 
a daughter Princcfs Henrietta, and^hc 15th of the next moneth 
July,(he arrived at the Sea-Port Town of Brefl in Eritany, a Dukc- 
domcof France. W'ho went over, to ule (though fruitlelfc) en¬ 
deavours for ayd From the French King and the Catholiqucs; 
and fomc fay, that Cardinal Mazarine was a great hindercr of 
French ayds againft the parliament. Like wife alter much carneft- 
neffe, the "Dukcoi' Eorrain gave King fharls hope of 10000 men, 
ofthofc that he for fomc years had taken the Empcrour’s part 
with, againft the Swede and the French. Bat although there were 
a Negotiatour fent into Holland about the buiincfs, and their con¬ 
veyance ; yet they never fet footing in England. 

At the fame time alfo the King fought affiftancc from the Re¬ 
bels of Ireland, giving the Earl of Ormond the Licvtenanr, power 
to make peace with them, as well as a Ceflation before made 5 
(affuring them both of the f recexcrcifc of theirReIigion,and,wheii 
his War was ended, of an abrogation of all Laws made againft 
Papifts there,) which he wiftied them to haften, for rcafons in a 
Letter to Ormond . But when their demands were fo high, that in 
many Treaties with them Ormond could effeft nothing, He fully 
impowreth the Lord Herbert, whom he had made Earl of Gla - 
morgan, being a ftri<ft Papift, to make peace with them, and in¬ 
dulge them, with as much fccrelie as might be : which was con¬ 
cealed for a rime both from Ormond,and Lord Digby the Secretary: 
which politique and cunning working afterwards between Digby 
and Glamorgan, for fear of refle&ing upon the King,who would not 
be feen to treat and make peace with them by a Papift; and alfo of 
difpleafingthe Proteftantsof Ireland : having a doubt,in the mean 
time, left they fhould offend the Irifh Rebels, cfpecially feeing 
all thofe devices for bringing an Army of thofc Irifh into England , 
were fruftrated, I fhall forbear any further to mention; 

Amongft all which miferies and doubtfull events of War this 
year 1*44, Propofmons being feat to Otford in the moneth of 
November, the King and the Parliament came to a Treaty con¬ 
cerning three particulars; Of their Church-Government and Re¬ 
ligion ; of the Militia or (landing Holds and Magazine of England j 
and about profecuting the war of Ireland, where there had been 
nigh a year and half Ceflation of arms. It began on Januar. 30 
this year, by Commiflioaers from both, befides Cotnmiffioners 
from Scotland , and continued a little above three weeks, until Fc- 
' bruary 
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_ . bruary22. Noneot cue three being contented unto by the King, 

An °° I .^ t but the iffue of war was left to decide all. 

to *646.' The Parliament therefore, who,after debate between the Lords 

l/VN J and Commons, wherein the Lords at firft diflented,on Decern. 31 
foregoing, had voted Sir Thomas Fairfax, fon of the Lord Fairfax, 
foie General of their Armies, who was highly eftcemed both for 
Valour and Modefty. Which change, the emulation of great 
Commanders pajrtly occafioned, whereby fornc good defigns had 
not profpered; and the Earl of Efsex, with two other Earls by 
Land, and the Earl of Warwick by Sea, giving up their Commit- 
Eons 5 modelled anew Army*confifting of 21000 horfe and foor. 
In which were many Colonels and Officers of full bent and adtive 
refolution to go thorow the bufinefle of War,that they had under¬ 
taken. The King alfo not wanting divers Commanders,and great 
forces under them which pofltfled their fevcral Coafts, with ma¬ 
ny ftrong Garrifons that were in his hands. But before I fpeak of 
the achievements of that Fairfaxian Army, which were great 
and manifold in the year 1645, I fhall take notice of fomc ob- 
fervable things in 1 £44. Which were,(befidcs divers Embafla- 
dours that came from France , from the Dutch, from Spain, to Lon¬ 
don, and fo to Oxfcrdyln 1643, and 1644, to mediate between 
the King and Parliament 5 which all took no cffe& j and Com- 
milfioners from theIrifh Protcftar.rs to CbqW,Novcm. 2 3.1 £44- 
as alfo Commiflioners from the Romanifts in Ireland, Dcccmb.3. 
following,.) of a great fire that happened in the moncth Oftober 
this year in Oxford , burning down a great deal of building from 
Carphux toward the Caftle Yard. Of three Suns or Par-belii that 
were feen in London, Novcmb. 19. two being made by the image 
or likencfle of the One Sun, in a thick and even, quiet and watery 
cloud, lively fet forth through the breaking in of the Sun beams. 
In which year alfo the two HothamS , father and fon, who had Ju¬ 
ly the 15th, 1*43, been brought prifoners cut of the North to 
London, for confpiracy to betray Hull to the King, breaking their 
truft,&c. were on the very Kalends of January, 1 £44, beheaded. 
(A fad difaftcr, Ihewing, ’cis better never to engage in any thing, 
than not to be conftant to what is undertaken.; On the third day 
of which January, the Common-Prayer-book (which before (to¬ 
gether with Crofles and Images, in which number Cheap-fide 
Croffe wasdemolifhed) Cathedral Service and Organs,&c. had 
been in moil places taken away by Army-force, and Parliament 
tary-pcraiiflion ) yicldeth unto a Dire&ory, made by an Aflembly 
or Synod at weftminfer^ which was cftablifhed in its room, by Par¬ 
liament-ordination. Within eight dayes after which, as though 
it had been on purpofe. The Archbifhop, william Laud, after al- 
moft four years imprifonment in the Tower of London, was fmit- 
ten with the Ax for Crimes of a various kind j who feemed to be¬ 
have himfelf with confidence at the place of his execution, taking 
that place of Scripture, as a fubjvdfc to fpeak on to the people.

diack) it made the King’s lucccflls, which were now raifed high, 
to go, from chat day, retrograde, and decay. In this fight, al¬ 
though at the firft, through the routing of the left Wing of the 
Fairfaxians, and Prince Rupert's purfuit thereof, the day of vidtury 
feemed to Chine upon the King’s Army, (For they wercfbmc- 
vvhat ftronger in horfe) yet (fromwell* s^force doing the like to the 
Uoyalifts, together with- Major General Skippords magnanimouf- 
neffe among ft his foot, though much wounded, brought a night 
upon the former likelihoods 3 and gave both an abfolurcaiid hap¬ 
py vidory to the Parliament: The horfe fleeing to the late taken 
Garrifon of Leicester, by Cromwell's purfuit,nofmall number were 

taken 
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taken prifoners; the Footmen (in general) defiring quarter for 
their livesjhaving firft thrown dqwn their Arms,were to the num¬ 
ber of four or five thoufand brought prifoners to London. Trophies 
alfo of this Conqueft were the King’s Standard of War, with ioo 
Colours, befides the King’s Coach, with his Letters of Secrefic ; 
all theirgreat Guns, bag and baggage, rich pillage, with much 
gold and filver; and (which made it more acceptable) it was, 
though not [finefud$re~\ without pains; yet [fine multo[anguine] 
it cott not much bloud, hardly 500 being flain in all 5 whereof 
almoft 400 were of the conquered. Leicefier hereupon (as York 
before, upon the like dyfatter) quickly yielding to this conquering 
Army. The which by diligence and courage, without delay de¬ 
feated remaining Forces, relieved Taunton , took ftrong holds and 
Garrifons, fatter than ever the other party had taken them before ; 
amongft which, that tough and ttrong garrifonof Bafing-houfc, 
belonging to the Marquelsof winchefler , and by him defended, 
(that had been more than once attempted, but in vain, and with 
the lofTe of many Iives,was on Septemb. 14 this year 1645, taken 
(under the Command of Lievtenant General Cromwell) by ftorm, 
in which the Marquette himfelf was a Prifoner, and one Benja¬ 
min Johnfon 3 a notable Stage-Player formerly at London y amongft 
'the after-heat of the ftormers, was by fome Souldier flain. 

The furprizal alfo of Hereford by Colonel Birch his ftraragem, 
is remarkable, who under fhew of bringing in Pioneers out of the 
Country in the night 5 the which the defendants for the King,had 
lent tor,to ftrengthen their works, had the Draw-bridge pulled up 
unto a bold Souldier (with his company) that pretended the Con- 
ftables Office, who ftoutly kept up the bridge from being put* 
down, untill the watchful approaching Souldurs came in, and 
with no fmall hurly-burly poflefled that ftrong City. It happen¬ 
ed on Deccmb. 17th following, and amongtt divers Sea trauf- 
aftions, five fhips this year were taken by the Parliament at 
Sea, one whereof carried an Apoftolique Meffenger, fo called, 
with 180000 PifUlets. 

The King now feeing unto what pafle things were brought, and 
bringing againft him, deftred to treat in perfon with the Parlia¬ 
ment, Jan.13, which was denyed by them, chiefly (I underftand) 
for fear left his Perfonal prefence in London , (where were a mul¬ 
titude afte&ing both his Caufe and Perfon) flaould cither caufe 
difturbancc, or incurr danger. They having alfo perceived from 
his letters that were taken in the aforefaid fight at 1 Vafety, which 
had been publiquely read in London , as divers things, fo, that he 
treated not with them at Uxbridge out of a candid mind, neither 
would he willingly have given the name of a Parliament unto 
them 5 faying. It no* one thing to call themfo, and another thing fo to 
acknowledg them . After which refufal of the Parliament to treaty 
amongft the reft, Weft-Chefier (which the King was very loath to 
part with, it being fo convenient a landing place from Ireland ,and 
would fain have had Irifb to relieve it,) was in February furren - 
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tired. And at cncclofure of this year 1645, the Lord Hopton, on 
conditions granted him by General Fairfax , who had marched in- 
to the Welt parts, (which Hopton , had about the beginning of the to U4f. 
War divers encounters with Sir william Waller , and was worfted 
by him, who was ttill on his legs, and did great and long fer- 
vicc for the King) fuffered all his forces to be disbanded, March 
the 14th. 

Scotland alfo (who were helping their fellow-covenanters in 
England , and after a long fiege of 42 weeks, had the City and 
ftrong Garrifon oiCarltle delivered unto them June 2 8,1 <545. who, 
garrilonning the fame with their own men, caufed the Parliament 
to write unto theScotcifh Generally to give it into English hands; 
Ordaining alfo thence-forward Englifh Commiftioners torelide 
in Scotland^ as Scotch Cotnmiflionersdid in England at this time 
felt the plaguing force of the Earl of CMontrefje , who, from the 
time that his Countrey-men came into England in 1643, attemp¬ 
ted to molcft Scotland in the Kings behalf. Who receiving about 
1200 of the Rebellious in Ireland, with others added to them ia 
Scotland, tor almoft a year and an halts fpace, untill t he battle of 
Kilfiethy by excurfions, and retreats into craggy and difficult pla¬ 
ces, getting one Vl&ory, and lofing two, lay like a gawling fore, 
or peftilcntious difeafe in his Countrey. On whofe fuccefie the 
King having no fmall reliance, earnelUy attempted to joyn, but 
could by no means accomplilR it, being hindredby Parliament 
Commanders.(Thc Kirk of Scotland , in the mean time, having gi¬ 
ven a ferious admonition unto the King, (hewing the danger of 
thofe courfes 5 which he little or nothing regarded;) Nevmhe- 
lcfle, Montrofje , fuddenly appearing, with fcarce 4000,out of his 
retiring places, Aug. 17. 1645,10 Kilfieth field, near the Town of 
Gla[cow 3 gave a great defeat and daughter unto the Army of that 
State, by reafon of ambufhes laid in places that were there fit for 
them, killing above 5000 men; mod of the Towns fuddenly 
yielding unto him, and many perfons, (hewing their concealed 
good wills, now joyning with him; for which calamity of that 
Nation, theEnglith fympathizing, kept a publique Faft. The 
Englifh chief Army-Officers fhewing alfo a freenefs to adventure 
their lives for them, if domeftique affairs would fuffir. But Da¬ 
vid Lefley marching into Scotland out of England , to relieve his di- 
ftrefled Countrey, with his horfemen, within a moneths time, 
Septemb. 13. at Selkirk or Phi lip-haugh, wholly ruined the fame 
Montrofje ; and the changeable condition of this kingdom, was 
reftored, as it were, into its former ftate : the King being at Rou- 
fion-Heath (by Major General Tointz ) overcome with the lofte of 
800 men, Sept. 24, defigning either to joyn with Montrofje , or to 
relieve befieged Wefi-Chefier. The Lord Digby being as unfortu¬ 
nate, who O&ob. 15. following, was defeated at S her burn in 
Yorkfhire, and put to flight.

W/VNi dencurt a Freacb-Commandct there, returning home, 1 is encompaf- 
fcd in with a Prifon. He p ode fled alfo two places in Italy, being 
angry with Cardinal Barbarine, (Cardinals being his choofers) 
about the Elc&ion of the new Pope. The Spaniard, who (in his 
Idolatry) committed both his fouldiers, and all his affairs unto 
rhe Patronage of the Virgin Mary, had ( however) better fuccels 
then the Emperour of Cjermany, in the fame way, the year after 5 
for he beat at Lerida 6000 French, and 2000 Tortagals, f orcing 
Lerida. it felf unto a furrendcr ; (as alfo the fame year, the Cattle 
of jijtiai n Italy, that the French had before poflefled ). But that he 
might have no caufc to dote upon that imaginary protection ; they 
repayed him again the fame with ufury, the next year 1645- 
Who (befides taking the Town of Rotate, which ic feems was fo 
battered, that there were fcarcc ten whole houfes remaining in 
it at the yielding; as alfo a ftrong hold called Trinity-Fort) beat 
the Spaniards at Balaquere, chafing them unto a place, called Can- 
telme. And by intercepting the provifion that was for its relief, 
forces the Town to yield to him. And hangs feme Catalonians, 
that were convi&cd of treachery againft him. In Italy , he fnat- 
chpthalio(asit were) this year, the Town Figenane, in which 
there was aMillion of prey,vet loft it again.But in Flanders he over¬ 
came CMardike , two holds more, with a great Bulwark adjoyning 
to Dunkirk of the Spaniards , and alfo that notable Garrifon of Mot- 
tt of Lorrain, unto Much no leflethen 1800 Country-Towns, and 
Villages belonging to the French-Title, were conftrained to pay 
Tribute 5 carrying away unto Atrebate a Town and Garrifon of 
his, a prey with two hundred Wagons, 1200 head ol Cattle,lay- 
ing 200 Countrcy Towns defolate. Yet lofiog CMardike again in 
Flanders , as he did Figenane in Italy. And whereas Anthony 
Barbarine (whether through fear,, jealoufy, or difeontent) had de¬ 
parted out of Rome by night, he undertakes (this year) thecaufe of 
him and his,with the Bifhop of Rome . 

Which Bifhop in 1644 had made peace with the Duke of Par¬ 
ma, and the Florentines, which was received with thegreat joy of all 
Italy . 

The Emperour and his fucceflbur fetting the Arch-bifhop of 
Triers at liberty the year following 1645, who being pompoufly 
received by Torflenfon , enters into his Diocefle; 

This year alfo th* Maiden-Queen of Swethland', layes hold of 
the ftern of Government in that Kiugdomc. 

The Portugall alfo a&ing profperoufly enough thorow the Oce¬ 
an, the Spaniard being this year 1644. inferiour to him in Ship- 
ping. 

Tnt Tartars alfy making an inroad into Poland, arc now bea- 
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But in Turky, the Great Fizier prefents himfelf armed before the r\»A^O 
Sultan , and reproveth evill affe&cd perfons. Who being received Jf chrfft J 
by the Emperour or Sultan's mother, an invedive Woman, he to 1 g#.’ 
norwithftanding reprefleth by laying to her charge, the unruly 
defire of Women to bear command, of which (it appears) (he was 
guilty ; for rhe which he is afl'aulted with a dagger, and driving 
«o flip away is (lain ; this was in 1644. Now alfo the Offices 
or t barges of the Turkifh Court are changed. And Ufur Piall the 
High Aumirall at Sea, who was this yea, fcattcrcd by the Ships 
and people of CMalta, where was a Ship taken by them, having in 
it many Concubines, defeended of a Noble Pedigree, and likc- 
wife of a great value, efteemed at four Millions, which is 
4000000 ib. is (after fomc endeavour to cfcapc) choaked by the 
command of the Great Turk j who in 1645, gavepeaceunto R d - 
gotzy of Tranfilvania, through the earneftneffe of Tscberine his Era- 
bafladour prefling the fame. Which Turk alfo, now arms himfelf 
by Sea and Land, as threatning the European world that own not 
his Mahomet : but, according to the Proverb, Threaded folks live 
long- However, hebefiegeth and overcometh Canea. And deals 
injurioufly with theFre^r^and^^r/^Embafladoursat Confian- 
tinople . J 

But the Dutcbbelore peace made with the ‘Danift) King, paffe 
thorow his Sea in 1645, whether he would or no •> receiving alfo 
ft-ven Ships of great value out of the Indies,. . They take counfcll 
likewife with the French , of fetting upon Flanders on both fi Jes of' 
ir. Andthemfclves, who the year before attempted (aswasfaidj 
Hul(l in vain, do now make it yield by breakmgthorpw the fame 
vanquifhing alfo two other fortrefles. But then, that they might 
not be too proud of their wealth 5 fourteen of their Ships, accoun¬ 
ted to be worth four Millions of money, by reafon of a Sea- 
Tower inthe Danijh-Sa, which (giving light unto Marriners to 
fee their fafe way into the Haven) was removed to another place 
being dafhed againft the Recks,were drowned. 3 

Memorable accidents in four years fpace, arc thefc; A naif- 
chance happened at Fefalia, where hundreds of pounds of Gun" 
powder, being inthe open Market-place laid into a Wagon by 
reafon of the gaping chaps of the barrells, through tfe ftriking of 
a horfes foot with his iron fhooe againft a flint itone, took fire • 
whereby, theadjoymng houfes werecaft down, and 30 people kil! 
led. L.kewifc at Fienna, out of a boator Barque that was over¬ 
whelmed in the great River Danubim, one fervanr was fa ved from 
drowning, by vertue of two hunting dogs, that wercried together, 
by the which he held. At the City of Buda in Hungary, it rained 
lead and Tin. And at Strigone a Town fcftuate on Danubim , the 
fifties flocking together, covered the River, fliewing their heads 
above water, which thing the aged inhabitants, (it feems) from 
former obfervatinn, foretold to bea token of the change of their 
Lordand Matter; thefeim^42. Butin the year 1644, in the 
P PP * Moncth 
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Mo;,e:hof May, a great Wood (belonging to the Dukcdome of 
ofOtfift* NonmLeyg) of 8000 Acres of Land, burned in a flamc 3 which is 
to extraordinarily notable, if not ominous. The fame year alfo JCo- 

O'-Wt ningfnark the Swedifh Commander, had a ftrange and (ad acci¬ 
dent befell his children and houlhold-fcrvauts by lightning, at the 
folemnicies of the Funeral of a Major 3 at Minda^ flathmg upon his 
fons; It defaced the firft born’s face, itfmote the right fide and 
arm of the fecond, and the right arm of his third born; yet the 
cldeft and youngeft of his daughters had no hurr, but the fur vanes, 
one and tn’ other were deftroyed. 

Chances by fire in 1645, amongft whichthefe two were the 
faddeft. At I'ilna, 3000 houfes burned : But at CouJLanti/?oplr, 
one thoufand dwelling houfes, and fifteen chouland Merchants 
Warehoufcs, two hundred Temples, (our confccrated places, and 
thirty llatciydwellings or Palaces, were fpoylcd by the flame. 
The great winds at Bajil in Germany doing above 200000 Fiorcnes 
damage^ the Sea-coaftsalfo of the Low-Countries and France fee¬ 
ling the lame thing. 

Thefe clofed their laft day. The Queen Mother of France, dy¬ 
ed at the City Agrippina in Germany i 64.2, having departed our of 
England the year before. Alfo Cardinal Cajetan, this year. Fran - 
cut Albert Dnke of Laveenburg , of a wound received, fighting 
agamuthc Swedes 3 with others. In England) the Lord Brook, 
Ham, as aforefaid. 

The year following 1643, in France, dyed Lewis the 13th, 
King r 1 France, fon to the deceafed Mother the year before 3 as 
alfo ‘Philip Landgrave of Hejfe the Upper, in Germany, W'*o de¬ 
ceas'd at Buisback . Iu England, Hambden a Colonel, one of 
the five accufcd Members by the Englifh King, who was in 
June, 1643, at a place called Chalgrovefield ina figiu, mor¬ 
tally wounded, of which he dyed within fixdaycs after : and 
on December the 8th, the fame year, John Tym, another o! thofe 
five Members 3 who was tllecmed a great Statcfman, gave up 
the ghoft. 

The Queen of Poland the following year, 1644, when (he 
had brought forth a daughter named Claudia , breathed out her 
life in child-bed* Pope lit ban the 8th, being above feventy 
years of age, and having been chief Bifhop 21 years, now alio 
deceafed. Whence arofc four Factions of Cardinals about the 
choycc of anew Pope, the Spanijh , French, Roman, and Barbarinez 
but the Roman party prevailed, and chofc John BaptiftaPampbilitu, 
named Innocent the 10th. 

Two this year dyed of an Apoplexy, the Duke of Bavaria 
his Embafladour, at the Council of Frankford3 and Albert Duke of 
Saxony. One, with fufpition of drinking peyfon, to wit, the 
Queen of Spain. But the Archbifhop of Burgedale departing the 
World, left a yearly muttering of 4000 Target-men ( as a Le¬ 
gacy to Cardinal Mazarine) in France, that Kingfo commanding 
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it. And 111 England, betides the Hothams, and their Archbifnop 
already mentioned by us, John Steward, Lord, o( the King’s party Ann ° \ 6 * % 
and, I fuppofe, ( by his name) his Kinfman , dyed naturally at ™ 

\ Abbington five miles from Oxford at the beginning of April, and L^V'Vi* 

was interred at Oxford on the 5 th day. 

And Alexander Car eve Knight, was beheaded five dayes before 
the Hothams, for crimes of the like nature objected againft him, 
by the Parliament. Macquire alfo the Iriffi Baron, (who by 
pleading Peerage, protracted his life a little longer than Mahone. 
who dyed the fame death a while before him ) was on Fe¬ 
bruary the 20 th, 1 £44, hanged and quartered at London's Ty¬ 
burn. 

Amongft others, dyed Goce, a General of the Emperour’s 3 in 
B 'hernia mlmar Rofe a German, through a box of the ear given 
h -m by one widmarc. The great Duke of Mufcovy. Thefe three 
in 1 645. 

Of the Englifh 3 Lord Littleton, Keeper of the Broad Seal at 
Oxtord, Auguft the 27th. And to conclude, one Dr. Featley , a 
man of much reading, andof a (harp Wit, who was chofen a 
Member of the Parliamentary Synod at WEST MINSTER, 
upon lomc fccret compliance, or intelligence given to the King’s 
psrty at Oxford, was committed a prifoner unto JV/<rr-houfe m 
London, in 1643, or 16443 and at length writing a book ina 
tart manner againft thofe called Baptifts, or Anabapiifts, had 
fhorcly afeer, a liberty granted of going abroad, yet ftilla prifoner 
at large, who a very little time enjoyed that freedom, dying on 
April 17, 1645. J &

V^YNJ Of things which were done in divers parts of the world, Ferdinand the 
third being Emperour of Germany, and Claris the firfi,for 
a while , King of Britain. 

From the year 16461 unto 1650, inclufively taken . 

T Hc Emperour in 16461 who by the aflentof the Duke of 
Saxony , that had prolonged his Ceflation of arms with 
the Swedes , quitting the garrifon of c Magdeburg, (Wrangle having 
departed unto Cremfie , a place out of the way) recovereth three 
Towns from the Swedes, and afterwards Cornuburg , a Garrifon 
of great concernment. And then being increafcd in ftrength of 
Forces by the Bavarians , goeth down thorow Francony into wette - 
rave and Hafiia, where he labours (though all in vain) to inter¬ 
cept or foreftall both the Swedith Camps and provifion of vnftual. 
For, he triumphing in his Camps for the joy ot his fon Ferdinand 
the 4th, fo called, who was chofen King of Bohemia, (whom to¬ 
ward the end of this year he fo crowned ) and alfo for the late 
return of Cornuburg into his hands. Wrangle flipping away, 
environeth the Emperour’s Souidicrs, and palling over the River 
xjttoinui, he bends his march unto Tianub'm . But Koningfmark the 
Swedifh Commander after one or two fervices, and cfcfoon fub- 
duing the Town of Breververd this year, doth joyn himfelf with 
wrangle, when he had defeended from Ilmene thorow Erford and 
Lichfield unto Vtfurg. For he palled over the Mindean Foords,and 
had taken eight Towns, of which Paderborn was one. He forti¬ 
fying his Camps at ^dmoenoburg, withftood the Bavarians coming 
on with great force, and being by French Ayds made flronger, he 
preffeth upon, and encompafleth them, thatfo they being kept 
apart from the River M<znuSi he making hafte, might come be¬ 
fore them unto Vanubm to hinder their paffage over that River, 
and leaving Schorndorf to win 7 urain by aflaulr, he himfelf takes 
Nordling and two other confiderable holds: which being done, 
he calls him unto him again, and fights againft the City Au - 
gufia of the Vindeliciansi but overcame it not. He alfo had almoft 
made Lyce or Lycum his own, notwithftanding he intercepted 
warlique furniture, and large ftore of vi&uall of the enemies 
more than once. But more than tbis,returning unto Memminge,' 
he with the greateft boldnefle violently takes both the narrow 
paflages that were between the Hills, and the Town of Brigant 
it fell, which is, as it were, the Key, opening unto, or (hutting owe 
of many Countrcys, wherein was great fpoyl and prey: as alfo 
Langenarch at the end of this year 1646, by furrender. In the 
mean time, the Caftle of Marpurg being befieged, is yielded to 
thebefiegers. Butitcoftone willick the Defender thereof, his 
head, at Gicfic. Tvro places foon after following that Caftle’s 

example* 
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example. Buisback (nocwiihftandir.g) being taken by Sberfiein the 
Empcrian. In the upper pares ot the Country this year are fub- 
dued Smalcald, with four other places by the Empcroui’s Soui¬ 
dicrs, of which two, Kirichaii a, and Raufcbenburg, are loll, with 
| noprofperous condift. Geife recovering Kirichain, demolilheth 

M the fame, and vanquifheth AlsfelcT, getting alfo a vi&ory over 

E berfie in, who was incrcafed in number by CMclander , carrying 
back eight Waggons, with 500 prifoners of War, and 700 hor- 
fes ; but this was after that Rabenbaupt had returned from the 
fiegc of Zonfe, and Melander had taken Euskirk and Flemburg ; the 
which example Taderborn followed at the end of the year, taken 
before by Koningfmark. But the Duke ofWitcemburg, bringing 
a fupply unto the Swedifh forces in Silefia, much troubleth or ry- 
rcth Montecucule the Empcrian,who at the firft of the year had the 
upper-hand, and follovvcs him, going back into Bohemia; he 
cakes alfo JJafelcber , and two Towns more from theEmpcrians in 
the (aid Silefia ; but befieging Troppave a llrong Garrifon in Mo¬ 
ravia, he loft his labour. 

The year following 1647, when as wrangle had fortified the 
Ifland of Menave, together with the Caftle of Lagenarch , and re¬ 
ceiving Me fife ngers from Helvetia, had difmiflcd them with a 
friendly anfwcr, he departs thcre-hence for lack of grade or fod¬ 
der; confirming alfo a ccdation of arms atMonaftere, and after¬ 
wards at Uliiic,between the Swedilh, French, the Hadians, and 
theBavarian and Colonian. Then after fomc other padages of 
War, Koningfmark having befieged Warendorf, there was a ftout 
fight at Sea, when their Ships were brought unco the Podanian 
Lake, at four places. The Novefians taking Nidek in the Julia- 

can field, and Wrangle Receiving fupply,by his Captain Lowenhaupt , 
Nordling ; and Sweinfurt. The Duke of Wittenberg alfo returncs 
j ftoutly into Silefia } and 2 Sewage being caft out of two places betook 

' himfelf to Breflavc. Whole forces alfo taking the Town of Trau- 

tenave, take alfo the Glogavians therein, with 14$ Horfemen, 40 
Footmen, 270 Horfes with bag and baggage. Bucheim and Spork 
Emperians make haft, whobefieging Olave lofe their labour. 
But Mortane is fent away unto Hcde of Cadclla, who fubdued un¬ 
to his power 9 Garrifons, whereof Fridberg, and a place called 
the Talatinate Fort, were two; but then befieging Rheinfelfe, he dy¬ 
ed with a mortall wound ; whereupon there was a Truce made 
between the Haflians and Emperians. But the Emperour not only 
did; king, but difdaining the conditions of the former Ceffacion of 
Arms,moft violently aflaulcs the Town and Garrifon of Wciden- 
burg,and wins it from his enemies the defenders. Appointing alfo 
the Earl of Holtfapfell, (who was of late known throughout Haflia, 
where he warrcd,by the name of Melander,Qt ncrafiin the room of 
GallajT t, who was by little & little in a decaying ftate of body,and 
thereupon repairing his Army,he forcifitch alfo three very confide- 
rablc plaees,to wit Prague in Bohemia, Pilfenei^c Vienna ^the City 
of his Palace in Germany ynt T>Awbm 5 and having done this, (as 

chinking 
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thinking he had'done fome great matter toward his protection and 
ofchriftt* fucceflc)hc bequeaths a Fcaft-day or holiday to be kept in remeni- 
to 16 *6.’ brance of the Virgin Maries Conception, and fo commits himfelf, 
(✓W his affairs, and Souldiers unto her Guardianfhip. Being impa¬ 
tient of a ceflation, he withdrawes wertb and Spork, two chief 
Commanders of the Bavarian Army, from the faid Duke of Ba¬ 
varia, (although they were condemned by him of treachery) and 
joyns them untohis new General Holtfapfel - but heexcufed that 
deed unto the Swedes and French, it having been perfidioufnefle 
in him, to have voluntarily fent any of his, unto his afliftance, 
againft thofe with whom he had a ceflation from arms, within 
the limited time : He fubducth Falkenave , but going to hinder 
Egere from befieging, he flackcned his pace, being often flopped 
by over or fool-hardy Wrangle, (for that was his EpethiieJ in his 
very Camps, while he would break violently thorow unto a lit¬ 
tle bridge belonging unto a houfe of the Empcrour’s, for the en¬ 
tertainment of friends. He fights at Plane , and two other places, 
with adiverfe iffuc, untill the Bavarian , the ceflation of arms be¬ 
ing ended,joyned himfelf unto him again; as alfo untill that 
Wrangle ( calling Koningfmark unto him/(bould fnatch away, as 
it were, his Army thorow Bohemia toward *Anneberg, and fhould 
pafleover unto Mifnia,Erford, and Vifurge of Hoxrere, that he 
might refrefh Souldiers at divers places, and then (hew himfelf 
in Haflia : whither the Empcrour’s and Bavarian forces follow¬ 
ing him (for acaufe moving them thereunto) they were pleafed 

to befiege the City Marpurg, where Holtfapfel, formerly Icelan¬ 
der, the Em perour’s General,through a Splinter of a beam (which 
wasoccafioned bytheCaftle’s or Tower’s Guns thundring into 
the place of his abode,) breaking a vein of his neck, had almoft 
breathed out his life, together with his bloud, by that open paf- 
fage. But (after one or two places vanquifhed by the Emperour, 
one whereof, to wit, Iglave, very hardly; and Nordling (that 
was taken this year, before, by Larvenhaupt the Swcdifh Captain ; 
as faith Mercurm Gallobelgicus) wickedly or unhappily retaken 
by the Bavarian) the Swcdifh Novefians perform’d notable ex¬ 
ploits, killing gojse or Goce with ioo common Souldiers, and ta¬ 
king the faid Earl of Holtfapfell, fome Majors, with 200 common 
Souldiers prifoners. Ncverthekfic Lamboy (on the other fide) 
watching his opportunity, vanquiChcth windeke with three other 
ftrong holds in Colonia, and from thence goes into Weftphalia, 
although he was commanded by the Emperour to come with his 
Brigade unto the chief of his warlique affairs. 

Moreover, the fame year, being 1647, the Souldiers of Turain 
are overcharged by N< ighbouring garrifons of the Empcrours, at 
Zwingenberg : and do allure the City Mentz, and worms, againft 
the fubrile devices of both garner and Beninghaufe. But there 
was like to be a falling out with their own fellow-SouIdicrs, 
about Rofe the Tribune, whom fome Regiments required from 
the Army, to be reftored their Captain; neither could they be 
.. “. brought 
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brought to return to their duty oy aiiy means; but yet on fome 
certain conditions they do joya to Koningfmark . Rofe himfelf Anno 
being brought to Paris , to declare the caufe hereof. And when as f 0 
the Colonian, now rcnounceth his ceflation of arms made a while 
before, with the Swede, French, and Haffians, by reafon ofa 
Town that was taken of theirs, in the mean time, and fome other 
unworthioefles received from the enemy; then Koningfmark , in- 
creafing his number with Rabenbaupf s Souldiers, (that profpered 
in fome achievements the year before) begirts Paderborn that 
bad been taken and retaken in 1646, and ftoutly oppofeth him- 
Telf againft Lamboy at Steynford , as he pierced into Oflro-Frifia, or 
Eaft-Fricfland, and that, untill both Armies were fummoned 
away unto the higheft matters. 

And truly,(as though things were now coming to the higheft 
pitch) the S wedifh Commanders and Armies do hotly encounter 
the Imperial Forces (in theyear‘1648) to their difad van rage. For 
Wrangle in the firft place takes from the Duke of Luneburg 1400 
horfes, and the cloathing for his Army; and calling a Council of 
War at Stade, he moveth toward Paderborn , where he drives 
away theEmperians and Bavarians out of Haflia, where they 
wanted Visual, into Francony, having been fufficiently worn 
out at the fiegc of Marpurg. Then incrcafing his Army, he paf- 
feth over the River Moentu at Afciburg, being 23000 ftrong, 

15600 footmen, 8000 horfemen, 160 great Guns, and 200 wagl 
gons, and by force wrefted 9 piece of Ordinance that were left 
by the Eraperour’s Army at Forcbeym . And coming unto Feusb- 
veange, he fets his Army in array 5 but the Emperour’s forces do 
partafunder, theEmperians departing unto Ratisbone, and the 
Bavarians unto Eichftade; but Wrangle himfelf fits down at 
Guntsburg; Koningfmark in the mean while wandring up and 
down, unto whom the abovefaid difeontented Turanian Souldier 
then came. Then after three places yielded, poflefled, and laid 
wafte, and three others fortified : And the upper Palatinate put ; 
toextream villany by the rude and cruel Souldiers, at length 
there was a conflift about eroding the River Lyce, (the French be¬ 
fore that, coming to the Swedes, and covering Bavaria , upon 
which Bucheym and Spork are called out of Silefia^ toward the 
City Augufta y and that, an unhappy one to the Emperians , Holt¬ 
fapfell their General being in the very rear (lain, alfo Konigfmark 
brings away their Secretary, with 200 and 70 Common men, 
and fo opened their paflagein Bavaria , whither it appeares they 
were tending. (Tworealons were given of this misfortune; ei¬ 
ther becaufe Gronsfeld, Leader of the Bavarian Souldiery, had 
been Commanded (in imitation of the Hafjiam) to decline the 
Front of the Battle, and bring his Souldiers to defend rather the 
more found or ftrong parts thereof: or becaufe he envyed Holt- 
fapfelly the faid Holtfapfell having his ChiefOfficers the lefle obedi¬ 
ent unto^im, both in regard of the Rigour of his Army difeipline. 

Oil <\ and 
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rv*A>0 and likewife, for that his Religious Rites were very much eftran- 
o?chriftt a 8 cd f rom theirs. But Komngfmark breaking into Bohemia , and on 
to xctf* July 16 , making a frecEgrefl'e and Regreflc unto the Town and 
VfV?J Garifon of Sger, that was fhutup by the Enemy 5 on the 2 6 of 
thefame moncth, he encompafling and taking 300 Scouts, ora 
party fent forth, by a cunning Stratagem, brought a greater mis¬ 
hap unto theEmperour, than thcother: who fending forth by 
night as many of his own Souldiers unto Colored the Vice-King of 
Bohemia,undcr a colour of being his party that was fent out, now 
returning, their Watch-word being firlt ftollen; took by this 
difguife before day, that which is called Little Prague, with the 
Caftleof Rets or %etife thereto belonging, with more than 200 
men of a great fame, whom he made them to ranfom. A prey 
alfo of above feven millions value, fell hereby into his hands, the 
richer part of which he fends away in 60 Waggons untoLipfia, 
Colored alfo the Vicc-roy, hardly cfcaping from being feized on 
in his bed. wrangle alfo croffing Lyce, confirmeth one garrifon, 
and takes two into his poffeflion s the Emperour’s Aiding away 
unto yiltsbove, the Bavarians fpreading thcmfelves into Garrifons 
to defend thofe more Arong places, who, upon the loling of 
Lyce, quitted or departed from /fare, the which wrangle pofle ficth 
wholly: who befieging Wafferburg, was ftuftrated of his at¬ 
tempt, and teeking a paflage over the River Oene , could not ob¬ 
tain it, the Bavarian ftoutly defending the right bank againft: 
him. Then he hath a conAift with the Emperians and Bavarians 
who revived again, at Dinckelfinge , and fits doton at Landfhute, 
being repulfed by mrth , who with great violence a flailed them 5 
the laid wertk, having been newly received into favour by the 
Duke of Bavaria, who before had a prejudice againft him. 

Left I fhould be too tedious, let me briefly run over fame ali¬ 
ens of two or three more chief Swedifh Warriours this year. 
The Duke of Wittenberg (who was of that party, and was Liev- 
tenant of the Ordnance, ) that he might make amends for fome 
Ioffe that Tiejpage had fuffered through a miftake, which was 13 6 
horfemen, and 3 3 6 horfes, runs to him 3 demolifhing Oelfa, and 
preying uponSilefia, and being increafcd with a fupply of 6eoo 
men from Pomerania and Moravia, breaks thorow into Bo¬ 
hemia, where, at Brandife, (the place where the image of the 
Virgin Mary trimly flood) he takes 600 of the enemies, and be¬ 
ing put into the room of Keningfmark , who was abfent, he fhews 
himfelf before old Prague : and then pofleffeth a Town, and a 
Caftle in that Kingdom ; after that, pafling thorow to Moldavia, 
about to come fuddenly upon Mifling of Crumavia, he, at Budovice, 
lights upon Buchcym, with three other of eminency, that were 
bring 120 Waggons unto places of more fafety ; he takes them 
with their wagons, onely one garner cfcaping, and fo goes to 
meet their newGenera];wteo came out of Swethland amongft thefe 
dafhings this year, with 8000 moft choyfe Souldiers; (This 

was 
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was Churls Gujtavc, who being begotten of his father JobnCtpmir, 
who was of the family of the Palatinates of Bivonu and his mo- Anno I<?4 * 
ther being the filler ot GufluVe AcMphu, King ofW®) was Con- t «« 1 
zen-german unrothe Queen thereof; and unto whom flic after- 
wards refigned that Kingdom;) leading them from feveral places, 
untiil he brought them into Bohemia, where he is received bv 
Koningfmark, ,and the Duke of Wittenberg aforefaid. His defign 
was for the fiege of Prague, unto which he breaks thorow • But

Therefore^ Rabenhaupt the Haffian, together with Duglat the 
Swede, (while that thofe chiefeft matters by the main Armies 
were tumbled out ofHa/ia thorow Francony, unto Lyce, and into 
Bohemia; recovered fomc places that the enemy had'poflc fled, 
taking Hamburg by force, where were 20 Ordnance very well 
fitted, another place by a flight, but raced or fpoylcd Gleichenftein, 
and at length Gej[ei s put in his place, with whom this year 1^48 
Lamboy contended .- who clofely befieging Ceife at Gifeck; through 
the valour of Ernefl the Lantgrave, who with 300 common Soul- 
diers brake in upon the befiegers, fers the btfieged at liberty, 

Lamboy lofing fome hundreds of his men, (yet Erne/i himfelf was 
taken m the enterprize) who returning unto Bonne , and demolifti- 
jng another place, he prefents himfelf at Grevenbruoe before the 
Camps of Geife, and joyning battle, he routs the left wine of 
Getfe his Army, caking prifoners the Earl of Weide, with 200 
common men, and feven waggons. But while (as-oft-times 
comes topafic) he the more fharply purfues the difperfed left 
wing, all his great guns were taken from his own right wing, and 
turned againft him, fo that he loft what he had gotten, Geife re-

lords him moneyed the garrifons of Weftphalia fupply of men 
making prayers to make God their friend. The fijft atchicve- 
ment after this recruit and Application was the furrender of Ca - 
ftortum unto him: after which, he oppofech his Camps to the 
Hainan Army almoft within fight of Agrippinc a City of Colo- 
ma * ff L noc ^hftandpg (efpecially when Frederick the Lant- 
grave had brought him 1500 horfe) valiantly conquered the Town 
ot Marcodure, Lamboy icnploying his Auxiliaries in vain to hinder 
u : notwith(landing he ftoutly loofeth Tadnborn from befieging - 
aud then both parties fitting down over-againft each other It

A rchift 41 ftomachful enemies, the prevalency of the Swcdifh Forces this 

to 1*4$/ year,together with this new General’s coming into Germany with 

fuch frefh fupplyes, caufed 5 who fets upon the City of Great 
Prague in good earneft, making Mines under the ground, whither 
Bucheym, left it fhould befubdued, fwiftly came, that he might 
manfully withftand the Forces of Charts, the faid new Swcdifhr 
Commander. Yet furely it was forely endangered ; for into 
both Pragues, are carried no lefle than 3286 ftroaks of difeharged 
Ordnance; the befieger likewife poflelTmg two places of refi- 
dencc within the Territories of new Prague, whither alfo the 
concluded peace is (notforrowfully) brought tydings of. It was 
firft concluded of by moft noble Embafi’adours on all (ides, iri 
Weftphalia, on the 14th and 24th day of Ottober, 1548, whofe 
Matters eftablifhed it by their attent the two ncxttnoncths ; the 
EmpeFour on the 13, and 23 of November, the French King on 
the 14, and 24 of the fame ; by the Swedes on the 12 and 24 of 
December; in which peace, the Duke of Lorrain (whether 
through prejudice conceived againft him for the notorioufncfTe of 
his Armies villany in Germany and Flanders, befidcs fpoyls done 
to the French) could not be included therein : and the King of 
Spain would nor, whether out of enmity to the French, or hatred 
to cue Proteftants with whom it was concluded ; for the Bifhop 
of Rome his moft Great father, purfued with a Protection 
againft it, becaufehereby his Church Ihould lofc both, rich Ter- 
ruories and dignities. Yet the Spaniard the fame year enters a 
peace with the United Provinces of the Low-Countries at <JMun- 
ffer , laying afidc all authority and privileges right over thofc 
Provinces, as alfo the lower Haflians with the Upper, on fornc 
hard conditions made betwixt them. 

Thus ("Reader) 1 have brought thee to the Walls of Prague, 
within which, the caufe & foundation of nigh twenty eight years 
cruell tedious <md depopulating war,(to wit) by the choyce and 
Crowning of Frederick the Eledfcour Palatine there, unto which 
he was pufhed forward by fome germane Princes, was laid and 
givcn;and here now ends 5 expecting for the future that brief fay¬ 
ing to be fulfilled, Pax invidiam projlernit, Peace pr of rAtes or burieth 
tnruy ; the which (queftionlefTe) was by long broils, flaughters, 
and cruelties much con traded, 

In the mean time in England (after the defeating of Lord JJbly, 
aRoyalift in a field battel, by Morgan a Parliament Coloncll, 
himfelfwith 1 doo being taken Prifoners, which was on the very 
brim of the year 1646, March 21. of 1645,and fome other ftrong 
holds, delivered into their hands, amongft which was Corf Ca- 
ftle in Dorfet-jhire ; by ftorm, and a ftratagem (not much unlike to 
that of Hereford ) Aprill the eighth, 16 ^6, Prince Ruperts Troops 
being alfo disbanded on the twenty fifth day-, and Oxford it lelt 
(wherein the King was) after a blocking up,was ready to be clofe- 
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iy befieged by (Jemrrall Fairfax, the faid Kingclcapcd out of the 
City (under colour of one of his favourites man, with whom he of cYift* 
rode) unco the Scotrifh Army, who were encamped at Southml toi 
ftraightly befieging (with lbme Parliament English forces) that 
moft ttrongand inlcfting Garrifon of Newark, who having had a 
fore plague, together with hunger and ftraits, upon their Kings 
comming unto the befiegers, the Scots yielded the Town 
on conditions. He came thither May the fifth following; which 
comming, caufcd(thcre having newly been feme jarring between 
the Englilh and Scots about want of their pay, and neglect of 
Church-difcipline according to the Covcnant)no fmal difienrions ' 
and divers harfh writings between the Scots and the Engljfh Par¬ 
liament, about thcdifpofail of his perfon (which the English, for 
clivers the more juft rcafons, demanded out of their hands, whom 
they carried farther North) for fome Moncths. Notwithstanding, 
in the very interim there was fuch a prudentiall management of 
things; that both tkeNations friend lily conjoyned (amongft other 
trauiadtions) in fending nineteen propofitions, as was faid, for 
a fafe and well-grounded peace , .(trained not very much high¬ 
er than thole of Uxbridge, unto the King Englifh Com- 
miflioners,at Newca(lle,Scotlands Parliament Commiflioncrs be¬ 
ing alfo there, and a {Tenting ; this was Jul. the 15th of this year. 

Unto which (after perfwafions, and preflings, amongft which 
Lord Lowdens Oration the Scot was eminent) he would not aorce: 

So that the Engltfj Parliament voting the Scots 40000© lb for 
their afliftarice;of which,2ooooo l.they were prefently to receive, 
and accordingly, about the latter end of January they did Upon 
which receipt (as they were to do) they delivered up three ftrong 
Garrifons that were in the North of England 5 Newcaftle, Barwick 
and (farti/le, into the Parliaments hand, and withall the King’ 

(whommany fay they fold) for they would not carry him to 
Edenburgh , though they had free leave of the Englifh fo to do, for 
fear ol new difturbanees) whom the Engltjb Commiflioners 
brought into one of his Southern Pallaces, fHolmby, the 17th of 
February) according to his defire, with great honour and refpeft, 
inall this he not being ufed asa conquered Captive, but a King 
The Scottifh Army, on February the Eleventh following, marl 
ched over the River Tweed into their own Countrey, three Com¬ 
miflioners alfo (at the fame time) being Cent thither to the Scotch 
Parliament concerning publique matters. For they had begun to 
confulc howto fettle the affairs of both Nations without the King 
Oxford the mean while, which on May the fccond, 1646. was 
by General Fairfax befieged, and fummoned, was in about fix 
weeks time furrendred 3 (for it was on June the twenty fourth after) 
the befieged having very fair and large conditions allowed them 
(They created above a Moneths fpace of the time, and the Parli¬ 
ament debated thebufinefle.) For they had five thoufand choyfe 
iolildiersin that ftrongly fortified City, goodftore of provifions : 
the firft day of opening, which was May the fjjcth, between four 
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and fi vc thousand are reported to have been led thereby, befides 
ofChrift/ no want °f Anns or Ammunition. None except Rupert and Mau- 
co i^yo/ rice, who were to depart the land, were forbidden to come to 
,L<‘V’\i London, and the Kings fon, theDuke of Fork, was with honour 
thither conduced. But the old Broad Seal which they left behind 
them, was Auguft the eighteenth, (the Parliament having made 
a new one) broken and defaced ar London. 

Five or fix other moft ftrong places, foon yielding themfelves 
after Oxford (of which the Ifland and Caftleof Scilly, ar the Weft 
end of the Land, was one Sept. 1 6. Which was a great harbourer 
. of Men of War for the King by Sea, that took great fpoil of Mer¬ 
chants Ships, and from whence Prince Chavis had not long before 
fled into Jerfey) and Colonel Majfeys brigade being by Fairfax qui¬ 
etly disbanded in the Weft, among whom (about the difference 
of Presbytery and Independency inChurch-Government,of which 
there were great factions then in England) a mutiny was feared, 
the war was even finifhed, and Generali Fairfax came Novctnb. 
the 12th with triumph into London* where by both houfes ofPar- 
liamcnt,hc was (in order) moft amply and heartily congratulated, 
unto which hcrcplyed with a fhorc modeft anfwer. The Earl of 
Lfex their firft Generali, that brake the Ice, dying (as is laid) of 
an Apoplexy, the 13 th of Sept, aforegoing, who on the 22th of 
Octob. following, was moft poropoufly (by the Parliament) inter¬ 
red. * 

But the next year 1647, was partly fjpent in the divifions of 
fcllow-Conqucrours, and many others, divided under the name 
of Presbyterians and Independants * the former complaining 
that the folcmn Covenant was not kept, the latter, that it was 
mifinterpreted ; the Royalifis in the mean time ready to joyn with. 
either for their own advantage, very many having out of taken- 
Garrifons reforted to London . T1 efe diffentions increafing, Peti¬ 
tions were both prefented to the Parliament againft the Army as 
Independants, and the Parliament themfelves debated of disban¬ 
ding them, againft which (as wronged) they Petitioned the Ge¬ 
neral, becaufc they neither had their Arrears, nor the Laws and 
Liberties they had fought for, were obtained. And although the 
other party much ftomached and complained of the faid Petition, 
yet on June the fourth, 1647, the King was by a party (under the 
command of one'Cornet Joyce ) taken from Holmby, and carried un¬ 
to feverall places, according to the removing of the Armies quar¬ 
ters. Whereupon, the Parliament ordered where he fhould. re- 
fidc, which w* at Richmond, but eight miles from London, and 
alfo who fhould attend and Guard him. But in ftcad of fullfil¬ 
ling the fame order, there was fent from the Army an impeach¬ 
ment agaioft eleven members of the Commons, as hiuderers of 
right, doing fomething againft the Army it fejf, and hindering 
Irelands relief, the which', had been, as was thought, too long ob- 
ftru&ed already by rcafon of the Kings going to the Scots. This 
caufed half si years reparation of thefe member^ from the houfc,al- 
‘ "~" v ‘ ■ .• .... thouglj 
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though voluntary. Nocwithftanding through the affociaring of rWo 
many Citizens and Apprentices of London (chat were for the rc- Anno 'if46 
ftoring of the King and the Covenant) with fome that had been 
chief Officers of the Army, fas Sit william waller , Colonel Majsey, 

Major Generali Pointz ,, after that the houfes, through the violati¬ 
on of their fitting, and free voting, by fome of the aforefaid Citi¬ 
zens and Apprentices, had adjourned for four dayes, and in the 
mean while many went from London to the ArmyJ the matters 
1 welled up to that heighr, that on July the thirtieth, the City of 
London openly declared againft the Army, (being ftrengthened on 
the very fame day by three votes of the Members that remained at 
London, (two new fpeakers being chofen ) cboofing Mafey Gcnc- 
rallof their forces and Militia, that they then raifed to oppofe 
the Army : Which Army hereupon drawing nigh to London, did 
fomething allay the Citizens courage 5 fo that they both deferred 
the Parliament of July the 30th, with the eleven Members, dif- 
banded and delivered up all Forces, Forts, and Militia into Fair¬ 
fax his hand, rccallisg alfo their late Declaration. And on Aug; 
ihefixth, the departed Members, were^by the Army; reftored to 
their fitting. Who with a full body, the next day, Aug. 7. Mar¬ 
ching thorqw the City,-flighting its Works and Forts, taking 
pofleflion of the Tower, and confining its Militia to its own onely 
bounds, receiving alfo a Moneths pay from the Parliament in gra¬ 
tification £ fill this being tothe gladding of fome, and the grief 
and vexation of others* fc . ,■** . 

This being done, the Army Aftg.the i8ch, 1647. remonftra-’ 
ted their defircs for thc^Parliament* clofing with rhe King, and 
that he might come to London upon thatelofure; Yet the Scotch 
Commiflioners (who;beforefatisfa&iori given unto his people, 
bad denied the juftneill* of his tfcceffion thither) would have had 
him now out of the Armies hands, pcrfonally to treat at London' 
however to ftay at Hampton Court, whither he came, Aug. 24’ 
^ropofitions were fent him thither, unto which to confenthe de¬ 
nied 5 More were again framed, and in the mean time, Nov.i i* 
he privily fled into the Ifle of wight, leaving a Letter behind him*, 

Ihcwing, the end of it was, to preferve his own fafety, againft 
whofc life fome laid waft. About feven dayes after his com- 
ming thither from Caftlej he fent to the Parliament a 

Letter, io which he was earneft for a perfonall treaty at London, 
that might be accompanied with three appendices, honour, free- 
dome, and fafcty;5 they-voted, Novemb. 2 6\ that upon figning 
four proportions, in order to fecurity, which feemed not uhfeafo- 
pable, that fhould be admitted: whoneverthclcfife, the Scots be¬ 
ing ayerfe unto the faid bills prefenting, and people divided into 
parties in London, flatly tefufed to confirm the fame, for Which 
caufe, they voted Jan. the third, that no furtheraddrefres. : fliould 
be made unto him, or meftuage received from him by themfelves 
or any other without their leave. Which Votes* the Generali, 
and Army-Councell on the eleventh day feconded with a Decla¬ 
ration* 
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ration, refolving to cleave to the Parliamentin letling the King- 
domes affairs, both without, and againft the King, or any of his 
partakers. 

Thefe Votes, and Army-DccIaration,inflamed rather than ap¬ 
pealed the anger and fury of many people, who not onely longed 
for, but expected the King to be reltored unto his former dignity, 
although the Parliament fought by another Declaration, (Chew¬ 
ing how often they had applycd themfelves unto the King, yet all 
in vain) to all wage their difturbed minds : fo that tumolts and in- 
furrc&ions (the beginnings of a fccond war) were nor onely fear¬ 
ed, but raifed 5 thefirftof which was that inthelflcof Wight 
it felf, near the very Caftle in which the King was 5 for which, 
the principal Leader, Captain Burleigh, was at an Aflizes, called 
at winehefter on purpofe, condemned for Treafon, and executed 
Febr. 10. 1647. Notwithftanding in the moneth of April 1648, 
Londons Apprentices, and other young people, gave a notable 
example of war and fedition unto adjacent places, who faying 
they were for Charts their King, put the whole City in great fear, 
the Lord Maior being conftrained to betake himfelf unto the 
Tower, who the next day by a party fent by General Fairfax , 
were vanquifhed and quieted, and a thoufand pound given to the 
Souldiers fox the fervice. The Duke of Fork cfcaping (in the 
fame April) from James his houfe near mf min per, out of the Par¬ 
liaments hands. And the Prince being as a banifhed man in the 
peoples eye, by private Commiflions from his Father the King, 
raifed war; which war feemed more formidable and dangerous 
unto the Parliament and Army than the former, both in regard of 
the Scots, who from aflifting friends, Were turned threatening 
enemies, and chiefly thofc that were called Presbyterians, fiding 
both in London and the Countrey with theRoyalifts upon the Co- 
venant- account. 


Now divers ftrong holds were feized on for theKing,asS4r»/V£, 
April the 30th, by Sir t Jltarmaduke Langdale • and farlile 
about the beginning of May following 5 PontfraB Cattle, (where 
alfo Colonel Rainsborougb was rreacheroufly by the enemy after¬ 
wards, O&ob. a 9 ) taken in his bed and flain, as he lay at the 
liege thereof,) was June the third furprized by a Major and Cap¬ 
tain of the King’s, having firft killed the Governour. Before 
which,on May the I2th,thcre was an Infurre&ion at st.Edmonds- 
hury not far from London , and a feditious Petition by the Surrey - 
men on the itfthday, the Petitioners befides hurting, killing 
one of the Parliament's guard 5 for which, themfelves were by 
fome horfe fcattered, and fome killed. A far greater on the 24^ 
day was by the Men of Kent , with whom divers great ones ©f 
that Country joyned ; Great toyl it coft Fairfax (who was with 
feven Regiments engaged againft thefe rifers) to fubdue them: the 
greateft conflict was at the Town of ijWaidfione , where with very 
much difficulty,and no fmall danger,with the Ioffe of 40 men,the 
place was obtained, againft about aeoo defendants, 200 being, 

flain. 
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(lain, molt of them taken prifoners , befides horfes and arms. rVA-o. 
Thoufands of their Countrcy-men of the fame party, looking on, 
in the mean time, and not daring to oppofe the General. Arcm- i 0 i«jo, 
nant of this Kentifh-Axmy under the Lord <joring’ s conduct, ap- 
proached nigh London , to fee the attentions of the Citizens, who 
being purfued by fome Horfemen of the Army, Goring with four 
or five hundred of them crofted the River into EfTex, where the 
Lord Capell, and Sir Charts Lucas with forces joyned with them, 
who notwithftanding were foon afterwards driven into the City 
of (folcheper (unto whom many from London reforted) by Fairfax, 
and after a pretty long fiege, the befieged having no hopes of re¬ 
lief, and being brought to great ftraights, horfe-tlefh being ac¬ 
counted good meat, Aug.28. yielded themfelves into the Conquc- 
roui’s hands, two of whom were (hot to death, to wit. Sir Charts 
Lucas, and Sir Cjeorge Lifle. 

But (to leave other rifings in the Weft and. other places,becaufe 
they were foon quelled) much danger threatened the Parliaments 
Cauiein Wales, by Laughorn, Poycr, and Powell’s conjoyning, who 
before had done the Parliament (especially Laughorn) good fer¬ 
vice. The faid Laughorn with Powell having an Army of 8000 
men in the field 5 unto the which one Colonel Horton with but 
3000 gave a complcat overthrow, killing many,and taking about 
3000 prifoners \ this was in May . Thofc two flying unto Poyer 
in Pembrook- Caftle, a raoft ftrong place, (after that chepfow-Ca- 
ftle was furrendred unto another Parliament Commander, whofe 
chief Defendant Sir Nicholas Kemijh, was after the yielding, May 
25, flain,) Cromwell after a while about July had it yielded unto 
him,with the oppofers all prifoners} extremities within confirm¬ 
ing them thereunto. 

The Earl of Holland alfo (who before had played faft and loofe) 
now taking his opportunity, with the Duke of Buckingham, was 
in arms at Kingflon upon Thames with 500 horfemen, who was 
put to flight by Sir Michael Leiefey, and afterwards taken and fent 
to Warwick Caftle 5 the Lord Francis , the Duke's brother, being in 
the Combatc (lain. 

The plundrine forces alfo belonging unto Pomfret Caftle were 
quite vanquished by Colonel Rojfiter,Ytho,u\ that a&ionjwas forc- 
ly, though not mortally wounded. 

But the greateft block to leap over, was a Scottifh Army unde* 

Duke Hamtlton's Command, who (though they were judged to 
be both that Kirks and Kingdoms enemies, and fo had not their 
good wiftes for theif fucccfle) invaded England about or in the 
moneth of June, and a little after being added unto by Langdale' s 
forces, were ftrong in number, having no lefTe than 25000, and 
cruel and terrible unto the Inhabitants where they came. This 
ArmyMajorGeneralLtfm^tkeptinplay, untill Licvtcnanc Ge¬ 
neral Cromwell (Pembroke-CMc being fcafonably delivered unto 
him) could come to joyn with him, who being in all not full ten 
thoufand ftrong, Aug, 17,1^48, wholly vanqwiftied and defeated 
Rrr that 
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that Army, took the L lev tenant General, and loon after iheDukc 
himjfdf inflight with 3000 horfe, 3000 having been before {lain, 
and 9 000 taken prifoners. The Concjuerour, Cromwell, after 
this, entring Scotland with a happy fucctfie, 2yded that Nation 
againlf fome enemies, that there flood up, (reducing alfo Barnick 
and Carhl') and was by them both magnificently entertained, and 
ingenuoufly acknowledged ( under God ) Scotland's Preferver ? 
vvnofe Aimy was before called by many of them, Acompany of 
Sc&arics. 

Divers fhips likewife revolted from the Parliament unto the 
Prince by Sea, at the beginning of June, not buffering Rains- 
borough the Vice-Admiral to come aboard : fo that the Prince 
within two moncths after, was with near 20 fayl upon Thames, 
out-daring the Earl of Warwick, who was too weak for him : Bur 
through the prudence of Sir George Ayfcough , the Portfmouth 
Fleer was brought by the Princes (hips lafe unto the Eail, and 
then they followed ttie Prince upon the coaft of Holland, whither 
he was gone to victual. 

In the midft of thefe ftirs, (whether in love or fear of the King 
andhisCaufe, the Parliament themfelvcs altered their former 
Votes, nulling on June 30, 1648, thofc for no further Addrefl'cs 
to the King, Jan. 30. before, (having admitted the 11 impeached 
Member) And voted, (Though not a Perfonal Treaty at London, 
yet an honourable one to be had with him * he firft accepting 
thereof, upon Proportions, in the Ifle of Wight, which began 
Septcmb. 18 this year, 5 Lords, and 10 Commons being chofcn 
as Comm 1 dinners to treat, and 10000 1. to defray the charges of 
the lame. It la (fed about 9 weeks, untill Novemb. 27. 

But in the mean time, this new war being now over, and the 
Army at fotnc leifure, its Councel of Officers altogether dill iking 
that Trcary, gave a prevalency (by a Remonfirance of theirs unro 
the Parliament, Novemb. 20) unto divers County Petitions deli¬ 
vered in the moneths September and Odober, for the execution 
of impartial Jufticcupon fome aforementioned, as Hamilton , &c. 
authors of much bloud and calamity, and efpecially on K ng 
Charls himfelf, as the raifer of the whole War, and that Goo’s 
wrath might be feared to attend them, if he were unpunished. 
Whereupon,when as the King’s Conccflions in the Ifle of Wight, 
were Decemb.5. following, voted fatisfadtory by the Parliament; 
the next day, divers Members that had fo voted, were both fc- 
cluded from fitting,and confincd,by the Army ; and a little after, 
the King was brought out of thclfland unto Hurfl Cuttle, by a 
party of Horfe,and fo to windfor, Decemb. 23. And after the Su- 
pream authority voted to be in the H ufe of Commons, Jan. 4. 
there was an Ordnance made for the King’s Tryal ©n the 6ch day; 
in order to which, an unufual Courr, called, an High Court of Ju- 
flice, was eroded, on the 9th day, before wh'm the King appear¬ 
ed Jan. 20, and when as he would not plead to his Acculation, 
as being unfatisfied in that Courts power to judge him, (but ra- 
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chcr forbad the Clerk to flop, and hold his peace, after his earned 
defire to {peak with the Houfes in the Painted Chamber, which 
would not by the Preiidcnr Bradftjaw and the Court be f offered ) to i*jo. 
he was fciitenced to be beheaded by the faid Preiident, the which 
was accordingly executed on Jan. 30, on a Scaffold ercdtcd be¬ 
fore white- Had, who there reitificd unto the people, That he dy¬ 
ed a Protcftanc according to the Church ot England's Doctrine, 
(delivering his George unco Dr. Juxbn, who was his bofome-at- 
tendanr, char, as was fuppofed, he might fend it unto the Prince) 
and fpeaking not much'in the vindication of his innocency. He 
was afterwards Fcbr. 9th, by 4 Lords, and Dr. Juxon weeping, 
inhumed at winafor in Georges Chappcl, where Henry the eighth 
was formerly buried: after this. Proclamation was made, in 
Towns, That none fhould dare to proclaim Charls Stuart iiisf in, 
or any of that race or other. King of England , upon pain of death 
for Trcafon ; for the which, one Beaumont a Minifhr, was on the 
1 6th of February executed at PontfraB-, the Scotch Commitfio- 
n:rs having before, Jan. 10. difavowed thofe proceedings of the 
Engli(h s and therefore, young Charls was on Febr. 5th proclaimed 
King inScotland, and on the 1 6 day likewife proclaimed in Ireland. 
Thelioufe ofLords being ©n the 6 day of the fameFeb. voted by the 
Cummons, ufeleflcand dangerous,(aneccflary conference of the 
fall of Monarchy) and on the 17 day a Dcmocratical Government 
of 40 chief ones, called a Committee or Councel of State,was by 
and under the Parliament Senate appointed. Amongft which 
actions, Duke Hamilton, Earl of Norwich, who-had likewife rai- 
fad Forces for.the King in this laft War, Earl of Holland , Lord 
Cap el I, and Sir John Owen, were all brought to a Tryali before a 
fecond High Court of Juftice, which began Febr. 10, and after 
Sentence of death palled on all five, March the 6th, two, to wir, 

Earl of TSforwich, and Sir John Owen , were on March the 8th re¬ 
prieved, and the next day the other three beheaded in the Palace- 
Yard of wejlminfter. Lord Capell behaving himfelf the moft confi¬ 
dently, aqd undauntedly at the lime of execution. Andnoclofe 
up this year in England, after the voting down of the Lords in 
Parliament, the Earl of Warwick, a Peer, was removed from his 
Admiralfhip at Sea, Febr. 21; and the next day, a confiderable 
ftiip called the Hart- Frigot revoked from this new State. But 
PontfraB Cattle, that tough relique of Garrifons, which all this 
time held our, was on March the 32, 1648, conftraincd to fur- 
render. 

In the mean time, the Frenchman by the Duke of Tarain well 
handleth the League with the Swede* in 1646, and receiveth 
Anthony Barberine the Cardinal at Paris, endowing him with fome 
yearly profits belonging to Spain : and among other a&ions of this 
year, he fets his Army in Array at Genoa in Italy, againft whom 
the Pope oppofeth the Duke of Sdvile. He alfo fits a Navy, and 
rakes poffeffion of the Haven of Stephen and Telamon , befieging the 
R r r 2 Sea- 
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r^A^O Sea-Town of Orbitell 3 and fighting profperoufly enough in a Sea- 
©"aufft/ battel, though he loft JSrefe his Sea-Commander, he gains the 
to itrso. * place : he was indeed by the Pope’s forces caftout of Tulcia,yet 
l/V%J he fubdued Fortologona , together with Plumb'me , and fo makes the 

agreement of the Barbarities to be eafic,with the Pope. But there 
was a Confpiracy by the Spaniard againft his Vice-Roy or King at 
Barcellona , the Spaniard proclaiming the Duke of Arcofe Vice- 
King of Naples: yet he vanquifheth the Fort ot Arragon , and 
befiegeth Lerida-y but he received after eight moneths fiege, a 
moft valiant repulte by two Spanish Commanders, 70 of his 
Ordnance being taken, the Spanifb Souldiers being fpread abroad 
for the prey. But it wasorherwilein Flanders this year: for by 
his Captains, the Dukcoi Orleance and Sngutenney he firft obrains 
the Town and garrifonof Cortrack from the Spaniards, although 
they had a (harp conflhSt with him at Cueme about it 5 and then 
wins Vimciberg and Mardike by aft'ault, and at length that notable 
place for Pyrates, Dunkirk , a very great help and fafety to his af¬ 
fairs, if he could have kept it. 

But the Dutch , who (as wasfaid) had confulted with the French. 
of aflailing the Spaniard on both (ides of Flanders , do intercept 
Tieneby the crofting paftage of the River Mofe, taking therewith 
many Captives of no lmall name and fame; yet they vainly en¬ 
deavour this year, 1 646, to take Venloe by fiege. Neither indeed 
is any thing performed by them befides, worth the price of their 
warfare, unlefle it were, that by bufying the Spaniard , they helped 
the French Expedition. They agree alfo to reftore places that 
were poffcfled by them in the Juliacan field, unto theEk&our of 
Brandenburgs who married Ludovica> daughter to the Prince of 
Orange . 

The lame year the King of Poland having joyned himfelf in mar¬ 
riage to Nivernia at warfove, he gives a hearing unto an Embafla- 
dour of the great Duke of Mofcovy , concerning a League to be mu¬ 
tually made againft the Tartars . And fearing war from both 
Turks and Tartars, he ftudies warfare j againft which, the States 
V (fearing an oppreffion of their Country thereby) doftrongly en¬ 
deavour. Whofe brother fafimir is now counted or enrolled 
amongft the number of Cardinals; but being difappointed of 
the title of a Kingly brightnefle conferred on him, (fuch was his 
zeal) he quite left that pretended holy order. 

Now alfo the Turk and Venetian do ftrugglc, John Capello be¬ 
ing declared General for thcfe,in the room of Francis Erizzo, who 
dyed this year 1646, and Francis Molino chief Captain of the 
Dukes Navy, both aged men, the firft above feventy years of age, 
the fecond one under. Degenfield commanding his forces through¬ 
out the which, Turkifh weapons made to tremble, for 

Noviogradeis yielded unto him, and Zare is overcome j yer the 
Venetian recovered them both again, freeing another place from 
fiege, and flaying the Bafhai r of Bofnia , the Turk vanquifheth Scbif- 
fiw'o/? Caftle, but he is overcome at Dardaneily 3 and again by Sea, 

lofing 
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lofing three Oar-Galleys j yet had the upper hand at fanea 
through the errour or obftinacy of the Commander Valettane. Ca - 
pello alfo, craving excufc for his age, had John Baptifla of Grimane y o” Jt< * 
for fucccflbur in his Gcneral-fhip, after which, they joyning a \s\rsj 
doubtfull battel with the Turks at Betime, a Town that yielded it 
felf unto their violence, the Venetians (who think their contention 
againft the Turk a kind of holy War) run to three remedies 5 
Prayers, Alms-Deeds, and Embaffagcs to other Princes to intreat 
their aid and afiiftance. The Jews alfo being taken in the very 
a<5t in pafling over or convcighing Weapons to the Turks. 

Moreover the Mofcovite the fame year, fends an Embaftadour 
into Swethland , being by all neighbourlincfle ftudious of peace. 
ASwedifh Embaftadour de la Garde going likewifeto 'Parity and 
another from the Tranfilvanian , comming unto Lypfia, the Hun¬ 
garians at the fame time, treating in their publique Aflemblics 
about confirming peace with the faid Tranfilvanian Prince, and 
likewife with their Emperour (who before had Crowned his 
fon their King) concerning rooting out the Jefuites from amongft 
them. This honour alfo (at Stockholm ) the Swedes a fford unto Gu- 
ftave Gufiavifon the illegitimate fon of their late King, to be rec¬ 
koned among their Earls, although not capable of a King- 
dome. b 

ButrheBifhopof itowe (who it feems is full of money) beftow- 
cth 1 SoooCrowns on a Chain to fhut up the Haven of Civita Vec- 
cbia'vni6^7. Yet (as not havingenough) in 1645?, heisat vari¬ 
ance with the Duke of Parma about the Dutchy of Caflro , whe¬ 
ther it be the Fee-farm of the Church, They joyn battel about it, 
but the Duke hath the upper hand, and then the Bifliop layes the 
blame of moving that war, oil (Jodfride a Marquefie ; but comes 
to an agreement with the Duke for a round fumme, paying him 
300000 Crowncs prcfcntly down, and tfooooo Crowns to be 
coldoutto him a while after. NotwithftandingthcC^ro(which 
I underftand to be the houfc or Pallacc belonging to the land) is 
laid equall with the ground. And before the year was ended, a 
jubilee or Fcaft of joy and rejoycing is in a folcmn (though Jcw- 
lfh) manner opened or prepared at Rome . 

The fame year there is a new Govcrnour for the Spaniard in the 
Netherlands, to wit, Leopold^ Arch-Duke of Auftria 5 he fubdu- 
eth three Towns, Armentere that was laden with all kind of Vi¬ 
sual, stKoComene and Lenfe- and afterwards Landrefe , th cFrench 
(ac the fame time) quickly taking Bafea and Dixmudcy attemp¬ 
ting alfo Newport , and at wawer at Bruxellsy carrying all the fpoil 
out of the place, turned 80 houfes into afhes. Yet now as a fore¬ 
runner ol a league, there is a ccft'ation of arms beween the Spani¬ 
ards and Dutch 3 but Chemleve returns with difgrace unto c Dixmudey 
while Ranzove another French man retakes(with great pains) Lenfe 
from the Spaniard, lofing fix eminent perfons in the atchievcmcnr. 

unto this Countrcy alfo arc brought out of the Indies ten Millions 
and a half of Gold.

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Somewhat there was 10 do likewife between the ir-ncb and 
JfCbriJj* on theother fide of France^ this taking one place irom tho 

to K?y«. *, French , &:c. But this was remarkable,that Lerida was now ftrong- 
ly defended againft the Prince of ConUee, who was General there 
in the room of Harcourt . 

But the next year, 15483 the King of Spain (fetting fordi his 
Souldiers, and laying out his money at Oflend, brings an Army 
into the field of 2 7ooo,fubduingCoyrrrf^,and yielding Tpre to the 
Prince of Cowhand afflicts Ra.nz.ove the French Commander,who 
was now gaping for O fiend it felf. Yet he fuffers a notable {laugh¬ 
ter and overthrow at Lenfe, for the French being increafed by the 
Army of Erlack , beats the Spaniard grievoufly ; Beck and his fon 
being both {lain, and taking the Prince of Ligne , and the Mar¬ 
que fle of Grana, with twenty Captains, 6000 & 200 Common- 
loUldiers, fourty Great Gnns, 90 Enfignes. Through Italy thcr 
Spaniard takes Furn 3 but lofeth it again, and rcceiveth loile by 
thcDukcofUMwtotatlWr, who feattered 700 Spaniards , and 
again, kills 300 of them, raking 1000 and 300. The French 
King alfo fending the Duke of (Suife privily amonglt the feditious 
Neapolitans , was difappoiated of betraying the Towre or Caftle 
of Carmine-, the Duke was taken, and was not let go but with aran- 
fome. Moreover homebred troubles arife now in France £ a chief 
caufc being the oppreflion of the people, which is not fmall in 
that Kingdome) the Duke of Orleans^ together with the Senator 
ftrikingat the Court, yet there wasaprefcjitquietneffe, when as 
the King had changed the Judges of crinoinall caufes, and forae- 
what eafed the people by Parliamenr. But (as a fore not healed 
to the bottome ) the diftemper grew frefh again,when as the Duke 
of Brujjells, more freely pleading the peoples caufc, was caft into 
bonds, the King going afide unto the Temple of Saint Germants . 
But at length, before this year’s expiration, which is 1648, \Vhen 
the Captive Duke was reftored, there is a fccond reft, the King 
returning unto Paris > though with very much intreaty. A home¬ 
bred confpiracy (likewife) there was made at l Madrid the chief 
City in Spain , for the which, two chief aftours, Charts of Padigle> 
and Peter oi Sylvapegme 3 Princes 3 \o{k their lives. 

While thefe things were in a&ion, the Tartars , and Coffacks of¬ 
fend Poland; the one wafting the Countrey, being inftant for their 
tribute : and theother, for thereftraining their antient Religious 
rites, and the robberies of the Lievtenants of their Countries. 
They take two confiderable places of Poland this year 1*48 into 
pofleffion. And Dominick the Polanders General, defpifing the 
counfell of mefnewick^ a chief Officer of that Army, is by thefe Cof- 
facks put to flight) lofing 72 piece of Ordnance, and 20000 Soul¬ 
diers, requiring for the mftome of the Captive General, a great 
fum: this great Ioffe caufed great ftrife in their publick aflem- 
blies, fo that they fought there about it. But Cbmielinsky the lea¬ 
der of the C 0 H acks > will have it decreed anaongft them concerning 
the Religious mattery of hi? Countrey, and Family, and the next 
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year the new King of Poland, John Cafimir who was cnofen the 
ycarbefore 1648, and now in 16 49 Crowned, (who alfo marri- ^chriSo 
cd his brothers Widow bound in her bed) moving againft both l6j o. 
the Cefacks and Tartars, the Cofacks by force obtain both their an- IXWJ 
tient ceremonies of Religion, and an amendment of the Govern¬ 
ment of their Common-wealth. But the (fofatks flew in Pc Lind 
in the year 1648 ( So cruel were they) 8000 jews,and above 200000 
Natives. 

Toward the latter end of this year, Frederick, who was of late 
Arch-biftiop of $remes 3 is Crowned King of Denmark, this Church¬ 
man could not fay, My Kingdome is not of this Wot Id. And Mary 
Ellenor the Queen Widow of Gudave Adolphtu , is brought, (Peace 
being now concluded in (Jermany) from fFolgafl with honour and 
foie trinity unto Stockholm . 

But the Venetians the Turks both by Sea and land, in 
1647 and 1 64-8. for the Chriftian Navy under the Knights of 
jidalta pofLfle fome places in their enemies Land, taking many 
Oar-galleys, their land Army doing the like throughout Dalmatia, 
which lofles made the Turkiih Emperour gnafh his teeth for an¬ 
ger,at his Captains. Preys alfo being taken from him in Hungary , 
where he keeps a Bafhaw. And in 1648, Fofcol the Land-Gene¬ 
rali fcourgeth them in Dalmatia , vanquifliing three Towns, and 
then difperfing 4000 of thefe Infidels, two places more yielded 
thccnfelvcs unto Fofcol, yet he loft Licca, and elfwhere the Turk 
had fome Mafterdomc. But the Venetians get c JWirabell in Creet 
or with the Victualling fbips: and his Ioffe by fhipwrack 

was great j Grimmane the High-Admirall with 1000 and 600 
Souldiers, with the value of 14 Millions: the Venetian fights 
profperoufly againft him alfo at the Forts of *Z>j rdanell 5 for which 
bufitnfL, the Governour and three Br fhaws were {Jain at Confia/z- 
tifjople^ thirty Galleys come laden to Cannea with Souldiers and 
Vidualls from the Turk this year, where two Forrs are loft and 
recovered by the Venetians, and that with much bloui, the Earl 
of Solm fills in battel, with fcventcen Captains of a hundred men. 

The Venetians maintaining al lo the Haven of the plcafanr Vale of 
Suda in that fruitfull Ifland, againft the oppofing Turks, whofe 
Emperour or Sultan lbraim 3 is reported about the fame time, by 
reafon of his Tyranny, to have given place unto his fon, which if 
fo, muft be, by the Timariots > and however the Janizaries willing it 
fotobe. 

The year following, 1 £47, (which according to the Germane ac¬ 
count, takes its beginning at January , but according to the Enghjb 3 
not untill March 25.) the Swedifb and Empcrian-weapons are 
changed into confutations for eftablifhing and confirming that 
peace, which was the year before agreed on. For the which,three 
Dukes cotne togethar at Norimberg, the Duke of Amalfe from the 
Emperour, of Srsken for Sweden, and of randort in the name of 
France • where they treat of four things, reftiiution of what was 
pofleffed, fatisfa&ion, for injuries, emptying or quitting of Gar- 

rifons, 
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rifons, and paying of the Souldiers. Amongft other things, this 
•Tcwiiu was done. The Swedijh Souldier wasfpread thorow feven Cir- 
to i<fyo. cles allotted them by the Emperour, unrrll the final confirmation 
of the peace. And five Millions are wrung out for difeharging 
the faid Swedijh Souldiers. The emptying was begun at three fe¬ 
deral diftances of time, by equallcftimacions; fo now, when at 
length he had the Articles of higheft concernment confirmcd,then 
Ludovick the Palatinate is fuffered to return unto Heidleberg, the 
caufeofwhofc Countries reftoring we feej was not upon fubmif- 
fion unto the Emperour, fomuch as upon conditions of Peace. 
This being done, the Emperour was prefent this year at T ofone , 
among the publick Aflcmblies of the land, where he would not 
admit of the burdens of his Clergy, that had been tofled to and 
agen in debate fince the year 1603. againft the Proteftanrs, 
whatever oppofition the Arch-bifhop made againft the Palati¬ 
nate. 

Yet the Conditions of peace were not fully agreed on untill the 
next year, 1650* for they now alfo ftoutly labour thereabout at 
Norimberg ; but when as HatUrunne, with 3000 Royals a month, 
out of thcpublique Treafury, were allowed for three moncths 
time unto the Palatinate, untill the matter could be otherwife 
eompofed, and four times five unto theGarrifonof Francodale 5 
there were three rermsof time appointed, in which places that 
were kept of the Empcrour’s by others, (of whom, the Duke of 
Lorrain held three, Hammerfteyn , Landftulc, and Homburg) fhould 
be voyded: The French King lets go all Towns in the Coaft of 
JRbene, befidcs the Cities of the Wood. The Emperour ftreng- 
thens Prague and Eger, with the fame frontier that lay againft 
the Turks; hereceivethOlmucc, and other places, as the Duke 
of Luneburg did Nieburg at Vifurge: and then the Souldier was 
payd off and difeharged, who goes down by Companies unto the 
pay of th c Spaniard: from whence fome fearful minds in Germany 
{the Spaniard being hereby ftrengthened,and the hired being Soul¬ 
diers of fortune) foretold fome hurtfull and unhappy thing to 
enfue. 

But to leave Germn-c\ctns ? and return unto Brittains tranfa&i- 
ons ; after that charts the late King was taken out of the way,and 
other Capital enemies, amongft whom, Colonel Foyer wasfhot 
to death, April 25.1649, this fecond (though but fhort) War 
being over in England, that Common-wealth fpeedily fet about 
the tranfporting a confidcrable part of their vi&orious Army into 
Ireland, that had been too long hindered of relief by doroeftique 
interruptions, whereby the united parties there (having pro¬ 
claimed young Charts their King) had very much prevailed, as by 
and by we fhall fpeak; But there was a prefent flop made hereto 
by patties in the Army it felfi firnamed, if not^nick-named, Z.e- 
•vellers, as that they fhould profefie to lay every man's eftate equal 
by force: Yet this 1 onely find, that thofe fo called, refufed to pafs 
oyer into Ireland , untill they fhould fee (the King being now gone. 
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who was by mem and his Judges accounted a Tyrant) feme foot- 
Heps of reformation in the Common-wealth touching the Law, of chrift, 
Tytfics, See. according to fome former vows made both by Ofri- to ioso. 
ccts and Army ; and chiefly according unto fomething nor long W'VSJ- 
before drawn up, which was called. An Agreement of theTeople , 
prefented to the Parliament Jan. 19.1648. This refnfal,or ra¬ 
ther rcfiftancc of theirs, was at this time efteemed both unfeafon- 
able, and giving an HI example unto others; fo that April 27, 

1649, one Lockier was fhot to death in London (after fome refi- 
ftance made againft his apprehenders) asanarch-llicklcr in this 
defign : whom that party openly carried to his grave, in a kind of 
llar<Tiy affront (as was judgedj with Sea-green colours, at that 
time, the badge of filch. Then they gathered themfclvcs toge¬ 
ther in arms at Burford in Oxtordfhire, whither not a few of the 
Army were coming to joyn with them. But General Fairfax, and 
the Licvtcnant General Cromwell in heat and (peed marched May 
the 9th againft them, and an Officer being the day before fent un¬ 
to them in way of treaty and affability ; inftead of what they ex¬ 
pelled, they were furpriled on the 15 th day by the Gcnctal’spar- 
tics, three of the chief a&ors being (hot to death, and another (a 
preaching Cornet) upon recantation pardoned. But one Tbomp- 
fon, a flour-fellow, efcaping, flood in his own defence, who being 
purfucd,was at length (lain in a place called Wellingborough- Wood; 
their former fcllow-Souldiers, now being enemies, behaving 
themfclvcs fiercely and roughly towards the furprized. And ac 
the fame time that this was doing, (which was on the 16th of 
May) England was voted afrce-Statc. (General Fairfax return¬ 
ing from this rcduccment three dayes after, May 29, 1649) 

VV hereupon an Aa for abolifliing Kingly Government was May 
the 30th, proclaimed in London by the Lord Mayot of that 
City. , ■ 

The Impediments of Ireland being now removed, Cromwell * 
now made Lord Deputy of that Kingdom, thought upon his 
march thitherward, the which he began July the 30th following: 

But the City of Dublin being hardly befieged by the Irifh Mar- 
queffc, Ormond, with an Army of 22000 med, which began June 
the 2 1, (and Londonderry by fome of the rebellious there, for 
thelc t wo ftrong holds were onely left unto the Parliament) about 
3000 horfe and foot were pofted away bcfore-ha»d to Dublin , 
who joyning themfelves with 6 ood more ac the mod, under the 
Command of Colonel Jones, Tallied out, and totally routed and 
defeated Ormond* s befieging Army, killing nigh 2000, taking 
many, with all their great Guns, Ammunition, &c. as alfo a 
wealthy fpoyl; This was on Auguft 2; 1649, about 14 daves be¬ 
fore L. G. Cromwell's arriving there with his confidcrable Army ; 
who being come, loft no time, but foon after befieged Drogheda, a 
ftubborn place, and, by^(lorming,rtiade it yield indeed,in a fhorc 
time, but not without iweat and bioud unto the Conquerour,who 
(for terrour’s fake toothers) killed with the fword nigh 3006 
Sff " armed 
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armed men after entrance therein : and then the confederates 
o"chrift?* oaouldred down apace, garrifons being taken and yielded, and 
to field-parties routed, in great number. Neverchelefs, the Natives 

being expert in the Bogs and Woods of that Country, whither 
they retired and (heltred themfelves, made a perfect reduce- 
ment thereof, much longer than otherwife it would have been. 

In the mean time, the Covenant in England, was turned into an 
Engagement, for the which there was an Adi made Jan. 2. 1649, 
by the Parliament for its fubfeription ; it ran thus, I do hereby, 
promife and engage to be true and faithful unto this Common-wealth , as it 
is noweftablifhed without King or hoife of Lera'j.Upon this,many we re 
tryed and outed of their places and Offices, as in the U hvcrfitics 
and elfewherc ^neither could any one have any publique imploy- 
ment either.in that National Church or State, that retufed to fub- 
feribe; nor indeed could he challenge any protection from the 
faid Common-wealth. 

A little before this, news was brought to England of fomc of 
their Plantations that fell off from obedience to this Stare, and 
either thinking or faying to themfelves according to the Roman 
Proverb, [Antiquum volof\ I will have the old Law ftill, I will 
have no Innovations j pumfhed divers with branding, fines, and 
banifhment, for not conforming unto.Monarchy, and the old 
Church-Liturgy: thefe were Virginia, and thofe called Carybe - 
iflands : who were notwithftanding (by a prohibition of all lraf- 
fiqucwith them, and the induftryof Sir George tAyJcue’s Fleet,) 
within not many moneths, themfelves Nolens, volens, reduced to 
Conformity. 

This year alfo 1649, toward the latter end of OClobcr, was 
JohnLilburn(viho had been an pppofer of one and t*othcr,moft part 
°f tfie Wars, and was committed to the Tower of London in Ju¬ 
ly, 1*46) brought to tryal for his life, (by a Seflions called on 
purpofe) for inveClive books/that were generally believed to be 
of his penning) againft both the Goveroours, and Government of 
England , who notwithftanding was,beyond expectation by a Jury 
of 12 men, acquitted, and thereupon rclcafed. 

We find the Scotch King about the end of 1649, March 1 6, at 
Etedagh in the Netherlands, with whom the Scots there treate d, 
and concluded;, an utmoft endeavour to re-inftate him in his Fa¬ 
ther's Throne over the three Nations j in order to which, June 6, 
1650, he fet forth from Holland , and landed in the North of Scot¬ 
land, English fhips lying in vain to intercept him. He was not 
crowned King of that Nation, untill Jan. 1, following. Fer he 
did not afeend that Throne with eafej (For firft he took their 
Solemn League and Covenant, and then (which went againft the 
hair) figned a Declaration framed by the Kirk, for abandoning his 
Fathers fins, and his Mothers Idolatry, &c.) And fcarce at all 
might be faid to enjoy it. For England's Parliament (upon this 
agreement between the Scots and their King, refolved to prevent 
a Wat in thciroyyn bowtls,by invading Scotland. To which end, 

Cromwellf 
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Cromwell was fentforoucof Ireland, (rhingsbeing nowin a viCto- rvA/> 

rious condition there) who leaving Ireton his fon in law Deputy 

in his room, returned into England about the beginning of June , to mo* 

155 o. CMontroffe (the old Thorn in Scotland *s fidcs) not long be- l/W 1 
fore, attempting to infeft his Countrey with frefh fupplics, was 
on March 29, defeated by a party of that Kirk's, and being dif- 
graccfuliy brought prifoner unto Edinburgh. Cattle, May 18, was 
on May 2 r, barbaroufly hanged and quartered by his incenfed 
Countreymcn. After whom, fome others were there executed, 
as Urrey , and Spotswood , &c. the faid Spotswood confcffing hs had 
a hand in the murther of one Dr. Donflaus an Englijh Agent, at 
tiie Hagaein Holland, May 3,1649, who was about the middle 
of June interred AiWeftminfler. 

And thf year following, (fuch was the malice of fome in other 
Nations againft England) Mr. Anthony Afcham , (a man of accom- 
plifhed abilities for luch an undertaking) who was fent from the 
Parliament a publique Minifter into Spain , was June 6, 1C50, 
cruelly flabbed in the head at CMadrid, by one of the fix that had 
cafie admittance into the room,his interpreter^^ ^Spaniard, being 
alfo kil’d in the place. W c h perfons all (fave one) being carried to 
prifon from the Sanduary,by the Kingof Spains Command,occa- 
lioned a difference between the faid King and that Church,its pri- 
viledges being, as the Church-men pleaded,hereby infringed. 

But General Fairfax being now vdted by the Parliament to 
march with an Army againft the Scots, (for Rcafons beft known 
tohimfelf) laid down his Commiffion, whereupon it was im¬ 
mediately conferred on Oliver Cromwell] June 2 6, 1650, who two 
dayes after advancing Northwards, (The Parliament alfo pub¬ 
lishing a Declaration of the grounds and rcafons of that advance, 
which was afterwards fent unto Edenburgk from the new General , 
by a blinded Trumpeter) the Scots expoitulatcd the bufineffe in 
Papers fent to theGovernour of New-Caftlc, putting the £ngli[b 
in mind both of the Covenant, (which the Engagement had now 
buried) and alfo of a large Treaty and Union between England 
and Scotland ; The which their O vertures with young (fharls had 
difiolved : So that the Englifb Armyentrcd Scotland July 2 2, and 
on the 26th day came to T)unbar ^ where they were refrefhed with 
provifions by their (hips : but afterwards, for five or fix weeks 
fpace, endured no fmall difeouraging hardfhips by lickncfie of 
Souldiers watchings, wetntfle, andcoldncffe enough of the wea¬ 
ther, together with want of drink, (having in the mean time had 
fome particular skirmifhes with the enemy; untill at lall, near 
the fame Dunbar, (whither they were marching from Hadding¬ 
ton, the Scort Army following them apace, and hindring them at 
aPafic) they being environed, and, as it were, in a pound, were 
conftraincd ro break thorow without delay, who after a vigorous 
and unanimous prcffing forward, and but an hours fharp contiidl, 
routed and put to Bight the Scottifh Army confiding of 20000 
horfc and foot; the Englijh being fcarccly 12000 in number. 
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Ti e foot were.generally {lain and taken, many Colours, all their 
Ordnance, with 15000 Arms, as alfo many Colonels, and other 
inferiour Officers. This wasonSeptemb. 3. 1^50* For which 
viftory, a day of Thankfgiving being foleoinized throughout 
England, as before a Faft, many Minifters (upon the former Cove. 

account) were averic and backward ia the obfervation there¬ 
of ; at which time alfo there were dayes of Humiliation kept both 
by the Englifh and Scots (of the Kirk-party) in Scotland : amongft 
whom there were no leffe than three divifions of parties. 

„ A fair entrance being now made into Scotland's bowels, by this 
overthrow in the fields of Dunbar, divers ftrpng holds were fuccef- 
fively delivered into the Conqucrour’s hands, fas alfo Colonel 
Kerr with his party were defeated by Major General Lambert , 
taking Kerr himfelf, and fome other chief Officers; Colonel 
Straugban himfelf, with othershcreupon, (who before were ftiff 
and zealous for the Kirk) voluntarily came in to Lambert ;) who 
lying at Edenburgb before thatCaftle, both published and put in 
. execution a ftrift Proclamation, for prevention of furprizals and 
murthers daily committed on the Englijh SoulJicrs by draggling 
Scots: andonDeccmb. 24. 1650, Eden burgh-Qa file it felf, an 
impregnable place, and of very great importance unto the Enghfb 
affairs, was furrendred unto General Cromwell , with all the 
Magazine and furniture thcjttunto belonging, the Souldicrs of the 
Caftle being to march aw 4 y with their Arms, in a flourishing 
manner. The foregoer of this fuj-j-endcr, was a Battery raifed,on 
which a great Canon and Moster-piece was planted, and began 
to play : yet many were of opinion, that Money carried it, ac¬ 
cording to that old Vcrfe, >

Little was doneflSf a while after,by reafon of the Winters fharp 
eoldneffe. 

But in the interval of thefe aftipns in Scotland, thefe things were 
done at home by Parliamentary authority in England ; After the 
eoyningofnew moneys, (in which the King’s Arms and Picture 
was left out,and the Common-wealth’s ftamp in the room there¬ 
of, with this circumfcription, God withm, on the one fide 5 and. 
The Common-wealth of England, on the other; for which there was 
an Aft made July 17,1^49) the King’s Statue,that amongft other 
Kings and Queens fincethc Conqueft, was erefted ift the circum¬ 
ference of the Royal-Exchange in London , was on Aug. 10. 1650, 
broken and defaced, with thefe words written over the head. Exit 
Tyranntu Regum ultimtu. Anno libertatis Anglia reftituta primo,.Anno 
1648, Jan. 30, That is. The left Tyrant King ( or %uler) goes out, on 
the 30tb day of January* 1648, in the firfi year of Liberty reflored to 

England^ 
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England . Which if lo, is a happy year for that Nation indeed 5 
His Statue was alfo overthrown at the end of Pauls the Cathe- 
dral, on the fame day, and within few dayes after, quite removed 
from the Exchange, and broken to pieces. ‘ 

Alfo one Colonel Andrews a Royalift, was underfclt and deteft- 
ed by one Bernard^ who for his pains was rewarded with a Troop 
of horfe) in confpiring by Charts Stuart's Commiffion, King of 
Scots, again!! England's Government, which being accounted (at 
this time) of dangerous confequence, he was by the High Court 
of Juftice tryed, and beheaded, Aug. 22. 1*50. One Benfon 
being for the fame Confpiracy hanged, Oftob. 7. following. A 
rifing in the County of Norfolk began likewife in the fame moncth 
Oftober, tothefamepurpofe; which being foon allayed, divers 
to about the number of 20, fuffered death. 

This year alfo were the King’s and Bifhops Lands, together 
with the Eftates of banifhed offenders, fet to lale. 0 

Now alio the Seas were every Where treublefome unto Mer¬ 
chants, by reafon of the Englifh and French fhips (befides Pyrats) 
that were at the utmoft variance 5 and efpecially Robert the Pala¬ 
tinate, who of a Land-General, was now become a Sea-Admiral, 
by divers preys greatiy endammaging the Englifii Merchants, 
(who was abetted by the King of Portuga^thcrein, for the which 
he loft no fmall prizes by the hand of General Blake's Fleet. But 
at length Robert fpoyling and burning divers of the faid Merchants 
fhips at Malaga in Spain, in the neceffirated abfence of the faid 
Blake, he was purfued by this valiant Admiral, who took and 
deftroyed feven of his fhips, two being onely lefe, that fled to 
corners; one of which a while after fuffrred a fad dyfafter in the 
Straights, Robert himfelf being in great danger. 

And that it might be known abroad,that by their Embafladours, 
Englands Common-wealth, like the Tribe of Judah over the ifra- 
elites, were fiercer and more prevalent than Charts Stuart, who 
claims tlfa* Crown, and had fent divers unto feverall Princes for 
fupply in recovcring the fame, a notable example in Turky at Con- 
fiantinople, about this time made manifeft ; where two meeting 
together in Ambaflagc, (to wit. Sir Henry Hide from the King of 
Scots, and Sit Thomas Bendifb for the Englifh Parliament) unto the 
Sultan; Hyde, as thinking his Commiffion the ftrongell, ftood up 
againft Bendifb for Prehemipency of place,(coraming thither with 
intent to deftray the Turkifhcompanies Trade, andcofeizeon the 
, Merchants goods, and null the Parliaments intercfl in thofe parts) 
Bendifb hereupon obtained a hearing of the ftate of matters before 
a rizicr Bafhaw there, wbq(like a crafty Politician, as the Turks 
arc,fiding(although for tnoft abfolute Monarchy in their own pra- 
ftife) with the ftrongeft fide inpofleffion; delivered up Hide unto 
Bendifb his difpofure; who fcnt him into England, where he (his 
aft being judged not onely an affront, butadeniallof the Govern¬ 
ment in the eyes of other Nations) was, March the fourth i6$q.- 
beheaded before the Exchange for Treafon,the place of Merchants 
meeting for forreign N«ws, ~

rv-A_v*^ But there was a more remarkable deliverance from death of one 

o^chrfft 6 whole name was tAnne green, innocently condemned to dye, as 
to i^o.* for murderofanaborcivclnfanr,at Oxford Affizes in i^Ojthrough 
i/V>J a too harfh profecution of her potent Mafter Sir Tho . Reed, by one 
of whofe men or friends in that houfe (he affirmed to be with child ; 
the overtraining of whofe body by working, caufed this abortion 
to be made in a houfe of eafetnent; who hanging by the neck 
about half an hours fpace, together with ftroaks and ruggings by 
her feet of fouldiers, and other ftanders by, muft needs in the 
judgment of all, be fully dead : Yet being brought into a houfe 
for anatomizing fake, (as in the Univcrfity is wont to be done) 
her throat feemed to rattle; whereupon one Do&or Tetty and 
Baflock ; Phyficians,with fome others, ufedfpcedy waies to re¬ 
cover her life, both by breathing a vein to give a vent to fup- 
prefiednaturcjandalfoothergood means to comfort natural hear, 
fo that (lie foon l'pakc, and was reftored, and frill maintaining her 
integrity, (as well fhemight) had her pardon. This I inferr herd 
amongft the number of memorable accidents, bccaufc it was 
Gods lpeciall finger in difeovering mans rigour, and a poor crea- 
lures innoccncy. The faid Sir Thomas Reed , within a (hort time 
alter, being choaked out-right at his own Table, confirming that 
moral and true faying of C/fro the wife. 

Efto anmoforti , cum fisdamnatus Inique , 

Nemo diugaudet qui judice vincit imquo. 

See that thy heart nor courage fails, 
when thou unjujlly art condemn d ; 

For who by wrongfull Judge prevails, 

His joy I hall quickly have an end. 

The King of portugall, having many places and Parises within 
his dominions void of Priefts, treats with the Bifhop o^Rome in 
1649, concerning receiving an Embaffadour, and the fupplying 
tnole empty charges with Church-men : publifhing withall, a 
book, that unleffe the Bifhop did cure that negleft, he would take 
that right to himfelf. Thcdefettwas not fupplyed by the Bi- 
fhop, and yet noiwithftanding, he doth not allow or indulge the 
faid King,in taking to himfelf the priviledg ot appointing Biihops 
&c. in the year 1^50. 

But the United Provinces of the Netherlands have no great joy 
for the peace made in 1 648 with the King of Spain , becaufe they 
found it more profitable for the people, when the war was vigo¬ 
rous amongfr them, which muft needs be by the Souldiers (pen¬ 
ding their pay there, and taking offpoil, which fits like) they fold 
t" r >e mhaottants at a mean rate. But as he that livetb by Phy- 
fick, may truly be faid to live miferablyj fo that is but a wret¬ 
ched peit, that's gotten by bloud, ruines, and defolations. Yet 
the Prince of Orange had almofr the fame year 1 ^5°; found them

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fome work among thcmlelves who finding not fuel) entertainment rv.A>o 
(as his now alpiring ioveratgnty, beyond his Prcdcccflours expe- &n "° 1<f « 
<fted, at A njterdam m the Province of Holland* Bicard y or Richer rl 
a Confull or Lord of that City, having without’the advice of the £v>J 
other Provinces, commanded, for keeping the peace-fake, the 
fouldiers that were fpread through the Garrifons to be difehar- 
ged) he attempted fecretly and politickly to feize upon the Cicv 
of Amftcrdam at unawares, byHorfeand Foot under the com¬ 
mand of Count mlliam , who were commingin the night, and were 
to be at the Town-Ports, at an appointed time, the Foot that went 
before being to makeentrance for the Horfe. If this had taken cf- 
Jcdt, that huge maffe of treafure, that was banked up there, had 
iallen into his hands,wich which he might have helped the Scotch 
King,his brother in Law; in whofe fathers Throne,the faid Prince 
Lad a vehement defire to fee him eftablifhed. But rhe defign was 
iru(Irate, by intelligence given beforehand, by the Port commit 
Jrora Hamborougb, whereat all warlike preparations were made to 
defend the City again!! the aflaylant, and the fluces opened. The 
1 rmcc hereupon made conditions ot peace with the Lords of the 
City, on no low terms, and had two of the Bicards removed from' 
Government, the chief of whom being Andrew, was diftafted bv 
the Comnyjmalcy, as for other rcafons, fofordammage received 
by drowning of their fields. This was in Summer, and in O&ob 
following (Man being but as the flower of the field) he died, whofe 
Pnnccflc was about ten daies<fcfrer delivered of a Pofthume fon 
He was buried in Pomp and Stare, before this years expiration* 

(according to the Englijh account) March 15. i* 5 o. whofe youn* 
fon, did allay thcScates grief for their (although before not loved* 
yet now lamented J General. 5 

The Preach Kiughad but bad fucceffe ia Italy, in the year 1 6 an 
for Cfva, Bulla, and the Temple ol Damian, fell from him into the 
Spaniards hands ; as alfo in Catalonia, where he loft Saptrct • fo 
that the Duke of Modena being affixed, was conftrained to a re¬ 
conciliation with the Spaniard, whofe Arch-Duke that is now the 
(jovernourot Belgium, takes alfo Ipra from them there, befides 
two other places, and fends 4000 robbers of the prry into Campa¬ 
nia. Yet the next year, 1650. the Spaniard had greater advanta 
geson the French, byreafonof that Nation’s Civill difeords and 
troubles, whicn m a greater meafure again brake out; for three 
ot the chief fubjeds of that King being imprifoned by an arreft 
Irowi the Queen Mother and Cardinal Mazarine , that great 
Vthurch-Statef-man, and me Queens huge favourite (in whofe 
hands the management of State-affairs were in the Nonage of the 
youngKing Lew, whofe Father died as was faid in i *42,) to wit 
*he Prince of<Wj>,of Conti, brethren of the Royall bloud, and the 
duke of Longvtlle their fillers fon,for thacupon this difcontenr,they 
took fome ftrong holds of the Kingdomeinto pofleffion, the which 
were (after their imprifonment, reduced by force, threading** 
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r and favour) yet now the people (wanting not leaders) and being 

Of Chrlft* enraged at the Duke of Ef per non,but in general againft tSAaz,arine ) 

to i6jo.* a civill war univerfally overfpread the whole Land; the Duke of 
Bullein ftirring up the people of Aquitane , who as well as the 
Princefle of Condy, and the Dutcbefle of Longville , defired aid,both 
by money and Souldiers from the Spaniard , who fupplycd them 
therewith. After much bloud fpilr, the liberty of thofe Princes 
was procured, Efpernon was withdrawn from Burdeaux, and from 
Government in the Common-Wealth, but the Cardinal with all 
his kindred were banifhed, yet he foon returned when the dorm 
was a little over, with a kind of triumph, both to the grief of the 
emulating Princes, and to the grievance of aft rvile Commonalty, 
who labour with continued troubles. The Spaniard laughing as 
it wore, at thefc things $ peffeffcth Garrifons, and fpoils fome 
French Provinces with much more cafe. The French lofeth in 
Italy the Haven of Plombine , and Portologone , and is beaten off 
from the fiege of Lions in Catalonia . In Picardy , he beholds Catfel- 
letum , and Capdla to be wrung out of his hands, notwith{landing 
he valiantly defended Guife. Yet in Flanders, he oppofeth three 
Armies againft three Spanijh , under the command of three Dukes, 
of Villequier, Hockincurt, and VilUreg^ The Spanijh King fending 
the Arch-Duke and two others in the mean while, into the bor¬ 
ders of who, in 1650, lord it over Ticardy. Yet himfelf 

was not without fome trouble, for the fedition ot Naples, that be¬ 
gan again to bud forth in 1649, upon which, the heads of divers 
were cut off, and was not quenched the year following, although 
he had filled Prifons with the peoples Governours. He alfo wan¬ 
ting money, squires filver from the Clergy of Naples, (for the 
which his Grandfather the Pope was angry ) and fold the Dut- 
chy of Pontremcle for five hundred thoufand Crowns, in the year 
165°. 

But theBifhopofRomcnow grants eight years time to the 
DukcofP<*r/»<*to reftore theCdjfrtfw, thatthe year before 164$, 
was equalled with the ground, and rhat he might feem to be Ser - 
vtu Servorum , a fervantof fervants, wafheth the feet of fome Reli¬ 
gious Pilgrims, at Rome; whofe Cardinal, Ludovife, feafts 9000 
of them atone time. 

Swethland having now little to do, arms again in 1650. the de- 
hgne was uncertain, whether for England, or againft the Mufco- 
vite, or to fettle Germany , which before they had unfetled. Two 
Embafladours likewife come unto Stockholm at the fame time, one 
from Portugal, another from tboNetherlands\and by the mediation 
of Contarine the Venetian, are the former conditions confirmed 
with the King of Poland, With which Polonian, Chmielinsky Cap- 
tain of th cCoflacks, is the fame year reconciled, having received 
the liberty ot their Churches : yet the tumults of the Province* 
donor altogether ccafe, the Embafladours of the CMufcovite bring 
thcmfelves with Pride anddifdain, into three Provinces, of which

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Smoler.sko is Prince, and return with a title, and then the great fVA-'O 
Duke of was not called in letters as their friend, but as 

their Lord and Matter, for which fo unworthy a&ions, the Em- toitf/o.*' 
baflaiours were impriloncd ; ncverthclcfle an evcrlafting peace ^V“V 
is ellablilhed between them, although againft the will ol the 
Tartars. 

Whofe Cham or Empcrour rakes off the accuftomed Tribute 
from the Tolanders, that they ufed to pay him, on this condition, 
that there jfhould be a mutual aid afforded when defired, if the 
Turk fhould invade cither; by which Turk, a Tartar that was al- 
lyed unto the houfe of Ottamau, fuffersa repulfc at Conftantino- 
plc. 

The faid Cham alfo tames and brings under the Ce/cajTians, a 
people within his dominions that rebelled againft him. But brea¬ 
king into the KingdomcofCfowa, becaufe a Tyrant had now taken 
pofleflion of that induilrious Kingdome, as going beyond Ids 
bounds, he is fent forth (as we fay) with a Flea in his Ear, being 
wholly expelled thence. 

But the War between the Venetians and the Turks waxeth hot 
in the ydar 1£49. Two overthrows the Venetian gave him; one in 
the Haven of Foggio, where 72 Oir-Galleys pt-riihed, .18 bigger 
fhips, 60 (hips laden, 6000 Turks were fl rin together with the 
Bafliaw, taking as many more Prifoners. And this with the Ioffe 
of but 90 Venetians , and 40 wounded. 

This made the Sultan mad with rage,apid fee changes the Purple 
Garments of Saran&one, his Embafladour with others, into a mour¬ 
ning weed; he cafts the Chriftians into chains, and falls upon 
them with whips, but by the perfwafion of the French Oratour, 
he is appeafed. He alfo makes flop of the Engltfb Ships, and fo 
returns unto his force againft the Venetians : Who flew 1500 
Turks at the Haven of 5 «^,drowning fix Galleys,with the Bafhaw 
that was their chid Captain. They contend vehemently for 
Mocenige, 4000 Sacks fluffed with Wooll, and 33000 Scaling 
Ladders being brought thither for ftorming, ’tis twice loft, and as 
often recovered again, but at the third attempt, a Mine is made 
underground that confumcd 3000 Turks, and 200 Chriftians. 

Twice were the Alps of Italy croffed, into the lower Hungary, for 
prey. 

And when Haafe had given place unto (folorede,and had gone into 
Dalmatia, 2000Turks were there confirmed with the Plague. 

The Sultan could willingly have laid afidc Creet this year, but, yet 
die could not do it, bScauIc of a Mofchee or Temple of Mahomet , 
that he undertook there to confeeratc. However, more than 
fifty thoufand Chriftians (fo called) were Captivated by 
him. 

The next year 1650, he is watchfull over the Perpans , who 
(hewed their arms in a bravery againft Babylon ; and reneweth 
peace with the Hungarians , who the year before, hecaufe the Em* 
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rvAX’) perour of Germany would not grant them a war againft him. 
Anno I U p 0n t p e forgiving them a tribute of fix hundred thoufand 
® 0 Royals, were willing to make a peace, and (as a token of their 

L^VNJ neighbourlincfie) the number of fome thoufandsof Royals were 
to be reciprocally exchanged between them. He likewifc redu- 
ceth the irregular Cyprians, and the Baftiaw ofCagre into ordex and 
obedience. 

Butin Candy, the Venetian affeft s him divers times with Ioffe 
in thcGulph Del Tole : four times he was preyed upon, and the 
Haven of Maluafe was ftopr, together with vi&uall. Whereupon 
he moves in war by U[«ts his baiha w, and that chiefly,becaufe his 
Navy at DardanelU was penne -j . Oi >er Havens were alfo pof- 
feffed by the Venetians, that pr ;-voion could not be brought inro 
thelfland for relief of his g&rrifons; fothat we will novy leave 
the Venetians in their hopes, of having a molt large furrender of 
that whole IfUnd unto them. 

In the year 1646, it wasdifputed at Paris by Sarbona, Whe¬ 
ther there ought to be one head of the Church, or whether in¬ 
deed there may be more; (this being a rare Controverfie among 
Catholiques, I here infert it) which little book that reafoned ef 
the Point, the Pope whom it neerly touched, gives to be exami¬ 
ned by bis Cardinals. The fame year is alfo a book of one Qfter- 
manne concerning Government, publiquely burnt at Agrippina of 
Colone ; but in Waller sdorf at Glace, 109 perfons, with a noble wo¬ 
man with child, are ftrangled by fire. In 1647? there was a 
kind of miraculous thing befell one James (a child of 7 years old) 
that was born at <JWodena, by reafon of the tender greenneffe of 
his years, who at that age difputed, and that learnedly, of all fa¬ 
culties. This youngling was more than 

Ingenui vultus , puer ingenuity, pudoris . 

A Child of comely bafhfulneJTe , and of ingenhw look , 

Who more perform'd by wifdoms gift,than Students long by book. 

Alfo the Sultan, had 7 fons born to him in one month this year.But 
the Swedes had the treafure,digging, at Meynavt r, out of the earth, 
the value of five millions. Outlandifh birds were feen at the meet¬ 
ings of the Rivers CMofdla and Rhene , returning about the even¬ 
ing beyond the bank of France in 1648. In which year the Gate 
of Luhcck opened of its own accord. And many fhips were fwal- 
lowed up throughout ^he whole Ocean and Mediterranean 
Sea. 

Thcfe amongft other great ones conjoyned in marriage, the 
Infant of Spain, and the firft-born daughter of the Emperour in 
the moncth of June, 1646; 1 * hi lip the 4^, King of Spain, with 
tMarian the Emperour’s daughter, in 1647. Ferdinand the Ena- 
peronr himfelf, With Mary the daughter of Leopold of Tyrole, in 

1648, 
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1648, whole Empreffe CMary dyed in 1646. The Duke of 
tJMantua with famous Jfabeli of Tyrole , in 1649. Ludovick 
Count palatine Elt&our, with Charlotta fajselan the Haflian. ° lo x /j 0 . 
The firft-born fonne of the Duke of Bavaria, married tAdel - v^V’NJ* 
heid, daughter to the Duke of Savoy. Thcfe two, in the year 
1^50. 

There yielded in Italy unto Nature’s deftiny in the year 1646, 
the Duke of Tarma , Honofriw, the Cardinal brother of Pope #r- 
bane the 8th 5 the Heir and Infant of Spain at Saguntum , of the 
fmall Pox. ThcPrinceof Condy at Paris 5 Oxienflern the Swe- 
difh Chanccllour at Stockholm ; Chrifiian the 5 th, Prince of Den- 
mark ; charts Prince of Poland ; the Archbifhop of OUentz, at 
Franckford on M(Znut$ thefc 5 in 1647. 

The year following, the death of Charls the firft, of Great Brit¬ 
tain, King, made famous, with d ivers others in England the fame 
year already mentioned in the Hiftory. Alfo the Duke of S. Do- 
natiM in Aprutium for tyranny this year. Philip Earl of Pembroke 
in England. Cbrifliern the 4th of Denmark ; and Uladiflaus the 4th 
of Poland. Seven Govcrnours in Mofcovia put to death by that 
Great Duke for difallowing or reproving a Marriage he made 
the fame year 1648, with the daughter of a vaflal Earl or 
Prince. Gu(laf Oxienflern the Swede. Mazarine the Arch¬ 
bifhop , at the Seftian waters, the brother of the Cardinal 5 
Ragotzy the elder, the Tranfylvanian Prince; and alfo the Duke of 
J 5 ru/tfwick. 

In 1 649 ,' Mary the Empreffe, having brought forth afon,as alfo 
theDutcheffe of CModena after the childbirth. Frederick Saveli 
the Emperour’s Embafladour, at Rome 5 Martinice Jarofl a*s,Vicc- 
Kingof Bohemia, of late caft out of a window. Laftly, Ferdi¬ 
nand Archbiftiop of Colone, and one of the feven Elc&oursin 1650. 
wrangle , the Arch-Warriour of the Swedes ; and O/almsky Chan- 
cellour of Toland, who was about to go to Rome for Religions 
fake.

S/Y\J Account of what happened in divers places worth remembrance : 

from the 1^50, to inch five, fl><? year wherein general 

Cromwell was fworn Lord fProteBor of England ^ 

Scotland^ and Ireland. 

A fter that (through Ferdinand’s, the German Emperour, at 
the beginning of 1651, marrying Elenor Dutchdlc of 
Mantua at Neoflade, and Wolfgang Palatine of Neoburg , 
taking his third Wife Francifca, daughter of Ego Earl of 
Furftenburg) (all Germany being now pacified ) the Courts and 
minds of the Princes were poured forth into Nuptial merriments, 
and by the late pacification, it was thought to be provided for the 
reft and quiet of Germany 5 the beginning of anew War (by the 
Ekrtourof Brandenburg entring into the Montian Dominion in 
hoftile manner) fuddcnly arofe : of which, though it were hid¬ 
den and ftraightway compofed, yet this was the occafion. ml - 
//arwDukc of Julia , Chvia, and Month, &c. marrying, in 1 546 , 
Mary the daughter of Ferdinand the firft, Emperour, obtained two 
privilcdges of Charts the fifvh,Emperour ; which were afterward* 
alfo confirmed by his fucceffours : Eirft, That if Duke William 
ftiould beget no heirs male of Mary,ot being bcgotten,they fhould 
depart life 5 all the right of the Dominions and Provinces,(honld 
be devolved on the daughters begotten of them; or if none of 
them fhould furvive, to the lawfull heirs male of the fame. And 
then, that all thofe faid Dominions fhould remain undivided, 
with one onely universal Lord and Succcflour: a cuftomc hither¬ 
to obferved by the Princes of Germany , and many of other Coun¬ 
tries, to confirm the ftrength of power. 

mlliam therefore, begetting two fons, and four daughters; Churls 
Frederick , the elder, a Prince of great hope, dyed in 1577, in 
the flower of his age, at Rome. John the other fon, (his father dy¬ 
ing 159a) fucceeded in his dominions. But being fickly, and 
begetting no children of two wives, in 15 99 kfc tbem f bcin g 
dead) to be of divers Princes dcfired. But by the Emperour’s 
authority, the inheritance had regard to his fillers: theeldeftof 
whom (married to the Duke of Boru/ia) dyed in 1608, before 
John , leaving one onely daughter, Anne, who afterward married 
Si'dfmund'Ek&our ot Brandenburg, which is the Grandfather of 
the late Eleaour Frederick : whence the Brandenburgians derive 
iheir right to thofe Provinces. The fecond filter marrying Philip 
Count Talatine, (he •ut-living her brother, and beautified with 
mlfgang an heir male, feemed to be neareft of all unto thefe do¬ 
minions. The third was given in marriage to John of Bipont , ha¬ 
ving alfo fons. The fourth marrying Churls Marqueffe of Burgo- 
via, the Palatine of Neoburg , pafled over her right to himfclf by 
certain agreements. Therefore John dying, and others afferting 
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their right by writing ; Wolfgang the Neoburgian Palatinate, in PvA>0 
his Mothers name ; Erneft Marquefs of Brandenburg in the name ' 

of his brother theEleftour Sigtfmund and his Wife,poifefled thoffp to 
empty Provinces: making an agreement at Tremonia the laft of 
May, equally to govern the faid Province, till it fhould be friendly 
by judgment decided of every ont'i right. 

Then was it provided by the States of the Country, concerning 
Religion, and the cxercife thereof. That the Roman Catholique, 
aud other Chriftian Religions, as fpread abroad thorow the Ro¬ 
man Empire ; fo alfo in thefe Provinces, as to their publique ex- 
crcife, they be continued, and defended, nor that any one be trou¬ 
bled therefore. But when as at that time, there was almoft onely 
che cxercife of the Catholique Religion, in all places of the Do¬ 
minions, except a few, into which, about the laft time of Duke 
william, and his fon, againft the Commands of the Princes, Ma¬ 
ilers of new Religions had crecped : it came to paffe, that by the 
winking and emulation of the new Princes of different Religion, 
new mafters were ftrivingly brought in againft the former Cove¬ 
nants and promifes. But,the 7 W^«>^/tf*Palatinc,leaving the Augu- 
fiane, acknowledged the Roman Church openly in 1 6 14, He pro- 
fefleditat ‘Dujs'eldorp , marrying Magdalene the Duke of Bavaria $. 
daughter ; beginning alfo to be much more diligently inrent than 
before ; that,what was agreed on in the beginning,the exercife of 
the Catholique Religion thould be obferved in thofe places,where 
it had been before; thofe being fent a way and caft our, who had 
been hitherto brought in againft the Covenant, or hence follow¬ 
ing endeavoured to creep in. And that the rather, bccaufe it was 
exprefly agreed in the Borufsian and Neoburgian marriages ; that 
if the inheritance of thefe dominions fhould chance to cotnc to the 
above mentioned daughters ; there fhould be no innovation ; but 
the Catholique Religion retained without any obllade. But the 
Brandenburgians thought it neither hindered the nuptial Cove¬ 
nants, nor the State’s promife, if the followers of other Religions, 
than what was ufual, was brought in ; fo it might be done with¬ 
out wronging the Catholiques, and they among thefe do live 
quietly and peaceably: moreover, it made for the no lcfle quiet of 
the confcience, than of the Common-wealth, feeing ’tis a thing 
uncomely, and diverfe from the worthinefle of a Prince, That no 
exercife of his own Religion, fhould be lawfull in his own Pro¬ 
vinces, (which Religion is onely one) whofe likenefle and agree¬ 
ment may breed love to them, and the reverence of their Sub¬ 
verts. Thisdiverfcnefle of opinions increafcd, after they divided 
the provinces betwixt them, and the contention came even fofar, 
that the States of Holland intermingled them; and to affright the 
Neoburgian from his purpofe, what they could, (by their Garri- 
fons of the neighbouring Cities of 'Rheinbcrck and Orfoy, led cap¬ 
tives the parilh Priefts, and religious perfons out of the Duke- 
domes of Montia and Julia $ and held them fomc years in hard 
cuftody; in which alfo, fome were confumed with grief and mi- 
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lcry, plainly harmkflc,and without the like game, danger, and 
of chrtft° coatroverfie: whence it came to pafle,that many Catholique pa- 
to * ^“ifh priefts fleeing for fear,their fubje&s long wanted the exercife 
of divine worftiipand many Infants departed this life without 
bapeifm ; perfons of riper age without Confeflion and the Eucha- 
rift. Tncrefore, the Neoburgian, that he might deliver himfelf 
and fubjc&s from thefe difficulties: after letters fent, and Embaf- 
fages to and from Camerarm J?«rg/fr>rjff,chief man with the Elector 
of Brandenburgs in the year 1647, he thus concluded Apr.8. about 
Religion, and its exercife, at Dujfeldorp : That theChurches,and 
their goods and revenues fhould be reftored to thofe that poflefled 
them in tiie year 1609 $ but both the publique and private excr- 
eife of Religion without the Churches, fhould be in that manner 
as it had been in any part of the year 1612. Moreover, it was 
confirmed by the Eledour: and Deputies fent from either Prince, 
who begin the execution of the faid tranfa&ion. But here again 
the adtion ftuck. The Brandenburgiant would not go back from a 
promifeuousufe of Religion, and that in the ftrength of the firft 
Reverfals. Tne Neoburgians contended (on the contrary J that 
ihcy muft of neceflity infift on this tranfa&ion, which had been 
taken up as a moderating of the faid Reverfals, of whofe meaning 
hitherto the Princes could not agree. So they departed, the mat¬ 
ter un-ended, But the Neoburgian,, when as not long after, a whole 
pacification was ended in Germany, becaufe the particular trans¬ 
actions did not proceed, he fieeth to the obfervance of that; and 
for reftoring Religion and its exercife, he took the year 1624 gene¬ 
rally preferibed in chat pacification,in example of the other Prin¬ 
ces, who now began to confult of that in many places throughout 
the Empire. Amyngft thefe things, the Eledfour of Brandenburg 
in this year 1651, talking with the ElcCtour of Saxony a few dayes 
in Ltechtenburgh Caftle, went to Clive, fending fomc Armies be¬ 
fore, which he had drawn out of his garrifons, and others to fol¬ 
low after; over all which he had placed Otto Sparr'm, they be¬ 
ing in all, almoft 4000. A Command was publifbed at Clive, 
June the 15th, in theEle&oui’s name, and ftraightway faftened 
on fotre„pl«aces,in the Dukedoms of Montia and Julia, to their States 
and Inhabitants ; The Eledtour firft fignifying, he came int» 
thofe Provinces, that he might reftore their liberty and priviled- 
ges, into the ancient plate and vigour, according to the Cove¬ 
nants and promifes entred into by their Anceftors, againft the di¬ 
vers injuries of the Palatine of Neoburg ; and in order hereto it 
was needful, that one place or other be poflefled where he might 
fallen his foot. Where none ought' to interpret that thing other- 
wife than he thinketh, fince it is not his purpofe, to feek any other 
than the glory of God, the fafetyof his Countrey, and Juftice^ 
which he would have imparted toall and everyone, without re- 
fpedtof their Religion, according to the Covenants and tranfa&i- 
ons of former years. And then, he commanded all Governcurs 
and Inhabitants of thefe Dukedomes, that hcnce-forward they 

decree 
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decree or pay not any contributions to the Palatine of N.,oburg, 
afford him no ayd, by counfel or deed, but that they refpuft and 
obferve him and his heirs onely. At laft he threatened!, if any r at * 
one fliallgoon to refift this EdiCfc, or fhall help th<z Neobitrgiten by 
any mean*, he (taking away all his priviledges) fhall hold him 
for an enemy and Rebel. The fame day of his Edicts divulging, 
the ElcCtour’s Souldicrs attempted A germond Catttc, by ftorm- 
ing, and carting in many granadoes, lome Citizens and ethers 
being (lain at the firft onfer, and then, when the Caftle made 
ftronger refiftancc than they had hoped, t..e ftreet being plundred, 
and the adjacent Temple, the fpoykrs go thorow the neighbour¬ 
ing places with the fame force. And in the Temple of the Vil¬ 
lage Mulchem, not being content to have robbed mat, they fhv an 
Infant in its Mother’s arms, by cleaving its head. Thence to* the 
Village Pempelfurt, in the fight of Di-fseldorp y and t[ie very Forts, 
coming to the Village, driving away all the Princes herds, and 
lefler cartel, they fpoyl as much as they might for thte time, add- 
ing threatnings c f fpeedy coming with a greater Army and forces. 

In the mean rime, the ElcCtour had fent to the Emperour to purge 
or acquit himfUf, explaining thecaufesof this his actionagainft 
the Palatine, which for brevity fake I forbear here particularly 
tofetdown. But the Palatine openly protefting by a writing 
of the force and wrong brought on him: refuted alfo what things 
were publifbed againlt him in the EleCtout’s name, by a contrary 
writing: and then fent to (olicite Leopold the Arch-Duke and 
Charts Duke of Lorrain for ayd, to repel! the unthoughr-of 5 war: 
fending alio to Vienna, perfe&ly to inform the Emperour of all 
things, and require help againft unjuft force. And having firft 
purged himfelf to C*far of Brandenburg his accufation, he confu¬ 
ted it by a divulged writing. And (the while ) mufters Souldicrs 
throughout all his Dominions, over whom he placed JjbnBarooi 
feuf cbenberg , a nd Philip returning out of Brabant , brought a part of 
the Lorrain Army. 

They pitching their Tents, fate down between Ratinge and Duf - 
feldorp againft the Brandenburgiant, who had taken up their place 
not far from thence, at the mouth of tAnger flowing into Rkcne . 

There, among ofren skirmifhes made* at length by the Princes 
t liking together, a pacification began, and then by the Emperours 
Embafladours, it was brought to an iflue at Clive, O&ober the 
eleventh, that the controverfy of Religion and its exercife, be ex¬ 
amined and decided by the Emperours Commiffioners long fince 
named; towit,theBifhopef cwunjler, and the Duke oiBrunf- 
wick, and that to thofe two may be joyned, to wit, Augufltu Duke 
of Anhault, and Ludouick Earl of Najjatv, for thcEleCtour, and the 
Bifhops of Paderborn, and Ofnabruge for the Neoburgian 5 whocon- 
fultiqg among themfclves,and both parties reafons being heard, 
fhall enquire whether the ftate of Religion in thefe dominions, be 
te be reduced to the obfervance of 1624, according to the peace 
ate JMunfteri or to 160$, according to the Covenants and agree¬ 
ments 
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rsyv^o merits (Provincial) of the Princes, and it indeed, it (Rail Item to 

Annp i^o be this lalt ^ how thote Covenants are to be underftood and ex- 

to . plained. But if (for the equal in fie of voices) the Gommiflioners 

can determine nothing 3 TheEmperour, fome head men of the 
Empire being taken intocounlcll, alike in number, of either Re- 
lie ion, or in the next aflimbly for Election, fhalldecide and de¬ 
termine the whole conirovcrly by the lame 3 and they.fhall ftand 
to that judgment without further contradiction, by force of the 
late publick pacification 3 but (the mean time) all things fliall 
berctlored into that Rate in which they were before thefe (ba¬ 
kings, nor fliall;any one be troubled tor Religion. And then, 
(hall neither, for the future, wage war on other, even under any 
pretence, and that under penalty, of violating the peace, and the 
lofle of all rights, which any one pretendeth to thefe dominions j 
but (hall let go controversies hence-forward to aritc, to a friendly 
compofure, and judiciall fentence. 

Lattly,Prifonerson both fidesfhall beletgo, and Armies, ex- 
ceptthofe which are needfull to the guarding of the body, orGar- 
rifons of places, neither (hall it be for any one by deceit of cither 
party, to be prefent by counfell or help at thefe Shakings. Bur 
other things which concern the ftatc-Politick, fhall (o remain, as 
it hath been agrecd.in divers tranfa&ions between the Princes, yet 
without pi cjudice and deceit of all, who pretend to th e Juliacan 

fucccffion. Thefe things being thus finilhedj and Sealed to, they 
ftraigl t way depart from Arms. 

But after that Charts Stuart was at or about the beginning of Jan.' 

1650 Crowned King of Scotland, at Shootte, the ufuall place of for¬ 
mer Coronations, (which Moncth,as I have faid, beginneth the 

1651 year of the Germane Account) in a folemn aflcmbly of the 
heads of that Kingdome, among which ceremonies 3 Robert fDu- 
gUJse gratifying him with a prepared Oration or fpeech 3 exhor¬ 
ted him (from the opinion of them all,to revenge his fathers death) 
he fpent all his time in warlike preparations 3 and, as foon as the 
feafon of the year permitted , came into the field againft General 
Cromwell. The Scots began to be both powerfull and numerous 
by reafon of anagrefement now pieced up of many parties and fa¬ 
ctions there, and having compleated their levies to 15000 foot, 
and 6000 Horfc, they faced the English at Torwood, but would not 
engage them, encamping behind inacceffiblc places to delay the 
fame? Wherefore the Englijb landing 1600 Foot, and four 
Troops of Horfe, at Queens Ferry, into Fife (lofing but about fix 
men) July the 17th 16513 the Scotsfent four thoufand to drive 
them out of Fife. Whereupon the Generali, fending fourRegi- 
inents of Horfe and Foot to joyn with the other, the Sngli/b at¬ 
tempted the enemy by attending the Hill, routed the Scots, 

ing about 2000, and taking 1400, Brown the chief Commander 
being one ,few of the Englijb were (lain, though many wounded. 
Then was there an additional ftrength fent into Fife, and ftrong- 
Inchigarney Caftle there, furrendred, July the 25 th after, and 
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foon after that, Brunt-Ijland (with all its Provifions &c. onely 
the fouldicrs to march away with Colours flying, &c.; was deli- J chrl ft s 
veredto the Enghflj Army 3 of much concernment, as ftoring « 1^3. 
them with all neccflarics. Thence Marching to Sr. Johns Town 
of great ftrength,it wasalfo foon yielded unto them.BuctheScorch 
King (fearing lea ft his Army (liould moulder away with daily de¬ 
triments, and rather willing to transfer the War into England , 
flipc in thither by the way ofCarlifle , comming to Worccfler, Aug. 
the 22th with about 16000 Horfc and Foot 5 (an undertaking ra¬ 
ther from neccflity and defpair, then mature deliberation, as ap¬ 
peared by a brief letter of Duke Hamiltons, taken amongft other 
Papers) yet animated thereto by a notable defign of English Cove¬ 
nanters with the Scots 3 who being offended with the new Com¬ 
monwealth, now favoured the Kings caufc.- 

This defign was for a gcnerall rifing in Lancashire, and adjacent 
parts, the Earl of Darby to come out of the file of Man, and raifo 
the Countrcy, who joyning with the Scotch torces,(hould confront 
the Parliaments greateft power. The chief promoters hereof in 
England, were fcverall perfons (now too tedious to relate particu¬ 
larly) meeting at £briflopher io-ycThoufe, a Presbyterian Minifter, 
who (by his own Narrative) was privy thereto after the breaking 
off of the Treaty between the King and the Scots at Jcrfey, which 
being feafonablydifeovered, and the grand Agent Thomas Cook , 
apprehended, and after efcape, retaken, March 30. 1651. Major 
General Harrifon (after the icizing of one Birkenhead another 
Agent) was by the Parliament ordered to March Northward with 
Horfc and Foot, to prevent rifings, and oppofc the Scotch Army 
if they fhould enter England: Love himfelf with others being ap¬ 
prehended 3 he was arraigned before Bnglands High-Court of Ju- 
llicc, June 21. 1651, fentcnced July the fifth, and on the 15th day 
being reprieved for 2 3 dayes, was with one Gibbons) another a&- 
our therein) beheaded on Tower-Hill, Auguft the 22th follow¬ 
ing. 

The King comming to mrcejier was proclaimed King of Great 
Brittain and Ireland, thought to take his journey ftraightto Lon¬ 
don ; which made the City tremble. But while he ftaycth there 
to refrefh his fouldicrs (a few daies ) wearied with their journeys 
toyl, Cromwells fpcedy expedition, prevented his counfell 5 who 
leaving CMonk with 7000 in Scotland (who took in fix ftrong holds 
there, with feverall othersJ came to worcefer before he was ex¬ 
pected of his adverfaries, and after about an hours (harp difpuce 
©fthc Kings party, in oppofing the Englijb paflage over Severn, 
they giving grouad, maintained with about three Regiments, 
another hot difpute at Powick bridge: but at length ran into Wor¬ 
cester-. whom the as Conquerours, following 3 they drew 

out what they could, making a reiolure fally : where after a little 
retiring of the Gcnerallsmen, the enemy was totally routcd,thcir 
works taken) the Town entred and facked, about 10000 were ta¬ 
ken in all, and about 3000 were (lain.

Amongft 
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Amongft the many of quality, Duke Hamilton(bc'mg wounded) 
ofehrift 5 * fell into his enemies hands, dying next day of his wounds; hap- 
to 1613. * Py ( is one faith) in this, that by a timely death, he el'caped the 
Englijb Axe. The King fleeing, and leaving his fellows, whole 
faith he tufpe&ed in fuch ftraits, gets with one Lord tvilmot into 
a hollow Tree next day till night: andfoin difguifed habit and 
hair cut, by the affiftanee of a Lady, (whether comming to Lon- 
don &idL or not) got over into France, 500 L being offered to any 
one that (hould dete& him. 

This defeat was on Sept, the third, 1651. when as a little be¬ 
fore, Aug. a 3. the faid Earl of Derby landing with about 300 in 
Lancajhire , had foon cncreafed them to 1500, he was by Colonel 
Ltlbum, with bis onely Regiment in an hours time routed 5 many 
of note taken and {lain, with all their baggagc,&c. the Earlhim- 
fel{recovering mrcefter , but was afterwards taken by the {aid 
Lilburn , and O&ob.i 5. following, beheaded at Bolton , as was alfo 
Sir Tho . Fetherfonhaugh at Cheflcr , on the 2 2th day, with others ex¬ 
ecuted at (fhefler , Shrewsbury , &c, Gen. Cromwell returning to 
London in triumph,Sept. 12, was loaded with famous gifts from 
the new Common-wealths Govcrnours. 

The Captives, whom for number the Prifons would not con¬ 
tain, being diverfly difpofed of, a great part were fent away into 
America. 

In Scotland atfo were apprehended mod of the Nobility and 
Gentry of that Nation, as they were affembled to propagate their 
KingL intcreft. So that Scotland being after the Englijb Armies 
pafiage into Fife, with little difficulty fubdued ; Commifiioners 
were fent from the Parliament at Loudon into Scotland , to receive 
thofe that had yielded thcmfelvcsinto their defence and prote&i< 
on. 

Four very confiderable places fell this year 1651. into the Par¬ 
liament of Englands power, as additionalis to their fuccefle. The 
one was Sc illy Hlinds, a great annoyance to Merchant-men of the 
Common-wealth, for reducing whereof, Gen. Blake fet fail, 
Apr. 18. which werefurrendred Jun. 2.following. Anotherwas 
the Iflc of Man , for which end, three Foot Regiments were {hip¬ 
ped at Chefler and Lever pool , Odtob. 1 6. who although they were 
on the eighteenth day driven into Beumorris by contrary winds: 
Yet,fay ling thence the 28 th day, they had aflurance by an Iflan- 
dcr, of landing without any oppofition, (which facility recom- 
penfed their former difficulty) all being fecured for them but two 
CaftIes, 3 C«/Zwz, and Teel, which (they befieging) were delivered 
on low terms without any bloud-fhed 0 &.Z 6 . Colonel Hain alfo, 
fetting fail for Jerfey, O&ob. 19. and after fome difficulty, and op¬ 
pofition received in landing, all was foon reduced but Elizabeth 
Caftle, which held cut till the middle of December, whofe Go- 
vernour, Sir George Carteret , had large conditions, for the wonder- 
full ftrength and fcituation thereof. 

The laft was Cornet- Caftle in the Ifle of Guernfey , even an im¬ 
pregnable 
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pregnable places which although being before attempted by 
florm, divers were (lain, and fome drowned in getting off, yet o^chri^ 0 
in the Moncch of November , was furrendred on compofici- to 1^3. 
on. 

The Parliament about this rime, fetting forth an Aft forincreafe 
of Shipping,and encouragement of Navigation* to the pcrplex- 
ing of the Hollanders y which was contained in four particulars, 
they fent their Embafladours to London , who came thither De- 
ccmb. the 17th and had audience the nineteenth. But becaufe 
they could not procure the repealing of that Adt cfpecially; they 
allayed to do it by force. Two Embafladours were like wile Lent 
into Holland out of England March 11. who though they were.re- 
ceivcd at Roterdam, yet were fevcrall times affronted. 

On Jan. 11. this year,was the Bar.bado's furnndred to Sir George 
AyfcougbyXw the Parliaments behalf. And John Lilburn Jan 15. 
was fcntenced to banifhmcnt about the bufinefle olSir Ar.hurHa- 
Jlerigi which was executed on him by an aft made to that purpofe 
on the thirtieth day of the fame Month. 1651. 

And to conclude this year in England , an Aft of general Pardon 
and Oblivion came forth from the Parliament, Febr. 24. 1651, 
that ill-will and rancour might be buried as to former differences 
and offences before Sept. 3. of the fame year 9 and although ma¬ 
ny were thereby (at the preient) cleared at Affiz-.s, &c. for divers 
offences ; yet many things bolides murthcr were left unpardoned : 
neither was the ftomach of many in that Common-wealth there¬ 
by allayed, as afterwards appeared. 

But iw France^ after that the Princes were fet at liberty, ( and 
the banilhed Cardinal, after fome movings, came into the Arch- 
bifhoprick of Colonia , feating his dwelling at Brule in the Arch- 
biftiop’s Caftle) they co.ming to the King and Queen; that there 
•fmght be a grearer confidence of a reconciliarion,the Licvtenant- 
fhip of Ayuitane is offered to the Prince of Condy , (this in 1651,) 
thf "Duke Qi Efper nan renouncing it of his own accord : whofe Go¬ 
vernment the BurgedafianSy obftiuatcly enough, fpakc ill of; and 
unlcfle he laid down bis Lievtenantfhip, they threatned new 
flirs. 


The King, in the mean time, entring into the 14th year of his 
age, came forth f rom under thetuirionof the Queen his Mother, 
in the monech Se ptemb. of the fame year: where (in the higheft 
Court of thechief ones of all ranks or flares affembled, with all 
the King’s Senate; like wife the Duke of Orleance y Andegave , York y 
and the Queen of England , the King’s Aunt) the King having gi¬ 
ven brief thanks to the Queen his Mother, in that for fo many 
years the had governed the Kingdom with great care and pains, 
is placed in a Chair of Eftate, and begins his Kingly functions. 
Firftofall the Prince of Conde was quitted, (being abfent); for, 
that he might not be prefent at this action, he had few dayes be¬ 
fore departed from Paris. Then was confirmed the Senate’s de¬ 
cree for the Cardinal's departure; ,, Some favours(alfo) being con- 
V v v * 2 ferred 
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fcrred among the Peers: amoogft other things, the care of the 
King’s Seal was commitred to the chief Man of the Senate, the 
Archbifhop of Tholoufe . Moreover, the Prince of Conde going into 
his own Province of Aquitane, the minds of the Burdeguitars being 
in friendfhip with him, mufttrs new Armies j many of the Court 
and Nobility following him 5 by whoft favour and wealth, when 
he had drawn both all Aquitane , and Santonie, with the neighbour¬ 
ing Cities, it appeared, that he undoubtedly attempted a new 
War. The King endcavoureth, with the Duke of O/leance and 
the Senate of Paris, to appeafe Conde, that laying down his arms, 
he might fit down quiet in his own Province. When that could 
not be obtained, he alfo preparing arms, condemns Conde of Trea¬ 
son; and leaving Paris, fpeedily goes to PiBave, fpeedily calling 
back the Cardinal? who, the while, had enrolled fame forces for 
this event. Therefore about the end of the year, the Cardinal re¬ 
turns into France with an Army 5 the Senate of Paris much be- 
feeching, That the decree againft the Cardinal might be conti¬ 
nued. 

Thus thatmoft flourifhingKingdom being divided into facti¬ 
ons,defiroyes its lelf with its own forces 3 and the next year 1652, 
Civil difeords more cruelly burned out, Cortdy and Orleance , with 
the Parliament of Paris , urging by force of aims the Cardinal’s 
paffc-porr, and the Decree’s execution againft him. He being 
fupporred ( on the contrary ) by the King and Queens defence 
ft ffly defends by arms, the dignity of the King’s authority againft 
the force and power of the alike contenders. But, what will at 
length be the iflue hereof, following years will make mani- 

This year alfo 1651, brought forth a notable Victory to the Po - 
landers aga in ft the Cofsacks and Tartars . For the Cofsacks not bej^g 
contented with the peace made a year or two before,kept an Army 
in the fu Id 3 aod not containing themfelves within their appoint¬ 
ed bounds, they hindered not the Taurican Tartats going into Wa¬ 
lachia 5 but defended them with all their ayd, againft which, the 
agreement was. But when the Polonians in fo doubtful affairs, 
fate down with part of their Army, beneath Camenece in Podolia 3 ro 
defend their own borders : nor could bring help to the Duke of 
Walachia their confederate, for fear of the Cofsacks : yet they bla¬ 
med the Polonians , as if they provided arras againft them, and 
muftcred the whole Souldicry of their Kingdom, onely utterly to 
deftroy and blot out them. Therefore Chimelinsky fending Em- 
baffadours, firft to Potoccie theXievtenant General, who was at 
Camenece,and afterwards to the King: They required/that the 
Army might be led out of Podolia and their borders: who an¬ 
swered them. They (hould return to their own, and l<?ave the 
Tartars and Walachia 3 that there was no evill to be feared from 
them, while they flood to their Covenants, and maintained the 
peace. But they continued holding up arms, and to help Poland's 
enemies; the caufc was, That being careful of their own defence, 

rh*»Ti 
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tf^ey might look to their own affairs, and fee that the Common- PCAX") 
wealth took no damage.Then at Aflemblies which the King had 
fumoned about the end of the former ycar,an Embaffage was dc- to nsjj. 
creed to the Cofsacks , to denounce peace, if they obeyed 3 but con- 
trarily, war; and alfo for that war, if there were need, to ad¬ 
vance the Charges and common Cuftoms, and that 36000 for- 
raign Souldiers fhould be entertained, befides thofe Armies that 
were in the Kingdom, and that it fhould be in the King’s power, 
when there was need, to call all the Nobility to arms, and fo to 
meet the enemy with all the forces of the Kingdom. The Aflern- 
blics ended, the King defigned fix Poland Peers to go ro Kiovei n 
Embaifagc to theCo/rtf^s,and that being in vain,he bent his mind 
to provide for Arms 3 fending away thofe thorow Poland and 
Prufsia , who fhould mufter what Artby they could, and at firft of 
the Spring, fhould bring them tohicn beneath Lubline , with his 
whole Nobility which he was fpeedily to call forth, ready fur- 
11 ifhed and provided. Chimelensky hearing of the iflue of the Af- 
femblies, prepared himfclf no ltfle flowly for an imminent war. 

Neither onely entring intofellowfhip with the Tartars 3 but alfo 
he had fentdifpatchedMeflengers wCoriftantinoplei and to the neigh¬ 
bouring Turkifh Governours,and into Tranfylvania for ayd. Some 
of whom being intercepted, difeovered his wonderful cotmfcls 
and cruel attempts againft Poland. Therefore in the beginning 
of the Spring, Chirtilensky, pafling over Bortfihenes, led 1*40000 
(among whom were 12000 Taurican Tartars , whom as yet 40006 
others were to follow) into rolynia, and there, poffcfling fotne 
places, pitched his Camps. The Polanders in the mean time, 

Calinoviiu being their Leader, take Vinnicia, a famous City of Po- 
dolia y and kill all the Cofsacks therein. Which (laughter haftened 
Chimeli/,skies coming out of Polynia, where he had alfo forcibly 
taken by the way Bialakarcave , fothat he moved with his whole 
Army againft Calinovim : who being unequall to fo great forces, 
recovered Camenece 3 and leaving a fufficient Garrifon there, be¬ 
took himlelf to the King, who having pa fled over thfc River Bu - 
gut at Socale , expe&ed the Polonian Nobility, and the Lithuanian 
Army, chmielensky having endeavoured in vain to ftay CalinovitU 
going back, with fmall fights, attempted Camenece with forae on- 
fets; but being alwayes repulfed with the great daughter of his 
Soldiers,he’at length fate down pitching his tents atConfiantinovia : 
which place is diftantalmoft 15 miles front Camenece , between 
rhe borders of Polynia and Podolia. Moreover, the King, after 
that his Nobility and the other Arifties came together, his Army 
being iacreafed to a'lmoft 100000 5 moving froth Socale, he led 
it againft the enemy. Neither did Chmielensky fhift off the fighr § 
now more fierce, becaufe the Emperour of Tartars hinafelf had 
a little before, entred in hie Camp with rhe tnoft choyfe of his 
Souldiers. And then he far exceeded the Polonians in number t 
for if credit be to be given to thofe who have written of his Camp, 
it was to the number of 300000. Therefore both Armies 010- 
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ving tor ward, they came together at the Town JierejU(,k. The hr It 
of nn chrtft° onfet on the Polander s Camp was made by ioooo Tartars, Ju/.e 
to * 28, who being repulfed with {laughter, rheEmperour himfelf 

next day, with all his Tartars , and part of the Cofsacks , affauhed 
the ‘Polander's Army with great force: and that battle endured, 
untill night withdrew the fighters. . This two dayes battle was a 
flourilhing skirmilh before the general fight ; and as yet, their 
forces were in danger of departing from each other with a mutual 
fear. On the third day therefore, which was the laft of Jane y 
the whole Army met, and that with fuch force and ftiffnefie on 
both fides, that it long remained doubtful which fide fhould have 
the victory. . At laft, the Polanders ftrcngch overcame, who* when 
they had made their firft aflault on the Tartars , and had driven 
them from their Handing, their flight very much troubled the 
Cofsacks Army. So the moft numerous Army being fcattcrcdand 
put to fljghr, left a moft ample vidfory to the Pdonians. The King 
a little befure evening, in the very place where the battle was 
fought, gave thanks to God, the Conquerour of enemies, finging 
a folcmn hymn of thanks: which, a mixe found (with rerrour) of 
great Guns and Trumpets, did diftinguifh with an acceptable 
mean or temper. 

The day after, it is told the King, a very great multitude of 
enemies, which efcaped inflight, as yet flood, and fenced them- 
felves in a fit and fenny place, fetcing their Carts and baggage on 
the fides of them,of which they had a great number. Chntelensky 
was in that place, waiting for an occafion to be given him, of re- 
venging himfelf. 'The King, feeing he could not ( by reafon of 
the place) drive them out thence by force 3. he appointed, that 
(all wayes being flopped up) no provifirm might be brought unto 
them: which thing, dravc thebefieged almoft to defperation, but 
that they had as yet one paflage * thorow which, when (all their 
vi&uals beingfpentjon the 10th day after, they had diforderly 
poured forth themfelvcs, many, of them were {lain by the Tolan - 
ders following on them •. Some alfo were fupr up in the Fens and 
Pools, the bridges breaking which they (in this needfiry, and 
want of matter) had fewed together of skins. In this flight, there 
perifhed to the number of 20000 ; and amongft them, the Greek 
Patriarch,fcnt from Conflantinople to encourage the Qofiacks to this 
war. This viftory being gotten, the Poland Nobility, although 
the King very much exhorted them to profecuce the victory, ta¬ 
king (at length) their leave, departed home. The other Soul- 
diers that were hired for reward, were fent to follow after them 
that fled. Janus Ratzvil, Captain of the Lithuanian Souldicry, 
following with his men to BoryftheneSt took in Kiove , once the Mo¬ 
ther-City of all Rujfia , and UWonilove, with other Cities fituated 
on this fide and beyond Boryjthenes , by force or furrendcr. tbmie- 
lensky therefore being afflidted with fo many difcommoditics, and 
fearing greater, is again compelled to defire peace. Which was 
granted him by the chief Governours of the Polonian warfare, 
... ... (their 
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(their Armies daily diminilhing with infection) on thefc conditi- 
ons: Firft of all, a common toleration of Religion is granted, a o^ch^T 
return of them that were expelled, into their countrey, and a to 1^3. * 
granting them their goods; pardon was granted to all chat fol- 
lowed this war, and 10 Chmielenshy himfelf; yeefo, thatcomming 
to the next publique aflemblies, he fhould in humble manner 
bcfeech the King : neither henceforward fhould have more then 
20000 Cofacks under his banners, with whom he being tied by 
oath tothcKingofPo/^W, he fhould defend the borders of his 
Kingdome agamft the inroads of the Tartars^ Turks, and Mufcovites , 
and to diflohc what leagues he had with the polanders enemies, 
and hereafter perlorm faith and obedience to the King and King- 
dome. 

In the beginning of the year 1652, (which with the Germans 
in January) Maximilian Henry, Arc h-bifhop and Ele&our of" Co¬ 
lon ia y having a little before tntred into the Pricfthood, and recei¬ 
ving it at the hands of Cjeorge Paul Straviui, Bifhop of Joppa, and 
the Bithops Vice-gerentof Colonia, entree! into Colonia with the 
Arch-bifhops Pall, on the fourth day of the laid January, and 
the day following, (the Clergy and Magiftracy of the City being 
called together to the Metropolitans houfe; the Princes, Philip 
Palatine of Necburg,$nd Ernejt Lantgrave of IJeJs'e being prefenr, 
the Canons according to the cuftoine, Handing by and waiting, 
with the Bifhop of Joppa , and fix mitred Abbots) he began the fo- 
lemn evening duty of the Lords Epiphany, which being finiihed 
in a Pontifical 1 manner, the next day, the day of Epiphany it felf, 
in the fame afllrubly having performed rites at an Altar built in 
the fame place, he beftowed his Archiepifcopal blcffing, with a 
moft full pardon of fins, on a multitude of pe ople gathered about 
him. To the making famous this ad, which Colonia had not feen 
a hundred years before, and the more fitly to behold the Majefty 
of the Rites of the Romanc Church, there was prepared in chcmid- 
dle of theCathedrall, a placemadcof boards between the chief 
Pillars, and fenced with wooden railcs, and on every fide ador¬ 
ned with moft precious Arras-hangings, which the Guard men 
with Launccs encompaffed to reftrain the multitude 5 in the for¬ 
mer part of that place was built a Theatre on high with three 
Heps, embracing almoft the fpace of two Pillars, andfpread with 
red cloath, for the chief Altar which was feen in its front towards 
theEaft: the Altar alfo being higher then the Theatre by three 
fteps, Silver Images of the twelve Apoftles, and in the midft of 
the fame, a very great Silver Crofle (once the gift of Pilgrimt 
Arch-Biihop) beautified it. At the right part of the Altar to¬ 
wards the North, was raifed up the Arch-Bifhops chair, and a 
little beneath it, four feats for the Princes, the Neoburgian, Lant¬ 
grave and his Wife,and the Earl of Furfiemburg his Widow, &c # 

But the publick confcfiion df Erneft the Lantgrave , and Eleanor h is 
Wife,of the RomaneCatholiquc Faith, much encrcafed the fo- 
lemnicy and joy of this firft Liturgy. Who, before it began,

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rs»A^-\ when at the Arch-bifhops feet, before the Altar, their face turned 
**»toward the people, on bended knees, they had dcfired to be recei- 
w ved into the lap of their mother the Church, he contenting, they 

urw approved of the form of faith before read, and touching the book 
of the Gofpells, they confirmed it by a lolcmn oath. Many hard¬ 
ly withheld from tears, when they fa w, thefe Princes to be retur¬ 
ned to that Church, as it were after banifhment, over which, 
a 150 years before, Arch-Bifhop Hermanne Lant. grave of He[Je, 

(of the fame houfe) was chief, moft famous for his many and 
great deferts toward the Church of Colonia . And then (after a lit¬ 
tle time) the Eledour went to Hildefe, and comming to the poflef- 
fion of that Bifboprick, he there finifiled what belonged to a Bi- 
{Kop, with the accuftomed Ceremonies, even as he had alfe done 
before at Leodium. 

The fame year 1652, produced a bloudy Sea-war between En- 
glands Republick, and the ftates of the United Provinces; for 
thefe (through divers years profperity and induftry in Maritime 
affairs, although it was truly obferved by Keckerman in his time :

This is fun (faith he) that of all Nations at this 
day, the Englifh are chief in the diligence ar.d skillfulneffe of Naviga¬ 
tion-, after them , the Belgians; and amongfl thefe, the FJandrians, Hol¬ 
landers, WZtlandtrs) foincreafcd in ftrength at Sea, that they 
durftdifpute their quarrel in divers bloudy encounters with the 
Englifh, refufing to flrikc their top-fail in the narrow-Seas, En- 
glands right of Soveraignty there; as alfo denying to pay the tenth 
Herring (caught by them in the Englifh Sens) to the new Com¬ 
monwealth, refufing alfo not to afford refuge or help to the houfe 
of the Stewards in their Provinces as was demanded ; and to give 
fatisfadion for dammage brought by them on the Englifh in the 
Indies, which amounted to above 1000000 lb fterliog, and for 
hereafter to be cautious of not offending, and alfo to fuffer the Sn - 
oliih to fail freely and fafely on the Danifh Sea, with fome other 
fuchlikc. An Embaffadour indeed from Holland had audience. 


but departed out of England without ahy compofure of differen¬ 
ces June 30. For while they were upon a Treaty, rantrump the 
Dutch Admiral comming with 42 Sail of Ships (nigh the Brit¬ 
tain Chore, towards ( Dwer road) to view,refufed to ftnkehis Sail, 
and hung out a Red Bag, the fignal of his Fleet, giving the Englifh 
Generali Blake a broad fide ; Whofe Navies encountring each 
other about four hours fpace; one Dutch Ship was funk,and ano¬ 
ther taken, with their Captains, and about 150 Prifoners. The 
Englifh Fleet having about ten {lain, and fourty wounded, and re¬ 
ceiving little hurt, but in the Admirals Mafts, Sails, and rigging, 
with many (hot in her Hull. This was May 19. 1*52, and was 
the beginning ofalmoft two years War, in which, the firft fight 
alter was made by Sir George Ayfcough (returning fome Weeks be¬ 
fore from reducing the Englifh Plantations^ in July, who with 
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his Squadron of Ships, took, burnt and diiperfed 30 or 3 6 Dutch 
fiiips, and Auguft 16 following, fought them near PlyJcuth. But 
three terrible Sea-fights werebetwixt the two Nations (befides 
others) in that (pace of time. Theone.Febr iX , 

Ifle of Wight and Portland, wherein the Dutch wcrc’worfted' 
Another was June a, and 3 . if 53. where they were alfo worftedi 
but with the Ioffe ol the £ngli\b General ,D e a», who was after 
wards pompoufly buried at Wcftminftcr. The third and laft 
and faddeft conflict, but molt fcafonablc viflory to the Eng/ifo’ 
was July 29,and 30, 1653, wherein their Admiral rantrumo 
was flam, *"d their Fleet alfo worfted, about 30 Men of War 
being lunfc and fired, and about 1000 prifoners, with 6 Captains 

taken out of their finking (hips. Yet Gen. slake hirafelf was 
lomewhat put tothe worft in Decemb. 1652, which made the 
Dutch rcjoyce. and mfult ; and in the Levant Seas, toward the 
latter endo the fame year, five confiderablc Englifh Oiips were 

taken and blown up by the Dutch alfo 5 " WCre 

There wasalfo fcveral Tranfaftions'bccween the Englifi, and 
the Da.mh King; whorefufedto deliver fome Merchants fiiips 
that (to avrnd the danger of the Dutch then in the Sound) had pu 
thcmfelves under hisproteaion; i8faylfe. forth from Nor^h! 
Yarmouth Sept 19.1*5*. to convoy them home; and on the 
a* day received a Letter from the King, That he would fecure 
them for the Merchants as he had done;. but would not deliver 
them unto them : whereupon thoy (as deftiiute of hope) left their 
Ships and came home with this Fleet. And although in Oflob 
following, one Bradfhat* was font as an Agent tothe Kins of Drn 
mark, on the Merchants behalf; yet he both detained the /hips' 
and (at length) fold the goods.

Anno i*jo but with as little effect (at chat time; as the other. 

«t chnft, g Qt Qcncrai Cromwell perceiving the corruptions and dilatory 
Snril proceedings of England's long-fitting Parliament, to perpetuate 
rheir Scflfon; cmredthe Houfe Aprd 20,1*53, with fome of his 
principal Officers, and (feme reafon* thereof being given) diffol- 
ved that Parliament: the Members departing,fome by force,feme 
forfear, others with murmuring. Thenhe with his Council of 
Officers fet forth a Declaration for fatisfa&ion of the Nation, de¬ 
claring the grounds of its Dilution. Which had ffic content 
both ot the Officers of the Land-torces in Scotland and Ireland , and 
alfo of the Generals and Captains of the Fleer. And left publike 
Officers of the Nation (hould decline from their duties or others 
make difturbances hereupon ; he publiffied another brief Decla¬ 
ration April 3 °> That all perlons fliould demean thcmfelvcs 
peaceably, and obey the former Laws, under a Council of State 
then declared, till approved perfons fhould be called from feve- 
ral parts of the Common-wealth, to the Supream Authority : 
Which new Parliament being fummoned(by Warrants from the 
General and his Officers, to each Member pitched ^upon through- 
outthc three Nations) toappear July 4. J ^53 i they according¬ 
ly met in the Council-Chamber 5 where the General (aftcrafca- 

fonable fpcech unto them) devolved on them, or any 40 of them, 
the Supream Authority and Government, by anlnftrutnent under 

his own hand and Seal 5 not to fit longer than Novemb. 3. 1*54: 

who, though they made fome laudable Ads, whereof one was, tor 
relief of Creditors and poorprifoners ; yet in other things, there 
being no fmall confufion and difagreement amongft them ; as 
about Minifters and Tythes 5 For continuance of which 
had petitioned Sept, a. One among them moved. That their fit- 
ins as then conftituted, was not for the peace of the Common¬ 
wealth, and therefore it was requifite to deliver up the powers 
they received from the General, unto him*, which motion being 
feconded by feveralMeinbers,theSpeaker with the greater number 
going 'oivhitc-Half,by a writing under their hands,refigned up the 
fame unto the General accordingly. This was on December 
the nrh, 1653. On which day, the General and hisCoun- 
cel ot Officers meeting, and a wife fpcech made to them by 
him, fome things were traofaded in order to a fettlement and 
compofure- advifing alfo with other perfons of intereft, how the 
burthen of governing England, Scotland, and Ireland, with the Ar¬ 
mies and Navies, fhould be born, and by whom; who at length 
refol ved. That a difereet Councel confiftmg of 21 perfons Should 
be nominated. And that the General himfclf (houki be chofen 
Protedor of the three Nations 3 which was done accordingly in 
Weftminfter-HaU, Decemfc. 1 6. 1*53, the Commiffioners of the 
great Seal, Judges, Councel of State, called the Keepers of 
England’s Liberties, Mayor and Aldermen of London, and moit ot 
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the Armie’s chief Officers being prefent; where Rules and Ar- rs/v^\ 
ticks (called an Inftrument of Government) being firft read ; he 
folemnly took Oath to perform the fame: and returning to white- * 0 i*^.. 
MaU in ftate as he came, he met with his Council; by whom a WV 
Proclamation was ordered to be published, ftridly to charge and 
command all perfons whatfoever in the three Nations, to take 
notice of Oliver Cromwell’s being declared Protedor of the faid 
Nations, and to conform and fubmit to the Government fo efta- 
blifhed. 

Two Ordinances in the moncth ©f January following were made 
by the Protestor and Council; the one, declaring what offences 
fhould be adjudged Treafon, that perfons might know the nature 
and danger of their offence: The other, for repealing the Ads 
and Refolves of Parliament, touching fubfeription to the Engage¬ 
ment : which (indeed) rauft neceflarily follow upon the change 
of the Government, now become even Monarchicall again. The 
faid Protedor was Febr. 8. following (riding triumphantly into 
the City of London) magnificently feafted by the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, and feyclfttl Companies thereof. 

But fome monechs before, June 10, 1653, John Ltlburn, before 
banifhed by the Parliament, hearing of its diffolution, and fo a 
change in Government, returned into England without licenfc, 
craving General Cromwells Protedion: who notwithftanding, be r 
1 ing left to the Law, was fent prifoner:to Newgate, Juneirf; and 

being brought to the City-Seffions July 13 after; and again on 
the 1 6 day, his Ttyal was deferred till the next Seffions: at which 
he appearing Auguft 1 6, was (on the 20th day of the fame month, 
after feverall hours fpentin examination of Wirneffes for and 
againft hitn the prifoner, and in making his defence) acquitted 
by the Vcrdid of his Jury about 12 at night. Yet on the 27 day 
after, was fent from Newgate to the Tower of London . Alfo on 
the fame 20th day,aGeneral Affembly of the Kirk of Scotland (not 
judged, it appeir$ 5 tending to peace) was difperfed by theEnglifh 
Forces kept in that Nation for quietneffe fake. 

Two things were this year obfervabk; the one in England, 
which was warm bloud, Jao. 20,rained at the Country Town of 
Fool in Dorfetjbire: fo that fome there thought (at firft) it was 
bloud ran from their nofes. The other in Ireland, March 15, on 
which day three Suns were ken at Dublin, the Mother-City of 
that Nation. 

The King of Poland returning to rnrfove (from his famous 
vidory) in triumph; A domeftique mourning cook hold of himi 
hearing of the death of his After %Anne Katherine Conftance; For 
this Princcfle going (in the beginning of the Brandenburgtan ftirs) 
from DuJIeldorp to Colonia , for quietneffe fake 5 thofe troubles be¬ 
ing compofed; while fhe joyfully meets the Prince her husband 
coming to her, and raking him by the hand, leads him to the 
Court, being taken with a fudden failing of her fpirits, (he falls 
down between his hands aftonied, on the grourtd 3 and the day 
A a a a after 
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atct r (witn great iorrow ol the Prince and ail his Coun firs, 
^fCkri£° unto whom f° r her Eieekncfle and clemency (he wasexccediig 
toitfy$. 1 dear) (lie departed this life, OStob. 9. A Princefle laden with all 
UO/'SJ Regall virtues. 

The fame moneth that the Archbifhop of (folonia was(as above- 
faid) inverted into hisBifhoprick,Pb///^ Elc Stor of Treura>iin<\ Bi- 
ihop of Spire dying after long languiflnngs of oid age.Char Is Cafpar, 
who had been long before appointed his icllow-i c l pe r, ftraight- 
way facceeded him; and was inaugurated few dayts affer^accord- 
ing to the wonted cuftome, by the Metropolitan Colicdg. The 
mean while, the bufiitc-fle of quitting Franckendale , (. which was 
as yet held by a Spanifh garriion)nfrcT many ckba;ts,was br ught 
fo far, that the King of Spain having his nio,>ey paid him, the ^ar- 
rifon fhould depart in the moneth of At >rd. 1652, anoo.e piace 
fbould be reftored to the Ek6h r ot Hetdelburg . by vt mu ( j the 
German Pacification. And after theft* things, the Enipcr ur 
about the end of this year fummoned publiejut AfLrr.bk- s of the 
Empire, at Ratisbone ; inviting in the nu^ti time, the Ek&ours 
to him, to Prague, unto a very liitndly Difcouric, whither he 
firft went in Juiy, with his fon the King of Hungary, and all the 
Court. 

But in Poland th ings were now no Idle quiet than in France. For 
there, publique Aflemblies being fummowed at the beginning of 
this year 1552, and almoft brought to an end, the interceding of 
one Provincial MefTenger dilperfed them ; the Under Chancellojc 
of the Kingdom, having loft the King’s friendfhip, the Nobility 
difdaining him, and being condemned by the Kug and Senate of 
Trcafon, he fled firft to Petricwe , and thence in o Sraethland, The 
Cofsacks the while, and the Tartars, being ftirred up by ihefe trou¬ 
bles, making {laughter of the Polonian Army (that defended the 
{tonticrsjai Boryfibenes,break again out ot their dens into Fahchia: 
and fining that Prince a great lumme of money, are now faid to 
aflault Camenece in Podolia, the ftron^ett CafUeof that Province, 
with the grtateft force. Which things fo pierced the polan- 
ders, that the King calling his Nobility again to arms, lummoned 
new general Aflemblies of the Kingdom. 

There dyed in Germany in 16$ 1, about the end of September, 
Maximilian Ele&our of Bavaria, in the 78 year of his age j who 
(faith one) was not to be put behind (in the glory of warlique 
dcedsjdjpecially in his Religion,prudence and felicity) any Prince 
of his Time : who of his latter Wife Mary-Anne daughter of Ferdi¬ 
nand the fecond, Em per our, left two Tons, Ferdinand Maria, and 
Francis Jgnatm, heir not oncly of their father’s Dominions; but 
alfoof his virtue and glory. Unto Ferdinand, a few moneths be¬ 
fore his father’s death, t/idelbetds After of the Duke of Savoy was 
efpoufed : who being received at waferburg (in June 165 2, by the 
Bridegroom the Prince Eledtour, his Mother, alfo Duke Albert, 
and his fon Sigifmund^Qaoy oiFriJinge ) {he was brought to Mo - 
nachium . The fame year alfo two Englifh Worthies departed 

fro» 
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from che living, Popban, a General at Sea, in the moneth Novem¬ 
ber j and on the 2 6 day of the fame moneth, Henry ire ton, Depu¬ 
ty of Ireland under liis father in law. General Cromwell: Both 
whom, el'pecially the Dtrer, were interred with great folemni- 
tics at pve\lminller. There dyed alio the following year, 1652, 
Aloyfius Contaren, Embafladour and Mediatour of the Venetian 
Commonwealth, to the Otboman Court, and divers Princes of 
Europe; and lately alfo into Germany , to the uuiverial pacifica¬ 
tion there : Alfo Leonard Tor(l be,fon,General ot thcSw^/f$,thorcw 
Germany, Amelia Elizabeth Lantgrave^fe Cafe lane of Hefse. Fran¬ 
cis piccolominie,Ovcs(ccr-Gcnera[ of me Jeluits Society : in whole 
place 1 Alexander Goitefride , by a general meeting of thole Fathers, 
was chofen in the beginning ol the year 1652. Both which, 
GofwineTgickell fuccedded by the fame voyces, who was a long 
timcRe&orof the Collcdg oicolonia, and Provincial Overfccr 
throughout the lower Province of che Rbene .

vin Account of what memorable things happened both in England and 
other Parts, from about the latter end of the 1 ear, 1655, unto 
this prefent Tear 16 $ 8.

I N England , (after that (thc'form of Government being now 
changed) Oliver Cromwell took upon him the Suprcam Magi- 
ftracy as Protestor of the three Nations, and he fitting with his 
Councclat wbite-Hall, (being 13 in number) Decemb. 21, 1653, 
and a Declaration from them came forth. That inftead of the 
Name, Style, Title and Teftc of the Keepers of the Liberties of 
England by Authority of Parliament, uled in all Courts* Wri:s, 
&c. from Decemb. 26. 1653, the Name, Style, Title and Teftc 
of the Lord Prore&or for the time being,of me Common-wealth 
o\ England, Scotland, and Ireland, and tne Dominions thereunto, 
belonging, fhould be ufed, and no other: alfo the Government of 
the faid Common-wealth under the faid Procc&orfhip, contain¬ 
ing 41 particular heads, was publilbed,) there was dilcovcrcd 
a iecrct Confpiracy on the behalf of Charts Stuart, Feb. 1 8 follow¬ 
ing ; whereupon eleven of the Confpirators being committed to 
the Tower of Lo/z^/ow,were after a fhort time let at liberty ; About- 
which time, (on the contrary) as a teftimony of affc&ion to the 
Protestor’s Government, there appeared Addrcfles and Congra¬ 
tulations, from many parts of the three Nations. Then was there 
a main bufineffe ia agitation, to wit, peace with the Dutch , and 
about this time well nigh finilhed : and after that, two of the 
Dutch Embafldours, Newport and Toungjtall, had gone over for full 
power from their fuperiours, and returned into England, March 
the 3d. 1653. defiring a fpcedy Cefiation of Arms on both Tides, 
as being fully impowred to ratific the late concluded peace.. On

The Hiftory of the World ; or. Lib. 10, 

April 5. following, 1654, the A : ticLs ot Peace betwixt both 
S ates were figned and lealed by Loch parties : and on the 2 6 day 
of enc fame moncth in England proclaimed 5 (the day after which, 
the Prote&our leaded the laid Ernbafladours at tvbue-Ball , lum- 
fcll firft lodgr.g there on the 15U10I the lame April, 1654.) alfo 
in tiie Netucriands about the lame time. And un May 30. fol¬ 
lowing, the Lord Ambafladoiir rybitlock arrived from Snetbland, 
having finished his Embaflage, which was to make an intimate 
peaceand alliance between Sueelen and England: For when the 
laid Embafladeur had underwood, that theTreaty with the Dutch 
could have no reflexion upon the Swedifh affairs, (lor before, 
that Queen would give him no difparch) he pucting on the bufi- 
nefs more than formerly ; in i4daycs after they came to a full 
agreement: and April 28, i^ 54 > the Articles of Alliance with 
the Swedifh Nation were interchangeably figned and lealed al¬ 
fo. Then on May 12 following, he having his lalPauriience in the 
fame order and ftaic* as at his firft receiving: after a brief fpecch 
made unto the Queen, and flic likewile lignifying her high con¬ 
tentment taken, cnat the Lord Prott&or.flyjuld at iuch afealon 
fend fo honourable an Emba(Tie entrutied to the management of 
i*o worthy a perfon: and mat fhe accounted it a very great addi¬ 
tion uf happinelfe to her Reign, that fhe had madefoi, lmare an 
Alliance, &c. And that although (be was about to quit her Go¬ 
vernment,yet (be lhould remain a-perfift friend to the Protestor: 
not doubting, but that the Prince 'her Coufin, and all others who 
ftiould Elected , would be careful inviolably to maintain the 
friendfhip of that Common-wealth. This tranfa&ion being per¬ 
formed at Upfall, «* Town and Univerfity them. 

A little before which time, were the fpirjts and expectations 
of fome Scots heightned , partly through promifes which their 
King made them by his Agents aiyl partly through the difeon- 
tenr of divers perfi ns in England j it) that under the command of 
the Eorlsnf qlencarn and ICenmore , was an Army raifed in Scot- 
lahdot 4000 norfe and toot; wl o Rcndezvouzing at the Lough, 
Coloru 1 UWorgan wi:u about 1500 horle and toot rhere wholly 
rouu d them v Fcbr. 17. 165 3, and flew about 1500! them. But 
then did the affairs of Inland tend more and more towards per¬ 
fect fcttlcrncnc, by realon of the vigilant cate which the Lord 
Deputy Fleetwood and thcCouncel had in tranfplancirg the lrifh 
Natives into the Province of Connaught, whereby the Englifh 
there were in all likelihood fccured both in life and efface, lrom 
InfurreCtions. 

In themoneth of May following, 1654* a difeovery being 
made of a fccond Confpiracy againlt the Lord Protector’s life ; 
and to be put in execution on a prefixed day, as he lhould go be¬ 
twixt Loudon and Hampton-Court: alio to feizc on all guards about 
the City of London , the City it fclf, and alio the Tower thereof ; 
to proclaim Churls Stuart King of England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
See. a High-Court of Juft ice (fo called) was ercCtcd in n'tfminftcr- 
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Ilall, Jul. 1. belore whom, three o! the apprehended Confpira- 
tors being brought, to wit, John Gerard , Peter Panelf and Seiner Jet 
Ecx: they were charged of High-Trcafon 5 and upon proof 
thereof, were condemned to dye ; one whereof, to wit. Pox,being 
reprieved for his free and ingenuous coufeflion : the other two 
(who denyed the knowledge of any iuch defign) fuffering accord¬ 
ing to the Sentence, Jul. 10. Powell being hanged; but Gerard, 
upon petition, beheaded on Tower- Hill: on which fad Theatre, 
one Don Pantalion S’*, brother to the Portugal Embafl'adour then in 
England , for a murder by him ( with his companionsJ a good 
while before committed on a man at the New-Exchange. And 
on the very morning of this exccution-day, were the Articles of 
Peace (now fully concluded betwixt England and the Kingdom of 
Portugal ) figned by the fame Embafladour; who immediately 
withdrew out of the City. 

Butthofein the Highlands of Scotland (being not as yet difeou- 
raged, and receiving l'omc additionall ftrength from Middleton 
wiio had landed there out of Holland, as chief Generali for the 
young King) were quickly again reputed an Army,agaiuft wnem 
Generali Monk being fenr, and in thofc High-lands attending thc:r 
motions in feverall Marchcsfrom June the nintn, 1654, unto July 
2.9 following,he by degrees totally defeated them: Midnleton 
himfelf being necefiicated to flee and take (hipping out Scot¬ 
land^ and his fcattcred forces daily repairing unto the Garrifons 
of EngUnds Common-Wealth tor mercy. 

On Sept, the .. ird following 1054. (the Prot<diour think¬ 
ing it meet to fummon a Parliament, two Indentures being firft 
made, one between the Sheriffs ot particular Counties, and the 
c hoofers of Members, and another between the Sheriffs and the 
Burgefles ( with the L.habicans of Burroughs, fo chofcn) that they 
for thcmfclvcs, and people of the faid Burroughs, have full power 
ro adt and content to thofe tilings which in Parliament fhaii hap¬ 
pen, fo they alter not the Government from one (ingle perfon and 
a Paili imenr, as then fctled. They met at Weftminfer Abbey, then 
repairing to the ii, ufe, and beginning to quell ion the lawfullncfie 
ot that power which called them together ; a recognition of the 
Government was co be figned by them before their entrance into 
theHoufc again; which mod of them figning, they fate five 
Moncths, according to the time allotted by the inftrumenr of Go¬ 
vernment ; and January the two] and twentieth following, were 
diflolvcd by the Prote&our. 

But (whether for glory fake, or revenge cf an injury) an Army 
under the command of Generali Venables, was conveighed by a 
Fleet of Ships, fet forth out of England under the conduft of Gene¬ 
rali Pen, towards the Ifland of HifpanioU,{ the firft place in Awe- 
ric<*,that Olumbus difeovered for the. King of Spain, and by ihc Spa¬ 
niards not a little fet by) whofetting fail from < Portfmoutb 3 Decern. 
27. were at Barbadoes January the twenty cigth after, wherethc 
whole Fleet being certified to be in a good coadition, March r 9, 
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rsA-O 1654, and having feized on eighteen ‘Dutch Merchants Ships, for 
ot'chnft* 3 trading there contrary to an A6t of the long iitting Parliament, 
to i& JS. ’ they titcnce failed for Hifpaniola, on the thirtieth day of the fame 

Morech; where landing (chough not all at once) in Aprill fol¬ 
lowing ; they (through the climates unkiodneffe, want of water, 
and otlitr ncctflaries,and their enemies expertnefle of the Coun- 
tr y) received no very lmall rcpullc, not a few pcrifhing in that 
action; Wherefore (that the honour of that defign might not 
w ioily be loft) they abouc the third ot May re-embarqued them- 
fclves for Jamaica Ifland, in whofc Harbour they Anchoring 
fomc dayes after, with finall refinance were Mailers of the 
fame. 

In the mean time, the Proteftour,his Council!, and Army Of¬ 
ficers, were imployed at home, in fuppreffing a difeovered Plot, 
and infurreftions in divers places; for it was certified from Tcrk 
unto London, March 26, 165 5, that one Sir Richard Maliverer, in¬ 
viting his Tenants a few nights before,untoa Suppcr,incited them 
tojoynin Arms with him; who (with others) intended to feize on 
the City of Fork the fame night for King Charts, appointing them 
a Gate where he would meet them : and going with four of them 
unto Hejfay Moor, divers chief of the Country met them, with 
Carts laden with Arms; yet the appearance being too fmall,they 
difperfed again. Wherefore, the faid Maliverer was neceflitatcd 
to flee beyond the Seas, There were fome faid to be rifen about 
cJ Merioneth Piire, and other parts of miles : againft whom, fome 
other Inhabitants rofe to joyn inoppofing them. Another party 
reported 500,(though not fo many) rofe in Nottinghamjhire^whotti 
from Colonel Hacker, a party marched out of Leicefler\hire,\ to fup- 
prefle. Shrewsbury C a file was t© be pofiefled by a flratagem of 
two men going into the Caftlcin womens apparrell, and two 
other as their men to wait on them, &c. of which the Govetnour 
having notice, prevented the defign. The City of Chejler being 
likewife intended to be foiled on. But that of moft dangerous 
confcqucncc to the peace of the Common-wealth was, the infur- 
re&ion at and about Salisbury in wiltfoire, beginning Mare-h 12. 
for the Judges coming into Salifbury on Saturday night from win - 
cbefler Affixes ; fome (for King foarls) came into the Town alfo, 
as being a time of lcaft fufpuion : and rendezveuzingthe next 
day, in the night were above an hundred; the chief Commander 
being one Sir Jofeph wagjtajfe : who on Munday morning early, 
feizing all horfcs, feized alfo on the Sheriff the fame morning, en¬ 
deavouring to force him to proclaim Charts Stuart King; and 
wounding and knocking him over the head with a piftol forre- 
fufalofthcfame; and carrying him away. They plundred alfo 
both the Judges, Sheriff, Jufticcs, and others, of all that was fit to 
carry away : yet did the Judges no harm in their perfons ; bur, 
taking away their Paroll, they let out both prifoners for debt,and 
alio malefactors with their irons orf them, mounting thofc who 
would joyn with them; and after they had proclaimed Charts 
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Stuart King) departed (in number about 200) out of the City to- rv/\^ 
wards Blanford in Dorfetfoire, c ncour.igmg their follower . That **'chnll, 5 
their chief Leader was coming from France to head them with c 0 itfjs.* 
10000 men, (for the Country joyoed not With them, as was ex- ^T<i 
ptftcd). 

But loon after, came news, fignifying the total 1 defeat of thofo 
under wagfajfe, Jones, PenruddockjAiid Groves ; for Unton (frook , a 
Captain, purfuing them out ofWiltfhirc iuto Dcvonlhire, with 
his own onely Troop,fell in among ft them at Soath-Molton: where 
after a few hours diipute, he took Jones, ‘Fenruddock, and Groves , 

(with about 6© Other prifoners,and nigh 140 horfe* and aTtns,wag- 
ftafje himlelf ti'eaping) who being committed to Exeter Goal, a 
Commiflion foon came forth for the tryall of the rifers, at Salifbu¬ 
ry, Exeter, and Chard in Sometfetfljire, and 14 of 30 being con¬ 
demned at Salifbury, three of them, to wit, Lucas , Thorp, and Ken- 
fey, were on May 3. 165 5, cxecured, with feven dtints on the 7th 
day; and on May the 9 th, 14 of the condemned perrons at Exe¬ 
ter, were there alfo executed, (moft being reprieved) amongft 
whom fenruddock and Groves were beheaded; but Jones ("by or¬ 
der) likewife reprieved. Likewife at Chard were divers perfons 
executed, CM ay 17, one Major Hunt cfcaping in his lifters habit. 

After which, divers ptifoners in the Towct of London , who had 
it former hand in conlpiring againft the Protestor s Pcrfon, as 
alfomoft of them, who for this infurrtftion were impriloncd in 
the Weft of England, were ordered to be fent away info forreign 
Plantations. 

But one effeft which thefe Infurreftions produced, was inflru- 
ftions given to the Major Generals of Counties, to endeavour the 
fuppreffion of all Tumults, &c. as alfo all forreign Invafions, by 
drawing Force* and Troops into all convenient places upon occa- 
fion : and alfo by difarming Papifts and others, who had been in 
arms againft the Parliament,and all others dangcroufly fufpefted. 

Other orders were likewile given them, both to have a drift eye 
upon the carriage of all difaffefted perfons within their Counties; 
and likewife to endeavour the apprehending of Theevcs, Robbers; 
ITgh-way-naen, &c. with fome other particulars. And all thofc 
hercupon,who had any way affifted the King, werealfo to pay the 
iothpatt of theit eftates, to the bearing of the charges of the 
Army. 

The Englifh Fleet having landed their Countrymen at Jamaica, 
and left a Squadron of Ships there, were sow bound homeward 
for England ; wherefore feuing fayl from thence, Jtine 25, 1655, 
they anchored at the Spit-head near ‘Portfwouth, Au^. 13 follow¬ 
ing. General Venables alfo arriving in another lhip,Scpr. 9. weak 
of body,and having been neat death ; who together with General 
Pew,cither upon fufpition of his fidelity, were committed to the 
Tower of Bowwow, Sept. 20th after 5 tyit foon after fet at liberty 
again. 

But General Blake } while thefe things were doing in Europe and 

America ; 
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PsA-O America, behaved hunlclf valiantly in Africa againtl the Turkifh 
ofChri? 3 Pyratsof Tunis } (toward which parts he fet layl from Plymouth, 
to * Oft. 6 . 1654J for having demanded fatisfa'&ion of the Dye or 
Governonr of Tunis, for certain {hips they had isken; and alfo 
the Captives of the Englifh Nation, April 18. 1655; and being 
not oncly denyed either, but had alfo feme kind of provoking or 
daring terms given him ; he calling a Councd of War, relolved 
(if poffiblej to burn their (hips which lay in Porto Ferino: within 
musket {hot of which Caftle, theEngliih Admiral, Vice-Admi¬ 
ral, and Rear-Admiral lying, played on it and their Forts with 
20 great guns } the wind alfo favouring them 3 fo that although 
there were no guns planted on the {boat and Caftle againft 
them j they couragioufly in their long boats, burnt $ ihips down 
to the water in the lpaceof 4 hours 5 with the Ioffe of oncly 25 
men, and 48 wounded. Moreover, a breach of mutual amity be-' 
tween England and Spain being now begun, an Ambafladour ex¬ 
traordinary was fent from the King of Spain into England ; where 
he arrivihg May 2. 1655, came in a (lately manner thorow Lon¬ 
don to tVeftminfler ; and having publique audience given him by 
the Lord Prote&or on the 8 th day of the fame tnoneth, with other 
audiences, nothing as to an agreement between the two Nations, 
was concluded} fo that June 12 following, he parted from the 
Protc&or oncly with mutual complements, and fo returned into 
Spain. For a league between the Englifh and French Nation, be¬ 
gan now to be thought of; and an Ejubafladour from France , re¬ 
ading a while in London to that end: at length. Peace between 
England and France was ratified Novemb. 19. 1655} and on the 
28th day proclaimed (oneeffcCl of which league, was the exiling 
of the houfe of the Stuarts out of the French Dominions ). Before 
which, there was certain intelligence from Bayonne and S. Seba¬ 
stian, Sept. 5 th, that the King of Spain had made a feizurc of the 
perfons and goods of the Englifh within his power; and on Febr. 
4 6th following, Wat with England was openly proclaimed by 
the Spaniards at Dunkirk . 

But as to France it felf, the Prince of Conde, with the other dif- 
contented ones againft Cardinal ^Mazarine and his party, being 
allayed there, as having no confiderable party within the bowels 
of that Nation: the faid Prince fent one General Marfin into 
Spain , to negotiate in his behalf} (for upon the Spaniard was all 
his dependance) and goiBg with his Troops in the Country and 
Bifiaoprick of Liege or Euyck in Flanders , he there waged (about 
themonethsof December and January,) 1653 a little new War* 
to get Winter-quarters: the Inhabitants every where Banding to 
defend and maintain their priviledges and freedom} but the 
Prince’s forces took from them by force, the little Town of Fofsesy 
(which is fcitiiated between the rivers of Sambre and Menfe) mar¬ 
ching alfo againft the Town Chafietet , feated on the river Sambre, of 
which (at that time) thcre^ivas no doubt but they would be foori 
mailers of, Thyir defign likcvjrife being to take Din ant and chi- 
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•vai } which were to be for a Principality to the faid Prince} in¬ 
tending Rocroy (of which, his (on the Duke of Anguien was Go- 
vernour, and who having there a very ftrong garrilon, forced the 
Country round about to pay him Contribution^) for his Head- 
C ity : fo that the Court- party of France quite gave him over,fup- 
pofing him not to be brought back by any tolerable means of ac¬ 
commodation : wherefore they at Paris about the fame time rai- 
fed a fufpition (out of policy^ among the Spaniards, as if he had 
intended to make his peace with the King and Court of France , 
giving it out. That a Treaty to that end was a&ually fet on foot ; 
which doing him fomc prelent wrong among the Spanilh party, 
he went to Brufels to Leopold the Arch-Duke, principally to give 
affurances of his refolution againft the Court of France, and ail 
Mazarine's party} and to procure moneys and recruits, that at 
Spring (for it was now Winter ) he might be in fume indifferent 
capacity to infclt that Kingdom. It was alfo then prefaged in 
France, (by many) that fotne Grange 41m of affairs was yet to be 
expe&ed there, from the Duke of Orleance , the Kingfc Uncle, be¬ 
ing more than ufually hardy, in refufiog to come to that Court} 
although ftrongly folicited thereunto. The people alfo of that 
Nation being deceived in their expectations of golden dayes, 
which they thought to have feen upon the Court’s return to Paris, 
and the compofure of their laft tumults} ioftead whereof they 
were both impolitickly and tyrannically dealt withal), that it was 
certainly believed. That if ever the Princes makeup a confidera¬ 
ble party again in France^ the people would turn to them; mod 
of the good Towns flood for them; and the Parifians thcmfelves 
were as high for them as ever. Then were the Court of France 
drawing up a Declaration againft the Prince of C on< ^ e o having 
alfo had lately good fuccefle againft the Spaniards in Catalonia. And 
about the fame time arrived an extraordinary Courrier from Rome 
unto the French Court, with letters, prefling the King to hearken 
unto a Pacification with Spain, and give way to a general Peace : 
wherein alfo the Pope promifed to contribute his bed afliftance. 
TheMeflenger departing likewifeinhaftcfor^i^Jan.ai.i^j^, 
with Letters of the fame nature, to that King} which interve¬ 
ning, produced no effefil: however, it hath been obferved, thefe 
two Monarchies have been like the Sea, lofing at one place and 
time,what they gain in another; fo vexing thcmfelves and Eu¬ 
rope alfo to no purpofe. The Pope alfo fent order to his Nuntio 
refiding at Paris , to make enquiry whatlriCh Bifhops and Priefts 
were in that City, with their names and firnames, and how they 
then lived. 

The Portugal EmbaffadouratP^tf alfo about the fame time, 
making fevcralinftanccs to advance the alliance of a League of- 
fcnfive and defenfive, between his Mailer the King of Portugal, and 
the French King, offered withall a mafriage between*the faid 
young King, and the King of Portugal's daughter, with a Dowry 
of four millions of gold. ' 
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rs.A^N But on June 7th 1^54, the young King of France was crowned 
of”chr?ft 5 at ‘Rjvimes with a great acclamation of the Inhabitants and Soulr 
to itfy?. * diersof that City, who met him half a mile out .of the Town, 
1>VV crying, Vive le Hoy, or. Let the King live. The tyliniftcrs of Rheims 
alfo highly applauding the Cardinal in their Orations upon the 
anoyntiogof the King, looking on him as the onely means that 
hath kept up the Scepter from falling into the hands of an ambi¬ 
tious Prince, that is, Conde , who feeks more his own greatndle, 
than the welfare of the N at i°n*' The Cardinal of Retz^ being 
kept confined by CMazarine, one pretence whereof was, the not 
furrendring up of rhe Arcbbifhoprick of Paris 5 he fent about 
this time, the Matter of his horfe to Rome, to pray the Pope to 
give his confect unto the fame furrender, that CMazarine might 
have no farther pretence fer keeping him fo confined. 

Now alfo was there preparation made in France for the fiege of 
Sumy, by the King and Cardinal, the onely place that the Prince 
of Conde had at his Command 3 and at which fiege, the King in¬ 
tended ro aff^ft in Perfon: and the Cardinal refolvcd to take that 
ftrong place, though with length of time, and vaft expcnces; 
wherefore fettiag about it, and the young King couragioufly and 
induftrioufly vifiting that Leaguer, and animating the Souldiery, 
after a great Battery railed, he fummoned the place ; which the 
Governourrefuting to furrendcr, without Condee't eonfenr, they 
applyed themfelves to carry the Cittatkl firft : whereupon the 
befieged made arefolute falley of above loo men 3 but they ral¬ 
lying upon the Switzers quarter, were by them valiantly repl¬ 
ied: the Governour after a fecond fumntons, fending ar.fwer 
back, he was refolvcd to live and die in the place 3 they drew to¬ 
gether more Forces to reinforce the King’s Camp: the befieged 
having by a Tally killed between 3 and 400 of the befiegers; yet 
fhortly after (for that was in July 1654) in Auguft, they having 
made a very great breach with their Mine, they came to a Ca¬ 
pitulation for furrender, which was made with a Spanish Com¬ 
mander, the Earl of Chamilly accepting of the King’s pardon in fur¬ 
rendring it, and the garrifon retreating to Montmedy. 

In the mean time, the Spaniard , to divert the French Forces 
that had befieged Stenay, clofely befieged Arras, a con fiderable 
frontier Town belonging to the French King : whofe Governour 
was no IcfTe couragious than that of Stenay 3 and the management 
of the fiege being (by the Spaniard) faid to be folcly committed 
unto the Prince of Condee 3 who had full power to fight as he 
fhould fee occafion. The Spaniards were in great want of pro- 
vifion 3 the French having fo fecurcd the paflages,that none could 
be brought unto them ; yet a Convoy of i©o® Wagons being 
fent from Dowdy to visual the Camp, and through fome oppofi- 
tion> retreating to Aire , from thence got fafe within the lines of 
the Spanifh Camp 5 / whereby they were fupplyed for 3 weeks- 
which was longer than (at that time) the Town was(in the eyes of 
ttaoy) likely to hold out: The Spaniards, Aug. 14, aflaalting a 

half 


halt Moon ot Arms, were oca ten off with the Ioffe of 400. aicrt. 

But Marfhal Turein, with divers other forces from all partsjhallem- 
ing to.the relief of the befieged, (fo that they had no lefib than °o 
,40000 hmJI). the Spaniard alfo lurking coo long in his Trenches, fr'SjSo 
and not engaging ihc French Army at. the firft,. (as, the Prince of 
CoW^is reported toi aveadvifcd tht.nl) they having hereby the 
more opportunity tt» cicumvent them in all paffages, and hinder 
the acctile of provifionv^they fur rounded the Span ill 1 Army,and 
a^uaU^hindred.all pfp.yif ons for their relief; wherefore the Spa- 
niards being reduced tQ thfs firait, were neccffi/atcd to withdraw 
from before rhe f Town,,OP ; the firft hopeful opportunity., and cbac 

in thehightyleavingrbeir Ordnance apd baggage Behind tfitm * 

yet the French having notice by.ftnyr $cquts,9JUheir firft motion’

But the Country of Liege was about the moneths of January 
and Febr. 1 6 5 3, in a fadreondition 3 both by rhe Duke of Lorraine 
who quartered his Troops there, partly by confent, and partly by 
force, pretending, the States of the.l Country did invite him thi¬ 
ther, becaufe their Prince and BUhop governed altogether abfo- 
Jutcly, and againft their Laws and priviledges 5 fo that he was 
come to redreffe their grie vances, and beget a.good undemand¬ 
ing between the Biffiop and his people. , The Prince of Conded s 
Troops/outlie ochcrihand) peetending^that thofeof Lie%e. were 
affefted to, and held^qrrefpondcncei with 3[ rb ^French: alfot that 
Jt was the Lorrainers. which betrayed them, doing them all ppffl. 
ble mifehief they, can contrive where.ever theyeome : wherefore 
-they were come to fecurc them aud jrheir Country^ from^being 
preyed on by the Lorrainers. . The Troops likewifc of the King of

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France and the Empire were then marching cowards L/egr, pre- 
of^hrift 5 ^ tending alfo, tiny came to relieve the afHt&ed, .and' to alsili a 
turf?*/ Prince of the Empire, who was quarrell’d-with, and abufed in 
t^VNJo his rights and prerogatives. Wherefore, all thefe-ieaufed the 
Spanish Troops, and thofe of the United Provinces to* inarch alfo 
towards the lame Country; both to hinder the French Troops 
from entring into Liege, and 10 fecure their Frontiers. Thus 
although neither of rhefeotight to have ctfmc there? the Country 
bring Neutral; yet, through thefe quarrels and de bards,'the In¬ 
habitants wore mtlerably uf?d like encmies^on all Tides. 

Bucchcfc chits forcibly quartering in *the Country, occafioned 
the Prince or BUhop oV Liege, and the Archbifbop of Collen, to 
make a league offenfive and ddenfive with the two Eledkours' of 
Triers and Mentz, mutually to afsift each Other againft all man¬ 
ner of forreiga forces under What pretence Soever: and : in March 
following, the Marquefs of Fiber feeing the cone lu {ion-of peace 
between the Prince of liege, ahd the Eic£k>ur of Colley and Leo - 
fold the Arch-Dtik?c; ( Jvhereby the firll was obliged unto the fe- 
cond, by the article of the Treaty, to endeavour what he could 
to caufe the French Army td fee move out of his Territories, being 
(if gentle perfwafions would not prevail) tb-joyn his forces with 
the Arch-Duke’s, r and forge th*te,rif they conceived it advanta- 
gious f® to do 5 preffcntly teasoVirfg frosti'Li mbourg, marcht out of 
the Country of Liege the fame way be came, towards the Woods 
oltArdenne-y yet having fir ft tttfc Parol t-of the Prince Ele&eur, 
tharneichet xhcSpantards, Lorrainers^ or Priiidbof CowWreVforces* 
ihould attempt any thing Sgainft'thcm by vertue of the faid peace.

Army,the wracks of which deftru&ioBS and devaluations he bitn- 
felf gathered up: andalfo hisinconiftahctei,and pretended change 
of judgment in refolves of watlique matters, and the alterations 
and delayes he gave Ijv things; Which (having been debated) were 
even at the very point of execution : and which being important 
fcrvices,might (in all likefibood/have had a happy iflue : which 
tricks and artificies were arlengrh gtoi^h To notorious, that the 
Mailers of the Camp, and all othetOifiddrs could point at them,

great power, after this* took mthePolilh Country even without 
refiftaatc,the people,whereThey came Seeking tofaveihemfeh/cs 
by flight, and notwithfhmding the great contributions there gran¬ 
ted, they had no confidctablc Army to flop them : fotnat that 
Country was then lookYon as deplorable. And abbur September 

following; 
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following, Muscovites whole body tailingupon-Dukrltert&fz/ifr 
Army, ( lor he was the Poland. General ) which confided of about 
15 000 men * they totally routed the fame, Radzivil •himfelf very * 
hardly eltaping .: and fo myfterioufly vverethings carried by ( the 
chief ones of that .kingdom, at that time, that it was thought by 1 
fomeffor they fate ftill) that certain of thofe prime ones were not- 
much difconccnted thereat5, however, by this ovetthrow^the' 
whole Dukedomeof Littow was expo fed to ruineand deftru&tdir. 13 
But ritopjts a little after, beating off the CMufeovite's threeftorm^ 
took in Mtlojjii Town feituated on the River D?ina } where he' per^ 
fidioufly kept not the Artieles*bur flew all the;male JcwSiShd arii£ 
cient women,and captivated the young men and womeuthereof;' : 

About November following, the Town of 
ed one of the beftiortified places in Europe, was aftc^aplridiffe-ff 
rent long fiege* furrendred unto the grand Duke oi'MufeoVy;' and 
that through the Enemies policy, who .perfwading the 1 ‘Palatine^ 
tha t all Poland .was loft,/and :that that t place onely wade" refi- r 
fiance* ,thc‘Palatine being ftricken with apanick fear^andfeeing 3 
noleffe than an Army of 5 or S bodies ertcompa{fingTftmv w&S r 
cafily, perfwaded, yet onas honourable terms as hecould 5 defire-* 
bur, immediately hereupon, no Iefle than ^ooo of his'rtfien lifted- 
themfelves under, the Mufcovite y and taking an oath robe true um 
tp.him. Wherefore, feeing the place was both provided with 
neccflaries for ayears fiegq, nor any powdei-wanting unrothe be- 
fieged, the King of Poland required the faid Palatine to. come un¬ 
to.nim to Grodna 0 x o give him an account of his proceedings. Th£ 
Muficoviter put .a garrifon bf ioooo mea'in'to the City. • An^ 
indeed, fuch then was thefuccefle-aod progreffe of theMufcovitei 
aifo in Lithuania, that it ibifed fuch a jealoufie in tlie king of Swe- 
deny that he fent to the City oiKonin^sbergy to demand ’ paffage; 
for fame forces, that he might put his Frontiers thereabouts in a 
pofture of defcnce,as he had done in the Province of Liefi&nd * for 
they fo mifcrahly wafted all thofe quarterslKrld by xhtTolanders in 
Lithuania, that for 4© leagues round Smalensko , there was not to be 
difeovered the.lcaft markofany Town or Village, they being all 
laid in afhes* wherehy above 30000 fa&ilies being turned to the 
wide world,wcnt for refuge toward w^/o^toavoid ihcUlAufcovite’s 
cruelties, three other Towns, after the taking oi Smolensk*, 
likewife yielded themfelves, to wit, Sklft y Horey, and Dabrowna. 
But Poland having made a league with the-grand Cham of Tarta¬ 
ric * he prepared them a relief of 40000 men, who were to 
march under thc Condud oTSultan Kafy •Galga , brother to the 
then Cham xMehemet Gereyc and he fent Kaya Bcgio to go and re¬ 
lieve Jurlenheck 3 *. ^ra*,two places, which were then very much 
diftrefled.by theCeflacksalfo:. who. taking part with the Musco¬ 
vites, and Chtmrltnsky, fending Embafladoiirs to Court the Cham, 
he itn.mediately taxing them of breach of faith in taking the Muf-- 
tovites part againft Poland^ commanded.their Nofes and Ears to 
be cut off, and Tent thep.thus back to their ; Matter t© tell him, 

• ■ That 


That he was for everrefolvcd againft any reconcilement with tV'V-O; 
him. Then alfo the Poland King fent into Sweden to renew a Trea- 
ty fora perpetual peace between the two Crowns of Poland and 
Swethlandy according to a Treaty begun before at Lubtck, propo- Wry>J: 
fing alfo to lay down all future claims of that Crown, Unto 
which the Swedifh King fignifiedbis inclination* and was daily in 
Gounfel with hisScnaior$jabourthei > ®&»flfaffairs,as being much 
inclined to an Alliance offenfiveand defensive with that Crown, 
by reafon of the progrefs which the extraordinary numerous for¬ 
ces of the Mufcovites made in Lithuania * and who not onely kept 
his frontiers well guarded with forces* but lent others intorhc 
Arch-bifhoprick of Bremen, both to make good his pretenfions 
there, and to threaten war upon the Dukeof New burg. • 

At or about the fame time, 1 while the King of Poland lay at 
Grodna, the Emperour of Germany fent him an Envoy, to demand 
areftoringof certain Towns, which he held; in t Hungary, which 
were pawned unto Poland about 200 years before * offering to re- 1 
imburfc the money for their redemption. But the King’put him 
off for an anfwer, to the next Diet or Afietnbly of.theTdngdom, 
fhewing not muth difpofure to yield thereunto. 

But about the moneth of Auguft, 16 54, the Kingdom of Sweden 
difpatched Forces to befiege the City.of Brmenyiot fomc infolcnce 
committed againft that Crown 3 whom it was thought, (by the 
Swedes) that the Emperour and German Princes did privately ftir 
up againft him * who elfe could not have been believed, to be fo 
bold, as (of themfelves) to provokc-againft them fo confiderable 
an enemy. Koningfmark had the managing of rhat fiege* who 
about the beginning of September, making {hew as if he intend¬ 
ed to go over to regefak^dtcvn sL' great party of the Bremers thither* 
and after Sun-fet, taking a quite contrary march, he eaufed a bridg 
to be made over the water called the Ham , and pafted over it in 
the night * and foover the Moors, (though with great difficulty, 
by reafon of the extream deep and muddy ground) wherein, al¬ 
though feveral horfes Were fmothered, yctnotoqemanloft* and 
this (notwithftanding they played with their Canon out of the 
City) to the Bremers great admiration. As foonas he was got ovet 
with about 100 men, ( for the reft were neceflitated to follow one 
by -one) the Bremers placing themfelves with a confiderable num¬ 
ber not far from the S wdes, yet beyond a deep Moor, fo that they 
could onely charge each upon other, not come together. The 
Swedes growing ftronger and ftronger 5 the Bremers were forced 
with the Ioffe ©f a good many of their men, to retreat towards the 
City, And foon after,fome Troops of Bremiftt horfe appearing, 
they were alfo beaten by the Swedes to the very gates of the City, 
about 20 of them being flain. In all which the Swedes are faid to 
have loft but two men. This unexpc&ed enterprize put the City 
into a great ftraight and perplexity • which being likewife in- 
creafed by a Letter from the Emperour, fadmoniftiing them to 
make their compofition as foon> a»d as good as they could * be- 

caufe 
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rovo caufe through tha defeat of theSpanifh Army before Arras, he 
Anno uft not f ucc our or prote& them, which other wife he intended to 

co i^sf 5 have done, with a confiderable Army by the Duke of Lorrain) 
t/'V'VI they came to a Treaty or Conference at Stoade, by defigned Depu¬ 
ties of each party, the Lord Rofenbaan being for the Swedifh King: 
and at length concluded 15 Articles of Peace betwixt them : Af¬ 
ter which, (for the farther affecuratioB of the King of Sweden) Ro- 
fenhaan and Koningfmark entring Bremen in the moneth November 
following, with folemnity they faw the oath of inauguration ta¬ 
ken by twoSenatoursof theCity, deputed thereunto by the Se¬ 
nate, by holding up their two full fingers after reading of the fame 
oath, and fwearing,:that they would inviolably obferveand per¬ 
form the Contenis^thereof. 

Three or four moneths before which time^ CbrijUna Queen of 
Sweden, (for reafons either voluntary, or conftraincd) refigBed her 
Crown unto Cbarls-Guflave, herCoufen. After which, fhe under¬ 
took (having firft fecured her yearly maintenance in Pomerania) 
feverall Peregrinations - among which, that tp Infpruek (a City 
in the Arch-Dutchy of T irol, and feated among the Alps, over¬ 
looking it on every fide 3 and where the report of a Musket is faid 
to be as great as that of a piece of Ordnance; is moft remarkable. 
Where being entertained in art extraordinary manner by that 
Arch-Duke, too large here particularly to relate, and which was 
in or about the moneth October, 16 5 5, the next day but one af¬ 
ter her arrivall there* fhe made am open profeflion of the Romifh 
Catholique faith, in fix heads or Seftions 3 where Holpcnm, Pope 
Alexander the 7th hit Nuntio (in 'prefence of the Arch-Duke, his 
Lady and brother, and Spaniflj Ambaff?dour, &c.) Handing at the 
right fide of the Altar, (and fhcorrthe left) faid, Pope Alexander 
undemanding that [Chriflina Queen of Sweden being enlightned 
by the Holy Ghoffc, intended to put her felf into the bofome ©f the 
Church, had feat his Letters, teftifying his Approbation of her 
defircs 3 and to receive her with his Apoftolical Benedi&ion, he 
being there to know the truth thereof. Unto which fhe anfwcring. 
It was fo 3 Uolfieniui giving the Pope’s Letter to a Prieft who read 
it aloud, defired fhe would make profeflion of the faid faith, and 
fwear upon the holy Evangelift, to keep it,before the Arch-Duke, 
and the Spanifh Ambafladour. Which {he doing, and kiffing 
the book, a Chair was fet for Holfenim, and a Gufhion laid at his 
feet, upon which the Queen kneeling, he making the fign of the 
Crofie over her head, and embracing her flaouldcrs, faid,He did 
receive her into the Catholike Church, and by virtue of an order 
from the Holy Father Pope Alexander the 7th, and from the pow- 
cr given him by Chrift, whofc Vicar he was, he didabfolve her 
from all her fins fhe had committed. In the Name of the Fatber,&c .■ 
This being done, their TeDeum, &c. was fung with moft melo¬ 
dious voices, and all forts of Iuftrunacnts, and Drums, in the vary 
Chappelof theFrancifcans or Arch*Duke where it was done; 
then 50* pieces of Ordnance being difeharged, fhe returned as fhe 

came. 
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came. Cbarls Guftave not long after his Coronation,was married 

with great Pomp and Solemnity unto the daughter of the Duke of Cf'JJhrifb*' 

Holfiein, at Stockholm. 101**5. 

But about the moaeth of June, 1654, there was fent over frbm VTW 
England into Holland , a Copy of the lecret Articles agreed on by 
the States of Holland alone in the Dutch Treaty, to the prejudice 
of the Prince of Orange : the effeft whereof was. That the Pro¬ 
testor of England having often reprefentec^That in cafe the Prince 
of Orange or Poftericy of the houfeof Stuart, fhould command the 
Militia of that State, they might occafion great differences, or at 
lead great jealoufies between the two Nations. The States of 
Holland, to remove that apprehenfion, firft debating the matter, 
concluded, That for the future, the Prince of Orange, and all of 
bis line, fhould be excluded from the Government and Admiral- 
fhip of the Province of Holland: and.if the other Provinces would 
choofe him for Captain and Admiral-General, they would never 
content to the fame. Which caufing a great difturbanco in the 
Alterably of the States General, they ordered Copies thereof to 
be tent to the other Provinces, before they refplved on any thing. 

The Cemmiffioners of Holland in <the mean rime excufing the 
bufinefs unto the Princefs Dowager, telling her. They were 
conftrained to do what they did r hoping - notwithftanding, that 
before the Prince were of age, rheiffairs of that State might be 
fubje# to fome alteration, which might re-eftabHfb him into what 
they had then taken from him. Butihisaftion of theirs produ¬ 
ced divers paper-combats from the other Provinces, who were 
againft his feclufion. - 4 tr 

About the fame time, the Venetian obtained a great Viftory 
over the Turk, having fought- them *two dayes together in the 
1 Archipelago or Dardanelles ; wherein they flew ^000 Turks,woun¬ 
ded the General, %Amurath BajCa,tv death; taking alfo four Men of 
iWar, and 16 Galleys; yet not without the Ioffe (on their own 
pan) of many brave ones, one Galliot, and 5 Galiies. The Turks 
alfo the fame year, in or about December, making an attempt by 
night upon the FortrefTe of V'efprin in. Hungary, as thinking to fur- 
jprize it; found fuch refiftance, that they were forced to retire, * 
with the Ioffe of 900 kill’d and taken; 

Not long before which, the Grand Seignior of the Turks being 
advertised, that the Vizier Bafla had long proje&ed to make him- 
felf Empcrour, through the alfiftanceof the Greeks who were to 
have rebelled alfo, by the ftraight correfpondeace he held ( for 
chat purpofc) with the oJMufavitessLnd Cofacks, whom be proraL 
fed to embrace the Greek Religion; he converting him before a 
private Councel, and upbraiding him of his Trcafon, after fo ma¬ 
ny benefits donchina; be was condemned to death,and ftrangled 
within five or fix hours 5 imprifoning alfo the Patriarch of Jcru- 
falem. 

Toward the latter end of this year *lfo 5 thfough theLeavies con¬ 
tinuing and increafing in Germany, fome rupture was feared in 
Cccp • that 
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chat Empire; for the Bifhop of Munfier having a quarrel with the 
fA ?rfe -# 3 great Dean of his piocefs, was back’d by the Canons, yet reft- 
ding without the City 5 but the Dean had the affe&ion of the Ci- 
rizehs, and wds within the City: wherefore the Bilhop armed 
agaiuft the City, and they.againfl him ; who defigning to take 
it by a furprizall, with a 00 hdrfe, and 400 foot, at the opening 
of the gates; the Amlgafcado was difeo vered, and the defign fiu- 
ftrated. 

The Prince Ele&our Palatine, had then alfo two quarrels with 
two German Prelates: one with the Ele&our Arehbifhop of Menu* 
which was for the jurifdi&ion of a Place, into which* the laft 
would fettle fome Priefts, as belonging to him 3 but the Prince 
would have fettled there Minifters of the reformed Religions lay¬ 
ing, He ought to difpofe thetcofc ashavingbeen fo many years m 
poffef&ou s but the people the while remained unprovided ef ei¬ 
ther. The other was againft the Bifhop of Spiers 5 becaule thofe 
of that City inarms alfo feconding them) had both yielded (in all 
probability) upon the account of Religion, themfelves into the 
Palatine's Prote#ion. But the Emperour, who himfelf was like- * 
wife.thcn very btifie in making great levies 5 forbade them to 
proceed any further in their contention: but adnaonifhing them 
to plead their caufe& in Cowtsof Juftice. The faid Emperour, 
Jan. a. idy4, cemrtanding- allthfe chiefeft of the Proteftant Fa¬ 
milies of Vienna, and round aboutdt, to meet together at an ap¬ 
pointed place; but, they not meeting, a new command came, lor 
them to meet at the place appointed s who then coming in great 
numbers, andraoft of them 50 and 8o years old : they firft were 
checked for not coming at the firft funamons s and then had pafs- 
ports given them to depart out df his hereditary dominions,and to 
retire to foine other place than Hungary: ' 

The fame year the Duke of Pomerania (who was the laft of that 
houfc) dying, and his body being with great folemnity interred; 

his whole Eftate was divided betwixtSwrrfew and theEle&our of 

Brandenburg}) : the Gommiflioners of the former, and the Elector, 
equally parting his broken Seal, and equally defraying the char¬ 
ges of his Funeral. 

Moreover, it may not be frivolous, to relate one treachery 
(among others) Which was difeovered in Flanders about January, 
1^53 • it was to betray and deliver Armentiers , one of the chief 
Frontier Garrifons of that Country into the French their hands,for 
a furam of money : which defign was on this manner laid s fome 
of a Regiment of Irifh there ingarrifon (knowing there were fome 
of their own Nation in the French garrifons of Bafiee and Betbune, 
not far from Armentiers, which is feituated on the River Lifle,) 
running away difeontented, joynedto the aforefaid garrifons of 
French s fome Irifh alfo of the other fide, came over to the ^Spa¬ 
niards ia Armentiers, and there lifted themfelves, fpeaking very 
ill of the French Officers. Thefe Runntgadoes agreed together 
at laft to deliver Armeniier$ into the hands of the Duke of Elbeufe 
. s ; ;who 
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who being to pofle ffe one of cne Gates (when thefe wereuponthc r'iAJO 
guard) with 4 or 5000 men,which were in a rcadinefs at Beierie , A * no 
a Village on this i\<ic Betbune 5 on the night oi execution hereof, 
one of the Irifh Plotters being troubled about the horriblcncfie of 
the defign, to put fo many innocent creatures to the fword,difeo¬ 
vered the fame to the Governour 5 who while he was talking with 
him of it, a Sergeant brings him word, the enemy was near the 
Town: Whereupon, the Governour doubling his guards 5 and 
the Duke perceiving the defign was fruftrate, retreated. The 
contrivers (who were 4 Captains, 5 other Officers, and p Soul- 
diers, all Irifh) being prefently fcized on to receive reward Accor¬ 
ding to their deferts. 

But at Delph, a City feituated between Roterdam and the Hague 
in Holland , and 3 miles from the Hague, happened a rooft fad and 
lamentable dyfatler by an unexpected blowing up the Guivpow- 
der of its Magazine, Oftob. 12. 1654, between the he Ur sot To 
and 11 in the forenoon ; which containing 6 or 700 barrels of 
powder; (which was fuppofed,to be cafually fired by the Keeper 
thereof, who was feen to go in with another man about 1 o, ftri- 
king open a barrtll) fo levelled the Tower, that there was no¬ 
thing to be feen of it; yea, hot the very place where it flood, ic 
being changed into water 5 300 houfes were blown Up and utterly 
deftroyed 5 the other houfes and fine gardens very much damni¬ 
fied and fpoylcd, and above Joopcrfons killed and wounded^ 
befides many that might be imagined ro have been blown all to 
pieces^ fo that no account could be taken of them * it (hook the 
houfes in the Hague, breaking their windows, and did fome fpoyl 
at Roterdam : yet one Child About 18 moneths'bld, lying 24 hour* 
under the ruines, was taken up. and not hurt at all. 

Alfo at a Dietor general Aflembly of the States of Poland at 
tvarfovia, in June 1655* a Scnatour ftriking one of bis feilow- 
Members on the face in the open Aflembly, and^Who wasjAccord- 
ing to the Laws of that Land, to have both hik right hand and 
head ftruck off; through the Queens interceffion, the punifhmcnt ^ 

Was moderated, that asking pardon of the King, Aflembly, and 
Pope’s Nuntio, he was to remain dofeprifdncr in a dungeon, one 
year and 6 moncths: but he representing this penalty ro be Worfc 
than death, heonely was to pay aconfiderablc futnof money to¬ 
wards the charges of the Wars. 

The S wedifh Queen Chrifina , A little before the fame time, ha¬ 
ving fent into Swethland, to demand the Arrears of the Penfiori 
there afligned ro herj The Chancellor of that Kingdom returned 
anfwcr, Thai if fhe intended to receive any , fbe might do well to return 
thither 5 the States being un trilling to ftijjer any money to go out of the 
Kingdom. 

But the Duke of SaXony was Ieffc juft, and yet much more cruel 
unto a man in his Country, (who killed a Dear) in the thoncth of 
Febr. 1^55, condemning him ro be bound with chains upon at 
Scagj his feet faft under the beafp, belly, With an iron chain fol- 
Cccc a dcred, 1 
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dercd, and his hands alfo (in the fame manner) chained to the 
ef'chrML 3 horns ; and fo lee loofc to run away with him. The Stag having 
to itfjr: run (as was computed) near ioo.Englirh miles (upon a dire& 
t/W line) in z6 hours time, coming near fome Wagoners who came 
out of Silefia, fell down; wherefore the poor man fitting on his 
back, told them the bofineflb: and earneftly begged of them to 
fhoot him, to put him out of his pain; but they durft not, fearing 
the Duke. In the mean time, thoStag getting up, ran away with 
alibis might; fothatthe miferies thatpoor creature had under¬ 
gone, and rauft undergo, if the Stag killed him not in the running, 
cannot be exprefied. 

In the Ifle of Malta, toward the latter end of i <55 5, Ufman the 
great Turk’s brother, (who fome years before, with the Sultar/s 
Wives Mother, their family and treafury, was taken at Sea, 
coming from tJMecca, by thofe Knights, and brought int© the 
Ifibnd) made profeffion of Chriftianifm, being chrifined with 
great ceremonies, and rejoycing of the City, in the Dominicans 
Cloifter; who retaining his former name of Ufman ,was firnamed 
‘Dominiau. 

Butin England, ip July 1^5^, Writs being i{Iued forth for 
fummoning another Parliament, and a general election of the 
Members thereof, being made in Augufi following ; they aftem- 
bled at wefiminfier-Abbey, whither the Protestor coming in 
(lately equipage, after their Sermon ended, and a fpeech made 
unto them by the faid ProtcAour, they fate, ele&ing SitThotmd- 
drington for their Speaker: this was on Sept. 17th, 1*5 6- 9 they 
fate from the time aforefaid, until! about the latter end of June, 
1*57, andthen were adjourned until! Jan. 20th following. The 
chief matters done by this Gropd Councel, I find to be an A tt for 
Renouncing and disannulling the title of charts Stuart unto tbe 
Nations of England , Scotland, and Ireland* Then, an endeavour 
to fettle the Titleonf King, with a Crown the Emblem thereof, on 
* the head of thcProtedkour 5 which he, after time of deliberation, 

pofitivcly refuted ; and openly declaring Ulfay the 8th, 1657, 
* That he could not undertake the Government with the Title of 

King: Wherefore laying afide the Title, the Parliament foletnn- 
ly (by A&) iavefted him into the power .thereof, June 2 6 follow¬ 
ing, under theNatnc and Title of Protettour: the Speaker of the 
Parliament prefenting unto him, in Weflmikjicr-Hall, ('being atti¬ 
red in his Robes) four Emblems of Government; a Purple Vel¬ 
vet Robe lined with Ermine; a large Bible with rich gilt and 
Boffes; a Scepter of Geld, and a Sword, which he girt about 
him, defcanting (by a fpecch) upon all of them at the delivery 
there of: alfo he taking an Oath. Then while he thus fate,hold* 
ing the Scepter in his hand, after the thrice founding of a Trum¬ 
pet, a Herald (landing aloft, proclaimed his Highnefs Lord Pro- 
re&cmr of the Common-wealth of England, Scotland , and Ire - 
land, requiring all to yield him due obedience. And then aa 
Office* of Arms did the like. Soon after which, he was fo 
. ' . proclaimed 
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proclaimed in the. three principal Cities of London, Edenhurgh , 
and Dublin, •fChrfft, 

The Peace of this Common-wealth, with the Kingdom of Per- toitfj*. 
tugal being ratified July 10th of the fame year, was (notwith- 
(landing)not proclaimed untill Jan. 17 following : wiihiu which 
fpacc of time, fome Engli(h Ships performed no fmall fcrvice 
againftth e Spaniard's Weft-India Fleet within 4 leagues of the 
Bay of Cadiz ; they being 8 in number 5 whereof two were funk* 

(one being the Vice-Admiral, containing in her a great quantity 
of filver) and two burnt; two were likewife taken, the one, a 
very rich (hip, but little filver therein 5 but the other (according 
to the Spanifb Captain's own relation who was taken; having in 
her two millions of filver; the other two efcaping into (fadiz ; 
this was in the moneth September;' the filver of the Spanifb Gal- 
lion being brought into the Tower of London, Novemb. I. after, 

1 6$ 6, The yoortg Marquefs of Baden or Baydex,(wj\\ote father the 
Marquefsof Baydex Governour of Lima in Peru, with his Wife, 
Children, and Family (except another fon and two daughters) 
were burnt in the Vice-Admiral : for that Ship being taken by the 
Englifii, the Spaniards thcmfelves firing her, fre burnt down and 
funk) with his younger brother, being alfo brought into London 
prifoner, about or at the fame time : who having been examined, 
faid; That prefcntly after his father and fawiiy departed out of 
Lima in Peru -, which was above $ oaoneths before the time of 
that examination, the whole City*f Lima wasfwajlowed up and 
deftroyed, and alfo the City Calao^ by 1 fearful Earthquake, and 
moft miraculous Rain of fire frotn Heaven ; there pcrifhing in 
both places above iioo'o Spaniards j but not above 100 Indianf 
with them. The Spanilh King lofing alf© in Lima 100 millions 
of filver (ready wrought up) thereby. Alfo the Mountainous 
Mines of Voto/i (out of which they digged their filverJ were won¬ 
derfully deftroyed, being become a Plain, nor any poffibility of 
having more filver or gold in Peru. And fome of the prifoners 
themfelves who were taken in this atchievement did acknowledge 
that this defolation and deftru&ion befell the Spaniards for the 
cruelty which they aded on the poor Indians, (they not fparing 
even thofe Indians who among them profefled the Roman Catfao- 
lique Religion; fo that they being beyond meafurc opprefied and 
grieved with their (ufferings, crycd to Heaven for vengeance 
againft them. 

But the following year U57, produced a greater executioa 
from the Navy under General Blake againft the Spaniard’s Weft- 
India Fleetbefore Santa Cruze, at one of the Canarie lilands call¬ 
ed Teneriffe, on April 20th. The Spaniards had 5 or 6 Galleons, 

(three whereof were Admiral, Vice-Admiral, and Rear-Admiral) 
with other confiderable fi&ips, to the number of 1 6. The Engiifh 
came fonear (to do their work) to the Caftle, Forts, and fhoar, 
that many Spaniards were (hot fro® the fhoar by their own Nluf- 
quetters 5 yet in 4 hours they beating the pica out of their (hips. 
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anJrhe ihips all put on (hoar, except cue Admiral, and Vice- 
o( ChriftJ 3 Admiral,who made mofi rcfiftancc ; one whereof was let on.fire, 
101^58. and the Admiral blown up : and before evening came,.(except 
OOOJ two chat funk down-rightJail the reft were fired. They beat them 

likevvHe out of Tome of their Forts, from, their greatguns. Nei¬ 
ther was there, in thisadtion, above 50 Englifh flam out-righr, 
and 120 wounded. Their (hips alfo, by about 7 at night, got fafe 
out of the enemies command : although they fupplycd their Farts 
with frefh men,for thofc that yvere killed,and beaten out in heat 
of the a&ion. And their fhips damage received herein, was in¬ 
differently well repaired in two dayes time 5 which as loon as 
they had done, the wind veering to the South-weft,/which is rare 
among thofe Iflands) lafted to bring them juffto their former Ra¬ 
tion, near Cape Maries, where they arrived the fecond of May fol¬ 
lowing. 

1 In theyear 1656, while the Parliament was fitting, was there 
another Plot and Confpiracy difeovered againft the Protc&our’s 
life ; the chief A&or wherein, was on e Miles Sindercomb, that 
had been one of the Army; who with on c'cecill, (others being 
alfo engaged therein) held correspondence with fome i a Flanders^ 
and for whofe encouragement, Don ^lonj'p (the lateEmbafladour 
of Spain in England) returned them over lumsof money, whereby 
they .were enabled to proceed • who hiring a houfe at Hammer - 
fmitb (three miles from Weftminfter) (landing upon the Road in a 
narrow durty paftflge,whcre Coaches go but lofily, they by plant¬ 
ing an Engineiri a little banqueting room of the houfe, intended 
by difeharging of the famje, when the Protetflour had palled by* 
going to, or returning from Hatnpton- Court, to have taken his life 
away.; They fought alfo other opportunities to fhoot him,taking 
theayr in Hide-Park, And to give a proof of their refolution 
beyond the Seas: they attempted to fire white. Hall , by placing a 
basket of combuftible fluffs (with two lighted matches aptly pla¬ 
ced) in the Chappel: But through the difeovery of one of the 
Life-guard, to whom Sindercomb had revealed his fecrets for his 
afliftanccin the thing, (gi ving him 10 1. in hand, and promifing 
him 1500 more), thefe two were apprehended. Cecill calling 
himfclf on the Lord Protc&or’s mtrey; Sindercomb otherwife 
called Fifh) was brought to his Tryall in fVejiminfter-JrisiU Fcbr. 9, 
following; who pleading, Not Guilty, and all points of his In- 
di&ment being proved by two Witni Acs at the lcaft, with aggra¬ 
vating circumftances, he was fentenced to be hanged and quar¬ 
tered at Tyburn as a Traytor : but he to avert fo great open fhame 
of the World, the night before his execution, Fcbr. 13, fnuffing 
up Tome poyfonous powder into his head, within three hours after 
dyed. Wherefore on the 17th day of the fame moneth, he was 
as,a felon againft hirofelf, drawn at a horfe’s tail to Tower-Hill 5 
where, under the Scaffold, he was turned into a hole naked, and 
a flake fpiked with iron driven thorow him into the Earth. 

, Peace having been concluded between FngUrtd and France ; 

blit 
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but open War with Spain , as aforefaid ; the Proce&our joyned in fSA^O,. 
hoftility with the French againft the Spaniards in Flanders , fending 
over thither 6000 Foot under the Command of Sir John Reynolds ^ usL 
their General, who on the 8th, 5 th, and 16th of eMay 1657, were Uttninj 
wholly eenbarqued for France ; the General following after on 
the 17 th day. Thefe Forces, being joyned with the French , (after 
they had taken Montmedy and St. Venant) took the ftrong Fort of 
Mardike (not far from Dunkirk) from the Spaniard: which being „ 
afterwards maintained by Englifh; in the moneth O&obcr of 
the fame year 16573 the Spanish forces attempting to ftorca it 5 
among whom; 2000 of the Scottifh and Irifh Refarmadocs Hnder 
the Scottifh King, ( who, with his brother the Duke of York be¬ 
ing excluded France , joyned with the Spaniard) made the firff 
onfetr, and that in three feveral places at once, getting into the 
ditches, and ready for fealing: the Englifh behaved themfelves 
fo couragioufly all the time, (which continued 6 hours) that they 
were rcpulfed with the loftc of about 600 men. And more fup- 
plycs going out of England , there was a field-battle fought be- \ 
tween the French and Englifh with the Spanifh forces (being be- i 
tween 6 and 7000 foot,.and 9000 horfe) who came to relieve 
Dunkirk , befieged by the Englifh and French: in which (after 
fome difpurcs) both their wings being foyled, they fled -/the En¬ 
glifh foot purfuingthem about two miles and an half; and the 
French horfe down from the hill as far as Fern, from whofe Fort 
they were drawn. It was a great Vi&ory; for mofi of the Spanifh 
foot were cither flain dr taken 5 all their juns, 6 in number, with 
the baggage of the field;as alfo all theOracers ©f CharlsStuarF sRe- 
giment,(vVith many moreOfficers of quality) with his own Coach; 
and about 17 colours:(the Marfhal of Hocquincourt (who had been 
the chief inftrument in the revolt of Hefdinj being (lain as he was 
pickqueering a day or two before the battle)the lofs of the Englifh 
being 8®flain,and about 300 wounded : this was in Tune 1658. 

After which, they returning with all diligence to the hege of X>a»- 
kirk, which was environed both by Land and Sea, and now redu¬ 
ced to ftraits, and the befieged Tallying out June 23 after; in 
which ftiarp encounter with the befiegers, the Marqucfs of Leyde^ 
the Governour of Dunkirk, received bis deaths wound; and feve- . 
ral terrifying Granadoes being (hot into the Town, (one whereof 
lighted into the Market-place) they foon came to a furrendcr up¬ 
on 4 Articles * marching out on the 2 5 th day of the fame month 
with 100® horfe and foot* and 700 more woundad, with Drums 
beating, Colours flyings two pieces of Ordnance, and their bag¬ 
gage ; Into which ftrong Sea-Port Town,the King of France, (who 
figned the Articles) with the Cardinal, perfonally entring, put 
the poffeflidn thereof into the hands of the Lofd General Lockharti 
. (on the Prote&our’s behalf, according to the conditions fo made 
before the Englifh Armie's firft going over) who garrifoaed it with 
Englifh Souldiers. After this, the French poffefled Fern , (a place 
which th? Spaniards quitted) and foon after became Matters 
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of two other* Garrifons, Wihoxbergen, and Dixmude. And not 
ofehrift/* long a f ter > Graveline, another ftrong Sea-Town, having been be- 
xD itss. fieged about three weeks, and a Mine ready to fpring under three 
Baftionsof that Town; Marfhal delaFerte Aug. 27, fummoned 
the Spaniards to furrender, telling them, If they delayed till the 
fpringing of the Mines, the utmoft rigour of War was to be ex¬ 
pected. Wherefore they having time given them till the a^th 
- day of the fame meneth, to fend to Don John the Spanifb General, 

* (if he did not relieve them in that time) they Capitulated with 
the Cardinal, to depart the Town on the 30th day of the fame, 
much according to the conditions of Dunkirk ; which they 
did accordingly, as not being relieved ; although Don John, the 
Prince of Conde, and the Marquefs of Caracem, joyned with refo- 
lution to have, attempted it: who were prevented by Marfhal 
Turein his advance to lye betwixt Fern and Bergen. Then was a 
Councelof War called, wherein the Cardinal, Turein, and La 
Ferte (whofe Armies, after the taking of Graveline , were united) 
were prefent: and where they refolved What Town next to be- 
fiegc ; which was believed to be Tpre, 

But upon another dangerous Plot reported to be difeovered, 
Apr. $,1 £5 7, four perfons of Nore, to wit, M- General Harrifon , 
Colonel Rich , Major Danvers, and Captain Lawfon, werefccured 
the day following. 

A little after, to wit, July 14, 1657, Colonel Eduard Sexby, 
(who was a principal man in promoting Miles Sindercomtfs de- 
lign, as abovefaid ; and who came into England in. a difguifed 
habit the better to effect it) was committed to the Tower of Lon¬ 
don for high Treafon ; But within 10 dayes after his commit¬ 
ment, he falling fiek of an Ague and Vomiting, which turned in¬ 
to a violent Feaver, he dyed Jan. 13th after in the Tower; found 
by the Coronet's Jury to be by Gods vifitation, and by no other 
wayes or means. 

But the year following, which is this prefent year 1 £58, about 
the moneth of May, was difeovered another great and general 
Plot to embroyl England in new Wars and Seditions, by levying 
war, betraying of the ftrong garrifon of Hull ; promoting Charts 
Stuart to be King of England, Scotland, and Ireland , fecuring the 
City of London , &c. For which, many were committed to the 
T0wer and Newgate; and a High Court of Juftice being erelfccd 
(who fate May 25) in fFeflminfter- Hall, Sir Henry Slingsby on the 
fame day, andDd&or Hewet, a Divine, on June 1. folio wing,were 
brought to their tryall before them: the Knight pleading, Hpt 
Guilty ,was proved guilty by evidence.The Do&or refufitig to plead 
to his charge,and chooftng rather to die,than own the Authority ; 
wherefore June 2d,* they were adjudged to be hanged and quar¬ 
tered at Tyburn as Traytors 5 but being (by the clemency of 
the Protc&our) to be beheaded, execution was done on them ac¬ 
cordingly on the 8th day of the fame June 1658. After which, 
one Sumner, and 6 others of th« City of London, werctrycd upon 
. .. ‘ *•. the 
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the fame account : one being found as not guilty 5 but fix con- 
demned to be executed for Traytors ; two of whom, to wit, Co- Chri ^ 5 
loTid Afbton and Bctteley in fevcral places of London, were executed 1 6 i*j 8. 
on Toly thc7th after;one whofe name was Fmi%(and who pleading 
Not Guilty,did upon the matter prefcmly confefte it) being rcpric- 
ved-and July ^U,oncStacie was alio hanged,though not quartered:

Moreover, three or four more than ordinary things happened 
in England within two or three years laft pall. One was, Odob.3. 

1^5, when as the River of Thames, which ufually ebbeth about 
7 or 8 hours, and flowed! about 4 or 5, now ebbed and flowed 
twice in 3 hours fpace.

, In France, in Jan. 1654, there was abAJLinkly called of Prelates 
Sc other Church-men at the Louvre, in Q^jiinal Mazarine* s Lodg¬ 
ings ; h Unfelt being prefent, and alfo the King's Deputy, with the 
Archbifhop of Roven as the Pfjsfidenti Upon occafton of a Brief re¬ 
ceived by that King from the Pope,relating to a Bull of coadcmna- 
tion, fet forth againft the do$rinc of fanfenus,who was Biftiop of 
rpre in Flanders : which doftrine very pearly agreed with the Pro- 
teftants, touching Works, Free-Wili,&f.which the Author fub- 
ftantially proving out of Auguftine, it got no fmall ground both ip 
France andthe Netherlands; fo that it wa< conccivedjthe divifion 
thereupon made among thePapifts,had given a great wound unto 
the Papal intereft; Wherefore the Popcjiot being able to contain 
any Iooger,L t loofe his Bull in France, .Tiic Archbifhop declared 
the ndceility of fetting forth a Conicflion of Faith according to the 
Roman Catholick Religion i yet noewithftanding, nothing was 
concluded. The Cardinal alfo and the Archbifhop.fell out there* 
about, the Cardinal’simprifonment of Cardinal de.Rctz ; he won- 
dring how CMazarine dueft proceed fo far againft hiptij whoVras 
both a Prieft, and Archbiftnop of Paris , the head City of the King- 
dome, See, afterwords patting between them, they parted indif- 
content at each other. : The King of France about, the fame ^ime 
fetting forth a general Depuration* That no other Religion be 
there entertained, hefides the Roman, and that called the Refor* 
med ; of which there had been a toleration in times paft. ; . 

But,in 1655, about the monctfv of,April, the Protcftattt? in 
the Valleys, of Angiogm, Lucerna, *x\d St, Martin, in piedmont, 
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'wcreforely vexed and performed by the Duke of Savoy, whofe 
Subjects they were, tnrough the inftigacion o i priefts and Jcfuits, 
having fe cup a new Inquisition at Turin ; who firft affrighening 
them with great threatenings, then proceeding to take away their 
goods and eflates, imprifoning them, and ufing all violence to 
make them forfakc their Religion 5 and perceiving they could 
avail nothing thereby 3 the Duke was perfwaded to fend an Army 
ef about 8000 under the Marquefs de pianella, and the Earl of 
Quince , one of the French Lievtcnant Generals; thefe Setting 
upon thjs poor people living quietly at home : They feeing rhem- 
felvcs thus affaultcd, flood in their defence, making what refi¬ 
nance they could againft them ; many of whom were {lain, (and 
fomc of the enemy ) many carried away prisoners , on whom 
they ufed all manner of invented cruelties, and in many corners, 
they (hamefully abufing and tormenting many women, with their 
young children, afterwards cut off their heads; dafhing alfo 
thofe children of 15 years old (that would not go to Mafs) againft 
the rocks; hanging othtrs >fvith their feet upwards, and nailing 
them to Trees: which they were faid to endure with a moft invin¬ 
cible refolution. A refidue which efcapcd the {laughter, got into 
the Mountains with their Wives and Children, enduring there 
friuch hung^rand cold; (famedying therewithJtbe enemy (the 
while) Set'fire on their Temples, plundered their houfes y and then 
fired them : a veryfiflaH ritimber, with their families, got into 
T>*ufine in the Trench Dominions, and fomc others into Switzer* 
had, Thefe kre of thofe, who about 560 years ago being theft 
called Vaudois and Al bigots, were cruel lyperfecuted by the Pa- 
"pills. Their fad Condition being reprefenred abroad, the State* 
of Holland, and ProteBodrxii FngUnd, &c. feemed to be much af- 
fc&cd therewith : there was alfo fending to the King of France 
about the bufinefle, (Colled ions for their relief being likewife 
thade among the Prote'fHrits abroad) who having then a Treaty 
iof Peace in hand with £«g/tf»«/,nota ; little concerning his intcreft, 
became a Mediatour by his Ambafladotfr Monfieurtfe Servient y 
(alfofour Ambafladoui^ of Switzerland tes Media tours ) in their 
behalf to the Duke : who in or about Augufl following, came to 
Articles of Agreement,'’forreftotingthe faid Proteftahts to live ift 
his Dominions as formerly; with the fame free ex ere ife of theft 
'Religion : yet were in many things cut fhort, and ftraitned mere 
than before; as to have no dwelling beyond the River {t Pelice, and 
fome other places, except to the vineyards of Lucerna towards 
'Rtfdta: and alfo to live at St. Johns, but trot to have ahypubliquc 
aflernbling place or preaching as before, &c. But one.Who wrote 
(from Pigneroll) obfervations upon thofe Antcles, calls the peace

The King of Sweden going in Anguft 1^55, from Turyitz. with a 
'firong parry of horfe, and 4 pieces of Ordnance, came to Klez.ki 
neaT Guefna s on the 2oth,bcing expedled on the 21 day by General 
Wittenberg'^ that he might joyntly march with both Armies to 
Lowicks.y and fight the Polifh Army; which fell out accordingly 
in Septemb. fallowing: In which battle the Vi&ory falling to the 
Swedes , the King of Ftland fled to Cracovia .* wherefore, the King 
of Sweden marching thither, drew near the City Sept. 15, where 
the'PoUfh king flood with three Brigades; but the Swedes fudden- 
ly and unexpe§:edly approaehing,thc Poles quitting their Camp, 
“betookThemfelves to flight in great rerrour and confufion, fettiog 
part of the Suburbs on fire ; w'hereu pon the king of Sweden ad van- 
cingto the City, took his Head-quarter within a quarter of a 
tail© thereof at aGon vent belonging to the Dominicans, the Sub- 
Wrbs'buTning all nighr: and next day, Scpteiub.i^, the Swedifh 
kingfending a party, they poflefled chemfelves of the Bridg over 
thellivcrw^^/5 fo emring the Suburbs, and that with little 
wppofition, but no Ioffe, although the enemy playing bn thetn 
from theduftlej fet fome adjacent houfes on fire thereby j and 
within two dayes after, he giving order to frame a fitge before 
hothCaftle and City., afligned his forces .to their feveral Pofts, 
plyed the Caftle witli .Granadbes ; Whith the enemy anfwering 
w'ithGtanadoes'back again,from the'Caftle, they fet the Cloy ft cr 
of Agmvn fire, whfdhtaking hold of many other houfes, redu¬ 
ced them to Cinders: abd being in f great hope Of a furrender of 
that ehief City, they made ba tteries; which the ¥#Zi?r both by {hot 
andfaMies, endeavoured to hinder. TheKing of Sweden thenalfo 
proclaimed unto allPjrovinces and Palatinares bf that kingdoroc, 
ThattheBftatesof the'Realm might not onely freely meet togt- 
'ther at Wdrfow, cither iti perfon, or fey their Deputies 5 bUt he rc- 
quired them alfo Fpeedily to affemble, promifing them his Royal 
favour, and a free exorcife of their Religion. 

'Caftmtr the king of being fled, a.Polifh fervant who was 
Brought .in prifoner,informed the 'Swedes, xhit Cafimir was retrea¬

tionj to fee whit was become df king Cafimir, he returning the 
Tame'nlghr,brought news, that the faid King was alfo Bed from

3 mcn » who expiring the event of the bufincflTc, were fuppofed no 
to Ujp: longer to ftand our, than a ftrong Parry lliould be fent againlfc 
l/YM them. In the mean time, the Lord Leskynski, the Polifh Am- 
baftadour, was bufie in acquainting his friends in Cracovia with 
the notable Succefl'es the Swedish King had about that City, ta¬ 
king in divers Cattles and fmallcr fortified Towns round about, 
and reducing divers Parties to fubm:ifion,perfwading them to be 
wife,in furrendring the City,and favethcmfelvcsibutCzdrtfrrjty the 
1 Govcrnour being pbftinate, refufirig to furrender, and continuing 
lheoting and Tallying, the King making fpeedy preparation for a 
ilorm, lent in word to the faid Ctarnecky the Govcrnour, That if 
he would not yield unto an accommodation, but proceed in his 
obftinacy ; as foon as hefhould get him into his power, (which 
he doubted not ihortly to effe &) he would give order to hang him 
up. Wherefore the befieged filing to the King for their Commif- 
fioners to have letters of Conduft to come and treat, in the moneth 
OtSfcob. following Cracovia was furrendred; there marching out 
the Garrifon, being 3000 men, (with 600 Gact-loads of rich 
movcables,moft part of which belonged to thejews) who were con¬ 
ducted to the Frontiers of Silefia , where having lea ve for a moneth 
ro refrefb themfelves, they might go to the King of Poland (then 
in S/'k/h*) if they pleafed ; or elfe lift themfelves in the Swedifti 
Army: the Citizens alfo agreed to pay 30000a Rixdollars in a 
moneths time, to the Swedifh King; who for the maintaining 
of thefe new acquefts, was very diligent in fortifying .all parts, 
and particularly, the two head Cities of wa/fow and CracovU , the 
Kingof Sweden giving order to bring the River weyfsel round about 
Cfi^/^Whereb'y.itftiould become very ftrong. 

But while Cra(ovia v/$i befieging, an Envoy from Koniecpolski, 
Standard-bearer to the Crown of Poland, came both to Congra¬ 
tulate (in his Nf^fter’s name) the SwedifliKing, and alfo to let 
him know, Thai fince their King Gtjfwir was fled out of the boN 
ders of the kingd.Qth, without their privity orconfenr, they had in 
confidence good.'feafon to provide them of another. King, under 
whofc protection they chighTfecure themfelves; wherefore his 
Matter, both fo.rhim.felf, and in behalf of the Guarcian Militia, 
and Pofpelitans, |and States, did Willingly, fubmit unto his Majefty, 
to acknowledg him for their Lord and Matter ; and that co the 
fame purpofe,. they would fend CommiflioUers to any place he 
fhould appoint : Which he very favourably accepting of, deter¬ 
mined tofendnotice of the time and place to the {aid Standard- 
bearer. After which, camp pews from rvarfovia, from the Chan¬ 
cellor Oxienfiem, that the Lord Stetnbock General of the Artillery, 
had fubdued the rebellious Mafsovians. Alfo another McffengeC 
came from the Lord Dobicky Palatine ef Stride chi, offeringto em¬ 
brace the King’s protection.; defiring thereupon, that he Would 
order no more wafte to be madc.in the kingdom for feeing their 
, King, whom thev had ftood to for the prefer viuion of their privi-

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ledges, had deitreed them, going out of their borders, they were /\Aio 
advifmg among themfelves, to dilpatch within fix or eight day*, J^J-*** 
their Commiflioncrs in the name ot the whole Nobility, unto his t® 1*5.8. 
Majofty, -co treat about the peace and fafety of the Common- UrvSj 
wealth. Wherefore the King granted to LeszinSki the great Trea¬ 
surer, and the Palatine Sandomirienfis, Letters of falc conduCt for 
their free acccfic unco him for chat purpofe. Who after the rc- 
ductment of Cracovici , bent his march towards Lublin, where the 
Cofsacks with their General, lay encamped: wherein he had a 
double defign, partly co make an agreement with them (who now 
prole fled a great w'i llingnefle to fubmit unco him); the CMufcovites 
alfo being content co retain onely the 3 Palatinates o {Smolensko, 

Vitebsko, and Tohsko , on the other fide of tbc River Borijlbcnes, and 
to abandon the reft of the great Dukedome of Lithuania to the 
Swedes, whereby they would become Matters of all Poland ; and 
partly to be nigh c Pru/ia, thebetter to feel the Duke of Branden¬ 
burg, (for he had not as yet joyned in the above-mentioned league 
with the King) who f he was advifed) had been underhand foli- 
cited by the Emperour, to make a ftrong League with the Eftatcs 
of the lame Province ofTru/s/a, and fome others of Poland , that 
had not as yet abfolutely declared themfelves for the Swedes: he 
being likewife advifed, the Duke had fent a dittinCk body of an 
Army towards Thdren, to hinder there the Swedes irruption 5 and 
another body towards Mcmmel , upon the frontiers of Lithuania , 
while the remainder of his Army continued in the heart of P/uf- 
fi*. And indeed, before this time, the great progress of ihc$ wedcs 
in this kingdom, did fo (lactic all the Miniftcrs of the Emperour, 
that thereupon he (fur a time) deferred his journey to ‘Prague ; and 
in the meantime, to give fatisfa&ion to the King of Sweden's De¬ 
mands, which were held to be juft. For it was a moft remarkable 
providence, that this King thould in two or three moneths time 
even over-run fo vaft and warlique a kingdom as Poland : but he 
had as well great policy as valour in the defign; for when he 
marched from Comn to Colo , Aug. 17th; whence he fent parties 
to get intelligence of the enemies ftacionand pofture, expiring 
to meet with the general Lea vies at Piantek: a certain Colonel 
coming in the mean time as an Envoy from the King of Poland, 
with Credentials from him ; and audience being given him on 
the 18 th of the fame, he offered certain Propofitiohs in order to 
a Treaty, ufing thefe expreflions, ( among other formalities) 

Pacem petirmu , et bellum deprecamur, We requejl -peace, and renounce 
war-, defiring for the prefcnc a Cegation of Arms, arid that the 
King would be pleafed to flay there, and move on no farther: He 
underftanding the encmie’s defign of delay, becaufe the Envoy 
was not furnithed with full power and inftru&ions to conclude 
any thing, departed immediately from foloon the 21 day, to puf 
his warlique defigns into fpeedy execution.

Lords of the kingdom of Poland , which was fummoned by the 
king, who appointed Count Erick Oxienflern his grand C .ancel- 
lour, with Count BenediEl Oxienflern, and the Lord BereMow, to 
be prefent therein as his Commiflioners. Bur in the mean time, 
the Cofsacks (of whom, he was General ) coming before she faid 

Lublin, O&ob. 1 5. with a huge Army, reported to be i£oooo 
men, hewed down the Jews, plundring out their houfes, fired 
the fore-Town,and compounded with the Town it felf,to have all 
the Priefts goods, and thofe that were fled from Poland, and had 
brought their goods thither ; and a ranfome for them lei ves; ta¬ 
king alfo an oath of them to be true to the LMufcoviter, and lo de¬ 
parted on the 20th day. 

Then were the Swedes bufie in difperfing Polifh parties that got 
together: as Major General Sieinbock , who underftanding that 
fome numbers of Mafsovians had recollected thcmfclvcs, he lcar- 
tering them, they fent Deputies unto him for a finall accommo¬ 
dation. Alfo Lovenhaupt, another Major General, parted the Ri¬ 
ver tvcyfsel to encounter fome Polifh Troops that were again got

not long there; for underftanding that the States and chief Cities 
of \prufsia, not onely remained obftinatc,but were making a ftrift 

League and Combination with the Duke of Brandenburg againft 
v him, he committing the management of the bufineffe of Poland 

with the States there prefent, unto the Rix-Chancellor and fame 
others, departed with fome Regiments and the Qu&rtians , unto 
his Army. At which tVarfovia, was a dangerous Confpiracy de¬ 
tected, which was to have poyfoned the King and his Nobles, with 
the whole Garrifon 0 by infecting all the Conduits and Fountains; 
for which,fome great ones,engaged in the Plot, were apprehended, 
and committed to Cuftody. 

But the bufinefle of Prufsia occafioned blowesin a fliarp con- 
fiia between the Swedes and Duke of Brandenburg, whr rein about 

5 or 800 of the Brandenburgers were (lain. And which Quarrel, 
although it was looked on as ominous, it being betwixt two Prin¬ 
ces of the Reformed Religion, at fuch a time asthar, becaufe it 
might have induced the Elc&our to fome compliance or confede- 

ration with the Polifh King and the Emperour; yet the Swedilk 

King proceeded with great rcfolucion, marching to Prufsia, with C fchrift/ j 

whom alfo one Mr. Roll came along, who being fent from the 

Englifh Protectour , was received by the King very honourably. 

Who fending Sieinbock before him with his Army, hemarching 
thorow Marzuria , with great celerity pofleft himlelf of Strafburg, 
the vcryiKey of prufsia , and of very great advantage to the Swedes. 

After which, Radziejjky was fent with 3000 horfe for Thoren-, who 
when he came near the place, finding no Brandenburgifb forces 
thereabouts, fent back half his men to the Army, and went with 
the reft before Thoren , admonithing them to obedience : who pre- 
fcntly Cent Deputies to treat for an accommodation. 

The Mfcovites and Cofacks (in the mean time doing what they 
could to maintain a good intelligence with the S wedifh King)hel¬ 
ped not a little to the cftablifhiog audfecuring his new Conqucfts: 
moft alfo of the Polifh Lords who fled with their King into Silefia± 
now returning to live under the Swedifh protedion. About 
which time, to wit, about December, the King fent a Letter to . 
the Emperour, complaining, That he had under-hand applyed 
himfelf to divers Princes of the Empire, for engaging them in a 

League to his prejudice. The Emperour difmiffed the Meflcn- 
- get with a very civill anfwer, giving hivQ& large aflurancc of 
holding a good corrcfpondence with the Crown of Sweden, &c% 

And a Colonel being at that time fent from the king of Poland to 
raife men in the Imperial Territories, the Emperour gave him (for 
that prefent) veryftria: order againft proceeding any further in 
making lcavics. The City of Slbing in Prufsia was alfo yielded 
to the Swedes, without any refiftance ; for the King of Sweden ha¬ 
ving given audience to the Imperial and Tranfylvtnian Ambafla- 
dours at the City of Thoren , went towards the Town of CMargen- 
feldt ; where the Deputies of Elbing attending him, and craving 
fome time,the better to confult with the other Cities in fo weigh¬ 
ty an affair, he flatly denying them, they treated with the Rix- 
Chancdlor on the 9th of December; the agreement of whofe 
fubmillion did much fatisfie the King: who made the faid Chan- 
ccllour Govcrnour of Prufsia ; and General Linde Governour of 

Elbing^ and the Militia of Prufsia, who Deccmb. 12th, placed a 
confiderable Garrifon therein. On the 4th day of which moneth 
at midnight, the King of Sweden had a lufty young Prince born 
unto him at Stockholm : which was the day of his agreement with 
the City of Thoren ; whereinto he entred the day following. 

But the City of Dantzick in Prujtis being united in it felf, in 

Deccmb. 1655, refol ved upon a defence, in cafe the Swede fhould 
make any Attempt that way: fending alfo Inftru&ions to their 

Prefident with the Ele&ar of Brandenburg ; by all means to make 
an Agreement with him, thereby to oblige him to relieve them, if 
aflaultcd, and to aflift them with fome Troops for the prefent 5 in 
order to wh ich defence, they burnt all their Suburbs. And then 
alfowas the Polifh King (who had fome new defign on foot for' 

E e e c 2 recovery 
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rv<A^O recovery of his kingdom) encreafing his forces which he had on 
JfchS 3 Site fas borders : unto whom Czameski the Governour of Craco- 
co itfjs. via, went with fomc Troops to his fervice, contrary to the agree- 
roentmade with the King of Sweden, upon the furrender of the 
City. But the great Cham of Tartary, who was thought would 
haveaflifted him tothefamc purpofc,- wrote a Letter to the King 
of Sweden, alluring him. That not any attempt fhould.be made 
by him or his Souldiers, againft his progrtfle ; but that he was ra¬ 
ther willing to help and deftroy his enemies, and cfpecially King 
Cafmir of Poland . 

About the fame time, a Proclamation was published in 2)<r«- 
mark , againft all private meetings of allpcrfonsof any other Re¬ 
ligion than what was publiquely proftfled in that kingdom. And 
the Pope’s power <of condemning do&rines, received a deep 
wound in Frame, by the Sorbonne Do&ors difputing with the Jc- 
fuitsio a publiqUe Affembly, (where the Chancellour of France 
fate as Prefidcnt on behalf of the Kng) in defence of the doftrine 
of Ja*[enu*,&i Paris, about January, 1655; which doArine fpread 
it felt very much in that kingdom among moderate Papifts ; al¬ 
though the then late dcceafed Pope had openly damned it. After 
much deputation, though the authority of the See ©f Rome was 
much prefled; yet when they come to give their Votes, the Sor- 
bpnne Dolors alledged. That the Pope was not to be credited in 
any thing not agreeable to the Scriptures and antient Fathers : 
{landing all,with one Dodour %/drnaud,iot the Janfenian tenents, 
except two or three: fo that the Aflembly being put off, the dif¬ 
ad vantage remained on the Jcfnits fide. 

General Steinboek being countermanded by his King toward 
Fnmberg with 4000 men, Potocky and anothet Polity General (with 
part of the j Quart tans) revolting ia Poland , he upon his march thi¬ 
therward, commanding Colonel Fabian againft a part of the ene¬ 
my ; he, after a hot difputc within a mile of Putske, put them to 
flight, flaying and taking divers prifoners, and furioufly purfuing 
the Poles to the very Walls of ‘Pntske. 

The Swedes being now bccome Mailers of all Prufsia, except 
the four Cities of Dantzick, c. Marienburg > Putzke , and Schlocotv 5 
Oxienffern the Governour fent to treyer, who held thofe places for 
the Polifti king, offering him a Treaty in order to a furrender, or 
elfe there would be proceeding to extremity. 

But, great was the ryranay ufed in great Poland, aid about Cra- 
co-via, about this time, by the poles ^ both when they lighted on 
the Swedifh Souldiers, as alfo dividing and cutting children afun- 
der like (beep, cutting off womens breafts, then difle&ing them 
into four quarters, cutting off the bands and feet k>f Proteftant 
Miniftcrs, then chopping off their heads, and dividing the body 
into feverall quarters, and the hoggs dragging the bowels along 
the ftrects 5 flinging corn alfo upon the {lain mens flcfli, fo letting 
the hoggs run unto it, for incrcafing the pleafore of the tragedy. 
Many of Steinboek 3 s Regiment being fo feived by this Tragi¬ 
comedy

comedy at melun. Yet while this cruelty was acting, .Colonel IPS 
ilxkell and another coming to their relief with- 800 horfc, cut \ 

down above 300 poles, and fired many of their Villages r after te ? tiiT 
which, they began to invite back-the Inhabitants, who were fled 
towards Silefia, as being treated in like pitiful mariner 

In the moncth of February, theKing-of Sweden pafled by mr- 
fovia with three confiderable Armies towards the tikrsin agairift 
the ‘PoUnders, having a little before proclaimed. That whomever 
fhould proteft King Cafimir, or knowing where he was, wotiW 
give no notice thereof, fhould fuffer death like a Rebfcl; And on 
the 21 day of the fame moneth, the Town of Mafieriburg was de¬ 
livered up to the Swedes and the Caftlt ( which holding our j 
thought to have burnt the City, but was prevented by the Inha¬ 
bitants) was after focne dayes playing upon is, furrendred like- 
wife to the Swedes, thebefieged undemanding that an Inhabitant 
of the City had difeovered unto them thofe private .wayes and 
paflages, whereby they might cafily maikean approach ; and alfo 
that the Swedes had two Mines ready to Tpring. On the fafne 
day, Febr. 21, th c Swedes obtained noffmali Victory, whofe King 
with 5000 men fighting the Poles near LdbWn and tte River mif- 
fel, routed them, although they fought refolutely, engaging alfo 
Poles againft Poles in thca&ion ; Czarnecki , Cracovia's late Gover¬ 
nour, com minded the Po landers, aerdat number oTwhom Were 
Haiti upon the place, and many taken primers!-With ** or 13 
Standards: the King alfo purfuing them at Vetwofiiilcs, killing 
feveral in the purfuit, and many of them were ^r6wned in the 
Rivets of myfisel and wyppera, and other waters whither they re¬ 
treated. Others report, that the Swides had bur Tad work of it 5 
for that, 8000 Swedes encountred 20000 Poles, And that, as feon 
as the fofsacks (who beheld thefe Combatants afar off) faw the 
Vi&ory to incline to the Swedes, they helped to purfue and cut the 
fugitive Poles down. After this, the King advanced to Lublin , to 
take that City; thence prefently towards Zamofse, inftantly get¬ 
ting that ftrong and fortified City'upon accord : and being ad¬ 
vanced not far from Zamofse, they again meeting with a ftrong 
party of Polanders, beat them back, difperfing them, and taking 
7 Standards frond them. Of which, Cafimir hearing, being at 
Reufb Lemberg , about 8 miles of, and that the King of Sweden him- 
fclf was not tar off, he haftened away with 1500 horfemen from 
Lfopolis to Kamieniec Poloski: about which time, there was pub- 
lifhed a Proclamation inSilefia, that no Polander flioiild come in 
fight there upon pain of death. While the King kept his Head¬ 
quarters in and about Jarifiaw , much refrefhing his Souldieiy 
thereby,lie fent parries to fee if the enemies any where did gather 
a head again; who bringing intelligence, that the Poles were eve¬ 
ry where turned perjured Rebels, endeavouring to hinder him in 
his march, cut off all pafles, and driving by private intelligence 
with Priefts and Jefuits, to reduce the SwediflaGarrifons in great 
Poland, warfovia, and Sandomiria , unto King Cafimir* s obedience 

again; 
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~A-^> the King refolvcd to draw back wiihhis Army to a place where 
ifcey raightrhe better difeover the enemies plots, and invite him 

tb ' 55* venture*; head battle.: .and lending two Commanders, March 
Via with orders untofome following Troops, to march 
back towards warfoyia, .there to remain till his return; himfelf 
arrived theftame day before Sandomir: hut hearing that Vomc Po- 
ttjh Commanders were tlie night before become Matters of the 
City Sdndomir ; though they could not obtain the Caftle : whofe 
Governoiur (a Sprede). afterwards (in revenge) fetting the Jefuits 
Collcdg on fire,.the whbJc-Town was thereby burnt to afhes. Yei 
it feems the truer relation, That the Pofrf thetnfelves firing fama 
houfes near, the Caftle the fire taking hold of the Jefuits Col- 
ledg, feizedontheCity. Wherefore the King fending order ro 
theTaid Qoveruour to leave the Caftle and erode the River Weyf- 
/tff with his men, he obeyed ; but put a good quantity of Powder 
and Ammunition (which fie could not carry with him) into a 
Vault locked up, applying thereto a burning match, which might 
take fire half an heurafter^ his departure. The Poles prefently 
entring the Caftle, difpjayed their Colours, reviling the Gover- 
ncrur ; and fcarching\*mo all corners, they found this Vault* 
which the chief Commander would attributed himfclf; and be¬ 
ing in hot difpute, t^e powder firing, blew 1200 <Polaitders 3 (feme 
Swedes alfoper jfhing)jwith the Caftle roofs, into the ayr; the 
King on the «ther L fidc ,thc River being a fpeftator: who under- 
ftanding on tfvM 3 A -ji ^ at Keniecpoliski flic wed himfelf with 
about 12000 . Quart jans betwixt Landfhut and the King's Cam i p, 
drew out 16 Regiments of horfe, and 14 Companies of Dra¬ 
goons, to meet the enemy, and charging them home, difperfed 
the whole Army, taking many colours from them, beating alfo 
mtepski , who difpmed the Pafle over San, to the King ; after 
which, he purpofed to pafle the river Weyfsel 10 miles beyond 
warfovia ,to have a third bout with the Crown Marfhal Lubomir - 
ski. There having been two EmBafiadours at Jartflaw from Chwiel - " 
viski General of the Cofsacks , who arrived there the $th of the 
fame naoncth, a (Turing the King by letters, that as foon as the earth 
Was endued with her green robes, he would attend him with 50 
thoufand men. 

April 11* following, 1*5*, the Marqueflcof Baden goingfrotn 
mrfovtd with his Troops to joyn with the King, he chanced to 
meet with about 12000 Poles under Lubomirskis Banner, about 8. 
miles from the City, they were 10 for one; yet the Marqueffcs 
men maintaining the fight above two hours before they quitted 
the field, killed above aopo Poles; then faving thcmfclves by 
flight, Field-Marfhall Wrangle 's Troops meeting with, them, and 
fecunng them,, they faved like wife a good part of their baggage ; 
yet thefe few were moft cut in pieces in the a&ion, the Marquefs 
himfelf very narrowly efcaping. 

The fame moncth of April, the King beating and fubduing the 
rebellious Jliafuresy with all that adhered to them, arrived to¬ 
ward 
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ward the end 01 the montti, a> Thoren : about which time, the 
Prince of Tranfylvania fent the King a letter by an Envoy,aflhring 3 

him of his reall friendfhip, having 16000 men ready upon the * 

borders under Backos Gabors command, who were at his fer- LO/Sd 
vice. 

Then alfo in France , falfc newes being there fpread of the total 
defeat of the Swedes^ and the King himfelf being (lain by th cPclan- 
deys , the people of Orleance were fo tranfported with joy thereat 
that they made folemn Feafts,dirtributi: g a good fum of mony to 
the poor on that accounr, whereby the vulgar were emboldened 
to fay. They muft even rake the lame courle with the Hcreticks in 
France. Bat when through the Mcffcngci’s lamencfie in affirming 
they were fome what cooled, they were madly incenled again 
through the Ipreading of a rumour, that the Englilh had leave, • 
and did begin to build a place of publique aflembly at Rochel ■, fay¬ 
ing, That chcy ever forefaw, if a peace were concluded once with 
the ProteHour in England , it would tend to encourage and ftreng- 
then the Hugonots ; making them foon dare to attempt any thiiig 
that might fubverr rhe Catholique profiflion and inrereft; ft that 
the Governour of Orleance was tain (at the Proteftanrs requt &) to 
appoint a guard 5 they not being fafe in repairing to the publique 
aflembly, by reafon of the peoples fury. The new Pope, Alexan¬ 
der the 7th, having alfo about the fame time (for it was dated at 
Rome, March 20th) fent a Brief or Letter to the general Aflembly « 
of the French Clergy, exhorting them to ftirr up the King to a ge¬ 
neral Peace : which was judged to be but as a fire-ball thrown in¬ 
to France, under that pretence, to put the Clergy and people into 
combuftion : which by prudence was broken, and did no hurt. 

But the Caftle of Branbergb in Poland being furrendred by the 
Swedes at difcrction , the Polanders branded them all with a mark 
oa their fore-heads; which indignity was much refenred by their 
party. The King of Sweden coming into Elbing , May 2 B ; and his 
Queen coming tnirhir alfo the next day, after lome moneths fafe 
delivery of a young Prince, the great Guns proclaimed great joy 
at this meeting throughout the Swedilh Garrifons in Prnfsia. 

Prince tAdilpb, the King of Swede's Brother, and the Genera- 
liffimoof his Armies, marching to Znin and Kszin, (having de¬ 
feated (by his Quarter-Matter General, fent thither aforehand) 
moft of thofe Citizens and Inhabitants who prefented thcmfclves 
in field again ft him ) marched on to Malgafin , where hearing that 
Lme Gentry and Poafants were in Arms in the Caftle of Golenjby 
he commanded the faid Quarcer-maftcr General thither with 
fome Companies, who demanding their furrendcr, they found a 
hoftileoppoficion,tnany of his men being forely wounded; where¬ 
fore through Ordnance playing hard upon the gate,and the Swede's 
hard prefling on,they could not caft off their draw-bridg; fo that 
the Swedes coming on in the (forming, to the very Palifadoes, t tic- 
ting down fome, made entrance for the reft to let down the bridg, 
over which they preffing furioufiy, killed all they found in anus. 
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and utterly dcmolifhed the Cable. Thence marching to Godzier 
o^CUrift 3 Caftlej the Gentry and Pealants therein, alter firing on thole 
to i6fi. who were Cent afore, left the Cable. The enemy turning towards 
t/VNJ Gr.efen, after an intent to lurprize Pofen, fin which they were pre¬ 
vented by the Citic’s being well provided, and the Suburbs burnt 
down) Starojla Braflowsky lent a Mcflenget to MjezemtZy whom 
Prince Adolph had lent with a party towards Gnefen, that expect¬ 
ing the Swcdiih Army, they would band and give them battel. 
Wherefore A dolph fending the forlorn-hope to get lomc priloners, 
(though they were rcpulfed) marching with his Army over a 
palTagc unrcfifted,put his men intoaBattalia,himfelf commanding 
the right wing,Ficld-MarfhaI/^»£fc the left:who at the advance 
approaching fo nigh the encmy,becaiife the Princes not being able 
* to come in at the fide for the moorifbnefs of the place,the foremoft 
fquadrons were prcfently featured: which theencmie’s Avant- 
Troops (too deeply engaged with the Swedifh Avant-Troops)per- 
cciving, and being luftily plaid on by the Dragoons in ambufti, 
they beginning to retreat,came fo direCtly between both the S we¬ 
difh wings, thatmoftof them were deilroyed : the right wing 
thereupon advancing, (and becaufe the enemy bill retreated over 
a water to a Village called Gietzmarkyy where he rallyed again 
together with the T oftpo titans) fomc Ordnance being planted on a 
high ground, were difcliarged againft the enemy, whileft the 
Swedes getting over the water, came to a full Front; whereup¬ 
on, the enemy coming furioufly on with a great (bout, attempted 
fundry wayes to diforder the S wedifh Army. But the Tolanders 
(alter fcveral hot charges, and Ioffe of many men) confufedly fled, 
the main Body of the Swedes purluing them a league; in which 
flight, many were cut off alfo, the Swedes in their hot blood, gi¬ 
ving no quarter. This A&ion fell out, UMay the 8th, new Stile, 
1656, lafting 5 hours, from. 3 in the afternoon, till 8 at night: 
Czarnecky, Lubomirskiy and Saphta ; were the three chief Comman¬ 
ders for the King of Poland in this engagement: the prifoners con* 
felling, that great execution was done by fhot, both great and 
fmall,' among them; 3 StarofHes being flain, and Sapbia fhot tho- 
row the arm : the Poles likewife carrying away many of their 
{lain. The Prince after this on the 10th day followed themro 
Uzefnity they being but three leagues afundcr, where more action 
was expedted. 

A little before or about which time, the wa^waod at Newgard 
caufcdfome Rufsians to be whipt to death; who divulged,that the 
great Duke rcfol-vcd for War againft the Swedes. 

The City of Slbing in ‘Prufsia being become as it were a Dant - 
zicky Commodities being now tranfported thither; for that 
Dantzicjc flood out againft the Swedes : fame Englifh Merchants 
of ‘Dantzick defiring (about the moneth of May ) in the name of 
the Englifh Nation, leave of the Elcdtour of Brandenburgy to 
tranfport their goods thence to ElOing thorow his Port of the pil¬ 
lar, he condcfcended thereunto; giving leave alfo, that what 

goods 
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goods the Englilh did lend home out of their Pack-Chambcrs, fV^v-O. 
ihould pafle Cuftome-lree; faying. That he yielded them that, *" 5 ^* 
m honour of the Englifh ProteBour , and in favour of the Englifh ra * 
Nation. 

It fhail not be amifle here briefly to give an account of the re¬ 
ported Revolt of the Lithuanians from the Swedilh obedience: un¬ 
to the jurifduftion of whofc King, when the Principality of Samair- 
ten, with the Provinces belonging, had yielded ; King Cafimir 
highly endeavoured both by puoliquc Edi&s, and lecrctly with 
Prlefts and Jefuits 1 , to involve peaceable rriinds againft their new 
chofen King: whereby fome dwelling in the Bifhoprick, in the 
beginning of the Spring lurking in Forrefts together, by nighr, 
furprized a Company newly faifed by Rofe, murchering fome of 
them; and the Lievtenant who was lick and bed-rid. Where¬ 
fore Colonel Keb nder having order to perfccute thefe Rcbells', 
deftroyed fome hundreds of tnem, by lying in wait with 400 
horfe ; but the chief efcaping by flight, and doling with the For- 
reft lurkers, furprifed fome new leavied forces of Col. / gelftrome , 
deftroying them (here and there quartered) in the night; divul¬ 
ging alfo at the firft, as if all Samaiten had been in rebellion. But 
the Field-Marftaal, learning that all Forces in that Principality 
were fafe, not fo much as knowing of thefe rebels, he marc hi ig 
out of Janisky with 400 horfe, encountred them, putting fome 
hundreds to the fword ; but the Bilhop ©f Samaiten and the cbie- 
feft of the States, feverally intimated, that they were ignorant 
thereof, giving fufficicntfecurity of their conftant obedience • the 
Rix-Treafurcrand general Gavernour calling and citing alfo iht 
States to come to Byrfen, and to go with fome commanded Soul- 
dicrs,to try whether the reft could be appeafed by fair means 5 or 
to keep them in obedience by a Military coropulfion 5 fothat ic 
was certain, the Swedes lolfe in that ftir, was not of above 20b 
men; 

The Swedifh forces appearing fin the moneth of May) atyme 
1 TDantzick for a Leaguer: fell upon the Fort in Gothland , hard by 
DirfbatVy (which I underftand another to call a Sconce lying by 
the river riffula’s fide, otherwife called 'Dantzickers Leaguer) the 
King, with his Arcillery-General Steinbocky appearing before it, 
and fending word to the Garrifon, that they Ihould prefemly 
yield 5 and fo fhould depart with their arms: btir the Govcrnonr 
having 400 men with him,refured,unlellc they might carry away 
their goods, and march with Drums beating, and Colours flying! 
which being denyed, they began within the Fort to defend them- 
felves. But two Swedes who ferved in that place, having raifeti 
a party therein of 50 Souldiers, forced the Govcrnour to an agree¬ 
ment : which being confirmed, the King advanced near the place 
to fpeak with him ; but a certain Dragooner knowing the King, 
let fly his Musket at him, fo that the Bullet came by his hat, fall¬ 
ing a little further; who thereupon commanded to put all to the 
fword, with the Govcrnour himfelf. To that very few efcaped'.

On the 23 day of which there happened a Itrange accident 
enchlift 3 * n r ^ c °^ Ahtz>lc ^ 11 fell; for a Citizen finking with his Par- 
t<i itfi.’ tiftn at a Boy, miffing him ; the ftccl of rhe Partifan falling into 
the earth with the point upwards,-and he at the lame time fall¬ 
ing with his right fide upon the point, which piercing him unto 
the very back-bone, he dyed lamentably. 

But the King of Sweden ordering the Marquefs of Baden^ bis 
Licvtcnant- General, to march with his men from finitz to But- 
forp, and°lcaving Stein bock before Dantzick, with an Army in a 
very good pofture, himfelf intended to go ro his head- Army : 
where arriving, and hearing that Czarnecki flood 6 miles from 
Brmberg with 12 Regiments; he hafteningafter him, met acci¬ 
dentally with him, yet fuccd'sfully ; purfaing him above two 
miles, killing many of his men, with two Waywods, and fomc 
0:her chief Officers being taken prifoners. 

But the King of Poland (who not long before had fent to the 
Emperaur of Germany to be a Mediatour for him to the King of 
.Sweden 5 the which he fhewed a readiiacfle to do) having gotten 
together a numerous Army about this time, befieged the City 
of Wiirfo'via, although himfelf in perfon came not near it ; for 
which catffe the King of Sweden went nor perfonally to its relief, 
but returned to Marienburg ; ordering his Brother Adolph, and 
Field-Marflaal Wrangell to go for jvarfovia, and oblige Czarnecky 
to a field battle: butthepo/es finding the whole S wcdifh Army 
there, withdrew themfclves from before the City, about 3 miles 
from the place, having made feven attempts to take it by flora* ; 
but being repelled with the Ioffe of 3000 of his beft Souldiers, 
and two pieces of Ordnance in the encounters, the King could 
not perfwadc them to come on the 8th time, although he promi- 
fed each man 5 Duckats. And a little before this time, the Swedes 
found a very great treafure in a Vault of jvarfovi&'s Caftle, there 
being the Popifh Images of Chrift and the xz Apoftles, all of 
Maffie filver double gilt, ( and other Reliqucs very pretious) 
amounting in value to betwixt 4 and 500000 Dollars, befides 
the reliqucs. This was the time wherein the forementioned 
ft rift League between the King and Duke ©f Brandenburg was con¬ 
cluded : who having a fupply of 6 or 8000 men from the Duke 
ro march along with him, he was enabled to continue Steinbock's 
fiege before Dantzick, to their trouble and difcontcot ; the Swedes 
having before taken not oncly Dantzicker Leaguer , but poffeffed 
thcmfelvcs alfo ofthe Caftle of Gredin and the about which 

time, to wit, in May, 1656, the faid D&ntzickers fending an Em- 
baffie to the King, they could obtain noanfwcr, but to be gone; 
for he having fent thofe Citizens a Letter about fubmiffion, they 
returned a refolute anfwcr; $he King of Poland having commen¬ 
ded them for their conftancy, and encouraged them ro continue. 
After which, the Duke oiCroy (one of that Citie’s neighbour- 
Princes) wriring a Letter to perfwade them to a compliance with 
the King of Sweden 5 wifhing they had cooMmtejj thco^elvcs with 

a Ample 


a fimplc fclf-de fence, and not took upon them to have hindered 
his prog refs; (for they, whatever ellc, had endeavoured ro re¬ 
lieve Marienburgh Caftle ) alfo tcl’ing them, after divers tonfidc- 
rations laid down. If they could rt«p no other benefit by the ex¬ 
pected fucccffe, in their defigns, than the rooting out of the Go- 
fpel of truth; and that, by the bringing in'of the fupcrfticious 
Roman Religion again,migh? not dneiy be feared the lofle of their 
own fouls, but alfo a total ruinc of their Trade, and the Citie’s 
welfare-wherefore he could not conjecture how they might excufe 
fudmdangcrouscmerprifcsand defignsto pefterity.They returned 
divcrs,notU!ifobcr,cxprefficms in anfwcr; faying, They were af- 
fured in their confidences, that they have not afforded the leaft oc- 
cafion to that miferable War, Sic. alfo mentioning 5 princtpall 
Maxims which their Predeceflour$,and they,in imitation of them, 
had alway made their chiefeft^work to confider; i. To main¬ 
tain the Gofpel of Truth. 2. lo be faithful to theit King. 3. To 
keep firm to the Crown of Poland. 4. To defend their Laws, Li¬ 
berties, &c. 5. To preferve and increafe the welfare of that 

City. They faid, they did confidently believe, that none could 
impute it to them, as if God took pleafurc in Apoftates and Hy¬ 
pocrites, and as if he would have Religion promoted in calling 
off the lawful Magiftrate, and in the flender eftecriiof a well- 
grounded Government: and that according to their judgments, 
there was nothing more wholefomc and profperous than Peace, 
to preferve and propagate Religion, which the Prince of Peace 
had fo carnt fUy recommended to all thofe who would truly fol¬ 
low him. They adding moreover. That the Duke himfelf (being 
perfectly well verfed in Hiftory)would be plcafed to call to mind, 
how that at all times, by Wars, the fpirits of men grew more bar¬ 
barous and inhumane; and how, the Wars for Religion, ufed 
commonly to extinguifh Religion. Concluding with a hope,that 
the Duke would be plcafcd, from their abovefaid rcafons, and his 
own intereft, to co-operatc to the mitigation of theJw^’s great 
fpirits: and that they would do their beft endeavours humbly to 
perfwade their Kngof Polenta , and the Nobles of that Kingdom, 
not to refufe realonable means to attain peace ; but rather to find 
out all poffible means to compaffe it: and not doubting, bqt their 
King and the States would be very inclinable thereunto. 

ThisSummcr, 1656, there was fuch a mortal Peftilcnce in the 
City of i\T^/er,thatfome dayes tfooo people were faid to dye of it 
therein. The Peftilence was then alfo fo raging in all places pof- 
fcfled by the Turks in the Ifland of that they were forced 

to abandon divers Towns which they there held,and to leave them 
defolate. 

About the fame time, July 1 6, the French received a great jofs 
before ( r alenchiennep which they had befieged , for the Spaniards 
frequently fhewing as if they would fall upon Marfhal Turein 7 s 
and the Lorraine*’* quarter ; at laft fell in geod earneft Upon Mar- 
lhall de la Fcrte'i quarter; who coming refolutely on, had three

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or tour repulfcs by the French their notable refinance : and when 
e£ n Chr^ft> ' hc s p* n **rd afterwards had fallen in among them, they fo fought 

ro i<js. it out, that of 1200 in Da Piefis Regiment, there remained but 
4 * rv " w 30 men. The whole Regiments of Lc Ferte and Piedmont ; ten 
Companies of the King’s guirds, and the Cardinal’s guards,with 
La Ferte\ Dragoons alfo which were near 800, and his Regiment 
of horfe, 1200, were all cut in pieces. Likewifethe Switzers 
Regiments, 800 of whom efcaping the fword, were drowned by 
water coming into their Trenches at the fudden opening of the 
fluccs: and whereby, all commerce betwixt the two bodies of the 
French Army was intercepted: fo that Turein being forced to 
Randall the while a SpeGatour, at length drew off all his (being 
about 12000) men to Quefxoyy a garrifon about two leagues from 
Valencbienne , where next morning came to him betwixt fix and 
feven thoufand rectuits, who had thought to have united with 
him at the fiegc. The Marquefsof Eflree was flain in this over¬ 
throw, and the Count his brother taken prifoner, befides many 
Marqut fles, Counts, and other great perfons, and Officers killed 
or taken ; and La Ferte himfelf, being wounded in the thigh j was 
taken prifoner. 

Things in Germany went then worfe with the Protcftants than 
formerly; for at Collen> in the fame moncth of July, fcveral fa¬ 
milies of them were diftrained, becaufc that after three fummons, 
they refufed to pay their fine, for not firewing Flowers before 
their houfes on the Sacrament day, when the Hoft was carried 
thorow the ftreet; which had not been exacted in 30 years. Ie 
was like wife moved and deliberated in the Council of that City, 
to turn all thefaid Protcftants after a years warning, out of the 
City, fo foon as the Treaty of c Munfier was expired. 

But thc2>*/7eand the States of the United Provinces now un- 
derftood each other, as to providing that the Swede grew not too 
potent in or near the Baltick Seas: and chat King ftanding in very 
good terms with thofe States, gave their Embafladours hopes, 
that 10 of his Men of War fhould joyn with theirs upon occa- 
fion. 

In Auguft following, againft the Duke of Brandenburg, , (who 
bad a little before declared to an Envoy, (fent unto him from the 
grand Cham of Tartarie , to perfwade him from any agreement 
with the Swedifh King) that fincc be was totally abandoned by 
the King of Poland, he thought himfelf concerned to take a ceurfe 
forconfcrvationof his Eftates held in Trufsia) a Sentence was 
pronounced from a Verdia of the Imperiall Chamber v\ Germany , 
in reference to the War made in 1 £5 3, (as we have declared in 
the foregoing Chapter) againft the Duke of Newburgh ; who be¬ 
ing judged guilty of giving the firft occafioa thereof, was con¬ 
demned to pay towards the charges, 200000 Rixdollars to the 
faid Duke of Newburgh $ and in default of payment, his Land of 
March fhould be mortgaged. 

But the King of Poland coming afrefti upon the City of warty- 
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via after its relief; it was yielded up to him July the firft; the ^VV/l, 
Swedes being to leave their booties and plunder behind therewith 1 

the Artillery, and what belonged thereunto; Gen. Wittenberg toitfys. 1 
marching out with 4000 Swedes .* the women were civilly ufed, L/’VNJ 
and had lome inferiour Officers granted them to bring them to 
the Swedifh Camp: yet all the conditions were not kept; which 
was to be attributed 10 the roughneffe of the Polifh Souldicry,ra- 
ther than to King Cafimir. At the fame time Cracovia alfo was bc- 
leagured and hardly put to it by the Queen of Poland's Army; un¬ 
to whofe Camp the King her husband had fent 8000 men; and 
whom to meet at Warfovia, {he pcrfoaally departed from before 
Cracovia . The King of Sweden being ftiil encamped at Ttywedworp 
(from whence came intelligence into England , of fome particular 
Succeffcs againft Polity parties, obtained by that Army who mar¬ 
ched itomTheren May 30th, to relieve Warfovia) where the Ele- 
€four of Brandenburg joyned his Forces to his, July 7th; they re- 
folvingto fall fuddenly into King Cafimr’s Camp, although he 
gave out to be above iooooo men. Who becaufc of his great 
numbers, aotmach regarding the forces of the King of Sweden 
and the Ele&our, on July 27,165^, fent a Body of Tartars ( for 
thefc were united with him) to befiege Poltowsko : whereupon the 
Swedes feeing an opportunity of a&ion, drew out their forces to 
relieve the City: which was performed with {laughter among the 
befieging Turtars. July 28, the King and the Ele&our croffing the 
River Buck , drew up their Army in Battalia, advancing towards 
the rPoles : King Cafimir ftanding (with 150000 or 120000) to re¬ 
ceive them: where, after fome light skirmifoes betwixt their 
forlorns, and more engagements, rill night parted them, and in 
which firft encounters the Swedes had the worft; ("though they 
valiantly repulfed a body of Tartars fent to fall on their rear) next 
day, July a grand battle beginning, one of the Swedity Wings 
at firft, leemed to be declining; but recovering their wonted cou¬ 
rage by others fent to fuccour them, (though the poles came on ve¬ 
ry nutneroufly and furioufly) they kept their ground. The Battle 
continuing all this day, uncill the next, July 30th, in the conclu^ 
fion, the King and the Ele&our (who behaved himfelf valiantly) 
had a marvellous Vi&ory; for the Poland King lofing a great part 
of his foot, all his Ordnance and baggage,and leaving the City of 
warfovia open to the Swedes 3 fled after his horfe, with a few in his 
company, into Podlachia. 

In & Augufi following, that ftrong and important Garrifon of 
Conde in Flanders was yielded up by the French to the Spaniard up¬ 
on Articles after no fhort fiege. 

News being come to Stockholm , in July, that the Mufcoviteshad 
broken into the Province of Ingermanland , the Eftates of Sweden 
here aflembling, ordered all Governours to provide, and fpeedily 
fend all forts of Ammunition into that Province, as alfo into Fin - 
land and Liefland ; and although they refolved not to proceed 
ugaioft the tMufcoviteJjefote they faw he was become an abfolute 

enemy; 
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rxA^n. enemy; yet in the mean time, they allured ci.cmfdves cf the Muf- 
iiCluSty coy i tes living mStockholrn, beginning tof'Jzc nil their Eftates and 
w1 6<ii. y Merchandizes, and imprisoning fame, for iinbtziliing part of 
O^VXi their goods: and hearing loon after, that the Aiufcovite was en- 
tredinto Lieflanc /, and what he i:ad done upon it, they laboured 
with all pofiibie diligence to tike feme ecurfe for k felling that 
Province out of the Jawes of rhofe devouring enemies 5 not oncly 
feuding forces to ftrengthen i,c moft important Towns, but rai¬ 
ling men in feveral pans of Sixtchn: the N bilicy and Citizens 
with great cheerfuinefle acre erg to contribute twice as much 
(upon this occafion) as the y weic wont to do in the foregoing 
years. And indeed, thirgs went but ill with the Swedes in PoUnd 
nowj bccaufe (for that prtient) the King was tonftrained to draw 
away the main of his forces with fpeed into Liefiand^ though he 
left fufficicat to maintain all their Garrifons except warfovia , 
which they flighted, dt moli filing its fortifications 5 fo, forfaking 
allot) this fide the River H'eyfsell. The Ele&our of Brandcnburgb 
was to fccure prujfia ; but-Ptf/uWwasltlttothedifpofureof pro¬ 
vidence: fo that it was obferved, that the Poliflj King had been 
(in all probability ) foon driven out of his Domii ion, or forced to 
acceptCo iditions of peace,had not this fierce invafion of the great 
Duke fallen out: who toward the latter end cf Augufk, i6^6 y 
fate dowB bcfotc3jg4 a fthe chief City of the Province of Lief and) 
but about a ftonescaft from it, (and with an'Army fo numerous, 
that the Conful of the City having gone up 'to the loftitft Tower 
thereof, to view them at their approach beheld them with 
admiration, as exceeding (he certified in his letter) the Grafhop- 
pers in number) who fentin a Trumpeter to the Citizens with a 
proud Mcffagc, That if they would fubmir and fnpplicate for cle¬ 
mency, they might have it 5 but if ©bftinately (lauding out, they 
muft expedt nothing but ruine and dcftru&ion. The Swedifh 
Souldicrs there in Garrifon were but 1500, but the Citizens be- 
i <g rc folvcd men, lifted 4000, and perfons of good eftate, whs 
were in arms: the City being alfo well provided with necefik- 
ries, and their Fortifications complcatcd, they faid, they feared 
no force; yet they expected relief from the King of Sweden : which 
the Muf'covitcs laboured to prevent, by intending to build Forts 
between the City and the mouth of the River Dana. And amongft 
other barbarous proceedings of the Mu[covite y taken for certain, 
the Count of Tburne (who married Bannier’s Widow, the great 
Swedifh General in the German Wars, and fiftcr to the Marqucfs 
of Baden) bung abroad out of Riga with a party of 300 horfe,was 
at their firft coming thither met with : who being defeated and 
taken, they cut off his headland fixed it on a S pear to fhew it the 
befieged ; though the trunk of his body was by the enemies con¬ 
nivance conveyed into the City. 

On very fameday, Angufl 28, was the City and Cattle of 
Cracovia faid to be furrtndrcd to the Polifh and Auftrian forces; 
but on very good terms 2 as not onely for the Swedes to carry 

away 
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away what they could upon all rhe horfes in the City ; but to be . 

iuppiyed with 200 more-by die ‘Polandcrs , to carry their baggage, o{ Chliil> 
and to be conveyed with 1200 horfe and fpic ro Crefsen-, See. But toie< 3 . 
as for the Ariansand Jews that were in the City, the former were C/ '" Y ' NJ 
to petition for pardon, and having their goods exempted from 
confifcacion, their perfons to be banifked ; but the latter were td 
be left to the Xing of Polana\ mercy. 

But about the beginning of Sept, following, Prince jifalpb with 
his forces fuccefsfully encuuntred 2000 fallyers out of Dantzick, 

(who had a defign uyon the Bring under Dirfbaw) with a fmall 
Ioffe: the Dantzick horfe and Dragoons timely running, but the 
party of foot fighting ftoutly: who notwiihttanding, had beat 
all loft, if they had not met with a Marfh,to which they retreat¬ 
ed ; five Colours, feven pieces of Ordnance, with all their Wa¬ 
gons, were taken, and above 200 prifo iers, but far more flain 5 
200 alfo retreating between the water, where they were (hut up, 
were expedted foon to yield. 

But that the King of Sweden (who had fufficiervtly engaged him- 
felf in undertaking fa great a Conqueft as the Kingdom of Poland) 
might be deeper engaged ; the King g>i‘Denrnar l k i who had bciorc 
made preparations, was ere this, as a third enemy, come upon 
his back both by Sea and Land: fothar, before the middle of 
September there wasa.great fightat Sea between the Danijb and 
Swedijb .Fleets : the Swedes having44 ftvips in all* to wit,3 3 great 
Men of War, the other fomewhac kfle, ’with two fire-Hups. Of 
the Danifh Fleet lam not certain of their number, (but 22 fayl 
were feen not far from ^heiflan 4\Mo*e before the. fight began) 
who when they faw the Swedifh about •‘the Widen Sea, began to 
retreat, fleering lot Coppenbaguen\ b ut being, purfued by the 
Swedes,they were forced to engage-tlic fight beginning about fwo 
of the clock in the afternoon, and continuing till nighr^and a good 
while with much rcfolucion on qach fide 5 four thips being related 
to be blown up into the ayr, and the Swedes getting the day. 

The King of Poland p o Heflin g Cracovia , prefently fent a Cour- 
rieror Poll to Dantzick , as to give them an account thereof, fo 
promifing them, that Czamecky fhould with his choyccft horfe, 
fhortly ftrikeinto Pomerania , and Lubermisky with the Au¬ 

ftrian forces fall into Prufsiaj to divert die King of Sweden, and call 
him ont of the Danifh Dominions^ whereforethe Swcdifl) King 
battening tQ-tvifmar in Pomerania^ to put all things therein a po- 
ftureof defence, came thither Sept; 14, he leaving his Army to 
carry on the War againft Denmark , under the Command of Ge¬ 
neral Wrangell. And,to reftorc life arid fpiritto the Swedifli affairs 
then doubtful, if not drooping, one Father Daniel, an Ambaffa- 
dour of th cCofsacks, came from their General chmielniski to the 
King of Sweden fome dayes before, to aflurehim, that the faid 
General was upon his march with 24000 men for his afiiftance, 
as was certified by a Poft from Slbing in Prufsiata the City of 
BremenySe pt.the 7th i who alfo brought news, that the Prince of 
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F'kAJO Trtftfyluania was ready with an Army of 40000 men for fome ex- 
ofChrift! 5 ploit againft the Polifh King, orflor the Auilrians were joyned 
10 1*58. with the Poles) againft-the Emperour. 

About or in the moneth of April, 1656, there were great dif- 
otders and tumults (railed by 20000 Janizaries and Saphies) at 
Conjtantimple, ( faid to be occafioncd through want of pay, and the 
obtruding on them a new Coyn of a very bafe Allays who pro¬ 
ceeded fo far as to fnaflacre divers of the gland Seignior’s Divan 
or Counccl, and todepofe and ftranglc the Vifier Bafla, whofe 
carkafc they withfeorn expofed in the Ma;kec-place : forcing al- 
fo the Sultana, Mother of the grand Senior, to fly to the old Se¬ 
raglio for fecurity: the Mufti or chief Pneft being fain Jikewife 
tofave himfelf by flight; not daring to truftthe words of thofe 
Mutineers,whofedcfign was to have dethroned the grand Seignior, 
and to have eftablifhed his brother in his place. They laying 
afide alfo all other principalOfficers of theEmpire,to fecurc thetn- 
feives againft a deferved punifliment, chofc others in their places 
who were at their devotion : and fearched diligently after Yucfr 
great Officers who cfcaped their hands: and all things there were 
then in fo great confufion, that fome ftrange alteration of affairs 
among them was expc&ed ; fo that although this might have 
been enough to give a ftop to the Turk’s proceedings againft the 
Venetians • yet the new ones in power went on with their prepa¬ 
rations againft their imereft in Candia with more vigour than be¬ 
fore; fothat the Republjque of Venice was fain to fend fpeedily 
away Prince Horatio Farnefe, and other chief Commanders with 
good numbers of men* and ftore of Ammunition for maintaining 
of what they held in that Iflc. The Turks alfo then coming toge¬ 
ther at Bagnalaeb, making great Magazines at Clivans , with eight 
great Artillery pieces, and 1000 yoaks of Oxen to draw them for 
the befieging of Sebenico , they ordered Antonio Bernardo to go with 
ail fpeed into Dalmatia, as Comtniflary General, todffift the Ge¬ 
neral Zeno. 

But within two or three moncths after, thofe Tumults in Con¬ 
stantinople being appeafed, the Grand Seignior making a ftately 
Cavalcate throughout the C iry, at that time, gave order, for exe¬ 
cuting divers of the Ring-lcadors in the faid diforders, for greater 
terrour to the people in time to come : difpatching alfo away a 
Courtier in all hafte to the Bafhaw of Damafco , requiring him 
fpeedily to come away and take on him the (lain grand Vifier’s 
Office; which great place was conferred on him, although buc 
24 years of age, becaufe of his great abilities already {hewn in 
the places of his Government. Who about the moneth of June, 
being fetcht into ConfUntinople with great pomp and felemnitics 
made at his inftalling into the faid Office; prefently after, that 
Turkifh Fleet was recruited with men, money, and other ncccf- 
faries; over which the Venetian Fleet obtained a great and notable 
Vi&ory, June z6, 165$, who having madconc moncths ftay in 
the mouth of the Dardanelles, to wait for, and fight the enemy, (fc- 
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vea Galleys of Malta arriving in the mean time) the TurkS Cap- jpsA-'V 
tain Bafla appeared in fight of the Cattles, his Fleet confifting.of 
28 great (hips, 60 Galleys, 9 Galeafles, and other fmall Veflcls. » 1**8.^/- 
The Venetian Navy had 28 great Ships, 24 Galleys, 7 Galeafles, 

(befides ithofe of CMalta aforefaid) commanded by the Prior of 
Roccelia ; who keeping in the narroweft part of the Channel!, the 
Turks could not come forth without accepting the offered battels 
The Bafla (at firft) had raifed two Batteries on Land on both fidcs 
the River, one on Natalia fide, the other pn the fide of Greece , as 
thinking to facilitateJtheir own going forth, by obliging the 
other to forfake thefr ftadon : yet ihe m Venetians undauntedly 
refitting their {hot, fie ■drcdtHitad vantage of theirs unprofitable ; 
wherefore the Baffa^beTng^exprefiy' ordered to attempt going out) 
on the 26th day in the mofnijng, through a pleafant North-wind 
advanced aU his gteat Ships, , wf>b withdrew notwithftanding be¬ 
hind the Point of Barbieray wirfatx the Baff* himfelf repaired 
with his Galleys : a few hours after, through a fmall North-weft 
wind, the Venetian Navy moving, Eleazar Moccenigo, now a Vo¬ 
lunteer, and commanding the leftWing, advancing andpaffing 
beyond the Turkifh Fleet, fought valiantly,endeavouring to hinder 
its retreat* The battel being begun, LaurenceMartello the Venetian 
General, with him of Malta, intermingling with the other Vene¬ 
tian VelTels, fell to it Pell-mell; fo that the Turks being hemmed 
in, and no place toefcapc, were forced to fight with the more ea- 
gernefs-: but they were wholly routed by fword,firc, and witter, 
the Captain. Bafla faving himfelf with oncly 14 Galleys; 40 
Galleys were taken in the fight, 10 funk and burnt; alfo 9 Ma- 
hones were taken ; bin the 2 8 great Ships were (for the moft ) 
burnt. The number of the Turks flain could hardly be difeover- 
cd: yet 5000 were judged to be killed; 4 or 5000 Chriftian 
flaves being relcafed, and 4000 Turks made flaves. The Vene¬ 
tian’s lofs being tbeir chief Captain Marcello , 300 Souldicrsaod 
Marriners; 3 Ships of theirs like Wife were burnt, two in fight, 
and one by an accident. After an extraordinary joy inanifefted 
by the Duke and City of Venice 3 the Senate ordered for releafing 
of all prifoners for debt ; fomeof the Banditi being freed alfo : 
and U&occemgo', who had contributed much to the gaining of the 
Vi&ory, was the firft that was Knighted by the Senate, with a 
chain of gold of 2000 Crowns conferred on him; and then was 
declared Gencralifiimo in the room of Haiti Marcello • in remem¬ 
brance of whom, a publique fervicc was ordered to be celebrated 
at the publique charge, • 

About the moncths of July and Augujtj the Emperour of Germany 
(whofe Son, the King of Hungary, afiifted the Role at the taking of 
Cracovia ) was very ftrong in forces, as if he intended fome great 
defign : the number of whofe Regiments of horfe were 9 5 50 niLii; 
of his foot 2 5 300 ; and in the feveral plaees within his Domi¬ 
nions which were Garrifoned, or to be made Garrifaas, (to wit, 
in Bohemia, Moravia , the Upper and Nether Silefia, and Hungary, 
there difpofed in divers places, and upon the Turk’s borders) were 
Gggg * appointed 
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appointedtodefendthem, 1^750 men: who alfoabout Sepr.fol- 
rfchlm 3 lowing Tent 11 Regiments of Horfe and foot out of his Regiments, 
co Kyi.* yet levying 10 new ones in his hereditary Countries in their 
Reads 44 Troops of the one, and 66 Companies of the other, 
under General Enkenford, roayd th eSpaniard in AAillain of Italy, 
againft the French and Duke of Modena, ; revolving to fet out a 
c JMantfefto concerning that defign; The French having luftily 
ftruggled againft the Spaniards befyged by them, in the City of 
ralentta , and the Duke of Modena preparing to meet the Empe- 
rour’s forces with great courage and resolution. A little before 
which, thefaid Empcrour fending anExpreffe to demand of the 
King of France* the payment of three millions of Crowns, which 
he was obliged to do by the Treaty of Munjler, or elfe to furrender 
up Brifac and all tAlfatia, it occafioned the enemies of France to 
raife rumours, that the Emperour intended to fend an Army for 
recovery of AJfatia . 

About the fame time, fome Thceves in the Turkifh Dominions 
fet fire on the Seraglio of Sofnia , 4000 heufes, 4 Doveos of Cu- 
ftotne-houfes, and 3 Mofquces being burned down to the ground, 
and the Jews quarter was plundred. And at the City of Luca in 
Italy, one Pifani a Traytour was executed to death, fer attempting 
to kill all the Nobility, and change the Government of that little 
Common-wealth. 

But the Princes of the Empire were not well pleafed with thi* 
fo hafty undertaking of the Emperour in Italy, and without de¬ 
manding their advice in a bufinefsfo important, and prejudicial! 
to the Empire; alfo fo contrary to the Treaty of Munfier, and ex- 
prefly mentioning, That the Dukes of Mantua and Modena , fhall 
be free to make War,the Emperour not to fend any forces againft 
them, without the Princes Elc&ours their confent: who were fo 
far from that, that they procefted againft this fending, as a mani- 
feft violation of that Treaty of peace fo folemnly fworn,and that 
which could have no other effed than the troubling of Germany , 
and reviving of War; neither (it appearsJ were (whatever the 
caufc was) loine of the Souldiers well pleafed with their going ; 
for two Regiments at a general Mufter of them, routined and 
disbanded 5 although fome of them were therefore taken and 
hanged. 

In the year 1655* Septenab. 2 ©> Pope Alexander the 7th (who 
had lately entred into the Popedomc, endeavoured to bring about 
a general Peace among the Princes addided to him; writing Let¬ 
ters alfo to the Kings of France and Spain to that end) wrote a Let¬ 
ter to all the Popifh Clergy throughout Chriftendom,to ftirthem 
up to ufc all means for procurement of a fettlcment of the laid 
Peace. 

But in Helvetia or Switzerland, (which Country being governed 
after a Democratic^! form, is divided into 13 Cantons or Baily- 
wicks, five of whom have been eftcemed wholly Papifts, fix 
wholly Protcftants, and the other twomixtof bothr which di- 

vifion 
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vifion began about or in the ycari 5 i^,when Zuinglm,bA'm{iei of KA-O 
Zurich or Tigurum , feconded Lathers beginning; which the reft 
of this people not liking, moved War with them of Zurich , and 10 ic/aT 
the reft of the Protcftants, in which, ZuingUm himfelf was flain, l/v\d 
(for it was the cuftome of the place, for the Minifters to go in the 
Front of their Armies, and he alfo of a bold fpirit) and the 77 - 
gurines difeoinfited 5 yet in theyear 1531, an abfolute Peace was 
concluded betwixt them ; whereby notwithftandiog the diveifi- 
ty of Religion, they lived in uniryjthe Protcftant profeflours rhere, 
being firft offended, began ro arm themfelves againft the Popifh 
Cantons in 1^55 5 for befides the differences which the Capu¬ 
chins there excited, and which every where inereafed, divers in 
the Popifh Canton of Spitz, as alfo fome in Lucerne , (who were 
called Nicodemites , becaufe they at firft fecretly owned the Pto- 
ceftant Articles of faith.5 yet afterwards openly profeffed the 
fame) were imprifoned,(the Popifh Cantons alfo folemnly fwear- 
ing their religious alliance againft thofc in Lucerne ) and by thofe 
of Spitz very cruelly handled; fome of whom cfeaping out of 
the prifons,detefted their cruelties and idolatry 5 which confirmed 
the reft 5 the other yet in prifon being alfo very conftant in iheit 
faith: one of the notableft young men named Sebafiian Anna 
CWoufnier , a prifonerin the Town of spitz, efcapiog out at one 
of the Water-paffages, as the Popifh were in the midftof their 
Bacchanalian revels, on the Sunday, after many tortures and mife- 
ries undergone. The Nicodemites fo called, coming out of Spitz 
into Zurich, made their pfofcflion very diftin&ly (about the be^ 
ginning of October there, 1^5$ , ) upon all the Articles of 
faith, and fo labouring to confirm theta by Text 9 of Scripture. 

About the fame time, thofe of Lucerne releafed them that they 
had in prifon$ though upon what conditions was not then known: 
yet thofe who were fee at liberty, continued as firm and fervent 
as ever: one was likewife laid hold on for reading the Bible. 

Neither were the Papifts themfelves free from differences 
amongft each other ; for when - the forefaid League was fworn 
againft thofe at Lucerne , the fweaters chofe one Charls Boromeo a 
Milanois, to be their Advocate and Patron, publifhing a Patent to 
purpofe, that declaring the reafons of that their new idolatry ; at 
which, many ©f their Popifh brethren wetefo offended, that they 
entred into an oath and combination againft that new Italian Pa- 
tron,refolving to adhere to the old. But the Popifh Cantons ( at 
firft)arming themfelves infenfibly, fought every way for friends 
and afiiftancejfending Deputies to the Bifhopof Ba[ile,\o procure 
him tofwear their League againft the Proteftan»;yl//74/h offering 
them men to the laft, and %pmc money 5 but the reft of their 
friends would do but little. 

About November following, the Zurickers had intelligence that 
fome of the Nicodemites were at Spitz, to be executed to death, if 
the prefence of the Protcftant Cantons Deputies did not hinder the 
Gggg a fame} 
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fame ; wherefore they were wondcroufly refolved to oppofe that 
Fury : the mixe Canton of Appenzel,who were then 5000 ftrong, 
and the Papifts but 15 oo 3 refolving to turn out the N uns, which 
made the Monks to mourn, as to be deprived of their wonted vi- 
fits. The fecond Deputies being fent to Smta, had indeed a fa¬ 
vourable Audience; But they propofing reftitution ro be made of 
the goods of thofe departed from Switz, for Religion fake, as it 
had been formerly done by the Proteftant party, towards all fuch 
as had rclinquifhed the Proteftant profeflion, whom they treated 
with all civility when they were imprifoned on the like occafion; 
the Town of Switz denied them, faying, They being in Soveraign 
State, had a right to proceed as they judged meet again ft their 
Subjr&s; becaufe thofe who deferred theta were perjured and 
Apoftates, &c. and being legally cited, had refufed to ap- 
pearjwherefore their goods were juftly confifcatcd: and that with 
thofe whom they had in prifon for the fame fault,they would pro¬ 
ceed according to the nature of their offences. The Proteftant 
Depucics being aftoailhcd hcreat,afterfomeconference,propoun¬ 
ded, that fince they would notcondifcend in a friendly way,they 
would referre the whole matter for determination, to the Law of 
all Switzer-land: which they like wife peevifhly and fcornfully 
enough refufing, the Deputies departed, but ill ratified: and not 
oncly the other Proteftant Cantons, with no fmall regreat ob- 
ferved, but even 3. Popifh onesdidnot approve of the violence, 
wherewith the Switzers mindes were poflcfled, and what troubles 
they of Zurich endured from them, for above a years before , yet 
they thought fit to own them in the quarrel of Religion : who 
thepall armed apace, and had done fame affronts and injuries to 
the Proteftant Cantons in a very particular manner,(though their 
Magiftrates offered Chaftifement,feeming to be difpleafed there¬ 
at; wherefore the Proteftants putting themfelvcs into a pofture , 
obferved all their proceedings , and on the i4th«fthefaid No¬ 
vember, appointed an Affembly to begin, to deliberate touching 
that great affaire,and alfo of the other grievances and ©ppreflions. 
Alfo ©nof theijsth of this month, moftofthe Deputies of the 
Cantons meeting at Baden, (divers Papifts being abfent, becaufe 
of feme Holidays by them obferved; the French Ambafladour,Ite 
U Btrde came thither from Saloturne, where, is a fpeeeh, he ear- 
nef^ly exhorting them to union, afterwards entertained them at 
a banquet. But the Deputies of Zurich having declared their 
Complaints againft Suita ', they could get no other anfwer from 
them, but, that they were Sovereigns in their own Country, and 
if they roafted their Subje&s they needed not to give any account 
of their Anions* The Zurickers replied, if ye give us not a bet¬ 
ter anfwer, wefhali beconftraincd to ufc fuch meanesas God 
hath given us.: So offering to leave Baden, aud go home to order 
their Army prefcntly,to march out of Zurich into the Field 5 but 
she other Proteftant Deputies,and feme alfo of the more moderate 

Popifh 
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Popifh ones, prevailed with them to tarrie: profflifing their pn T 
deavour to draw Switz to famo reafan. \Au$riA. tfireacnedthe curty,:; 
Proteftants; but their Neighbour-friends were very cold, t p 

On the 16th day they had a hot difputc alfo at B*d$n : w.bere T; , 

in, them of 'Switp alleadgingthe National peace forced in x 5 3 * i 
th c Zuricher* called far the Records, ; and the inftr.umenc being, 
diftinftly read, onetf^a Burgornafter largely declaring,. D(r- 
monftrated that the Ropifh Cantons had never obferved the Pfin -1 
cipal Articles of that peace 5 but had fince made allyances agajnfb 
them, more accounting of thofe latter Covenants, tfian of their?; 

Antient general treaties : and that it deferyed no better name 
thenmeer Conjuration, and fwotne Confpiracy againft them s 
which they muft no longer endure * Wherefore Zurich ftan&og 
to their fir ft propofal, required the other Cantons to do juftice 
againft Swa*. About the fame time (though all faePopifh Can¬ 
tons drew in one firing; (but fame of the other popifh Deputies 
pretended an approving of Zurichs demands, Scc^-- the Zurickers 
had intelligence, that Lucerne ( which was faved by Zurich from 
utter ruine in the iaft Rebellion; xqfk notice of the horrible flan- 
ders begun, to be fpread concerning thofe of the Proteftant Reli¬ 
gion ; and had publifhedfn Edible, Commanding a}i their Sub¬ 
jects to abftaine from thofe danders pain of d#uh, alfiMhey 
heard, that the Popifh Deputies offered to let, all thefe Contro- 
verfies be determined, by an equal number pf judges, of either 
Religion 5 but it w*s thought by fotne, to be but to gain time,be¬ 
came the Proteftants were a great deal more re^dy for the Field i 
then the other thought they could be. 

About January following, it was certified out of Switzer - 
Landinto Engand , that it clearly appeared, the Pope and his 
Emiflaries to have been the ifcftrumencs of railing that quarrel 
among the Cantons:*xafperating his Catholiques,to a& fuch crur 
eltiesandinjuftice, ashad difloived the gcaeralleague of union 
that was between them: and promifing fupplies tocarty on that 
War, which was waging meetly upon the account of Religion : 
wherefore the Popifh Cantons endeavoured by Agents to eftrange 
the fcemingly neutral Cantons, from the Poteftants, and to draw 
them over to their own party : But the Proteftants being before 
them in preparations, and exceedine them fa number, they in¬ 
tended through the mountainoulnefle of their Country, toftaod 
on me defenfive, fo to linger out time till fpring, when as they 
expeaedhelp from their Popilh friends5 but the Proteftants were 
then beginning to March with a fair train of Artillery, to-pro¬ 
voke, or, if pofiible, to force the enemy taan open engage-* 

m< About the fame, time, was feen a declaration in England, of 
the judgment of the-Mi.niftcrs ofC 4 /W,th'e Court of the La^igraye 
of He Si, approving faat work °f 1 °M P^y, a Scotifh Mnifter , 
who bad renewed again his endeavours, for procuring Concord 
among all of the reformed Religion, who had Caft offRomifhlu- 
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NV) perftition : wherein Among other things, they declared, that as 
manifold experience had (hewn , all the Mifcries of War, Pe- 
co itff«. * fils of treachery. Dreadful mifehiefs, by Commotions of States 
and Kingdoms, do proceed from diffentions and divifions in Re¬ 
ligion as out of Pandoras box jfofrom religions and true concord 
do fpring all heavenly bltflings, tranquillity, and all kind of ad¬ 
vantages: and that, although it had been openly maintained by 
fome men. That Agreement in Religion could not be pleafing to 
God 5 yet it was paftall queftion, That peace conjoyned with 
truth, was moft acceptable to God the Author of both, &c. and 
as the wifer fort anciently held. That the beft remedy in cafe of 
Invafion by a common enemy, was to unite all parties, and take 
away all enmities and divisions in the Common-wealth : Why 
then fhould it not be thought the tnoft advifcable courfe to take 
the fame care in Religious matters^ (feeing the common enemy, 
that is, the Pope, became more and more raging every day) that 
all animofities and emulations being extinguished, and all con¬ 
troverts and difputts about matters Idle necefiary and weighty 
being removed, a mutual Concord might be eftabliftied by the 
common confcnt of all Calvin atid Lutheran Profcflours, as very 
little differing in the main things $ left their diflentions fhould 
become their enemic’s advantage, prejudice to their friends, and 
open provocations of God’s wrath : in order to which, and the 
like, they fhewed, That whereas the refolution of the Eftates of 
the Empire convened at Franckfort in 1 6$ 4, might ferve to point 
out a way; a Conference at Leipfck would be a means to give 
light in things of truth. 

The Affairs of Switzerland being now in a very broken condi¬ 
tion, the Proteftant Cantons had three dayes Aflembly at Bruggy 
unanimoufly refoiving peremptorily to infift, at the next Diett to 
be held at Baden , oh the right of Alliance and agreement betwixt 
all the Cantons: and if reafon were not done, then to take the 
field immediately. Which they did ; for in the very fame Ja¬ 
nuary, the Forces fet out by Zurick , (tverdmuller being their Ge¬ 
neral^ marched abroad in feveral bodies, to the number of 10000 
men: fVerdmuller* s firft booty'was of the plunder of a very rich 
Cloyfter in Rynaw y a ftrong place and paflage which he took : 
then he took in Keyferftuel , a ftrong Pafle upon the Rhine ; where 
fome Zutickers were wounded: in the mean time, Ulrich the Liev- 
tenant General going into Turgor*, took Fauchfield and its Cattle, 
with the Popift* Bayliff and his Officers 5 but the people prefent- 
ly fubmitted. After that, werdmulltr went toward Raperfwili 5 
which place being very well provided, and the bridge fo defend¬ 
ed, he made fome attempts to come near it, and the enemies fome 
falleysj yet both without effeft. But departing thence to the 
other fide of the Lake, he took in the Ifland of Ujjnaw, aflaulting 
alio the very ftrong Cattle of Tfefikan. Berne being likewife mar¬ 
ching to divide towards Lucerne , (Geneva having fent them three 
good Companies of Souldiers) the Cantons of Friburg and Soleure 

had 
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bad endeavoured by their Deputies to keep them therefrom 5 but 
they came too late. Rappeswili being ftill befieged, and they aq*o itst 
within ihooting off many chained bullets, flints, and pieces of **ff*®* 
ftcel, wounding and killing fome Zurickers , they were mightily C^VNJ 
inccnfcd : whofe flout refolution and courage was admired; 
who although the like cold w.eathcr had not been feen in that 
Country fora long time, the horfe and Ordance being fcarceable 
to pafle: yet they would goon (to gee as many places as they 
could) without delay. At Zurick alfo came forth a <JManifefto, 
concerning the Subj .& of that War, whereby might be feen the 
great injustice, tyranny, and violenceof the Papifts, and chiefly of 
the Canton of Switz. 

In February following, Arnaud , one of the Sorbonne Doctors 
before mentioned, was with his opinion, condemned and cenfurcd 
by the Molinifts or Jefuits, and numerous party of Monks, who 
had both written and dif puted in defence of the Do&rine oijanfe- 
ntu : (which matter had took up the obfervationand cxpe&ations 
of the whole Kingdom of France concerning its event and iflue) it 
being put to the queftion, they damned his Propofitions 5 the one 
asraih,fcandalous, and injurious to the See of Rome and the Bi- 
fhops: the other, a£ wicked, blafphemous and heretical: there¬ 
upon fentencing him to be rafed out of the number of Do&ors, 
and degraded from all the functions and priviledges of a Do&or: 
and further concluding, That for the future, none fhould proceed 
Doftour, who did not fubferibe to the Cenfure. On the 13th of 
which February, was the opening of the general Aflembly of the 
Clergy of France . 

The Protcftants of Switzerland fuccefsfully proceeding in rc4 
venge of the innocent blotid of their maflacred brethren, exceed¬ 
ingly ftrengthened themfclves. Some in that Country were Neu¬ 
tral, although Catholiqucs; Baftle alfo being more inclined to 
peace than war, whofe Ambaffadours were then at Berne : which 
Berners took Zug and befet it 5 fo caufing great perplexity in the 
Switz, where, and in divers places, divers Popifh families (appre¬ 
hending the jefuits cruelty in egging them on, and prefling the 
Magiftrate to hang, burn, and quarter thofe that turn to the Pro- 
teftant Religion) publiqeely profcfled the fame in the ftreets, and 
in great number daily flocked to the Proteftants, fubmitting to 
their prote&ion. Zurfach and Clognaw did now homage to the 
Zurickers who had affined the Awe : thefe of Genjf tfooo ftrong, 
joyning to the Berners ; who were now 20000 ftrong,and expe&- 
ing 3000 more to come unto them outof Vaud. There being like¬ 
wife at Bunthen 60 o® Proteftants ready to maintain the Paffcs to¬ 
wards Tyroll and Italy. The Popifh Canton Forces of Uri,Scbaye, 
and Underwalden y kept in a body, where they might have accefs at 
pleafure into Rappeswili by the bridge: the befieged of which 
Town,very furioufly Tallying out Jan.16, with iooothe choifeft 
men as far as tvamfpacb Convent, were chafed in again by the 
Zurickers with great Ioffe j mrdmuller railing the fpirits of his 

men 





fN^A^n men by his valiant example : and Captain Eldibach, who kept 
©fChrift 3 warmftAcb^ flaying a great number of them. Among them that 
to £57 were taken, were two brothers, held as Goliahs among the Pa- 
pifts, and being the chief perfecutors of the Nicodemius ; their fa¬ 
ther being one who pafled lenience on a Widow, one of them that 
were executed for Keligion,(theProteftant Deputie*s prefence at 
Switz, it feems, not Caving them)and one to whom he owed a great 
fumme of money. Another of their tnoft valiant Martial men 
who was (hot and taken, dyed about three dayes after, raging 
againft the Zurich Army 5 who in that engagement had but 10 
men {lain, and 40 wounded. 

The Deputies of the Neuter Cantons having been at Zug, gave 
their judgment in the Councel of War belonging to the 4 Can¬ 
tons, who refolved to make no agreement, tarrying in Zuricky ex* 
petting their anfwer, that they might govern themfelves accord¬ 
ingly : the Deputies of the Proteftant Cantons meeting at Araw, 
toconfultupon the whole ; and the Papiftsat Mellingucn, who 
were not then willing to meet with the Protcftants. The Berners 
receiving a fall through the imprudence of their Officers, took 
warning thereby, maintaining all places upon the Lake very 
well, beftirring themfelves alfo with a Galley upon it : But the 
Souldiersof Ergow performing their duties very well, flew 500 
of the enemies: and the Zurickers before Rappensmlt having now 
gotten near the Town on the Land fide, (hooting Cannon at the 
wall towards the Starr, a great breach was made , the day fol¬ 
lowing made an affault, 50 getting into the Town ; but the ene¬ 
my retrenching themfelves on the other fide of the breach, they 

were beaten back, about 20 being killed, and 20 wounded. 

At the fame time, an Ambafladour of Savy having been at 
Araw, arrived at Zuriek 5 where he protefted,That his Matter the 
Duke would never take part with the injuttices of the Town of 
Switz ; (yet himlelf could raaflacre his own Subjetts) faying alfo. 
That if the peace were not made, his Matter would be obliged to 
ayd his Allies : the French Ambafladour (who would willingly 
have quickly feen an aflcmbly of all the Cautons of Switzerland) 
faying juftfb. Hereupon, there was a Truce betwixt the Can¬ 
tons: which having been prolonged for three dayes mere than 
was at firft appointed, was to end Febr. 20 after: duriuj which 
Truce, the Popifh Cantons(about 3000; invading the Territory 
of Zuriek, there atted all manner of cruelties, by burning,Rapes, 
plunderings, and flaying many both old and young: whereof Ge¬ 
neral wardmulhr being advetrifed, immediately croffing the Lake 
with fome Troops, and charging them, forced them to retire in¬ 
to the Territory of Switz and Zug , where they prefcntly falling to 
commit the like cruelties as before, Colonel Swyer (who comman¬ 
ded the Popifh forces) fent a Meffcngcr' to ryardmuller, defiring 
him to forbear ; pretending,what his men had done,was without 
his order : a thing hardly by the Protcftants to be believed. 

Another relation of this matter (for by the time it appears ro 
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bconVand the fame) is thus; Fcbr. ...the Generals of the forces WJ 
ot Switz, Uri , Haderwdd, and Zug, hearing there w«uld be a Cel- . f cklin ” 
r i ,t arms, (which begun the fecond of February): as alfo 
[he Conference of the Canfon’s Deputies at ^^». »nd wh.chct ^YXl 
the Deputies of Zuriek and Berne would not come, 'tU the Papift 
and It Jim Gartifon were thence removed; the French _Ambafla- 
dour mainly ftirringto findout fome wayof accommodation) re¬ 
lived .he fame F«br. a.) to fall on the quarters 

rhe Zuri'kers in five fcveral places, picking out, for that pur- 
££ JZ of cMr bed men. The chiefeft affault was made on 
The fide of Ritcbtenftbmld Orgen. The Zmekers forlorn guards 
ftopt the affduUcrs i but bein|overpowred by their number, they 
retired towards the body of the Army, whither the other purfumg 
them,yet ran away at the firft difeharge upon them; and in their 
retrca/plundrcd fome fcattcred houfes in the Mountains, burnt 

a fmallVillage, carried away the Cattle, and pra&ifed Overall 

treat cruelties upon the men, women, and children, cutting off 
theYr ntfes and privy parts, and after killing ihem. Another af- 
fatk was made on IJdifcbmll fide: the horfe of Schajj- heufe, and 
fome foot there in gartifon defending the place very well. A third 
was about phirzel, nigh the river Silt, whom Captain Ltcbmtn 
ftoutlv refitted; but they going about to Chut him up, he with¬ 
drew with hisCannou into a Wood : the enemy there plnndrmg 
and burning fome houfes, fpecially the Mimfter s 
1 . firnif! where the enemies were repulfcd. The htih 

*** .knur th/ciovfttr of GntdcntbM, which was burnt down by 
l 3 Which, thofeof zuneb hadthe beft, lofing 
hut few men in compatifon of the affanlte.’. Ioffe. The Zurukers 
turned the fieze of Rtffemill onely into a blocking up, which was

a peace 5 fo that in March following they began to disband for¬ 
tes, put the Counties of Turgow and Buden again under the Go¬ 
vernment of the Cantons, and to reftore prifoners: on fome of 
whom, the Papifts had committed fome unworthy aftioas : and 

en thral af March, a day of fafting and prayer was kept in Zu- 
ritkt Canton, fora bleffing on. their State: their forces having 
been all kept in health and union, God having abundantly fup- 
nlved them with Vifluals, and preferved them from fo many 
thoufand fhots before Rtppertmll ,.where they loft£ut few, mid 

few wounded, rotwi.hftanding.he|Tm.ny »kirm.fte, TheZ«- 

ritkers having alfo but 150 wounded, and ieo flam in all that 

,W Yet fome Officers and SoUldiers were not very well plcafed at 
the news of the peace; and the people would willingly have con¬ 
tinued the Waf,to have fupprefled JaTtodecay! 

but others thanked God for it, «he Trade began to decay^ 
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and the Merchants to lofe. But the 'Lurick Forces, in all 1?©oo, 
tfCh rKh * were in a P°ft° rc 10 be U P ag a i D at any time, and the Berners rcfol- 
«> 16.fi. ved to have fome f orreign forcesready,that (with their ownJ they 

might ad more powerfully on all occafions ; for all the Cantons 
were to meet March 2 2 at Baden , where the Mediatours were to 
go about the fettling of the Amneftic or ad of oblivion, and the 
deciding the grievances both Ecelefiaftical, Political,and Qecono- 
mical, upon which great debates were expeded, there being 
above 200 Articles to be determined onely about grievances in 
Religion: upon which, the Monks and Priefts (’twas thought) 
would hardly agree ; fo that the Country might be fet on fire 
again. But whereas fome (through wrong information) being • 
much difpleafed, fpread a report. That the two Proteftant Can¬ 
tons of Lurick and Berne , had made a moft difadvantagious peace 
with the five Popifti Cantons, not only prejudicial to themfelves, 
but to all the Proteftants and their Caufe; there was about the 
fame time, a publique Monition there fet forth for better infor¬ 
mation therein: declaring, That both the obftinacy of the papifts 
was milch abated, and they willing to fubmit to the Righr,where- 
by all that was defired, might be determined without bloudftied: 
2nd alfo,that the Pope was wroth againft the Proteftants, and ge¬ 
nerally the whole Italian Clergy had their purfes open for the 
Popifh Cantons: that the Forces of Italy, Naples, and Spain, were 
inarching to their affiftance, and to mafter Switzerland ; Alfo,that 
the Emperour had great forces on foot to trouble and undo their 
Country; which confidering the feafon of that laft Winter, he 
might have eafily done; And that the Proteftants were far from 
any afliftance; which though it might have been procured, yet 
would have come too late. By all which, every one might judge 
how the Proteftant Cantons were ucceflicated to accept of that 
peace: which not with handing was not (faid the Monition) quite 
decided, but wanted fomething ; and men might believe,thc pro¬ 
teftant Cantons would not relent, or abate any thing of redrefs- 
rnent of their grievances, whetherEcclefiaftieal or Political. Af¬ 
ter this, J an. 3 oth, 1657, the Arbitrators of the two common or 
mixt Bayliwicksof.B<*yi/<?and %A { ppenzel, where both Religions 
are profefled, gave a deciding Sentence in fundry heads, both as 
touching themfelves, and alfo that the charges of the War be¬ 
tween the other Cantons, ought to be laid on that party who was 
the caufe of it ; which they judged to be Smtz. And as for taking 
of goods, burning of houfes,barns,&c. by either party, thefe (and 
other fuch things ) fhould be buried in the Amncftie or Obli¬ 
vion. 

In trance, about the beginning of 165 6 , a little after the peace 
ratified between that Kingdom and England, the Archbifhop of 
W^wzwePrcfidcntoftheClcrgie’s Aflembly there, went as De¬ 
puty, with fome other Deputies, to the Court; and not finding the 
King, (for he abfented himfelf) they addrefling themfelves to 
the Queen, dcfired among other things, that the Proteftant’s pub- 

lique 
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lique aflerribling-places, built by them fioce the laft troubles and 
tumults of Tans, might be demolilhed : Alfo, that they might ef curift/ 
riotbeput into Offices and Employments, r,or admitted to the toi*j8. 
governing of Cities and Provinces, nor to Commands in Armies: 
defiring moreover, that the King would mind an cftablifhing of 
peace with Spain, rather than with England or Sweden. She an- 
fwered, That the King above all things dcfired and fought to 
maintain peace at home in his Kingdom, and therefore expedit'd 
that his Subjects of both Religions fhould live in amity and union 
one with another; he intending the Proteftants fhould enjoy the 
exercife of their Religion in fuch places as had been allowed 
them: and that he had no better or iaithfuller Subje&s and Ser¬ 
vants than thole. And as to England and other Allies of the 
Crown of France, the King had done, and would do therein as he 
fhould judg moft convenient, and would advife with his Council 
touching fuch matters, in due feafon. 

Astothe King of Sweden* s Affairs, there having been a Treaty 
between him and the Hollandifb Ambaffadours; it was fully con¬ 
cluded and confirmed by fubfeription at Elbing, Sept. 12, \6^6, 
the City of fDantzick being fo far comprehended therein, that 
they were to agree with-tbe King by themfelves: they not having 
then refolved touching the Neutrality upon the Articles that had 
been propounded unto them. ^ “ 

In the fame moneth and year, the City of Valenti a m Italy was 
furrendred up to the French , by the Spaniards : the Governour ca¬ 
pitulating to have leave to fend to the Count of Fuehfaldagne, That 
unlefs relief came within two dayes, he muft furrender ; and ho 
relief coming, he marched out thence on the 16th day, with 800 
herfe and foot,fixhaving Vizzardls,that they might not be know*; ; 
who with their baggage and two Cannons, were conduced fir 
Alexandria . The taking of that City-enabling the French to efta- 
blifh their Winter-quarters in the State of Milan, to the great 
prejudice andindignation of the Spaniards, 

A little before the fame time, the Venetians took that confider- 
able and important Ifle and Fort of Tenedos, about the mouth of 
the Dardanelles, from the Turk; who not onely vexing the Inha¬ 
bitants of the lfland with 26 Ordnance, and 5 Morter-pieccs; 
but alfo firing all their Munitions, and fpoyling their Wdls,thcy 
furrendred; 800 men,and 300 women,Turks and Grecians,com- 
ming out of it. The Turks being fetaftioar upon the Continent, 
and the Greeks remaining in the lfland : and through the fear and 
confufion which was then great among the Turks, chiefly in Con - 
ftantinople, they doubted not but fdoti to take thelfle of Lemnos-, 
befides divers other places like to fall into their hands: the Inha¬ 
bitants of Scio fending Deputies at the fame time to the Venetian * 

Forces, inviting them todraw near their lfland, afluring them of 
an eafic entrance through the divifions of the Tu’rkifhComman- 
dcntherc, who were by their oppreflions and cruelties become' 
Hhhh a fo

fo infupportable to the Inhabitants, that they alwayes lay in hope 
$Chr£* °f an opportunity of cutting the throats of their oppreflours. 

»isys. But upon the retiring of the Swediih and Elc&oral Armies, the 
Poles getting together, came on again ingreat numbers, cutting 
down what (mailer Swediili Troops they met with in the Coun¬ 
try. And Aug. 24, 1656, Czarnecki meeting with 600 Swediili 

horfe, and 300 Dragoons, cut them all down 5 they all dying man¬ 
fully in the field. This falling out after fomc overtures for peace 
had pafled between the two Kings. Neither were there thofe 
wanting (about that time) at Vienna, who preffed theEmperour 
by $11 means to afford the Polifh King that affiftance which he had 
ifo long demanded 5 but he would not then give ear thereto. 

The Muscovites whoentred (as was faid before) into Liefland 
with a great Army,having layn fame time before Dunenbourgftodk. 
ir, and put all the Swedes there in garrifon (who were about 
2000) 10 the fword. Thence encamping before Riga , by a fally 
out of the City, ho was repelled, and retired at fomc diftance 5 
‘General Douglas being fent thither with (hips and fupplycs. The 
Mufcovite, being in defpair of taking ‘Rjga, caufed him to carry 
away his greateft guns ihefooner; which thebefieged perceiving, 
they fallyed out O&ob. id. about 5 in the morning, being 550 
men, horfe and foot: and fallipg on a place called Sfyeorge, where 
the enemy was ftrongly entrenched, they deftroyed above 1000 
of them* taking alfo 17 Colours, and fomc prifoners, among 
whom was, Col. Sender, who through a (hot received, dyed pre- 
fcntly after. The night following, he forfook S. George , and on 
the 5th of O&obcr, he quitted the fiegc, leaving 17 Iron Ord¬ 
nance, and 1 tf Lubifli Gunpowder barrels^which he buried under 
ground) behind him. And on the 1 7th of the fame moneth, a 
Cfreek, who was the Keeper of the great Duke*s Wardrobe,com- 
ming over to thofe of Rigs, related, that his Mafter was mightily 
terrified by news brought him, That Field-Marfhall Lowenbaupt 
the Swede did great tnifehief in Mufcovie, having defeated two 
Armies, and taken two Generals of his prifoners. There being 
alfo a Mutiny in the City of tMofco, which forced both the Pa¬ 
triarch, and the great Duke’s Lady to flee thence, who were arri¬ 
ved at Polosko in white-Rujfia. And Novemb. 5th following,there 
were folemn Thankfgiviags at Stockholm,with difeharging all their 
great Guns, for joy of the Mufcovite 7 s quitting thefiege of Riga , 
and. the Fortrcfles of Kakenbowen and Notembourg ; of whole ir¬ 
ruption into Liefland there Was then no farther appearance, than 
the vifible remainders in thofe deflations and fpoyls which they 
had made in the Country. The rcafon likewise which induced 
the Mufcovite to that hoftile attempt againft the Swedes, was fup- 
pofed to be this, becaufe it was concluded in the Treaty made 
between him and Poland, That the Polanders, after King Cafimir s 
deceafe, (hould freely choofe, not oncly the Ton of the Mufcovite 5 
but himfelf alfo to be next Succcffour to the Crown. 

Before 
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Before the middle of Novemb. the Polifh Army being in three rVA-o, 
Bodies, one body of them confiding of 30000 Poles and Tartars, *“»**/* 
Scewsky being General, coming to Prujfids borders near the City * 0 
Let It, lurprifed the Eleciour of Brandenburgb his Army under the L/'VXJ 
Command of Count Waldek : the Tartars alfo trolling the River, 
came behind them : there was indeed a (harp fight betwixt them; 
but the Pole's forces being far greater in number, the Earl was 
forced to retreat as far as ^ngerbourg, 1500 of his men being cut 
off, with the Ioffe of fix great Guns, and all their baggage. Yet 
the King of Sweden nothing daunted herewith, fpecdily cohering 
his Troops together, went and confirmed the reft of the Branden - 
burgers, by uniting them to himfelf; which thccnemyperceiving, 
durft not come on toprofecute their fuccefle, but retreated into 
Podlacbia. The Elc&our himfelf being awakened by this great 
Iofs, (in which Prince R&dzivtl was taken prifoner, M. G. Ritter - 
helm, Coi ,%ofe, QoX.Srunnel, with other chief Officers, being (lain.) 
called upon the Nobility of prtifsia to arm for defence of their 
Country: who turning their backs,faid,Thcy durft not bear arms 
againft the King of Poland . 

But M*G. Golts at the fame time (arriving at Tilfe) fell upon 
the Samaytesi ftanding in battalia two miles beyond* with very 
good fucccfs: who thinking at firft,that they were all well moun¬ 
ted and armed, encouraged his men to ftand to it : but when ha 
perceived their fubtilty, (bat they had no Musqucts, but long pie¬ 
ces of wood coloured black, except a few wfio having- Mufquets, 
fired immediately, he fer on them fo eagerly, that he got the 
Vi&ory, (laying 1500 of them, and caking as many more prifo¬ 
ners, whereof was (frifpin the General himfelf, and 60 other no¬ 
ted ones,the reft being fcattered and touted. Crifpin being brought 
to Tilfe , was to be fent to Koningsberg. 

The King of Denmark complaining of grievances from the 
difh King, (who had concluded with the States of the Nether^ 
lands) having his Refidcntat the Hague in the fame O&ob. 16$6, 
obtained an anfwcrof his bufineffe; Which was > 4 J”hat the Stated 
would not be wanting to recommend his Maftci*s intereft to the 
King of Sweden, tfoat he might receive fatisfa&ion touching all the 
faid grievancesof which he complained: and that they had writ¬ 
ten about the fame to their Am ballad ours in prufsia. 

The fame year, before this time, even an unheard of mifehie- 
vous invention to deftroy the lives of people, was pra&ifed in the 
Lower Silefta ; for fomc buriers of people feeing they had but lit¬ 
tle work, plotted together, That one of them fhould (byfomefcl- 
lowfhip with the evil one) learn to make a powder, which he di¬ 
stributing, and they throwing in publiqtie aficmbling places, and 
Fountains, caufed great infection; fo that at krapis 2 500 dyed 
thereby. Whereupon the chiefeft Families withdrawing into 
the Country; it afterwards chanced, that a tsoggof one of the 
buriers getting out, ran to the Country where the people was re¬ 
tired, where being (hot, the faid Buncr becoming mad, threat 
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ned all his men,that they ibuulii die very luddenly ; who alfo told 
©thrift 53 onc l ^ at ^ amcntc ^ l r *is -1 aicly dead Wife, that he wondred at him, 
to fo to lament, fince he was within a day to go the fame way. The 

O'V'SJ Magiftratc being ad viled of all thofc ; this buricr was apprehend¬ 
ed, who upon the rack confeflcd his crime and all his Complices, 
who according to dci'crc, were put to death with great tor¬ 
turer. 

About the moneth November following: the Princes in Ger- 
ww-j being jealous of each other, everyone of them levied Soul- 
diers ; for they all feared a new War,which the French were like 
to make againft the Empire; becaufc there was no fatisfa&ion 
given at Fraiockford for breaking ot the peace ; for France pretend¬ 
ed, That theEmpcrour did contrary to the Peace made at Man- 
fter, in fending Armies into. Italy and the Vj-thnlandi ; yet the 
Germans Cent into Italy , committing great infolencies there, above 
‘ what the Fruvh did, plundring many Monafteries, and chiefly 
twe, hard by Milane ; burning down a Village,and plundring the 
guards of the Milanois Govcrnours; not fparingalfo the Church¬ 
men, but committing great violences on them, which forced 
many families to leave their houfes and goods, and to flee from 
that uoliicky fupply: the affairs of that State could npt be then in 
a, worfe condition. And then were the Trained Bands* and fomc 
new levied Souldiersof thetwoEle&ours of Mentz and HrydeU 
burg in the E ld, marching one againft another. Neither of the 
Princes then yielding to other about the matter of the CuftomeS; 
but it was believed that fomc of their Neighbours would intcr- 
pofe. 

But the Kifcg 0 {'Poland arrived Nov.i 5; at'the City of Dantzick, 
with his Chancellor and Vicc-Chancellour, (being fet.hr in by 
48 Companies of Citizens) whofe Army being 30000 ftrong, 
( 12000 of whom were iufty fighting men ) were to be en¬ 
trenched about that City; who foon felMhe inconvenience or 
that numerous Army, to their no fmall difeontent, T>y rcafon of 
their plundring and dealing,fpoyling and ruinating all thcCham- 
pion Country round about it, which was expedted to prove very 
chargeable to the Dantzickers, and breed great and many inconve¬ 
niences : they being likely to continue their Quarters under the 
Cannons of their City, and King Caftmir intending to ftay there 
himfclf awhile: Parties, in the mean time, of the Poles and 
Swedes every day meeting andskirmidling. The Dutch Embaf- 
fadours having alfo conferred with the Poland King at. Dantzick, 
( for both they and the French Ambafladours were very ferious 
and diligent in mediating with him for an accommodation) pref- 
fed him fo hard, that they defired him to nominate a day to begin 
a Treaty of peace. Who anfwered, He thoughtdt needfull/firft 
to know whether the Swcdidi King would admit of the Emperour 
and Danifh King to be Mcdiatours; otherwife all would be to 
little purpofe. Next day,thofe Ambafladours addreffing them- 
fel ves tu the Chance llonr of Poland , he gave them the like anfwcr, 

alluring 
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alluring them. They jfhouldfind the King and Eftarcs very much 
inclined to an accommodation; but, he telling them in conclu- l fii 
lion, That before any Treaty began, it would be expected, the wSy?*-* 
King of Sweden fhould reftore all places which he held in Tru/ia, Ls"srsj 
in the fame condition as they were before (which was not 90 be 
fo much as propounded to the Swede) both the Ambafladours 
endeavours, and the Pole's fair fhews, vanifhed in an inftant. 

The King of Poland being very earneft by his Ambafladours, for 
the Emperour of Germany his afliftance, had propofed the accep¬ 
tance of the Polifli Crown unto him, (chat is, after (fafimir’ s de- 
ceafe) which, both the Emperour and his Councel, abfolutcly 
concluded to wave ; they finding it then much more convenient 
and condueiblc for the Empire,firft to make fure of the Crown of 
the Romans, and thofe hereditarily due unto the Houfc ef tAujtria, 
than to covet after more forreign Crowns. And onc of the gra¬ 
ved Imperial Counfellours being asked his advice alfo, what an¬ 
fwcr was to.be returned, he is reported to have anfwered, Ouarite 
frimo Regnum Romanorum , et catcra adjieientur vobis ; that is, Seek 
ye firjl the Ktngdome of the Romans , and others fhall be added unto you . 

Whofe opinion all the reft did approve of, and agree unto. 

On the 2p of O&ober the fame year* thofe of the Inquifition in 
Portugal burnt four perfons alive,who wcrcaccufed and condemn¬ 
ed of Judaifm and Sodomic. And Novemb. 6. following,the King 
of Portugal departing this World, (through obftru&ion of the 
Stone and gravel in his Kidneys) left his Queen, Regent of the 
Kingdom, during the minority of her fon Don Alfonfo the firft,who 
was crowned the i5th of the fame Novemb. 165 

Novemb. 20th after; in a Treaty between the King of Sweden, 
and the Elc&ourof Brandenburg at 74 plaw, a perpetual League 
and Confederacy was anew tranfa&ed and agreed on: to which 
effe&i the Earl of Slippenback, and Prcfidcnt Borenclaw departed 
from Koningsberg with the Inftrumcnt of that League, to have it 
ratified by the King. 

This year 1 6^6, the Plague forely afflifted Italy , fothat not 
onely at Naples* but at Rome and Genoa it raged much: and at Be - 
nevento , in Novemb. of 9000 people, there were not above 500 
remaining. 

But the Venetians after Tenedos , foon took Stalimene Ifland alfo 
from the Turks : and having furnifhed the Fortrefte there, with 
all neceflaries for defence, their Proveditor General fet fail with 
the Fleet towards Scio and Zia , to refresh his men: about which 
time, the Turk caft away all thoughts of peace with the Venetians , 
having wholly broken the Treaty that had been begun at Constan¬ 
tinople by their Secretary Bellarini . 

The King of Sweden (finding his Souldiers exceeding defirous 
to encounter with the Polanders , before a greater Froft came, for¬ 
cing them to take their Winter, quarters) toward the latter end of 
November breaking up from Hone, he crofted the River with his 
Armyjconfifting of 16000 choyfc Souldiers: a little after which, 
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the polonian Camp under Lubermiski was totally defeated before 
Cracovia , which they had befiegcd 5 and the City relieved, which 
was brought to great extremity. 

About or in Dccemb. following, the ©nee Polifh Vice-Ghancel- 
lour Radziecouski was brought (by the King of Sweden's command) 
a difgraced prifoner to Marienbtirg Cattle, upon the difeovery of 
his treacherous carriages to the Swedes : who (To foon as the ru¬ 
mour brake out, that the.Swcdi(h King had forced War upon the 
King of Poland under his pretence of a better Title, and nearer 
Succeflion to the Crown of Swethland, and that rhefaid King had 
patted with all his Army in the Baltick Sea, landing in Pomerania) • 
addrefled himfclf unco him, with great promife of his fidelity in 
all actions wherein he fhould be imployed : and having given at 
that very inftant a great testimony of the reality of his promifes, 
when he had perfwaded *Pofen and Califlen to accept of Swedifh 
protection, the King might in reafon put no fmall truftand con¬ 
fidence in him : he"being a Counfellour in all the principal Coun¬ 
sels, and the chief interpreter when the King’s occafion required 
it. But it was then by his own confeflion known 5 Firft, That he 
had been the onely caufc, why the Cofsacksf according to their of¬ 
fers) did never appear with any reality in the Polifb War, and 
chiefly ag&in&tht.Mufcovite t Secondly, That the Ouartians and 
the reft of the Tolanders left the King of Sweden at his perfwafion. 
Thirdly, That he engaged himfclf to the' Jefuits, that he would 
then have delivered the Kitig of Sweden into their hands. Fourth¬ 
ly, That he had an intimate correfpondeucy with the City of 
Vantzick, alluring them, that within a little time, he fhould fljew 
himfclf a faithful Son of his Native Country. It was believed 
alfo, that he had a defign to betray Elbing and Hoft into King Ca - 
hands. But then it was hoped, their Affairs would take 
another face* and chiefly by the approaching of Ragotzi Prince of 
Transylvania , at that time : as alfo the conftant defirc that the 
Cfthufcovite had for a peace with the Swedifh King5 for which 
caufe thcKing intended to fend one Coyes with Inftruftions to make 
an overture of the faid peace. The laid Radziecouski in or about 
June following, 1657, was imbarqued at Elbing to be tranfported 
into Sweden , there to be imprifoned during his life. 

A little after, the Chaneellour of Poland had given the afore- 
faid anfwer to the Dutch Ambafladours: the King of Poland and 
the City of ‘Dantzick rcfolved, that overtures of peace fhould be 
made with Sweden : whereupon, the French Aenbaffadour went in- 
ftantly to the Swedifh King, the Holland Ambaffadour being to 
follow, the King being then at Marienburg to receive them, with 
their Propofitions from the Polifh King: although it appears,that 
Negotiation was to little or no purpofe, 

On May 18 following, 1657, the King of Sweden (whofe Head¬ 
quarters was at Qttavicheft intended to go to the Hungarian Lea¬ 
guer under Ragotsky Prince of Tranfylvania , (who was now come 
to his afftftancc) upop the traofa&ion and agreement made touch¬ 
ing 
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ing the evacuation of the Garrifon ot Cracovta, which was to be 
furrendred to the Hungarians : on the 1 6 day of which monc-th, a ot C1 , rift ; 3 
Pole efcaping from Samoifci, brought Letters, that Marfhal;W- coi<r S 8. 
tenburg and the other Swedifh Lords there prioners, were not C 0 

tranfported from thence, as a rumour was iprtad : he relating 
alfo. That there was then a great nlfitiny and diflennon among the 
Poles , divershaving torn their Standards in pieces-, and runaway, 
yet the Polonifh Generals kept the reft together, and were, gone 
with them into Lithuania . He likewife related. That Cbmzelmski, 
the Cofsacks General, was gone into Lithuania with great forces, ta¬ 
king divers Towns by jirvisko , AiVtlef i and Bobrosko , and putting 
to the fword all the AAufcovites and Lithuanian Gentry therein. 

But the Swedifh'Army being joyned with PrinceAr¬ 
my, and patting the River Bug into Lithuania, not far irom Xrze~ 
mein> and finding no forces ot the enemies, marched towards the 
ftrong City called Bizefcie Litenky 5 who at his approach fum- 
moning it with a fharp commination of total ruint upon not fur- 
rendring, Zawicky the Govern our an fwered. He intended to de¬ 
fend it to the mtermoft. The Earl of tValdek and Earl Jacob de la 
Gardte, drew near the Town with fome forces, and {hot off twa 
pieces of Canon, fil e Swcdiih fignal) which patting into the Go- 
vernotu’s Lodgings, he, terrified, and forgetting his former rcio- 
lution, next day humbly offered to parley,and yielded on compo- 
fition: and that,before the King.and Ragotzi arrived there. So 
that, that ftrong and important place was fubdued without the 
lode of one man, and garrifoned by Prince Ragotzi, to whom the 
Kingabfelutely refigned thedifpofing thereof 5 although the be- 
fieged wifhed tolivealwayes under the Swedifh prate&ion : moft 
of which Garrifon having been in the fervice of the King of Swe¬ 
den, theEk&ourof Brandenburg, and Prince Xadzvtll, betaking 
themfelvcs again to the King’s fervice: others Ragotzi got to his 
fide, being raifed by him : bur the Governour and fome others, 
with fome Artillery, were concluded to Stuzana. After which, 
both Armies departed one from another, the King returning 
whence he came ^ and the Prince eroding Bug, not far from 
Bizefcie, where he a while continued. 

The Polonifh and Lithuanian Armies under Lubermtsh, Czar- 
necki , and Saphia, till they were joyned, were chafed by the King 
of Sweden and the Tranfylvanians ; fo that Czarneckt iwimmmg 
over weyfsel with ioeoo horfe,paffed into great Poland, farnmon- 
ins up every where the Toftolite to make a diverfion into Pomera.- 
via*, whereof 11 Colours appeared (June 10 th) thereabouts on 
the other fide of Thorne bridge with ufuall bravadoes. The reft 
marching towards Bizefcie with 2000 Germans and 'Poles : but as 
foon as the King drew nigh them, they fled in fuch hade toward 
Vtohmien, that the purfuing parties for 20 miles could not hear of 
them. In the mean time, the Poles intreating the CMufcovttes for 
afliftanceout of Lithuania, they were flatly denyed, with this re¬ 
proach, Tfeut the •yofes had bafely deceived the great Duke, by 
* v x i i i carrying 
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carrying the Polonifh Crown, which they offered to him, to Vien- 
ef Chrifi?* na 5 which affront they would be revenged of: fo that they muff 
■oi«s8. not exped help from them. Ragotzi marched towards Samoife, 
whither Steinbock with 7000 Brandenburgian forces was drawing, 
to vifite the fame ffrong Fortrefle, thereby to eftablifh the Ragot - 
zian line to the very borders of Tranfylvania, and to ftand firmly 
in 'Poland. But the King keeping with him a body of 8000 men, 
intended to march into great Poland , to fcatter the forces brought 
thither by Czarneski, and to draw fomewhat nearer to Pomerania’s 
borders, to joyn with mangle's 6000 men in Pomerania , in cafe the 
Dangs (hould do their worit : For in or about the fame June,i 6 57, 
the King of Denmark proclaiming War again ft Sweden, in Coppen- 
baguen, difparcht alfo a Herauld to Stockholm , to intimate there the 
War,or to the Swedifh borders to denounce it5 fetting forth alfo 
a large Declaration of the motives thereof; Becaufe the S wedes 
had by fraud and violence taken from him his Archbifhopricks of 
Bremen and V<erden , and his Towns and Territories, plundring him 
of his moveables, and denying to give him any fatisfadion here¬ 
in ; detaining likewife from him, Irne a»d Zerne in Norway by 
force, and defrauding him feveral wayes of his Cuftome and Toll 
in the Ore Sound, and prejudicing him moft highly in his Prero¬ 
gatives alfo, becaufe the Swedes had taken away from him the 
whole Trading by Sea, from Dantzick into Denmark : and inffead 
of making reparation of all thofc, the late appointed Treaty was 
broken off: the Daniih King protefting againft the Calamities 
which that enfuing War might caufe. 

About the beginning of May , 1^57 3 the Venetian Gene- 
raliflimo Moccenigo, burned 10 TurkifhShips,and i4Saiques, ta¬ 
king the Tribute of Rhodes to 200000 Crowns: yet lofing 100 
men,and 300 wounded 5 who afterwards joyning with the Pope’s 
Galleys, and thofc of Malta , they went again to the Dardanelles , 
to hinder all Veflels carrying pro vifion to Confiantinople , and re¬ 
viving to fight the great Turkifh Fleet, who intended to Rcndcz- 
vouzar Scio. 

On the other hand,Monfieur D«r«/,the SwedifhPlenipotentia- 
ry, having ufed all means to bring the Danifh King to a fair ac¬ 
commodation with the Swedifh, and that proving vain, he left a 
Manifefto sitCoppenbaguen, May 13,1657,containing a ftateof the 
differences betwixt them. The Swedifh Plenipotentiary proteft¬ 
ing, That no occafion had been given on the Swedifh fide, to dif- 
folve and break off that Treaty. 

War being thus begun in good earneft by the Danes , their 
Camp began to march for the Archbifhoprick of Bremen , entring 
therein in June j in order to which, they went to the Elbe, whofe 
high waters, and tempeftuous winds crofted their tranfportation; 
yet fomeof their forces paffing the Elbe above Hamboroughjthtougb. 
the Dominion of Linnenburg : in their going over, they gave the 
other figns, burning pitch’d barrels 5 whereupon 3000 of the Da* 
nifh Forces were tranfported to the High-land, where they took a 
Fort, called the Eap-Scoace, 
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On the 9 th day of the fame J uiie, the Swedifh Camp in Liefiand rs, 
under Major General Lowen ; and,the Mufcovian Army under the 
Way wood of pleskow, and the General Szaremietow, . had a great *o tSfS* 
fight near the Town tValke the Swedes having rhe day, put four U^Wl. 
Companies of Dragoons to the fword which guarded lomc pafla- 
ges. On the place of fighting, 1500 corhmon Souldiers were flam, 
befides many eminent ones: the reft being purfued ; many of 
whom were knockt down by the Peafants among the bullies ; they 
took from them 4 Enfigns, itf Cornets, 5 pair of Kettle Drums, 
all their Artillery and baggage5 Szaremietow the General was ta¬ 
ken prifoner,being wounded9 alfo their Quatrer-mafter General, 
with feven eminent Boyars more from Pleskow, and many others. 

The remnant of the defeated Mufcovites rallying their forces about ‘ 
fix miles from Adzell, Count MagnuA i departed from ‘Riga, to the 
Swedifh Army, ( recruited’ with 800 brave Souldiers fentfrom 
Prince Adolph out of Prussia, after the'a&ion; with full intent to 
encounter them 9 who were before the 1 #th of thefame again to¬ 
tal ly routed and deflroyed : upon which, thofe of the befieged 
Cafile of Adzell defpairing of. fupcour, flowing tfie fame up, tied 
away 9 the which caufed great perplexity thereabouts,'especially 
at Dorpt, which was faid to expert no other but the facnedeftiny. 

Then alfo the Cofsacks under Cbmielnisky fell mo Rufsia, making 
great ha vock there, taking all before them, without? refiftancc. 7 

But the Danes in Srernen having befieged Bremerford , the be-: 
fiegers approaching to th?,veryWalls* and Stade being by them 
begirt, the King of Sweden made toward them, coming July 10, 
to stetin in Pomerania ^ and next day tfie Prince Palatine of Sultz- 
bach his Regiments of.horie and foot, being 5000 .choyfe men, 
pafled over the River of Oder, to Stqtip fide. Upon the third day 
there being a folemn Faft, \vfth prayers throughout all that Land# 

On the 4th day many Standards and Colours,borhhorfcandDra- 
goons marched thorow that City 9 the King’s own Army of ia 
or 12000 men, with a brave Train of Artillery, being , to follow 
after within few dayes: Which march and Expedition was one* 
ly intendedAgainft the King of Denmark. 

About the fame time,. i2ooo ; Polanders invaded that part of. 

Hungary belonging to, Ragotzi Prince of Tranfylvania, burning 
down 3 6 Villages, giving quarter to.none. Then alfo/there fiat 
ving, at length, been an. agreement of the Imperial- Course with 
Poland, upon fix Articles) the Army appointed by the King; of 
Hungary and Bohemia marched for Silejia, and was advancing to,* 
wards Cracovia. . Three of the Articles being, Thatfietwixt the- 
two Crowns,there fiiould 4 ean etergaf Friend fhipapd Covenant, 
offenfive and defenfive/ That the King of Hangary^nd Bohemia. 
fhouid keep on foot for Poland 16000 qien,(ioooo foot.and 6opo 
horfe ) and a fuflicient Artillery: for, which the Poliffi King was 
to provide neeeffaries ; f . provided, that the King of Hungary take 
from the Revenues of the 'Poloman Salt-Mines 5 oooq Gilders sbe r 
fides which, the Kingof Poland was to phy that prefonr moneth 
v . I i i i z of 
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of June, 300000 Duckais in ready money : that, in that Covc- 
•fCkrH^ 3 nant, were comprehended the German and Spanifb Houfes of Aa~ 

"o 1^*8. ftria 3 Denmark y Mufcovia, and the Tartars ; as alfo, all fuefa Ele&o- 

rail Princes of the Empire which were defirous to be received 
into it, chiefly Brandenburgs in cafe he left the Swedifh party. 

A little after, the King of Sweden marched from Stetin in Pome¬ 
rania with 10000 men aga in If the Danifb forces. And the Polo 
man and ^Aufirian forces being tnuftred, the former were 24000 
ftrong, the latter 20000; a party whereof marching againft 
Prince Ragctski’s Army, who having lay n at pintzaw, were now 
advancing to the Town Opatawa: Ptince Ragotski then, feeming 
t inclinable to peace, fending an Ambafladcur to the King of Po- 
lands foliciting for it , and proffering, That upon conditions, he 
would quit Peland. The King anfwcprg, He would fend to the 
King of Hungary with all fpced concerning it, to hear his good 
intention therein. 

About the fame rime, Bremerwerden in Bremen (after the deceafe 
of the chief Commander) was furrendredto the Danes upon Ar¬ 
ticles. "The Leaguer-Sconce? a confiderablc place, being fubdued 
by them alfo : The Dane lying likewife before Borgh 5 and keep¬ 
ing Staden blockr up. 

In the fame monetb of July, i* 57 > renicehtd bad news,to wit. 
That the Turks having taken the Fort Bo fin a in Dalmatu 1, put 
80© Chriftians to the fword. And 6000 Turks coming nigh to 
Spalatro, turned immediately to the paflage of S. Franchois, intend¬ 
ing there to raife Forts: bur Fofsidario fallying out, and fighting 
a while ftoutly, at laftdrave them quite away, with the Ioffe ol 
many great Commanders: who in their retreat went to Salonay 
lying between Spalatro and Clifsa, where they were recruited 
with tfooo foot, and 4000 horfe. But the Turks under Ufsaim 
Bafsa's Command, having prepared for War a good while, came 
on July 2d, in the night withflorming Ladders, &c. preffing on 
the City of Candia furioufly to furprize it j but 500 of thofe in the 
City crying out, Turks, Turks, the chains were thereupon drawn, 
and the Souldicrs and Citizens coming to a Body,fcll on the Turks, 
and drave them out. Alfo iffuing forth, they diforderiog the 
Turks, put many of them to the fword j who left behind them 
29 Enfigns, and 5 Cornets, which they had put up on the wall s 
1400 Turks were flain, and 2100 (with a great booty) taken. 

There was alfo a fight toward the latter end of July, on the 
frontiers of SchoneUnds between the Danifb forces and theSm*afo, 
under the Command of Horn,Douglas, and Gufiave Oxien{lern,tai- 
fed to engage the Dane on the other fide ne*t to Swethland ; where¬ 
in the Danes had the worft. 


But in Bremen, the Danijb Army had almoft no fooner poff ffed 
thcmfelves of divers places there,but they began to bedifpofftftcd 
again by the Swedes: for the Swedifh Armies coming on, made 
(in the very rnoneth of July) th cDaniJb force* to withdraw from 
staden : time being then to fhew whether they would quite forfake 
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it, or keep itoncly blockt up': who fent then alfo a part of their irNj\*o 
forces over the to go into Holfatia: and the Swedifh Field- J*®?***)* 
Marfhal wrangle (whoCemmarided in Bremen Dukcdome) with *• 
his forces (oncly affiffed with one Regiment of Finlanders, whom QrCrSJ 
he borrowed of the garrifon of Staden ) recovered the two Forts 
of Butcfiit and Swings, putting moft of the Danes therein to rhe 
fword ; whereby he encouraged, with all fpecd and care pur- 
fued the other Danes in thofe parrs, who were retreating in all 
haftc to fhip thcmfelves out of the Dutch y of Bremen 5 and ov, r- 
takin^ them at the bank of the Rivet Ofle, took mod of them pri- 
loncrs 5 but their'OfficJm being gotten aboard, fet fayl towards 
Gluckfiad , leaving fome of the lmalle'r Veflcls (which fhould have 
tranfported the common fort ) a prey to their enemy. But the 
Danes then held Bremeiwerden, and alfo a Fort fcated at the mouth 
of the Hrefer : but from the king of Sweden's coming thither, unto 
that time, the Danes had loft 2000 men. But at the King’s en¬ 
trance into Holfiein, he pitched his Camp at three feveral places:, 
and finding the Danes did not ftand, but ftili retreated, he falling 
on the two Forts Krucker and Niefiader, which proreded thofe 
parts, ptcfently took them, killing and taking about 500, among 
whom was Col. Benefield, a Germane . In the mean while, about 
aoooDanifb horfe lightly armed, and 800 Dragoons, who were 
quartered hard by, never came on, but retreated in haftc and dif- 
order (before the SWedes coming) towards gluckfiad. While the 
king of Sweden advanced towards Itzchow, moft of the Danes horfe 
galloped into Jutland. 

About the fame time, the Empcrour being deccafcd,there were 
difference* in German) about the Vicariat ot Vice-gercncy of the 
Empire : which having been transferred in the late Wars there, 
and fince by the Pacification at Munfier fettled on the Houfc of 
Bavaria, that houfc pretended as if it were a Prerogative infepa- 
rably annexed and belonging to their Elc&orate: when as the 
Golden Bull, the fundamental! San&ion of the Empire plainly 
confirmed it to the Hdiifa Palatine: which was invefted and squ¬ 
ally pofleffed with that dignity, before ever there were Eleftours 
conftituted in theEropirc: and which the Golden Bull of charts 
the 5th did nbt beftow on the Ele&ours Talatin'e j but onely far¬ 
ther ratified the fame unto their Heufej foiemnly declaring to 
rhe whole Empire and pofterity, that it did belong unto, them; 
by rcafon of their Hereditary poffcffioh of the Principality or 
County Palatine of the Rhine, 

Geflenjorft Fort being likewife foon after taken from the Danes 
in Bremen, that Dukedomc was almoft freed from them; fo that 
in Auguft, 1657, there was no place (except Bremerwerden) which 
flood out againft the Swedes. Wherefore mangle leaving behind 
him a convenient force to fecurc that Country, and carry on the 
rcduccmcnt of Bremerwerden, he departed thence, to follow the 
fling into Holfiein, where the Srvedes had taken three Sconces front 
the and fo got into the Moori(h Land of Holfiein 5 which 
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fN-A*/V the could not free from hoftilc Invafions. Aifo,thc King of 
5 f Chri? 5 Denmar ^ striving at Jutland, Icavying forces for the reinforcement 
ro i<$s8. 3 of his Camp 5 and his Rix-Marfhall Bille marching thither to 

L/~\r sj him with 2000 foot from (Jluckflad, with other forces brought in 

from other parts, his Array was look’d on robe very confiderabie; 
and which, the Danifb Officers were then putting in a pofture fit 
for battel : And they might expeft it, becaufe the King of Sweden 
with the reft of bis Army, advanced after the Prince of Suliz- 
bach, whom he had fent before towards Jutland wish a ftrong 
party. 

About or in the fame moncth of Auguft x tfi Venetians obtained 
another fignal Vi&ory againft the Turkifla Fleet, at the mouth of 
the Dardanelles, and that in the.fight of the great Turk himfelf, 
who was faid to have come down thither to fee the fight. But that 
which fowred that great Succcffeunto them, was the Ioffe of their 
General Moccenigo , who being in profecution of the Vidcory, and 
afterwards endeavouring to return rotheattaquing of the. Ifle of 
Scioi a tire of great guns being difeharged from the Caftlcs of the 
Dardanelles * one of them lighted into the Magazine of powder in 
his own Galley, and blew him (with many more Nobles ) up into 
the Ayr. 

On the 9th of September following, Rofenwing 3 Envoy from the 
King of Denmark , arrived at Amflerdam : whole bufineffe was to 
folicite the Srates for afliftance both by men and money .* he rela¬ 
ting alfo. That his King was affuredly with his Army refolying to 
bid the Swedes battel; but he intended not to engage* till the 
Tales fhould make their premifed Invafion into Tomer anta to divert 
the Swedijh forces. . / . .. 

About the beginning of July before, 16 57, .one Colonel Doyley 
Governour in Jamaica Ifland for the Englifh, wrote into England, 
concerning the good condition the EngliCh were then in. 

But there having been a difference rifen \n Germany between 
the City of Munfler and their Bifhop: the Btfhop befieged that 
City, (500 Souldiers of the forces levied by: the Ecclefiafticall 
Eledtours, going to help their fellow Bifhop in that fiegt 3 and 
the Duke of Bavaria had fent thither 4000 men) but (the Citizens 
continuing couragious, and L refolying to abide the uttnoft extre¬ 
mities, rather than to fubmitto fuch conditions as their Bifhop 
would have impofed upon them) it proved a very difficult fiege; 
for the befieged fallying forth notably, more than once, they flew 
a great number of the Peafants which came thither to do ltrvicc. 
They alfo finding their Governour to be one holding correfpon- 
denccwith the enemy, brought him to Tryall, and put him to 
death; hanging and quartering four perfons more upon the fame 
account, who had undertaken ; .to fet divers pf tfie chief; ftreets of 
the City on fire. At length by help of the States General of the 
United Provinces, (wfiofe forces wjerc advancing toward the relief 
and vindication of the befieged Citizens) the.Bifhop no fooner 
heard the news of the faid forces advance, but he prefensly began 

to 
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ro give ear to the Citizens juft demands, permitting unto them 
their ancient Priviledgcs, rights and immunities. Whereupon Anno 
they immediately fuffered him to enter into CMunfler very honou- *1 
rably : the Garnfon being difpofed under Gen. RemencTs Cera- Lr^rsJ. 
mand, he took an Oathol fidelity to the City; (for by a fare 
agreement with the Bilhop,the Garrifon was wholly at the Citie’s 
devotion). The Bifhop loft 15 ©o men during the fiege; the Citi¬ 
zens not above 30, and about 200 wounded. This was in Octob. 

1657. After which, the States General’s forces retired into their 
Garrifons from whence they came. 

But the King of Sweden palling out of the Dukcdome of Holflein , 
into Jutland, (caking upon the way thofe that were willing into 
his protection, and dealing with others as he faw meet) there was 
great perplexity among the Danes , becaufe of his fo foon coming 
thither, and arriving at tAlborgh, which is but 12 or 14 leagues 
on the other fide of the Sea from Gottenburgh in Sweden ; this was 
in Auguft 3 about which time, a Danifb Major General having 
caftup a Sconce three leagues from the faid Gottenburgh on an 
Ifland called Tiurholmen , fortifying the fame with fome Guns,and 
inferiour Officers and Souldiers: the Ear] Douglas juft then being 
coming thither, 400 of his Souldiers fo faluted them, that they 
prefcntly left the fame, leaving behind them a great quantity of 
provifion. Douglas advancing to mnnersborg, gathered his Troops 
together, intending to continue his Expedition in Norway ; but he 
was ftayed there-from by a Letter from Vicc»Roy Brahe, (out of 
Schonen ) then Generaliffimo by Land and Sea, that’he fhould tran- 
fporc himfelf into Prufsia , to aflift Duke Adolph, and command 
the Army left there. 

The Danes (the while) reinforcing themfclves in Schonen, Vic¬ 
tuals there growing fcant, the Vice-Roy with his 5000 men was 
conftrained to retire to Helmftadt: the Danes paffing fafely tho- 
row the Wood Hallanfoos into Laholnt 5 gave out, that they were 
8 or 9000 men .* wherefore Douglas received another Order from 
Brahe, to take 1800 horfe, and Co\.Swynehead*s foot* and to march 
thither 3 Steinbock alfo having a few dayes b eforc come out of 
Prufsia to encounter and endeavour to force them back into their 
own Country. But they having aflaulted Laholm Caftle in Hol¬ 
land, and being thrice repulfed with the Ioffe of 500 men, re¬ 
treated again into their Country Schoneland , becaufe they heard 
Earl Douglas was tojoyn with the Swedifh Army there. 

Czameski with his flying Army going into Pomerania , the King 
of Sweden was thereby called away out of Jutland inhafte; fo 
that the Anabaffadours of the States General of the United, Pro¬ 
vinces going (after a fumpiuous entertainment by the Duke of 
Holflein in the Caftle of GottorffSe pr. 13. towards Flensbourg, to 
meet with him, 3 he was gone ere they were aware: (the King of 
Denmark arriving about the fame time, from Jutland, at Coppenba- 
guen, having left Fredericks-Ode and Fuenen in a good pofture of 
defence but the Swedifh King left his affairs in Jutland to be 

carried 
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carried on by mangle', who commaix-ing bis ii=rces there, kept 
tof°Chrift 53 Fredericks. Ode {till blockt up by Land: \ ut of which, the Danes 
n> i£j8. v ' having made fcverall falleys; on Si pi. 20th, rK y made two no- 
L/'V'vf table ones with two whole Regiments5 but they being rcpulled 
by the Swedes, they purfued them till they came under the Canon 
©t ihe place, killing many, and taking divers prifoners. Bin the 
King of Sweden having fent Wrangle a RtcTuir ot Foot under Co¬ 
lonel Ferfens Command (with an Order to try if puffible he might 
carry that Famous and ftrongTown & For: rifle of Fredencks-Ode, 
fuuated on the water towards the Sound) of 5000 men, thereby 
to overthrow the defigne, as alfo to conliaer which way he 
mighc fucccfsiully profccure their expedition into the Iflt Fuenen, 
or give the Enemy a blow fomewbere clfe; He, on Odtober2 3, 
(having firftcauicd divers experienced Corporalls, by night to 
crawl® upon their hands and feet, ebferving with all diligence, 
all particulars needfull to be known about the faid place ) cal¬ 
ling a Council of War, and propounding the Kings intention, 
after many difeourfes of pro and con , they generally Refolvcd 
to make onfet upon it (the Danes then not dreaming of fucha 
thing) in 3 fcvcral places at once in the morning before break of 
day: which they doing,and all the Officers and Souldiers behaving 
ihemfelves with Angular Courage, it was.ii/ a fhort time, by that 
oneaflault (although the Danes deputed one Bullwarkafter ano¬ 
ther with flout oppofition, and making the greateil re iillance on 
thofe who gave the Oafet on the Gate, in their. Pufts toward it) 
reduced to the Swedifh King’s obedience, with the Garrilon, 
6 Lieut. Colonels, 8 Majors, 2 6 Captains, 27 Lievtenants, 2 6 
Enfigns, 2 Engineers, 5 6 inferiour Officers, 13 Conftab)es,$ce. 
being killed and taken •, above 2000 common Souldiers were al¬ 
fo taken prifoners, betides thofe that efcaped into the Boggs ; and 
n00 of the inferiour Officers and common Souldiers flain; 
33 Colours, with * Standards of Dragoons, being likewife taken. 
The Swedes had killed in the a&ion, 1 Adjutant Gen. 1 Capt. of 
horfe, 1 Corporal, 19 Troopers : and of the foot, 1 Lieut. Cel. 
4 Capt. 1 Lieutenant, 2 inferiour Officers, 44 common Souldiers, 
with a great many wounded. Rix Marfhall Bide the Dane car¬ 
ried himfelf fo valiantly in that affault,that he had divers wounds 
in his head •, but feeing all to be loft, he retreated with the Lord 
Jfocke, a Danijb Privy Counfcllour, into the little Sconce, whi¬ 
ther alfo mod of the Officers were gone, hoping to get over the 
water to Fuenen 5 but the contrary wind blowing hard, he was 
forced to yield hitnfelf up like the reft, at diferetion. 

After this, the King of Sweden thinking it expedient tad need- 
full to undertake adetign fuitablc to theprefent Neccffities, call¬ 
ing his chief Officers to Kiel to confer with them there 5 himfelf 
departing from wifmar in Pomerania, Jan. 5.1*57, arriving at Kiel 
on the9th day.* the rcfulc of whole ferious deliberation with 
mangle the Rix Admiral, and others, was, That a tryall fheuld 
be made to get over into the Iflaaduf Fueitcncnc way or other, 

whether 
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whether the Froft held or nor. Wherefore the froft holding, he 
fent the Admiral to Fredericks-Ode^ to order thofe Regiments in 
Jutland to draw together thither ©n the 26 day : After the fending T. ItfJ 
fomc to view the Ice beyond Fredericks Ode, and nigh Fuenen, and Ls^Wj 
over againft the Ifland of Brofoe, (where the Swedifh fet foot, for 
the better performance of their defign) whofe horfes of the third 
party fent, (the Ice breaking) were drowned, they with much 
ado faving their lives: and alter the King’s ordering both Wings, 
and all things accordingly, after fomedifputes, (thisdyfafler al¬ 
fo happening unto the Swedes, that the two Regiments of fValdek 
and Koningfmark fanck into the Ice ; fo that CoJ. Boreman came 
to no action : and two Companies of mldek’s Regiment were 
drowned, with fomc Troopers of Koningfmark and Boreman) the 
Danes were totally touted and put to fligbr, Col .Jens, a valiant 
and experienced Souldicr, defiring quarter of the Rix-Admiral j 
thofe that were not put to the fword, being immediately taken 
prifoners: only fomc few retreating upon the Ice, (Come of whom 
were drowned) (and of all the Danes forces not 200 efcaping) 
were purfued at the heels by feme, commanded forces, W here¬ 
upon M. G. Berendts was commanded towards Langland and 
Srvincburg to encounter 500 horfe, who were to come from thence 
to affift Col. Jens 5 and Col, Aft) eh berg had oftlfer to^gb to Middle- 
fort to beat up Col. Bilde with’hiMoo horfe,btft he was retreated 
before to Odenfea. Jens confeflcd* That ihtt'DatiPS forces confin¬ 
ed in all of 3000 horfe, betides? 70© Qefmans^ and 1500 Land- 
forces, whereof all the Superiour Officers (exeepl one Capt. Ru¬ 
mor , who was killed in the bcginnirig)'were talftfi prifoners: and 
among thefe chief and publique Officers, were .five Senatours 5 as 
alfo L. Q.Guldenlewy whoall had fled to Odenfea • there were like- 
wife taken in divers places, about *0 pieces of Ordnance, with a 
great quantity of ammunition* and a Magazine well furnifhed * 
and when the King of Sweden had' fent the Rix Admiral to New- 
hurg, to feizeon four Dantfti Men of War there, (a great number 
of fmali Vcflels and Boats being likewife'feized on) he prcfently 
came unto Odenfea, This Ifland was taken Jan. 30. 1*57. 

But in or about October before, the Venetians loft again the Ifle 
of Tenedos to the Turks, though not without ruine to the Conque- 
rour. The Venetian Fleet being gone from the faid Ifland to take 
in frefh waters the Turk’s Fleet took opportunity t© land there a 
great body of men, who prcfently fetting upon the Fort of Tene¬ 
dos by ftorm, were inthe firft attempt repulfed 5 but they prepa- 
paringforanew Onfet, aad being numerous, the Venetian Garri- 
fon working a Mine under the Fort, difpofed their powder there¬ 
in with a march fitted to it, and then quitting the place, the Turks 
taking pofleflion thereof, were (Fort and all) blown up into the 
Ayr. The Venetian Fleet returning, and perceiving what had 
happened, and the Turks Fleet being at hand, they prepared for 
an encounter ; which being performed refolutely on both tides* 

(for the Grand Vitier encouraged the Turks, he having come pur* 
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polely from Confiantinople, to fee that Ifland regained, whole pof- 
+ 5 JS* l'cflion is of fo great concernment to the Commerce of that City) 
to 1**8.* in the conclufion, the Venetians got a new notable Viftory, finking 
i>VNJ 1 6 of the Turk’s Men of War, with four that came from Tripoli 

to ferve the Grand Seignior 9 taking alfo [four of their Gal¬ 
leys. 

About the fame time, 1500 Danes made an Incurfion into Bre- 
merwerden, hoping thereby to have relieved Bremerwerden ; but 
the Suffer refolutely playing their parts thereabouts, made good 
the fiege, rendring all the Danes enterprife fruitltfie, both touch¬ 
ing Bremerwerden, and other places in that Country. Eggcrick 
the Govcrnour of Bremerwerden keeping in very elofe,’aftcr the at¬ 
tempt made upon the Behlemer Sconce; from whence they were 
repelled by the Swedish Garrifon, with great Ioffe. 

But while the King of Sweden was thus ftruggling with the 
Dane , moft inhumane cruelties and perfections werea^ed by the 
Papifts and their party in P^W^tgainft the Proteftants: The firft 
City which they fet upon being Lefna , whither many Prote- 
ffants had come for fhelter 9 there being three Congregations of 
them, to wit, thcPolonian, Bohemian ,and German . They intended 
to have put all to the fwordtherein; but the Citizens having no¬ 
tice of their coming, left the City and all their wealth behind 
them, fleeing thorow Woodsand boggs into Stlefia. The enemy 
entring the City, found nprte but aged and bed-rid pcrfins,wh®m 
they barbaroufiy flew, and after plundring the City, burned it to 
a flies. In otherrplaces gllo they cruelly murdared divers Mini- 
fters, and people of all ages and fexes. 

Before the taking of Fuenetf* the S wedifh King being in Pomera - 
ma y he was intent upon making new leavics to oppofethe proceed¬ 
ings of the Poles under Cx.arneski, who had then removed the War 
out of Poland, to their doors ; for 4000 .Poland Troopers fording 
the River Oder, and plundring Done*, not far from Stettin, fet it 
on fire. Part of the forces in Holfiein being alfo fent for by the 
King to oppofc the Polanders. 

The King of Poland having had a Treaty with the Ele&our of 
Brandenburg, it was brought to an iffuc 9 which was, That he 
could be no further prevailed with by the King, than to ftand 
Neutral betwixt the Poles and Swedes, 

About the moneth of December, an Ambaffadour coming to 
Confiantinople , from the King of Perpa, with a gallant Train, he 
prcl'ently went to his audience 9 and at the making of his Prepo- 
fition* he drew out his Shabel, faying, That in cafe the Grand 
Seignior would nut reftore the leffer Babylon, and make farisfa&ion 
for the Merchants goods which the Turks robb’d, and the capti¬ 
vated Perfians, which (during the Treaty of peace) were carried 
away into flaveryby his Subjc&s 5 then in his King’s Name he de¬ 
clared War. There was no.anfwer followed hereupon, but both 

the Ambaffadour and the chiefeft of his Train being caft into pri- 

fon 9 his head was prefenily after fevered from his body. So that 
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the Turks being furc of War with the Perfians, there w as to be 
but one Camp let out with the Turk’s great Enfign, againft the oicLriS* 
Venetian Rcpublique : Thegreat Prince being to flay at home to toitfyS. 
fupply recruits, and to have a watchlul 1 eye upon the Mufcovites , 
who then fpake in Thunder to the Turkifo Monarchy by their 
warlique threatenings. Before which time, the ibn of the Grand 
Vifier being enraged at the death of his father, f ware. He would 
be revenged on the grand Signior himfelf, and all thatcounl’elled 
him to put his Father to death. Wherefore he rifing up in rebel¬ 
lion, and making no fmall difturbancc, fome advil'ed, that lie 
might be endeavoured to be appealed by favourable promotions; 
but others liked not chat, becaufc of giving encouragement to 
others in the like cafe. . 

But the Jefuits who had been expelled from the City and Ter¬ 
ritories of Venice the fpaee of 50 years, were re-admitted again 
by the Senate’s authority, upon the Pope’s felicitation 9 for which 
he thanked them by his Nuntio. 

The Poles having taken the City of Conitz, from the Swedes; 
the King of Sweden about this time retook it again. 

In the moneth of January, the English f urprized 600 Spaniards 
in Jamaica Ifland, who had hid thcmfclvcs among the Thickets 
and bufhes, fome whereof were {lain, fome taken prifoners ; and 
fome other Spaniards fleeing away in a fmall Veffcll towards 
Cuba . 

About February , wrangle was appointed Prote&our of the 
Dukcdomeof Bremen . 

And about the moneth of April, the King of Spain bent his mind 
above all other affairs, upon the attaquing of Portugal, which he 
intended to fet upon with an Army in four Bodies. And to this 
end, the Nobility were preparing to attend him. The grand Stan¬ 
dard which ufe.d to be kept in the City of Soria, being brought 
forth for that Expedition: which was principally undertaken^ 
upon a fuppofal (their King being deceafcd) of difeontents and 
divifions in Portugal. 

Bur Count \Magnus de la Gardie ( who governed the Province of 
Liefiand for the King of Sweden) being defirous to revenge the inva- 
fion which the Mufcovites had made the year before into that 
Country, caufcd 3000 men to b^drawn out of the Army there; 
and entring into the Mafcovite's Country, laid, near ioo Villages 
in afhes, put 2000 men to the fword, took Brfur, a place betwixt 
Qorpt and Plotzko, which was the place of the Magazine for 
Arms and Ammunition, and fet fire on the Town. Whereupon 
the Mufcovites being provoked, a body of them purfued the S we¬ 
difh as they were returning with their booty, which being rc-in- 
forced by an addition of 2000 Germans, it came tokn Encounter; 
but the Swedes being ftrengthened by fome forces, fent them by 
the Governour of Revell, got the better, forcing the enemy to re¬ 
tire indifordcr, leaving 600 men dead on the place, and 400 
;aken prifoners. With the Ioffe of one Colonel, and about tfo 
Kkkk i bode. 
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horfc to the Swedes. This fell out in April, 1657. About which

| But Czarneski with 8000 Polifti horfe entriug in the fame O&o- 

ber into Pomerania , wafted that part of it which belonged to the 

Swede*, and advancing as far as betwixt Stetin and Anklam, rhey 
dealt tnoft barbaroufly with the Inhabitants: yea they came 10 
*AnkUm it felfj where they burnt the Horfe-Mills, (alio a fecond 
time before Stettin , confuming and burning down all to the 
ground thereabouts) and had not the overflowing of the River 

Pein hindred, they would have made a farther fpoyl and pro- 
grtfle 5 whereupon they returned back again into the Marck : and 
the King of Sweden being then thereabouts, colliding his forces 
tooppofe them j (his men being mightily encouraged by the un¬ 
expected news ef the taking Fredericks Ode) they hearing the King 
was drawing an Army together, went back again over the Oder . 

Czarneski afterwards returning into Poland- 

About November, the Portugal Forces having rendezvouzed at 

Mlvas, notoncly pa (fed the River of Guadiana ; but coming be¬ 
fore Moron, after fourdayes fiege, conftrained the Goveroour to 
furrender it upon Capitulation: which news moved the King of 

Spain , in regard it was provided with all neceflaries for a long 
liege, and might have held our, till relief had been brought by the 

Duke of San Germano , the Spanifh General. 

But at Cenflautinople all means was ufed to intercede for the £of- 
faefo >thzi they might be reconciled to the Crown of Poland ; where 
likcwife warlique preparations both for Sea and Land were then 
eagerly followed. Then were the Perjians alfo ftirring againft the 

Turks 5 whofe Land-forces were to a£t againft them*(if they could 
not either make a ceftation of arms with them, or find out feme 
other way for accommodation, which they defired) whercfqre 
they thenRlockt up Lemnos , which bcingrcduced, their Land- 
iorccs might be employed either againft the Perfians^i fomeother 
parts. But the Venetian Commander in Lemnos ftoutly behaving 

1 himfclf, rc pul fed the Turks in 15 aflaulrs ; yet the Turks at la ft

proclaim the King of Sweden for an open enemy, and to publiih Am '° l6 K ' 

open war againft him. d r Ghrin, | 

Philip the 4th King of Spain being aged, and almoft beyond cx- L<evNj 
peftation, having a young Prince, his Son and Heir, born unto 
him in November, 11S57, Bonefircs were caul'cd to be mede 
throughout all the SpanijU Dominions : all Officers being to ocr- 
form that folemnity in the moft magnificent manner. 4 

But the Poles continuing their Leaguer before Riga, the Cover- 
aour I-Ielmfield, Jan. 12. i$57,affaulted the befiegcr’s well forti¬ 
fied Leaguer with about 60 00 men on the other fide of the Dun a* 
and fucccfsfully fcalipg it, he took 20 Colours, with all the Ar¬ 
tillery and baggage, and 200 prifoners 5 among whom were ma¬ 
ny Polifh Lords, and perfonsof note; Col. Wigand their Com¬ 
mander was flain, with divers other Colonels, and 1800 com¬ 
mon Souldicrs alfo killed on the place. The Conquer ours fincinn- 
luch ftorcof provifions and viduals there, rhat the Iahabirat t? 
of the City were two dayes in carrying of it away; fo that 
the Pole's Leaguer was wholly ruined, and chofc of ‘Rina let free 
again. * 

In or about February after, the Adrians and Poles going up 
further into the Country of Pru/ia, committed great outrages and 
miolcncics in thcBiflioprick of Ermhncl . They feized on Newark 
by treachery of a Popifh Burgomaftcr ; and afterwards the Caft'le 

Brazian. But chofe of Thoren having a defign, fallyed out upon 
the Pies, killing many, and taking a number of prifonen, with 

4 field-pieces, and much Ammunition. 

A little before which time, all the people of Naples being dif- 
Gonccnred, as not liking the Spanifh Government, 8000 Bandits 
were on foot in rhat Kingdom, their Lt aders being of great Fami¬ 
lies : fo that, the Tower of Annunciado was faid 10 be taken, and 
three garrifons put to the fword. But the Vice-Roy took two Bj- 
fhops which were among the Bandits, as alfo a man difguifed in 
womans cloaths, who privately carrying a Poniard to (tab the 
faid Vice-Roy, intended thereupon to have roifed a Tumult. And 
thefe Bandits continuing their rebellion,one Capr. AAaitel'i about 

Jan. meeting with a party of them, purfued and took 20 of then; 
cutting off their heads; the reft taking Santfuary in a houfc at 

Pdw/»o,loug defended themfelvcs : but at length they being con¬ 
ftrained to yield, were font prifoners to BaiaCMe. After which 
the V ice-Roy fent a Bod y of forces toward Saleme and La Pouille] 
to endeavour the hindering of the faid Bandits from cncreafm^ 
their Troops that way ; for they were grown very infoleoc and 
audacious, being encouraged by hopes of fuccour the next Sprint 
out of France, a 

But the Swedes having taken not oncly Putnen, but Lav*land, 

LAland, phaljler, and Zealand, from the Danes', infomuch* that 
their forces were every where defeated and reduced under the 

S wedifh povtjer ; the two Kings came urn© a Treaty of Peace ; in

_which, Engliih Agents (the Danifh King having accepted of the 

A fC 3 Prote&our’s mediation) and French, with fome Plenipotentiaries 
na if/*? of the Danifti Rix-Senacours, (all others being excluded) were to 
L/VNJ 1 mediate. But the Danifh King being reduced to a defperate con¬ 
dition, the agreement was made by the mediation of an Englifh 
Envoy, whom the fa id King prevailed with to interpofe: the 
King of Sweden giving but 24 hours parley , and it was done,upon 
very advantagious conditions on the Swedifh King's fide; as alfo 
fomewhae for his Father in law, the Duke of Holftein. This Peace 
was concluded betwixt them, on Febr. 27.1657. 

On Febr. 20th, there began a Polifh Convocation in warfovia, 
where many Senators appeared. A main Propofition there made, 
being concerning a Treaty of Peace with Sweden $ which if it 
cpuld net be obtained, then means was to be refolved on fot pur- 
fuance of the War, and to make a League with the United Ne- 
therland Provinces ; and an agreement with the Co/acks, for a 
eeffacion of Arms. The Senators then took an Oath, not to re¬ 
veal any of their Confutations. The Gentry likewife complai¬ 
ned much againft thequarteiing of the tAuflrian forces, and the 
maintaining of their own Souldiers: for whom moneys were to 
be raffed* There was alfo another Propofition concerning the 
toleration of the Proteftant Religion 5 which the Gentry admit¬ 
ted, (though the Clergy accepted not of it) declaring. That the 
Augufiine and Reformed Religion fhouldbe tolerated, but not the 
Socinian. They alfo refolved againft the Clergies Protcftaiion, 
which would have no peace with Sweden, accepting of the french 
mediation therein. Then alfo the Commander of the Aujtrian 
forces defiring an Oath of fidelity to be made to him in the King 
of Hungary's name, in the City of Cracow , the States of Poland 
were much offended. 

There was likewife about this time, a meeting of the Clergy in 
f landers, to raife money for the King of Spain : The Bifhop ex¬ 
horting them, faid, There was great ncceffity, that a fum (hould 
be yearly raifed to profecutc the War againft the Englifh and 
French 5 allcdging, that the Enemies aymed chiefly at the Cler- 
gic^s revenues 5 they being then upon the hazard of lofing all: all 
which might be prevented. Their Aflembly brake up divers 
times: at whofe firft meeting,many of them declared, they be¬ 
ing poof, had nothing to give 5 which being known to the 
contrary, they afterward contributed, and lubfcribed large 
Turns. 

But fomething not altogether inconfiderable, comes to be rela¬ 
ted out of the Edfi-Indies , the ftate of the great Mogol , who there 
dcceafing, in 1657, the Indians loft fuch a pretious treafure in 
him that was fo wife and fortunate, that they defpaired of ever 
feeing a Succeflour to his Virtues; yet he lived to the age of 7 3 
years: who leaving behind him four fons, (and being by every 
pne a grandfather) they were all fomewhat equally balltnecd in 
power, (by a divifion ©f that yafte Empire, into a kind of Tctrar- 
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chy) being onely fubordinate to their father while he lived : Nei- 'N-'GO. 
ther could the right of primogeniture extend the eldeft his Domi" ^u 1 ? 3 
mons any farther than by thefword, which was then like to be wSS? - 
the Arbitrator; to that whatever was done by the three Elder 
brothers, the diftance of the place, and difficulty of pafiage had 
then denyed intelligence to thofe of Surrat: but sjMorat Bux the 
younger, having crowned hisnfelf king of Guzarat , his Seat being 
at Abmadwad ., (a great City 100 miles from Surrat) fentinOtfo 
her, or about the beginning of Novemb. 1657, an Army under 
an Eunuch s command to reduce Surrat Caftle, it being of verv 
confiderableftrcngth,and commanding thebeft Port of his Domu 
Bions, befides a treafure of above 200000 ]. ftcrling therein * but 
the Govcroour refufing to deliver it to any but Worroskohrl the 
Eldeft, who was King of Dell h the Eunuch clofc befieging the 
lame, and working three Mines under the brink of the Moat he 
1 prang one of them, Decemb.20, blowing up 60 yards of the out 
ward wall; which although it would have little advantaged him 
(had the Souldiers continued refolute) yet the frights of danger* 
and promifed lndemppity, made them conftrainthe faid Gover* 
nour tofurrenderit,Decemb.thc4th after, (though on honou¬ 
rable terms, and after much Ioffe to the befiegers) That divifion 
having almoft put an end to the Trade of Surrat. 

About the latter end of 1 6 5 7, the Afufcovites remaining abmir 
Jemma, which they had befieged from the middle of Febr before 
wuh between 5 and 6ooo men; M. G. Horn, Govcrnour of/*’ 
gcrmanland, approaching with but 800 men, and four pieces of

On the i^th day of which moneth, the Dutchcfle of Newburgh 
was delivered of a" young Prince, which made the Court re- 
joyce. 

Two or three moneths before this, ihe Turks were more enra¬ 
ged againft Chriftiansin the City of Jerulalem, than formerly, 
demanding of them and their Merchants double Cultome; threat- 
ning to turn them out, and lead them Capfive, if they would rot 
pay, and not fuffering any Chriftians to come thither 5 which 
perplexed the poor Chriftians there very much 5 the Guardian 
having defired 20 moneths time to fend the religious people into 
Chriftendom to gather Alms. 

But in the fame moneth of April, 1658, 8©o foot Souldiers out 
of Polonifh Regiments palling over the River Wcyfscl about Dir- 
jban> , with intent to take poft in a Sconce not far from the Village 
Lifsatv , and fo to invade the great Werder: Prince Adolph futn- 
moning all the horfe and foot to be had in Eliing and Hooft t would 
forthwith have encoutitred them : But the Bridg being fomewhat. 
damnified by the high water,hc was hindered 5 To that the enemy' 
had time to fortifie thcrrifclves with feme Paiifadoes: but a9 
foonas the Svfcdifh got ever,thcy advanced before the faid Sconce 
of Lifsaw 3 which the Polifh (though they made ftrong oppofition, 
after L. Col. Plaw iheGovcrnour was killed, his forces that entred 
therein 1 a8 files 5 being diminifhed to 6 %, and all provifioni cutoff 
from the other fide) within few dayes were forced to furrender it, 
Apr. 2 1, upon diferetion, with all the Men, Canons, and Ammu¬ 
nition that was left. Sapbia was coming to relieve the fame, but 

hearing it was yielded, he retreated back again. 

CMay 4th after, 165S, the French, with i'ome Englifh affifting 
them, had a defeat in attempting to furprixe Oftend in Flandersy 
by a Plot laid with two Burgomafteri, and fome others within the 
Town, on eSpindeler, a Colonel,bani{hcd formerly out of Flanders , 
being to be a chief a&or in the bufinefle, who was indeed their 
betrayer. The time being come, and all figns of a furrender gi¬ 
ven, the Goternour being pretended to be flain, &c. between 
9 and 10 in the morning,the new Tide ferving, Marlhal TfAumnt 
going in, in Veflels, with between 6 and 700 men, the final! (hot 
and great guns alfo now firing apaee, they were contained to 
yield thcmfelves priloners: fame, endeavouring to run afhoar on 
the Contribution fide, beiBg killed by the horfe there on purpofe 
placed. Of the Englifti that went to ayd the Marlhal in his land¬ 
ing, were taken prifoners no men 5 of the Sea-men that went 
afhoar there being but four wanting. 

A little before the fame time, the King of Sweden fuvdmox\lx\^ 
an Aflcmbly of all the Provinciall Governours of Sweden, with 
moft of the Bifhops, and a Deputy from each City to Gottenburgby 
Rofenkam (they being met) Commander of Stockholm^ opened the 
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Aflcmbly with an elegant Oration, being followed sheiein by the 
othe r Deputies, congratulating the King touching the profperous *■“*** 
fuca fle of his Arms : and before May 17, we find him gone from 
Gottenburgby having obtained of the Eftates of his Realm all that (✓YXf 
he demanded of them.- particularly, a Levicof 14000 men for 
iccunng of Pomnama. In the mean time, M. G. Jephfon the En- 
gliOi Envoy, arrived at Berlin, where was theEleftour of Bran- 
denburg his Court, as alfo an Ambafladour from the L.ntgrave oF 
H.jTen: The firft intimating thus much, That he who fhould be 
an enemy to the King of fhould alfo be fo to the LordPro- 
teaor. The othei *s Cora million fectning to tend to the fame cifcil- 
which was,To endeavour a hinderance of Jealoufie and difference’ 

(crept in between thefaid King and Eleflour) from breaking out- 
andl kr.4 g0od »»<Jcrftanding and conftant friendfhip might be 
on both (ides preferved. For then in the faid EleSout's Domi¬ 
nions, divers Magaiines wete to be erefled, a great quantity of 
provifion being to be brought together to that effeft; he alfo ^ea- 
yied great forces, his defign being not at firft known ; but in July 
after, tt was apparent. That between the King of Sweden and J «he 
Eleaour, was nothing intended but open heftility .• this laft.pub- 
lifhinga Mtmfefo of grounds of his proceedings, in keeping

As concerning evacuation and reftitution of places between rhe 
Dane and Swede, the King of Denmark was to repoffefle Fredericks - 
Ode , when the Caftle of Bremerwerden fhould be reftored to the 
King of Sweden*, and about the beginning of May this prefent 
year, 1658, all Regiments of Sweden were tranfported out of Zea¬ 
land 5 but thefc in Fuenen were not to be removed till the Treaty 
of the Danifh King with the Duke of Hol(lein, (wherein there 
were fome tergivulations ufed on the Danifh fide ) was brought 
to a final upihor. 

But on July 18, 165 8, Leopoldus King of Hungary and Bohemia 
(the former Emperour deceafiog April 2,1657,/was chofen Em- 
perour of Germany by the feven Elc&ours at the Imperial City of 
Franckford . 

And Septemb. 3d following, (the very day on which the two 
memorable Vi&ories of \ Dunbar in Scotland , and tvorcefier in 
£/2g/Wagainft the Scottifh King were by him obtained) Oliver 
Crorrfwetiy Lord Prote&or of the three Nations,after about 14 dayes 
fickneffe, like au Ague in the beginning, about the hour of three 
in the afternoon, departed from the living, having born that Su- 
pream Qffice alm.oft five years. And the next day, Sept.4. Richard; 
fheeldcft Son of the faid Oliver,wis by the Privy Council’s Com¬ 
mand proclaimed Lord Prote&ot of England, Scotland, and Iren 
land jits his Father's Read. Which on the fame day was perform¬ 
ed, firfl near the Council-Window in white-Hall -, then in the 
Palace-Yard at ryeflminfler * and after that in the City of Lon¬ 
don. 

But about the middle of July, the Swedifh forces invading 
Ele&oral Pruffia, and plundring fome Villages, they killed the 
Duke of Brandendurg his fafe-guards which they there found, but 
one Col. Skoneck lying in wait for them, met at lift with a Swe¬ 
difh party of a00,near Rofenberg , bringing fome of them prifoaers 
to Kings berg. 

Then alio the Treaty betwixt Sweden. and the ^/fo-u/tefuccefs- 
fi*\ly going on, the Governour of Riga wrote to the Swedifh king. 
That he hoped there would be no occafion to fend force agaihft 
him. Bat the Cham of Tar.tary lent to.the king of Poland, and 
congratulating him, proffered him affiftanae againft all his ene¬ 
mies. 

This prefent year aifo, 1 65 8, came.intelligence into England,

But Prince Ragotsky being returned out of Poland into Tranflva- Jfch/ift! 3 
nia, the Great Turk (having before commanded him in 1657, up* 10 iff*.’ s 
on great penalty, not to proceed in his march again# Poland) fent 
to him, torcfigpi his principality of Tranfylvahia to his Ccuftn 
Reada ; he at that prefeni yielded thereto5 ( although to refign up 
any of his Forts into the Turks hands, he utterly denyed) and re- 
afluming his Principality again, without the faid Turk’i content, 
he being enraged again# him, would cry his uemoft to deveft him 5 
and difpofltfsalfo the Princes of Moldavia and tvallachia : where¬ 
fore, he ordering great forces again# him, about the latter end of 
April, 1658, the Turks totally defeated the Prince of mdaebia ,. 
who was marching to Prince Ragotzis ayd, (who had alfo fait to 
Vienna , to demand the promifed ayd by the King of Hungary 
againft thofe Turks ) 800® being flam upon the place, and a great 
number of prifoners taken y among whom, were divers Boyars, 
the principal Officers of that Prince who thereupon fleeing into 
Tranfylvania , the Turks forced another to accept his Principali¬ 
ty. And the Grand Signior being ftill bent to dethrone the faid 
Bagotzi , lent about July rigorous Orders to the (Moldavian and 
Wallachian Princes, That they fhould endeavour to invade him* 

But to the Bafhaw of Muda y he fent more fevere order for the fame 
efFcdt, with a threatning^ That if he did not bis duty, he fhould 
be fiead alive, and his skin placed on one of Buda* s Towers.- 
Wherefore the Bafhaw advancing about the beginning of July, 

Prince Ragetski challenged him to a fight: who thereupon break¬ 
ing up from i>/^4,and marchi,ig towards Arad Caftle, thcTrafc* 
fylvanians fired the Suburbs near that Caftle. The Turk’s Officers 
vrh® led the Avant, feeing the fmoke and fire, haftened dire&ly 
to the Caftlc,whom the Hungariani following,put them to flight , 
taking and putting many to the fword ; Muftapha Beg being taken 
prifoner. Wherefore the Tranfylvanians encouraged, drew near 
the Turks main Army ; the Turks thereupon difeharged 3 great 
Guns as a warning,that their men fhould retire within the Wag¬ 
gons placed fo as to ferve for a fafeguard: but the Tranfylvanians 
fo roundly plyed them with their great Guns, that they being 
brought intoconfufion, fled into a Valley: whom thcTranfylva- 
nians purfuing, drave them into the River Mor 3 where they were 
drowned : and the whole Turkifh Army became a prey : this 
was on July 4th, 1658. The chief prifoners being befides Mufa- 
pha , wounded, the Baffa of Agria 3 the Col. %Ag* of the Janizaries, 

Col. %yenely Aga at Buda, and the Beg of Lippi: Alai Beg of 
Waitzcn being trodden to death bythehorfc; the Bafhaw was 
likewife fo put to it in the flight, that he was forced ro run into 
the water : whom notwithftanding, a Hufsar purfued, catching 
him by thegarment to cake him; but he was refeued, and the 
Hufsar {lain. The Prince’s men purfuing them above 30 leagues 
to one of their chief Cities, they returned with rich booties. The 
news of this rout caufcd facb an alteration at Conftantinople y that 
LI 11 2 (violating 
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(violating the Law. of Nations* and growing in a rage againft the 
©TGhrift*^ Chriftians) they imprifoned the Imperialland French Ambafla- 
(o it ?s. * dours, charging the French of being complice with his Son in his 
U/'vrsj Letter in Cyphers, which, they intercepted : and the other. That 
his Matter had fuffered feme German Companies to ferve under 
Ragotski,( although the Emperour’s Deputies had demonftrated,it 
was without his confcntj and that the Turk for his money might 
have as many of.them as he would). 

InAuguft following, th eAuftriaus forces being apprehended 
to be on their march towards the Frontiers of the Turks, to eppofe 
their power, it was wifhed, they might deal better with the Pio- 
reftants in rhofeparts, than the forces under the Count of Dhong 
had done, who ufed them nootherwife, than the Turks were ufed 
when over-ppwted. 

Buothc Portugal having this Summer taken the field againft 
the Spaniard, about Slvafj they befiegedand rook the Fort of Sc. 
Chrjflopher , before. Badaiox, and palling the River Guadiana, their 
General June.a^^'aflaulccd. ianother very firong Fort which the 
Spaniards had builded : and ordering the General of horfc toget 
between the Fore and City tademolifh the Spaniards lines, he put 
to the fword twOL-Troops of horfp, v and two Companies of foot, 
whom they had left behind* except two taken. There was 40.0 
well.armed in the Fort with .an Irifh Commander, who couca* 
gionfty behaving^hemfelves* and the enemy coming (the mean 
time) out of:tbs-Town to hinder their defign, $00 appointed 
againft the Portugals right Wing, were every man killed on the 
place ; and the like happening to them that were commanded for 
the left; thus, after thrceJhqurs they were totally defeated and 
driven back, leaving 1200 on the place. W hereupon the Fort 
wasfurrencired at the Portugals mercy; the Irifh being permitted 
onely to come forth with (words 5 but all the Spaniards without 
arms. The Portugals Ioffe being of no confluence 5 onely f .me 
Commanders wounded, among whom was the Duke of Cadgval. 
After this, the Spaniard torfook another great Fort made on the 
River, leaving all in it behind them; which thele taking,ftrong- 
ly garrifoned them both 5 and advancing to Badaiox, they wholly 
befieged it. 

The King of Sweden in or about the fame Auguft, embarquing 
4ooohorfc, and 6000 foor* was found in that defign to return 
again upon Denmark :The rcafon whereof was varioufly cenlurcd; 
fome being induced to believe, That fo»c under-hand provoca¬ 
tion had been given to that magnanimous King by fome in Den¬ 
mark j for he landing at Corfoer a Port of Zealand , marched direft- 
ly towards Copenhagen ; and meeting (by the way) feme Dani(h 
horfc, they were.content to ferve under him : who was generally 
believed 10 take that opportunity to do himfelf right, and enfure 
all bel&nd him 5 that he might fafely return into prufsia and Po¬ 
merania againft the Poles and other his enemies. But fmcethis his 
invafioa of Denmark, uaany ftately Houles and Farms were fecn 
' w " on 
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on fire as well towards Copenhagen, asthe£<mW. The King of 
Sweden being at Ringftead, the Danifh King fent two Privy Coun- Anno x ^si 
feilours from Coppenhagen , about or on Aug. 1 oth, to demand the of 
rcalon of that fudden alteration, who being admitted to his pre- 
fence, he with fuch grounded rcafons demooftrated unto them 
the caufe of that his aftion, that rhey could not anfwcr a word 
againft it, but returned back with tears in their eyes. On the 1 ith 
day, the King advancing, about half a league from Coppenhagen, 
from the hill on the left hand, they perceived the Danifh rdblved 
to (land upon their defence,having fet ail the Suburbs on fire The 
King approaching the City, Aug. 13, fainted the fame withtwo 
pieces of Cannon j which being anfwered out of the Town with 
three, they fired without intermiflion, to hinder their begun ap¬ 
proaches ; who had taken the Hofpiral on one fide ; faticys being 
rn^de withoui any great damage to either. Cronenburgh Caftlc 
being likcwifebeleagured with three Regiments under Admiral 
Pouih wwagfc., The D*n*s alfo defigning to fire Helfc»,r, feme 
Swedjfh horfc being Cent to defend it, hindered the fame. And 
Scpr. 7 - 1 f 5 8 > Cronenburgh Cable was furrendrod to ihe S wedifli 
Ku.gr w.«li» gallant Artillery, and good bore of Ammunition • 
the King patently going to profecuce the (iege againft Copenha¬ 
gen with greater vigour, refolving not to ftir till it were brought 
to an ifluc : And as a help therein, a Dutch Fleet being defigned 
to fuccour the Dane* was nofoonerouc at Sea, but it being fur- 
prizcd by a ftorm, which fpoylcd moft of their Sailes and Tackle ■ 
it gave f rpe impediment to their Voyage, till they could re¬ 
pair. ; - - 

: But the great Prince of Turkey proffering to theChamof Tdr- 
\ ar b Tranfylvanui , if he could win ir, he refolved to that end to 
joyivhis forces with the Turks; bu irvyhofsky General rif the Cof- 
facks, requeuing him to ayd him againft the Coflacks Tiding with 
the Mufcuvires; he ordered Kaaraih Beg his Kiniman to march rb 
Ukrain With aooeo Tartars; with whom wyhofsky joyning with 
aooop Coflacks, they (hould go againft thole in the Mufcovite’s 
lervjcc, But. being comeover Bonflhenes, the Coflacks under thd 
Muscovites Tent them Conamiflioners, perfwadirig them that 
through great feanenefle of provifion and forrage, they were for- 
cqd to feparatefrom the T*rtars,and toencamp thcmfelves apart; 
c “7 J^bhngjy treating with the Tartars ; thefc two parties 
Pf Coflacks uniting, fell on the Tartars Camp, flaying i<ooo of 
Kaarath Beg was one. And then invading 
Nahanfh Tartar h they .made all havock they could, and wefe like 
fo to proceed Thus the Coflacks (agaihft the Polanderi and WiL 
hofskys vn\l) became open enemies to the Tartars; which is not 
cafie to be reconciled with Poland and its confederates. Ncithet 
cpuld the Tartars be taken for trufty. friends to Poland, becaufe 
they, ftrove, or are ftill driving, to make peace with the Mufco* 
vites, whofe Dake is an Arch-enemy to the Tartars^ 

In Flanders the Spanifh Army received a route Sept, 3. 1^58; 

for

for a body of Spaniards (betwixt 4 and 5000 mem) under the 
of Chrifc/ Prince of Ligne marching to joyn with their other forces, thought 
cq 1**8.’ to have vifited Tpre by the way, and to put fuccour therein 3 but 
l^VNJ they being engaged by the French, were wholly routed, the Prince 
of Ligne having his arm (hot off, iaoo being taken prifoners, the 
relf {lain and put to flight. Oudenard and CMeenen was likewife 
about this time taken fromthe Spaniard, and %Armentier$ likewife 
clofely begirr. But on the 2 6 day of the faid Seprcmb.the Town 
of Tpre was delivered into the pofleflion of Marlhal Turtin t the 
'Spaniards marching forth in the morning, about 7 or 800 men, 
with their Arms, Baggage, and two pieces of Cannon, with three 
Princes, befides the Governour. That City being one of the grea- 
teft and faireft of Flanders , was quickly carried, by the valiant and 
refolute Onfcts which the Englifh forces made upon their Coo- 
terfearps, and other Out-works 3 fhewing the like Courage there, 
as they had done before at feveral other Towns. 

The Brandenburgifb, Aufirian, and Polonian forces toward the 
latter end of this Iaft September, were drawing near the Swedifti 
forces in Holjtein 3 having then already encountred with fome 
Swedifh parties: the Duke of Holjtein going t oTonningen, where 
the Swedes were drawing into a body. O f the Enem ics, Spork led 
the Avant,cenfifting of 3000 Auftrian horfc ; the Brandenburgtfh 
forces being 10000 horfe, and 200 Dragoons; Gzarncski being 
yrith the Poltfh foot, and dooo horfc commanded by the two 
Fieldmarfhalls, who marched with the Artillery, marching very 
(lowly by reafon of the bad wayes: this Army was thus marching 
in the beginning of this prefent moneth 0 &$b. 1658: the Elc&or 
of Brandenburg having publifhed a Mantfefio , afuring the Nobi¬ 
lity of Holjtein , That his Souldiers fhould not be troubled in their' 
houfes, nor be damnified by them, defiring onely their Contri¬ 
bution, whereby the Souldiers might have fome accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Moreover, on the 4th of this prefent O&ober, came an Account 
from Col. 'Doyley Governour of Jamaica, of the profpetous fucccfle 
of the Englifh againft the Spaniards there, who being 30 Foot- 
Companies landed at Bio Nova, a place in the North of that 
Ifland: andbeiog 12 dayes there before they were difeovered, 
the faid Governour fetting fayl with 750 Officers and Souldiers, 
after a valorous landing, June 22, he fummooed the Fort; but 
the Governour Don Arnoldo & Safi fending a confident dcnyall, 
the Englifh, next morning,marching toward the Fort, and climb¬ 
ing up an high Hill, advanced in fight of the faid ‘Rjo Nova Fort: 
where finding the Work on the Land fide not finifhed to that 
heightb,as to the Sea-ward, they receiving their (hot, ran up the 
Flankers with their forlorn, having hand-Granadocs, and gained 
it in a quarter of an hour5 many of the Spaniards running out of 
the Works, the Englifh followed the chafe about 3 or 4 miles, 
doing execution : the Sea-men alfo feeing them run along the 
rocks, coming out with their boats, killed many r fo that above 

300 
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300 perfons were (lain, divers Captains, two Priefts, and cheii< r '^On - 
Serjeant Major: abour 100 ordinary prifoners being taken, and 
6 Captains, whom they fent home, the King of Spain* s Standard, to 
and 10 Colours : the reft, cfpecially the Grangers in the Woods, 
being liable to perifli. In that Fort was taken 10 barrels of pow r 
der, great ftore of fhot, 6 pieces of Ordnance, and great ftore of 
provifions. 

In the fame moneth October, the King of Sweden ftill lying be¬ 
fore fippenhagen, and going in a Galliot to find out the paflages 
to the Ifland of Amak , (joyned to that City by a btidge) it being 
fomewhat grouady near the fhoar, he embarqued himfclf with 
the Rix-Admiral in a fmall Shallop of the Galliot, which through 
the highnefleof the wind, and force of the ftream, ovet-rari and 
overwhelmed the Shallop; the Matter being drowned, the King 
and the reft narrowly efcaping. And the King refolving to at- 
taque the faid Ifland, a Danijh Captain pretending a zeal to him, 
he entrufted him for his guide to the beft paflages leading to the 
Town3 but (as foonas he arrived there,) the Captain ran away, 
giving notice to the Danijb King, that the King of Sweden being in 
Amak with a fmall number, might be eafily taken: Wherefore 
they Tallying out, had not the Rix-Admiral obferved the Danifh 
Troopers coming on the bridg, he had narrowly cfcaped: where T 
as now, retiring a little, he kill’d, took, and dtfperfed 1500 
Hanes : And the Ifland not being of ftrength for advantage, he 
carried away on (hip-board, and deftroyed, all the Cattle and 
Victuals which he found, that Copenhagen might have no fupplies 
from thence. 

Alfo Field mar ftia 11 Douglas retreating to the borders of Curland, 
expe&ing a fupply from that Duke, (who before had fupplycd the 
Mufcovites and Lithuanians ) according to an agreement, A party 
of Lithuanians routed almoft doo of his Rear-guard: wherefore 
the Duke, now (Teeming a neuter) brake down all bridges to his 
Town of Mittaw, fummoning his Subje&s againft the Swedes : 
whereupon, Douglas (left the Lithuanians and Curlanders fhould 
joyn) fent 600 Souldiers by night,down the river in 24 fmall Vef- 
fels, which he took, inftruAing the chief Captain (fpeaking the 
Lithuanian tongue) how to proceed 3 who telling the firft Sentinel j 
that they were Lithuanians much wounded, (coming in the night, 

(t earing the Swedes) for cure, palling by him, flew him; the fe- 
cond Sentinel running away, without giving notice ; but the third 
crying out, the Captain had leifure to enter, and difeharge two 
great Guns as a fignal to Douglas • who getting alfo in with little 
refiftance, rook the Duke and Dutchetfc, (the Elc&or of Branden - 
hurgh his After) with the other Courtiers, prifoners. The caufe 
hereof was, for that there were Letters of the Duke of Curland* s, 
fent (contrary to his Neutrality) both to the Po/iJibKing, the Li* 
tbuanian General, the Mufcovian Governour of Kaken-houjen, and 
alfo to the Duke of Brandenburg, inviting them againft the King 
•f Sweden in Liefiand, and ellewhere* 

L111 3 the 
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rsty^s The Dutch Fleet having a defign to bring relief into Coppenhagen\ 

. O&ob. 29 coining almolt within Cannon lliot of Helfinge- Caftle, i 

is iSftJ* fearing its reach, held the Goaft of Schonen, and being come up 
C/*V*s J together with a favourable wind, went by the Caftle, being falu- 
tedfrom thence with two Cannons,and the Swedifh Fleet gaining 
up to them; after eight in the morning the Fight began, and con¬ 
tinued three hours. Admiral Wrangell for fame time defending 
himfelf againftfix Dutch {hips , at length (with a little damage) 
bearing towards the (hoar: the other Swedifh fbips ("the whilej 
endeavouring to> the utmofi. \ The Dutch , to avoid the brunt 
(from the beginning) giving the Swedes way, and gave place 
when they ftrove to board them. The Dutch loft nine fhips 
in all, the Swedes but two. De mtt, the Dutch Admiral, his Ship 
being taken and fpoyled, with himfelf, who afterwards dyed 
of a wound in his thigh; 210 prifoners taken, 100 (lain, and 
60 maimed in the fame (hip. No Swedifh perfons of quality 
were then known to be mortally wounded. Yet whileft the fight 
lafted, the Dutch Merchant-mcn pacing thorow the Zound, 
piy the defigned Relief into Coppenhagen ; but the King of 
Sweden , who with his Queen were Spe&ators (from Cronenbur&b 
Caftle) of the Fight, it being ended, prcfcntly hafted to fee to his 
Leaguer before Coppenhagen. 

About rhe fame time the foies who had befieged Thoren in Pruf- 
fia, after a near approach, and fomc thoufands loft before it, 

(their King and Queen refiding alfo in the Leaguer) deferted the 
fiege. 

Butin Flanders the French General, Marfhal Ture’m, cranfport- 
ing his Army over the Scheldt took (in his march) and plundred 
the two Towns of Geerdbergc and Grammont ; and afterwards be 
took the fmall Town of Aloft, between SrujTels and Gaunt , it hew¬ 
ing but meanly fortified ; yet very remarkable for the abundance 
of Hops growing about it. 

I fhall now infert 2. or 3. remarkable things, and fo draw to a 
conclulion of this our Appendice. The one, being a ftrange Ap¬ 
parition in Cornwall ih the Weft of England, about the moneth of 
Auguft, 1*575 it was of Hurlers, as they are there called; and 
were feen by many in a field of ftanding Corn? about 2o/e-Caftle; 
they being innumerable; and in white apparrel; and at laft they 
hurled themfelves into the Sea. Some of the Spectators going af¬ 
terwards into the field, found the Corn no whit damnified; con¬ 
trary to their expe&ation. Another was, of a very ftrange Mon- 
fter-Ghild or Children, (for it feemed to be two) born (though li¬ 
ving but few.dayes) of a Souldier’s Wife at merted on the Eldet- 
Sconce near Ardemburg-. it was fo ftrange, both for outward and 
inward parts, asfcarce hath been heard of the like ; for befidcs 
the two heads and two necks, and fout afms, the eyes of the fd- 
male flood where the mouth fhould beand above the eyes,flood 
in the middle, a tpafculine member orGenital of an ordinary.big- 
,-:T. “ “r" * " . nefle. 
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heffe, hanging down to the right eye,&c. And for the male,thcre r W r * 
were (when difle&ed) found therein,'two Hearts, t#o Lungs, one ' 

great Liver, and one Gall; two Stortiachs, the~^ biggeft whereof to risyt. * ■ 
had joyned unto it a Mile and two Kidneys, the tight being big- WV . 
ger than the left; the female having one!y the genital! parts : 
which had two firm teeth in its mouth under the chih; like; a fun¬ 
dament; but the male-body had a very little hole infteadiof a 
mouth, but without a chin: the skin of which Monftrous body, 
both behind as well as before, being found caPbe Interlarded with 
fat. • '. ; •• 

But in the Gulph of Venice, in a Ship fayling to Venice,where- 
in were Turkish and tArmenian paffengers ; the envy of the Cap¬ 
tain and the reft increasing againft twoEogliftimfcn,Febr.28 and 
29, becaufe.thcy eomplyed not wichthem id their words and ex¬ 
ample, fo that they were denyed the GopkrRooB& 'ro drefle their 
provifion, and threatned to be fecaftidar on fomc Ifland; and one 
of them by the Captain th reamed,: when theyca wet p Venice* to 
be burnt; the next day earl y in the morning, March 1.1 £57, fire 
was rained down into the fhip ; which not oncly fplit part of the 
top-Maft, burning holes in the fayls 5 but flew three on the Deck 
(befidesdivets wounded): then it went down twice under Deck 
like the noife of a Cannon, the Scuttles being (hut, and (as if the 
(hip was fired) flew one Turk, and an Armenian; wounding 
others : Great was the peoples cry ; it being obfervablc. That of 
five Nations, one of a fort was cut off. 

In France divers Proteftantsof cminency returning from cha- 
renten to Patio, theBoatbreaking-i«-tW(>,were drowned ^ mo&of 
60 being loft, of whom was the Ghancellour’s fon of Poland , and 
both the fons of the Marquefs de cUrambant, in 1 £5 3. There dyed 
alfo in France, the Archbifhop of Paris, about the end of 1*53, 
being 70 years of age. The King of the Romans, fon to the Ger¬ 
man Emperour, in 1654, June 29, about midnight. Alfo the 
Grand Cham of Tarcary the fame year. The Duke of Jojeufe,dyed 
at Paris of his wounds received' teJfoM'TArras, in or about Sepr. 

1 6 5 4, to the King of Fr&nfceHiirg^arforrow. Alfo the Duke of 
c Montba&on, who lived in four King’s Reigns, being an old Soul- 
dier, and aged S7 years of age, dyed in or about O&ober follow¬ 
ing. Katherine Dutchcfs of Joyeufe, Febr. 25. 1*55, at Paris. 

Likewife Pope Innocent the 1 oth,ia whofe room was chofe Alexan¬ 
der the ioth. Cardiual Soctette, who had flood twice for the 
Popedome, being then made Secretary of the Congregation of 
tfieCoaneir; and Sieur Konelli Governourcfthc City ~$tR<Mte. 

The Queen-Mother of Sweden about March 20, 1654: on which 
dHy, theFunerals of the Rix-Chancellor of Sweden were folemni- 
zed. In 1655, about May, at Rome dyed Cardinal Francifco pe - 
retti, called Mont alto, aged 60 years. And in England , at the be¬ 
ginning of the fame year, James Duke of Lenox-, and at the lat¬

He ancient Geographers; and Poets, Orators, and 
Hillorians (who learned the pares of the World's 
fituation from themj have described onely thofc 
Lands which they knew, and which they judged; 
habitable. Wc profefle, that many places were 
to them unknown : and thofe which they believed 
were forfaken either through heat or cold, wc know are inhabited 
in many places. There are fix general Parts of the World : the 
ArBique or North ; tAntarBique or South; Europe , Africa , tAfia, 
called the old parts, becaufe they were known to the Antisocs 
and America, (comprehending under it LMagellanica) calledThe 
New World, becaufe newly difeovered within this two hundred 
years. 


To the tArftique belong, 1. The Countrey under the North 
Pole, unknown. 2. Greenland , which lying at So degrees of 
Latitude, bears grade and green herbs, from whence 1 alfo it rook 
its name. 3. Newland, 4. Iceland, whichis now fubjc< 5 t to the 
King of Denmark. 5. Nova Zemla, (which though it be four de¬ 
grees more Southerly than Greenland ; yet it’is altogether naked, 
and without paliure, an Ifland (linking with fleflvdevouring 
beads) with the Hyperborean St a, aad twoNarrbw Seas. Waygaz* 
and Davis, whereof the one is more Eafterly, the other bending 
more to the Wed. 


To the AntatBique arc to be referred thofe vaft (Countries,which

E UROPE (which is thought to have taken its name from Euro- 
pa a Fyrian ; whom fome make the daughter of A^enor^ others 
01 Phoenix 5 others, a Nymph of tht Ocean, as the Poets in their 
fables;) is reckoned the firft among the parrs of the World, both 
bccaufe we inhabit ir, and fome chief Geographers ha\e inhabi¬ 
ted therein 5 a fo becaufe it is more manured tnan other parts 3 and 
bccaufe it is mi re famous for the warlike deeds of the CMacedo- 
nians and Romans. It is partly Northern, partly Wefti rn, be¬ 
tween the Tropitk of Cancer and the Pole Aruque. Its lo gi .ude 
begins from the urmoft part ol Spain and the Atlantic!*. Ocean,and 
ends at the River Thanais, now called A/aw. But that leigrh o£ 
Europe is limited by fome to 60 degrees, to one of which (pairing 1 
thorowrhe midftof Europejdoanfweralmoft ioGtrroan miles. 
Ochers have computed Europe’s longitude from the River iha- 
nais to Hercules firait, to continue 760 German miles. But others 
rncafure the length thereof by fewer miles, to wit, from the Ciiy 
('ompofiella to Confiantinople , which is 600 German miles. Buc 
frum its latitude, that is, trom South to North,according to moft, 
is con.ained onely 44 degrees, beginning from Sicilie , where the 
Elevation of the Pole is 80 degrees, even to that region of the' 
North in which the elevation of the Pole is 80 degrees : fo that 
Europe hath 660 german miles in breadth 5 and fo it is longer than 
broader. But others extend its breadth to 54 degrees,to wit,from 
Sicilie even to the very North Pole it felf. It is alfo bounded al- 
moft on every fide with the Sea. From the Eaft which lyeth to 
Afia, it is bounded with the ^Egean Sea, likewife withlche Euxine 
Sea, with Moeotis fenne, and the River Thanais. From the W1 ft; 
it is terminated with the Ailantick ftraitor narrow Sea. From 
the South* with the Mediterranean and Hercules firait. From 
the North it is bounded with the Brittain Sea; but now others fhuc 
up Europe with the utmoft bounds of the Icie Sea. Europe falls 
into the 4th and 9thClimate, between 10 and 20 Parallels. It 
is the U aft of all parts of the World 5 yet the moll worthy part: 
which itscxcellencydepends, 1. On the temperature of thcayr, 
2. On the fruitfulnefle of all things, 3. From the endeavour of 

tillage,

of the World. 

Tillage, which is here greater then in others. 4. From its popu- 
loufneflc. 5. From the ftudy of Mechanick Arts: for there are 
more cunning Workmen and Architefts in Europe , than in any 
other pare of the World. 6 . From the ftudy of liberall Arcs, 
which both in refpeft of Languages, hnd alfo of Difciplines, do 
more flourish in Europe ; fo that in no part of the World more fa¬ 
mous books arc written and fet forth. Schools do no where more 
flourish, than in Europe. Seventhly, Frojqnhs Empires, which 
are no where greater and famoufer than in EUROPE: and 
fo from its Juftice or Right, Difcipline or Government, and Laws.r 
Eighthly and laftly, from ChrifFs Religion, which is no where ^ 
more frequently and freely preached and profefled than there. 

And Pliny long ago faid, Europe was the nourilherofthe Conquer¬ 
ing people of all Nations, not to be compared to Afia , and Africa 
in bignefie, but in vertue: It*s Countries are partly Continents, 
partly Pen-infulae or almoft lflands, and Iflands. The Countries 
that are Continents, are Spaing Prance, Germany, Italy, Sclavonic, 
grcece, Hungary, 'Poland^ with Lituania, and Borufcia, Ruflia, un¬ 
der which is contained <Mufcovy,oT white Ru/ia. It’s Ptninfulse 
are chiefly Norway, Swetbland, Gothland, The Iflands in the Oce¬ 
an, are England and Scotland, Ireland . In the Mediterranean Sea* 
Sicily, Sardinia ; Corfica, Creet , at this day called Candy, Majorica 
Ifland, and Minorica. Kingdomesin Em ope, are chiefly Ten, 1. 

The Spanijh, 2. The Englrfb, under which are the Scottish and 
Irijb •, now having changed the name of Kingdomc into a Prote- 
ftourfhip. 3. The Damfh , under which is Norway, 4. The 
Swedijb, pnder which is the Gothijb. 5 . The ‘Polonian. 6. The 
Hungarian . 7. The Bohemian, 8. Th t German. 9. Th e French. 

To which may be added the Italian, although (at this day) it fall 
not under the name of a Kingdom?. But the head of Europe was p 
once called Rome toward the Weft, but Confiantintple toward the 
Eaft 5 whence fome think the Romane Empcrour fets a two headed 
Eagle in his Arms •, to wit, that one may look toward the Eaft,ttp 
Confiantinople ; the other toward the Weft, to Rome. Tongues 
throughout Europe arc efpecially three. The Roman with the Ita¬ 
lians, French, and Spaniards. The Teutonick, amohgthc Helveti¬ 
ans, germans, Bavarians, Swedes, Norwegians, Danes, Engltfh, and 
mod of the Belgians or Low-Countries. Th cSclavgnian in Seta- 
vonia, Polonias Bohemia, Hungary . But all particular Countries 
have divers Dialc&s in their own Tongue, and in fome places 
Languages arc heard, whereof there is no commerce or agree¬ 
ment with others ; as in Britain , Armorica , Navarre, &c. The 
Seas of Europe are three; 1. The Ocean . 2. The Mediterranean 
Sea, which beginning from the outmoft part of Spain, about the 
Iflands Gades, is carried from the Weft, through the South into 
the North, where after ward it is called the BuxineSzt, although 
fome may think the Mediterranean to flow from the Euxine-Sc*. 
Laftly, the third Sea of Europe, is the Baltick, which beginning 
from the Danijb Hcllcfpont, and the City Lubjck, is extended 
Ataat 2 about 
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about an hundred and fifty Miles between Saxony, Pomerania , 
Swethland,BoruJfia, Livonia, and the oppofite fhorcs of Denmark , 
and Finland^ even to wiburg toward the Eaft. The chief Rivers 
of Europe , arc Danubiuc, which extends it fclf to 300 Germane 
Miles,and riling fix Miles above Tubinge, receiving fixty fmall 
Rivers into ir, poures forth it fclf through Germany , Hungary , Bul¬ 
garia, Scrvia, Thrace, withfeven Mouths into the Euxine Sea. Ano- 
thcr River is jRhenetfepuTatingFrance from Germany ) ; after that 
follows Albff, Ijtula, BoryftheneSy Thamis. The principall Moun¬ 
tains in Europe, arc the Alps, which feperate Germany , and Spain > 
from Italy , then follow the ‘Pyrenean Mountains, wnich feperate 
France (tom Spain, likewife the Carpathian Mountains. And Jet 
thefe things ftsflice of Europe in generall; The feituation. Riches, 
and commodities of whofefeverall Countries, together with their 
Religion, I (hall (for brevity fake) but onely name. 

B RITT AIN ( which was once called Albion, not fo much 
from the fabulous reports of the Grecians, from Albion the 
ion of Neptune; butsaccording to the Latines, ab albis rupibm , irs 
white rocks lecn on the ihoar) is, though not the King, yet Queen 
of Iflands, being the very biggeft in the World, except Java, be- 
ing 1835 miles about j and is bounded on the South with France, 
on the North with the Northern Ocean : it was called. Brittain , 
from Brit, fignitying coloured or painted 5 and Tayn , a Nation : 

(for the Inhabitants were wont to paint their bodies, to appear 
the more fearful to their enemies): Brutus the Trojan’s coming thi¬ 
ther, and denominating the fame, being not fo well grounded on 
true Hiftory. It is divided into three parts in general • England, 
Scotland, and Wales . England (fo named, from the Angles, or En- 
ghfh Saxons enjoying it) is the chief Country of the three, whofe 
head-City, London, is both ancient, as being built by Lud divers 
years before Rome , and alfo populous, and very Merchantable by 
reafon of the fair and fwcet frefh River Thames : which by the Seas 
force ebbeth and flowcth above 6 o miles into the Land,tnore than 
any in Europe : of whofe beamifull Towns, ftately Buildings and 
Gardens about it, a German laid. 

We favfo many woods and Princely Bowers, 

Sweet fields, brave ‘Palaces, andflately Towers: 

So many Gardens drejl with curiom care. 

That Thames with Royall Tiber may compare v 

S COTLAND ( foractimes called Albania, and whofe Scot- 
tifh-mcn which keep their ancient ipcech ftill, call it Albain ) 
is the Northern part of Brittain : which the two Rivets Tweed and <4 
Solvay divide from England toward the South. It was named 
Scotland, from Scott, Scitti , or Scythi , a people of Germany, untd 
whofe Northern parts,evcn the nanjc of Scythia was given: which 
people feizing op a part of Spain, and then on Ireland, pofiefled 

the 
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the Weft part of this Country in the year 424. The people are 
divided into Highlanders and Lowlandcrs,according to the Coun¬ 
tries feituation: many of the former being uncivil, if not barba¬ 
rous. Among the many Provinces herein, is Louden, (once called 
Finland, or a Country, hilly, and without trees) in which ftands 
Edenborough , the Mother City, the abode of the Scotiiih Kings, 
before that, after the death of England’s Queen, Elizabeth , all 
Brittain was (by King James of Scotland, who was next heir to 
England’s Crownj united under one King: and fioce more than 
that, made one Common-wealth, under a Prote&our, through 
the Conqucft of Scotland by the Englifh. It is 480 miles in 
length, (enough narrow) and 1 60 longer than England, which yet 
is much broader than it. 

W ALES ( feparated from England on the Eaft ; whofe 
moft certain limit, is a great Ditch reaching from the 
River wit’s flowing into Severn unto Cbefier, where Dee runs into 
the Sea ; and called Claudh Ojja, or Ojja’ s Ditch, King of the Mer¬ 
cians, by whom it was made,) is generally conceived to be fo 
named, from the Brittains fleeing thither from the Saxons, who 
had icvmiQ otEngland : Walls 01 PFelfhmen, importing Aliens. Some 
derive it from Idwallo,Cadwallader\ fon, who retired bither with 
his few Brittains. But the Brittons bringing their pedegrec from 
the Gaulcs, whom the French ftill call Galloys,and the Country, 

Galles, (thence Saxon-like, g. being changed into w, is walloys or 
Walles , and fo wales, (tome alfo of France being called Walloons ) 
makes ionic to be of this opinion. It is the leaft of the three Coun¬ 
tries , contcining four Cities: and was called a dominion or 
Princedomc, a Title given to the Engl/jh Kings eldcft fon : by 
means of Edward the tirft, whocaufed his Wife to be delivered 
at Carnarvon of a young fon Edward 5 whom the Brittifh Lords 
fware to obey; when as before they mainly withftood to have a 
general gnglijh Vice-gcrent over them. 

The chief Merchandises are, Wool, Fnglands ftaplc commo¬ 
dity, whofe Cloath divers Nations buy before any other 5 Tin, 
Lead,Becr 5 (Gold and Silver Mines there are nonc^befidcs plen¬ 
ty of Corn and Cattle, efpccially in England and Wales, for 
Scotland is in feme places lean and barren $ Wolves alfo the whole 
Ifland is free of. Their Religion, fince deferring %ome, is Calvinifm 
generallyj Yet England ([n its Bifhops times) had thedo&rine of 
Geneva, but the Ceremonies of Rome j from which (then ) there 
were fome diffenters. Scotland carac nearer to Geneva in both. 

But of late years, though the Ceremonies be laid afide alfo 5 yet 
are there many who make feparation both in dodf rinc and difei- 
0 plinc, from that Church. 

There arc alio many lefler Iflands belonging to Brittain, as the 
thirty two Ifles of Orkney, or Orcades, Northward of Scotland, 
whofcchiefisTo/wotf/a; whofe head town is Kirkwall-, who in 
latter times were held by the Normans, or Norwegians, till that 
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King in 12 66/urrendred them to Alexander King of Scotland , one 
of whofe lfles, Hefty, ufe the (Joibifb tongue from the Norwegians : 

Non h of thefe is Shetland, fuppoled by many to be 7 hule , the ur- 
Dioil 1 (land known to the anticms, by reafon of its feituation, 
and for that Marriners call it Thylenfrll, under which Thule is cou¬ 
ched : Yet Iceland (of which hereafter) is generally conceived to 
be Thule , it being theremoteft part of the Northern VV'tirld ; but 
weightier reafon out of Solinus and Tacitus? are again ft ir. Like- 
wife there arc 44 Hebrides or Weftern IfLnds, on the Weft of 
Scotland, bought aIfo of Magma of Norway^ by Alexander , whofe 
Inhabitants called Red-fbanks, are like the wild Infh in behavi¬ 
our and fpecch ; in one of which, (to wit) Jona , is the chief Town 
Sodorc, notable for the Scottifh Kings Sepulchres. Sc illy Iflands 
feituated 24 miles from the Weft of Corn wall in England, arc 
145 in all, ten whereof are ©ncly efteemed, asScilly 5 the others 
Denominate^ Armath,&c. Whither alfo the Romans banifhed 
condemned men, to work in their Mines^ The Dutch call them 
Sorlings. Other Iflands lie difperfed,and belong to EnglandsQom- 
mon-Wealth ; whereof the chief are five; two whereof, Jerfey, 
and Guarnfey , are the onely remainders of Frame to the Enghjb . 
Jerfey being the bigger andfruitfuller, containing twelve Towns 
or Villages; the other, 10 Parifhes. They are 20 Miles aflun- 
der, lying nigh to Normandy and Britain in France , and ufing the 
French tongue, a Fight Ifland (which being fevered from the main 
Land by a narrow ftrait of the Sea, and but a mile over in one 
place, may well be faid to beof England, though not in England) 

Jyeth South ward from thence, being 20.orai miles long, and 12 
broad, and is ftrongly ft ated and ftrcngihcned, whofe chief Town 
at this day is Newport, a. fmallmile from whence is Carisbrovk Ca- 
ftle, very ftrongly feituated : there was wont to be arms therein 
for 5000 men : and in every Village a piece of Ordnance for de¬ 
fence. It belongs to Hampjbire 5 and did (it feems) appertain to 
the Britain*, from whom it was taken by wolphar King of Mercia. 
Anglefey (once the feat of the Druides , and bordering on Carnarvon- 
fhireof Wales) is accounted a (hire thereof .* which containing 
formerly a multitude of Towns and Villages in fo little room, be¬ 
ing but 20 miles long, and feventeen broad, hath now the chiefs 
NewburgjBeaumorris, and Aberfraw on its South-fide. Man- 
Ifland, feituated 25 miles from the South of Cumberland, the 
North of England, is thirty miles long, and fifteen broad in the 
broadeft place : and whofe chief Towns are Ruffin, or Caftle 
Town: and Balacuri. It hath feventeen Parifhes. Their Lan¬ 
guage is Norwegian and frijb, mixt; they are faid to have two 
good properties 5 to hate thieving and begging, On a Hill herein 
called Sceaful 1 , both England , Ireland, ana Scotland, may fin clear ^ 
weather) be feem This Countrey preferving venemous creatures 
alive brought into it, ended thecontroverfy between England an 4 
Ireland concerning it. And here alfo is that wondcrlull thing 
wherewith Gerard the Her birift ends his book, to wit, fjc'febred 
... * of 
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of rotten Wood, falling ("from Trees) into the Water. It belong¬ 
ed (after divers feizures, fale, and gift) unto the Stanlies , Earls of 
Darby, called Kings of Man, the laft of whom, being beheaded 
(a few years iincejforengaging againft Englands Commonwealth: 
the power they there had, was loft, if not the very title, together 
wicn his life. 

There arc (moreover) Northern Iflands lying in the Scythick 
Sea or icy Ocean fo called: by the Cymbrians, the dead; by *T*aci- 
tus , the dull or flow Sea : the chief whereof are Greenland under 
the cold Zone; yet known 10 have grafle ; and they fay, there are 
people that dwell in Cavcs 3 delighting in witchcraft. Iceland, to be 
mentioned clfewhere. Freezland not Frizia in £f/gttf/w,altnoft as 
bigas Ireland. Nova Zemla : And laftly, that which Sir Hugh 
Willoughby difeovered in 1553; whereabouts, he was with his 
men frozen to death, going to find out a new way towards Cathaia 
and China ; which defign, others profccuting, have gone to the 
River Oli, the Eaftcrn Confines of Mufcovic, which is notwith- 
itaniling, but half way to fbina. 

Theft* Iflands have their feveral Commodities even as Brittain 
to whom they appertain. The O,cades arc in a meafure populous 
and fertile, and f Pomonia is well ftored with Tin and Lead. Scilly 
Iflands are ftored with Grafle, Grain, and Lead. St. Maries be¬ 
ing fulficieratly fruitful. CMan hath not onely enough Corn, Cat¬ 
tle and Fifh for it felf, but fends good ftore into other Countries. 

Angle fey, for its abundance of nectllarics for man’s life, is called 
Mam Cymry , that is, the Mother of Wales, wight hath plenty of al l 
fuftenance, whofe (lacep bear fine Wool!, and Trees, ftore of 
fruic. Jar fey abounds in grain ; and of fhcep,moft, with 4 horns, 
of whofe Wool! they make Jarfey-ftockings. Garnfey ("formerly 
Sarnia ) is well enough, though inferiour (as was faid) to Jar fey in 
fruicfulncflc. As for their Religion, ’tis according to that of the 
main Ifland, onely Jarfey and Garnfeyhivc long followed Geneva's 
Church-Difcipline: which is much affe&cd by the Proteftanc 
Miniftersof France . 

I RELAND (called by fomc Ancients, HibernU, alfo Juer- 
nia , Jerne , Ogygia,& cc. and by the Irijh , Erin. Yet it hath ("by 
fome ) been termed Scotia , becaufe the Scotti came from Spain , and 
dwelt here) lycth between great Britain ("for Ptolomy calls it lit¬ 
tle Britain ) and Spain, having England on the Eaft, divided by a 
TempcftuousSea, of about a dayes fayling. Cambden faith its 
400 miles long, and 200 broad. And fome do affirm; that from' 
Knockbrandon unto Carnagh in the North of Uljler (which is the 
length) is 320 Irifh miles: and from Dublin to Crough Patrick , by 
Weft of Galloway (which is the breadth) is 200 Miles. It hath 
^ five principal Provinces, Lemfler on the Eaft, in whofe County of 
Dublin , ftands2)#£Z/#, the Mother City of that Nation : built by 
H or aid Hafager ; the firft King of Norway : Which was (after the 
Englijh Conqueft) peopled by BriftollAnc n; here the Deputy of 
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Ireland refides: Where is alfo an University. Ultunjler, oil the 
South : Con aught on the Weft, /lljier on the North, and Utteath in 
the Mid-land. John of England, was firft intituled Lord of Ire - 
land y Henry the eighth,in i 542 was in an Irijb Parliament decla¬ 
red King hereof: yet Ireland Rood in terms of wildwflc arid non- 
fubje&ion, (coo tedious here particularly to exprclll*) till the Re¬ 
bellion of Tirone, towards the end of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth-, 
which ending in his own overthrow, crufhed the Irifb Nobilities 
over-power, and made a full conqueft of the whole land. But it 
of late years bloudily breaking out again, oecafioned a fccond 
Conqueft of that people, and a confinement of them unto one 
Province. Some are conformable to civility, but the Kerns or 
wild Irijh exceeding barbarous. They are generally ftrong and 
nimble: and will skip over the bogs (of which there arc many) 
without finking, whereas others cannot do fo. The Ayrc being 
Rainy,is moilt and Rheumaticky fo that both inhabitants, as 
well as grangers, arc much troubled with Cararrhs,and thcBlou- 
dyFlux: It is hilly? Moorifh, and full of Woods, expofed to 
Winds, and many pools,evcn in the top of the higheft Mountains. 
There is much Cattle, wherefore they abound in Milk, Chccfe, 
and Butterythcir Corn is but fhort and fmallyand through the cold 
winds there blowing, and the Suns want of force in Autumn, the 
Grapes do not very well Ripen. Yet they neither much feck (hade 
in Summer, nor fire through Winters rigour. There arc good 
Horfes, and light, for that Countries journies, called Hobbeys. 
They abound in filh, both of Sea and frefh Watery The chief 
River being Shennin, Sinei, or Shannon , which runs from Ulfler, 
two hundred miles, to the Fergivian Sea, and is Navigable fixty 
miles. Much Fowl there is, but no Storks, Pics, or Nightin¬ 
gales. No hurtfull beads are there, befidcs Wolves and Foxes. 

But there is no venemous bead or Serpent at all. Whence one 
hath truly fpoken in her behalf, although fomewhat Hcathen- 
nifhly.

Secur’d by God and Nature from this fear,

From the time that this Ifland received an outward profeflion

the Romift Religion till Henry the eighth his time : for then Pro- 
teftant Religion began to be preached y and fince,therc planted 
by Queen Elizabeth •* who notwithftanding being generally ad¬ 
dicted

/ T 7 ran CE (called at fird Gallia , whofe ancient Inhabitants 

[ X were called Gaules, from milk, they being of a white 

colour,) is of large extent, according to the old divifion of Gaule 
Crfalpine , and Tranfalpine. C<efar in his Commentaries divideth it 
into Gaule Belgick, Celtick, and Aquitanick. But to take the whole 
Realm of France as it is now taken y and measuring it from Eaft 
to Wed diredly,that is, from the Hie of Heifiant, unro the ftank* 
of Tj>tne which divides from Germany, it is little more in length 
than 300 French leagues, that is, < 5 oo Enghfh miles.

Gauhs came again, the very Priefts fhould be forced to war, and 
their (afterwards) fpoyling and ranfancking the Temple at TfeU 
fhos , where thePeftiknce vifiting the furvivers going into Alia 
g ave n *mc to the Countrey called (fallatia . It was called France 
from the Francones , a people of Germany , who with the Burgun¬ 
dians and Goths , wrefted it from the Roman Monarchy in its decli¬ 
ning date : (< Cxfar after 40 years rcfiftance, having by valourand 
fortune (but more through their own divifions) brought them un¬ 
der tribute) and dividing it into three parts amongft them, char - 
lemain King of the Francones, or Franks , quite ruining the Goths 
Kingdom : his fuceeflours by degrees,almoft nullified the Burguu- 
flr««alfoy who are now a very populous Nation: over-much 
headlong and raft in both Martial and Civil affairs, as was ob- 
ferved alfo in Ctfar’s time. Flow faying, That their firft onfett 
was greater or fiercer than of men, btat the feeond leffe than of 
. women. It is divided into many Provinces* the chief whereof 
are 24, (leaving out Lorrain,Savoy,2nd Geneva’s Signiory) as Aqai- 
{ tone, Anjou,Normandy, Burgundy , the Ifteof France,&c. in which

foyl, laid to be 10 miles in coropafle, and to be built in Aa.aziab’s 
time, King of Judah y the Provinces are governed by eight prin- 
B b b b b cipal 
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cipal Parliaments. They are given very much to Tennis, and ex¬ 
ceedingly to dancing; whofe poor Peafants are kept as low in fla- 
very,as theirGentry exalted in pride and vanuypnventmg and fol¬ 
lowing abundance of falhions in their apparrcl, to pleafe their 
giddy phanfles: and of which the Englilh are too much their 
imitators: between whom at this day, there is a foletnn League, 
ioynine againft the Spaniard vt & amis, with might and main. 
Amontft all the battles that this Nation bath fought both with 
the EngliCb, Spaniard,and others : they never had any very fa¬ 
mous Captains befides CbtrU the Great; who was (by.he Pope s 
Donative) the founder of the Weftern Empire.awkalled, One of 
the three Chriftian Worthies: and alfo Henry the 4th, their 
Kin^ in whofc modern valour France glorieth. 

France, its Riches (befides Periit the Metropolis, which draws 
to it moil of the Silver of Ertnce, and alfo much from Italy, Spam, 
England, Germany, and almoftall Europe) are various, according 
to the divers Provinces thereof ; fine Flax, lmnen Cloach,Wmes, 
Iron, Steel, Serges, Hair-cloath, Chamleis, Tapcflrics, oyl of 
Walnuts, Corn, Cheefe, Woad, Parchment, enamel d works, 
Hoggs, Hotfes, and other Cattle, Hemp, &c. AH the feyl of 
France being good for fomewhat. Their Religion is of two forts, 
the RomtjbLd Calvin# ; they of the latter being callcd H«^m, 
from Hugo’s gate in Ti>«rs,-where:they firft began, and at which 
they went out co private afl'emWies j at whofe firft rl ^ c t * le 
manifts began to root them out by the fword, as they did them; 
(And they tnaffacringthefeProteftancs three.times,«<*£"**" 
in 1545. Chatriers, with whofe young Women and Maids they 
fo inhumanely dealt, that moft dye^fuddenly after. A t ear* 
in 1 <?i, more clofely contrived: for, a marriage being folemm- 
zed between Henry of Navarre chief of the Proteftant party, and 
the King’s fitter Margaret, as an affurance of peace made with the 
Proteftants: at which, the Prince of fWe, Admiral Ctltgm, See. 
were prefent. At midnight* the bell ringing out, the King of Na¬ 
varre and Ctnde were taken ptifoners, the Admiral 
{lain in his bed, with 30000 and upward, of the chief of that ile- 

l eionO but for one head cut off, there coming up feven; and the 

Kingconfidering they were all his Subjcas. m the end renewed his 
predeceflour-s Edift of Pacification, allowing that called the 
formed Religion, where it had been formerly praa.fed ; and the 
Malle to be reftorid, from whence the enemies had bamfhed 
it. 

S PAIN (the moft Weftern Countrey of Europe's Continent, 
lying near tAftick') is compaffed on all lides with the Sea, cx- 
ceptfltfwards France, and hath been diverfly named; as Befperta, 
either from Hefperm fuppofed to have been a Kinehereof; or bom 
Hefpertu the Evening Star, as being the fartheft Countrey 
ward then known. And Hifpania, (according to the toft judg 
mats) fro® Fm *“ Iterim Captain. Hem, from «!»«**« 
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Ieenw ; or Iben, who are the georgians in Afia. This People be¬ 
ing mold time governed by K ngs, Lords, yea and by ThemfeLves, 
lived ioa while honourably and peaceably, till rhe Carthaginians. 
(raftering much of Atrick) came into this Country; and joyning 
wicu ionic oi thole divided people to the others mine, they forced 
a great parcel the Country to fubroit x* Carthage Common Wealth* 

Againtt whom, the Romans oppoling divers Armies, after long 
ana oloody wars, the Carthaginians were expelled, the Romans cn- 
i^yng ic. But in Honoriua his time, the Ajrican^andals chafed 
away cue Romans ; whom notwithftanding, the Goths difootttfied,' 
peaceably reigning over it all for many years. But in the end the 
Moors and Siracens mightily invading Spain out of Africk, t hey 
ruuied the Gothilh Kingdom; fomc remainders of whom, nor- 
wituttauding, reciting into the Mountains, made head, and fo pre¬ 
vailed, that in time they have driven the xJHoors quite out of the 
Country : yet they arefaid tobe amixe people defending from 
goths, Saracens , and Jews: they are great braggers, and very 
proud, in the loweft ebbe of fortune: and they fay. The Spaniard 
never had footing of any place or ftrong hold, that ever he yielded 
on Compofition. J 

If fell into a divifion of 14 Kingdoms and proprietary Eftaces.as 
Leon and Oviedo, having Bifcay on the Eaft, and called anciently 
Ajturu, from us Inhabitants the Ajlurs : whofe fmall and fwifr 
horles the.Romans called Aflurcones. Two chief Towns of which 
are OjW o and Leon. Navarre, having the Pyrenean Mountains 
on the bait, on the South Arragon^ fo named either from Navar- 
rw, a Town among the Mountains, or from Navois , a Cham plan 
Country, the old Inhabitants beingcalled rafeones. Its Mother* 

City is Pampdune , a Town (as one laiih) bandied by die raikerof 
fortune into the hazard-of Goths, Moors, Navarrois, French, and 
now CaJ titans. C°rduba, comprehendihg Andabzia, Granada and 
EJtremadura.. A-Aalufja, quafi Kandalufia, from the Sandals long? 
pofleffing it, is thefruitfulleft Country of Spain, in whofe City 
Cordubai the feat of the MooriOi Kings, was bom Lucan, and both 
th e Seneca's, hence is the true Cordovan Leather : nor far from 
whofe Wood 30 miles long, being nothing but Olive Trees, was 
fought a notable battle between C*far and *Pompef s foils who 
(having the day, though not without great loflc) was not long af¬ 
ter: mu rthered in the Senite-houfe. Medina^ another City,whofe 
Duke was General of the Great Armado in i 5 88.* Seville whence 
come theSevill (not civil; Oranges, and where thedead body of 
Cor gopher. Columbus lyeth. Granada,, having Andalufta off the* 

Weft, whofe fine and ftatdy CixyGrandda is replcniftied with 
pleatMr Springs; T hat,and ftdadoliitu being the ordinary Courts 
of Jufticeibr the South and North parts of Spain. That of ^fo- 
drtd being the highelEParliamenr^receiving Appeals from .both* 

Malaga or Malaca, a great Port-Town; fackedby Crafsus the *<?- 
marp where is a cruel torturing Ioquifition, where Lithgow was 
milerably tormented in King James his time : and from which, 
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two hatmk'fFe women ef the English Nation, called Quakers, 
were delivered within this few monetbs, by a high hand. Hence 
comes the Malaga Sack. Sflremedura, having Portugal on the 
Weft, once called Btturia, from the River Bcetis therein, nigh 
whole City Merida, Pallia King of the Goths vanquishing Atace 
King of the Aimes and rondals, thefe left their firft footing in 
spam. Galhcia, having on the Eaft the Anurias and Mountainous 
placesdike unto them.WbofeCitics sutCompoflella&n Arehbifhop*s 
iear y and aUivivcrfity, called St. Jago, in honour of S. James, whole 
reliducs are in a Temple, here worfhipped and vifitcd with incre¬ 
dible zeal and concourfe. Bifcayjo named from the rafeones, who 
conning hither, named it Vafcda, then Vtfeaia, now Bifcaia, was for¬ 
merly called Cantabria* andlyeth betwixt Caflile, Navarre, and 
Uou-. whofe ancient Cantabrians, defended their liberty, when 
the Romans had fubdued the reft of Spin ; being at laft vanquifted 
by Aueuftw not without much bloudfhed: for fuch Mountainous 
Countries are alway laft conquered. They differ from the reft of 
Spain, both in language and cuftomes, yielding their bodies, but 
not their purfes to the King, aor fuffering any Bilhop to come 
amongft them, and caufing their women alway Cm meetings; to 
drink firft, becaufc Ogno a Countefte, would have poyfoned her 
fon Sancho. In this Province, ftands the City Thohufe: A\fo Bilbo, 
two miles from the Mail*, (once Flavionavta) a Town of great 
Traffique. Out of the hill* of thisCountry arife the two-chief Ri- 
vetUbcrus and Duenu-, they have excellent Timber for fhips; and 
for its much Iron, called, The Armory of Spain . Toledo the ancient 
feat of the Carpentani , is now accounted a part of Near Caflile, and 
extends over the South-Eaft of Cafbie toward Mama: whofccbief 
City is Toledo , fcated on the RiVcr Tagus, and almoft in the Center 
of Stain, inhabited by Nobles,;Merchants, and men of war Ic 
was the feat of the Gothijb Kings, which theirtKing Bamba walled: 
then theMoorifh Princes feats 5 now of the Sflanifh Atchbitbop's, 
the ciiiet Prelates of Spain, and/moft times P.refidcnts of theblou- 
dyInquifition. Murcia, environed with NeveCaflile on the Weft, 
whole chief River is Cjuadalaquir, and whole three chief Towns 
are Murcia or Margos, whence the Country is named: Alicante : 
whence is tru vAhcant Wine made of the : juice of Mulberries; 
plentifully growing here 5 it’s alfo a fair harbour. Cariagen* or 
oew Carthage* built by tAsdxuball of fartbage, but ruined w the 
fecondJ s, «»i^>war by Scipio Africarw. it ; ' . 

\r,A STI XoE} bounded on the Weft with Portugall, is divi¬ 
ded into old and new. The old, feituated’ on the North, of 
the n c\r, hath the City Salamanca, for its chiefeft Uniwcrfity: built 
by.King Ferdinand the fecood,m 1240, andby Popes cdifts,with 
Oxford, Paris,and Bononia,otdnmcd a place of generalftudy.Ano- 
therT cannot paffe by, which iiNumantiaQT Soria, where 4 ®°® 
wixhftaading 40000 Romans 14/yeaxs ; and atlaft, laying all theic 
Armour goods and moneyittpoiia pile, burnt it with themfelves 
in the flame.; Hero is alfo rda<hlit,mz of Spains feven Univerfi. 
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ties ; and the birth-place of Philip the fccond, who reftoring it, 
built a Collcdge for Engltfly fugitives. the violentcft Ri¬ 

ver of Spam, runs in this Province. The new fafiile,oU South of 
the other, hath the River Tagus in its bowells, whofe chief City 
is Madrid, the King andCouncels feat 5 which by the Kings refi- 
dence there, is become of a Village, themoft populous of Spain, 
(yet the Countrey is neither fruitful! nor plcafant) whofe upper 
ftorics of houfes without compofuion, belong to the King. Here 
is alfo Guenca , whofe Monaftery of Laurence built by Philip the 11 „ 
is of that magnificence, that no building paft or prefent, is coml 
parable thereunto. The name of Caflile cannot be fetched from 
t/ie old inhabitants, the Vaccai, &c. but either from the faff ellani, 
once the 1 nhabitants of Catelogne 5 or from fomc fortified CafUe 
Thereabouts. 

P ORTUGAL bounded on the Eaft with the £ajHies, is fo 
called from the Haven Town Porto , and the Gauls, who lan¬ 
ded there with their Merchandife, It was formerly named Lufi* 
tanta: whofe ancient inhabitants were the Oritani , relieves, &cc. 
whole chief City for traffique, is Lisbon, from whence all the For- 
xugalls fee to Sea. It’s faid to be feven miles in compafle, having 
above 20000 neathoufes, fixty feven Towers and Turrets upon 
the walls, twenty two Gates on the Sea-fide, and fixteen toward 
the continent; but Braga is it’s Metropolis ; and Conimbra the Uni-. 
verfity ; whofe Matters, made the Commentary on the moft of 
oAriflotle. Philip the fecond of Spain, pretended a right to this 
Crown;, and by maip force took-it and kept it, till the Portuoalls 
killing or driving thence tfie Vice-rpy, fer up a King of their own, 
as formerly; ; fothat,although the Spaniards call fin their Pro- 
.yerb) the Portugals, Pocos y locos, thatj$, Few and Fooltfh , yet they 
were wife, enough to free themfelves from under that Kings 
power. & 

rale*tia,\yinz between Caflile, Arragon, and Murcia, had its 
former inhabitants the ^liani, and Bafliani, dec. in which ftands 
the City Saguntum, but now Movedre 5 whofe people being befie- 
gqd by .Hduniball, chofe, rather to burn themfelves, than yield; out 
of faithfullnelfc to the Romans . ralentia the denominating City 
of the whole Province, heretofore (they fay) named Roma, fignify- 
lngftrength, which the\Romans conquering, called ralentia , ro 
aiftinguiihit from Rome , a word equivalent in the Latine to 
in Greek . Herein alfo is the Promontory <pf Terraria the refuge of 
Sertoriut in his wars agaipft the old and young Souldiers, Metellus 
and \Pompey. Catelogne or Catalonia, having Arragon on the Weft, 
hath its name diverfly and equally probably derived from Gotha- 
Ionia, Cafleliani , or Cattalones who dwelt here. A chief City where* 
of is BarceIlona a ftrong Sea-Town, and Ancient. Perpigna, in the 
County of Rofiillon, which Town and Country was engaged by 
John of Arragon, to the French, for, a great mafic of money ; and 
tqen reftored 10 ti^p King of Spain by Charls ^hc eighth,. prQiuifihg

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rot to hinder his enierprife of Naples. Girone is another City fea¬ 
red on the River Batulus, and the Title of the Arvagonian Prince. 
Laftly, Arragon, Emitted Southward with Valentia, Northward 
with Navarre, thorow the very middeft whereof, Ibem runs ; 
whofeold inhabitants were the Lucenfes , Jaccetaniy and Celtiberiy 
thefc 1 aft defending from the iberianSy and the mixr, who 

were the mod puiflant of all Gaule : whence this Nation was cal¬ 
led the C'clMtri according to the Poet Lucan . Its prefent name is 
from Tairagcn >confined with CatAonia,on the borders here¬ 
of. Herein is the City Lerida , dividing Catelogne from Ar~ gon> 
fcituatc on the River and an Univerfity. TheCity Uurfca 

called of old Ofta, may not be forgotten, an antieni Univerfity. 
whither Sertoriw caufing all the Noblemens Children of Spain to 
be brought, and providing them Greek and Latine School-Ma¬ 
ilers, pretended he did it oncly to fit them for charge in the Com¬ 
mon-wealth; but indeed it was that they might be his hoftages, 
for their fathers taith and loyalty towards him. All Spain is 
divided at this day into three Governments; Anagony Cajtihy 
and Portugall ; and is a Monarchy of a great revenue. 

Spain , whofe wealth confifts in Wine, Oyl, VVax,Hony, Su¬ 
gar, Saffron, fruits of all forts; in a manner, fumiihing all the 
Northern Regions, cfpecially with Olives, Oranges, Lemmons, 
pies. Sic. Silk, Spaniih-wool, ((beep being at firft fent thither, 
out ot Gloceflerfbire in England) Quickfil ver. Portugall alfo fends 
forth Silk, Salt and Tonny, which they fifh there, moft comming 
out of the Country of Algdrby whofe chief City and Port Lis¬ 
bon is, the aboard of all the Merchandife, &c. Naples alfo (be¬ 
longing to Spain , which might hold themlel ves as happy as any 
in Saropey if they were not fo oppreffed by Officers) hath abun¬ 
dance ot all things; felling to ftrangers great (lore of Nuts, and 
Aimonds : vending Saffron, Silks, Oyl, Wines, Horfes, Lambs, 
Sheep: Poville furnifhing Venice, Sclavonia , and Tufcain , with 
flefh; Calabria (endsforth Corall, andthebeft efteemed Manna, 
called in Apothecaries (hops, Manna Calabria. The Ifland of Si- 
cth (beinga hundred ralies, or after Strabo, and ptolomyy a i8oJ 
miles long) though full of fire, cafting it out abundantly ; yet 
yields ftore of alHorts of fruits, in old time called the Garner of 

hah, chiefly of Romey as many times at thisday; fo that the S/W//- 
ans make much money of Corn, alfo of Oyls and Silk, whereof 
they have great quantify. Sardinia , (almoft like Sicily ) makes 
ftoreof money of Wine to Rome , arid t>f courageous Horfes to 
ftrangers. They alfo carry fome Mufcrions skins in to Italy . The 

DutclWof Mtlane (about three hundred Miles in compaffe) being 
full of Artizans of all forts, whatfoever goes from that City fas 
Harquebufles, all forts of Arms, Hilts of Swords, Girdles and Han¬ 
sels, Lace Emboideries) is greatly efteemed: as alfo their Silk 
Stockings, Rice, ftore of Cheele; furnifhing the Grifons >and S«/f- 
fes with much of her fruit*; Yet the King drawing as much as pof- 
fibieiront thisEftate; it’saProverb in Italy > that The Ofj 
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f-aftly, the Canaries, or fortunate Iflands (reckoned feven io num¬ 
ber, others adding fix more thereto) do vent their excellent 
.VVines tntoali Europe ; alfo Sugars, trairfported by the Sphnilh 
and Merchant, fmm the Stapela, into other places^ All 
andTfta d*'! thC Chnrch ( with thofeparticular Provinces

The Proliant Religion entred 
when Luther, about 1521, preaching againft the Pope and his 
dodrine'j Chads the fifth, Em perour, to root Luther s do<ftnne out 
of the Netherlands , (having taken good footing) would (after ma¬ 
ny put to death for f mall caufes) have brought unhe Spamfb. n- 
quifition 1 whofefon Tbilip, the better toft rengthen an Ioquifm- 
on, procured the Pope to ere& 14 new Bifhopricks there: againft 
which the Provinces oppqfing ; thcKingop/w/fl in 156 5, made 
known hisplcafure touching Religion : and after the Duke of AL 
^rjeomming thither with an Army, and beheading the Earls of 
'Eemont and Horn ; alfo in 1570, fecking to exad the tenth, 20th 
and 1 ooth penny, he made himfelt odious to the people : where¬ 
by the Princeof Orange, (who before was forced to leave the 
Coimtrcy, by the Duke with a great Army) now being invited by 
feme iahabitans, furptifed Flawing, Bridle, See and afterward 
the Eftatcs declaring againft Philip the fecond ot Spain, and ta¬ 
king all the Government on themfelves, and amazed at their fa¬ 
vourable fuccefle : they put themfelves under Queen Elizabeth of 
England, her Prote&ion ; Whereby they took many places of 
confequence; and in the end, recovered their Sovereign Au¬ 
thority : who ( fiuce) have (for Policy-fake) given liberty to 
other Profeflions of Religion: as thofe ot the Separation, Baptifts, 
Jews, &c, 

G ENEVA (pleafantly feituated within the limits of Savoy to¬ 
wards La Bre/e , and being as it were two Towns, thorow 
which the River *hof»e doth pafle) hath the foyl near it fruitful, 
yielding Corn , Wine, Turneps, and other roots, Melons, all 

oulfe. Barley, Oats, Hay, Apples, Pears, &c. taking goodly fifli 

f n ,he Lake, efpecially Salmons,Ttouts, which they catty toother 
olaces. Yetthe Inhabitantsof gettevtate not very rich,and have 
enough to do (by toyl) to preferve an haneft liberty : taking great 
pains 8 in printing all forts of books, making Silks, ufing (withall) 
temperance ; for fparingnefle is in a manner their gtcateft reve 
nue - So that they fend Cheefes, Capons, and good thred 
into other parts. It makes profeffion of the Proteftant Religion, 
wherein they were indrafted and confirmed by John Cahmind 
others - Yet their Town is a retrait to all Rome s oppofers. They 
hanifbed the Made about.

R OME, (the Metropolis of Italy, built on feven hills, and the 
Pope's Soar) hath belonging t® the Churche's eftate, (fo 
called’) the Countries of Ferrara , Bologma, Romagna, Ancona , Um¬ 
bria, Sabina Perugia , part of Tufcanie , the Patrimony, Lattum or Cam¬ 
pania of Rome 5 which abound fo in Corn, and all Commodities, 
as any want force happens through defeft of the foyl ■ n being 
divided into Plains and Mountains. It furmlheth other Countries 
with Corn, Wine, and Oyl. Its Religion is known, tor it is the 
head of thePapacie. 

F LORENCE', whofe Dukes (having united the Common- 
wealth of <P;/iaod Sjena with that, into one) do pofTcfle the 
greateft and goodlieft part of Tufcame: in which though the State 
of Florence want Wheat, f other wife very fruitful in wine, fleft, 
and other ncctflirics) yet that of Syena, not onely fupplycih Flo¬ 
rence itsneaflity, but fometimesrelicvctb other p aces: fo that 
Sana’s Inhabitants are rich in rents : and that of>'We,through 
induftry, whofe City is full of Artificers of all forts, making di- 
ligemly and workmanly. Serges, Silks and cloath of gold and 
fiiver: they .exercifc chiefly the art of Mlk and Wooll. AH the 
Inhabitants of this State are Romifti Cathohqucs 3 they of Syena 
being the more devout. 

T He Dukedomeof URB IK (about < 5 o miles long, and 35 
broad)confines,yea intermixes with the eflateof the Church; 
which City Urbin, is one of the ancienteftof Italy, about which 
the Territory is exceeding good, and generally fertile. This 
Eftate having plenty of all things needful for the life of Man, a 
good part whereof lying on the Adriatique (hoar, is ofi greatpro- 
fit for bringing many things thither from all pans. Their Reli- 
gion is undoubtedly Romtjk. 

T He Dukedome of cM ANTOVA or cMA ^tUA, is 
all that which antiently belonged t» the Duke of Tufcantc, 
with the Marqucfdome of Mentferret, greater than that. Its City 
CMantuein Lombard] beyond the River J>.,.being built to years 
betorc the Trojan War. Martova yields all forts of Fruits. Mont- 
Ferrate is uneven,but yields all nectfiaries,and in fome places ftorc 
{f Wheat, Wines, and other Fruits : yet this Dukedcmcisnot 
able to make any great Ttaffiquc,or grow by their Commodities. 
Its Religion is Romifb. 


The 
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T He Dukedome of FERRARA or MODENA , (out 
of which, the Pope (pretending the City Ferrara to be a fee 
ot the Church) thrul \ Don Cafar Alphonfo (the Duke rhereof, his 
bafe fon, after his Father’s death) hath the Territory about Modena, 
abounding with Corn,Bcans, and other neceftaries, with excellent 
wine. Reggium\ foil is alfo exceeding fertile of Wheat, Barley, 
Beans, &c. with white wines; which two Towns are rcafonably 
rich. 

L UCA (feituate in Tuficanie , and fo called of Lucufnon King of 
the Tufcanes) is a Common- wealth * whofe Territory, al¬ 
though of ftnall extent, yet the foyl is good, and yields much to 
theowuers. The Citizens of Luca ufing great Traffiquc, chiefly 
in Silk, excelling alfo in making cloath of gold, many private 
men are exceeding rich. The Common-wealth being but (mall, 
is not rich : The foundation whereof is the Councci of 1 60, and 
(molt commonly) 120 Citizens; 

T He Common-wealth of GENOA (properly called Lugu - 
ria beyond Po , to diftinguifh it from Liguria on this fide Po y 
which is u\tontferrat,) extends about 160 miles: for theraoft 
part rough and hilly, and (as Strabv faith) in old time very bar¬ 
ren. Rut being now better manured, there is great Bore of very 
good Wine and Oyl, feme years 20000 barrels. The whole 
Country is plcafantby reafon of Citrons, Oranges, Palmes, Le¬ 
mons, and other Trees: which Citrons, &c. with their oyl,yield 
them much profit. There were huge Trees, as at this day ? which 
they (making Chips of) robbed and fpoylcd to Gibralter ftraics. 
But now (ihaking off their brutifhnefs) they arc very induftrious, 
quick-witted, and fubtile. The Corficans which belong to the Ge- 
nevois, carry wine to Rome , and being much efteemed, they re¬ 
ceive great lianas for it.There growes in this llland and Cjenoa little 
grain. Yet Corfica abounds in honey, wax,rofin, oyl, and figgsj 
Sore of Box. It breeds ftrong horfes, full of courage. There 
arc alfo Salt-pits. A kind of Ram there is alfo called UMuffolt , 
haired like a Goat in (lead of W'ooll. The genevois and Corficans 
are all Romifh Catholiques,as the other foremcmioned, 

T He Common-wealth of VENICE (whofe chief Magi- 
ftrate is called Duke, admirable among all the Towns cf 
Europe , whofe City is tfrangely and feeurcly feituated in the moS 
inward part of the Gulph oi the Adriatick ,) doth hold in Lombardy 
and the Marquifate, befides Venice, 6 great, rich, and populous 
Towns, be tides many goodly places and Caftles. They are Ma¬ 
ilers ahnofi, of all Friuli and Iflria, the laft Province ot the North 
efide of Italy. They command aIfo 3 almoft all thefhoar and llland 
of Dalmatia ^.\d Sclavo/da. In the mouth of the Adriatick-Sea, 
(iikewile) the Hie ot Corfeu , and the Iflands of Cefalonia , ZaMe, Ce - 
C c c c c 2 trigo 9 
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rigo, and Lucerigo 5 the Ifle of Zarra in the Archipelago ; and be¬ 
yond thefe, Candie . There are within the verge of this Signiory, 

_ all neccflaries for fuftenauce, as well as barrennefle. Candie s 
fruitful Valleys, and goodly Cyprus Trees, with other Timber 
for fhips, are known. It drawes yearly in time of peace from the 
Eftates fubjedt unto it, two millions of gold. The Venetians, with 
ail their Subjects in Italy, are firm Romiih Catholiqucs , burCor- 
fous Inhabitants follow the religion of the Greeks, accounted 
Schifmaticks, whom they impeach not therein, for fear of a mu¬ 
tiny : yet the Signiory hath curbed them by a Fort and Garrifon. 

In Candie alfo the people do wonderfully hate the Latines name 
and religion^ yet fome of them arc affetted to the Roman 
Church. 

T He Common-wealth of RAO OUSE ( being a City fei- 
tuated on theGulph of Venice in Sclavonia, the ancient Dal¬ 
matia, and called in old time Fpidaurum, of which name, there 
were three Towns along the Sea, between Venice and Corinth,) 
maintains it fdf in liberty, paying 14000 Zequins yearly to the 
Turk j and as much more in Prefents and lodging of Turks. It 
hath a fmall Territory on the firm Land s but fome fmall Iflands 
rcafonablygood, lying betwixt Curzole and thegulph of Catarro . 
The foyl is barren 5 but the Ragoufans through much labour be¬ 
llowed, have oyl, wine, and excellent fruits. They have a Val¬ 
ley, that makes a Lake at Winter, which nourifheth fifh fo far, 
as to fry without oyl: wherein at Spring, the waters drying up, 
they fow Corn, growing abundantly : fo one place yields them 
fifh and corn in one year. And among divers Sea-induftries,they 
make their Trees bring them Oyfters, by bending down their 
boughs,and flaying them under water with ftones: fo that in two 
years time, tjierc are a multitude fattened thereto: yet but in a 
manner good to eat the third year. In their Ifland Gravofa, are 

many gardens of Orange, Lemon, and Pomgranate-Trees. The 

\ Country about Ragoufe is fcarce able to maintain them, though 
\they live fparingly ; their greateft wealth growes by great Traf- 
fique. They are in Religion all Romanifts. The City hath a 
Bifhop ordinarily there refiding. Alfo three Ovcrfeers of the Ca¬ 
thedral, who continue therein during life, and may be Re&ors, 
Counfellors, Treafurers, and other Officers. 

G ERMAV^T the Great, Upper, or that feituate beyond 
Rbene, is called by the French at this day Almanie or Almatne : 
one Nation thereof, who being feituated at the Fountains of Da- 
nub'm , have their name from the word man, as in Nor man ,Herman , 
&c. or from the River lAlemon . It was included under the Ro¬ 
man Empire, which extended it felf far and near,till Leo the third 
(the Empire being before tranflated from Rome to Conflanttnoplcy v 
by Conftantinc the Great, the Mahometan's fed and arms afliiaing 
it on every fjdej the Weft part being ruined, and the^Ea^io 
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weakened, as hardly could defend it fclf.j well confidcrinc, fbe- 
fides the Empcroursof Greece nourifhing impieties,and account¬ 
ed herefies) gave the Empire of the Weft to Charlemain, Kins of 
France, in the year 800, (the Venetians being free ) who, fomc lav* 
tranlponed the Empire to the germ An$, £barls being a German by 
bloudand Narion,asall thcFrancks which came into Gaul, were 
of Fran cony a Province thereof. The Countries which acknow¬ 
ledge this Emperour, are Aifatia, High and Low; whtembero, 
Lrancony, Suevta, or Suaube, the higheft part of all Germany, i n 
which Country the fpring or head of Danubiu* is, Bohemia, which 
lies within Germanics limits ; Moravia, Bavaria, commonly C al- 
led Bayerne ; tAupria, or Ojlerland, that is, the Eaft Countrev, 
(whole chief City is Vienna) the Country of Tirol, Stiria, antienr- 
ly Valeria, Carinthia , commonly called Kaerndren, two Carnioles 
the one called Dne, vulgarly, Underkrain : the other, Odcrkrain . 
Wejtphalia taken by fome for the true and ancient Saxony, The 
Dutchy of Cleves, the Country of Juliets or Gulich ; the Lantarave 
the AMw, containing 48 Towns, whereof 
Heidelberg is the chief; High Saxony, whofe chief Town is wittem-

ftom all parts of Europe, and fometimesout of ^4 and Africa, 
Through the late divers years depopulating-wars, their Country 
in many places was ruined, and much fpoylcd, and trade hinder¬ 
ed. But now there is opportunity (through a concluded peace) of

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„u{tine Frier exclaimed againft the Clergies diflolutcntflc and 
exccflc: writing alio books againft the Matte, and the Church of 
Romts fupcrftitions, and againft the difordered life of the Pope 
and his Clergy, againft juftification by works, as being by Faith 
onely , whofe do&rine wasfoon embraced and followed by di¬ 
vers Princes, and free Townes ol Germany 5 Moft of whofe Princes 
follow Calvin or Luthers profeflion, (differingin fome points, not 
here to be named particularly) Cabin being followed by the Pala - 
tin ate $ of Rhine, thole ot Strasburg, and moft Sca-Townes. Mun- 
fer had many called Anabaptifts, who were extinfi, and the 
Town as formerly. 

H UTfG A R r,(fo named from the Huns or Hongres> a Scythian 
people that dwelc there, and divided upon the North from 
Folonia and Rufia, by the Mountain of Carpatif) is a Realm embra¬ 
cing alfo that part oi Dacia, called Tranfilvania, it being environ¬ 
ed with high Hills and Woods, as with Walls, which notwith-* 
ftanding hath ^ayuods, or Princes of its own, not obey ing Hunga- 
ries King It’s chief City is Buda , in the Turks pofleflion, with 
the beft part thereof. It is f by nature) provided lor ef all things, 
for there grows all forts of grain, and divers fruits, in abundance; 
it brings forth Corn (in a manner) without tillage, and the Wheat 
chaneeth every third year to a better kind. It yields alfo divers 
forts of Wines, fome whereof are very wholefome, aud excellent 
as them of Candy. It fo abounds in Oxen and Sheep as is admi- 
rable : alfo great ftoreol Hares, Fallow Deer, Goats, &c. Like- 
wife divers lorts of birds, as Gofhauks,Pamidges,and Pheafants, 
if ore oiFifti in divers. Veins of Gold, Silver, Copper, Steel, 
and Iron, alfo they find Gold in the fand of Rivers 5 there is a lit¬ 
tle Tin and Lead. It abounds in Mineral Salt at Maromarufta, and 
other places, they cutting it like a ftone; there is a Fountain 
whofe water falling on the ground, turns into a ftone. Yet we 
cannot fay this Realm is very rich, as not much given to Arts and 
Trades, but pra&iGng Arms, and ftrong in war. That great part 
of the Country which the Turks are Matters of, is not fo we l-ma- 
mired, nor yielding fo plentifully as formerly. As to Religion 
befides Mabometanfne,* hich by reafon of tbe Turks, is much di- 
fperfed, there are many opinions; all thofc that arc in German), 
and alfo ArrUnifm hath got footing, and Aiheifm crept in. The 

Towns under the Turk have little of that accounted Herefy: the 

Chtiftians much, for thofc called Heretickjare m fear ot being 
impaled by the Barbarians , if too infolcnt, 

P OLONI A, or POLAND, (focalled from its Plains, 
in their Language named <Poles> feituate from to¬ 

ward the Eaft, and in a manner feparated from Silejia, by tne Ki- 
\er Odera, and whofe chief City is Cracovia ) is at this day 
then ever : Lituania , and Livonia, having been added to that King- 
dome 3 fo as from Si left a to Mufcovy , iteonceins almott 120 o tr- 
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wane Leagues, and as much from Livonia to Hungary, its cli¬ 
mate being cold, they have neither Olives nor Vines 5 but it 
abounds in all other things which the Earth is accuftomcd to 
bring forth; alfo in all forts of Cattle, and in Fifh; fo that re¬ 
mote Countries taft of her fruitf ulnctte. It contains great Pro¬ 
vinces, ‘PWtzWj High,and Low, Livonia,Lituania, Samogitbia y AIa- 
[ovia, Kelhinia, Podolta, RujTiathc black, aud according to fome, 
the Red, or Southern, Podlajfia, Pomerania , Prujfia, which fome 
call Boruftia now divided into two parts, one belonging to the 
Duke or Marquette of By andenburgilbert being the firft thereof; 
the other to the King of Poland ot whofe part, Mariemburg is the 
chief Town: a little above which, the River Kijtula dividing it 
felf, makes an Ifland excellent for fertility, and a great number of 
Villages and houfes. Some place Tiantzick in Prujs'ia,much cftec- 
lncd for (hipping, and abundance of all Mcrchandifc brought by 
Sea from the Weft and North parts, and by land, and by rijlula, 
running thorow the midft thereof. They make much money of 
their Honey, Wax, Flax,Hemp,-Beeves, Sheep, Horfcs, and Bu¬ 
gles. But their greateft profit grows by the Salt-pits of Ocen, Vu 
ligufe,and divers parts of Ru/ia h like wife of Azure,and of Mines, 
of Amber gathered on the (hoar with little Nets, by men going * 
naked into the Sea. John Huff, his opinion began at the firft to 
difperfc it felf thorow the Countries fubjeft to this Crown,which 
Ladi(laus violently oppofed ; For, refufing the offered Crown of 
Pohemia , and making a decree in a general Diet againft it, he 
flopped its paflage out of Bohemia into Poland, Sigif m unU alfo for¬ 
bidding young men to go and ftudy at Lipfie , and mttember%,in the 
rime of Luthers do&rine, fomewhac ftayed thccourfe thereof. But 
the Provinces near the Biltick Sea, participate much with the 
Opinions of Germany : thofc confining with Silefia, Moravia, and 
Hungary, of their neighbours herefies: thofc advancing towards 
South and Eaft, for the moft part of the Grecians, and arc not free 
from the opinions of the times. 

D S N M ARK, or Dxnemarfe, or the Danes Country (fo cal¬ 
led from Dan, the firft Lord thereof, long before Chrift, 
which is bounded on the Weft by the Germane-Sea, towards the • 

North by Norway ; and whofe Kings feat, aod chief City is reck- 
nedHaftnie or Copenhagen)con{\(is oi many parts,befides thelflands 
near them ; Jutia, or Jutland, is called the Cimbmk-Cherfone/e, or 
almoft an Ifland, firft inhabited by the Cimbrians , the Biftiaprick 
of Rip, Arrbus,Kandalia : Weynfyfell, or Kenfilia 3 that is, the land 
or feat of the Randalls, South Jutia, called Nordalbinge , compre¬ 
hending, the Dukedome of Schlefmck, (taking its name from the 
chief Town) and the Dukedome of Holfatia, fo named from abun¬ 
dance of Wood, (therein) called Holt in the germane ‘tongue: 

Scania, a great Province, and joyning to Denmark by an Arm of 
laud onely, which fome call Scandanavia , inftcad of Seondania,xhat 
ls > the pleafant Dania ; The IfUnds of Secland , or Sialand, the 

greateft 
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greauftofthofc ot Denmark) in which Copenhagen ftands ; Fiona 
commonly caking its name of its beauty, and for what ic 

yields, ninety Iflands being comprehended under it, lying South¬ 
ward, and moft habitable 3 Tajjing, or To/sing , a chief one among 
others 3 Aroe with divers Iflands ncer it 3 Alfo the Ifland of Huene, 
in which is the Caftleot Uranibourg, full of Mathcmaticall mftru- 
niems, very admirable and fure. The little Iflc Malmogie , but 
very good. i\Tar»>^, (which is lubjeft alfo to the King of Dmmark, 
though once a flourishing Realm) and borders on Denmark upon 
the South 5 upon the North, Lapland 3 its Metropolis was in old 
time called Trondon , now Trundtheim , and reduced to a Burroughs 
the chief Town now of traffique, and where the Governour and 
Bifhop remain,is Berg, or Bergue. Iceland (which fomc taking for 
•Thule, are contradicted by divers others ) is fciiuate-not under the 
firft Meridian, but eight degrees beyond it 5 It’s a hundred ger¬ 
mane leagues long, and 6 5 broad, whofe inhabitants have Moun¬ 
tains mftead of Towns, exceedingly cold, and moftly unmanured, 
efpccially toward the North 5 whofe vehement winds fuffer nought 
to grow. Ii*s frozen eight Moncths,yet many places full of heat 
and fire underground, by an Antiperiftafis of cold flopping the 
pores of the Earth. Jutia fends much Cattle, Butter, Cheefe, Tal¬ 
low, Hides, and many Horfes into other parts, making much mo¬ 
ney of Fifh, efpccially Herrings. Holfatia fends forth many Hor¬ 
fes. Fionia makes great profit of Fifh, and Wheat, chiefly Rye 
and Barley, alfo they fend forth many Horfes, and Oxen. Scania 
vents ftorc of Fifh, Silver, Copper, and Lead ; Gothland , muck 
Wheat, Cheefe,Butter,Skins, Firre-Trecs for Mails, and much 
Lime. Norway hath much money for the Fifh Berg,very delicate, 
alfo for Cod, goodly skins, Butter,Tallow, Hides, fat of Whales* 
Tarre, Rafters, Marts, and boards. The King of Denmark main¬ 
tains Luthers Dodtrine throughout his Dominions, for fhrifliern 
the fecond, giving paffage thereto into Swethland, caufed it to be 
difperfed over all Denmark, being foon difeovered after his return 
from Sweden, to be a Lutheran 3 but was expelled by his Sub- 
with his Wife and three Children in 1523. Yet {'hriftiern 
whofucceeded him, marryingthe Duke of Saxonies Sifter, Lu¬ 
ther s favourer, gave himfelf wholly to root out the Romifh RelL 
ginn, which he cafily effected. 

T Hc Realm of StvEDE N, ("belonging formerly to siglf- 
mond King of Poland, having Norway for its bounds on the 
\\ eft, whofe chief City is Stockholm ) comprehends the Dutchy of 
Finland , gotkland, Boddia, or Bothnia, a part of Lapland, Stricfinia, 
a part of Corelid, the Iflands Alandes, and fomc others of frfiall 
efteem, [0 that rhofe that have gone the length and bredth of Swe¬ 
den, hold it much greater then all Italy and France, Lapland, and 
Finland being added. Sweden it felf is the moft fertile Province of 
all thofe of the North, bearing great ftore of grain 5 there is much 
Honey, Silver, Copper, Lead* Steel, and Iron, abounding wonder- 
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fully m fifh3 feldome any beggars feen amsng them. Yet in ma¬ 
ny piaces (through the craggindfe of the Mountains, tnoiftndTe, 
and mooriftineffe,ir is more barren. The Ayrc is commonly pure, 
nor the cold fo violent as fomc perfwade themfelves 5 they live 
(moft commonly) long, attaining an hundred and thirty,and an 
hundred and fourty years, efpccially on the Mountains, and pla¬ 
ces more toward the Northern winds. They take ftore of very 
great Bugles. Gothland abounds in Corn, Cattle, pafturc, horfes* 
L'iih, Lead, Iron, and Silver,Latten, and in one place good Iron. 
Finland is more plcafing then Sweden, and yields more Corn, being 
moftly in plains. Bothnia is not very fruitful, having many beafts 
with excellent skins, and much Fifh. Lapland hath no Corn, but 
White Bears, and Ermines: Rainc-DctT,for Horfes, as big as a 
Mule 3 who will draw little Carts an hundred and fifty Miles in 
a day and night: they have night three Moneths together in win¬ 
ter, with a few hours little light. King G-uftave brought Luthers 
Do£trinc intoSweden, feizing upon what goods of the Church he 
pleafed. Yet Calvtnifm was received by Chads his third ion, who 
was Duke of Vermehnd, Sudermania,and Nericia: Henry, GuJUve »s 
fuccellour, oppofc d not himfelf. John his brother fucceeding him* 
was of another opinion, but durft not difeover himfelf. Yet his 
Wife Katherine the King of Tolands daughter, made him obferve 
many Cacholique cuftomes. Yea the Queen ( who had free 
exercife of her Religion) obtained fomc Jciuites for the people, its 
credit till her death, in one thouland five hundred eighty three. 
But they being foon after expelled, few remain of the Romifh Re¬ 
ligion. (fharls uncle to Sigifmund, John , and Katherine's fon, utur- 
ping his Nephews Realm of Sweden, wholly advanced Cal - 
vtn s Dodtrinc ; yet there are many of the Lutherans remain¬ 
ing- 

M US C O Vr (lying in the midi! of Rufsia the White) from 
whence all the Eftatcs of this Empire draw their name,and 
are confined by Lithuania on the South, Livonia and Finland 01a 
the Weft ; its chief City as of the whole Empire is called Mus - 
kava or Mosko , whole houfes are moft of wood 3 it's great, but ve¬ 
ry myrie. The length of this Empire is 3000 miles, the breadth 
15003 thclongeftday in the moft Southerly part being but 16 
hours and a half: but in the moft Northerly 22 hours and a half; 
iCs part in Europe, part in AJia. So that considering what it con¬ 
tains, he might have a higher ftyle than they commonly give him, 
which is, The great Duke or Knezot Mufcovie: yet when they 
are fufiicicntly informed of the Countrie’s yielding him obedi¬ 
ence, they term himEmperour, and give him as much honour as 
ever was done to any Prince. The Provinces befidcs Mufcovia it 
felf, are the Dutchy of Volodimer, and Bafe Novograd, in which are 
two Towns of wood, of the fame names: the Province of Rezan, 
the Dutchy of Vorotina 3 the Province of Severe , very great, con¬ 
taining many Towiis: the Province of Smolensko , (feituarc on the 
Ddddd Rives 
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river Neper or Boryjlbenes ) taken from Poland’s King by Bajilm the 
great Duke, whole Chief Town is S'molensko. Mofaiski , raken 
from King Alexander of Poland , by John 2 top 7 u«his predccettour. 
Biele or Bielsfei , with a Town of the fame name upon the Kiver 
Opske : theDutchy of Rofchove, whole Town ftands upon the fa¬ 
mous river Volgas, Tuver , one of the greaceft in Rufsia, whofe 
Town Tuverde is greater and ftatelier than Mosko. Tlefcovta or 
pleskonia , its chief Town being Pleskouu , powerful and walled, 
which the other Towns want. Novogrod the great, the greateft 
Dutchy of Rufsia> taking its name from Novogrod , thegreaictt and 
richeft Town of all towards the North. The Country of Vohka 
otrotske, the Province of Corellc, extending to the frozen Sea, fo 
as they have not any dark night. Bieleiezioro or Btolyfero, having 
a Town fo called, in whofe impregnable Fort the great Duke 
commonly lodges his Trcafure, and whither he retires,when pref- 
fed by enemies. Volokde 0 the Dutchy of JaroJlave, witha Town 
and Cattle fo called, on the river Volga ; alfo the Principality of 
Roftonu^ the Province of T>uvinc 3 fo called from the river water¬ 
ing it, which comes from two rivers, T>uvine in the tongue figni- 
fying two. The Sun in the Summer Solfticc fhines there 21 hours 
and a half, but two hours and a half in the winter folttice. The 
Province of Sufdali , having a Bi(hop*s See; but now (through the 
Tartars incurfionsJ in a manner defart. The province of V'uiatlka , 
which was taken from the Ttrtars by the great Duke Bafilius. Per - 
mia , having a Town of the fame name on the river Yifchore. Jugre 
or Jugaria 9 from whence the Hungarians coming, feized on *Pt\n- 
nonia, calling it from Jugariay Hungarie . Petzore^xc ry long bend¬ 
ing to the frozen Sea, whofe longett day is 2 2 hours. The Cnere - 
mjfses are alfo under him, and Nordues ; other Northern Coun¬ 
tries acknowledg him, as ObdoreyCondore, ffulomorie y &nd Lappia^ 
likewife certain Hoords of Tartariansy as Cafan , &c. They have 
great ttore of skins of Elks, Staggs, Bears, Wolves, and Sables, 
which they fell into Europe , alfo Flax, and Hemp. They fend 
great ftore of Corn towards the Cafpian and Ettxine Seas, befidcs 
Iron, Wax, Tallow, Wood, Aftjes, whereof they fell abundance 
toftrangers. Nicholas Port is of great Traffique, whither the Sn - 
glijh trade much. They exchange the Commodities of their 
Country for cloath, which the Armenians bring to Ajlracan , and 
the Englifh to Nicholas Port. The Knez his riches may cafily be 
conje< 5 tured great,he being Lord and abfolute Matter of all things. 
They received Religion from the Greeks in 987,0^42, in the 
which although perfifting, yet they have added (in time) many 
fupcrftitions. They fay, themfelvcs and the Greeks are onely 
true Chriftians: that the Romans and others are fallen from the 
primitive Church : They celebrate their Matte and ceremonies 
in their own language, which is the Sclavonian tongue; they 
fuffer not Jews to live among them. Proccflions are very fre¬ 
quent there, and though it be exceeding cold, yet they go far. 
They never pafle before a Monaftery, Temple, or Crefle, (where- 
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of the itreets are full) but borfemen (alighting) and footmen alfo, 
kneel down, making the fign of the Crofle, faying thrice, Utfiloy 
Hofpodi, or Lord have mercy upon M. It’s lawful for Prietts to mar¬ 
ry but once. They deny Purgatory, yet pray for the deccafed 
faithful. They hold it not lawful to celebrate any Councels, but 
the firft feven, whence growes their difeord with the See of Rome. 
They have a Metropolitan, to whom they attribute as much as 
Papifts do to the Pope: and without whofe advice, the Prince de¬ 
termines not of any important thing; yet they fay, the Metropo¬ 
litan fhould depend on the Patriarch of Conjtantinople. ThePrince 
ftn&iy obferves all Ceremonies of their religion : for when they 
change a difh at Table, or give him drink, he makes many figns 
of the croff *. He fails not at any faft, and beats the ground with 
his fore-head through devotion, as the reft do, cfpecially at the 
elevation of the Sacrament. 

The Nordovois on Mufcovie's frontiers ufc circumcifion ; wor¬ 
shipping no Idols, as the Pagans , nor are they baptized ; worship¬ 
ing one onely God Creator of all : going into the field, (which is 
feldome) they eating and drinking together , offer to God the 
firtt of all, catting it againft Heaven, as of any thing they ga¬ 
ther. 

D ACIA (hounded on the Weft with Hungary , and fo na¬ 
med from the Daci firft inhabiting it after the Moefi, who 
gave them place) is divided into Tranfylvania,Moldavia, Walachia, 
Serviay Rafcia, Bulgaria^ Bofn't a, 

T R A N S I L\r A N l A (of which before in Hungary) whofe 
chief Town is Alba Julia , was committed unto BethUm - 
gahor by the Sultan Achmety after the death of Gabriel Batour , who 
iuccecded Jufttne Botfcay y in 1 609. 

M O LT> AV’ IA (feituated on the North end of Tran[ylvAnia» 
whofe chief City is Occazonia) was utterly fubje&ed (iii 
1574) to the Turks by Selimus the fecond; which revolting and 
combining with the Tranfylvanian and Walachian , they have fince 
profecuted it with great alteration. To this belongs little Befla- 
rabiay between Mount Hoemus South, and Lithuania North; fo 
called from the B'fsi, whofe chief Town is Kilim, made a Turktth 
Province, in 1485. 

W ALACHIA , to be called Flaccia , from Flaccw , who 
planted here a Roman Colonie, fcated between Trarfylva - 
nia and Danubim : The chief City being Sabinium . It abounds in 
all nccefiaries for the life of man: Mines of gold,filver, and iron; 
Salt-pits, wine, Cattle, chiefly a number of good and great horfes, 
pure refined brimftone ; it joyned with Moldavia , upon Amuratb 
the third’s requiring the tribute of tfoooo Ducats to be doubled, 
4 . 
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S E R Via (lyingbetween Bosnia and Rafcia) whofe chief Ci- 
.y is Stoniburg, once the Defpot’s feat diftindl from Rafcia, lying 
between Servia and Bulgaria, which had alfo a Dcfpotof its own. 
But one George, a Chriliian by proftflion, and Turk by affc&ion, 
being Dcfpot of both, and the Turks tributary, after his fon Laza- 
tva his death, who fucceeded him, Mahomet united them to his 
Empire in 1454. 

B ULGARIA (having on the Weft, Rafcia ; on the South, 
rhrace$ whofe Mother-City is Sophia, now the Turkifh Beg- 
ley beg s feat of Greece) is fo called from the Scythians of Bulgar, who 
conquered it; who were bitter enemies to the Chriftians, till the 
King thereof, with all his people, were baptized in 868; over 
which Ttbeopbylaft was chief Bifhop. It was of a Kingdom made a 
province by the Turk in 1396. 

B OSNIA , fo called of the Bcfsi of Bulgaria , and bounded on 
the Eaft with Servia , its chief City is Cazachium. It was 
erected a Kingdom in 1420, and not long after, Stephen the King, 
being taken and flayed alive, by Mahomet the great, it was turned 
into a Mahometan Province in 1464. 

S CLAVONIA ( having Hungary on the North; on the 
Weft, part of Italy ; fo called from the Sclavi 5 before, Jllyri- 
cum , a couragious, proud, and ftubborn people) is now divided 
Into lUiris , Dalmatia , and Croatia , 

Illiris (whofe general name is now given to one part thcrcof,and 
commonly called windifmarch) is bounded on the Eaft with Danu~ 
biiu, whofe chief City is Zatha on Danubm, and now a member of 
Hungary . 

Dalmatia, having on the Eaft the River Drinus ; on the Weft, 
Qroatta, (for whofe Town Zara or Jadara (handing on the Sca- 
fhore) there hath been great Wars~betwixt the Hungarians and 
Venetians) (as of great importance) its Inhabitants were the Dal- 
matiee, whofe Metropolis was Dalminium on Drinus, It was made 
tributary to the Venetians, upon their new Lords the Hungarians 
raviftiing fomc Venetian Damofcls. But now is divided between 
the Turk and Venetian who yet hath the greareft part. 

Croatia, called antiently Liburnia and Valeria, and having oil 
the Ea (i Dalmatia^ whofe chief City is Gardiska , on the River Sa¬ 
ws. The (froatians are corruptly called Corbats ; it is cmiiulcd a 
Dukedome ; but fubjcift both to the Auflrians and Venetians , who 
eatred it in 1007. Thefe three Countries thus called Sclavonia y 
life their own Sclavonian rongue, and is obferved to be ufed by all 
the Turkifh Empcrours, Captains and Souldiers. The Country 
ismoft fit for grazing ; whofe Sheep and other Cattle bring forth 
young t wice a year, the fheep being ftiorn four times. They arc 
by outward profefTion of Religion, Chriftians, following the 
Greek Church, ' GREECM 
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G REECE ((0 called from Grtcus, who founded Athens, and 
accounted the Mother of Arts and Sciences, except the Ma- 
thematiquesj was given a name onely to the Country about c At- 
uca, till the Macedonian Empire had fwallowed up the other Com. 
mon-wealths ; but now including Teloponmfus , Achaia, Epiru* 
Albania, Macedonia and Tbefsahe , Migdonia, and Thrace, beholds 
Itaiy on the Weil; the ^Egean-Sc a, &c. on theEaft. The Greeks 
werediverfly called, Ashivt, Myrmtdones, &c. They were once 
brave men for war, learning, virtue, government and behaviour; 
ier which, they fcornfully called other Nations Barbarians; now 
raoft fit tor the Grecians themfelves, being unconftanr, illiterate, 
uncivil, norous, and lazic. Ti.cy fpake Greek, whereof there 
were 5 diaktfs. The Common, Aicick, Dorick, ^Eoiick, Io- 
mck pdoponnefus is a Penmfula,tycd to the main land, but with 
an Klhmus of 6 miles broad, fo called of T?elops, and ulmsi which 
iignifies anlfland. If contains 6 Provinces; Elis , having ^Arca- 
dta on i Eail, whofe chief City isElis-, another is OW^ w |-. crc 
was the Statue of Jupiter Olympics 60 cubits high ; in honour of 
Whom, the Olympic k gair^s were begun by Hercules. M'tfenia 
Laving£/« on the North, whofe Metropolis is Mefsene, wherein 
MeneLuis (Helenas husband, who occafioncd Troy's deftruaionY 
rcigncJ. Arcadia, (io natnedfrom Anas, formerly prlMa) which 
hath Elis and Mpenta on the Weft; Icschicf City being 
Lacenia, on the Weft of which Iyeth Arcadia ; whofe chief City 
is Lacedemon, once a famous Common-wealth by means of the 
.Laws of Lycurgm, which being kept alrnoft 700 years, itfiounfh- 
edall the while. They were accounted the chhfof all the Gre¬ 
cians: Buc the Athenians beginning to eclipfe their glory by con- 
qutll in Afta, they warred againft diem, and after many loft s took 
and difmanclcd the City. Argalis , denominated from its chief 
Cuy Atgos , built by King Argus, and bounded on the South with 
Lacorna-, in which wa> born Agamemnon, Captain of the Greek 
Army oefore Troy, in which Army were 6* Kings carried over by 
1224 ftitps. Achat a Propria, having Elis, Arcadia, and Argol, son 
the Sou th. Its chief City is Corinth, at the foot of the Acrtcorin- 
thian hills, built and named by Corinthus the fon of Pelops ; which 
nourifhtng by reafon of its commodious fuuarion, (the Sea wafli- 
lngus walls on both Tides) abufed fome Roman EmbafTadours 
lent them; for which, Lucius Mumm'm (takingit; burnt it 10 the 
ground : and now is of fmall note, and called Crato. Peloponnefo 
was conquered by the Turk in 1 4 5 o. P 1

is divided into Attica , which hath on the Weft, <Megans 
whole chief City Athens being built by fecrops, was called Cecrd

k* T C A eCia I T ,ngS: the C,t iz c *ns inviolable faith, and un¬ 
fa med affed ion : for Schollars, from whofe Univerfiry learning

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was difpcrfed throughout all Europe : for valiant Captains, as 
Alcibiades, Ariflides , Themiftocles , Pericles, &c. who notwithftand- 
ii)g dyed in baniflnment, or violently at home. 

Megaris, (having on the South Bceotia) whole chief City is Me- 
gara of Megra, wher^ Euclide the Geometrician taught. This 
Country having fhaken the Cretans, came to a height of pro¬ 
sperity: which lafted not long in that degree j yet were a free 
people till the coming of the Macedonians. 

Beotia, which hath Attica on the Eaft, taking its name from 
b&, lignifyinganOx. Its chief City isThebes , built by Cadmus a 
Phoenician * in which Town dwelt Pelopidas and Epaminondas, who 
fo crufhed the Lacedemonians in two battles, that they never rc- 
obtained their former puiffance. Philip of Macedon firft got foot¬ 
ing in greece, by making this flourifhing Common-wealth fub- 
nrit to his mercy. 

Phoci r, having Boeotia on the Eaft, (whofe chief Town is Cyrra, 
as alfo A'Jtycira, famous for its Elleborc very Medicinal for mad- 
nefle) 5 in it is. Mount Helicon c »nlecrated to the Mufcs, alio the 
hill Citheron, both driving with "Barna/us, whofc two tops even 
kifle the Clouds. 

Locris, bounded on the Eaft with n/Etolia, whofe chief City is 
NaupaEtum, now called Lepanto. 

tSEtolta, (bounded on the Weft with Epim ) its chief Town is 
Chalets : The i&tolians were the moft turbulent people of Greece, 
neverat peace with theirNeighbours, feldom with thcmfdves. 

2)om, which hath Bceotia on the Eaft 5 its chief City is tAm- 
phifsa. This people caufing. Philip to return into Greece : Demosthe¬ 
nes whetting on the Athenians by his biting Philippica againft him : 
their Armies meeting, and the Athenians being vanquished, Philipp 
was made Captain ot all Greece. 

Epirus , bounded on the North with Macedon , whofe Eaftera 
part is called Acamania ; its weftern, Chaonia 5 and in which 
Country Olympias {Alexander the Great his Mother ) was born, a& 
alfo Pyrrhus , who warring with the Romans, it was after his death 
fubdued by Paulas miliut, who deftroyed 70 Cities thereof in 
one day i in which is the City Nicopolis , built by Augustus, and 
A8ium> nigh which, he and Anthony fought for the World’s Em¬ 
pire. 

e Albania, bounded on the South with Spirus ; in which is the 
City Albanopolis ; and Durazzo at firft called Epidamnum , and then 
Dyrrhachium , under whofe Walls was the firft bickering between 
C&far and Pompey’s Souldicrs. Its chief City was Croia in george 
Caftrtofs time, named Scanderbeg 5 under whofe walls Amurath the 
fecond, having with very great Ioffe befieged it, forrowfully and 
wretchedly dyed. 
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M ACEDONIA (whofe Southern pztthThefaly) is boua. 

Jed on the Eaft with Migdonia, and called ^mathia from 
King ^£mathus h Hce mania, from Mount Htfmus ; Macedonia ^rom 
King Clfacedo: the firft City whereof is Scydra, another is Pella , 
where Alexander the Great was born. It was never very famous 
till King Philip and his fon Alexander's dayes. * 

T HESSALIE , (wherein is the exceeding high Hill Olympus 
being by Poets taken for Heaven) in which pleafanc and 
ftuirful Country, was feituare the delightful Valley, Temp e , five 
m il s broad, and fix long, whofe chief City is Trice a, where He- 
hodorus wasBithop; another is Pharfalis , nigh which, Cafar and 
Dompey fought for the Lord&ip of the World, Cafar being Con. 
qutrruur.

M IGDONIA ,, (having on the North Thrace, and in which is 
he Hill tAthos, 75 miles about; and fo high, that its {ha- 
do w reacheth to Lemnos , 40 miles) its chief City is Stagira ,where 
famous Ariflotle was born. 

T HRACE , now called %omeli or Romania, from Roman Colo¬ 
nies there planted, and Conflantinople's being called New 
%omei (bounded on the Eaft with c JMaccdon) wherein ftands 
Conflantinoplc , which being built by Panamas a Lacedemonian 
Captain 66 5 years before Chrift, was by him called Byzantium- 
k*s in com pa He 18 miles,moft fitly feated for an Empire ; as over¬ 
looking Europe and Afia, and commanding the £axine-Se*, Propoh- 
Us 9 ai,d HelUfpont. It was taken by Mahomet the Great Turk,* in 
145 3- Being re-built by a Conflantine , called the Great, ( there¬ 
fore called Conflantinople ) the fon of a Helena , a Gregory being Pa¬ 
triarch thereof; and it was loft by a Conflantine, firnamed Paleo - 
logus, the (on of a Helena , a Gregory being alfo Patriarch. Its 
people were accounted very bold and valiant, who were called 
by (ome *Avr5^o/, becaufe every one was a law to himfelf 5 which 
had they been of one mind, and under one King, Herodotus faith, 
they had been invincible; but two brothers driving for the King- 
dome, and at laft appealing to "Philip of Macedon ; he taking an 
advantage, feized on it, and kept it. The Town of Seflos on Hel¬ 
lespont was alfo in this Country, right over againft Abydos, on ASia 
fide, which two places were famous for the love of Hero and Lc- 
ander 5 in whofe room ftands two Caftles, who examine all fhips 
pafling that way, and receiving the grand Signior’s cuftbms. 

I N the i/£GE ATS{^ Sea (which rtceiveth Hellespont's waters 
after 40 miles courfe) alfo ( whether fo called from fy £geus, 
TheSeus his father, who here drowned himfelf; or from t/£ge,or\ce 
a ' e ^ Ci'y * n Euboa Ifland; or that the Iflands lye fcattermg like 
the leaps of a Goat, from *Aiy&os» fo fignifying,) arc divers Greek 

Iflands, 
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Iflands, the chief whereof arc, Samotbracia , where Pythagoras, and 
Sarno a Sybill were born,whofc chief Town is Sarnia. 

, Lemnos, once called Diofpolis, from its two chief Cities Hrphe- 
fiia, wholly decayed 5 and Lemnos or Myrina yet continuing; where 
alfo the foveraign Mineral called Terra Lemnia is digged. 

Lesbos , fo called of Lesbos , who married UMitylene - 3 of which 
same is a chief City therein. In this Ifland, Sappho, who invented 
theSapphick verfe, Pittacus a wife man of Greece, and Theephrafius 
a Dotabie Phyfitiao, were born. 

Chios, (whether fo named from chione a Nymph, or from xtw 3 
fnow; or from chio (now called Sio) the chief City ; fo called 
from the Greek letter x* in whofe fafhion it was built. Herein 
chiefly or onely groweeh the gum Mafticb. 

Suboa, now Nigropont , which was rent from chains, Continent 
by an Earthquake, between which, is but a little Euripusi the 
caufe of whole ebbing and flowing feven times a day, Anjtotle not 
finding, is faid to throw himfelf into the Sea, with thefe, words ; 
$ecatife I cannot comprehend thee, thou [1bait comprehend me,, Its^chief 
Cities arc Cbalcis , once joyned by a bridge to the Continent. Scyros § 
Achilles his lurking place, fent thither by his Mother, being fore* 
warned he fhould be flain in the Trojan war. 

Salamis , nigh Megaris, noted for Xerxes his numerous. Navy^ 
overthrown by the Athenians and their Allies. For which Iflc al¬ 
fo, there was much contending between the Athenians and Mega- 
renfes . 

The Sporades , fo called from asd p«> to difperfe, becaufe they are 
fcattcred about the Sea 5 their number is 12, The principall of 
which is named Melos, from its much honey. 

The Cyclades (fo denominated,becaufc they lay iu a circle about 
pWojjthc chief of thcm,nored for the Temple of Apollo, and for not 
fuffering any to die or be born therein; are 5 3 in number, whereof 
(befides Delos) thefe four are remarkable^wos,where the Tyrant 
Polycrates lived without any mifchauce, till (at laft) he was rnife- 
rably put to death by Orontes. 

Coos, (but now Lange ) in which Hippocrates the reviver of Phy- 
ifick was born, where alfo z/Efculapiw was worfhipped: Its 
chief Town is Coos, 

Glaros, but fmall, whither the Romans were wont to banifh 
delinquents. The 69 Kings at Troys fiege, were Kings but of 
thefe fmall Iflands: which ftand fo clofe together, that 20 may 
be feen (iu a clear day) atone time; yet arc they partin Europe, 
part in Afia ; called alfo the Iflands of the Arches,as being in the 
fca called Atchi-pelagus. 

Creet or candle, (once called Hecatompolis, as having 100 Cities 
therein, whofc Metropolis Candie is much inhabited by the Vene - 
tiansj which is feituate in the mouth of the <A?.gean Sea, (in length 
270 miles, in breadth 50) was above mentioned in the Venetian 
Common-wealth, to whom it is fubjeft; whofe ancient Inhabi¬ 
tants were much acidised to lying, as appears by Paul's citing 
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Epimenides words. Tit, 1, it, 12. yet Were excellent failers. The 
Illand is very populous, and fruitfull of Wines, together with 
Gum, Honey, Sugar, Olives, Dates, Apples, Orengcs, Lemmons, 
Raifins,Mellons, Citrons, Pomegranats; but,through itsheat,de- 
ficient in Corn ; other Iflands there are alfo in this Sea, as claudi, 

Dio, and ALgilia, 

1 he chief Iflands of the Ionian Sea (named either from Ionius 3 
whom Hercules killing,here drowned, or from the Region Iona, in 
the utmoft part of Calabria , or from Io daughter of Inachu) are. Ci¬ 
ther a y now (mentioned before ). It was formerly called Por - 

phyrif, f rom abundance of Marble therein, and hath a Town of the 
fame name with the Ifland, out of whofe Temple dedicated to 
Tenia, Helena was willingly ravifhed by Paris, it’s alfo environed 
with Rocks. 

Strophacles, being two Iflands lying againft Me/enia, whofe ra¬ 
venous birds, the Harpies, were driven away by Zethtts and CaU- 
rmi. They are now inhabited onely jby Greek Friers, called Ca- 
loyres, that is, good Priefts. 

Zacinthus or Zant , fo called of Zacinthsu, fon to Dardania ; whofe 
chief City is called a\foZant,6o miles itompeloponnefut,{01 theCu- 
ftome of whofe very Currans they pay 18000 yearly Dollars to 
the Venetians. They being very frequently troubled with Earth¬ 
quakes, build their houfes very low. Over the judgment Hall 
door of whofe City Zant s there are written Larinc Vcrfes to this 
purport— 

This place doth hate, love,punijb, keep, requite • 

Vduptuoturiot, peace, crimes, Laws tb' upright. 

T He ECHINADES, little Ifles, five in number, onely fa¬ 
mous for the battle of Lepanto, Cephalenia over againft Achar- 
nania, called at firft Melena, then Teleboas but Cephalenia, from 
Cephalus. Corcyra, now Corfu, fo called from the Virgin Corfu • it’s 
but twelve miles from Epirw ; whofe chief City Corfu, the Turks 
have found impregnable through two unacceflible Fortrcfles on 
its top, eftcemed the chief Bulwarks of Venice, whofe two Cap¬ 
tains are fworn during their two years command, to have no con^ 

verfe or intelligence with each other. Ithaca, now Val cle Cam - 
pare, on the North-Eaft ofcephalonia, in which Ulyfies was born; 

Leuc&dta, of the white Rocks between it and Cephalonia , its chief 
City is Saint Maure, moft inhabited by Jens. All thefe Iflands(be‘ 

Tides this Leucadia, loft to the Turks) have been defended by the 
Venetians . 

TTHc MEDITERRANEAN Ifles,(from the Mediterrane- 
X an Sc a, focailcd, becaufe it runs in the middle of the Earth, 
and called by late Writers, the Levant-Seas, (becaufe they arc 
toward the Eaft of France, Spain, ^cc. Levant , in French flgnify- 
*ng tjic Sun-riflng) are; Sicily (of which before in Spain) called at 
E e e e e " * firft 
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firft Trinacria , for being triangular, it buttecii into the Sea with 
three Promontories. Its narrow Seas between it ar.d Italy, being 
but a mile and half broad, on each fide of which arc Scylla, and 
(fharibdis ; Scylla being a dangerous Rock on Italy fide, and tharib - 
dis a devouring Gulf on S/V/ 7 jf fide; It is feven hundred miles in 
compalR, and hadfeventy twoCities therein, now but twelve. 
The chief being ‘Palermo , where the Spanifh Vice-Roy r< Tides, 
which Hands in Mazara, the Wcftern Province of the three,(in one 
of whole Cities the Tyrant Pbalaris lived, that tortured Pet Him 
another Tyrant, in. his omn Brazen Bull which he had made to tor¬ 
ment others in) the other two being Vallis de Noto , and c JWona. 
Mdta, (formerly Meltta, where Paul (hook off the Viper without 
hurt) is but fixry miles from Sicilia , and as much in Circuit, bar¬ 
ren, as being feituate on a Rock, covered but with three foot of 
earth; yet there is 'abundance of Cotton Wooll, and {lore of 
Pomegranates, Citrons, See. It was given to the Knights of the 
Modes , being expelled thence by the Turk, in 15 2 2, who now be¬ 
ing called Knigbrs of Malta, have ever (ince defended it againft 
the laid Turk. They are 1000 in number, and at their admit¬ 
tance into that order, are fworn to defend the Church of Rome , to 
obey their fuperiours,live on their Orders revenues,and livechaft- 
ly. Their great Mailer, though a Frier, hath a high Rile 5 W ho 
is cholcn out of the lixteen called Crofles, who are of great autho¬ 
rity among them. 

Corfica J of which in the Hate of Genoa, was fir ft called Cyrnw, 
(now Corfica from a Woman of that name) its chief City being 
£aftia,on the North Baft, upon a commodious Haven, where Gp- 
nods Govcrnour refides, with a llrong Garrifon. It’s 120 miles 
long, and feventy broad. 

Sardinia, (lying South from Corfica , and but feven miles from it) 
is divided into Cape Lugudory towards Corfica , mountainous and 
barren, belonging to the Genoans , and Cape Caligary toward Afiicky 
larger and fruitfully appertaining to the ‘Pifans, who dilagreeing 
about their bounds, Pope Boniface the eighth, giving it to James 
King of eArragon, and his fuccefiours;they drove them thence,and 
made themfelves Lords thereof in 1324. Its chief City is Caliarif , 
built by the Pifans , where the Spantfh Vice-Roy hath his refi- 
dence. Yet this City is governed by a Couuccll of its own Citi¬ 
zens. 

The Baleares, (fo called from the Greek word » to call, bc- 
caufc they were very excellent {lingers) arc two; Majorca or the 
greater, which is lixty miles from Spain, and 300 miles in com¬ 
pile, whole chief Cities are, Majorca, a Univcrfity, and Palmay 
in which Raymundw Lullim was born. 

Minorca, erthelefle, is nine miles from the other; and 159 
milesabout; whofe chief Town is Minorca', both which Illands, 
(through the Romans teaching them the ufe of Ferrets) dellroyed 
the multitude of Conies, who undermined their Houfcs and 
[Walls. ' ... - - . 

Nigh 
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Nigh thefe are two fmall ones; Ebuifta, whofe chief City is 
Tvica : Salt is its chief commodity ; and Olhiufa, called Frumen - 
tarda 5 Both whofe men and women, as ofanadjoyning Illet, are 
very good fwimmers : Pedro the fourth King of Arragon,united all 
thefe four to his Crown, in 13 43, 

There are alfo leffe Illands hereabouts ; The Vulcanian or ^0- 
lian, being eleven in number 5 the two chief of whom, are Lipara, 
from whence the reft are now named. r 

Vulcania, where Vulcan was worftjipped : near thefe, was the 
firft Seafight between the Romans and Carthaginians . 

The Iflcs of Naples, being eighteen, the chief whereof are 
Ifchia, whofe chief Town is fo called.- faprea, and ^£na- 
ria . 

The Ligurian Illes ; whereof the principall are Elba, or Ilva% 
whofe chief City Cofmopolis, fofmi of Medtces builded. 

Gallinaria, from its many wild Hens, and Gtglio. 

(fades, or Cales, feituate without the Mouth of the ftrait of Gu 
Walter (called of old Freturn Herculeum, on whofe South-fide upon 
UowtAbiba, Hercules placed his Pillars, on which he inferibed 
Nilultra, or no farther) as being from (f ibal Tariff, a chief leader 
of the Moors into Spam, then the Weftern bound of the World • 
and in which there was a Temple confeerated to Hercules, that 
great traveller. The Englijh took it (in 15 9 6) in one day. 

The Britttjh Illes (with thofe of Zealand, and Denmark ) arc cal¬ 
led tl)e Illes of the Ocean; of which before. 

Little is to be faid of the riches or fruitfullneffc of either Bofnia, 
Bulgaria, Servta, or Rafcta , as being for the moft part full of Moun¬ 
tains, yielding little ; and moft of the plains and valleys in Bul¬ 
garia, arefull of thick Woods, and its middle part more ftonv 
and rough then the reft; but Bofnia hath much Silver Mine, and 
Servta Mines ofGold. They were of the Religion of the Greeks, 
in which Countries now Mahometifm bears moft fway, they beine 
fubjetted to the Turk* 2 & 

As for Greece, it formerly exceeded all others ia Europe, both 
for the Ayr s temperature, and goodnefle, and the foils delight- 
feme fern tty, bringing forth all forts of fruits, and nourishing 
mucUCattlc; alio Fith abounded in its Sea’s and Rivers; with all 
Plenty and Wealth, for that it was fo eafily to be arrived ar* 
through its Gulfs, Ports,Iflcs,Demy Iflcs and Rivers; and que! 
ftionlcfle, would ft ill yield great profit to the Husbandman, if 
pains were taken in the tillage thereof; butthe Greeks (knowing 
nothing certainly to be their own, but all fubjed to the Greal 
Turk and his fouldiers) omit the fame.- yet they tranfport and 
fend into other parts, Wines, Oyl, Copper, Vitriol, fomc Gold 
and silver, Damasks, Velvets,Grograms, See. 

Pliny commends Thrace for fertility, and its Corn for weight and 
lubltance, of which they reap ftore in divers goodly plains; but 
it is moftly cold,andTnthe dayes of C0po#yw« the Etnperour,77^- 
ctus Bofphom (by which Confiantinoplc is feituated, and which com- 
Eeeee » prehendi 
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pt\: hends thirty good Pores in eA and Europe (though moft 6n 
Surope fide) was (with a partor the great Sea) To frozen, that the 
Ice was twenty five Cubits thick, (with a great quantity ot Snow 
tncreon) and being incrcafed 20 Cubits above the face of the Sea, 
men might travail, and Waggons laden, out of Europe into Afia, 
and from Corfiaritinople, to the entry of Danub’m , as on dry land) 
whereby it is not (of it fclf) a rich loil, nor of a pkafant Ayre, the 
feeds ripening leifureiy, and the Vines and Trees yielding more 
leaves then juice and fruit. To leave thcantient Religion of the 
Greeks (when, notwithftanding all their humane wifdome) they in 
a Pa°an manner wot (hipped 'an unknown God, in various man- 
nersfand under the name of divers gods 5 the Faith of Chrift was 
received in fome part thereof (as in Ibefalonicd) foon after the de¬ 
parture of Chrift to the Faiht r, and the fpirits Biptifm given, as 
it was in Rome, to which Church Paul wrote alio an EpitUe j but 
decent rating from the power into the form of R ligion 5 all the 
Greeks became Chriftians in name and proteflion 3 who with¬ 
drawing themfelvcs long ago from the Ct urch of Rome , upon 
fomepomrs, as the manner of the adminiftring the Supper, &c. 
(fome of which were mentioned in Mu[covy) and not acknowled¬ 
ging the abf >lute fupremacy of the Romane Bifhops, fet up Patri¬ 
archs, that is, chief fathers of their own, whom they acknowled¬ 
ged for their heads, and fpiritual Governors: of winch there are 
four, Trie Patriarch oij'rufalem over the greeks of Palejiina 3 of 
Alexandria , over Arabia and ^£gypt : of Antioch prefid ing over Sy¬ 
ria, Armenia , and Q lltcia b Conjtantinople, whom the Country and 

territory of greece acknowledge, together with Sclavonia , Dacia , 
part of Poland , the Adriatic]ue and ^Egean Iflcs, as alfo Creet , and 
Cyprus, and Rhodes , of whom in Afia. There are many Caloyms or 
Creek Prie&s or Monks,difperfed over all Greece , where (for a tri¬ 
bute ro the Turk) they are permitted free cxercife of Religion 5 
yet not without 1000 indignities from the domineering Turks. 
About 6000 of theie Caloyers inhabitc Mount AthoS, a priviledg 
formerly granted to them of Bafils Order,onely to dwell in^where 
are Monasteries and Rcliques, vifited from all pans, alfo {lately 
and adorned Temples,which Mountain the greeks as much cftcera 
as the Latines do Rome . They all do fomething, or excrcifc fome 
Mechanick Trade, labouring to maintain the whole family, by 
going out of the Monaftery td work. They wear woollen (bins 
which they make themfelves * being apparelled aimoft Jike Her- 
mires. - They are fo little given to Learning, that many of them 
can neither write nor read. If any pafic over the Mountain on any 
occafion, they furnifh him with vi&ualls without any money5 
Thcfe the Turks hold in fuch efteem, that they arc very charitable 
towards them. 
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A Defcription of ASIA. 

A SIA , which is alfo called (by the Poets) Lydia, by a 
Syncchdoche of a part for the whole 3 according to fmc, 
rakes its name from the Fennc tAfia, after others, from 
Afia the Mother of Prometheus: according to Hipptas 
with Euftathius, from Afius a certain Noble-man: after others, 
from Afia the fabulous Daughter of the Ocean and Tbetys . It is 
the greateft among alltl.c parts of the world known to the An- 
tients, containing from Bail to Weft, 130 degrees of the great 
Circle, taking its beg inning from that Meridian, whofe diftance 
from the Fortunate or Canary Iflands is 70 degrees, even to that 
Meridian which is diftant from the Fortunate Iflands 200 de¬ 
grees : which i 30 degrees being numbred in the 30th Parallel, 
which cuts aimoft thorow the midft of Afia, do make above 1300 
german miles.lt is the Eaft part of the World, both in refpeft of 
e Africa and Europe ; ^whence perhaps it is called Natalia , from the 
Greek word «m tro*?, which fignifics the Eaft. It is disjoyned 
from Europe by tne River 7a»4/y,and alfo by the Suxtne and ^£gean 
Sea: but it is disbounded from Africa (not according to lomc) 
With the River 2{jlus: but with the Sinus Arabicw, or boiome of 
Arabia , and by a line which is brought out from thence into the’ 
Mediterranean Sea. It cleaves to Africa byjan Ifthmus or a piece 
of land of 18 German miles 3 arid is wafhed towards the Weft; 
Wien the Mediterranean Sea, and is compaflcd in its Other parts 
wick the Euan, Scytbick , and Indian Ocean. It is alfo divided in- 
tt> the greater and lefle 3 the Idle r is.next to Europe 3 and by a 
fpecial name called Natolia , and likewife Turcomania, becaufe the 
Turks hold it all ar this day; whole Countries ar e,Cilicia, Pam - 
philia,Cti>ta,Lycia , Ionia , (which with Strabo is ftri&ly called Afia , 
Lyd/a. zAEolia* borh Myfids, Phrygia the lefle, and greater, Bithynia 
a <:A Pont us, PapbUgonta, Cappadocia, Galatia, Lycaonia, Ptfidta , and 
Armenia minor 5 Greater Afia, is that which is more remote from 
Europe to ward the Eaft, whofe chief parts are, 1. Syria, Palejiina „ 
2. Armenia the greater. 3. Chaldea. 4. Arabia, which is three¬ 
fold ,Peir&a,ox the ftony 3 Defirta, or the wilderncfi'e 5 and Foelix, 
or the happy Arabia. 5. Perfia 5 and then 7 artaria, Hy,c<.nia 3 

BaBrtana, Parthia , and laftly, India 3 which India is divided into 
the Old a»d New. The bound of Old India in the Eaft, was the 
Country of the Sinans 3 and is divided into chat which is within 
t ,2River Ganges, or the Weftern: Whofe chief or greateft City 
is Calicut : and into that which is without ganges ,or the Eaftcrn, 
which *3 exrendrd even to the golden Cherfonefe or Malaqua . The 
EaiVrn parr of 'Hew India, is the Kingdom of Catay or Caihaia , 
which is called Upper India : but the Southern part is the Coun¬ 
try oi the (jhinoys, and likewife Japonia, with other parts {ound 
by the PortugdS) which embrace the Lower India . 

Bug 
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But Ajia is divided into five Empires 3 the CMofcovitc, part 
whereof is oncly therein as aforefaid : v the Ottoman or Turkifh;, 
the Perfian,t he Tartarian 3 and the Indian . Its Seas are,the Medi¬ 
terranean, and the Ocean;and its chieiKi\ers,Euphrates,Gange 5,and 
Indus. The greateft Mountain of A\fia, and as it were the faijer 
of the other Mountains there, is Taurus: which reckoning his ben¬ 
dings and windings, is 62 50 miles long, and 375 broad 3 having 
divers names in diverfity of places, as Caucafus , Sarpedon , &c. and 
according to fom e, Imaus z yet Imaus may be accounted a fecond 
diftin & Mountain in Ajia 5 for although it crofle Taurus even (as 
it were) with right angles 3 yet as Taurus divideth (beginning 
about Caria and Cilicia) the North of Ajia from the South : fo 
Imaus (beginning in the North (hoar) doth the Eaft from the 
\Vcft: fo making Scythia within Imaus , and Scythia without 
Imaus. tAfia (from the beginning) was the moft excellent part 
ol the world : both in regard (as is believed by moft) of the 
Creation of mankind there 3 and alfo, for all the matter of hifto- 
xy of the Old and New Tcftamefit there.done, except a few hifto- 
ries of theApoftles: and fobecaufo there the true Church was 
firft gathered 3 becaufe Chrift (whofe light and life is the Saviour 
of Mankind) there preached, dyed, and rofe again. Likewlfe 
for that in the fame place, were eftablifhed the Monarchies of the 
AJfyrians, perftans, Babylonians and CMedeS, And Iaftly, becaufe in 
Afia was the firft original of all Nations, as alfo of all tongues and 
arts. This indeed was, once its dignity and prerogative, but at 
this day it is a fold for Turks, and other blafphemous and very 
wicked Gentiles. Its head or chief City was once called Troy 5 
but now the Cities therein are not fo fair and decked, unlefle for 
the aftonifliing things related of the City Ouinfay 5 which may 
be reckoned the greateft in the World. And thus much of A[ia 
in general. 

? A. NATOLI A, or Natolia, (called tAjia the Lefts, in which 
JTa. were John's fcven Cburches, to w it,Ephefus, Smyrna, Thyatira y 
Laodtcca, Pergamus, Philadelphia, and Sardis) its firft Country to be 
mentioned is Cl hi Cl A, on the South-Eaft 3 whofe chief Ci¬ 
ties are, Nicopalis, built by Alexander the Great, for his vidfory 
©vcrIXimtfof Periia, (its namefignifyinga City of vi&ory) nigh 
the ftraights of * Antitaurus , called PiU Cilicia: 3 wherein with 
30000 he flew 11 0000 oiDari/u his men,who were in all 6 oqoqo. 
Pompeiopolis, built by Pompey after vanquiftiing the Pyrats, who 
fpoyled even Italy’s Villages it fclf. Alexandria, built alfo by 
Alexander , diftindt from that in Egypt, therefore named tAlexan- 
dretta. And Tarfus or Tarfbifh , where Paul was born, and whither 
Jonah would have fled when fent to Nineveh. In the waters alfo 
of this Countrie’s River, Cidmus , was the Etaperour Frederick 
the Firft, drowned* when bathing hisefelf, 
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P AMP HI LI A .frontier d on the Eaft by Cilicia, and part of Cap. 

paducia ; called (faith one) by the Arabians, Zina. A chief 
Town thereof is in the cnidft of the Country, where Diana. 

was worlhipped. phafehs, v£taba ts the greateft and ftroneell of 
its Towns, being Maritime; and is now called Sat alia, givinaal- 
fo her name to the adjoynmg gulph. Nigh the River Surimedon 
Herein, Cymon the Athenian Captain overthrew, firft the Sea-for- 
cesof the Perfians, then their Land-forces, (by attiring his men in 
the Perfians habit, flowed »n their taken ihips, and waving their 
colours) in one day. 6 . 

L rc I A, watered with the River Xanthus, ( whence they 
thereabout were called Xanthi) bordercthon the Weft of 
P,yh,l,a-, afterwards called Lycii, from Pandion’s fon. Liens, 
whole chief Town now is Patras : alfo Phafelis, formerly asniiuch 
enriched and haunted by Pyrats, as Algiers is now. Bsfore the 
Konians conquered this Province, they were governed by 23 men 
chofen out of their 2 3 Cities. ; i 

C l RI A (denominated from Cara its King, who invented 
Augury or divination by birds flying) is on the Weft of Li. 
eia- whole chief Cities are UHindum, which though but fmalU 
had wide gates Hahcarnafsus, where Dionyfius (who wrote Rome’s 
firft 300 years hiftory) was born : alfo Magnefta, which Xerxes 
affighC J to Tbemtftocles, (whenbanifhed) to whom he fled for en- 
terca turner. c ; for joy of whom, Xerxes crycd out oft-times in his 
lleep, Habeo Themiftoclem AthenienJ'em , I have Themiftoclcs the 
Awe titan on my fide . A 11 which Countries are now called Carama- 
ma, from one Caramon, Aladine's Captain, the Zelzuccian. Now 
a Sanzackjhip of the Oguzian Turk. 

I ON 1 A (which hath been taken for AfiaTropria, alone, al- 
ihougn that include Iikewife, Caria, Lydia, ^olia, and boch 
snrygia s, and of which Zfia, AAs 19.10, 27. mull beunderftood ) 
lyeih on the North of Cana-, in which, feven Cities ( whereof 
s ">r»» was one) ft rove for the birth-place of Homer. Epkefus 
(handing by the Sea-Coatt, and faid to be now called Five no, or 
Ftena) is alio a principall City hereof, to whofe Gofpel-Church, 
P^/wrote alivdyEpiftle.. it’s accounted alfo John the fivanee- 
lihs bunail place 3 wherein alfo was Diand s Temple, which 
being contrived by Ctefiphon, and 200 years in building, was for 
its largenclic, furniture, and worknaanfhip numbred among the 
Seven Wonders nf the World, and wasfeton fire by Sroftratus , 
(tic nignt that Alexander was born, after 6 times firing before* 
who did it to make himfelf famous by doing evil, fince he could 
not by good. Ionian: rebelling againft Darius Hyftafvis, 

r b , a ^^ bctore b £ c “ lubdued by Harpagus, Cyrus his Llevtenanr,and 
ine Athenians aflifting them therein, chiefly moved Darius ro in¬ 
vade 
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vade Greece. Little Doris borders on its South-fide , whole chief 
Towns are Cmelts and Ceraunus . Ionia is now called Sarachan, from 
one of *A Udine's fucccflours, of that name. 

L YDIA (which was alfo called Meonia ) took its name either 
from Lydus a Nobleman, or from Lud who was Sems Ion, 
and bordereth on the North-Eaft of Ionia, wherein ftand the Ci¬ 
ties of Sardis, (which being ruined by an Earthquake, was re¬ 
built by Tiber iu<y,Pergamus J where parchment called Pergamenum, 
wasinventedj where alf oCjalen was born, who lived in health 
140 years. Lao dice a, Thyatira , and ‘Philadelphia 5 of which Sardis 
was the ftrongeft. It was a Kingdom before Rome’s building, 
whofe 1 aft King was Croefus, one of the richeft of old $ who after 
fubduing Xtom and *Aaolis, was with his Kingdom fubdued by 
Cyrus. But the Lydians rebelling afterwards, he fubduing them, 
difpoylcd them of all inftruments of war, training that powerful! 
Nation in all loofe and effeminate living. In this Country runs 
the River cM&ander with his winding banks. They are laid to be 
the firft coyners of money, and inventers of dice, ball, and Chefs, 
&c. to beguile hunger (for 2 2 years) every fccond day ; Till 
they being more fruitful than the foyl, fent a Colony under Tyr¬ 
rhene into Italy, which their plantation is callcd,not now Tyrrhe- 
ma , but Tufcanie. 

' it 7 O L IS (South from Lydia , and lying on the ^ gean Coaft, 
^^whofe people together with the Dorians and Ioniansoi tAfia, 
were of old onely accounted Greeks : the other A [tans,Barbarians') 
hath three Maritine Towns; Af yrina, and Cuma, now called Cajtri- 9 
and Focea , now named Foglia Feccbia, that is, the old leaf. 

N igh unto jolt’s, are the high and low MYSIA ; whofe chief 
City was of old called Lampfaca , in which Priapus a god 
was worfhipped in a bcaftly manner and form. Cyzicus alfo was 
another City therein. The River Cranica , called alfo Lafcara , is 
in this Country where Alexander vanquifhed Darius his Lievte- 
nants. There was alfo formerly the Town of Adramittium an 
Athenian Colonie, oow named Landermitti. This people are laid 
to be fo bafe of condition, that one of no worth was called My[io- 
rum poftremus , or the worft of Myftans . 

P HRYGIA minor or the lcflc (called Phrygia from Phryxus, who 
fleeing from his Mother Ino Queen of Thebes her treacheries, 
fcated h'imfelf here; and now called, they fay, Sarcum) lyeth on the 
North Eaft of JEolia, whofe chief City was Troy, (called Ilium) 
fo named from Tros the third King thereof; but it was built by 
Dardanus, (who fled into this Country out of Corinth, having kil¬ 
led his brother Jafetts ) and called Dardania, in the year of the 
World 2487 1 for in the ohce-famoufnefle of this people, many 
ormpft Nations would from them draw their original. There 
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are yet (as iomc jay) the admirable ruines of great and old Troy to 
be leen . wholelength may bedifeerned (by the walls foundations 
yet extant) to have been about 20 Italian miles in length, reckon¬ 
ed 15; of tnghlh, yet but two miles in breadth,lyinl along the 
Sea-hdc between .he three Papes of Mount Ida, (here feituated, 
a.id now called gargara) and the fartheftend, Eaftward, of the 
River Wj- whofe delightful and fruitful plain, abounding in 
Corn,fruits, and delicate wines, may be called the garden of W 
toln ■ t.ie Inhabitants of whofe 5 icattcrcd Villages, are moll 
Greeks, the other Jews and Turks. Priamus the th King thereof, 
grnng leave to his fon Paris to ravifh Helena Wile of OHenelaus 
King of Sparta, made the Greeks renew a former quarrel, who 
after ten years fiege, poffcflcd the Town, and burned it with fire - 
having loll in that time the bed part of a million of men • and the 
Trojans even (as is reported) an incredible multitude more. Some 
place the City AUramiittum , mentioned in Ails 17 2 and alfo 
Pergan,a or Pergamuir. Phrygia the lrffe : the one whereof we have 
p.accd in Myjw., the other in Lydia. This Province (with ^£o- 
/«, and a part of Lydia) are named Caraujia from Carafus, one of 
Aladines fliarcrs; and have a long time been fubjedled to the or- 
toman Turk. * 

P HRra '^ Major, ar the Greater, lyeth on the Eaft of Phrygia 
X ,.,nor whole City ^anrra,called formerly ^ar/f, was the 
greatel of the Country. Midaia, or Mid«iu m , the feat of King 
MidM the fon of Gordius, whofe feat was the City Gordion. hi 
being of a Plow-man, chofen King of,his kingdom. Alfo the 
City colofie was here, to whofe Coloffians Paul wrote an Epiftle.

it to PIadriample in 7 brace. Herein alio is Mount Stella ; both 
where Pompey the Roman General overthrew Mithridates ; and 
alfo where Tamerlain the Tartar vanquished Bajazet the Turk, 
who being taken, after two years dole confinement, ended his 
dayes by breaking out his brains againft an iron Cage, wherein 
he was cnclofed. 

P ONT US (on whofe South-Haft Bytbima is feituate) and 
vvhich (being divided from Bytbinia by the River Sangar ) was 
a diftin< 5 t Province from it: but they being afterwards reduced 
into one, are now called Burjia* as one faith 5 or Becbfangially as 
another. Its principal Towns are Tomosy whither Ovid was ba- 
niihed by Augujlus C<efar, of which (whatever was the true) the 
catiie pretended was his lafeivious books, of the Art of Loving. 
Chut-iopolh iFlaviopoliSj&nd Pitb'm , where John chryfoflome remain¬ 
ed, vvtien he was banifhed. The King of this Country was Mitbri - 
da fefjwiio being once a friend,and Allie ofthe Roman Common- 
wealtn , (in hope of the Monarchy of Apa) wrought fby a plot) 
t e deatii of 150000 Roman Souldiers, fcatccrcd thorow Anato- 
ha y in a night: dilpofLlfing two or three Neighbour-Princes of 
their eftates, for their faithtulneffc to the Romans; and ftirring 
up the Greeks with ail the lilands, (but Rhodes ) to rebell. So that 
after 40 years much {baking their eftate, he was with much ado 
conquered. But when his fon Pkarnaces rebelled againft him, he 
killed himfelf, having firft. (as is reported) attempted to poyfon 
himfeif, which he could not do, for the Ele&uary called Mithri- 
date , which he invented, and long ufed. r The River Partbus wa- 
tertththis Country-. 

N Sxtis T AP H L A(jO N l A, fon the Eaft of Pontus : and 
vhich fmall Country heretofore contained four different Na¬ 
if >ns; one of whom never warred, but they certified their enemy 
firfl of the time and place of fight) whofe chief City is Pompeio - 
polls, as being built by Pompey . Sinope is alfo there noted for ftore 
of Brafie,Lead, &c. Likewifc Citrosy built by Citorus the fon of 
Pbryxus, It is called Papblagoniayirom Papbhgo, the fon of PbineuS j 
and in whofe bowels runs the River Partbenius * 

G ALATIA or Gallogrteciay (wherein in Paul's time was a ga¬ 
thered Church) is bounded with Paphlagonia on the North, 
and w-asfo called from the Cjaules , who caaie hither under Bren - 
mv>y three of whofe Towns are remarkable for fomewhac: Ancyra, 
for a Synod there holden 5 and now for making Chamlcts, and is 
called Angouri. Tavium , in which Jupiter s Temple was a privi- 
!edged San&uary. And Pifius, a place of great Traffiquc. This 
valorous people were by degrees weakened by Afian pleafures 5 
. * who 
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who (as one obferveth) were fo far from aflailing the Romans in 
the Capitol,that they loft their own Country to Manlius a Roman 
General; T>eiotdrus being their King. 

L I U n C r°, sydl 4 ’- ° r CAPPADOCI A, ftands on the 
haft fide of Galatia ; about the banks of whofe Rivet Ther- 
modon, dwelt the Amazon;, Women of Scythia, who came from 
thence lmhcc with their Husbands, in Sefofris his time, Kine of 
Egypt- But the men being trcachereufly murdered by the inha¬ 
bitants, called Themifcyrii, whom they held a Arifi hand over- 
they (through defperateneffe; both overthrew the Conquerours’ 
and greatly enlarged their dominions; and going to men their 
neighbours thrice a year; they fent the Males to their Fathers, 
keeping and trayning Up the Females in warlike Difciplinc- 
w hofe right breads (it is faidj they cut off, that they might not be 
htndred in fighting. Six Cities are here of note; A mafia, whi¬ 
ther the Turkifh Emperours fend their eldeft fens (afterCircum 
dfion^fil their death. Mazaca or Heo-cafarea, where Baftl the 
Author of Monafticall lives lived; Naztanzum, where Cretan 
was > Erg-yrum on great Armenia'; confines, and 

fo the Turks rande vouic in their T erf an expedition, when Conlfan- 
Itnople was pofleiled by ihc Lattnes, which Mahomet the great 
took from IW, the laft Emperour in 14.fi. Sefaftia, where 
Tamerlane is faid to have buried llooo al, V c. Trifwnd ,he 
fomnens Imperial feat. f 

L YCAONIA is bounded on the North with Cappadocia 
whofe moft eminent Cities arc Iconium, where the Selzuccian 
Aladtne Kings formerly kept their Court ; 2 >^ mentioned in the 
ABSy together with Lyftra 5 by whofe inhabitants, Paul and Barn* . 
has curing a Cnple, wete admired as gods. This Province is 
watered with the River Lycus ; and in whofe Southpart is the Hill 
Chimera-, on whofe top, Lions roaring; in whofe middle, Goats 
grazing; and in whofe lower part, Serpents lurking; Poets have 
feigned lr to be ,1 Monftcr. ° 

T> / SI DIA hath Lycanoia on the Weft. Its Cities arc Zy- 
X famtSy and Antiocbia , called in the ABsy Antiechia of Pifidta 
Xenophony the Greek Hiftomn aiding Cyrut in war fagainft his br<^ 
tner Artaxerxes Mention, with 12000 Grecians) who was by him 
overcome and flam; Xenophon retired home, the beft of them be- 
rngloft ; yet by this example, he animated the Spartans, and af¬ 
terwards the c Macedonians to attempt Terfia's Conqucft. 

^ inc ! r >ortheleflc, (to which Pifidia is joyned 
Weftward, and whofe Eaftern bounds is the River Euphra - 
Ihl land ofthe Mountains of Ararat, where 

abr.nnl ^ ; tiic " r " tor y °f whofe chief Town Malexom 
abounds in W ine and Oyl; and which Province long remained 

rifff 2 andcir 
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under the Rowans, they having forced Antiochus rhe Great out of 
Afia by Scipio, and poflefled the lame : But the Turks at length 
wrefted it (as they did all letter Afia) by degrees from the Creek 
Empire. 

A S for ASIA - Major, or the greater ; Syria therein, which 
hath on the Ea R Euphrates, is firft to be briefly furveyed ; 
which fome divide into five Provinces ■, Pxlejiina, Phoenicia,(foelcfy- 
ria, Suria, and Camogena . We will concern under it oncly rhree, 
(to wit) Phoenicia, Ctelofyria, and Syra,Phoenicia-, fpcaking of pale- 
jtina as a diftinft Countrey. In Syria is Mount Libanus, lb famous 
ibr Cedars. But by one that travelled to the place where the Ce¬ 
dars formerly grew, thcrewasbut 24 to be feen, and feventeen 
more nine miles Weftward, on the Mountain. Phoenicia (which 
lycth all upon the Sea, South towards Judtea) her chief Towns 
were Tyre, now called Sait , an Ifland indeed ; but fo near the main 
land, that Alexander filled up the Sea-paffage with earth when he 
befieged the Townj at laft taking it, though with extraordinary 
expence of men. Money, and toil: it was once famous for her 
Purples and Merchandise 5 whofe Kingdome was very ancient, 
and of long continuance ; difperfing alfo many Colonies over the 
World ; and whofe two Kings of moft note,were, Hiram, Solomons 
ftri& confederate, and pigmaleon,Dido’s brother, who built C ar ‘ 
thage . Siden, now Sur, in a manner, cquall in beauty and power 
to Tyre> and both fo noted for dying of Purple, that the Poets fomc- 
times call it Tyrien, fometimes Sydonien. It is now governed by 
an Emir or Prince of the Drufians ; the off-fpring of the Chriftians 
under Godfrey of Bullein, who though they have (as it were) forgot 
their Religion,do ftill maintain their freedome againft the Turks. 
Ptolemais or *Acon, or Acre : a place almoft invincible, when befie- 
ged by fo many Chriftian Princes, in the time of the holy War, fo 
called: two of whom were Richard the firft, and Edward the firft. 
Kings of England . Joppa, whence Peter wasfent for, by Corneliut 2 
which ftill retaineth its name, of which Cities, (faith one) fcarcc 
any remainders arc to be feen at this day, more than of Joppa and 
cslcre. Sarepta alfo was here, whofe Widows fon El/ah raifed 
from the dead, having been fuftained by her in famine; the low¬ 
er part of which Country was Ajhers feat 5 it abounding with 
Whcat,Oyl, Honey, and Balm. 

C O E LOST RI A, (which, fome fay, is properly the Coun¬ 
tries between Libanon, and Anti-Ltbanon, whence fprings 
the River Orontes, now called Farfara) Its head or chief City * is 
Tlxmafc'M ; which being fo pleafantly and fruitfully feituared; 
Mahomet would not enter therein, left being carried away with its 
pleafurcs, he (hould forget thebufinefle whereabout he was fent. 
Abrahams fervancs founded it, and Paul was convinced nigh it, 
and converted and comforted in if. Benhadad, &c. were Kings of 
this Syria 5 alfo the City Hieropolis was hcrein,where was the Hca- 
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tbcniih I empTc of the Syrian Goddqjlc: whofe Pritfts ufed jug- 
ling tricks todeceive the people. 

S TROP HE OjsfICI A, is the third of Syria, whofe Metropolis 
of a\\Syria, was Antioch, where the converted Gentiles were 
firit called Chriftians ; which name and profeffion, the Heathen 
fo liated ; that in fourty years time, there being a great number 
of tharname, they were sfHidtcd with ten pcrfecutions5 which 
were fo cruel], that (except on Jan. the firft) there .were fome 
thoufands pu- to death every day : But Conftantine the great, (nor 
oncly favouring them, but bccomming of the fame profeffion) put 
an end to all tliefc pcrfccutions. Antioch is now rather a heap of 
ruincs than any thing clfe. Aleppo, fo called from abundance of 
milk thereabouts, a place now of wonderfull traffique from all 
parts; in the Scripture it is called Aram Sobab. Tripoli's, fo 
called for that it was thrice built, ({landing a mile from the Sea- 
fidc,ncar the foot of Mount Libanus ) and removed into three fun- 
dry places. The Town and Province of Palmyra, was like wife in 
Syria, 1 he which Zenobia a worthy Woman governed: who fway* 
ing thole Eaftern parts, and {landing in oppofition with 6' allien 
for the Empire; Aurelian the Emperour raking her, led her tri¬ 
umphantly through Rome, and that in fuch pomp, as never was 
(in triumphs) greater to be feen. The Syrians were called tAra- 
mite'ss whofe King Tigranes, by Elc&ion, {Seleucus his ftock fail¬ 
ing through civill wars; joyning with Mithridstes againft the Ro - 
mans, was vanquifhed by Lu'cullm^ an 100000 being faid to be 
flain ,but with jhc loflc of five Romans, and an hundred wounded. 
Then again,by the fame Lucullustf and atlengthjyielded to Pompey, 
leaving all Syria to the Romans, and contesting himfelf wither* 
menia, and Media onely. : But it was wrenched by the Saracens out 
of the Romans hands. 

P AL E ST IN A, which lyeth between the Mediterranean 
Sea on the Weft, and Arabia on the South, and being feitua- 
ted between the third and fourth climates; its longeft day is four¬ 
teen hours and a quarter) is divided into two parts by the River 
Jordan, which rileth at Mount Libanus foot, from two fountains 
called Joy , and Dan . Where,of the Ifraehtes, Reuben, and half of 
Manafeh dwelt beyond it, the other on this fide thereof; which 
latter part is fubdivided into Judea, properly fo called, Samaria , 
and galilee, and Idumea ; for when the men of Jidah returned 
from captivity out of Babylon, then began they firft ro be called 
Jews (even as the new commers out of Afiyria, at the Ifraelites firft 
tranfportation, were called Samaritanes from Samaria the chief Ci¬ 
ty) and then this Country was firft divided into the four Provin¬ 
ces abovefaid. It hath had divers names, as Q^naan from Cham's 
fon fo called; the promifed land from Gods promife to Abrahams 
of Ifrael, from Jacob furnamed Ifrael for his faith. Jude 4, from the 
Jews, or Tribe of Judah , the chief of the twelve; and p define froth 
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the Phililtines a powerful Nation therein ; and fince Chrift it hath 
been called the Holy Land. Here are two Laket> by which Jordan 
paffech, of Galilee the Lefie,and oiTiberias or g enezareth the Grea¬ 
ter ; alfo the dead Sea (into which Jordan falls at laft) called by 
the Greeks the Lake of tAfphaltites, and the dead Sea, becaufe no 
living creature can endure its bituminous or flimy favour 5 nigh 
which once flood Sodom and Gomorrah ; where (as fume have 
written) a Trcegroweth with Apples very fair to behold ; but be¬ 
ing touched, they moulder to nothing. 

T O begin with GALILEE, for that it is the very Monh 
part of Paleftine, it is divided into the upper and lower. In 
the upper were the two Tribes ©f Ajher and Napthuli (with a part 
of Dan) feared, four of Ajhers chief Cities were mentioned in Phoe¬ 
nicia-, another wasby whofe Wall falling, were 270000! 
Benhadads men flain 5 when as A hab had flain fin battel) 100000 
of cifietn before ; alfo GtfcaU. The Cities of note in Napthali , were 
Capernaum by the Sea of Galilee, which (Chrift faid) though lifted 
* up to Heaven, fhould be brought down to Hell, Cumereth, then 

Genefareth , whofe Lake was fo called, Jabin, at which J ofhua met 
twenty four Kings in battel. Lejhem being undtrftood of Latfb 5 
which the Danites took, Jo[h. 19.47. proves that a part cf Dan 
were here feated alfo. This was called Galilee of the Gentiles , ei¬ 
ther as being the ncareft to the gentiles of Palejiina , or becaufc Solo¬ 
mon gave it to King Hiram . The Lower, which beginning at the 
Sea of Tiberiades, is but twelve miles long, and five broad, in 
whofe center, Nazareth (from which City Chrift was called Jeftu 
of Nazareth , and where Mary was faluted by the Angtll) a Imoft 
flandeth ; from the fevcral miraculous removes and tranfportatl- 
ons of which Chamber of Mary there, is begun that deccitfull im- 
pofturc of the Lady of Loretta ; over which they would have to 
be believed, Paul the fecond built a molt ftately Temple 5 Here 
was alfo, Cana, Bethfaida , Tiberias, Gaba, fince Hippopolis, from He - 
rods Garrifonning horfe therein : Snhadda, nigh which Saul flew 
himfclf; Daberoth , in the Valley of Ifrael, famous for many bat¬ 
tels fought in it 5 which two laft Cities were in Ifachars Tribe * 
tht reft were in Zabulon > both which poflefied this Country, in 
which alio was Mount Tabor , where Chrift was transfigured, 
and the brook or River Chifon 5 Julian the Apoftate called Chrift 
a Galilean in contempt, becaufe of his much converfing in this 
Lower Galilee . 

S A MA RIA (taken here for the Province of Samaria, lying be¬ 
tween Galilee and Judea, not for all the ten Tribes) containeth 
Ephraim , ad, Reuben, and the Tribe of ManafJeh , one half whereof 
was feituate beyond Jor<te»,as was faid,the other on the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea^chicf Cities of which latter,were Bethfan, on whofe 
walls ,SauPs dead body was hung ; and which(being long after re¬ 
built by tne Scythians ) was named Scythopolis ; ctfarea, ‘PalefUna, 

before.. 
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before, Straton • Herod repairing it and calling it by Ctfars name, 
where Herod Aprippa was for his rhetorical I pride,eaten of worms- 
and where Paid made defence againft the Oratour Tertullus . Jez- 
reel, where T^afoth was (toned. Thebes , from whofe wall, Mime- 
lech (whonigh the City Sphra, had before flain feventy of his 
brethren) was mortally wounded with a flone. Here flood alfo 
Endor, where Saul asked counfel ofa Witch in his diftrefle. 

The Metropolis of Ephraim was called Samaria,a ftately City. It 
flood on aHill, built by Omri King of Ifrael, and denominated 
from Sbemer, of whom the Hill was bought. It being afterward 
razed, was repaired by Herod , and called Sebafle from Sebafios, the 
Greeks word for Augujtia. Bethel was another of its Cities, which 
fignifying the houfe of God> was by Jeroboams Calves there ere&ed 
and the Idolatry there committed, called by the Prophet Bethaven, 
that is, the houfe of vanity. Sichem, nigh which J udas Maccab<tm 
overthrew Lyjias. Lydda, fince Diofpolis ; where George for En¬ 
gland was find to be beheaded. Here was alfo Ramatha, Jofeph of 
Anmathea sCiry : and Shiloh, or Silo, (on a hill) where the Ark 
was, till taken by the Pbiliftines. gad, beyond Jordan, conreined 
the chief Towns, Gadara, and gergefa, two diflind neighbouring 
Cities*, but both one in defiring Chrift to depart their coafts- 
alfo Ramoth ( 7 //^/facall to wicked and wilful Ahab, feeking to re! 
cover it from tne Syrians. Here flood alfo Succoth , and Gabofh Gi - * 

lead, where Saul and his fons were buried, and Rabba, where Uriah 
was fliin ; likewife Betharam, which Herod rebuilding alfo, cal¬ 
led Julia in honour of Augujhu Wife, now of the Julian family. 

In the other haltof ManajTeh ; (which Countrey was called Ba- 
fan, Og the Gyant being its laft King) and alfo part of that coun¬ 
trey called Decapoht(dwers times mentioned in Matthew , Mark 
&c. from its ten chief Cities) fome of whofe principal Towns 
were 6drey, Ogs fear, A^taroth, where the Goddefle Alhtaroth was 
worshipped in form of a ftiecp; and Hus, or Jobs birth-place In 
the Tribe of Reuben, was ftrong Machtriu, (on a Rock) where \ohn 
Baptjft was beheaded, Bethbara where Mofes exhorted the Ifraelites 
and John long after baptized. Ramath Baal, whither Balaam was 
brought to curfe the people, and whofe god Baal(C om e have fain 
was beaftly Rnapm aforementioned, finally -Abel, sittim, \ n Mo 
abs plains, where the ifradites laft encamped, and where the 
wood grew whereof the Ark was made. The Samaritans were 
(after the ten Tribes carried away) Afyrians fent thither by Salma 
naJIar,yvho being deceitful!, were deadly enemies to the lews in 
diftrefle, but in their reft and profperity,they would be their Cou- 

fins*, fo that they were for their mungrcl Religion, notoncly ac¬ 
counted Schifmaticjues, but alfo reprobates, with whom the 
Jews converfcd not ; and accounted the word Samaritant among 
the worft they could give to Chrift. ® 
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J UDEA contained the Tribes of Judah and Benjamin , and is 
now accounted as large as them : all the remarkable Cities of' 
which two great Tribes, to fpeakof particularly, would be too 
tedious. In Judah was Jetkir ; near wbich,King Afa (by his God's 
help) overthrew Zerah King (not of the Ethiopians beyond Egypt, 
but) of the Arabians nearer home, having ioooooo men. Hebron , 
a very ancient Seat of the fons of Anak ; which Anak (the word 
fignifying a chain for ornament) it appears, wore fuch a chain ; 
the Gyant being enriched with hisenemie’s fpoyls. Near this 
Town was alfo the Plain of Mamre ; whither the Angels came to 
Abraham : here alfo was'David anointed King by the Tribes 5 and 
kept his Regal Seat before the taking of Jebus 3 afterwards called 
Jerufalem. Tekoa, where the Prophet Amos dwelt5 in whofe wil- 
dernefte, the Lord deftroyed the Moabites, Ammonites, and men 
of Mount-Scir, in Jebcfophat’s time, by fettingthetwo former 
againft the latter: and then againft each other. Beihlem-Judah 
(lor there was another Bethlem in Zabulon ) where Chrift was bornj 
and the Infants fuffered by Herod 1 amongft whom, Herod’s own 
fon, at nurfe, being (lain, Augustus C*far faid, He had rather be 
Herod jhogg, than his fon. Emaus , (afterwards Nicopolis ) where 
Chrift made himfclf known to two difciples 5 when their hearts 
had burned within them, as they travelled reafoning with him. 
Herein likewife, arc the hills of Engedi, at whofe feet were Gar¬ 
dens of Balfamum or Opobalfamurn: for whofe Trees, Cf e opatra fend¬ 
ing to Herod to plant them in Egypt, he, as not daring to refufe, 
pluckt rhem up and fenc them. In a Cave of thefe hills alfo Da* 
njicl cutting off the lap of SauV s garment, his heart (by God’s wit- 
nefle in his confcience) fmote him for ir. 

Benjamin's Cities were <]ilgal 3 where Jojhua , after Mofes'sdeath 
performed feveral ads as preparatories to his fuccdfc and con- 
queftof Canaan ; as, circumcifing the people, keeping the Paffe- 
overj pitching 12 ftonesnearit; a memorial of dividing Jordan 
to give them paflage ; eating of the fruits of the land j and where 
v^washewen in pieces by Samuel . Strong^/, where the If- 
raclites (purging the Camp of Achan the thief) feized the City 
byaftratagem, having been firft difeomfited- Mifpeh, even in 
the rnidft of the Land and peoples common affembling place, was 
with Gilgaly made the Ju Jgmenr-Sear, whither Samuel went year¬ 
ly for that purpofe. Gibbah , whcre,in the quarrel of the Prieft’s 
daughter being forced, that Tribe was almoft extirpated. <jibon± 
whole Gibconitcs obtaining peace of Jojbua, and Saul afterwards 
killing fomcof them,a famine came on the Land, and was not ap¬ 
pealed but with the hanging of his feven fons by them. Jericho, 
whole Walls falling down at the found of rams-horns, it was ra¬ 
zed, and a curfe denounced on the builder thereof; which being 
attempted in Ahab*s time by Hiel a Bcthelice, for the plcafantncflc 
of the place, he loft his cldeft fon at the foundation of its Walls; 
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and his youngeft at the fetting up it’s Gates. On the other fide 
Jordan againft this Jericho, is Mount-Nebo, where God having 
fhewn Mofes the promifed Land,topk him away, not fuffering him 
to enter therein. Laftly, Jerufalem 3 built by Melchizedeckf that 

is, a King of righteoufnefle in fpirit and figure ; and King of Salem, 
that is, King of peace, the of the former: which ftanding 
among the Jebufites, was named Jebufalem; and,a letter being 
altered, Hierufalem, or a City of peace. It was built on Mount 
Sion, having a ditch about it cutout of a rock; which was not 
conquered, till David (by Jo&b) took it, although the Citizens co¬ 
vertly and prefumptuoufl uXaid, their blind and lame could defend 

it. Then was this the Roy&i Seat; in which Solomon built the 
magnificent Temple, the place of general worfhip: which being 
dertroyed by Hebuchadnezzar King of Babylon in the 13 50th year 
of the World, was (after the Jews return from Captivity) rebuilt* 
the Workmen holding their fwords in one hand, and tools in the 
other, through the great oppofition of the Samaritans. Yet was 
it not outwardly in divers refpeds fo glorious as the former • But 
tho Lord promifed (by the Prophet) it fhould be more glorious • 
which was fulfilled not onely by Chrift the light of the World* 
bis perfonal preaching glad tydings therein; but cfpecially by 
dwelling in his Saints, of whofe bodies (which are his Temple > 
that was bur a type* Herod the Afcalonite, in favour of the Jews; 
plucking it doww, made it much exceed the fecond, though fome- 
whac mferiouf to the fir ft. But it was again deftroyed by Titus 
Vefpaftan's fon, Aug. 10. (on which very day, Nebuchadnezzar 
burnt the firft with fire) which City, to be befieged, the Jewes 
their rebellion and obftinacy againft the Roman Emperour,(under 
whofe power they were; to fulfill their own wifh in crucifying 
Chrift, that his blood might be upon them and their children, af¬ 
ter fome years, caufed ; and at the time whereof, there dyed by 
lword and famine above a million of people in the City it felf 
befides near iqoooo taken prifoners at the taking if, and mother 
Cities well mgh a million more:and all this from the tathyear of 
Nero, unto the fecond of refpajian, which was within 4 years time* 

And in the 13 6 year of Chrift, (through 2 rebellions byrhem rail 
Ied)they were by Adrian the Emperour, in general banifoed never 
there to inhabit but as ftrangers : fince whicb,they being difperfed 
over theEarth,have been banifhed out of England out of 

francc 3 Spain 3 Portugal,NaplesSicilyiYct arc there many in G er ma¬ 
ny,Poland, Amfterdam in Holland, (where they have a Synagogue)/^. 

and chiefly R 0m eit felf,with the Pope^s jurifdi&ion of Avignion* 
which periHilfion of them under the Pope,although an expectation 
ot their converlion be the declared reafon ; yet confidering the Pa- 
pifts; Image-worfcip, whereby they are Humbled : and they alfo 
not being fuffered to fee lo much as the New Teftament • as alfo, 
that at their converfion, they mud likewife convert all their goods 
ro the Church, as ill-gotten ; it may be rather judged to be from 
profat hereby arifing. When Julian the Apoftate would (to in* 

.creaic the Jews number, and diminifh the Chriftians; have re- 
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built this Teen pie ; an Earthquake calling up the foundations,and 
fire from Heaven confuming the timber-work, hindered that dc- 
fign. Yet the City was re-edified by the Emperour y£lius Adria¬ 
ns, (who calling it after his own name gave it to the Chri- 

ftians) though not in the very place of the old, every way : for,ac- 
cording to the relation of an eye-witnefle, on its South-fide,much 
of .Mount-Sion is left without the walls, which was anciently the 
heart of the old City 5 taking in alfo now, both Mount-Calvary, 
and Chrill’s Sepulchre, called the holy grave,within thofe Walls 
thatwere built by Selimus the Turk: fo that (faith he) a man may 
boldly affirm, the moll part to be bui^on that place, where the 
firft Jerufalem was ; as appears by the Mountains mentioned in 
Scripture, whereon Jerufalem is both feituated and environed; 
whoreferve their fame names to this day; as Mount Sion* Cal¬ 
vary, Moriah, and Olivet, which laft Mountain the Valley of 
Jebofaphat divideth from the City. There is in it alfo the Tem¬ 
ple of the Sepulchre built by Helena, ( Mother to Conftantine the 
Great jwith a little Chappel over it: and in the place of the Tem¬ 
ple, burnt by Titus, is another great Temple budded by SultavSt- 
limSeliman, referved and highly regarded by the Turks out of their 
refpea to Solomon : near which, or within whofe Courts, none 
(called a Chriftian) may enter,under pain of Iofing his head. The 
Temple of the Sepulchre, hath been, and is much reverenced and 
referred unto; for the fight of which every one payeth 9 Crowns 
tribute to the Turk, or (as a Traveller thither faith) 12 chickens 
of gold, was difpatched from each of them for the Turk,as tribute 
forgoing into the holy grave. . 

The Levites (of whom there were four forts. Panics or young¬ 
lings till 2 5 years old; Graduates, who after 4 years fiudy might 
oppofe and anfwer in the Law; Licenciates, who exercifed the 
Pricft’s Office; And Rabbins or Dolors,the higheft,who expoun¬ 
ded the Law) had 48 Cities allotted them, out of every Tribe, 
and were reckoned of that Tribe where their City was .Simeon alfo 
inhabited onely a part of Judah's portion ; according to their 
father’s prophefie, That he would divide them in Jacobs and fcat- 
terthemin Jfraeh fo that Jofepb's fons, Ephraim and CManafies, 
made up the 12 Tribes. They were called Hebrews from Heber , 
who was before Abraham : and of 70 fouls when Jacob went down 
into Egypt, grew a multitude in 215 years fpace, notwithftand- 
ine their oppreffion. Neither was any Province thought to be 
f0 proportionably peopled, as Talejtina ; in which (being not 
above 160 miles long, and abroad, the length being reckoned 
from Dan to Beerjheba ) when David numbred the people, they 
found a million and 300000 fighting men,befides Benjamin ; but 
now ftript even of all ornaments, except the beauty and bounty ot 
the foyl, which is defective alfo. The Jews had 1 6 Judges, 4 1 5 
years ; Mofes being the firft, and Samuel the laft : who having 
judged them four years; in the year of the World 2873, they 
defired a King like other Nations. They had three Kings before 
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the kingdom was divided, Saul, Davids and Solomon . There were 
17 Kings of Ifrael, J eroboam the foa of Nebat being the firft, and 
Hofea the laft; who being overcome by Salmanafar, the Ifraclites 
were carried captive into AJfyria in 3232; whence thofe ten 
Tribes never (as we findj returned. The Kings of Judah were 
20. Reboboam,Solomon's fon, was the firft, from whom the ten 
Tribes rent; Zeclekias was the laft, in whofe reign, Nebucbadnez 
zar the Proud,deftroying Jerufalem, captivated the people into 
Babylon his kingdom ; (two Kings having reigned in Judah aftet 
I fra cl’s captivity). Who fo remaining 70 yeats,Cyrus King of Per¬ 
ils (to whom the Babylonians were now fubjeft) gave them liberty 
to return, and build the City and Temple ; which finifhed, they 
chofe them Goverjiours of the chief of David’s houfe; whereof 
Zorobabel was the firft of the 1 5, Johannes Hircanui the laft, of 
them that were of David's ftock. 

But thcDoruinion of J every being vexed by the Egyptians on one 
fide, and the Syrians on the other, during their governments ; 
compelling them wichall, to eat Swincs-fiefh, &e; Mattatbias and 
his five Ions were ftirred up to refift Antiocbus Spipbanes, and the 
Syrians; who having been very victorious over them , Judas 
MaccbabeM (>reckoned one of the Nine Worthies) Was chofcn 
Captain of the Jews; in the year of the World 3799 ; who van- 
quifhed three of Antiocbus his great Captains, with, their three 
numerous Armies. Three Princes of Judea there were after him, 
Johannes Hircanus being the laft, in 3831. Then were there four 
Aiacchab&an Kings of Judjih : cAriftobulM , the firft, who ftarving 
his Mother, flew his brother. Alexander was the fecond ; ablou^ 
dy Tyrant both to fubjedts and enemies. Then a woman, Alexin* 
dr a or Solo,ne> the Tyrant’s wife. Laftly, Hircanus , who being di- 
fturbed by his younger brother Ariflobulus , was eftablifhed by 
Pompeythe Roman, in his Throne, he with his fons being impri- 
foned atRoaie; one of whom ( Alexander ) efcaping and difquiet- 
ing his Country, was feized on and {lain. But Julim Cxfar {Pom- 
pey's victorious competitor) freeing the other brother Antigonus i 
he depofing Hircanus, cutoff his ears; who fuddenly after, was 
{\a.m by Mark-Anthony, and a ftranger had the kingdom in 3930. 
Ot which ftrangers, there were five. Kings. Herod the Afcalonice 
anldumean, being the firft, made fo by Auguflus : and at which 
time Chrift was born; and Agrippa minor , or the Lcfle, who 
was the laft : before whom with Fejttu, Paul pleaded , and in 
whofe time Jerufalem wasdeftroyed; and the kingdome made 
a Roman Province, in the year 73 after the birth of Chrift: which 
being re-edified fas wasfaid) by ^I'm Adrianus, and given to the 
Chnftians: Ccfrots King of Perfiatook it from them in £15; from 
whom the Saracens wrefting it in 637; and the Turks from them 
in 1009, one Peter a French Herjnite ftirred up the Princes of the 
Weft to relieve the opprefled Chriftians; who came at laft to Je- 
rufalem, and took it. Godfrey Duke of Bulloign for his merits 
therein,, was fa luted, the firft King of Jerufalem and Paleftine, in 
G gggg 2 i°??j 
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1099, of which (though he would not in that place where Chrift 
wore a Crown of Thorns, be Crowned with Gold,yet (for the com¬ 
mon goods lake, he took the title 5 there was nine ot thefe Kings 
whereof Guy of Luflgnan was the laft; for in his time, Saladine Sul¬ 
tan of ^Egypt in 1187, won that Kingdome, which his fuccefiburs 
1 defended, untill that in 1517, Selimus the firft,Turkifh Emperour, 
added both Palefline and v£gjpt alfo to^his Empire. Yet after that 
Saladine had taken Jerusalem ; the Chriftians retiring into feme 
Towns thereof, made them good againft the Turk; under Con - 
rade of CMontferrat, Henry Earl of Champaigne,and John di Brenne> 
who was-the laft Chriftian King that pofkflcd any thing in Pale - 
fline or Syrifi ; yet Poland,Brenn his daughter, marrying Frederick 
King of Naples, he intituled himfelf King of J erufalem in her 
right; whereupon the Kings of S/M?/*,being heirs and pofleflours 
of Naples,do now affume that empty title.Thrce Orders of Knight¬ 
hood were alfo ereacd for defence of the Holy land fo called, 
againft mfidells. The firft, by Helena, Conftantine the Great his 
Mother, and called Knights of the Sepulchre. The fecond by 
one Cjerard in 1134. named Knights of Saint John of ]erufalem, 
(which was alfo confirmed by the Pope) who being expelled Pale - 
fline, feized on Rhodes, and being forced thence alfo (at length) 
by the Turk, arc now in the Ifle of OMalta, and called Knights 
thereof. The third were Templers by Hugh of Cayennes in 1 11 3, 
confirmed alfoby the Pope: who pofTeffing very many Lord- 
fhips, even in all Provinces of Europe 5 their great revenue wa* 
not the leaft caufe of their diflolving ; yet were there crimes pro¬ 
ved againft this order, as revolting from obedience to the Patri¬ 
arch of Jrrufalem, their vifitour, unfpeakablc pride, and alfo fins 
againft nature; fo that, being diflolved, their lands were given 
, to the Hofpitallers, or Knight of Sr. J ohn. 

I pUMEA , (which the Edomites, Sfau's off-fpring once inha¬ 
bited, as alfo Mount Seir, or wiidernefieof Edom, counted part 
offtony rabia> where the Israelites were flung with fiery Ser¬ 
pents) was in part pofldled by the Philiflines ; who very much 
vexed the Ifraelites : and although they, with the Edomites were 
made fubjwft by David, yet could not be expelled the land. The 
Edomites revolting in JoramS time, and remaining free, till the 
time of Hircams the High Prieft after the Captivity * he fubjeft- 
ing them, forced them to becircumcifed, and fo were accounted 
as Jews. In Idumea were Dan and Si meons Tribes. Dan’s chief 
Cities were ICiriathjearim , where the Ark was kept in Aminadabs 
houfe 20 years ; Eckron where they worfhipped Baalzebub, or the 
god of flies- Jfotos, Azotsu, or Afdad, where was fump- 

tuousTemple; and near which Judas Macchafatu was flaia in 
hard fight. Gath , Cjoliahs City: and Joppa', or as fomc now, Jaffa, 
reported to have been built before the floud ; whence Jonah took 
, fhipping to flee to Tarfus , where Peter raifed Dorcas, and where he 
' faw a Vifion of the Gentiles conversion in Simon the Tanners 
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houfe, Simeon's principal Cities arc,ftrong Gaza, which from the 
Perfians laying their Weftern tributes andcuftomcs there, all Ri¬ 
ches are called Gaza ; Afcalon, where Queen S emir amis who built 
Babylon -, and alfo long after, Herod that flew the Infants was born. 
Beerfheba, which was the Southern limit of Palefline, as Dan, or 
Laiffo, was the North, and was well fortifyed by the WarrW 
Chrift ians, as bounding on Arabia. Abraham and Abimelecb here 
fware to each other. Hagar wandred hither with Ijhmael , and 
Ifaac there long d welt. Cariatkfepher, whofc name fignifying a City 
of books 5 fomc would have it to be anticntly Talefline's Uiiiv’f- 
fity. „ 

A rmenia Major, or the greater, which hath on the 
N orth, Tartary, and on the South, Mefopotamia, called at this 
day Mingreha, hath Mountains lying on the Eaft of Euphrates 
which divide it from Anatolia , called Scodrifci, Periadres , and 
Amamus, whole Inhabitants having want of all things, areftour, 
crutlland Warlike, living (in that lb barren foyl) by hunting and 
ftealing. It is divided into three Provinces; whereof the firft to be 
mentioned is Cohhis, now called Diarbec , feituate North and 
Weft on the Euxine Sea, two of whofc chief Towns are Phafis, of 
FajTum, on the River Phafis its banks; and Diofcurias, where the 
Romans (in their time) kept 30 Interpreters to ftand between the 
Governour and people, becaufe of 30 languages there fpoken* 
through the Merchants of all Nations. In Colchis alfo oEtas was 
King, from whom Jafou is faid ro have ftollen the golden Fleece by 
Medea*s ayd and forceries. Georgia (otherwife called GurgeflatSi 
and formerly Iberia ; for it comprehends the ancient Iberia with a 
part of high ^Armenia) was not fo named from St. George, ( a l- 
rhoiigh they highly efteem him^ but from the Cjeorgi inhabiting 
long before George, the adjoyning Countries. It is feituated on 
the Eaft of Colchis, and on the North of Turcomania. This peo¬ 
ple being good Souldicrs, have alwayes maintained their liberty, 
by j »yning fometimes with the Perfians, and fometimes with the 

Turks; otwhofe Country alfo there have been many Lords: but 
now’tismoftly under the Turk, and hath many good and ftrong 
Towns : (one whereof is called Teflis , exceedingly fortified by the 
Turks, to defend their new Conquefts againft the Perfians) alfo 
Loca, Toman, &c. Hence theSultansofEgyptchoofing their Ma- 
malucks ; tucy at length proudly aflumed, aadTong defended that 
Kingdom. 

T URCOMANIA (formerly and property called Arme¬ 
nia the greater, todiftineuifh it from the leffer in Natalia) is 
confined upon the North with filchis ; on the Weft with Euphra¬ 
tes, and the leffer ^ Armenia, and took this name from the Turks; 
(in the Hebrew figoifying, hanifbed men) who breaking thoroW 
the Cafpiaa ftraignts out of barren and cold Scythia, feared them- 

felve* 
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' ^""felvesin this Country in 844, whore reaming up and down after 
the manner of the Scythian Nomades, and being an unregarded 
people 5. at length, Mahomet thePerfian Sultan, a Saracen, fend¬ 
ing for fome of them to ayd him againft the Caliph of Ballon, 

(by whofe valour he got the victory) and hindring their return 
home'* they firft retiring into the Woods, by open arms fought 
thePerfians : where Mahomet by unadvifed riding to and fro to 
encourage his Souldicrs, breaking his neck with a fall from his 
horfe • Tran^olipix the Turks Leader, was (by common confcnt 
of both Armies) proclaimed Sultan of Perfia, whereby, at firft, 
by the Zelz>uccian family,and then by the Ottoman fwallowmg up 
the other, the largeTurkifh Monarchy hath been (by degrees) 
credited both in Europe, A ft a, and Africa : So that as’t was faid of 
the people of Rome, that of a froall beginning, they grew up to 
fuchagreatnetfe; fo may it be faid of thefe Scythian lurks : but 
as iris with the Moon her felf, which increafeth, and again di- 
minifheth 5 fo alfo is it with all Empires placed under her,which 
have their time to rife, and muft have their time to fall. The 
Metropolis or Mother-City of Turcomania was once Artaxata , de¬ 
nominated either from the River Araxis, (which divideth Arme¬ 
nia an d perfia ) asbeing feated thereon, or rather from tArtaxes 
before Tigranes who founded it 5 then Efechia , and now called 
rov- nigh which Lucullus the Roman overcame Mandates and 
Tigranes his fon in law3 and Selimus the Turk, Hifmael the Terftan 
Sophie, in 15 14, though with the Ioffe of 30000 choife men, and 
fuch a general terrour, that they ftill call it, The day of‘Doom. Ar¬ 
ming i! now its chief City. There is alfo Tigranocerta built by 
Tiqranes, one of the mightieft Kings of this Armenia 3 whofe new 
Citv,^ Lucullus taking by fiege, found befide ocher wealth therein, 
2000 talents in money, ran, which both by Nature and Art is 
a ftrong Bulwark againft Invafions of the Pcrfians. Laftly, Seba. 
(tia, where the Patriarch of Armenia refides. 

A rabia (taking it altogether; is a very fpatious Coun¬ 
try, and is (but up on the Weft with the Arabian Gulph, or 
the Red-Sea 3 on the Eaft with the Perfian Gulph 3 on the South 
with the Ocean 3 and on the North with Paleftinc, and famous 
Euphrates: So that it is in the form of a Peninfula, and is divi¬ 
ded into three parts, Arabia Deferta, or the Wildcmeffe , Petrofa, 
or the Stony 3 and Felix, or the Happy. Though the Arabians 
are very much given to theft, and hate all Science 3 yet they boaft 
much of their Nobility., They of Arabia Felix, thecivilieft of 
the three, had many barbarous cuftoms. The Arabick tongue 
which they all ufe, extends alfo thorow Syria, Paleftine, ^gypr 5 
Mefopotamia, and (Morocco excepted) all Barbary: which lan¬ 
guage the Mahometans account {acred. 


Arabia 
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A Rabia the Defart (which hath three feveral Epithitcs given 
to it by Ariflidesy Sergius, and Lucian) is called by the He¬ 
brews Kedar , and is the Wildernefle wherein the Ifraelires cocu- 
ming out of Egypt, wandred 40 years under Mops'. It is bounded 
on the Eaft with the Mountains of Babylon. It being covered 
with a dry and thick fand 3 is not fit for herbage or tillagerthe chief 
City of whole few Inhabitants is called Bafsora . Their travelling 
bcafts here are Camels, whom little food fufficeth 5 yet will they 
carry 600, and fometimes iooo weight. 

P ETROSA, or the Stony,', (which confines with the Defart 
on the Eaft, and on the South with the HappyJ is lo called 
either from its rockmeffe, or from Petra the chief Town thereof, 
though now named Rathalaiah : which having been ftraightly be- 
fieged by the Roman Emperours Severasand Trajan , they were 
in all attempts worfted. Trajan being glad to flee for his life,and 
the man next him being flain with a dart. Yet this Arabia was 
fubdued by Palma Lievtcnantof Syria under the faid Trajan: 

Here is alfo Szion-Geier on the Red-Sea, where Solomon »s 
(hips ftayedboth before and after their faylingto Ophir. This 
Country was called by Pliny and others, Nabathea 3 (tor it contains 
the two Regions of Nabathea , and Agar*, fo called, becaufe the 
Sarareas or Hagarens of Hagar pofleffed it: where alfo dwelt the 
E>-tms and Zanzummims, as alfo the Madianites, to whom Mofes 
fled) now it is called either Barra , as one 5 Bangaucal , as another; 
or Battha , as a third. The two Mountains of Sinay and Ho re l 
are herein ; of which* Sinay is the higheft, which being very 
troublefome to afeend, flairs are cut in the rock, that beafts might 
moreeafily paffe. There is alfo in this Mountain, a Co vent of 
Monks, 50 in number, called Maronites, living after the Grecian 
manner 5 and who receiveChriftian Pilgrims (fo called; who go 
thither for devotion. Many would have Petra to be the very 
Mecca where Mahomet was born: but it is rather that which ( in 
Mapps) is called Petra of Eft : for Mecca is reckoned to be in Ara¬ 
bia the Happy, Of all Vegetables, the Palm-Tree onely growes 
in this barren Province. Store of Dromedaries there are 
which,they fay, will (through fwiftneffe) bear a man 1000 miles 
in one day. The Oftrich alfo (who is faid to digeft Iron) is plenty 
here. 

F OELix or the Happy, joy ns to the other two like a Peninfula^ 
betwixt the Arabian and Perfian Gulph, and bordering with 
the Indian Sea 3 and is fo called, (I may well fuppofej for that it 
is the moft pleafant and fruitfull Country of Alia, abounding 
with Balfome, Myrrhe, and Frankincenfe, Gold and Pearls, efpe- 
cially (faith a Traveller) about Medina the fecond City to Mecha 5 
now it carries the name of Taman or Gyamen . Some will have Saba 
the principal City : but however, hence were the Sabeans that af¬ 
flicted 
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tiicteLi job. (jMedtnaTanalbt, tnac is, tne Prophet's City is ici- 
tuated near Arabia Petrea, and well peopled, and was the firft 
Town that yielded to Mahomet, when by arms he began to efta- 
bii(h his Religion : in or nigh which he compofed the model there¬ 
of: here the Iron-Coffin of this falfe prophet, with his inclofed 
body, is faid to hang, being held by an Adamant up to the roof of 
the Temple, near which they alfo fay are alwayes about 3000 
burning lamps. tJMecba is the chief City ; wherein Mahomet 
was born : which two Cities are remarkable places for Mahome¬ 
tan Pilgrims: there coming alfo three Caravans or Captains year¬ 
ly, which part from Cair, Damas, and the Indies, and go to Me- 
cha for devotion,in honour of Mahomet* s birth 3 thence to Medina, 
in honour of his Sepulchre : and into which noChriftian is fuffe- 
red to cijtcr. The other Towns of note are Horan, the chief Port 
of the South Ocean; and Alteroch or Elter , the onely Town in 
that Country where Chriftians, focallcd,are in greateft number. 
There is Zidon , a Sea-Town 40 miles from Mecha, without walls, 
but indifferent fair houfes : alfo Aden feated on the borders of the 
Red-Sea, near the ftrait of Babel Mandeb, and faid to be the faireft 
Town of Arabia, ftrong by fcituation, as well as Art: which 
Town the Turks took, and the whole Realm by policy, in 1538, 
and they loft their King. Zebethot Zibit alio is a good Town {land¬ 
ing in a Plain between two Mountains, and on a River of the fame 
name half a dayes journey from the Red-Sea ; which being taken 
by the Turk after %Aden, he fent thither a Beglitrbey with great 
forces. One barbarous cuftome which they had formerly in this 
Arabia, was the community of one Wife alone among a whole 
kindred, and if fhe accompanied any other man, they both dyed. 
The Turkifh Alcoran compofed by Of men the 4th Caliph, and 
commanded by him to be only received as Canonical throughout 
his Dominions, is an expofition on Mahomet's eight Commandc- 
ments;which are, 1.Every one ought to believe that God is a great 
God,and one onely God,and Mahomet to be his Prophet. 2 .Every 
one muft marry toincreafc Mahomet’s followers. 3. Every one 
muftgiveofhis wealth to the poor. 4. Every one muft make his 
prayers five timesaday. 5. Every one muft keep a Lent one 
moneth in a year. 6 . Be obedient to thy Parents. 7. Thou 
ftialt not kill.. 8. Do unto others, as thou wouldft be done unto 
thy felf. WhichReligionof his (he promifing a carnal and vo¬ 
luptuous Paradife to thofc that kept thefe La wes) was greedily 
received by the Saracens, (of Arabia the Defart) fo called (not of 
Sara , but) either of Saharra, which fignifics a Wilderneffe, and Sa- 
ke»i to inhabit; or from Sarak , thceves, a name agreeable to their 
natures, c Mahomet was born in 5 7 a, and fome fay not at Mecha, 
but in a Villagc of Arabia called Itrarip ; his father was a Pagan, 
and his mother a Jew ; he was married to his Miftris at 2 5 years 
old, and began toaffuft the name of a Prophet at 38 years of age; 
and by policies ftrengchening himfelf with the Arabians, who 
freed chcmfelves from obedience to the Greek Empire: he was 

driven 
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driven from Mecha* s Territories by their Nobility; rhe which he 
(erelong) fubduing, expelled thence the Greek Officers. From 
whofe flight iiomCWecha, the Saracen’s Hegira , or computation 
of years (fo called from Hegirathi, which (from the Arabick) is 
rendred, a perfecution raifed about Religion) began; which was 
about the year of Chrift 617. Although Selimus the Firft,fubdued 
the Arabians to the Turk; yet arc they rather tributaries than 
provinces of that Empire ; for they have two Kings of their own; 
one whereof livcth on Euphrates, the defarts of Mesopotamia; 
fometimes in Arabia Fcelix,and in fomc parts of Syria: the other 
wandreth with his tribes or wild theevifh Arabs,tents,and Beftial, 
one while in Petreea and Deferta ; fometimes in Palcftine, as he 
findeth good palforagc and freih fountains; which makes the tra¬ 
vail to and in paleftine, fo dangerous. Thefe two Kings are mortal 
enemies; and if by chance they meet, they bring damage,rapine, 
and deftru&ion to thcmfelvcs and their followers: for being un¬ 
tamed Savages, they cannot bridle their inordinate paffions. 

Thefe Countries arc all fubjeft to the Turkifh Empire, which 
did alfo poflefle part of Media, with its chief City Taurus: but 
fome think the Sophi of Perfia hath recovered the greateft part 
thereof. The Turk alfo holds almoft all cMefopotarwa and Diar- 
beck ; being Mafter of Chaldea, and parr of A/syria: But fince the 
Perfian Sophi hath daily won from him, recovering his eftate by 
little and little, as alfo that many of thefe Countries do (hereby) 
change their mafters daily. 

We will briefly mention the Riches,Fruitfulneffc and Religion 
of the forementioned places: and then (that we rim not into a la- 
barinth) in brief furvey the other Countries alfo. 

Anatolia, or Lefler Ajia enjoying a fweer and temperate Ayr, 
did abound likewife with grain, having ftore of good pafturcs for 
Cattle; and had more than fufficiency for the life of man. But 
now it is not fo fruicfull, as not fo well manured ; yet it is more 
fertile in places near the Sea ; and as the land is better husbanded, 
fo it yields the more. In the great Plains within the heart of 
the Country,they fow Wheat,Barley, and Cotton. Natolia hath 
the benefit of many Rivers watering it; whereof five of the prin¬ 
cipal difeharge themfelves into the Euxine Sea; three into the pro- 
fontidts ; one into HelUfpont^ four into the Archipelago : one rung 
into Euphrates ; and divers others into the Mediterranean Sea. But 
the chief revenue of Natolia is by Cotton, wherebf there gtowes 
abundance. 

Bythinia imparts its Orpiment tb ether Natiohs. Galatia hath 
great yearly profit by Copper-Mines. Carta a good revenue by 
the Adamant ftone. The Pamphilians make the beft ©f Chatalets^ 
and have great fums of money for them. Cappadocia is enriched 
by Silver, Iron, AUom,Jafper, Cryftal; Alabafter, andtheOnyr 
ftone. And Cilicia receives much money for its ftore of Chamlets 
made of Goats-hair, which is there very fofr, ^nd delicate as filk; 

Judea reaps much profit by Pilgrims going yearly to the Holy Se- 
Hhhhh pulchrci 
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pulchre. Phoenicia is much frequented for its great traffique: But 
Arabia the Happy exceeds them all in Merchandife, and by reaion 
of the Spices, precious ftones, and Pearls there fold to llrange 
Merchants, isexceeding rich * and it yields Incenfe for all the 
World. Mecha hath great traffique, unto which ^Ethiopian, I/i- 
dian, and other Merchants come * and (together with Medina) is 
enricht yearly by Pilgrimages. *Aden exceeds any other in traf¬ 
fique for the abundance of Commodities brought thither from 
India, Perfia, and ./Ethiopia, which are fetcht and fold from 
thence at a dear rate * for they are a witty people in Merchandi¬ 
zing matters. As touching Religion, there are many of divers 
Religions and fe&s in thefe Countries befidesrhe Mahometans. 
Jews are difperfed all over them : and ihofe that profefle them- 
1 'elvcs Chriftians, fome obey, and others are divided from the 
Church of Rome. The firft fort, arc great numbers of Merchants 
of Venice, Ragoufe, France , Sec. trading to Tripoli, Damafco, Aleppo, 
Sec. being afiiftcd by them of the Order of Francis who dwell in 
Jerufalem and Bethelem : and a few among the ^Armenians alfo, 
arc found following the Latinc Church. There was 2 5 Villages 
under the jurifdi&ion of %Alangtacana-tZa%i\e, two dayes journey 
from Tauris, who (though they fpake the Armenian tongue) ac¬ 
knowledged Rome. This was in 1337; which Inhabitants are 
fa id to be then converted by one Bartholomew a Dominican , who was 
made Bifhopof Armenia (I fuppofe the leflkj* but now 12 only 
do perfift in obedience thereunto : fome of the other 13 haying 
fubmitted to the Patriarch of the greater Armenia , and the others 
being ruined during the Turkifia and Perfian Wars. The 12 Vil¬ 
lages are aflifted in religious matters by the Dominicans under 
an Archbifhop of that order, who being made by their Chapiter, 
and the chief of the Villages, is confirmed by the Pope. The La- 
tines had alfo Synagogues at Burfia and Trebyfondor Trapezoud* 
but they with the Latine Ceremonies being loft for lack of Priefts 
to officiate, either the Grecian or Armenian Religion hath fuc- 
ceeded. Tor the Armenians differ from them, 1. In receiving 
Infants to the Supper immediately after Baptifm. 2. In abftinencc 
from unclean beads. 3. In fading on Chriftmas-day fo called. 
4. In holding their children over the fire in Baptifm, as a needful 
circumftance, becaufe John told the people, That Chrift fhould 
baptize them with the holy Spirit and fire. The other forts arc 
divided into three fc&s, Melchites , fo named from Melecb, thatis, 
a King or Prince, as following the Emperour’s of Constantinople's 
example: Such arc all they of the Greeks religion in Aft a under 
the four fore-mentioned Patriarchs of Confantinople , Jerufalemy 
^Alexandria, and Antioch * this.laft refiding at Damafco : who be¬ 
ing chofen by the Country Bifhops, feek not now the Pope’s con¬ 
firmation, (as formerly) but a liberty to choofe, from the Turkifk 
Baihaw, and the Turks own confirming, cxcrcifing their power 
under his authority. Thefe choofe and confecrate the Arch- 
bifhops and Bifhops under them: fome of whom have recourfe 
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to the Pope for confirmation. They are all Monks of Bafil, the 
famoufeft of which many Co vents throughout the Z.<M/tf»f,arethofe 
in Jerufalem, on Mount Sinai, and the holy Mountain upon the 
Archipelago. Thefe hold all that the Greeks of old condemned 
as erroneous at theCouncel of Florence * and are thought to be 
more than all the reft, Natolta and Syria being full of them* they 
extending alfo into Egypt, and Corazzan of Perfia. Some alfo 
place the Georgians among them; who (as one) acknowlcdg the 
Patriarch of £onflantinople’s authority: yet fome fay, they agree 
in moft do&rinal points with the Greeks, but not acknowledging 
the faid Patriarch 5 but have one of their own: who being moft- 
ly refidenton Mount Sinai, hath 18 Bifhops under him. They 
call f’tis faid) on St. George as their Advocate: But take not their 
name from him, as was before (hewn. Some of them have turn¬ 
ed Mahometans. NeforUns are alfo in thefe Countries, fo called 
from Neflorim the .Leader of their formerly condemned hcrefie: 
who fpeaking the languages of the places where they live, do not- 
withftandiog cclebrace tneir Liturgic in the Chaldean tongue. 

The third fc& are Diofcoriens, which arc likewife divided into 
three Armenians, who although they give the title of Patriarch 
to many of their Prelates who farm the Turk’s Armenian tributes, 
and arc made partly by his favour 5 yet call but two Univerfal 
Patriarchs, the one being over the high, the other over the Low- 
Armcnia. They are not much ieffe in number than the Melchites * 
who have great liberty in all the Turk’s cftatc,borh for their policy 
in Trade, and for fome teftimonies of their predeccHour’s affe&i- 
on to Mahomet: who paflionately recommended them to his fuc- 
ceflours. Tney have no Images, but croflcs of braffc and iron* 
yet have they divers reliques in fhrinesof filver: they fay Service 
in their own language. Thofe things wherein they differ from 
the other Diofcoriens are, 1. Celebrating their Sacrament with 
unleavened bread, therein being conformable to Romebeydhd all 
the Eaftern Se&aries • they put alfo no water in their wine,faying, 
the Latine Church uied anciently the fame* they eat figgs and 
milk on Saturday night before Eafter; eating alfo fleih every 
Friday from Eafter to the Afcenfion. They differ in the time of 
celebrating the Annunciation and Nativity, They fay, Chrift 
was exempt from paflions, and neccffities of humane nature. 

They make the fign of the Croffe with two fingers, firft on the 
right fide, then on the left, contrary to the Jacobites. 

. For their killing nor buying any flefh five Saturdayes of the 
year, in remembrance of the Idolaters facrificing their chil¬ 
dren to Idols, and in a different ordering the Lamb in their Mafs 
for the dead before they kill it* fome call them Sabbatins and 
Julianifts. Yet they remember their firft union with Rome’s 
Church, ia Pope Silvefcr, and Confantine the Great’s time. Ja* 
mobiles, denominated fromone facob, a Syriain, a follower of Dio - 
{cores and Sutyches * the chief of whom are in Aleppo, Caramit, 
and Tur, a Mountain of Mcfopotamia. They had two Patriarchs* 

Hhhhh a " now 
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now but one 3 which is he of the Monaftery of Gifranj yet living 
at Caramit : who hath under him two Metropolitans, one being in 
Jcrufalem; divers Arch-bifhops, and many Monafteries of c An¬ 
thonies Order. They celebrate in the Chaldean tongue, and dif¬ 
fer from the Armenians 3 in making the fign of the croffe with the 
lore-finger onely* to fignifie a oneneffeof nature, will, and ope¬ 
ration in Chrift.'.:They eat alfo milk and flefh on Wcdnefday 
and Friday night alter Sun-fet, faying, Then the termofabfti- 
nenceis paft : .eating flefh all the year long but in Lent. Some 
Arabians living among them, have joyned to them, who are call- 
edSolares, becaufe they worship (among other fuperftitions) the 
Sun. The Maronices (fome think) are a branch of the facobitcs 3 
lor they were both (ofold) fubje&toth c Antiochian Patriarch; 
the which Pairiarchfhip, borh pretend ; though it be now in the 
hands of the Melcbites: they both ufe the Chaldean tongue, and 
had the fame opinion of the unity- of will, nature and operation 
of Chrift. It is the leaf! of all the Eaftern fc&s, there being not 
above 12000 houfholds, mofl of whom are poor 3 yet they are 
the mod affe&ed to the See of Rome, whofe Patriarch being of 
tAnthonies Order,and chofen by their Bifhops and Religious ones, 
is confirmed by the Pope,and refides at Tripoli of Syria , the Towns 
of Syria and Villages of Mount Libanon being the abode of the Ma¬ 
mmies. Yet are there fome convents of Anthony, and a few Bi¬ 
fhops, who having no certain abode, are as it were his afliftants. 
They pray to Maron , not (fay they) the Arch heretique, (lrom 
whom,’tis generally held, they derive their name ) but an Abbot 
of a very holy life: or elfeare fo called from c Marona a Village 
of Mount Lebanon. Some arefound among thefe, called White: 
who not being baptized, and in outward fhew Mahometans, do 
call themfelvesChriflians, confefling and communicating in fc- 
cret. The third fort of T>ioporians , are Coftes or Curdes : who be¬ 
ing wonderful ignorant,are moftly Neftorians andy^o^/f«;but have 
divers other opinions: many Mahometans being alfo among 
them. 

Before I pafTe to Ajfyr'ta, &c. I fhall ftrike in with thofe two 
noted Iflandsof the Mediterranean Sea, Rhodes and Cyprus* Rhodes 
lying in the Carpathian Sea over-againft Caria^ad of old divers 
names, a slthrea, Tr 'tnacria , &c. But (according to ‘Pliny) called 
Rhodes , from the fields of Rofes therein, from p 5 JV, figiaifying a 
Rofe 3 nigh whofe chief City Rhodes (which ftands on the Eaft 
pare of the lfle, the fide of a hill, and part on the Sea-fhore, en¬ 
joying a fair and fafe Haven, hkving alfo two or three Walls, 
five Cattles, 13 high Towers, and fome other Forts, making it 
even impregnable) at the entry of the Haven,* flood that huge 
Idol of brafTe, (in a man’s image) called Colojstu, one of the world’s 
feven Wonders : whofe thumb Was fo^big, that no man could 
embrace it with both arms 3 and its little finger as bigas an ordi¬ 
nary man. Some fay it was built by Canete Lindo in 12 years 
fpace; orhersyby Calla/es Lyfipptu his Schollar, rakingthe name 
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ColoJfus of him. 1 c was 80 cubits high, and ere&ed in honour of 
the Sun 3 (which is faid,once a day to fhine on thislflandithough 
never fo cloudy in other places) between whofe leggs, (it (land¬ 
ing in the Harbour’s mouth) (hips with fails were wont to pafle 
under. Whether the people were hence called Colofiians , is un¬ 
certain ; but thofe Colof tans 10 whom Paul wrote, were dwellers 
in Anatolia, of which mention hath been made. Mnavi Caliph, 

Cpnarfs General,uniting this Iflero the Mahometan Empire, he 
brake down moft of this Image, the brafTe whereof is faid to have 
loaded 900 Camels : yet its reliques were feen within this 60 or 
80 years by a travailler into Rhodes. When the Knights of John of 
Jerufaiem were driven out of Palestine by the Turks , this lfland 
was given by the Conftantinopolitan Emperour unto them, who ex¬ 
pelled the Saracens from thence in 1308, who formerly took it 
from the divided Greeks 3 who having forely infefted the Turks 
nigh 200 years, Solyman the magnificent invading it, and befje- 
ging Ltlladamus Ttlliers f with about 500 of his Knights, 5000 
Rhodians afiilling them) by an Army of 200000 Turks, and 300 
Galleys, 6 moneths; in one of the two ftrong Fortrcfles of the 
City,theyrefolurely defended it to the utraoft ofvalour or warlike 
policy , till multitude over-mattering both, Solyman entred the 
Town on Chriftmas day fo called, in 15 22 : the Knights yielding 
it on condition to.depart, with liberty, goods, and tranfporcations 
and the Countrie’s Inhabitants to continue there ftill if they 
would : yet the Turk loft fo many of his beft Souldiers,andbravp 
Commanders, that (as one faith) he might have faid with pyr .- 
rhus, Such another ViBory would have utterly undone him. They re¬ 
mained long after without a habitation 3 till the King of Spain 
gave them the barren lfle of Malta . Rhodes hath been much fub- 
je£fc to overflowing of waters, wherewith in 25 years fpace it 
was three times affli&cd, and mightily indangered by con- 
tinuall ftorms of rain; the la ft of which beginning (when 
*Antigonus vanquifhed Eumenes ) with hail at the entrance 
ofthe fpring, the whole lfland was covered with water, and the 
inhabitants drowned 3 many houfes were beaten down, many kil¬ 
led, and the Town in a manner ruined thereby, but they fiuce la¬ 
bouring to drain the waters, and dry up the moors, the Country 
hath bcenfiuitfull,and not tubjedt to fuch inundations. It abounds 
in paftures, great ftore of Olive-Trees, Olives,and Citrons, with 
other Trees, continually green, and near the Town it felf, there 
are many Valleys and fmall hills, with ftore of Fruit-Trees and 
Vines 3 but they grow all by induftry, not naturally. Thefelflan- 
ders were fo expert in Sea-affairs, that Floriu calls them Populist 
Nauticw , or a Sea-people 3 they made couragious defence againft 
the Romans^ before fubje&ed untethem ; but then ever faithful), 

^ho (of all the Mediterranean Ifles, that revolted in Ultithridates 
,his time) flood onelyfaft to the Romans, fo that f^elleim Paterculut 
, makes it al moft a miracle, that (in the Romans hard wars with 
‘Perfern King of \Macedon) the very Rhodians that before were moft - 

faithful 
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faithful! to the Romans, now (by a doubtfull faith) feemed to be 
moTe inclinable to the Kings part. The Town is onely inhabi¬ 
ted by Turks, and Jews , Chriltians may not abide therein in the 
niehton pain of death, for fear of fedition or Trcafon; by day, 
they may either cbntinue, or trade there without exception. But 
thofe in the Villages are mod Chriftians, and thofc Greeks who 
manure their fields, and drefl'e their Vines and Gardens; and 
whofe manner of living is moftly like other Grecians ; I luppofe 
the Authors meaning is, bath in Religion and behaviour. Rhodes 
was an old Academy of the Roman Monarchy, on the Weft fide 
of which Ifle (which is 120 miles in circuit) licihCarpatbos, now 
Scar panto, 70 miles in compaffe; eminent onely for giving the 
name of the Carpathian Sea to the ad joyning waters. 

C YPRUS (feituated according to 'Ptolomy, in the midft of the 
Ifiick-bzy, called the Gulf of Laiazzd) lies between Cilicia, 
and Syria's Coafts, and is about an 100 miles from Syria South¬ 
ward, having on the Weft, And Cilicia on the Eaft. It’s 

length extending irom Eaft to Weft, is (by a traveller thither) 
reputed 2 1 o miles, 60 broad, and 69o in circuit. It fell into the 
Romans hands, after the A/yrian Monarchies extioguifhment, 
(which before was under the dominion of Greek Tyrants) by 
whofe means the Ptolomies of v£gypt commanded it. Then rctur- 
. mug again under the Romans by M. Cato , who conquered it, and 
found therein 7000 Talents in money and goods 5 which fumme, 
fearing to lofc,in bringing it to Rome by Sea, he put it into feveral 

boxes, to wit, two Talents and fifty drachms in a box ; at the end 

whereof,he faftening a long rope,with a piece of Cork at the end, 
thar 3 if it fuffered fhipwrack,it might be efpied.Upon the divifion 
of the Roman Empire, the Emperours of Conjtantinople poflcfled it; 
whither Ifaac Comnen (fleeing from Andronicm Comnen, the ufur- 
per of the Greek Empire, ruled as its King till 1191 5 when as Ri¬ 
chard the firftjof Sngland, going to the Holy War(fo calied)agamft 
the Turks, his fouldicrs being by the Iflanders, fomc fiain, and 
fome taken Prifoners, who in two (hips were there driven on 

ground, having hardly efcaped the Sea’s danger : and the reft of 

his fleet there arriving, being forbidden to land alfo 5 he moved 
therewith, and by force landing his men, took Jfaac Comnen Pri- 
foner, ( whom he fent bound in Silver Chains into Syria ) and fpee- 
dily overman and fubdued the wholelfland; exchanging it after¬ 
wards with Guy of France, of the Family of Lufignan, for-the loft 
and titulary kingdome of Jerufalem ; in whofe pofterity it remai¬ 
ned till 1423. Then the Sultan of *y£g)pt invading it, and ta¬ 
king John its King Prifoner, yet reftored him (after a round ran- 
fome) for 40000. Crowns yearly Tribute. Then it came under 
the^et/*»rfubjc&ionini 473 > by means of James an illegiti¬ 
mate fon, who having difpoflefled his lifter Carlotte of the Crown, 
married one Catherina adopted daughter of the Senate of Venice, 
whom he leaving his heir, {he refigned her Scepter to the Senate, 
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which defended it (onely paying the Tribute) dll CMuflapha, Se- 
limus the Second,hisGcncral,wrcftcd it in 1570 out oftheir hands, 
Bragadino their Go vernour making g»od to the utmoft the Town 
of Famagujla (the which and Rhodes are faid robe the two ftrongeft 
holds in all the lurks Empire^ yielding an laft on honourable 
conditions : which CMuftapba kept not; but murdering the chie- 
feft men of the 1 own, he cut off Bragadinoes ears,ficaing him alive, 
&c. and fending the chief prifoners and fpoils unto Selim ; A Cy¬ 
prian Lady appointed for his luft, firing Gun-powder,partly burnt 
and partly drowned the two Vcffelsj and booty, fothac he never 
faw them. Yet the next year the Venetians won the battle of Le- 
panto. This lfland was formerly called Achamantis or Achametide , 
Mac aria, that is, blefled or happy, from its fruicfulneffe 5 Ceraflti, 
either for the many Mountains therein, whofe tops are fharp like 
horns: or becaufc it butted toward the Eaft with one horn ; and 
one faith, it was named C r yp ta l that is hidden ; lying fo low as if 
the waves of the Sea did cover it. But Cyprus, from its abundance 
of Cyprus Trees. There are fix Capital Cities or Towns therein ; 
Paphos, faid to be built by cineras, who called it after his fathers 
name, wherein (of old) was the Temple of Venw, for the Gentiles 
coofecraced this lfland to that imagined Goddeflc of beauty. Fa- 
magufta (formerly Salamus) on the South-Sea : at whofe fiege the 
Turks fpent 11 So 00 great Bullets. JVicofia, in the plain of Mafia- 
ra, 34 miles from Famagufla, and of old called Fremitus, and Leuce- 
turn. Ceraunca , now Cerienes 5 which Cyrm built after vanquishing 
the nine petty Kings, into which it was once divided. lAmatkw, 
whence the lfland was called Amatkujia y where ream was alfo wor- 
fhipped. Lefcare , anticntly Arjinoe, highly noted for Jupiters 
Groves. Here was born five noted gentiles ; Xenophon the Hifto- 
rian, Zeno, Appollonitu the Philofopler, &£[clepiades, whence the 
depiad Verics, and Solon, one of the feven wife men of greece, 
who gave laws to the Athenians. The Cypriots are very courteous 
and affable to all ftrangers, except Jews, of whom(becaufe in Trd - 
jane his time, they under Artemio their Captain, defolated this 
lfland, killing 240000 therein (who yet were quickly overcome 
andflain by the Romans LievtenantJ if any come, or are forced in 
thither, (*tis faid) they execute him. Their grcaieft want is of 
water, but too much plenty of fcorching heat (the longeft day 
there, being about fourteen hours and an halfj and fabulous 
grounds,(whofe heat notwithftanding the Northern winds ftrong- 
ly blowing in CWws Burrough, doth moderate; the Ayr alfo on 
the Mountains being very fubtile) and it is recorded, that the Ifle 
was utterly abandoned in Conflantine the Great his dayes, for that 
it rained not in thirty fix years. It was formerly (as Ptolomy cea- 
cheth; divided into four parts; Salaminia , Paphia, Amathujia, La- 
pathta ; but now into twelve parts, called Provinces or Countries* 
Strabo faith, Cyprus in his time yielded abundance of Wine, and 
Oyl, and Wheat enough to feed the Inhabitants. At this day it is 
exceeding fertile, having all things necdfull for mans life, their 
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Wine is excellent, keeping So years, of a plealwg tali, and of 
black (in that time) becoming white ; but a iravaner l'aith, they 
having no barrels, but keeping it in great Earthen jars inclofed 
all (fave their open mouths) within the ground, and interlarded 
with pitch within, to preferve them from breaking by the Wines 
Force; it favours of the Pitch, and makes ir too heady for the 
brain. The black great Rayfin called Zibile , comes here hence; 
tbeygathet ail kinds of fruit (except Chel'nuts, Services, and 
Cherries) tfpecially Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, excelling all 
others in taft. They have Daces,Saffron, abundance of Coriander- 
feed, alfo Maftick. It yields medicinable things, as Rubarb, 
Turpentine the beft of all ; and fome fay Coloquintida, and 
Scammony. Hereare alfo Mines of Gold, Chryfocolla, Calthan- 
te, Allome, Iron, and exceeding good Copper, Befides which, 
are pretious ftones found, as Diamonds, Emeraulds, Gryftall, 
white and red Corail, and the Amiant Rone, of which they ma¬ 
king Linnen Cloath ; the fire will not burn it(though caft into it) 
but purifies and whitens it. They have Goats hair, wherewith 
they make Chainlets. There is a Lake not far from the Sea, 12 
miles about, into which runs a fmall River falling from Mount 
Olympus out of which they draw ftore of fait ; excellent and white 
Honey have they, alfo Wool 5 But it appears, their chief com¬ 
modities arc Sugar, which they draw out of Canes, and Cotton, 
for,as one faith, Cypm, Candy, and Sicily , are the Monarc hall Ifles 
of the Mediterranean Sea; refcoabling each other in length ; 
breadth, circuit and fertility, onely Candy is fomewhat narrower 
than the other two, and more faflinous and hilly; yet for Oyle^ 
and Wines, (hee is the Mother of both the other, Sicily being for 
Grain and Silks theEmprefle of all, and Cyprus for Sugar and Cot- 
ton-wool, a darling fitter to both, giving likewife this Chara&er 
of their Inhabitants; they o{ Sicily Iflc are the snoft civil 1 : the Cy¬ 
priots indifferent, the Candiots rudeft of all. Befides the Latine and 
Greek Churches, whereof there are4Bifhopricks, yet double, the 
one Greek, the other Latine ; of Nicofia , Papitee,Famagufla, and Li - 
mi fa ; there arc other fe&s in this Ifland, as Armenians, Coftes,Ma- 
rorntes, Indians , Wjftorians, Georgians , and Jacobites ; every one ha¬ 
ving their Bi(hop,and were expelled by Saladine (after the taking 
of Jerufalem) for the Turks here (as in other Countries) give liber¬ 
ty of Confcience,oneIy for a yearly cxa&ed Tribute. There are 
many Monafteries on the chiefeft and higheftMountain in this Ifle, 
called Trohodos, 8 miles high,and 48 in compafs, whofe people are 
of BafiVs Order,and called ftlieros, or rather faloires, that is, 'good 
Priefts.'The Latine Biftiops have their burroughs,and Tithes; but 
the Greek,a yearly {urn of chePriefts and Deacons under them, as 
in other Provinces. Alfo the Greek did acknowledge the Latine 
Biftiops for their fuperiours, &c. But the Latine Arch- bifhop of 
Nicofia (called Archbifhop of Cjpraj) depended immediately of the 
Pope, not on any Patriarch, untill the Signiors of Venice , under 
Pope Vids the 4th, becomming Patrons of this Arch* bifhoprick, 
chofe 4,one whereof the Pope named Archbifhop. Afyris,

A S STB IA (To called from A fur, one of Sem*s five foos who 
peopled it) is by divers, diverfly named; as Adrinfa , or 
Adrtfe, Azemie , c iMoful, Sarh , Arztrum , and by fome, Cufefanand 
lyes between Armenia Major on cheNorth, and Sufi an a, inPerfia, 
ontheSouth. This Country was of old in reputation, for the 
Empire there fetied, whofe King Salmanafar carried away the 
ten Tribes : and of the chief City Nineveh fbuilt by Ninut the 
third tAfyrian Monarch): whither Jonah wa 9 fent to preach repen¬ 
tance ; it was 60 miles about, whofe walls were 100 foot high, 
200 foot high was every Tower in the walls, whereof there were 
1500, and the walls were fo broad, that three Carts might be 
conteined a breaft: it was feated near the River Tigris, and bigger 
than Babylon ; but is now almoft quite ruined. Here is alfo the 
City Arzeri , whence the whole Region is denominated,, and Ar- 
vela, nigh which Alexander in his third and laft battle with Dari- 
w, having 800000., got a. great Vi&ory, and was inftalled in the 
Monarchy of Perfia. Darius dying not long after. It formerly 
conteined the Provinces of Arapachit, Adiaben Sittacen, which 

fome (faith one) at this daycall Botan, Sarca, and Rabia. Thorow 
Nineveh alfo ran Euphrates . > 

M ESOPOTAMIA, (fo called becaufe it Is feituated be¬ 
twixt the two famous Rivcts,Eupbrdtes and Tigris) is in Scrip¬ 
ture called Padan Aram, now Diarbech, according to Mercator, and 
bath toward the Weft Syria, toward the Eaft Afyria , divided by 
Tigris ; which for its fwiftneffe, is fo called, Tigris in the Medes 
language fignifying an Arrow. Whofe chief Towns were Edefa, 
now (they lay) called 'Rjchais ; whofe Governour tAgbarw, wri- 
ting an Epiftle to Chrift, received an anfwer from him, where¬ 
of Eufebius hath fet down the Coppies. Near which alfo 
Caracalla , Severus the Emperour his fon, was (lain by c JMa- 
crinus his appointment. Captain of the Guard, who in¬ 
tended to have took off his head, for that the/Magicians 
returned their anfwer, that c JM&crinus fhould fucceed him. 
And ’cis obferved by hiftory, that all or moft of the 40 Empe- 
rours between Julittt C<efar, and Confiantine, dyed unnatural deaths, 
either killing themfelves, or being killed. When the Chriftians 
had recovered this Country and Palcftine from the Turks, they 
divided their whole conqueft into four Tetrarchies, Jerufalem, 
Antioch, Tripolis, andEdeffa: every one whereof had fubordi- 
nate Lords, and were all fubjeft to the Kings of Jerufalem. Carra, 
in Scripture Haran, where Abraham dwelt, when he left#/* of the 
Chaldeans : this Town is now called Caramit, that is, a black Town, 
where refiJes a Turkiih Baffa of great power : it was of old na¬ 
med Amida, and ftands in the chief Country of Mefopotamia, cal¬ 
led Alech, and was taken by Selimm the Turk. The Pagans here 
once worshipped the Moon, fome as a Female; others as a Male. 
° r f e » kid to be feven miles in compaffe, and famously the deaih 
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of Crafstu the Roman Lievtcnant, who was worth 7100 talents, 
when he had offered the 10th to Hercules, and given three moneths 
com to the poor. Bat he was vanquirtied by King Herodes and his 
PartbUns nigh unto Carra. Herein alfo (lands Merdm the Chal¬ 
dean Patriarch's Scat: and Mofw the Ncftonan Patriarch’s sli¬ 
ding place, whofe authority extends even to Cathata, and the Jn- 
dies Here was Abraham born j whither alfo he fent his fervanc 
to choofe Ifaac a Wife: unto whofe brother Laban in this Coun¬ 
try, Jacob fled, from his brother Efatt: The earthly Paradifc is 
judged to have been in an Ifland of this Region made by Tigris and 
Euphrates , and branches running from them: whofe uppermoft is 
(aid to be Pifon, watering Havilah, now Sufi ana, the lowermoft 
<7i/?0w,running thorow ^Ethiopia, Afiatica, Chaldea, (whofe frill In¬ 
habitants delcenjkd from Arpbaxad, Sew s third fon* according to 
JDubartas-— 

And Chaldee fell to learned Arphaxad) 
is feituated on the Weft of Aflyria,«nd on the Eaft of Syria; two 
of whofe principal Cities were Ur ; yet now called Hsrrra. 

Bub r/«»; whole Tower of StM, that is, confufion, (begun by 
Nimrids he fon of Cbus foots after the flood, to fecure themfelvcs 
from a fccond deluge; (though Hdtr and his family contradifted 
irt is faid to have been raifed 51 «4 paces from the ground, whofe 
circumference was equal to its height, &c. which God behold- 
ing, made of one language,7* i f« hindring the proceedings of 
that proud and fond attempt ,who being about 24000 men,be(ides 
women and children: *7 of <h®fe languages,*® s pofterny, di- 
fpetfed themfelves over Afia ; 1 5, being Jtpbet s iflue, went to¬ 
wards Earne and Afathe Ltfle: the other 30 >, of Cham s loyns, 
peopled Africk) which was neverthekfle fimfhedby Stmtrmu, 
a woman of infatiable lufts, born at A[c»Un a Town of Syria, and 
the 4th Chaldean Monarch, who being taken to Ntnus s bed, who _ 
granted her the Empires command for five dayes: fhe putting an 
the Royal robes, commanded the King to be flam. And whofe 
walls being in circuit 60 miles, were alfo a 00 foot htgh, and 50 
Cubits in breadth. News being brought to this Stmramspi this 
Citic’s revolt 5 fhe, leaving her head half undreft, never platted 
the reftof her hair, till fheby fiege had recovered it. Cyrus took 
this Town, by cutting many deep channels; fo emptying Euphra¬ 
tes that ran thorow it, and conveying his forcesalong theetnpticd 
River into the Town. Which revolting from the Perfians in Da- 
rm HiMpis his time ; Zt,pirM,-Dtrim bis Captain, (afttt twenty 
moneths fiege, and ftillleffe hope to prevail) cutting off his nofc 
and ears, and mangling his body, fled in policy to the Btbylomans, 
complaining of his King’s tyranny : who crediting his words.and 
committing to him their whole Army, he delivered Souldicrs and 
Town into his Soveraign's hands. Here Alexander the Great en¬ 
ded his dayes ; by whofe Greek Army it being taken , one part 
onely took cognizance thereof in three'dayes (pace. Buffer Ca¬ 
liph of the Saracens, rebuilt this City, expending 18 millions ot 
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gold therein, calling it Bagdet from Baga , the Arabick word for a 
a garden ; of which it contained many. Between this Town and 
Aleppo is (kill a great Trade of (Carriers with ladea Camels ? be¬ 
tween which alfo they are wont to fend letters in hafte by 
poft-Pidgeons. In £baldea fleurifhed many and the firlt 
Aftronomers : whofe two helps herein, were,the Countries plain- 
neffe affording a fair Horizon: and along life, with fufficient 
experience of all the Stars and Planets motions; and the three 
Wife men of the Eaft, who worfhipped and prefented gifts to 
Chrift, are thought to have come from hence. Belochus prifeui , 
the 10th Afyrian King,was the firft author of divination by birds 
flying* called Aufipicium: befides which, the Gentiles had three 
other kinds; Arafpicium , ora looking on or intobeafts that came 
to be facrificed. Tripudium or by the rebounding of crums eaft to 
chickens. Augurium,ovby the chirping or chattering of birds.- as 
alfo from unknown founds and voyces. Sardanapalus the 38th 
Monarch, for his effeminacy, being befieged in Nineveh by^r- 
baces, Governour of Media ; and Belochus , of Babylon : he burned 
himfelf with all his riches. Juftine faying, that by this deed onely 
he imitated a man. After whofe death, Arbaces taking Media 
and Perfia with the confining Provinces; Belochus feized on Afiy- 
ria,Chaldea, and the Countries adjacent; whofe Kingdorfte was 
called the new Kingdom of Afsyrta z the ?th of which new Mo- 
narchs was Nebuchadonofor , who conquering Egypt, deftroying 
Nineveh, repairing Babylon, aradin the 18th year of his reign de¬ 
ftroying Jerufalem, and captivating the Jews to Babylon y was cal¬ 
led commonly, The Hercules of the £aft. But toward his latter end 
was diftra&cd feven years, living like a bead ; and being refto- 
red to hisfenfes, and thereby fomewhat humbled, he dyed, ha¬ 
ving reigned 44 years; whofe grandchild Balthafar, (the fon of 
Evilmerodach , who was (lain by A(tyages Kiog of the Medes) a dif- 
folutc and cruel Prince, had his Kingdom taken from him, and 
himfelf (lain by Tiaritu and Cyrm, Adages’ s fucceflburs: after 
which, it was fubje£fc to the Perfians, Grecians, Rowans , (who yet 
hardly extended their borders beyond Euphrates) Parthians, Sara¬ 
cens, Perfian Sophies ; and laft of all to the Turk, by Solyman the 
magnificent, who in 1545,caufed the titulary Caliph of Bagdec 
to crown him King thereof. Q 

M EDIA (now called Servan or Shirvan ) confines towards 
the South with Perfia, on the Weft with high Armenia and 
Aflyria; to the North with the Cafpian Sea, fo called from the 
Cafpii, a people of Scythia Southerly bordering herein. Its people 
.were formerly the moft powerful of all Afia: and it was divided 
into high Media , and Atropatia, the moft Northerly part of Me¬ 
dia . The chief Cities are Seruan, whence the whole Region is 
denominated. Tauns or Tabris, which fom6 be'ievc to be £0- 
batane, and is feared at the foot of Mount Oronte about eight dayes 
journey from the Sea of Bacu or Cafpian Sea: whofe ayr being very 
vvholfome; though cold and windie, it contained in its 1 6 miles 
1 i i i i a compaffc 
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compafle about 200000 Inhabitants • but Amurath the Third, ta¬ 
king it in 1585, (for it was thrice taken by the Turk; fome hold, 
that fince it is much decayed : Here was formerly the Perfian 
Sophie’s Seat, ( in Summer ) till Tamae tranfported it to Tasbin 
their lad abode, which lyes more Southerly than Tautis. Sul- 
tania, where is the faireft Mofquc or Mahometan Temple of the 
Eaft. Alfo Nafsivan, which foroe think to be the ancient Artaxata 
or Nafuana. Ardovillefin which Gurnet and Sederdin, (whom fome 
call Bunk and Aider ;the firft authors of the Sophie’s Se& and Em¬ 
pire, with fome other authors of that fed, have reigned. Some 
alfo make reckoning of Marant in high Media , noted for the war 
that hath been between Amurath the Turk, and the Perfian So¬ 
phies. And (as one faith) although the Turk hath held part of 
this Country foraewhat long, yet it may well be attributed to the 
Perfian King, feeing he hath of late recovered almoft all from the 
Turk. Symmachia , or Sumaquk in Atropatia,fo\d to be the ftrongeft 
place in Media, taken by the Turk in 1578, and made the Seat 
of a Turkifh Baffa. Here ftand alfo the Towns of Secbi on the 
frontiers of Gurgefian : Jsuat on the confines of high Media ; and 
Eres , fimous formerly, for the great ftorc of filk coming thence. 
They once made a liquor in Media, called oyl of Media, with 
which they envenoming their arrowcs,and (hooting them, not in a 
ftrong, but flacker bow, it burnt the flefh with fuch violence,that 
water allayed not, but rather increafed, the torment: onely duft 
could mitigate it. There is alfo Verbent (anciently named Cauca- 
fia Port* r,i>uilc hard by the hill Caucaftu, called by plinie , a great 
miracle of nature, as being environed with two walls,and having 
gates of iron, the chief City in Albania , but now called Zuir'ta, a 
Country lying on the North of Media: a chief River whereof 
Arafse ; and an ancient City whereof was called Laodicea . 

T He particular Province of P E R S I A (in old time called 
Panchaia , from King Panchee ; then, from the Greeks,: 
but Perfia, from King Per feus, ( changing the name of Elamites 
into Perfians ) who paffing over from Greece into Afia, there 
tamed the barbarous Nations by a great and daily war, and 
gave the Conquerour’s name to this fubdued Country; is 
bounded on the North with Media, on the South with the Perfian 
gulphj which takes its name of this Province 5 and runs along 
loo miles: The two chief Cities are&V^inantient time, Perfe- 
polis, built by perfes, Perfeus his fon ; fome fay, that it was named 
Cyropolis , and was the abode of the wife Kings of the Eaft 5 it is 
feated on the Rivet Bindimir, and is now one of the beautifulleft 
Towns of the Eaft, being (with the Suburbs, 20 miles about, and 
containing 60000 houfes. ^Alexander at the requeft of his lewd 
Lais, fet it on fire; but repenting his folly, he afterwards rebuilt 
it. Casbin or Tasbin, whither Tamas ( as was faid) brought the 
Sophies rcfidence from Tauris-, it’s called alf bJHifpian, and laid 
tobeadaves journey about on horfcback. This is well walled, 
7 ' (though 
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(though Tauris hath none) and is beautified with two Seraglio’s, 
whofe Walls are of red Marble, and paved with Mofaique work; 
where alfo doth the Sophie fometime perfonally adminiftcr Ju- 
fticc. 

S u SI A N A (called Chus and C a fifi an y hath for bounds on the 
Weft, Chaldea 5 on the South,the ‘Perfian gulph. It (faith one) 
took this name from its famous city Sufes , called Chus and Suftre ; 
but it may be called Sufiana (as if to fay >Chufiana) fi Tomcbui,Ham\ 
fon, who firft peopling here, withdrew to the three Arabia's, call¬ 
ing them after his own name, the Land of Chus, which is Ethio¬ 
pia, (not of Africa, but of Afia) which the River Gihon is faid to 
cncompaffe. Chus leaving this Country to his fon Havilah : it is 
called in Scriptures, the Land of Havilah , where is gold; which 
Ptfon (the Southern branch of the River Tigris or Hiddekel , as Gi¬ 
hon is the moft Wcftern branch of Euphrates) is faid to cotnpaffc. 

For it is evident from 1 Saw. 15.7. that there was another Land 
of Havilah , befidcs that of India. Sufes the chief City is built up¬ 
on the River Enele, now called Tirtir: being of a long form, and 
15 miles in compafle: where the Perfian Kings alfo (of old) kept 
Court in Winter ; for that it flood more Southerly than Tauris or 
Ecbatane. 

C vA RM A NI A, now called C HIRMAT^, hath been 
divided into two parts; the onecalled by fome at this day, 
Dulcinde , or Corrnania the Defart 5 whofe limits are on the North 
Parthia, towards the South, the other Carmania ; it hath no Towns, 
but onely fome fcattering Villages. The other lying betwixt Ge - 
drofia the Defarr, part o[ Perfia, and the Indian-Sea, and is called 
high or great Carmania. Whofe chief City is Chirman , famous 
for itscloath of Gold, and making of the beft Scimitars ; which 
the Mahometans fo prize, that thofe who were taken at their o ver- 
throw of hepanto, eaft them into the Sea, that the Chriftians 
might not have fuch weapons. This Province extends 200 
leagues, and is near the Sea 5 but (they fay) there isnofafe Port, 
or comming for (hips, for the fands and Rocks. Yet the more 
Wefterly, hath the more commodious Ports and many Towns, 
but the Eafterly is ill inhabited. Here e Alexander returning out 
of India , kept his feafts in imitation of Bacchus, who firft conquer¬ 
ed that N ation. They continued feven dayes, night and day in a 
fottifti, drunken, and foolifh manner, as they marched thorow it. 

In,the Army was no weapon to be fecn, but Cups, Barrels, and 
Flagons ; and eating, drinking, laughing, and fioging, inftead of 
skirmiftiing, &c. fo that the Hiftorian obferves, a~ 1000 fober 
Perfians, (if their courage had been according to the occafioa offer¬ 
ed them by this drunken army) might have defeated them,and re¬ 
covered the Countries freedomc. 

GEDROSIA 
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G E D RO SI A, now C H A R M A N 3 Circan , and Cep, hath 
toward the Eaft the Realm of Camboy, or part of the Indies , 
on the Weft Carmania y from which it is parted by the River //- 
menti whofe chief City is called Gedrofon, or <Jeft . Alexander 
here (to immortalize his fame) making all the Monuments of his 
conqueft larger and bigger than what they reprefentcd, oc- 
cafioned many to fufpeft, his a&ions were leffe than is thought, 
fince (hereby ) he would have them thought more then they 
were. . 

D RANGIANAy (divided by the River Drangie y called 
in new Maps Ilment ) is now called S 1 GEST AN 3 yet 
Niger faith, that Drangiana with Arachofia is fo called. Some 
will have this to be Cabul on the Sophies frontiers Weft ward, ha¬ 
ving a particular Mahometan King. It is bounded on the North 
and Weft with tAria, under the Mountain Bagoe^and on the Eaft 
with tsiracofid) and is fo inclofed with Mountains, that the Ri¬ 
ver fcarcc finds paffage3 two’Citics hereof are, Sige , whence it is 
named Sigcfyan, and c Mulehet^ where Aladine a feditious Perfian , 
promifed an eternal earthly fools Paradife to all that took his part, 
who fweariog to venture their lives in his quarrells, he appointed 
them toMaflacre fuch neighbour Princes as probably might prove 
bad to him, which thing’they did 5 whom the Italians calling 
Ajfajsines, that is, theives, and cut-throats, we ufe the word to 
AJfaJfinate. • Some indeed attribute this ur.to Aladeules , King of 
AntitaurMy vthomSclym thefirft vanquifhed 3 but Paulus Venetws 
relates the fuliftory concerning Aladtne. 

i A R1A (by others, Ert, Sablepam , Sargutzar , Corfan , and Se- 
Jt\.mere) hath on the Weft Fartkia, and Carmania the Defirr, 
on the Eaft the Country of parapomifm. Here are three principal 
Rivers Aria,Arapen 3 and Tonelet^ alfo the MariO* of Arien> now 
called the Burgian Lake. Its chief City is Eri, or Aria, thirteen 
miles about 3 Sartibarzanes was once Governour of this Country 3 
who revolting from, and joyning battell with Alexander , challen¬ 
ged to fight hand to hand with any of his commanders: the which 
one Eriguif an aged, but mettalfome fouldier, undertaking, and 
having cried aloud, I will fhew what fouldiers Alexander had, 
came on, and at the fecond onfet, flew Sartibarzanes 3 and then the 
Brians re-obeyed Alexander 3 who at another time having rebel¬ 
led 3 and being by Alexander forced to hide in a Cave, on the top 
of an inaccdfible Rock, he piling up wood eeven with the Caves- 
aaouth, fet it on fire with the wind 3 whereby, fome, by the heat 
and I'm oak, being half burnt and ftified, the reft yielded to his 
mercy. 
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A R AC HO S J A, (which hath on the Weft Drangiana, on 
the Eaft, India ) is, they fay, called (of it felf) Cabull-, whofe 
chief City is (*£#//, formerly called Alexandria of Arachofia^Alex- 
ander built it at the foot of the Hill Caucafus, (Taurus taking this 
name here) and left 7000 (Macedonian fouldiers to people the 
fame. On this Mount the Tragedy of Prometheus is faid to be a&- 
ed, which is farjdiverfly related by Augupine 3 then according to the 
vulgar Fable. D . 

P ARATOMISUS, fo called for that it is faftiioned like 
an Ifland, with Rivers running almoft about it, is named 
Daehe by one, but by another Candahar 3 yet others will have this 
called Sableflan , It is bounded on the South with Arachofia , on the 
North with the Mountains of Taurus , dividing it from Tartary ; 
here called the Mountain of Parapomife . It is fo mountainous, 
that in Alexanders times, it was fcarfe known to its neighbour 
Countries, and the people being fo barbarous that they were not 
held worthy of acquaintance 5 whofe Valleys (though faid to be 
indifferentfruicfuU) werefo lhadowed with the high hills 5 that 
it much Eclipfed their cleared day. Their chief Town, and a 
frequented Market is Candahar , or rather now called Conda - 
tura. 

S tACA , whofe people Sac a , fearing themfelves North in 
Cjermany, gave name to the Saxons, increafing there both in 
n amber and valour. They are reported ftill to live here barba- 
roufty in Caves, living moftly by theft. The Country is feitua- 
ted more Northerly than Parapomifm , on the borders of Scythia , or 
Tart ary . 

H I RQ AN IA hath divers names, SLSGirgiam 3 Corcam 3 Me- 
fandre, HjrachyStrave , Diargument- and hath on the North 
the Hircanian , or Cafpian Sea, and on the South, Aria , and Parthia . 
its chief City is Hircao , very ftroogly feituaced, and called by the 
ScythtanSyCharizat . In it alfo is the Town Nobarca, once famous 
for an Oracle therein, When Alexander conquered this country, 
(it being in a manner a Forreft) th z Hircanians tying the boughs 
together, he could not come at them. But caufing his Souldiers to 
cut down the Wood, which they thought his affairs would not 
have permitted him to do,thcy yielded. Abundance of fierce Ty- 
gers lurking in thefe Forrefts, occasioned that Proverb of cruell 
men 3 That they had fucked an Hircanian Tiger . There are Ri¬ 
vers in thefe forementioned Provinces, fome whereof (they fay) 
have even an incredible fteep fail into the Sea, and the River ZiL 
beris in this Hircania, in his courfe out of the Hills,is hid 3 8.tniles 
under.ground,rifing again into another river, the which, Alexan¬ 
der)^ cafting two Oxen therein, the ftream calling them up at its 
riling, made tryall of. 
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T Hcre is alfo included within the Realm of p E R S I A, the 
Iiland O R MU S (for perfia comeincth the eleven mentioned 
Provinces, bounded in the gcncrall with the Main Ocean on the 
South, and the Caspian Sea, with the River Oxus, on the North, 
which Oxus , (as may be (hewn hereafter, is a bound farall to Mo¬ 
narchies )about twelve miles from the continent, not great, and 
yet barren. They fay it is tributary to the Portugalls ever fince 
1506. But its convenient feituation, for the Trade both of 
Arabia, Perfia, and India: occafion.ed thefc Verfes by the hra- 
bians. 

Ifall the World jhould be a Rings thefione. 

And Gemme thereof, vcere Ormus Ifle alone. 

So that, the Cuftomes of its Merchandife affords a great Sum 
to the Mahometan Vice, or underlying thereof ,untowhofe Crown 
the Ifle Bolfaria not far off, and alio fome of Arabia the happy, is 
faid to belong. 

T His is the ordinary and received Defcription, and Divilion of 
Perfia , but one that hath written a brief relation of the chief 
Provinces thereof, and which have continued longeft under the 
perfians command* faith, that perfia , which thofc born in the 
Country call Parc, or A gem, and whofe inhabitants arc named Pa- 
ryfot A g'my, being one of the greateft Monarchies (for before the 
renting <JMedia, and Armenia from it, it was 45 60 miles in com- 
paffe) and the moft famous andbeft people in the World, can¬ 
not bed ifcovered> or have any certain bounds given unto it for 
the variety found in that Kings dominions, the Realms, and Pro¬ 
vinces whereof, have been fometimes very great, fometimes of 
fmall extenr. 

After Sardanapalus his death, the Empire was divided into the 
Afyrian, Chaldean , and Median Monarchy, of which laft the foun¬ 
der was Arbaees, in the year of the World 3146, the feventh of 
which Monarchs of the Medes, was Phraortes , who being of great 
proweffc, and reigning 2 2 years, compelled the Perfians to be his 
Tributaries. But Cyrus Afiiageshis Grandchild, having no 'quar- 
rcllatall againfttyrxarahis Uncle (who is plainly Darius the 
Mede with Daniel ,) left him the Kingdom e of Media , and himfelF 
took P^/rTjyet fojthat Cyrus marrying Cyazareshis onely daughter, 
ftiould be his heir both of what he then had,and what they fhould 
mutually win in Cyaxares his life time.-'So that although the 
G reeks attribute the taking of Babylon 3 and flaying of Baltazzar un- 
toCymoncly $ yet the Scripture gives it wholly to Darius 3 as 
being the elder, the Medes Empire the more famous of the two 5 
and the Uncle being before the Nephew* unto whom aflfo what 
they both won, was to belong* till after deaths Cyrus fucceediDg 
him, and incorporating thereby, the Medes and Perfians into one, 
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Joyaed alio the Aflyrian Monarchy, befldes Armenia and three 
other Countries to his Empire: whofe fucccflour Cambyfes (a cru- 
cll tyrant making an expedition into Egypt, in which he dyed 3 
although he iubdued pfamniticus the laft King thereof, uniting it 
to his EmpireJche Vicc-Roy,a Magus, fet up his own fon,ihe falfe 
Smerdis as Cambyfes his brother^ till Oianes a Nobleman, being in- - 
formed by his daughter the King’s Concubine,that he had no ears, 
che deceit being chfeovered, this falfe Smerdis was (lain in the 
8th moneth of his rcignj and the feven Nobles chofe one among 
them to be King, wiiofe vhorfe firft neighed in the Palacc-Green 
before Sun-rifing: which by thefleight of his Groom IcWioDarim 
called Uyfiafpes 3 whofe two immediate SuccefTours were Xerxes , 
who to his own overthrow, attempted to fubdue the Greeks 3 and 
Artaxerxes Longimanus , who is called in Scripture Aiafuerojb ; 

The 5 th after whom, being Darius Govcrnour of Media , he was 
vanquilhed by Alexander the Great in three battles^ whereby the 
Median and perfian Empire was pallid over to the Macedonian, 
which was in the year of the World 3^5. At which Conquefti 
Alexander is reported to have loaded ioqoo Mules, and 5000 
Camels, with the gold and wealth taken therein, befide what 
every Souldier particularly had. Hereupon, the Perfiaa Monar¬ 
chy was obfeured, till tire year of .Chrift 228, that is, 535 years 5 
83 years under Alexander 9 s fucceflours of $7^*345 2 under the Par¬ 
thian kings: for A'faces a Parthian Noble perfwading the Eaftem 
people with the Perfians, 10 break the Greek yoak*took rjhe Diadem; 
although in that th< y changed oncly the Tyrant* not the tyranny* 

But at length Artaxerxes a 'Perfian taking an opportunity, by the 
maflacring and breaking of the Parthians by Caractlla and c Maori* 
wus, flaying AttabanuS the laft Parthian King* heraifed again the 
royal Seat o iTerfia, though not without three dayes cruel fight. 4 
Artaxerxes hereupon, fending to Severus the Roman Emperour,for 
all the Provinces of Afla belonging to the Perfian Monarchy,to 
be delivered him, Sever us went againft him with an Army, di¬ 
viding it into three parts 3 two whereof the Perfians breaking, he 
haftily and dangeroufly retired.with the third. So that, Valeria* 
nus being after this ©verc< pie and taken by Sapores tbc fecond of 
thatPerflanrace: their name growing terrible, Confiantine the 
Great, brought both the GarriTons and Colonies of the Norths 
Weft into the Eaft* removing alio the Empire’s Seat from Rbme 
(0 Confiantinople, left tic Perfians (lieuId intrench .too far.on.the 
Roman Provinces. They continued in Sovereignty under 28 
Kings, till the year 634, in which, Haumarthc Saracen vanquilh* 
ing Horwifda the fecond, the Perfians were buried under infamy 
by the Saracens 3 who gave to their Deputies here kept-,the name 
of Sultan or Soldan, who remained till the year 10.30: 3 in which 
Tangrolipix the Tuik comingoutof Armenia for afliftaneC; to Ma¬ 
homet Perflan Sultan, was inverted King of perfia through the 
faid Mahomet’s unhappy death. The third that is read t of> from 
K k k k k Tangrolipix, 
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Tangrolpixj was Cujfanes\ who being conquered by the great 
Cham of Tartaric in the year I 202, Haalon was ordained the firfl 
Tartarian King of' Pcrfia ; the 9th from whom was Abuzaid : who 
dying, the Tartarian Princes civilly difleming about feizurcs on 
feveral parts thereot ; Gempfas a Parthian took occafion to irce both 
hisownfubje&s and the Pcrfians from their bondage : which he 
effeding, was chofcn Sultan or King of Pcrfia 5 whole Ifliac not 
long enjoyed it; Violent Tamerlane the Tartar difpoffcffiog that 
race; whofe iffuc alfo,after his death foon loft this kingdom: for 
llfun Cranes the Armenian rooted oat Malaencres the lad of his 
line, in 1431, and pofleffed the kingdom; during whofe reign,hc 
gave his daughter in marriage to one Aider Sophie , the fon of Guinc 
Sophie ; who (in 13 60) deriving his birth from Mufa Cerefn one of 
the twelve fonsot Ocen Halits fon, ( who marrying their prophet 
Mahomet's daughter,he bequeathed to the faid Halt all hiseftate; 
with the title of Caliph or Eonpcrour) contrived an eftablifhment 
of the Caliphate fhip in his own family. Jacup Ufun CajTanes his 
fon fearing Aider’s glory, had him {lain, cafting his ions Jjbmael 
and Sriyman into prifon ; who notwithftanding being well edu¬ 
cated, and having liberty afforded them by iAmaz.tr to whom 
they were delivered, vanquishing and killing Jacup, with 

his fon was both crowned King ef Pcrfia, and as to reli¬ 

gion, made Halt and himfelf Mahomet's true fucccffours: rejtft- 
ing Abuhequcr or Abuzezer , Ormar or Htf»#wr,and OdmanOT Ofmete* 
together with the Turks who followed them, (for being powerful 
men, and great afliLf ants to Mahomcti they all pretended them- 
fclvcs his true fucccffours) as fchifnuatical Rebels ; whence hath 
proceeded thofc mortal jarrs between the Turks and them,though 
to their Ioffe, who have (fine c/fhmael Sophie , who began the 7th 
race ofthe Perfian Kings in 1475) fucccflively maintained wars 
with the Turk ; unto whom they loft Babylon, with a great (laugh¬ 
ter of the defendants in 163?. The contention between Halt 
and the three above-mentioned, about the fucceffion, was the rife 
of four feds; The Pcrfians having the feeft reafon for their claim ; 
and by ijhmael Sophie's valour, challenging the race of Halt , he 
brought his feft iiito credit, proclaiming war againft his neigh¬ 
bours that would not embrace the fame. He wore a red Turban 
with twelve points, in remembrance of Ocen or Ofsan' s twelve fons, 
the fon of Halt, and commanding all his followers to wear the 
like. Many Natioas followed him and his fea, and all people 
between Euphrates and Abian, the Cafpian Sea and Perfian gul pb, 
are fettled in this opinion, differing alio in fome other ceremonies 
or circumftances from the Turkifh Mahometans. In the Sophie's 
Dominions are likewife fome Jews, of thofe that remained in AJ - 
fyria, when tytiemUb and Bzra led back the reft into Taleflinez 
who choofing a head of David's houfc, called hi m,Tbe Head oftht 
banifbed , and built a Town on Euphrates banks, which they named 
Neardc*, or a floud of Sciences, U the Province Cw/^there are 
. *.““ “ *" " feelshttes 
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Melcbites (aforementioned) who obey the Patriarch of Antioch . 
Cofroes alio the Perfian King chafing away thofe called Catho- 
liques, in defpight of the Emperour Heracliw , who had defeated 
him, planted Neforians in Per fa , who (they fayi live mixt among 
the AJfyrians , MedeS, cMefopotamians , and Parthians , of whom we 
arc next to fpeak. Many Armenians have alfo pafled into Perfia 
for fear of the Turk's cruelty, acknowledging two Patriarchs: 
the Superiour being in the greater Armenia , near £rvan in Pcrfia 5 
the other in the kff er Armenia in Sis of Caramania . As to the Qua¬ 
lity and Riches of thefe Countries, there is found great difference 
m the foyl. tAfsyria is a plain Country abounding in Rivers,and 
exceeding fruitful!. Mesopotamia is wondrous fertile in fome 
parts; yielding (if it maybe credited) 200, and in fome places 
300 fold, and fit for breeding of Cattle ; but in fome others is fo 
fubjeft to heat, as many beads cannot endure its extremity. Here 
being few Fountains, which the Inhabitants either out of malice 
or fubtilty do hide; but the fertile places are overflown with Ti¬ 
gris and Euphrates , as Egypt is with Nilas. Its very miry here in 
Winter. Herein alfo are great Defart places, all fandy, without 
fruit: yet even there is gathered the fweet Ammomum, andftore 
of Naphre or liquid Bitumen; and about the Town Merdin is 
abundance of Cotton. Media is generally hilly and cold, cfpc- 
cially toward the North, and therefore barren ; and little Corn 
growing, making their bread moftly of dryed Almonds, and theit 
drink of the roots of fome herbs ; eating ordinarily Venifon, for 
they have here fcarce any thing but fruit-Trecs, and wild hearts 
tame beads none ; but the South part abounds both in Wheat* 
Wine, and tame beads; and the foyl about Tduris is fruitfull in 
all things. So that of this part of Media , he may be underdood, 
who faith. There befomegrafsie Plains[0 big , that 50000' horfes may 
paflure on them . Atropatia is very fruitful by reafon of the Rivers 
Araxe or Arajje, and Cire or ciro which water it; wherein (in 
old time) was great doreef Silks : and it appears to be the fame 
that another calls Zuiria, as abovefaid, whofe Country he faith 
is-little beholding to the Husband-man’s indudry; yielding for 
one fowing, mod times two, fometimes three reapings. Sufi an a 

hath in it many Serpents, doing men much harm ; it being ( to¬ 
wards the Perfian gulphj very Moorifb; and exceeding hot, by 
reafon of fome high Mountains keeping off the Northerly winds 7 
Yet it yields dorc of Wheat, and abundance ofBarley; but fome 
places having much Bitumen or fulphurous {lime; the waters 
both favour thereof, caufmg a pain in the bowels; and fo Shorten¬ 
ing mens lives; and alfo Plants grow with difficulty. Near the 
Town Sufe , is digged much Naphre. Perfs, or the Province par¬ 
ticularly named Perfia , hath its North part cold and hilly, not fit 
for fruits. They have here Emeraulds, though not the cleared; 
and fome fay it hath much gold and filver mine. But its middle 
part:is plain, having many Lakes and Rivers, and yielding abun- 
K k k k k a dance 
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dance of all things; whofe Southern parr, towards the Ptriian 
guipb, being windy, hot and moorifh,bears no fruit befides Palm- 
trees yielding Dates. tiircania toward the North, being full of 
great Forrefts, hath ftorc ©1 Tygers; alfo Panthers and Leopards: 
but the other part isfaid to be plain and fruitful in Wheat, Wine, 
Figgs^nd other fruits,having Trees from whence honey diftillethj 
and that part near the Cafpian Sea, through thefrefh water, from 
rocks, is alwayes full ot grafTe and flowers. Much filk is alfo 
made here. Carmania in the middle part thereof is indifferent 
good, bearing much fruit, and good wine. But the Defart is hot 
and barren : and in the Maritine parts of the upper there is no 
Trees, befides Bufhes and fomc Palms. Gedrofia affords Nard 
and Myrrhc; but being full of fand, it is rooftly a defart: and 
through the Sun’s heat greatly wants water, though it hath rain 
in Summer. Aria hath fomc fields bearing fruit 5 but they are 
near the Mountains, defending them from the Sun’s heat: where¬ 
in alfo there growes Vines yielding wine, which is reported to 
keep 90 years. Here arc alfo black,and fome yellowifh Saphires, 
and a drugg like Myrrhe. But this Province is greatly fubjeft to 
heat, and environed with Mountains, Forrefts, and Defarts. 
Whence it appears, that the Provinces of Pcrfia, their Trade and 
Riches is from Silks, (of which they fell and carry much into all 
the Eaftern Countries ; yea, as far as Syria) alfo from Pearls and 
pretious ftones. chirman in Carmania venting like wife great 
ftorc of cloath of gold and fiiver, which the Inhabitants there 
make. 

P A RTH r A ( called fbarafsen from the Town Char as, alfo 
Arach , and Joe,) confineth on the Eaft with Aria , and on the 
Weft with Media . Chief Towns whereof are Cafsan, very rich. 
Ti^ranocerta, from Tigranes the Armenian King who built it. (fte- 
fiphon, once the royal Sear, which was divers times befieged by 
the Roman Empcrours, though moftly without fucccfle; before 
which, Julian (called the Apoftate) ended his dayes. There are 
alfo divers other Towns of note. But the principal City is Hifpa- 
bam or Hifpaan , which fome fay, was the ancient Hecatompylis, 
and is fo beautiful and great, that the Perfians term it half the 
World. The Partbians are faid to have their defeent from the 
Scythians, whofe language they keep, though with fome mixture of 
the Median : theirname implyeth as much as Exiles; they were 
accounted theexperteft Archers intheWorld;andin their diTmai 
retreats, would (hoot fometimes from between their leggs, and 
fometimes backward. They were likewife skillfull horfecnenffor 
the ayr’s drynefle feafoned their bow-ftrings; and the Countrie’s 
plainnefteexercifed their horfe. The firft King was tArfaces, be¬ 
ginning his reign in the year of the World 3718, who brought 
them into conformity and difeipline; before, a bafe and rude peo¬ 
ple. The 9th King was Herodcs , who overcoming Crafsus, cati- 
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fed molten gold to oe powrtd down his tbroar,forhis covetoufncfs. 
The io:h was phraortes , who having greatly worfted Antonius; 
yet fubmirted to Auguflw Cafar, reftoring the Captives and En* 
figm taken at the victory over frafsus: which fignof fubje&iott 
bi-in^ a receiving the Parthian Kings by the Emperour’s and Se¬ 
nate’s a ppointmc nr, continued but till Tiridates the 4th, from the 
faid Phraortes ; for Artabanus a ftranger took away his life and 
kingdom : the nth from which Artabanus was the very laft Par¬ 
thian King ; who in the year of Chrift 2 2 8 , was conquered by Ar - 
taxerxes tt c firft of the fecond race of the Kings of Pcrfia, Parthia 
continuing a member of that Monarchy : till thatunder the Sa¬ 
racen Cahphs, they had Sultans of their own 3 one of which, 
Gempfas, fubdued the Perfians, and arc now (both Perfa and Par¬ 
thia j under the command of the Sophies . This Country is fubje& 
to great heat, ytt bcareth (faith one,) all things, efpecially great 
Trees; for it is lull ot Woods, but without any Olives. It is 
encompaff -d with very high Mountains, and watered with many 
ftreams. I refer its Rclion to that of Perfta . 

T A R T A RJ A (known of old by the name of Scythia , from 
their fiift King Scyt hm ; and who were at firft called Mago - 
gtns, from Magog, japhn\ (on : whofe pofterity its Inhabitants 
were) is called oy the Inhabitants Mongul: but Tartarian from 
the River Tartar, watering a great part of it. It is a great Empire, 
(not yielding to any other in largencfle of Countries, but to the 
King of Spain\ Dominions: whom alfo it exceeds, in that it is 
all united by fome bond : whereas the other arc very much dif- 
joyned) extending 5400 miles from Eaft to Weft, and 3600 from 
North to South; fo chat the great Cham or Emperour hereof, 
hath many great Realms and Provinces under him, containing a 
great number of good Towns. It is bounded on the Eaft with 
China, the Sea of Cinov Eaftern .Ocean, and the ftfaic of tAniani 
on the Weft with the Mountain Imam', (yet there are fome Hordes 
of Tartars on this fide of it, who acknowledge the great Cham) 
on the South with the River Ganges and Oxus (now Abtam ) In- 
dojlan, and the uppe r part of China : or (according to fome) with 
the hill Taurttit the Cafpian St a, and the wall of China ; on the 
North with the Scythickor fr. zen Ocean ; the Country of whofe 
fhoaris focold, that it is held unhabited. Befides the rich and 
great Kingdom of Cathaia, (in whofe center, theCiry Cambalu or 
Cambula (24 Italian miles in circuit on the river pohfangt) is 3 as 
it were, feared) there are the Realms of TangtA, Tenduc, Camul, 
Tainfar , and Thebet , with the Town and Province of Caindol 
But Tartaria is now commonly diftribuccd into five Provin¬ 
ces. 

1. Precopenfis , containing thc c Afiatican banks of the River 7 a- 
nais with all Taurica Che*fonefw, two of whofe chief Cities arc 
Grim: whence the Rulers there feared, were called Crim Tartan : 
and Precops, which denominates the Country. Thcfc Tartars arc 
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to ayd the Turk with 60000 men^without pay,upon any occati*n: 
for which, the Tartar (the Turk’s iflue male failing) is to l'uccced 
in his Empire. 

2. Afiattca , called alfo Mufcovitica , and the Defart Tartaria, 
feituated about Volga's banks; whofe people living moftly in 
Tents,are in Troops,called Hordes-, who flay no longer in a place, 
than there is pafture for their Cattle ; and in their removes, ob- 
ferve the Pole-Star. Thefe are now united under one Prince,who 
is the Mafcovite’s tributary. Here arc the Chit's, Aflrachan 5 (near 
which, Selimus the fecond, Turk, was vanquifhed by Bafiliades the 
Mufcovite) and Noyhan, whofe moft Northerly Horde, the Noya- 
cenfes, hath the moft warlique people. 

3. The ancient Tartaria, their old habitation 5 from whence, 
they violently fpread themfclvcs over Afia and Europe . It butts 
upon the frozen Ocean : the common fort lying in Tents of skin, 
or under their Carts; yet are there 4 Cities therein, one where¬ 
of is fhorASy noted for the Tartarian Cham’s Sepulchres. The 
VVildernefle of Lop is in this Province, whence King Tabor c om- 
ming, and perfwading the people to Judaifna 3 Churls the 5th burnt 
him at Mantua in 1 54 °* 

4. Zagatbai, which is fubdivided into BaBria, bounded on the 
North and Eaft with Sogdiana , near the river Oxus on the South 
with Aria, in which were anciently goodly Towns, fome being 
built, and others ruined by Alexander 5 three of whofe Cities, at 
this day, are Chorazzan, whence the whole Country is named 
Chorazzan or fharafsan. BaBra denominated from a river now 
called Bochara 3 in which Avicen the PhyChian was born * and alfo 
Zoroafles, who in Tljntu his time reigned thefirft King of this Coun¬ 
try : unto whom, fomchave imputed the invention of Aftrono- 
my. Ifligias, which fome fay is the chief City of this Province, 
and one of thepleafanteftof the Eaft. Margiana , having on the 
Eaft BaBria, on the Weft Hircania ; (yet fome fay it lyeth North 
to Hircania). It is called Tremigan and Jefelbas, from the peoples 
great turbants; whofe chief City is Antioch ; (for Antiochus Soter 
King of Syria did forrificit with a ftrong wall) the which at this 
day fome name Indioy or Indion , and was once called Alexandria 
Margiana* Here is alfo Mar an, near which J\hmatl the Sophie 
overcame the great Cham. The Marifhes of Oxiane , now called 
the Lake of Barbacamber, or of Mam, are placed in this Country. 
Sogdiana , feituate on the Weft fide of BaBria ; two of whofe Ci¬ 
ties arc Oxiana, Handing on the River Oxus 5 and e ,Alexandria Sog¬ 
cliana, which Alexander built when he went to India ; in which 
alfo was Cyropolis, a ftrong City built by Cyrus ; under whofe walls 
Alexander, with a blow ®n his neck with a ftone,fell to the ground, 
his Army giving him fordcad. Turcbejian, where theTurks in¬ 
habited before they brake into Armenia in 844, barrcnncfle and 
want enforcing them thereunto. Here are two Cities , Gal - 
ba and Ocerra , of whofe cmincncy or fame, I find nothing re¬ 
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Laftly, Zagataie, lying Northward of all the ocher four ; fo na¬ 
med, from une Sachetaie, a Tartarian Noble 5 and now gives name 
to ail the Provinces. Ogg, Tamerlane's father,was Sacbetaie's fuc- 
cefTour: which Tamerlane, (called, Gods wrath, and the Worlds Ter - 
vour) by marrying Gino , Cham's daughter and heir, had the 7 >f*- 
rian Empire; which he dividing among his Tons, they ( after his 
death) foon loft all that he conquered. A chief City hereof is 
Sarmacband, Tamerlane's place of refidence: the which he en¬ 
riched with the fpoyls of his manifold vi&ories 5 as alfo Bochara, 
where the Governour of the Provide (under the Cham) re- 
fides. 

5. fotbaia (which was,of old, called Scythia without the Moun¬ 
tain I maw, as Zagataie, Scythia within I mans) took its name from 
the Cathey , whom Strabo here placcth ; and hath for bounds, China 
on the South, the ScythickSea on theNorth, lying alfo Eaft ward 
from the Tartarian Provinces. The Seres were thought antjcntly 
to inhabit here, who being very expert in weaving filks made of 
a fine wooll, on the leaves of Trees, caufed filkto be called (in 
Latine) Serica. The Catbaians and Zagat at ans are the Nobleft and 
Civilleft among the Tartars, and lovers of all arts. Herein are 
divers fair Cities; whereof Cambalu 28 miles about, befidcs the 
Suburbs, as fome fay,(though others fay,about 24 Italian miles, 
asaforefaid) is the chief; here the great ctaw refides. Butin 
Xaindu he harh a Palace alraoft of incredible Iargenefie and ftace- 
lineffe. The firft of the great Chams or Emperours of Tartaric 
was cingis or Zingis in 11 62 , who fubduing Uncham the Iaft King 
of 7 enducb and Catbaia , changed the name of Scythia into Tart aria: 
the 5 th from whom was Tamerlane or Tamir Cham, in whofe time 
this Monarchy was at the height : the *th was Tamor , fince whom 
it is not known amongft us who have reigned, or what memora¬ 
ble things have been afted among them : for fthey fay; chat nei¬ 
ther the Tartar, Mufcovite, or King of China, will fuflfer any befidcs 
Merchants orEmbafladors to enter theirDominiens,nor their own 
Subjects to travel forth ef them. But it is known,that this Govern¬ 
ment is tyrannical; life and death confiding in the Emperour’s 
word 5 whom fome of thefimple fort call, Thefhadow of Spirits, 
andfon of the immortal God . Amongft the divers Rivers of note 
therein, is Oxus in Zagataie, arifing out of Mount Taurus ; which 
the per fans never pa fifed over to enlarge theirDomInions,but were 
notably overthrown ; and fo was it with the Tartars in attempting 
the fame thing. The Scythians were a valorous, populous, and 
antient people, being never fubdued, and but feldbm aflaultcd to 
be fubdued: and when there had bcetVa long cootroverfie between 
the Egyptians and thefe for antiquity; it was at laft pronounced. 
The Scythian Nation was alwayes the avcicntefi . And for their popu- 
loufneflc, fome have called theol, The Mdther of all inundations, 5 cc. 
Anacharfs the Phi lofopher was borniirthis Country; which ex¬ 
tends alfo to the Regions North of 'Sanuhw, named Sarmatia and 
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Scythia ot £*rypc. r As to the quality, temhty and licncs. i.crcof, 
it is jfaid to hayc^ecn (through.ii:s.niany riycrs)vcty much aboun¬ 
ding in grafle; blit lo deficient in fuel, that they burnt bones ig~ 
fkadof wood: they have fknes alfo in Cathaie 3 which burn ; 
Which Country is laid to abound in R.ce, Wheat, &c. though 
the ayr be cold 3 having likewife great ftore of Vyooll, 5 . 1 k,Hcinp, 
Rhubarb, Musk, fine Chain lets,. Gold, Beads, and all ntceflarics, 
notonciy. barely to live, but with, delight; jhtre launder and 
Lightning is very Grange and terrible. It is foffictimes extreara 
hoc, andiuddenly very cold, much if now falling 3 their winds alfo 
moft firing and violent. In the Realm of 7 angut growes much 
Rnubarb tranl'ported thorow the World. In Tenducb are found 
rich golden Mines, and Azure. But Tainfur being better manured, 
abounds in Vines, fhelcth Moorift), lull of.Forrefts and wild 
beads, yet abounding in Coral3 where is alfo much Musk, Cy- 
naipon, and oner Spices ; ft) that (this.Countries Merchandize 
being Rice, Wool), Silk, Hemp, Rhubarb, Musk, and excellent 
Chamfers of, Camels hair, betides their Countrie’s commodious 
feituation for Traffiquc ot one Town with another, (there being 
alfo fentto Cambalu tram Chi*a 10000 Carts yearly, laden with 
Silk, befides other merchandises) to which may be added, their 
many incurfions into Europe and A$a, their great fpoyls carried 
cut pf Mufcvuie and.Qthcr parts, especially from China, oi a long 
tuxiej we cannot conclude, but that the Tartars are very "rich. 
Yct thofe yvhQ live towards, the Nonh, want many ncctffaries 
for map’* life, whereas 11 eir neighbours (and all fubjc& to one 
Prince) have plenty. As for the Tartarian’s Religion, fpmc are 
jMUhmttanS) crying daily, there is but one God. In Cathay there 
are many more grefle Idolaters tb^n Mahometans 3 who hold two 
gods; one of Heaven, of whoa\,they defire health and undemand¬ 
ing the other of Earth | whom they fay hath a Wife and Chil- 
dro^caripg for thpir cat tel, corns &c. and therefore they ask fuch 
things of him s rubbing his. Idol’s mouth with the fatteft of the 
meat when they eat, an$i of (h^.yrife and children, (which are the 
little Images in. their houfes) ,but cafi the, broth out of the houfe 
tQ.the fpirits. Keeping alfo .theij god of Heaven in a high place, 
and that of th,e in a low* They believe mens fouls are im¬ 
mortal 3 bqt pa&ng from ope body to another, according to. Ty- 
thagoroi, They wotfhip alfo the Sun, Moon, and four Elements 5 
caUlng the Pope and all Chriftians, Pagans, Infidel?, Dogs, and 
iiofaWjs. They/ieyer fiifi in, orfolcmnize, ene day; more than 
another. \ there are Ukewifefqmcjews and Chriftian?,although 
fcqi ,fcvy ( :, tilde,wnp differ from thc.Romifh and 
C^eck J Chi|i'cfv,Pip^^pdtupg.Cbiiftin4x^pcrf9ns 3 in faying, that 
‘Jtiayy ,tlie Virgin is not God’s mother 3 ,10 that their Pricfts may 
marry as often as they wtli. ^ they fay alfo, *tis one thing to be 
God the .Word,, ( ..and another-thing v id be Chritt; neither own 
they the: two Cduncels of Epbej'w. Their Patriarch alio who re- 
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fides at Mufal in Mefopotamia is notelcdted, but the fon fucceeds 
the father, being firft created Arch-bifhop.. They have one fore 
and unnatural pradife among themffeeding their old parents,with 
more fat than enough to difpatch them our of theWorld,and bur¬ 
ning their dead bodies,they carefully gather and keep the allies as 
pretious, putting it on their meat when they cat /Prefer Jean King 
of Hatay or Tenduc , was ruined by the great Tartar Chingis, in 
11 62, 40 years after he received the Ncftorian opinion; yet was 
ilill Lordof afmall eftate. ThefeCtiriftianNeftorians fo called, 
extend unto the Town of Campion , fome of whom remain at Tan* 
gut, Sucvir , Cambalu , and in other To wns; 

I N D I A ( whofc ancient Inhabitants were the DrtdaU, Maza* 
grt, Malli,Oxydrac<e,G angarides, and divers others,(all of whom 
Alexander is faid to have conquered in his Expedition hither) is 
fo called from the river Indus , which it hath on its Weft fide, as 
China on the Eaft, and Tartariaon the South 3 whofe longcft day 
in the North is 15 hours and a half; but in the South, but 12 
hours, for it is 3600 miles long: whofc chief river is Ganges, 
tiling in the Scythian hills,of a great depth and breadth, and di¬ 
viding India into twoparts-5 the Weftcrn part whereof next the 
Perfians, is called India within Ganges ; the other part, India with* 
out Ganges. This river overflowing the Country, enricheth it as 
Nilus doth t^gypt* and is not that which the Scripture calls Pifon, 
compafling thet,andof Havilah 3 for there were two Havtlak's: 
the one inhabited by HaviUh,Ophir, and Jobab , Joftan’s Tons,which 
isthis/W/4, or part thereof: the other, denominated from Ha- 
•vilah, Chujb his foa 3 of which before. Tnat India within Gauges 
wnich(at this day) they call Indofian , is that part contained be¬ 
tween Mount Caucafui , now Dailenquer or Naugrocot , and tlie Sea, 
and between the rivers Ganges and Indus or Inder 3 the greateft 
part whereof, the great Mogor Mogul or Mogull commandeth ; 
reckoned by fome to be 47 Provinces or Realms, (although there 
are two lately erc&cd Princes here, to wit, of NiJIamaluc and 
Idalcan , ('one whereof refides in 2 Manager, the other ia Tifaport, 
who hold the Country of Decan, being 250 miles long, on the 
Sca-coaft) whofc fecond Town of note. Decan {next to the chief 
Town of the Realm, Bider ) denominates the whole Country 1 and 
of which two Princes, near the Mogtr , there can be no particular 
relation) five whereof are (by fome) reckoned for the chief; to 
wi tiCambaia, *Dely or Dcllie,Sangue, Mandao , and Bengala. Cambaia 
(called alfo Guzarate ) hath on the Eaft Mandao, on the Weft the 
Nautaces otgedrofiansy extending it (elf 500 miles upon the Sea- 
coaft; and is fo full of Towns, Villages, and Inhabitants, that 
£0000 places are faid to be peopled: five of whofe chief Towns 
arc Campanel, the King’s ancient redding place, feared on the 
top of a high Mountain, and encompaffed with feven walls* 

Daman and Bandore , fometitnes ruined by the Portugalls . Diu , 
held by the c Tortugalls > as alfo is Daman . Cambaia , the Realms de- 
Lilli ~ nominator. 
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nominator, a goodly City of nigh 130000 families, and therefore 
called Crirei the Indies. Mandao, fo named from its chief City 
Mandao, twelve miles about, which was not furrendred unto 
Merbumed, the Mogul of Zagat# till after a liege of twelve years, 
which Kingdome the faid Mogul took occafion to feize on, by Ba- 
durius King of Cambria, his uujuftly warring on it ; fubduing alfo 
Badurius his Kingdome therewith, although he had in his Army 
500000 foot, 150000 horfe, 1000 pieces of Ordnance, 500 
Wagonsof Gunpowder, and bullets, 20© Elephants, and 500 
Chefts of Gold and Silver. Dellie, fcituated betwixt the Realins 
of Dec an, and Narfingia, and divided from Cambria, by the Moun¬ 
tains ; which (the Mogulls taking from the Saracens, who had alfo 
fubducd Cavort, or Decan, they made Dellie the chief City thereof 
their place of rcfidence, another City is Ckefmcr, where Magitk 
is much ftudied. The Amazons which were valiant women for¬ 
merly, here dwelt, there being alfo feme who yet ride on horfe - 
back in manner of men; and a King lately here reign¬ 

ing, had a Wife which marched commonly with 2000 women 
on Horfeback. Bengal*, a great realm of twelve leagues in length, 
and alfo breadth, having tsany, both land and Sea-Towns. l/s 
City gauro was the aboad of its Kings^ as alfo Bengala the Pro¬ 
vincial Town, reckoned one ofthegreateft and faireft'of all in the 
Indies. Sangue which fome call £V/or,aod whofe chief City is Qu 
tor, twelve miles in compafle, feared in an advantigious place, 
and very ftroogly fortified. This Province wa*(but lately) fub- 
je<a unto a fair and couragious woman named Crementina , yet a 
Tributary to Badurittt of Cambria, from whom (be revolting, he 
difpoffefTcd her of the Town, where (he had fortified her felf with 
no ldTe then 30000 foot and 2000 horfe. There is alfo theKing- 
dome of Bocan, or Balafia, which hath two Cities of the fame 
names; and which contcineth incxhauftiblc Mines of Gold and 
Silver.This Empire hath been conquered and contracted into one, 
by the great CMogulls, about 120 years or more: who were fo 
called from the Mongull Tartars, from whom they descended by 
cutting off a Letter, and fo likewife (I fuppqfe) Mogors . This 
Countrcy bath been notable, for abundance o'f> both ncceflaries 
for life, and alfo of pleafure; likewife for funtfty beafts, as Apes, 
Dragons, Camells, Serpents, Rhicinerots 5 and Elephants. Cam - 
bat & abounds in Wheat, Rice, Sugar, all forts of fruits, Spiccs,and 
Incenfe,fraughting alfo f©metimes4o or 50 fhips (to tranfport in¬ 
to other parts) with their great ftore of Cotton, and Silk. Here 
is alfo found the Onyx fionc, called Cornallina, many Diamonds 
and Chalcedonies; icabounds alfo in liquid Storax. It is watered 
chiefly with the River Indm, comming from Mount Caucefw. Ben¬ 
gal* alfo hath treat ftere of Rice, Wheat, Sugar, very good Gin¬ 
ger, and long Pepper, no Countrey having more flefh or Fiflb, or 
more Silk and Cotton, befides its fwcet and temperate Ayrc, at¬ 
tracting many people thither. And the Jews anc! Mahometans 
there dwelling, believe that the fwe« and pleafant fruit of their 
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Trees called Mcfes, was that which tempted Adam . Here are 
Canes lobig, that they ferve forbarrels, &c. 'Dellie alfo abounds 
in Horfcs, Dromedaries, which fome call Abades, twiceasbig as 
a Bull, and Elephants, befides the commodities of other Realms; 
So that the enriching Merchandifes of this Empire, which they 
fend into remote Countries, are, abundance of Cotton and Silks, 
Spices and precious ftones; their Mogor alfo having undoubted¬ 
ly vaft treafures, as having conquered Badur'm ( who brought 
500 Chefts or Tuns of Gold and Silver, as was faid, to pay his Ar¬ 
my) and a great number of other Provinces. As to Religion, the 
Mogors Empire is for themoft part Mahometans-, alfo there are ma¬ 
ny gcoffe idolaters, as may ftraightway be declared. There are 
alfo many Jews, and fome called Chriftians, Abyffios, whom 
traflique and gain draw hither. There are alfo within Ganges, the 
twoKingdomesof Narftnge and Calicute, governed by their own 
Princes. The firft whereof, Narfinge, lycth between the Gulf of 
Bengala on the Eaft, and the Mountains of gate on the Weft ; and 
is in length 600 miles, wherein are two royall Towns, Narftnge, 
At)d Bifnagar, or Befenagal (having three walls, and famous for 
traflique, yet it was burnt by Saracenicali conf ederates in 1567) 
byreafon whereof, they call this Prince fometimes King of Nar- 
finge, foraetimes of Bifnagar. The City of Tanafiar (fome fay) 
belongs to this Kingdome, though the King of Barm* now holds ir. 
The Portugals have feized on one principall fca-Town hereof; 
namely Onor, and made another (to wifi) Batticale their tributary, 
but thefe are in the Province of Canara, or foncan, being fome 
part of pecan, which the King of Narftnge doth enjoy ; who ha th 
(likewife) the King eiTfavancor, in the Province of CMalabar, fub- 
jc& unto him. But two S ea-Towns in Narftnge it felf, Coromandel 
and Malipur are inhabited by Chriftians, the Portugalls holding 
them alfo. This King led an Army againft I dale an (a neighbour 
Prince) of 31^0 horfe, 558 Elephants* and 60000 foot, and 
vanquifhed him. In this Country is great plenty of Corn,Sugar, 
Ginger, and other fpices 5 no place aboundieg more in Silk and 
Cotten than it. fanara, yields Rico, Sugar, Nuts, and Figs ; but 
no Wheat, Barley, nor Pulfe. Bifnagars Territory is very fruit- 
full, nigh which are very pleafant Forrefts. But Travancors foil 
is lean. This King hath twelve Millions of Gold or Duckets year¬ 
ly. For in this Countrey (as in moft of the EaftJ all the lands 
Forrefts, Mines, yea, and the Water offome Rivers are the Prin-^ 
ccs: fo that every one waihing himfelf in Ganges, running thorow 
Bengala, or that of Gangue flowing thotow Orifja, muft pay a fum 
to their Kings. This people do believe, firft in one God ; then in 
Devills, the Authors of all evill, whom they moft honouring* 
build ftately Pagodcs, or Temples unto them.* and two forts of 
people, to wit, the Banean, and Bramans', or BrAmins do govern in 
a manner the Idolatrous Religion throughout the Indies. To fpeak 
of all whofe vanities and foolifhfupcrftitions, might feein as fu- 
perfiuous, as tedious* The Bramans are much more eftcemed 
Lilli * iliara 
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than the other,and arc of two fe£t$, either thofe who marry, and 
live in Towns, called Bramanes $ orthofe who never marry, li¬ 
ving on Alms, and going up and down like Pilgrims, &c. for a 
time, till becoraming Abduts, that is, men exempt from Laws, 
they commit all bealllinefle, and villany, and take all kind of 
plealures, and thefe are called Joques , whofe Commander diftri- 
butesfometimes a great revenue, fending them up and down to 
preach their folly. They worfliup and efteem of Oxen and Kine 
more than any beafts, becaufe they think dead mens Souls paffc 
rather into them than into any other. They hold God to be black, 
as the goodlieft colour ; wherefore their Idols arc black, and fo 
deformed, that they affright the beholders, perfwading the peo¬ 
ple, they are great eaters ; by which lying, they get much money 
and meat to make good chear withall, they know the explication 
of the 1 o Commandements: and the firft thing they enjoyn their 
received Difciples; is never t© publifh, one God Creator of all 
ihings to be worfhipped. In their Sabbath’s fervice,their Doctors 
repeat often thefe words, Imrjhip thee, O God, with thy grace and 
j’uccours eternally. Alfo to receive meat from Chriltians, they 
account it facriledgc. 

C A L I CUT E is the chief Realm of the Country of Malabar, 
which is the Weltcrn part of Aurea Cberfonefw ©f old, which 
is 900 miles long, from the Mountain Guate on theEaft, to the 
Indian Ocean Eaft ; yet narrow. It contains feven Provinces 5 
two of whom,to w\i,Cononor and Calicute,obzy the King of Calicute, 
a Prince fo powerful, that they call him Zamorim or Ernpcrour ; 
although the Realm be but 25 leagues long, and 10 broad : for 
Ecreirnall King of Malabar going to a Mahometan Mtcba, to finifh 
his dayes, divided his eftate int© as many parts as Provinces, lea¬ 
ving this name to this King of faheute . - Its denominating City 
Calicute reacheth three miles along the Sea-fide> without walls, 
thehouies beingfomediftancefrom each other; yet the ftaplc- 
Town of a 11 the Indian Traffique. fononor is a City alfo, having 
a lafe and large Harbour, and fo fit for traflique-30 miles frorii 
Calicute : But Cachm is 30 leagues from the fame, whence arc the 
beft fcarlet dies; whofe Govcrnour is the High Pricft of-the 
Eracbrr.anes or Bramins: unto whom, they fay, the King ufesto 
grant the hanfclot his marriage-bed, wherefore his filler’s fons 
fuccecd him, as being more certainly of the royal bloud. The 
houfes nf Calicute are built low, equal to a man on hoffeback, be- 
caule foon finding water, they cannot lay deep foundations. This 
foyl y ields much Pepper and Ginger : in the Plains, is a fruit like 
the Myrobolan ; but in the reddifh°foiles, are gathered all forts 
thereof. They have divers fhrubs and fruits, among which fome 
(unknown to us) taftelike Peaches, Damask-Prunes, Figgs, and 
Melons. Aloes called Succo-citrini , growes here, and is a gumme 
gathered from a fhrub, having but one root, like a flaife. They 
have a Tree yielding Dates iike the Palm, wood for fuel, nuts 

well- 
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well-railed: ropes and fine cloath are made of it; Winc,Sugar, 
a-vt o.yi are drawn from it. Another Tree bears Cotton, Cypres 
o>. CoL>wcb-Iawn,of whofe leaves they make ftuffefomewhat like 
so Martin or Taffata ; making ropes of irs bark being fpun, under 
whofe latter bark, is a nut as big as ones Utile finger, in whofe in¬ 
ward part, warergrowing, not much unlike Rofc-water : they 
roa ice fat oyl thereof. They draw mornings and evenings a li¬ 
quor from this Tree by incifion, which is to them as fweet wines. 
The whole year feems alwayes here as a Spring, through the ayr 
its temperattnefle and fwecrndTc. Here are like wife many beafts, 
as Lyons, Bugles, Elephants, Bears, Wolves, Stags, Goats,Oxen, 
though fome fay they breed not here. Parrots there are of divers 
colours, and the bird Saran fomewbatlefle than Parrots. Store of 
Apt-sand Monkeys, who running upthofe Trees (likcNut-treesJ 
fpoyl t;,e liquor whereof the Indians make drink, overthrowing 
the veiT-ls in which they receive it. Three forts of Serpents are 
in this Country, two whereof are poyfonfome in their bitings; 
but the or her which arc very great, living in Moorifh places ; ha¬ 
ving very long feet, are faid to have no peyfon in them. The£k- 
licutes fi lling not onely their own Pepper and Ginger to Mer¬ 
chants:: buc Spices, Munk,Incenfe,< Aloes, andCamphir, Brafil, 
Pe ana Caflia, which corn<f to this Cfty froth other places, 
mukej it one ot the richefHn the Indies. They believe one God 
the Creator and firfbcaule of all: but they fay,He,ro reft himfelf 
liath committed the Earth's Government,' Judgment, and Punifh- 
menr unto the Devil, whom they c*l! Diume , or the god Tamer ah, 
holding him to be coeleftial. rt 'The'Kmg bath many liguresof De¬ 
vils, in a place of his Palace ; and in his Chapped a gaping ghaftly 
brazen Devil. is fee on a Throne of bra lie; who holds the ioul of 
a man in his throat, and another in his hand to devour him. Their 
facrificers are called Bramins, who (to letpsfle rlfeir many fuper- 
ftiti9Ds) promife a general pardon to the people of their faults once 
a year, 10 December; which continuing for three dayes, their 
Idol-Temple f whither they refort from all neighbouring Provin¬ 
ces : and into which none may enter, to vvorfhlp or be fprinklcd 
with the laiiqvoyl by ihz.Bramins, till he hath wafbed himfelf in 
the Lake in which the Temple Hands) is as a San&uary ft»r all, fo 
that none dam either purfue an offender, dq wroAg, or revenge 
for wrong done. . ■ r ■■ 

India without Ganges, is feituated between the other India 
Weftward, zndCbtnaun theEaft, and was formerly divided be¬ 
tween 1 2 rich and puiflant Princes ; but now they are all fubjedt- 
ed to the King of Brama or Barma , or of Pegu: fome reckoning up 
14 Realms which hepoflefteth at this day : Butthemoft remark^ 
able of the r 2, into which it was once divided,are feven; 1 .Siam, 
or the Kingdomeof Sorna ,made fubjc&ro the King of Barma in 
15^5 i three of whofe chief Cities are, Siam-, feared on the bai.k 
of the broad and deep river Menam , a ftately and pleafing City, 
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alfo very populous 3 and wherein nigh 30000 families of Moors, 
Merchants,are eftimated to dwell: the River overflowes the Coun¬ 
try 120 miles every year 5 whereby the King of Pegu befiegingic 
in 1567, brought but 70000 of pooooo Souldicrs with him out 
of the waters. Odie, bigger than Siam, for they reckon therein 
near400000 houfes5 and 200000 boats are faid to be there, in 
which they may pafie thorow every ftseet, as in Venice, Malac¬ 
ca, fabjed to the Porrugals, who have here an Archbifliop, with 
a CQllcdg of Jcfuits : it is eminent for the Trade of Spices, and 2 o 
miles about. 2. Barma , whofe Kings were but Lievtenants to the 
Kings of Pegu, till about 100 years fince,or more ; when as a Bar - 
mian Prince feized on four Kingdoms 5 and fincc, thefe Barmians 
have won the City Pegu, forced Odie , and totally fubdued Siam , 
making all the reft do them homage. 3. Pegu,io called from the 
river Pegu running thorow the midft of the Country,and oa which, 
the moft fair and clegantCity of India of the fame name, ftand¬ 
eth, diftant 2 5 miles from the Sea. In this Country,by means of 
the titulary King of Siam his coming and burning up corn, grafle, 
and fruits, a moft infupportable famine confumed all the Inha¬ 
bitants of this kingdom ; except thofethat were preserved by the 
ftorc-houfes of the City ia 1598. 4. Marin, whofe chief City is 
Marin 3 which Country alfo is notable for the fwcet wood Aloes; 
held by the Indians a moft excellent remedy for many grievous 
maladies. 5. Aratham or Arrachan , feituated North from Ben - 
gala near the River Chabetyi on which the chief Town Arrachan 
ftandeth, and is 45 miles from the Sea. Ava is alfo another City 
hereof,remarkable for its naarty Gems. 6 , CamboyeyYthich takes its 
name from the principaiCity fo called,which ftandeth on the river 
Menon : which receiving into it many rivers, in its flowing out of 
China where it arifeth, makes 100 lflands ; and a Lake about 200 
miles in compafte. y. fanchin China , a few of whofe people are 
faid to be Man-eaters: Its chief City of the fame name being 
feituate on the Sea, is much frequented for China diflies, or Price¬ 
line. In the feveral Provinces are to be found feveral Commodi¬ 
ties; great ftore of Rice, Elephants, little horfes, Parrots, Civet- 
Cates, huge Canos, many Rubies, much Lacca, (which fome fay 
is the Gum of a Tree; others, that they gather it upon leaves) 
Corn, Pepper, Ben.joyn. Gold, Silver, Tinn, and other metals, 
plenty of Musk; in fome places great Forrefts, where live many 
Tygres, Lyons, and wild beafts. There is both fle& and fifh,and 
in one place or other all things needful for the life of man; for the 
Country being plain, and watered with many goodly Rivers, all 
things abound beyond what is fpoken. Merchants coming thither 
from all pans, do carry many Commodities forementioned into 
feveral parts; fo that the wealth of thefe Realms may ealily ba 
conceived by their fruitfulncffe; and that the King of Barma hath 
ftore of treafure. From the falfc and foolifb principles of thofe 
of pegu, fpringfo many vain opinions and ceremonies, that they 
arc hardly to beexprefled. They have Convents of Priefts near 
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their Idol-Temples above300 in a place; who have heard and 
chin (haven, wearing Jong Gowns with flceves hanging to the 
ground. Thofe of Siam arc held, as it were, authors of all fuper- 
ftitions in thefe Countries 3 yet hold God for the Creator of all 
things, who thall recompence the good, and punifia the evil’be¬ 
lieving alfo, a man to haveabouthjm, both a good Spirit guiding 
him to good, and keeping him 3 and another tempting, and af¬ 
fixing him. They much honour their Priefts, who are attired 
in yellow cloarh 3 for all of that colour (it rcfembling the Sun 
and gold) is dedicated to God. Many are the number of their 
Idols ; worshipping alfo the four Elements : fo that he who irt 
his life-time adored the earth, choofes to be buried 3 he thatho- 
woured fire, to be burnt ; who the ayr, to be hung, and devoured 
by birds: and who the water,to be drowned. We fhould ex¬ 
ceed ourprefent purpofc of brevity, if we fhould repeat all their 
vanity. 

C HINA , fo called, by corruption of the word Sina (whofe 
people,the Sinoisjntxe inhabited) is a very great and ancient 
Realm 5 for (according to the Chinn's own account in their books, 
and by the computation of an excellent Geometrician and Cof- 
raographer, it hath 3000 leagues in circuit, and 1800 in length • 
and if we credit their own relations, their Kings from the firft 
called Vitei y have fucceffively reigned above 4000 years, being 
never conquered, till that in Farfars time, the 242 King, Ckifan- 
baan the Tartar s Licvrenant (his name fijgnifying 100 eyes) depri¬ 
ved him of his kingdome, according to a foretold Prophefic; yec 
by one Cmbu chofen their 251 King, after 93 yeafs, they were 
deliveted front the Tartar's Government. China lyes the moft 
Eaft ward of any Continent in Afta, having the Ocean Del Zur , the 
Ifles Corea and Japon on the Eaft 3 on the Weft India , and part 
of Tartaric: on the North Tartarie onely, from which it is divi¬ 
ded, partly by Mountains, partly by a Wall 3 which being 500 
leagues long, was made by King Tzainton, and begins in (fanton , 
but ends in Sufuan Provinces leagues whereof lying quite 
open betwixt the Mountains? the wall is there of frec-ftonc, leven 
fathom broad from bottom to top. Afmolt the third part of chi- 
nas Inhabitants dyed in this toyl; for which proud Work, the 
whole kingdom revolting, they flew the'King, and alfo his fon 
Agntz»t. It is diilributed alfo into 1 5 Provinces 3 to wit, Pafquia 
or Pagnia, Foquien or Fegvicn, Canton, OUm, ToUncbia, Si foam or 
Sufuam, C ar ‘fy> Oquiam, Hoc,am, Sincay, Ancheo, QuicbeuQr Quin- 
chen, Cheqaeam or Cheguian, Xanton and Quin fay 3 every one of 
which, is bigger than cite biggelf Realm in Europe: in two wherfc r 
of, Pafquia and Tolanchia , the King and his Councel do alwdyes 
refide, notoncly bccaufe they are the greateft and beft peopled 5' 
but by rcafon alfo of the .Tartarian's Neighbourhood, with whom 
the chinois are in continual war. In all thefe Countries arc many- 
Towns and Cities: (Every Town of note being built after one 
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manner, to wit, two great, broad and ftraight ftreets eroding each 
other, which end at four Gates equally diftant, all garniftied 
with iron, and (lately, befides other fmaller ftreets with publique 
and private buildings; and the Villages arc fo many and neaE 
each other, that their number is unknown ; fo that here are judg¬ 
ed to inhabit 7 o millions of people : for they are barn, and do 
die, buy and fell in (hips, as if in a City. The two chief Rivers 
of this Country^are Polyfango and Cacamacan ; on which are 12000 
(lately fridges, under whofe arches (hips t 0 p and top gallant, do 
ufually pafle. The principal Cities arc, Quinfay or Suntieu , in 
their language aqlcdefiafticalCity, which is fo large,that a horfe- 
roan muft make fpced to ride^rom one cate to another in a day,the 
Suburbs beihg alfo altnoft as great as the City. The King hath 
here three Palaces; whereof that which ftandeth toward the 
Baft at the Chit’s entry isfobig and full of Angularities, that 
fome report, it cannot be exaaiy viewed under four dayes time. 
It is encompaflcd with feven Walls, of a great fpacc afunder ; it 
hath 79 (lately and admirable artificial Halls, four whereof are 
the princjpal, in which Embafladours have audience 5 (and like¬ 
wise his Lords and Governours, when he keeps his Courts yet 
he felddm (hcwshimfclf to his people out of his lodging, and is 
fcarrrc.pver fecn^butthrough aglafte).- The firftisof mettall cu- 
rioufty caft, wilh amany figures. The fecond hath a floor of 
$ imr of great value. The third of pure enameld Gold. The 
fourth far exceeds the other three, wherefore they call it the Hall 
of the Kings ireifure ; in which are ^lfomanyificftimable Jewels 
and the Kings Chairmadc of Marble* and fet with many pretious 
Rones, aud Carbuncles fo rich, that by night they fcute as if there 
were Candles 5 and indeed this Hall cOBteins whate ver is rich and 
rare. Paquin where the King alfo refldetb, either for the health of 
the Ayrc, or nearnefie to. the Tkfttfriy whofe Pal lace, though com- 
pafled with a triple Wall, within which, befides lodgings, are 
Hills, Groves, Rivers, Fountains, yetis knot equal! in workman¬ 
ship to the European Pallaces. Wjnquiny in Circuit thirty miles, 

and is feated twenty feven miles from the Sea* on a fair Naviga¬ 
ble River 5 on which, befides private mens, ride ioooo of the 
Kings Ships for the raoft part. Colim* famous for Porecline. Xaiton* 
alwaics harbouring 500 (hips. Suchean, a goodly City, and of 
great traffique, whofc feituation is in the Manfhes, like untore- 
lice. There arc no kfle than 1 fioooo Eunuchs, gelded in theif 

infancy by their Parents belonging to this Prince as his chicfcft, 
Courtiers For that they have had Printing (which is from the 
top to the bottom of the leaf and Guns alfo, loag before known 
in Europe, they fey in conceit of themfelvcs, they have two eyes; 
the Europeans one; and others none: They arc faid to be both. Po¬ 
litick, ingenuous, and excellent Artificers; t for the fon is bound 

not to rove idly, but to follow his fathers occupation. This Em¬ 
pire once commanded all the Eaftern Iflajids, But receiving a 
great lolle and overthrow inigh Ze;latt> of 3 oq (hips, they freed 


of the Worlds 

them all from their obedience, as being contented with natures 
bounds/ Thole of Canton, and on all that coaft, are black like 
thofe in Barbary ,as being with them in the fame Parallel; but the 
ocher within the land ar« moftly white,yet (ome more than others 
according as they advance into the cold Countrey; yet China can¬ 
not be faid to be either hot or cold, as lying within the temperate 
Zone, and extending towards the fame climate with Italy . There 
are but few Mountains, but Plains 300 miles about, ( their Seas 
alfo being very calm); in which, being tilled, and fowed with all 
kind of fruit, of excellent perfection, do grow notonely fufficient 
for themfclves, but wherewith to furnifb neighbours, and remote 
Countries; fo that they carry out of China from their many good 
and commodious Ports and Havens, Flax, Wool, Cotton, Silk, 
and allforts of ftuffe; much Sugar,Honey, Wax,Rubarb, Cam- 
phir. Vermilion, Dicrs Wood, and abundance of Musk; befides, 
plenty of Rice and Barley for themfelvcs. They dig (lore of Gold; 
Silver, and other Metrallsout of their Mines, carrying forth much 
Pearl, Porcelain Veflels, and rich Furs. They have likewifc 
(they fay) Wood, and all kinds of fpiccs; and Salr, whofe cu- 
ftome in one onely Town, amounts to very much. They prefle a 
delicate juice out of an hearb, ferving them for Wine, and pre¬ 
serving their health; whofe Kings revenues are averred to be 
120 Millions of Gold yearly, confideringthe fpatioufntfle of fo 
many Provinces, the multitude of people, contributions for every 
head, Cuftomes of Merchandise, Tenths of a 11 fruits, revenues of 
Mines, with all other Taxes, aids, impofts, and fubventions. 
Wherefore this Countrey is believed to be one of the richeft and 
greateft, if not the very richeft and greateft in the whole Worlds 
Yet are they all grofle and fottifh Idolaters, ("except a very few 
that Jefuites have turned to the Romifli Religion) believing the 
Heaven to be the Creator of ail things, vifible and invifible,which 
hath a Governour uncreated who is a fpirit, him they call Laacon 
Tzantey, that is, The Governour of the great God; faying, there 
is another fpirit which they call Car,fay, who hath charge of things 
on earth, and the power of life and death, and that he hath three 
Affilling fpirit*under him,Tanquam,Teiquam : and Tzuiquam,who 
have their diftind charges. They worfhip feverall ldolls, one 
with three heads, others marked for the twelve Apoftles, who* 
they fay were great Philofophers,vertuous livers, and were made 
Angells in Heaven. They have alfo the pi&ure of an exceeding 
fair Woman, with a child in her Arms; of which,they faid, fhe 
was delivered, being a Virgin,and a great King’s daughter. They 
account many for Saints, who have exceeded in valour, Know- 
ledg,Induftrv,or Aufterity of life. They ufe feveral lots, and 
when any afHi&ion befalls them, have recourfe unto the Dcvill 
in an abfurd manner. Tain (they fay) firft created Panzon, and 
Panzona* whofe Pofterity being after many thoufands of years dc- 
ftroyed for wickcdncfie, Tain created Lutitzam, from wh&fc right- 
Horn came men, and from the left, Women. The immortality 
M rii m m m of 
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of the Soul is generally believed by them, and the reward or pu- 
nifhment in another life for ever ; holding alfo a place for Souls 
* who (hall be Angels, to purge themfelves in from all evill. There 
are in their Towns and Burroughs many places in which men and 
-Women live together as in Monafteries 5 of whom there are four 
Orders, every one ^having his General, called Tricon 5 who re- 
fidccommonly in Suntien, who provide a Provinciall in every 
Province, whovificsall covents, corrc&iog mifdemeaners, and 
appointing a Prior in every covent, whom they are all bound to 
obey. The King and his Councell nominate the Gcneralls, who 
hold their place during life, unleflethey deferve to be deprived. 
The cldcft fon of a Family can be no Religious man by their law, 
beeaufe bound to feed his Parents when old. They offer Incenfe, 
Benjoin, and the Wood Alloes, with other odoriferous things and 
pads, morning and evening, to their Idols. When any VcfTell 
is put to Sea, their Religious men do Sacrifices in the poop, and 
perform other fopperies before their Idols, fuppofing that hereby 
the Ship is fan6fified,and that thofc who go in her fhallhavegood 
fucccfle. And when any of them pray, they fpeak tOxheavcn as 
theirG©d,andtoone whom they call Sinquian , faying, he is a 
Saint, and invented this their manner of life. 

N Ext are thofe called the Orientall or Eaftcrn Iflands to be 
briefly furveyed 5 , the fir ft whereof is J A P O N, or Japan, 
called in old time CHRIS £, and Zipangry. It is a Kingdome 
compofedof many Iflands, divided by many fmall Gults,and nar¬ 
row turnings of the Sea. It looks Eaftward toward that called 
New -Spain. On the Weft it hath China , on the North Tartarian 
with other unknown Savage people, and to the South certain un¬ 
known lands, between which a fpatious Sea runneth. All the 
Country is near 600 miles long 5 but thirty miles,in fome places , 
at the moft but ninety broad. There arc in it fixty fix fmall 
Realms, whereof the firft called chief Japan, contains fifty three 
of them ; another called X/wo,in eludes nineja third called Xicoum, 
four. He that hath made himfelf Lord of Coquina , the moft fa¬ 
mous Principality of them alj, and is called Prince of Tenzt (in 
which are five Realms about the City Meaco) ftylcs himfelf fove- 
raign oijapon, as w as Taicofama fome years fincc, who to allure 
his new Gonqucft of fifty Realms, tranfported the vanquifhed 
kings from one Country to another. CMeaco is the principal Ci¬ 
ty hereof, {landing in Coquina , which was 21 miles in compafle 5 
but now much lefle through civil wars. Here the three Sove- 
raign tylagiftratcs remain. Bandum is another City, a Univcrfi- 
ty, and fald to be bigger then Paris. O/acaye alfo is a great City, 
and forae hold it thericheft of theEaft. Tnis Iftand was difeo- 
vered by the Portugalls in 1542. It hath two Mountains in it, one 
whereof tranfeends the Clouds, and is named Figenoiama , the 
other burns carting forth flames continually. It abounds in Rice, 
fo that they fraught many ftrange fliips therewith j and the king 

hath 
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hath two Millions ot Gold yearly rent for Rice gathered cue of his 
9vyn poflcifions. Alfo ftorcof round,great,atni red Pearl;, w,twch 
ts as much or pore efteemed than the white ; and thcirafcuadaits 
of Gold and prcuous ftones, do enrich this Realm.: They are of. 
ven to all kind pf impiety. Their Bosses ot Pricfts and boftours 
aredivtded into eleven ftfts, yet all deny the oroyidence of God, 
and Soul s immortaIiiy, communic.at,ing the fame oncly to noble 
men, but treating with.the.vulgar. ofihe othtrlife and paios, of 
Hell. Their Gods moft eftccmed are ’iheiPoioaues foi th«r do- 
ttrme, and fttia life, who were for the moft part Boozes, where- 
tore they delire of them goods of the other W ork. 5 and Ca- 
who were Princes and great perfons^epounfed Gods forthfir 
Angular inventions 5 of whom they require earthly 
blcffings. But lome of th ejaponites adore alfo the. Sun and Stars, 
others the Heavens, and fome Stags and wild bcafts. The Devil! 
(ukcwife)ufcth divers waye$ ? too tedious here to let down, chat 
lie may be adored by thc'fe fnlfdclls. this Ifland, fince dilcovcr- 
ed (as was laid) by the Portugalls, is much frequented by. J.fuites, 
one Xavier, arid alfo Tutsan fit ft labouring there tci turn many to 
an outward profeffion ofChriflianity 5 who are laid to be mare 
zealous than thofc in Europe : fo that many Neophjts, or new Con¬ 
verts, being brought over (as alfe fome, kings) in divers places, 
from the year 1556. unto 15510. there have been fince, great 
Wars and Perfecucions againft (hem by Tayeofama, and the fines 
oilenzo, putting many to death, and inflifting torments and pu- 
nKhments on them, many of whom notwithftahding, would not 
“vLa°.? the,r embraced Religion 5 but their belief is faid to flou- 

«fh Rill, and enlarge it fell in many places. , ' 

There are alfo two Wands called . J A r A j the greater of 
whom is the biggeft in the W.rld, for it jooo miles in Circuit, 
the lefter ts zooq. The chief Cities of the greater Java ate four! 
Taliban Agaoia, Ballamtua, and Megapeger, The barbarous Indi¬ 
ans of this Country (theyfay) ufe to eat the dead bodies ot their 
friends j as a fo do many of the other Indian ; yet is it fo won¬ 
drous fruitful!, that it is called the WorldsEpitomc. Eight 
Kings rule in the Letter jUx;*, whofe chief Cities %iz Samara 3 lam~

S U MM A TR A is a great Ifland, 700 milesjefng, and 4 o<* 
broad, bur not the biggeft in the World, as Ariflotle then 
thought, he calls it Tafro bane. Its principall Cities are Pazzen, 
Androgeda, an & Ware**. The fubje-as^of whofe twenty n ine Kings 
d6 cat their enemies,ufing their skulls inftead of money.lt abounds 
in Gold, Silver,and Silk>Gioger,Pcpper, Aloes,and Calfia. 


The MO Lite COES are in number five ; three of the.chief, 
to wir, Terenate and two others, are i 8 miles in circuit: which 
King of Terenate hath 70 Iflands under him, bearing pleafant 
Commodities. There is alfo the adjoyning Ifle Banxan or Banda, 
much vifitcdfbr its Nutmegs, wherewith it more aboundeth than 
any Ifland of India, Thcfe M^luccoes abound in all.forts of Spices, 
and both in Banda, and thcuttduccots, the Romifh Religion hath 
f or fomc years begun to take deep root. 

Laftly, the PHIL iPPlNot or Philip’s Iflands, becaufe 
they were difeovered by a Spaniard in 1564, Philip the Second 
reigning in Spain. .,The Chinoys were Lords of them, till they 
abandoned them. Theyare faid robe iro Idle in all than 110000 
3 © whereof being fubjedt rothcKiog pfr/w*,have embraced whe- 
thcr voluntarily or forcibly, his Religion. Mariners fay, there 
are bt fides thcfe i 27000 llles about India : and 744 & which lay 
againft Qhinai all pagans ; Which fiand fo nceif together, that they 
feem afar off to be one Continent. Of which and the other Indian 
Ifies, Travellers have related many fables. Th t Spaniards hold 
many Caftles, Towns and Iflands, in the Eaftern Countries, 
whereby although they arc a terrourto the Native and Neigh¬ 
bouring Princes ; yet the English and Dutch are notLereby bitfchwd 
of traffiquin^^with the Indians* .

B A RB AR 1 E took its name from the Saracfcnsv unto whom 
the conquered Inhabitants language was as a murmuring 
lound • for fo much the word Barbar imports: and is bounded on 
the North wi<h the Mediterraneans on the South with Mount 
Atlas., It contains four Kingdoms known at this day by'the 
names of, i.Tunis, Which hath on the V^'cft Algiers 3 eptheE&k 
the Country Cyrenaica, alfo called pentapolitana 5 and contained* 
Provinces, which lay between thegn at river, and the river 
of the Country ©f Mefrat 3 and was tormcily called Numidia, and 
Africa Propria, or the Icffer Africk, or at leaf! wife included this 
Idler Africa within it felf. The Provinces are, Bagia, which be¬ 
ginning at the great river, extends 150 miles, even to the Moun*_ 
tains of Conflantine, and is nigh 40 miles broad it was once a 
Kingdom of it felf.. The chief Cicy is Bagia, ot great antquity, 
arid was built by the Romans on a high Mountain near the Sea. 
Falzal is another City therein j which the mofl judicious hold to 
be tgilgili, as being very like it in feituatioh: in whichwere an¬ 
tic ntly fair Temples, Cdlledges^ {lately Lodgings, Monatterics s 
andHofpiiais 5 but fince Peter 6 \ T^avarr took it in 1 508 j it hath 
remairted without beauty or ornament. " The Country of Conjlan- 
tine, which lyeth between the Mountain of Conftaniine and 
Tunis, near the river (Juaditbarbar ; and yPhbfc chief City is Con - 
flantine, which fome hold to be C'erte, called by Piolemie Julia, and 
the ancient abode of old King Mdfinifia (who being King of this 
Numidia antiqua, liv’d and dyed, in amity with the Roman Senate, 
after whofe death, Micipfa*s Jugurtha, and the death of his fon Mi- 
cipfafb is adopted fou kilting his two natural Tons Adherbal and 
Hiempfal oppofed the Romans, fill at length being delivered into 
jyLVhands by King Boccus, and led in triumph to Rome, he was 
there ftarved in prifon). This Town is environed with highMoun-, 
tains and Rocks, confiding now of about 8000 families. Here is 
alfo the Town Bofne, otherwife Hippo, where. Augufline was Bi- 
fhop. Tripoli , fo called from three principal Cities therein: 
which beginning at the river and gulph of Capes, extends beyond 
the Tdwn of Tripoli, near the Country of Mefrat. The chief Town 
is New Tripoli, or Tripoli of Barbaric •* which being taken from the 
Knights of Malta by Sinan Mafia, Selimus his Lievtenant, in 15 5 ij. 
Pyratslive there, which annoy all the Coafts of Italy: whereas 
in former time there was great concoutfc of Genian, Venetian, andt 
Sicilian Merchants, as alfo from other places. Ezzabe, which 
lies beyond Tripoli/, towards theEaft, in which ftands the City 
Cairaon, built by Hucba Generali to Of men the fourth, Caliph of the 
Saracens, and whofubdued all Barbary. The chief Country of 
this Province is Mefrat near the Mediterranean, and about an ioo 
miles from Tripolis : which hath in it many Towns and Villages, 

both 
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both on the Mountains and plains. Laftly, The Country of r«- 
nis, which lyes betwixt the River Cjuadtlbarbar , called by the an- 
'tients the pool of Hipponita , and the River ot Capes. Carthage was 
the anrienreft City hereof, and once the chief of all Africk 5 built 
by Dido, in theyearof the World 3078, 135 years before Rome, 
or as fome hold, but feventy two years before Rome (yet this 
Country was peopled by the Phoenicians long before, who fled hi¬ 
ther from the (Word of Jojhuah, unto whom Dido (with her Tyrians ) 
joyned her felf). After three fcveral wars which the potent Cart 
thaginians waged with the Romanes ; this City was utterly razed 
being taken and burnt by Scipio 3 but being afterwards re-butlt by 
C<t[ar, he tranfplanted a %omane Colony hither, fo that it flourish¬ 
ed again j yet far from her anrient reputation,and hath fince been 
io ill intreated by V&ndds, Goths,and Saracens , that Scarce a twen¬ 
tieth part of the Town remains inhabited ; fome fay it was 21 
or 22 miles in compafle 3 altaofl invironed with the Sea, in the 
midft of which was a Fort called Byrfes containing little Iefle than 
two miles. TUc Carthaginians were named P<eni,ot Ph<eni : whence 
may be proved that they came from the Phoenicians, tlicy*were al¬ 
fo branded in their time for perjury, and falfe dealing. But the 
chief of the many fair Towns, here is Tunis, called by mlemy The 
wife, or Thunife, which being at firft but fmall 5 after Carthaoe was 
r.mncd, it began to be fo enlarged and enriched 5 that now its held 
for the chief of the whole Country, having in it about ten thou- 
fand Families, and near five miles in Circuit, it is Seated near a 
very fafe harbour ; which the Spaniards ftrengthened with the 
Fort called Goletta 3 whicji being fourty years in finifliine • the 
lurks by their Herculian labour, equalled with the ground in 39. 
dayesfpace. ThisKingdomc generally confidered, is fruitful! 
eqough,fpr Bugta in fome places yields ftore of grain and fiuir, al¬ 
though in other places it be exceeding barren. There arc alfo 
many Forrcfts, and Fountains on the high and rough Mountains* 
with plenty of Oxen, Goats, and Horfcs. Conflantine hath (tore 
of 0 . 1 , with great plenty of Butter through their much Cattcll 
alfo much Corn 3 for near Bone f the Town where AuouflUe was 
born) there is one plain 40 miles long, and 25 broad, where 
grows abundance. Tripoli hath Acre of all kind of fruits, and 
D4CCS3 alfo plenty of Wheat, bur no other Corn, Ezzabe hath 
abundance of Olives, Dates, and divers other fruits in its goodly 
plains, but no grain. The Province of Tunis, four or five miles 
vvuhin the Town fo calleJ, hath plains full of Olive Trees * but 

they dare not manure the land about the Town for any corn", be- 

caufe of the daily incurfions of the Arabes. The Turks comman¬ 
ding the inhabitants of this Country, they all make open profeg. 
hon of Mahomet and his law. Chriftiani live there in their Reli- 
gion, but as flave$, and with many miferies 5 being worfe ufed 
than ia the Emjperour of c Moroccos s dominions, 
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Secondly, A RG IE RS, Ot ALGIERS-, It is the Realm of 
Tremtfen ,or Telenfin, and was called in ihc Romans time Maurtta- 
maCajarienfis , tor that the Mauri or floors inhabited he re 3 as 
alfo the Weftern part oi Barbary, and from C*farca the principal! 
city herein. It is bounded on the Weft with Fez., and UWorocco, 
liotn which it is divided by the Rivet Mulvia; on the Eaft with 
■Tunis, and divided by the River Amp[W, on the North it hath the 

Mediterranean looking towards the llland Sardinia ; and on the 
South thecalled getulians. C 4 «r'* wasof old called 
3 d, where King Boccus (who betrayed Jugurtb his friend untoSyZ- 
la) refided. But now this Kingdoroe containeth five ether printi- 
pall Cities, the two chiet whereof are Tremifen, or Telenfme, which 
formerly contained 1C000 or 17000 Families; but (what by 
3 cfri>b King of Fez, who befieged it feven years; what by the 
Wat ol Chads thefifthEmperour, who took it into his ptoteaion; 
what by the Turks, who in theend mallet’d it; and alfo by the 
war betwixt tbcSerif,ot King there, and the Turk; it is much dc- 
cayed, yet it isfaidtohave in it divers fair Temples, and five 
dainty Colledges, wrought cunoufly with M,pique work. ^H- 

e ,Vr, tormcrly under the Realm ofTrewr/ifl ; but through infup- 

poriable charges, it revolted to the1 King of Bugio. Then it be-, 
longed 10 the King of Spain,{tom whom Barbaras a took it in 15 15 - 
Bu; being now reduced Under the Turk, it is grown both rich and 
famous, and made by them almoft impregnable (though not fo 
large ac ftrongsefteemed to contain about 4°°° families, (landing 
on die declinmg of certain hills, and three miles in Circuit ) and 
is a retreat for abundance of Pirats, bringing thither their prizes, 

for which caufe the Turk hath a Lievienant there. There are a (o 

two other Towns of note in this Country of Tremifen. C«», ta¬ 
ken tor the Spaniards by Peter of Navarre ill iyo 9 , and biTugcd 
bv the Turk (though in vain) in 1562. It contains icooo rami- 
lies, and Mafdquivir, taken likewife by the Spaniards about the 
fame time, and is a famous Haven Town. A traveller fome years 
fince palling between the Town of and the City Fez,

?v pound weight; lb that (if not from this hilly region, yet j from 
the Plains (fome, if not all,whereof belong to the Realm 

wcccnclude this Country fertile enough, and not unlike the K^ng- 

dnme of Tunis. Its Religion the fame, and the Chnftian naves 
after the fame manner. 1 
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Thirdly, Fez-, and fourthly, CMorocco ; which being two king¬ 
doms, yet arc fubjed unto one Xerife, King or Empcrour, called 
theEmpcrourof CMorocco, Thefe Couniries were once called 
eJMauricania Ttngitana, from the Town Tingis of Tattger ; (nigh 
which the Phoenicians coming into Barbarie, arefaid to have en¬ 
graven in their language on two Marble Pillars, thefe words; we 
flee from the face off ojhuah the robber , the fon of Nave). This State* 
hath for fome years paft endured even many incredible changes* 
by the Princes ot one family, who by many wicked and unwor¬ 
thy a&s, have fought againft and expelled each other. They are 
both divided into feven Provinces. Morocco , which takes its name 
from the chief City fo called, is feituated between Mount jitlof 
and the Atlantick Sea ; whofe feven Provinces are, 

1 . Hee , bounded on the North with the Ocean 5 on the South 
with Mount A las: ItsmoftancientTownof Heefis now called 
Tectnefl , handing in a goodly Plain on the. river Tenfiji • yet is it 
not well inhabited, yea rather abandoned by the Inhabitants, who 
about 1514, hearing that the Arabians would fell it to the Portu- 
galls , intended to flee, although many of them were therein put 
to ti c (word; another Town being fo ferved. There is here 
amon ft other places, one called in their language, The Fort of Dtf- 
ctples ; becaufe a Senary of Mahomet there kept with his difei- 
ples, preaching his doflrine, and defending it againft the Kingaf 
Morocco. 

2. Saz, which lyeth betwixt Mount Atlas and Africa proper¬ 
ly fo called ; having the Lybian Defarts on the South 5 and on the 
Eaft the great rivet Saz. The chief City is Mefla or M*fsa fei- 
tuated on the Cape of Cilon 5 and is as it were three Towns, be-*, 
twixe whom, the river Suz pafteth : yet is it of little or no worth, 
by rcafon of the bad foyl. Bur amongft others, Tavagofi is the 
fartiuft, and greateft Town of Suz , which is feared in a Plain* 
and whofe Inhabitants arc very rich. 

3. The partic ular Province of Morocco is made of a triangu¬ 
lar form by the Mountain of Nefife , bounding it on the Weft* 
Eaft, and North, and is feparated from Hee, by) the river Afi- 
flnuad, unto which the river Tenfiftt or Tenpjl jjyneth. The City • 
Morocco is not fobeautifull as formerly $ the Caftle and Palace of 
King lAlwrfor, as big as a Town, being all of note that is now to 
be feen. It was built by Aider amen, and once contained 1 00000 
houfholds: but now every way inferiour to Fez . Vet its great 
Temple hath a Town fo high, that the hills c Azafi 130 miles di- 
ftant, may beeafily difeerned. Here are alfo the Towns of 7V-< 
xezz,and Delgumuba, which is ftrongly built on a very high Moun¬ 
tain. Alfo I’r'izmifi,{coL\c& on a rock of Mount Atlat , near which, 

is a narrow paflage of the fame Mount, named Burris, through 
which,he that goes into guzule, rauft needs pafle 5 it is fomewhat 
fpatious, but decayeth daily. 

4. G We,hi ving on the Wcft,thc Mountain lldry on the Eaft* 

Nnqnn Hee, 
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JJee$ and confines with Suz. Here is neither Gity 3 Town, or Ca¬ 
ttle, onely fonae Villages. 

, 5. Ducalia , near the Ocean and the Cape Cantin on the Weft, 
the Country of Tedle on the Eaft. Its few walled Towns are al- 
moft all held by the Portugals 5 and divers Towns here were aban¬ 
doned by their Inhabitants, which were lacked and ruined when 
the Portugals took the Town oi Azamor (feated at the mouth of the 
River Ommirabili ) in 15 13. 

6. Hafcora , which beginning at Ducalia*$ Mountains toward 
the North, confines with UWorocco on the South. Here are four 
Towns, whereof Elvimuai s a new Town, and Bzo } an ancient one, 
fcfiuate on a high Mountain. 

7. Tedle, of a triangular form, beunded with the river Quadel- 
babib , that is, a river of Slaves, on the Weft, and that oi Ommira- 
bili towards the Eaft. The chief City is Tefza, (landing on the 
river Deymc, an ancient Town, fo called,as being built with (tones 
of the fame name. Slfz*>( built on Ommirabili , into which Deymt 
runneth, both flowing from Mount Atlas) is near Tefza , and alfo 
under its jarifdi&ion. Then is there Cbythite, having long main¬ 
tained war againft the King of Fez, Laftly,£i/^W,which abounds 
in all kind of Victuals. 

The (even Provinces of 1 (which arc bounded on the North 
with the ftraitof Gibralter 7 & ^Mediterranean Sea,with part alfo 
of the AtlantickSca, and with Morocco oa the South) are, 1. Te- 
nefm’i beginning on the Atlantick towards the Weft, and bounded 
with the Buragrag on the Eaft 5 whofe Inhabitants Ptolemy calls 
Causes. This Province was ( of old) the flowr of Mauritania Tin- 
gitana, containing above 400 Towns, and 300 Caftles and Villa¬ 
ges, and is 120 miles long, although narrower. Some of whofe 
Towns are, tAmfa, built anciently by the Romans on the Sea- 
fhore 5 and hath been almoft ruined by the Portugals 5 as alfo 
Mar.for y a Town nigh this. When the Mahometans contended 
about the differences of the Doftors of their Law, the Town 
tAdendum, like the reft of < JMauritania , felt the ruining fury of the 
War. This Country is as it were a Land of conqucftj fer the 
% Arabians , or rather the ftrongeft parry, command here. There is 
alfo Rabat or Rubut, feated at the mouth of Buragrag near the Sea, 
and founded by Almanfor 5 in whofe time it was one of the popu- 
loufeft of Africk ; but now not above 500 houfholds, and nought 
but Gardens,Vines, and Meadows within the walls. Sala y ca lied 
by the Barbarians Zalefxs a Town towards (fibralter ftrait,in which 
is a Palace, wherein the Kings and Royal Princes were interred. 
Marmora , a mile and half from the Sea,~where the Portugal Army 
(though Chriftians kept theTown) was defeated by the King of 
Fez> through the bad intelligence between the Generals of the 
Portugal and Caflilian Armies. Macnafe feated on the River Subu y 
in a goodly Plain, 15 or 16 miles from Fez. It!$ well peopled, 
rcafonably ftrong and great, having broad ftreets,and abundance 
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of water by an aqueduit through the old induftry of the Ro~ 
mans. ^ • 

Secondly, -Fes bounded with the rivers Bn tons. In Ale, and 
»i«°n the VVeft, Eaft, and North; and with Mount Atlas on 
' he f'F'P’ 3nd * s 3b ° nt 100 mll « in length. Here is the Town 
GutUh Ihcwmg it felf upon Mount ZaWlo*, ruined by the Africans.

Man Near this is an ancient Town called <Rharaeb's Palace, a l- 
u »f h the ^yP“ ans never commanded over this Country But 
the Metropolis ,s the great and ftarely City of F« or Fefe, called 
by rtOemy SMei but Fefe, from F e (Je, fignifying,Goldf whereof 
they found abundance, in digging its foundation. It is feituated 
hire GrrW„ m Andelufta of Spain, to wit, on the bodies and twice 
double devalhng faces of two Hills, the low Valley between 
(through wbich the torrid River of MarrabeU runneth South- 
ward) being the Centre and chief place thereof; lor it is the mod 
beamnun and populous part of the City, whofe fcnuaiionTas 
Thf^VaH 10 ^ ** judged to be right under the Tropickof Cancer ..

ioo Totlecks and preaching Talfumans , it hath 200 Duckats dai¬ 
ly rent: yet fomc lay,this great Mofquce (no more than the reft) 
hath but one Prieft, whofe office is to fay the prayers, and take 
careot the Temple’s revenues; the which he diftributes to the 
M niders thereof, and for all necefiaries; furnifhing alfo other 
Temples that have no means, with necefiaries. The reft going 
to the common profit of the Town, becaufe ithathno revenues. 
The Citizens are faid to be very modeft and zealous at their wor- 
fhip, but great dancers and revellers on their folemn Feftivals. 
Here were in times paft, the Kings tAlmanfor, Maunon,an 6 Hue- 
•ceph , both learned and civil men, and accounted excellent in their 
fupcrftition ; in whofe times alfo flourifhed Avicen, Rafis, Albu - 
mazar, and Averroes, the famoufeft Phyfitians and Philosophers 
am ,ng the Pagans: with many others maintained by the Kings 
of Morocco , who with their Moors^were then Matters of all Bar- 
% barj and sp&w. There are now in Fez a great number of Poets 
mildng divers fongs, chiefly on Love and Lovers, whom they 
openly name.- All which once a year againft Mahomet’s birth¬ 
day, make ry mes to his praife; and on that Feaft-day in the after¬ 
noon, in the Market-place is a desked Chair prepared for them 5 
whereon they afeend one after another to recite their verfes in 
audience ot the people; indhethatis judged the beft, hath all 
the year this lipithete above the reft; The Prince of Poets; an 4 is 
by the Vice-gerent and Town-rewarded. But there are alfo 
iaooo Brothel-houfesallowed in this City, whofe Curtezans 
are neatly kept, and Weekly looked to by Phyfitians, and (which 
isworfe)chey (in Summer) give open licenfe for 3000 ftews of 
Sodomiticall boyes. Nay (faith onc)Ihavc feen at Mid-day in the 
very Market places, the Moors buggering thefc filthy Carrions, 
and without any fhame 9* bodily punifhraentinffli&cd on them, 
go freely away. 

Thirdly, The Province of Azgar, which hath on the Weft the 
River Buragrag , anticntly called Lis ; on the Eaft the Mountains 
oifumera, and a part of Zarbon, and Zelag, which divide it from 
the Country of Fez. Its an 120 miles long, and ninety broad. Two 
Towns are found herein, Laras, or Lorache, on the River Luccm, 
where the Port is good, though the entry difficult: and Cafar El- 
cabir fignifying the great Pallacc of the foundation, built by King 
Mam for , or Almanfor. But of the Town Giumba , which was 
built by the antient Africans , is nothing now to be feen but the 
ditches ‘ 

Fourthly, Habat , Elhabet , cr Ellabat , bounded on the Eaft with 
the mountains near Gibralter ftrair, on the Weft with the Miri- 
fhes ol Azgar , an<^ is larger than Azgar. A chief Town hereof is 
Exagen , feated nigh the River Guarga , or Zuerga, on a Mountain’s 
top; whofe inhabitants have commonly four hundred horfe in 
Garrifon, becaufe of the Portugalls inroads. Here is alfo among 

others, 
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others, Homar, once well-peopled ; but now little inhabited, the 
Portugalls commanding on that coaft. 

Fifthly,^//, which runs 70 leagues from Gibralter s ftrait Weft- 
ward, to the River Nochor Eaft Ward. Here is Belts, having a 
good Port, and feated betwixt two Mountains. There is alfo Ter¬ 
gal with three other Tows that are feituated on a Mountain. 
But the Villages of this Province are many, although the Towns 
but few. 

Sixthly, Garet, which bordereth on the River Muhia, and part 
or f'hauz to the Eaft, on the River Nochor, and part of £rif towards 
the Weft ; and is about 75 miles long, and fixty broad, in one 
part whereof are Towns, in the other Mountains, in the third a 
Dcfart; the chief Towns being Tezzora, feated on a little hill, 
and but one pafiage thereto. Miggeo, and Jajjerin by the Sea, 
built not many years fince by the Mahometans , of the race of Ma¬ 
tin, ~ j 

Seventhly, ipo miles long, from Eaft to Weft, and 170 ' 
broad, for it contains all that from Mount Atlas towards Mauri¬ 
tania, and no fmall part of the Country jayning to Lybia. Herein 
is Tezo, , feated in a plain at the foot of Mount Dubdu, on the Ri- 
ver Mululo, and is a City ftrong and rich, being alfo as a Univerfi- 
ty,having Colledges like Fez. Tewrerf, aTownon a hill in a large 
Plain, and cncompafled with Defarts. And amongft others, 
ltands little Tezergue, fubjeft to the Arabians, being near Cunaigel 
Cherben a Mountain, fignifying the pafiage of Ravens. Mahomet , 
the lccond Xerijf of Barbara who beginning his reign in 1550, 
Kin S. domes °£ rcx > an< * Morocco, for which Kingdocne, 
the three fons ot Hamet contended in 1603; two of which brethren 
dying in thofe wars, Abdela , fon to one of the flain brothers, main¬ 
tained the war againft Sidan the furviving brother: During which 
one Sidan Am e t , a Hermite, feized on the City Morocco, the which/ 
and Side-Hean alfo, a Hermite,forced him to leave in 1 6 1 6, • 
So that whatever the event hath been fince ; then was the Xerifate 
greatly diftra&ed ; for Sidan pofTeffed ^Morocco ; Side-Hean forti¬ 
fied himfelf in Taradant $ Abdela lived by robberies ; -Fez flood on 
m Guard ; and the other Towns were governed by particular 
Magiftrates of their own. Thefe people are Tawny, but fomc 
more than the other; they arc alfo fomc what more civil), or eife, 
much of the conditions of the Arabians ; they are wondrous am¬ 
bitious, unconftant, fubtile, and treacherous, alfo very cholerick, 
great braggers,fufpicious, and exceeding jealous; This Realm 
m general (for to fpeak particularly of the fourteen Provinces, 
would be too tedious) is faid to abound in Corn/Fruit; Oyl, Ho^- 
ney, Wax, Sugar, Goats-hair, whereof Chamlets are made, and- 
tneir skins^which being drefled they call Marroquin-skins, and 1 
we spanipo-Lczihet ; there is alfo much Cattle in divers places, 
alfom Suz great ftore of fine Amberis found; fo that although 
tome places are rough and ftony,yet thefc inhabitants have all 
things^ncedlull for life, one Couutry abounding tin what another 

wants; 
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wants 5 and if they had not war on every occafion, hindering a 
fetlcd peace; this Empire would be very happy, and not envy 
any others commodities, for in rheir Mountains they feed great 
ft ore of Cattle, and they have liktfwife plenty of Corn ; but their 
Plains yield fo much corn, and fruit, that they furnifti other pla¬ 
ces with Citrons, Oranges, Sugar, and Olives. ; Yea, they :tranf- 
port into forreign Countries, Chainlets, Basbary-skins, Cotton- 
Cloath, and Sugar, whereof they make great profit. And for the 
Emperours Revenues, he is Matter both of all his fubje&s goods 
and ptrfons, none daring to oppofeany impofitions laid (by him) 
on tr eat ; Yet the Empires usurpation, the continuall wavering 
of affairs, with the fear of an accident like that e i Muley Cbcq, 
makes him feck to govern them the milder, that they may defire 
to live alwayesunder his command. All here are Mahometans 
except the (laves, whichdo&rioe of cMakomct into v£gypt, 

in 637, through the Conqucfts of Omar , then a Captain of Odman , 
firft patted into ^Africk, in 6 50, with 80000 men,, who defeating 
Gregory Patricim , they chafed the Romans with the troops of Lea. 
the Emperour, and Abfimacbut, quite out of Africk, becomming 
Matters of Barbary , which the Arabians increafed, firft by Arms, 
and thofe not prevailing,by Preaching and Traffique. The Gotha 
and Randalls who inhabited Africk , being infi xed with the 
an opinion, muejj helped herein ; for they brought in the Arabian 
letters and language, building Univerfitiesat Morocco and Fez, ad¬ 
ding alio greatRevenues thereto ; But nothing hath more advan¬ 
ced Mahomet $ left than the V i&ories of the Miramamolins of Africk. 
But of thefc ^Mahometans are many fe&s alfo, who have their 
Heads, and Do&ours to defeod them, for divers have commen¬ 
ted upon the Alcaron, not directly allowing of what it preferibeth, 
butcontradi# it in many things; of all which different fe£b, and 
Orders, with their leaders, (Tome of whom differ not onely from 
the reft in their law, but alfo in faith) may be fecn in the book; 
entituled,ADelcriptionofEttates, Empires, and Principalities; 
But among other differences of the Law and Religion between the 
Moors of Fez, and Morocco, this is one, that they fubmit to the 
Calify of Bagdet , and not to him of fWr, to whom the Turks yield 
obedience. Here are alfo Jews, who having multiplycd in Spain, 
came by degrees into Africk-, and afterwards there increafed, 
when Ferdinand oi Spain, called the Catholique, and Fmmanuel,' 
King of Portugall, expelled them their Kingdomes ; many of whom 
comming, brought the Trades and Arts of Europe with them, 
which were before unknown unto the Barbarians . The Jews pra- 
&ifc much the Art of the Gold-Smith (which is forbidden by Ma- 
bomets law) and efpccially of Smiths. There are but few called 
Chriftians in the Realms of a nd Morocco, befides (laves, (ex-' 

cep^iuch as live in places poffefled by the portugalli) jwhofe ftate 
is defervedly to be pitied ; enduring more pain among thefe 2?ar- 
barjans , than bcatts do among us. But Spain (tnoft of thofe {laves 
being that Kings.fubje&’s) hath ivy© Religious Orders, (the one 

called 
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called de la Merced , in Arragon ; the other much greater, having 
t le name of the Redemption of Captives ) appointed purpofely for 
Redeeming them; who gather great Sutasot Money yearly ^here¬ 
with they free a great numb; r, for they fend diligent and tairhfull' 
men to Fez, Morocco, and Algier, who firft redeeming Pricfts and 
Religious men, then free thcothcr fort : firft the King of Spain's 
Subj.&s, then the reft; and there is alwayesone of the Religious 
of Spain, at Fez, who informing himfelf of the quality and nectflity 
offlives, prepares a way for their delivery the year following. 
And to conclude of Barbary ; The great Turk hath therein three 
Beglerbegs, or great Bafiaes , proudly ftyled, Lords of Lords ; the 
fird whereof is at Tripolis , (which was taken in by Sinan Bafa 
from the Knights of MAtain 1551) and he commanded! under 
him 8000 Timariots , and 6qoo Janizaries. The fecond at Tunis ,or 
Tunnels, who being of great authority, commaudeth under him 
twelve Sanzacks,ot Lords,Governours, and 35000 Timarios .The 
tnird at Algier, who hath under him fourteen Sanzacks , and 40000 
Timariots. Thefe are all he hath in Africk,ex ccpt the great Ttzier 
Bafiaoi's£'>ypt i But in Afia, the Greater and the Lcfic, he corn- 
man ds 3 o B(pier begs or Bajfaes. 

Next to Barbary is Numidia (not that fpoken of fo much in the 
Romxne Hiftory, for that is a part of Tunis ); on the North whereof 
is Mount Atlas, fo high that they fay its top cannot be feen, and 
was fo called from Atlas a King of Mauritania , (who being of a 
gr< at ttature, was feigned by Poets to bear up Heaven with his 
lliouldcrs; either for his skill in Aftronomy, or for the great 
hcigntof the Hil ). It is now named Anchtfe, ot Montes Clari, t hat 
is, famous mountains, on its South-fide Lybta, and may be called 
Numidia, from the manner ofits inhabitants, the Numidat, there li¬ 
ving, it being like the Scythian Nomades: for thefe arc faid to fpend 
their time in hunting, and to flay no longer in one place than 
there is gratte for their Camells, fo that they are a]bafe, thcevifh, 
murderous, and ignorant people; although the Arabians who 
are mixt among them, are more liberal!, civill, and ingenuous. 
The Country is meanly peopled ; for Teffet, accounted by them a 
great City, hath in it not above 400 families; nor (it we be¬ 
lieve reports) have no neighbours within three hundred miles 
thereof. 

L YBI A ( which is AFRICA, properly fo called, and 
is fo named cither from Lybs formerly a Mooriflh King, or 
from Lyb'ta a Queen hereof, or from Lybs fignifying the South- 
Wind, which gently bloweth from thefc parts) is bounded with 
r H}las on theEaft,the Atlantick Ocaan on the Weft, and is now 
called Sarra, that is, aDcfart; for it is full of vaft Tandy De¬ 
farts, (being alfo under the torrid Zone, orfcorching heat of the 
Sun). In one of thefe Defarts it was that william Lithgow>ihc Scot - 
tifh Traveller in King James his daies, endured fas he faith) both 
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hunger and great drought, for feven or eight dayes, as he went 
f roai Fez. cowards tArracon, a great Town on the Frontiers of Nor¬ 
thern Ethiopia, with one ChatteUne a French lapidatour, who 
would go thither to buy Diamonds and pretious Bones, C hattelwe 
on the eighth day, in the night, falling tick of a burning Fcaver, 
and mindfull to return, Litkgow left him at Ahetzoy the fartheft 
Town Southward of the Kingdomc of Fcz>> (well fortified with 
Walls, and a Garrifon of Moors therein) and with his Dragoman 
Moor, went forward, entting the Agaroes Country, whole better 
fort of inhabitants were half clad, the vulgars naked, who had an 
Erneer or Prince of their ©wn, fubjeft to none but his own paffion 5> 
yee had they a bafUrd fhew of Mahometanicall Religion. They 
royled fix dayes in traverling this Country, whofefalvagcs both 
fnarled on them, and fometimes gave them baftinado’s 5 yea, and 
enough was it for the Dragoman to fave Lithgov s life and libe rty 
from them, who were ftillinquirous what he was, and whither 
he went On the feventh day, they came into the foil of the 
Hagans ] and the lamnites , rnoft part whereof were White 
Moors, fomeofwhofe better fort, (and chief among them) had 
their Members covered, but far more wickedly conditioned 
than the former; who were ruled by a Xeriff, having his Guard 
made up of young Balars, or Pages; and Women, who Tee¬ 
med rather to live withbut any Religion , then to acknow¬ 
ledge any Deity. Then were they led by a Hagan Guide 
five dayes together So'uth-Eiftward, almoft contrary to the bor¬ 
ders of v£thiopia y whither they were bent: who dealing from 
them on die 6th night; they the next day continuing their faces 
the fame way, were long ere night involved in a dif inhabited 
Countrey, being both a vaftc Wilderntffe, (and a part of the 
Eerdoan's Country, one of the four Tribes of the old Eybiar.s-, the 
Sahuncks firmnes, and South- Gardines> being the other three) and 
alfo mountainous and dangerous for wild beads, whom to af- 
frighccn, they burnt fe very night) fhrubs of Tara. But the day 
after their fird entrance herein, they proceeded farther, thinking 
to find People and Tents to relieve them with viftuals, and inform 
them of the Country; but they found none, nor feven dayes after* 
fo that their visual and water being done, they relyed on To¬ 
bacco, and drank their own piflc for the time aforefaid. This 
foyl was covered with hard and foft fands, (and thofc full of Ser¬ 
pents) whofe interlarding rockey hights were faced with Caves 
and Dens of wild beads; whofe hollow cryes, they both heard in 
the night, and fighted them often in the day, cfpecially Jackals, 
Bears and Boars, and fometimes Cytubers,Tygers, and Leopards, 
againd whom when approaching , they either {hot off a Har¬ 
quebus, or flafhedfomc powder in the Air. The Dragoman (©n 
the 4th day of their feven, being there) wondringto fee him en¬ 
dure fuch heat, hunger, and toy 1, defpairing, threatned him with 
death, to make him feek back for their neared refuge. So Lttb- 
gow holding his couxfe North-EadjtnetCearly on the 8th day) with 
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S>oo 1 Savvies,or t.akcd Lybtan Sabunks, 500 Dcing women, armed 
with Bowes and Arrowes; who with tl.cir complices had put rhe 
mo. c before, 300 Bcrdoans, their neighbour Tribe, icthc fwonh 
and wrought a.vay 600 thcipand goats, befides other bcftiall 
Tne .r bmccrc or Pnrce came in the Rear with 100 horfemen ha¬ 
ving naif pikes, llurply headed at both ends with Reel 5 he was 
" /I 1 ^^vvuha vaUof Crimfon Silk, hanging on hisna- 
r.id ft. uldcrs with coloured Ribbans,from his breads to his mid¬ 
dle migti, and on his head a party-coloured fta»h let like a Gar- 
Jand ; both knees being bare, as alfo his anekles ; the calves of 
his Uggs were girded with crimfon filk, and on his feet were vcL 
iow thooes, his face and beard burnt with the Sun, and about the 
age of 33 year.. His Page was even covered likehimfelf; but 
all his t die were dark naked. He and all the four Tribes of Lu 
6/a worth 1 p Garhek onely for their God, it being a lirong thine, 
and mod parr of their food ; unto which they annex Altar! 
Pneds and fuperftitious rices. He gave them both liberty of 
hfi,and relief of food - and after an hours parley with them,save 
unto Lrthgorv his Bow, and a Quiver of Arrowes. He alfo celling 
them, that Turns was their belt and ncareft rccourfe, fent a guidl 
wuhthem 1 or four dayes journey, for 5 Sultans or 35 s who 
brought them thorow the mod habitable and beft Tented paffwcs 
of the Country : where once a day they found Bread, Water,Gar 
lick, O 110ns, and fometimes Hens, which (faith lit) if truth may 
have tridu, wc would Roft or Scorch dry at the very face of the 
i»un,rmd fo eat them Their guide on the 5 rli day left them amonc 
400 rents of \ Nxm,di*m Moors or baftard Arabians, pitched in I 
pitalant Valle y between two fourecs of water, where they reno 
led iome 9 dayes , and where likewife, hcaffirmeth tohavefeen 
Smitns work Nailcs and Horfe-fhoocs out of cold iron, foftened 
ondyby the vigorousher of the Sun, and the hard hammering 
of hands on the Anyilc ; as alfo he faw it in AJU. So renewing 
their guides from plate to place, they dcfce.idcd from Savage, J 
Civil Moors, and arrived lately, (though with great difficulty 
and danger) at T U o U The Gtranan",, Stho were^l,ought t Xl 
the far,hdt people Southward, lived in this Country ; l„d thofc 
ca.kd the fhll, who (1 it uny be believed) wereof fo venomous 
a nature-, that they could povl-n a Snake. Hrr.dotut alfo tcllsof 
an Expedition that tills people made againft the Somli-wiud - 
ior t.iar, it (blowing abroad ti e lands) had dryed up thofc fmall 
waters among them : but the wind enct untring them with a vol- 
Icy ff (and, overwhelmed and flew themall.. Arim, who denyed 
Chriti to be one fubliance with tile Father, was born here. The 

r? r— , rathcrlo bc WO,le ,h( * D th£ Moors • their 

cnict pities being guar#*'*. To! err Mm and Hatden. Some rc- 
port, that thetc two Nations have neither King nor Laws, but are 
wT,h r ™?r T 'heehief men of every Tribe; but this agreeth not 
with our Traveller s relation. And whereas they are faid ,0 
Ooooo worfliip 
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worthipa god called Pfaphon: who teaching divers birds which 
he caught, to fay, Pfapbon was a great God , the finaplc people 
yielded dim divine wotlhip : he faith, the Lybians do all worship 
Garlick; But that they are moftly grofle idolatrous Pagans, is 
plain, and that among fome of the Naturals, the Saracens from 
Arabia and Barbarie have planted their Mahometan fuperftiiion, 
we deny not. 

T He Land of the N E G RO E S (fo called, either from the 
River Niger , which in Latinc fignifyeth Black 5 or bccaulc 
its people are of a black colour^ is bounded on the North with 
Eybta, on the South with Congo or Manicongo , a Kingdom in the 
Lower kiopia. It contained) 25 Provinces, the chief where¬ 
of are 11, to wit, Guala , Guinea, Tambutum, Melli , Cam , Benin , 
Nubia, gialofi , Ganaga , Goaga and Bornum 5 two of whofc chief 
Cities are Tombutum and Cbovinum , laid to be the third City 
for eflc«m,of all Africa. There arc four Kingdomcs herein,where¬ 
of that of Tombutum (whofc firft King was Icbia 3 who in 1526, 
flew Soni Hahn their laft Lybian Lord 3 for in the year 90%, when 
the Mahometan Pricfts came out of zeal intothefe parts , they had 
ncitner King nor Common-wealth) is the greareft, whofe King is 
very rich, keeps a Royal Palace, with a very great guard, al- 
wayes maintaining a great number of learned men, and,thcy fay* 
caufingall who have any Commerce with the Jews, ro be flain. 
Thar ot Bornum, which is fomewhat IefTc 3 that of Goaga,nn6 that 
•i Gualata , confifting but of that one Province. Thefe people are 
beft conceited with their native beauty or black colour,and there¬ 
fore are Laid to paint the Devil white, in difdainof him. They 
were fo blockith, that when the Portugals firft failed hither, they 
took their fnips for great birds with white wings; the painted 
eyes on the beaks of their (hips, to be their dire&ours in their 
courfe 3 bag-pipes to be living creatures 3 yea,after they had felt 
them : and Guns for their hideous noife, to be the Devil's works; 
Both males and females ufe to go naked till they are married, 
and then to cloath themfclves from the wafte to the knees. What 
the fruitfulncfle of thefe Countries are, is hard exa&ly to know: 
yet the fields adjacent to the River Vjger, being 40 dayes (yearly) 
overflown by the faid river, the Country is the more fertile for its 
inundations 3 which elfe could be little, through the drynefle of 
the fpyl, affording no exhalations for clouds to give rain : The 
Province ot Cano aboundeth in Lemmons and Pomegranate, and 
thofe of Melhy (whofe Country is 300 miles longj are faid to be 
the civitlcft, induftrioufeft, and richcft of all the Negroes. And 
in Nubia there is a mortal poyfon, at 100 Duckais the ounce, of 
which the very iothpartof a grain will end one in a quarter o£ 
an hours time. But for pure gold and filver, the Country of thefe 
Nitrites is abundantly ftored. Touching Religion, they are 
grofle Idolatrous Pagans 3 yet with fome mixture of Mahometans 
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jand outward Chriftians: with which laft, Nubia is reported to 
have been wholly peopleds but now for want of Miniftcrs, fallen 
to the former Pagamfm 3 for they once fending to the ^Ethiopian 
fcmpcrour for inttruaers, were unworthily (wharfoever ihecaufe 
was ) rejt&ed by him. 

C Ome we now to ETHIOPIA, (raking its name from 
the Greeks, from to burn , and« 4 » a countenance: the 
Sun's heat Scorching the faces of its Inhabitants) which is to be 
divided into that of Afia, containing Arabia the Defart, the Stony. 
and part of the Happy ; of which before : and thar in Africa, of 
which in this place. And it is divided into Ethiopia the Upper or 
more in ward; and the Lower or more outward ^Ethiopia. The 
Upper is called alfo Abafzne pr Abyfine, either from an ^vyptian 
word, hg n lfy 1 ng, feat ter ed Na'ions h or from ^,onc of its chief 
Rivers. Ntlus alfois fuppofed to arife butof the lake of Zemre in 
this Country : which taking its courfc towards <s£gypti and meeting 
m divers places with lower Valleys,falls down with great noife 
and force. It feems to be named the upper, not fo much for its 
being higher icitUated than the other, as for that it is more Nor¬ 
therly 3 and the inward, as being Environed with the lower, ex¬ 
cept where it confines with the Negroes Country, and Lybia The 
Prince hereof is called the Ena perour of ^ibyfsins^y the Arabians, 
AttcUbafsa : fome of his Subje&s name him Bel or Belul Gian , that 
is, a powerful Prince: and we name him, whether by corruption 
of language or not, Prete , or Prefbyter John 3 but others fay, all 
thele Emperour's fince the Eunuch was baptized by Philip , were 
Called Philips 5 till that one John that was religious; reigned, and 
was cntituled Saint;fince Whom they have been called Johns ,with 
the word Prefbyter prefixed 3 for that he eietuteth the Prieftly as 
well ai the Kingly Office: But his Subj.ds calling him PreteVian' 
importing as much as Prettow Prime , makes the name of Prefbyter 
from the caufe aforefaid; t* be the more improbable. Divers 
have given divers bounds ro this liis Empire, hut one Hugh Lin* 
port faith in his Navigations, That it extendfeth from the Red- 
Sea s entrance, unto the Iflind of Siena, under the Tropick of Can* 
eer, exceptthe fide of the Barbarian gtfph ,which the Turk hath 
held divers years 3 fo that Prete-Gian ,or PreJbyter-Jobn's Domi¬ 
nions fhould be bounded with the RcdwSea on the Eaft 5 on the 
North with Egypt and the Defarts of Nubia j bn the South with 
the Realm of Monoemugi 3 thus having about 400 Italian teilei' 
tinder his command: yet fome affirm this Gauntry to be as big 
as Italy, France tnd Germany, put together, although not very well 
peopled ; the ground’s dry bdrrenneflc,and the climates diftetn- 
perature not admitting a multitude. But (however) this Prince 
attributes to himfelf many and great Titles, as Emperour of the 

higher and lower Ethiopia, King ©f Goe Cagates Fat tear, Sec. of 
Sabaim, the Queen of Saba 7 s Country, faying, he is iflued from| 
Ootsoo 2 Djfoiti’z 
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David j who being (aid to have 70 Tributary Provinces under . 
his Empire, we will briefly mention tt.c chief 5 among which, 
none is better known among us than Barnagas,ic r its neighbour¬ 
hood to the Red-Sea, extending from Suaquem almoft unto the 
entry of the ftrait. Irs chief Town is Beroe or Barue, ieaccd on a 
pkalant River. It hath but one Sea-Port-Town, which is Er coc¬ 
ao. On the Weftern part of this Province is a Mountain fiift fpa- 
tious, then narrowing, and enlarging again, and a imall league 
in compafle, on whofe top are a Temple, Monaftcry, with royal 
buildings, and two huge Cifterns : with a large plot of ground 
to entertain 50operfons, forprovifion groweth there. There is 
but one paflage to it, and that reaching to a mark : beyond which 
they mull afeend by cords and baskets 5 fo that this place can nei¬ 
ther be taken by force or famine. The Turks feme years iinte, 
^on whom Barnagas bordcrcth, and who arc faid to receive hence 
1000 Crowns yearly tribute) greatly fpoylcd here, carrying a way 
many prifoners : yet at length he agreed with Tie B* fla oi A raf¬ 
fia (refiding at Suaquem) lor 1000 ounces ot gc-d. Betwixt me 
South and Eaft from Barnagas, lay diveis Mountains, dividing 
Prete-Gian’s Empire from the Kingdom o i*Aael. Ercocco (lands 
in the Province of Dafila , included in the Reaim of Ban>agas ; 
where are alfo other Towns, as Sautar , Abaracb, &c. The Gulph 
of Erocco bending to Aiuhte of old, which is the point of Erocco, 
extends to Behai, with a nook made by the Sta towards Arabia, 
on the beginning of the ftrait, whereby they come cut of the red- 
Sea or Arabian gulph;which place is very narrow.{hallow,and full 
oflflands: beyond Ercocco are Zagnanie and Zama of the Province 
of Dacca 5 then the Port of Velle, oncecalled Antijila. Beyond the 
aforefaid point are two Lakes wherein Crocodiles do live: 
beyond which is the Port and Promontory of nJUojylon, now the 
£ape Docono, in the Country of Dangali, where the Sea making a 
little Gulf, fuddenly ftraitens again, in which Channel, about 
thirty or thirty fix miles broad, arc five or fix Iflands; to avoid 
whofe Rocks, Sailers muft have good experience. Next to Dan¬ 
gali, are the Ports Zeiloi, and antient Daphne, where {lands the 
Town Barbara near Mount Fellez ; after which is the Cape Guarda- 
fitni ; where Mette, formerly Accanne, is feituated; here failers 
doubling the Caf e, run from Eaft toward the South, on which 
Coaft is Carfar, once Opette, and the Cape Zingi: then they bend to¬ 
wards Azun, and Zazelle 5. thence to cMagadazo, where the For- 
tugalls traffique. Laftly, to Barris, which Province hath Pate, 
and Brave,, two Towns on the Sea, dividing Prete»Gians country 
from the King of Melindes ; But to come up into the main-land. 
Trigremahon is a Realm lying betwixt Nile the Red-Sea, and the 
Realm of Angotte, whofe King being Presbyter John's tributary, it is 
put among his dominions ; in whole good Town Caxuwo, Maque- 
dathe Queen of Sabba, or Sheba, (who comming to hear Solomons 
Wifedome, had; (they fay) by him a fon called Meilec ) and alfo 
the Queen of Candace, were faid te abide. Angotte is let between 
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Tigremahon and Amaran , in which Realm are divers Provinces.5 
whofe chief City .Angotte Hands upon the River Ancona, neat 
which, is another Town called Saint Peter. Tnis people are re¬ 
ported toufe Pepper, Salt, and Iron, inftcad of money, which 
forme rly was the onely way ot Exchange among many people.- 
Next is Amara , b >usided on the North with Argote ; on i.he SoUih 
with Dimut ; and by fomefaid to be feituated m the middle of 
the Country. Herein is a Hill called Amara, ninety miles in com- 
paflj; and it fceim exceeding high (I will not fay a dayes jour¬ 
ney) on whole top are fundry Pallaces, wherein (to prevent fedi- 
ciou) rheEmperofer of Ethiopia $ younger fons are alwayes kept 
and educated in a Princely m inner ; and in one whereof, is a Li¬ 
brary f^id to be, wherein are many Bocks as Enoch's Oracles , all 
Livies works, 8cc. to us in part or wholly loll. It hath been put 
to tnis ufe ever fioce the year 470. It is made even impregnable, 
having but one way of afeenr. Sagamedre is the grcacc It country 
of this Ethiopia: for it extends from Goyame , beyond the liland 
Guequere which is 600 miles. Cjueguere, or the Iftand of Meroe , is 
com palled by the River Nilus^ 175 miles long, ad 125 broad. 

Whofe principal City is named Meroe, built by Camfyps in me¬ 
mory of his Mother Meroe. ’ This Ifle (although in the upper 
Ethiopia) is not fubjed as lomcfuppofc, ta Presbyter John, but is 
inhabited by Mahometans, wnb arc utter enemies to the Abyfitne 
Ethiopians. . Xoa isfeituate betwixt Amara } Damut, and Farigar . 

Fatigar lyes between Xoa, and Adel. Damut is nigh to Xoa > lying 
betwixt the Province of Zanquebara^ and the Lake of Barccna\ 
yet fome more probably hold Damut to lyc Weft ward, beyond the 
Realms of Vangue and Goyame. MoftCofmograpders (by reafoti 
of the Ahy Sines ignorant reports)defcribe this Empircconje&ural- 
ly, whole Empcrour hath not his chief aboad in Caxumo-, but ac¬ 
cording to Hugh Linfcot, (who failed along ail the Coa(t of Ethi¬ 
opia) hisordinary and almoft conftant refidcnce is in ti e Town of 
Beimalechi.Yet according roan antient cuftome(for we find nothing » 

of this Emperours (lately Pallaces, unkfle at the Town of Zcmra, 
nigh the Lake fo called, where Workmen fent by Francis. Duke 
of Florence, built aRoyall Pallaee in 1570, where the Emperour 
is faid fometimes to be prefent) He fometimes in one place, lome- 
times in another, lives (mod commonly, in the open fields under 
Tents, 6000 whereof are carried with him, with great (lore of 
gold and filvtr veflfels, and other rich moveables) whereby his 
Court, every man being lodged, overfpreadeth the compafle of 
10 or 12 miles. Some report thefe Ethiopians (as they are black, 
fo) ignorant and void of all Learning: But Efcala his learned 
Book, of The CorreBion of Times, is a witnefle, they are not fo igno¬ 
rant as fome hold them to be: yet it appears,they arc for the tuoft 
part flow and dull of wit: in that having flax, they can make no 
cloath ; having Sugar-canes, and cannot draw it out; iron, and 
cannot work it 5 holding Smiths for Sorcerers and wicked, men: 
Yetarethcy much given to Navigation: fo that they are im- 
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ployed m the Merchants ihips ot Goa, Bengata, China, and oilier 
places 5 ferving herein for little money, and differing very little 
from (laves, as being ready for all drudgeries,and enduring whip¬ 
ping, &c. very patiently. They are kept by their E mperial Mo¬ 
narch in wonderiull awe, both high and low 5 who intreats then 
more like (laves then iubje&s, taking away, and giving whole 
Siegnuries, to whom he pleafeth, none daring to (hew any dis¬ 
content, for he is held by them lor a facred and divine perfon 5 
(whole colour alio is laid to be wnitcr than the reft) who was 
wont to (hew himiclf but once a year to his fuhjc&s. Then he 
appeared thrice a year 5 but Since (it is faidj more familiarly: 
But they fo honour i>» name, that hearing thcrcof,they bend them- 
Selves, and touch the ground with their hands, reverencing alfo 
his Tent, although he be not in it. Thefe Countries have two 
Summers, and two Winters yearly; not diftinguifhed by heat, 
and cold, bur by tominuall thowers, and fair weather. They are 
generally very fcnile; yielding Barky,Peak, Beans, Millet and 
other Pulfes, chough but little Wheat, likewife abundance of Su¬ 
gar, if they knew how to refine it. There are almoft an incredi¬ 
ble number of Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, and great (lore of 
Vines 3 but no Melons roots, ner.Olives, but they make Oyl of 
a fruit called Gove. T1 ey have abundance of Honey, and Wax 
enough to Serve the Country with Candles, without Tallow. 
Flax they have, yet not the Art of making Linnen Cloath there¬ 
with 3 Yet they make it of Cotton, whereof there is abundance; 
They have almoft all forts of bcafts, and Fowl, as we in Europe 3 
as Oxen, Afles, Horfcs, (though but Small) Camells, Sheep 5 
alfo Elephants, Lions, Tigres, Onces, and Stags, but no Bears; 
norConyes; neither is there any Bulfinch. Mines of Gold, Sil¬ 
ver, Ironj and Brafle, arc not wanting, which they know not 
howtodrawj Yet in Zagamedrd, they draw their pure Mines of 
Silver by fire, making it run like rods 3 and in Dantat they draw 
it, and refine it lomeching better. Their fields arc full of Gecfe, 
Partridges,and Hares, bccaufe they never hunt* fo that their 
Country is botintilull, if they knew how to ufe fuch a happineffc. 
But there is foroetiraes one inconvenience 3 to wit, multitudes 
of Grafhoppers, even darkningtbe Ayre, Spoiling one Province of 
another by eating the leaves aBdWrks of Trees, and devouring 
their Harveft. Their Prince’s revenue arifeth three wayes 3 
From the Fruits of his demeans, manured by Oxen and 
Slaves 3 From his Subjects, who pay him for every fire, and the 
tenth of all Mineralls which they draw 3 and from the Princes 
fubjedk unto him 5 (ome giving hind Horfcs, others Oxen, Cotton, 
and other things 3 So that it is conceived he hath great places full 
of Gold, pretious Bones, and Cloath* His Subje&s (as to Religi¬ 
on) are moll out-fide Chiiftians 3 yet arc there fomc ^Mahometans 
alfo, his tributaries 3 who are alwayes feeking to revolt. The 
Abyfines fay there is an old Chronicle kept in Caxumo, which 
faith, they at firft received luilfiifm a through Meitofh Solomon's

(on, by Queen Maqueda, and the Jews accompanying him. But 
Christianity was here received by means of Queen Candaces her 
Eunuch, whom Philip Bj prized, and that, firft at Tygia, in which 
Tongue they frame all their publique writings. But they acknow¬ 
ledging the Patriarch ot Alexandria for their head, (from whom 
alio they receive their Patriarch or Abund ) fell with the Cofites of 
5 into the opinion of Eutyches 3 holding but one na¬ 
ture and will in CHRIS T3 for they could have no en- 
tercourfc with Rome , but by means of vEgypt. They hold divers 
other injpertintneies (which increafe by" converting with grofle 
Idolaters,and ^Mahometans round about them 5 many alfo of thefe 
Idolaters living among them, as in Damut, Agaos, and Coraguey as 
Circumcifing both Males and Females. Then Baptizing the 
Males fourty, the Females fixty dayes after their Circumcilion ; 
they eat not of any beaft that is eloven-foored 3 they follow the 
Jews in obferving the laft day of the Week’, Sabbath, more then 
the firft 3 they accept onely of the three firft General Cou icek. 
Their Priefts may marry but once, according to the Mufcovites, and 
not that, after Orders received 3 whom (they fay) do live by the 
labour of their hands 5 they allowing them nothing, nor fufferimr 
them to beg. They Baptize, not, but on the laft and firft da yes of 
the Week, prcfcivly giving the Bread and Wine to the Baptized, 
rebaptizing thcmfclves alfo in Pools and little Lakes, every year 
on TWf-djy, in remembrance of Chrifts Baptifm, on which day 
they fuppole him to have been Baptized by John in Jordan. Their 
Sacraments are adminiftred by the Patriarch; not fpitting, as 
Breremod faith, after reccic of the Eucbarif, (in which tuey com¬ 
municate in both kinds, and with unleavened bread) unttll Sun- 
fet; nor in their Temples at all, putting off their ihooes when 
they enter therein, nor differing any beaft to enter. But of thefe 
things, and other Ceremonious fuperditions 3 with Presbyter 
John his overtures, as to reconciliation with the Church of 
Sec; I refer you unto the aforefaid Book, Entiiuled, The D e f. rip - 
tion of £ fates. Empires , and Principalities . 

^ETHIOPIA the Nether, or more outward, which is re¬ 
ported to oe mountainous toward the Weft, l'andy in the mid ft, 
and Ddart towards the Eaft, is bounded on the North with the 
land of the Negroes , and Ethiopia tbc inward, and on the South 
with the S ouchcrn Occ an 3 and is divided in five principal Coun¬ 
tries. 1. Monotapa, or the Realm of Benomotana, or Benomotaxa, 
obeying one Prince called Mo t .otApa,\hzii%, Empirein that lan¬ 
guage. It is tafhioncd like an Iflind, betwixt two branches of a 
great River, running from rhe Lake of Zemre , Southward. Nile, 
which fprings from this Lake, running Eaft and North, and Zaire 
towards the Weft. Some hold it is 5000 Italian miles in com- 
pafte; yer others, but 450 miles. Toe chief Provinces hereof are 
fix. The chief City is Benomotaxa , where the King ordinarily re- 
fidcs, yet fomc fay his feat is at Tongum , befijes which there is 

another

another Town named Si m las m This Kings Dominions extend 
far beyond the lfland, even to the Capes Mozambique and Bonne 
Efperance^ot the Cape of good Hope (all which perhaps may make 
uprtie r, umber of 3000 Italian miles) many neighbouring Kings 
being his Tributaries; among which is he of Torre , or Burue , run¬ 
ning irom the Ri ver of Spirito Sanfto, to the Cape of Courantes^ and 
far within the land alio. Monotapa is watered by divers Rivers, 
as Panamt and others, which are laid to carry Gold with them; 
and inall rhisEftatcis great (lore of Gold,'both in Mines and 
Rocks. The Ayre is temperate, theCountrcy good and plcafanr, 
abounding iti’grain ; yet is it full of Forrefts, having in it many 
beads, gnat and [mail, cfpecially Elephants, whereof 5000 are 
(aid to be killed yearly for their Tecth-fake. Burue is very rich 
in Mines of Gold, and hath very good pafturcs, but wanting 
Wood. They having fuch (loreof Mettall ((o much by men dc- 
fired) cannot bur be very rich.' The King alio exacting no Tri¬ 
bute, bur certain dayes icrvice from his People ; yet without pre- 
fents, none may (hew himfclf before him. Hehath likewife no 
Prifons,alltauics being ftraightway decided by witneflls, nei¬ 
ther do they punith any trioies (ofeverely, as Sorcery, Adultery, 
and Theft. They are of mean ftaturc, black, but a&ivcand Vali¬ 
ant, yet ill armed. This Prince is Politick, keeping with hicn 
his Vaffall Princes Heirs, to allure himfclf of them. They vyor- 
fhip here oneonely God, which they call Mozimo , and in 1^0, 
Gonfalvo a Jefuitc, Baptized a Vaflall to Monotapa , called the 
King of Inanior: and foon after young Monotapa and his Wife. 
But tour Mahometans his favourites, perfwading him, Gonfalvo to 
be a Magician, a ruiner of Kingdomes, and aSpic, tocaufeare- 
volt by his fubjt tts, he had him (Iain and caft into the River Me- 
figtna, nigh which fifty of his new converts were (lain alfo. But 
when fomc Portugalls , and chief of the Realm had Shewn him 
hiserrour, he flew fame of thofe four, fccking for the reft, 
who were hidden. But the portugalls now not fending new Prea¬ 
chers hither, but fending an Army by Sea under Francis 
Barret , to be re venged,the affrighted King fent for peace to Barret , 
whoayming at the gold, rejo&cd all conditions. But through the 
Ayr’s intrmperatureunto them of Europe , this Army was confir¬ 
med : fincc which, fomc few, called Chriftians, have there re¬ 
mained. 

2. Conga or Manicongo , which is a Realm extending from twa 
degrees and an half from the jEquino&ial towards the South, that 
is, from Katherines Cape, to the Cape of Iw; and hath qn the 
North the Province or Realm of Benin in the Negroes Land ; and 
on the South, Lun* Montes^ox the Mountains of the Moon. It 
contains (according to thofe who compute its feituation) about 
660 Italian miles, and is divided into fix eminent Provinces; 
whole King alfo commands in the Ifland of Loande , Icatcd be¬ 
twixt a branch of the river Dande, now Bcngo^ and the river Co- 
anze. He hath likewife fomc Iflands upon the river Zaire y his 
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feudetaries. Thofe Provinces arc, Bomba, on the Set-coaiUrom 
^taoMmirifiamo Connie-, and hath many Sienibrie.. The 
chicfeft City is Btmba, Handing between AmbriS and. the river 
Lofe ; being about 160 Italian miles from the Sea. Soneo, which 
extends towards the Nmh, nAmirift, amf-inding new the red 
rocks oftlic Realm of Loangots frontier : its chief City being 
*?«&*• W/rWhofe principal Town is it extends frota 
about the Town of Congo (now named by the Portuoals.S. iwuur i 
unto Zam river, which is 40 Italian miles. P^ango, once a Realm, 
not lLiujctt to the King o(Congo:con fining with Sande onThe’North- 
with on the South. Its head City is tango, feituated toward 
cft p«t of the tivcr Barbela coming from the Lake whence 
Ntle fprmgs. Batted whofe chief Town is alfo Bdtta. This Pro¬ 
vince confines with Pango on the North, and joyniog to Barbela on 
the South of the Mountains of ^phronitre 3 ts far as the burnt Moun- 
.am It extends t. .he Mountains of the Sun, confining it feif on 
MarMa toward the Eaft. Lafliy, Pemba, in which Sands the 
City of Congo, feattd oh 4 Mountain, and about 1 50 Italian miles 
from the Sea. It **s once named Burnt, that is, a Court-, now 
' fST- H " e “ • Moawain indiffereht high, fo full of houfes 
and Villages, that it isfaid to comprehend about idoooo oer- 
fons, although but two German leagues, or lb Italian miles fla¬ 
king 5 miles for a togueVfri quantity: So that it may be true, 
which is reported of theft Coumriej populoufneffe; they fcllinc 
<as is fuppofed) 18000 flaves yearly onto the Vortdgals.- who are 
carried to Braftl tb work in the Mines. This Country is watered 
with fix nvers^ This King ha^h a fwclling title of 18 particUiac 
Provinces and Countries : fomc of whom are (they fay) Aritbro- 
fephagtot Mch-caters : having flhamblfcn of mans flefli, as we of 
other meats. But Angolia is ihoft efteemed of the Civil! Provin¬ 
ces; whichTome years^nce revolted from the Kibe 0 f /W^anci 
is concluded to be very populous; for in 1582, the KingTcreof 
had 1200000 in an Army againft *aul dUz the Portugal Leader 5 
who with his few,wifely ordered, fatally and difmally overthrew 
him. Edward Lo-ope a Portugal, who lived long id thefc parts, re¬ 
ports their Winter tobchke Autuirincj at Borne l ri yba, generilly 
(through the fain continually falling, cfpecially foi 1 two hours be¬ 
fore noon, and as much after) the heafis greater it* Winter that* 
in Summer : which htatis raoft infuppcirtablc toffee men of £«- 
rope Their Winter begins on Marchr 5 ,fo that for five months, 
a clear day is feidome feen. Their Summer, ihthe iflidft of Sen- 
tember. They - alfo bbferve very fttiWf'difierenrt’ in night and' 
day, being in * tender ecjuill. Theft Summer isasdryfas theifi 
Winicr moift : whereby the’overflowing rivers Ibaves onthe'Jani 
Mrofle and muddy humour. Theji have tfii c.moibn mndi cal¬ 
led by Hippocrates, etefief : which ciufirik : fceWtitlirfi\ain'l»y Wii, 
ration of mills on the tdps^bf Mountainii during dtaS itgim'e^ otlft 
a "d teete-gian’s Cauntiy,'make the nyliti' : jtfU/Mit, 
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and Senega, &c. to fwell, whereby they overflowing, do fatten 
thofeCIountiies whiefi they water: for it is not the melting, of 
fnow whichi catyfeth’ the rivers increafe, becaufenofnow falls on 
the'Mountains of ^Ethiopia and Congo, or the neighbour Coun¬ 
tries, except on thoT<? called tht CMormtains of Snow , or thofe co¬ 
wards fchfe Vapeofgood'Hope. The Wert and Morthwcft winds in 
kheir Winter, doth temper the hot raifts and vapours. But in 
Summer their winds are South-Eaft, or Norch-Eaft : which un- 
Icffe they did cool and refrefh Ethiopia and Congo, the heat would 
be ihfupportablc. Greece, Candie, Cyprus, Anatolis, Syr/*,and Egypt, 
enjoying the fame winds. Zaire is Congo 9 s greateft river,and hath 
filch abundance of water, (being 5 miles and a half broad) that 
entring the fait Ocean, it keeps its frcfhnefle for 8, 10, yea 16 
leagues; whereby Sea-men eafily know where they are. But to 
be brief; Bamta hath many filver Mines and other mettals in a 
Mountain thereof, alfo many exceeding great Elephants (through 
its many Forrerts and Rivers) which live commonly 150 years, 
and grow to the roidft ©f their age : fojpe of- whofe teeth have 
been 260 weight. The Ancient* faid, the Elephant could not 
bend his hamme, but were taken leaning on fomc Treeafleep. But 
the Flemings and Potrugals feeing them get up into Trees, draw¬ 
ing up their haunches, to gather leaves, and ftoopingeafily dowrt 
to drink Where the water is lowj makes it evident, that they have 
joynts. 

Here are alfo Tygets, Whom the Congoam call Engoi, who 
through hunger’s fharpnefte, finding nought in the field, do fall 
upon tame Cattle ; and as Loope teftifieth, never fct. upon White 
taen; but oft-tiiues the flacks. The beaft called Zebret, breeds 
in this Province; and is like a mule,but it ingenders and muk^? , 
plyes greatly, having young every year; whofe hair having from 
(the ridge of this back to the belly ftreaks of white, black and yel¬ 
low, is very ftrange; they are exceeding fwift, and wild ; whom 
if the Inhabitants had art tp tame, might ferve inftead of horfes 
which this Country wants : whofe office norwithftanding men 
do perform by carrying then?, who fpeedily journey, in litters ot 
chairs, the beaters being often changed, Beafts called Empalsn r 
g*h feme at big as an Ox,, others lefie, are here alfo. To con* 
tfude, they have wild Bugles or Oxen, Wolves fmelling afar off, 
Foxes, Coats,Stags,Hares, and Conies in abundance; for they 
hunt them not to death, in Europe. They have many Civir- 
Cats, whom they keep tatec for their pleafing fent. There are 
divers kinds of Serpents and Vipers, fomc being a 5 foot long, 
k broad, with a very large belly and throat, that (if we can credit 
asa Sta i- They kill them fleeping, 
and hold the food oftheir flefh better than of any fowl. But foinc 
Vipers arc Jo poyfonfome, that any 09c bitten dyes within 2$ 
M'^^5fXherei*\wkcywife a (irangc beaft as big as a ram,with wings 
Uk'e « Dragon** tail,long bcak,many rowes of teeth, twoleggs, 
r ' . whofe 
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wtiok- skin is red, imxc with green and blew, and who cat raw 
tufh. It hath Camel ions, Parrots green and grey; very fair red 
birds, and many forrsof fraall ones fingtng like Canarie-birds; 
finally, great ftore of Hens, Ducks, Geefe,Turkics,Peacocks, Par- 
i -idges wild and tame. Turtles, Pigeons, Faulcons, Sparrow- 
hawks, Eagles, and Pelicans. The Province of Congo hath many 
Elephants, and divers forts of imitating Apes, many Kine, with 
divers hearts forementioned ; alfo rtoreof Cryftal and other mor¬ 
tals; but preferring Iron, which is found in the aforefaid fruit¬ 
ful Mountain; whofe water is excellent good, not hurting any 
one: wh ich is ftored with grade, much Cattle, Fruit-Trees al- 
way green, yielding all kind of grain, chiefly that called Lhco, 
whofe bread is as good as ours; abundance of white Millet call¬ 
ed Mazzc; alfoMcaz or Turky Wheat, and rtoreof Rice; but 
they little efteem thefc. Bananes, which fome take to be Mufe$ 
and others, Indiay Figs, a pleafing and good food grow here; a^- 
fo Limons and Citrons exceeding plcafant, whereof the poorlivi*. 

T*iere arc three forts of Palm-Trees: from one whereof they 
draw Oyl, Wine-Vinegar, Fruit,and Bread. Other Trees bear a 
Fruit tailed Cola, as big as a Pine-apple : and other wild Palms, 
whofe fruit are good to ear, and with whofe leaves they cover 
their Cottages, and make baskets,&c. This Province hath 
abundance of Melons and Cucumbers ; alfo Tamarinds and Caf- 
fia, which ferve both the Moors and Turks for Phyfick. The 
River Leonde ingenders Crocodiles,and the Hog-fifh, fo big and 
fat, that feme weigh 506 weight and more ; alfo Sea-horfes, or 
the River-horfc, which is tawny, having! little hair, leaping to 
land, and feeding, and by day living in the river 5 fome of whom 
the e Africans do tame ; and they are exceeding fwift, but, they 
muff not paffe over deep rivers, becaufe they will prefently dive* 

But this river which runs at the foot of the Mountain where, th* 
royal Town oicongo is built, fo dries up when the rain ceafcthi 
that one may cafily wade it. On the (hoar of whofe Iflapd Le¬ 
onde, are found gray Cockles very glittering, and better efteemed 
than thofe on the other (hoars ; where alfo is a Tree called*£»/*/»- 
<*k,alwaycs green, andjhaving many virtues, ftrangely roultiply- 
eth, to wit, by fome frnall threds hanging down from the high 
branches, and rooting in the ground ; whofe upper bark being 
made clean, is a kind of linnen cloatli, making garments for the 
common people ; and in that part ncareft to the firm land do trees 
grow, at whofe foot falt-water fprings. Here are likewife big 
Oyftcrs, which they call tAmbizimitare, that is., fifh of a ftone. 

They find here alfo divers fifhes, as Pilchards, Soles, Crafifhcs, 

&c. And about the outwaref part of this Kland art many black 
Whales; who fighting, many die.: whofe fat being taken and 
mixt with Pitch, cheluhabitants calk their (hips. ^Moreover, wo 
muft not forget the great (lore of done, and goodly Marble Moun¬ 
tains, befides thejafper and Porphyrie, with the white Marble, 
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andot other colours, called at Rome, Numtdian and African Mar¬ 
ble : in fonae Mountains alfo of this Province of pemba, grow 
jacinths; and in other rocks they find metals, as brafie, yellow 
and green, whereof they make Statues, &c. So that, if we look 
on the abundance of metals in this Realm, as alfo their Elephants, 
and Civic. Cars, wherewith they abound. Sea-cockles ierving in- 
ftead of coyn, traffique of Slaves, linnen cloath of Songo , and Sunde 
made of Indian Palm-Trees, Cryftal, though not altogether fo 
profitable; we may foon fee how they are fought to by forreign 
Merchants, whereby their wealth taay be conjc&urcd. And as 
for the King, none would doubt, but that he (having all thefe 
Countries under him) is exceeding rich : of whom, one thing is 
reported to his commendation. That he doth Juftice publiquely, 
without any formality; for chat all things are debated before 
him in few words. As to their religious belief, they are fo full 
of vanities, that they fcarce know what they believe: for, al¬ 
though an outward profeffion of Chriftianity be crept into this 
Realm, yetis it full of grofle Idolaters: fome worfhipping the 
Sun as Husband to the Moot); and the Moon as his Wife in the 
fecond place. Others worfliip thofe beads like Dragons above- 
mentioned. Some the Earth, as Mothetof all, &c. How a Chri- 
fiian profeffion was brought firft hither by the Portugals , {James 
Cam or Diego Can y Captain to *D. John the fecond, King of Portu- 
£4//,diftoveriog thefe Countries of the Nether Ethiopia in 148 6} 

I leave to read in the book,Of Edates. Empires, See. Onely thus 
much I fay, That King John fending three Dominick Friers to ifl- 
ftruft them ; the King of Cargo’s Uncle and hisfon firft; then the 
King and Queen were baptized ; (whofe elded fon was Alphonfo ) 
and who endeavoured lovingly and zealoufly to turn the Subje&s : 
But thefe Fricrsfbefide the confuming heat, and ayr’s malignity) 
were ill-intreated by them of Congo : who feemed erasable while 
rhey fpake of ceremonies and myHeries; but when they began to 
fp. ak of temperance, contineucy, reditution dff goods, pardon 
ot offences received, with articles of Chriftiari profeffion, they 
fhewed oppofition.The King alfo growing from zealous,to be cold: 
for t «y Were loath to leave their Sooth-lay iogaftd Sorccries,cfpe- 
cially their many Wives, and which Women troubled the 
Court and City of its abode. Then,the King dying, Alphonfo the 
elded, and Panze Aqmtime his fecond fon, Who Would not be Bap¬ 
tized, fell to Arms; Alphotfo defeating, and taking him (they 
fay) by apparent miracles; who afterwards canted all the Idols 
to be burnt on the top of an high Mountain, and reigned fifty 
years in peace; and in the midd of after troubles in Aluaro’s 
time (through the Giaguas entfing Congo’s Realm in great num¬ 
bers, and putting this King to flight- &c.) Jefaites came into Congo r 
and preached to the people, building a Religious houfe, fo called 
in the Illand ot Leonde y where fii or fevtn Prieds remained, o< 
dill do remain, going up and down where neccffify calls them.' 
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^/<«r*(Granchild of the firft *Alu&ro y whofe fon was alfo of the 
fame name) being illegitimately born, was flighted of moft ofhis 
Subjects; wherefore in 1587, he would have ©he of thefe Pried* 
near him, whereby he purchased honour. And then defeating 
his filter by the Fathfcr, with her brother, in a great battel], flay¬ 
ing the Generali; he built a Temple in the fame place, fetting the 
firft hand thereto to encourage others; and by Edi&s advanced 
thefe Priefts Preaching and entetprife. But it’s time tohaften to 
the third part of kAZthtopia the.loWer, to wit> Aian, which (inclu¬ 
ding Abexy and A iell, two Kingdomcs) is fc it a sued betwixt the 
River CaltmancA , and the Mouth of the Red Sea. Abexis alfo cal¬ 
led A lea, and lyes feituated between H Mafia, and Adel ; unto 
which firft it is laid to be tributary, two of whofe chief Towns, 
to wit, r Patc y and <Jogia y the Portugalts took under the command 
and condudfc of Trijtran de Cugna. The other principal Town is Braue 
Adell y is that of which GjrandArhaddwAi King, who had a great 
hand over the Em perour of the Habafines , it is feituated more 
upon the Coaft of thfe Red-Sea than Abex y ind whofe three chief 
Cities are Arar y Borbora i andZeila, all felted without the Red- 
Scas ftraights, the which Merchants do mtlch frequent; for be¬ 
tides the Corn, ftclh, Hony, and Wa*i ftore of (beep, (whofe 
tails arc faid to weigh 3 5 pouad)Whcrewith this Country abounds, 
they have alfo much Gold, and Ivory. But Zeild the chief Jot the 
three, Handing near the Bay called the Mopihic y ot noOk of the Avd - 
lites, or Abalites y who dwelt thereabout* Wasfacked and burned 
by the Portug&lls in 1 5 1 4 . 4. Zdtozibdr y which extends from 
Monotapa , unto the Rivfcr Qjilimanci, (whofe chief Rivers are Co- 
ava y and two other^) it mull needs be a large Province; for it 
contained! fifteen Kiugdomes, Whofe chief Cities, Corova y Mbncu- 
to y Anxugd y Badin, Calen, Qpilao, Mombozd y Melinda , Mombara y 
Monbizo y Ernbroc , M fambient y Macaos y Jlfor do mitgi find Sdfila y deno¬ 
minate the Couhmes,and thatof (abounding mtfch in Gold 
and Ivory) is thought to be the land oi Ophir ; bfle feeing Ophir is 
planted in the Eaft, and SafiU Bands South- Weft from £h Jd<ed y 
where the People’s famering began ; as alfo fince Solomons Navy 
of Tarjbifb , With the Navy of Hiram came from Ophir but once id 
three years* as 1 Kings ch. 10. Verfes t i.apdiiz. do detnonftrace, 
Ophir was certainly farthet off; to wir,in/Ww, although what 
partic ular Province or Elands 1 thereof, it is not determintd.

The long Southern Promontory called The Cape of Good Hope, 
(whofe top hath a fair Plain covered with Graflc and various dow¬ 
ers, named the Table of the Cape, and largely overlooking the Sea 
on all Tides; which here being very rough andtempeftuous, 
hath often vexed the Spaniards ) is of this Region* and was difeo-

Moreover, before we (peak of i£g)pt> we will look over the 
'African lflands, which are thofc in the *A tlantick Ocean, or in the 
Ethiopian Sea. In the former are to be noted. 1. That called, 
the Princes Ifland,featcd between the equator, and Trcpick of 
pricorn,a.nd fo named, becaufe the Prince of Portugall was to have 
its Revenues whetyhis Portugalls had conquered ic. Nigh this, is 
that called the Ifle of Saint Helen, which they fo named from theife 
Saint Helen, on whofe day it was difeovere'd, and over which (as 
the other) the Spaniards do,command. 2 . The Gorgades, of old 
the Gorgons, they are niac in number* now called tne lflands of 
the Green Cape , for that they lye near |he faid Cape, in the Negroes 
Land. James Ifland is the chief of thefe, whofe principall Town 
is Ribiera, forty fied by the Spaniards , Medufa d welt here, who is 
reported to be a Woman exceeding beautifull, but molefting 
the European Seas by piracy, (he was invaded by ‘Perfetu and 
his Greeks . He flaying Her in a finglc Combatc, ftruck off 
her Head, and carrying it into Greece, the people exceedingly ad¬ 
mired both her Face and Hair. Goats are the chief thing thefe 
lflands abound with. 3. The Canaries, of which Before in Spain, 
which for their fruitfullnefle, &c. were of old called the Eortu- 
nate lflands. Bat the Canaries , from the chicfeft Ifle Canaria, 
or from the Dogs, in which the Spaniards found them to abound t 
They are accounted by fome* but feven in number; three where¬ 
of, to wit, the Ifle Canarie, Palms, (where (hips ufe to touch going 
to America) and Tenarijj, 90 miles in circuit, are the chief; in 
which Tenarijj , neither fhowr nor river is faid to be ; but their 
water is conveyed into divers parts from a high Mountain, having 
a Tree al way covered with a moyft cloud, which every noon-tide 
difiolveth. The Commodities hejrcof are well enough known to 
be fublimc Sacks, fine Sugars, and Ganarie-birds. 

,4. The Azores 9 in number, whereof the chief Tercets, makes 
them all now to be called the Tercer.aes ; unto whofe fecond Jflc 
of note, S.>W/c^f/,Geographers have removed the firft Meridian, 
dividing the Eaftcra World from the Weft. Marriners alfo ob- 
fervingthe Compaffc coming under this IfleVMeridian line, not 
to vary at all from the North.

The ayr and feafons are laid ro be here 
alwayes temperate • The weather fair; for they have rain very 
feldome, fwcet dews making the earth very fruitful with fatal! 
pains,; and where Sertorm the Roman earneftly defired to fpend 
the remainder of his life in peace. In the latter Sea ate, 1. Ms- 
gadafear, feituated under the Southern Tropick, and reported to 
be 1200 miles long, and 4000 incompaffe (which if fo, Brittain 
niuft take but the third pltfpe of the lflands of the known World, 
for bignefle)* Their chief Town or City is of the fame name, it 
is called St, Larprenot, wh ich name I fuppofe the Portugals gave 
it, when they^difcovered it itfei 5:,o5.o The people are but of a 
dusky colour.' It is/by relation) * goodly Countrey, abounding 
with beafts both,wild and tame, and all kinds of fruits; alfo 
Ginger, Cloves* and likewife with Silver; It hath both fair 
Rivers, and fafe Harbours j yet they Would neither trade, nor be 
traded with by .others 5 yet the Portugal have gained a little traf- 
fi^ue with them, whom yet they fuffer not to cpme on (hoar.

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Uttpf jue, or Turkish Tcm-ple called Efchiall , -whereas they mealu¬ 
red how touch Nile rofe, by a Pillar there; But another in his 
Peregrination faith, they go into an Ifland nigh Cainr, where they 
obferve the height of this River. 3. Alexandria, fo called from 
Alexander the Great, who built it, and now Scanderia ; it’s a Town 
of great traffique, and was formerly one of the chief Cities of the 
World, not yielding to Rowe for inhabitants; and was in the time 
of the Nicene Councel, appointed (by them) one of the four Pa¬ 
triarchal CiticS}Antioch, Rowe, and Constantinople being the other 
three. It is divided into Old and Ncw 3 andisfeated in a fandy 
Country on the Sea fhore, more broad than long, and like a half 
Moon: The Old is three miles long, having within it (befidcs 
other rare things) two Mountains of inclofed fand. The undent 
Walls arc yet Handing, but little inhabited within; four things 
more, among others,are here eminent; the GifUrns bringing wa¬ 
ter from an Arme of Nile called Calis , and fupponed by Marble 
Pillars; two Spires near the Walls of the Port almoft alike. Gra¬ 
ven with Hieroglipbycall letters, one whereof Iyeth along, almoft 
covered with earth ; the o r her Handing ten fadome high without 
the ground, and is eleven foot fquare: A little above which, is 
the place as by the ruinesdoth appear, where Cleopatra’s Pallace 
of old Hood, where ihe had a? Gallery advanced over the Sea; 
andlaftly, without the Town Hands a Pillar which fafar erefted 
in memory of Pompey his defeat; it is of Marble, eighty foot high, 
and twenty in Circuit. The New is feated fomewhat more plea- 
fanr, on the right hand of the Old Port, which hath a Caftle of the 
Old Town for defence, but (through difficulty) they ufe it onely 
fometimes to lodge their Foifts and Galleys. The New Port is 
on its right hand, and is but an open road fubjeft to the Northern 
Winds, bur defended by two Caftles (on both fides) called Earilot 
one Handing on a little Peninfula ; the other right againft it; fo 
that all Ships muft needs paffe within (hot of thefc Caftles; with¬ 
out which two Parts (through the Ayres badneffc)the very Town 
fit is judged) would be foon abandoned. Two things are remar¬ 
kable of this City. That the people were fo licentious, that they 
would neither lparc perfonally and verbally to abufe their Go- 
vernour; nor Romane Empcrours, their Lords thcrofelves: for 
which caufe Caracalla comming to the City, and impatient of the 
fame, affemblcd the youths of the City, as if tochoofe fomc for at¬ 
tending on his perfon, and fuddenly commanded his fouldiers to 
put them all to the Sword; and that, one Gautenus reading Divi¬ 
nity and Philofophy in this Town in 180. thence it is thought the 
fetting upUniverfities firft began in ebriftendome. Right againft 
Alexandria they place the little Iflc Pharos , in C<efar and Ptolemies 
time, but now it joyns to the Continent; and whofe Pharut or 
watch-Tower (built by Ptolemy Philadelphia for benefit of Sailers* 
too tedious here particularly todeferibe) was accounted one of the 
Worlds feven Wonders. The Maufolceum,vthich fignifies a Sepul¬ 
chre or Monument for the dead: Ballon* not of <A>gy$h but that 
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of A/yria, its Walls; Diana’s Tern pie of Sphefus. The (folojsui of 
Rhodes , and the llatuc or Image of Jupiter Olympics, and the pira- 
midcs of tAEgyph being the other fix.

Telupum, now called Damiata, and feared near 
the Mediterranean Sea, ir was alfo named Eliopolis, of the Prince 
Ely, er Aly y who had environed it with three Walls; (but one 
thinks it to be that now called Tenezc ) This key of t /Egypt, (as Sui* 
das calls ir; was more then once befieged by Chriftian Armies, in 
the time of that called the Holy war ; Tha moft remarkable where¬ 
of was the eighteen Moneths fiege of John de Brenne (the entiruled 
King of Jerufalem ) with the European Princes in 1220, concerning 
the mortality of wbofe befieged, through raging Plague and Fa¬ 
mine, and the unexpe&ed feizure thereof, (by twe ventrous foul- 
diers fealing the Walls, as admiring the peoples filence) ye may 
read at large in the TurkiCh Hiftory. Befidcs thefe Cities,are two 
others, faid to be almoft as big as Caire ; alfo Thebes, which the 
Tyrant ^irbuilded, 17 miles incompafle, and having a hun¬ 
dred Gates; tArpnoe, or the City of Crocodiles; novs Sues, and 
almoft abandoned, though in the Ptolemies time, a Haven Town 
ol great commerce 5 yet the Turks building their Galleys atC^, 
brin^ them, when taken ia pieces, on Camclls backs. H?rc is 
is alto BuUpis, where Diana was worfhipped. Nicopolis , now cal¬ 
led Mania. Heliopolis , now Bethfamie , and of which Potipharab 
was Prteft, whole daughter tAfenath, Pharaoh gave to Jofeph in 
marriage, and Canopus, where was Opris his chief Temple . four 
of thefc Cities, to wit, Alexandria, Pelupum, Bubaft is,and Heliopolis , 
are known by other names in Ezechiel the thirtieth, as No, phife - 
beth. Shin, and Aven. The antient Egyptians were faid to be the 
firft inventers ofthe Mathematicall Sciences 5 Great Magicians 
and Aftrologcrs being yet of a dextrous wir, Merry,great Singers, « 
and fociable companions; bur fomewhat (loathful!, and given to 
Riot and Luxury, neither do they live long in regard of the great 
heat (for they lye in the fame climate with Barbary) fcldooie at- 
tayning 60 years; yet are they not black, but tawny and brown 
Two of the chief Monuments of tApypt, were firft, the piramides* 
in regard of whofe wondcrfull Malles of ftooe, the antienc works 
ofthe Romans were of fraall moment; they begin to be feen fourty 
miles off. They (land in a Defart place, four miles from Caire 
about three ftoaes caft from Nile , the biggeft whereof, (built by 
Cheops) is three hundred paces fquare (that is) 1200 round, at the 
foot, whofe height may be £00 foot,though fome have reportqi 
it was 1000. the ftoncs are three foot long, and two foot broad, 
and of rbc fame thickneffe; and although the top feems to be 
fharp, for fo much the vtotdjyramis doth imply) yet is it there 
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31. foot fquarc. Jofepku* reports the Ifraelites to make Bricks part¬ 
ly tor fuch Pyramides.

The Priefts alfo, who ia 
time of ancient heathenifm, were honoured as their Kings, cx- 
prefled all their conceits by Hieroglyph icks; or the fhapes of 
things in the Creation. For eternity painting the Sun and Moon* 
for a year, a Snake with his tayl in mouth : to fhew an cndlefle 
circle of years. For integrity, fire and water, becaufe they arc 
pore, and purifie other things,&c. The Red Sea is on the Haft of 
Egypt-fo called from the red colour of the fandsralfo Sinus Arabi¬ 
cs, or the Arabian gu\ph, being 1600 miles long: thorow which In¬ 
dia's and Arabia’sSpices were brought to A lexandria 3 tv\d fo difper- 
fed throughout all parts by the Venetians. It is alfo named tha 
Erythraean Sea, as much as red, nigh which, the Sybill called Ery - 
threes, dwelt: for there were 1 o of them* of whom Cumana is af¬ 
firmed to have written the 9 books of the Sybills: which being 
burned by one Stihco, thofe Prophecies now extant, are oncly 
drawn out of others writings wherein they were quoted:Now they 
maoifcftly foretold of Chrift’sName, Birth, Death and Kingdom, 
and fomewhat of An rich rift’s defttu&ion. Before we come to the 
quality, tiches, and Religion of this Country, we will make men¬ 
tion of Cyrene> anciently named pentapolitana , from its five 
• Cities ; (for it is reckoned a part of Egypt, and feems to me, that 

which modern Writers call Arabia Trogloditica ) which hath Tu¬ 
nis on the Weft,and /Egypt on the Eaft. Its chief Cities are now* 
Eejsan, Barca , from whence the Country is called Barca CWarmo- 
rica , and Cyrene, which once ftriving with Carthage for greatnefle 
and extent of bounds, two men of each fide were appointed to 
end theControvcrfie, by coming toward each others City* for 
where they met, was to be the boundaries: But the Phileni ©f Car¬ 
thage getting far into Cyrenia before the other met them, they (en¬ 
raged) killed them becaufe they would not depart their Coun¬ 
try : which occafioned the Carthaginians (in honour of them) to 
Wife the Af<z Philenorum , or Altars of the Philenians in Cyrene's 
Borders. Here flood alfo the Oracle of Jupiter- Hammon ; whofe 
Temple, when {fambyfes King of Pcrfia (in his Conqueft of Egypt) 
would (by his Army) overthrow: they were fin the way) fmo- 
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thered with the light fands of this Country, although 500000 
men. Although this people were rude and thcevifh, yet Ari- 
ftippusthe Philofopher, Eratoflhexes the Mathematician, and (fal- 
iimachw the Poet, were born here; as alfo Simon of Cyrene, who 
was forced to carry the Croflc on which Chrift fuffered. Some 
call thechiefTowns hereof by another name, as Crondall or Co- 
randall, having an indifferent good Port. Alcofer or cbozair, which 
fome take for Berenice, one of the five antient Cities; and where 
is (by the Mountain’s opening) paflage for fruits brought out of 
Ethiopia the Upper. Suaquen is the name of another, which Or- 
taiius thinks robe the Ptolemais of Mela ; near which, is a very 
good Port: and where is alfo commonly a Turkifh Bafla, who 
commands the Country. Even in the head of the Arabian %\y\ph. 

Bands Suez,, which fome take for Arfinoc (one of the five ancient * 

Cities of Cyrene)*, others for Potidia ; and fome for Hero or Heros , 

which in the Ptolemies and the Kjmans time, very much flourifh- 

ed for Indian and ^Arabian Merchandize, tranfported thence into 

<y£gypt by (fatre and Alexandria ; but although the Turk hath ufed 

all means to people it, yet is it not much inhabited, nor of any 

great traffique, by reafon of the great difficulty of all things. 

v£%ypt is an ancient Kingdom ; for there is a Catalogue made of 

300 Kings, fave eight,who reigned before Amafis in 17 Dunajties 5 

of whom Ofiris is oncly to be mentioned, who with his fuc- 

ccffours were called Pharaohs , and in whofe time Abraham is 

thought to have gone down into >Egypt. But of the 18 th Du* 

naftie or Lordfhip of great power, there were 16 Kings; A maps 

being the firft, and beginning his reign in the year of the World, 

2242, CMenophif or Miris being the laft. Of the 19th Dunaflie 
wereonely five, who were called the Latti: ZtM was the firft, 
in the year 2 5570 ; and Thuoris the laft: two of which five,to wit, 

Amenophu &nd Sefoftris or Vexores, are of fame. The 20th Du¬ 
naflie remained 177 years under the Diapolitane Princes : and of 
the 21 Dunaflie were 18 Kings, the firft of whom was Smendes, 
beginning to reign in the year 2961, and called in Scripture Se- 
fac: the 15th was Pharaoh Neco, who flew Jofiah at the battle of * 

eJMcgiddo: and pfamneniteS or Pfamniticui was the laft, in whofe 
dayes Cambyfes (<s was laid in Pcrfia, fubdued Egypt under his 
Empire: from which it revolted \WDarm Nothut his time the 6 th 
Pcrfian King, they choofing one of their own called Amenheus , in 
3558: the fixth from whom, was Nectanebos the fecond ; in the 
18th year of whofe reign, Ocbtu the 8th Pcrfian Empcrour reco¬ 
vered it again. But Alexander vanquifhing he won Egypt 

without bloud ; after whofe death, Ptolemy the fon of Lagi lnaring 
this Country, all the following Kings were named Ptolemies: of 
whom there were 12, Lagi being the firft, and beginning his 
reign in the year of the World 3641, and called in Daniel the 
King of the South . Cleopatra , a woman exceeding beautif ull being 
the laft, who (being in love with Marcm Antonm y killed her felf 
to avoid leading chorow Rome in triumph: After whofe death it 

was 
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was made a Roman Province, and was as warily looked to, as 
highly prized: no Senatour but onely a Gentleman of %gme being 
Govcrnour. The Roman Empire being divided, this Country 
was fubjed: to the Conftantinopolitan Emperour, till the Egyptians 
being overburthened, craved the Saracen's ayd who made them 
Tributaries unto Haunter the third Caliph or Saracenical Pope, 
of Babylon or Bagdet ; the Grecian Garrijfons being firft: expelled: 
who afterwards choofing a Caliph out of their own people, there 
were two, one at Bagdet y io whom the Aftan ; and another at Caere y 
to whom the European and African Saracens fubmitted. The firft 
Egyptian Caliph was Acbmades , beginning to rule in the year of 
Chrift 870; the 15th and laft being Elphaiz y (although there be 
one, whoaddeth feven others ) wh© fending to Noradine the Tur- 
kifh King of Damafco for ayd againft Almericm King of Jerufalcm, 
he feat him valiant Sarracon, who, after clearing Egypt of Alme - 
riem his forces, made himfelf King, and to confirm his eftate, dafli- 
cdout Elphaiz> his brains with his horfeman’s macc, and rooting 
out all hiskinn, as we read in the Turkish hiftory. Of thefe 
Turkifh Kings were five ; Sarracon the firft, beginning his unjuft 
reign in 115 3. Mdechfala the laft,whofgoing with Lewie the 9th 
of France towardsIUw/4n*,when he had vanquillied him)was flain 
by the Mamalucks y flaves whom he bought and bred up for Soul- 
diers, to fupply the deficiency of the foft Egyptians: they came 
from Colchis and Georgia, and were commonly called Circufians: 
they alfofet up Turqutmenus, a dfamaluck, in Melechfala's room, 
of which Marnaluck Sultans y there were 12, Turquimenus, the firft, 
beginning his rule in 1250, fwho although he releafed King 
Lewis , is faid not to have performed half his conditions of peace 
with him made ) Tonombeiut , the laft, who being overcome by 
Selimus the firft in 15 17, Egypt was made a Turkifh Province, as 
it ftill remaineth. The Country is low, plain, and not mountai¬ 
nous ; wherefore they have built their Villages (though far from 
Nile ) in high places, to avoid iVi/whis overflowing, which makes 
Egypt exceeding fruitful ; and for want whereof, the dearth is 
" very great ; (for they have no rain, as is read in Zecb . 14. v. 18 ; 

or if they chance to have any, it isfaid to turn to divers inconve¬ 
niences, as fores, &c.) it beginning to fwell about June 17, and 
continuing 40 dayes, (and falling the like time) which is faid to 
happen when Ethiopia hath moft rain, efpecially in the farther 
Mountains. The Greek letters of this river’s name containing in 
them, all the dayes of the year 5 (for N ftandsfor 50, E for 5, 
1 for 10, A for 30, o for 70, s for 200, which make 365,) and 
the manner of whole inundation Litbgow uodertakes to fhew, be- 
caufe he faith many learned men are meerly miftaken about its 
flowing. He faith, there is a dry pond digged near the rivet’s 
brink, called Machajb , wherein ftands a pillar as high as this 
ditch is deep, that is, 18 cubits : whereby they know the rivet’s 
increafing (and fo the plenty or fcarcity of things the year follow¬ 
ing) after this manner: between the river and this pond arc fix 
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paflages digged thorow the bank, where when the river begins to 
fwelijit falls down thorow the lowcft paflage into the pond ; (and 
then come forth certain Priefts cai*d Darvifhes, accompanied with 
100 Janizaries,pitching theirTcnts about thisQuadrangled pit.In 
all which time of the inundation, they make great fcafting, rare 
folcmnties, with dancing,finging,touching of Kcttle-Drums,foun- 
ding otTrumpets,and other oftentations of joy. As the water grows 
in the river, fo alfo (now) upon the Pillar, which is marked 
from bottom to top, with Brafcs, handfuls, a foot, a fpan, and an 
inch. If the water rife but to 10 brafcs, it prefageth, there will 
be great dearth, Pcftilencc and famine: If to 12 Cubits, the year 
will be indifferent: if to 15 Brafes, then plenty and abundance : 
if to 18, then the whole Country is in danger to be drowned and 
deftroyed. Alfo, from the body of Nile, there areffaith he)about 
3000 channels drawn thorow the plain, on which palling Ditches 
are all the Boroughs and Towns builded; and through which 
channels, the river fpreads it fclf throughout all the Kingdome* 
which when fcowred of filth and Worms, and the water become 
clear, every houfe opening their Ciftcrn window, receivcth as 
much water as will fulfice them till the next inundation : Nei¬ 
ther doth ever the River flow any where above the banks; for if 
it (hould, it would overwhelm the whole Kingdom. All which 
Channels here or there, do make intercourfe for their ftreams 
again, to the body and brunches of Nilus ; fo that he calls them 
Stoical fools, who hold, that it overfloweth the whole face of the 
Land 5 for then I pray you (faith he) what would become of their 
houfes,Bcftials, Corn, and Fruits; for the nature of violent 
ftreams do ever deface, tranfplanr, and deftfoy all that they de- 
bord upon, leaving (lime,mud,and fand behind their breaches; 
and therefore fuch inunding cannot be called cheriihings. Yet 
Ovid fang thus of Nile y 

Namq-y ubi deferuit y &c. 

For when the feven-mouth'd Nile the fields forfak es y 

pybofe Rivers to th'oldbelly them betakes: 

The tillers many living creatures pnd 9 

l'th'turn'd upmuddie clodds that's left behind . 

Now here the Poat indeed affirms muddy clodds to be left be¬ 
hind, and (which is ftrangc) very many live creatures there¬ 
in found : but this overflowing may feem by his words, to be the 
channel's watering the Country by a moderate overflowing, and 
no; the main body or belly ef Nile drowning all like a Sea: and 
whereas he calls it Seven-mouth'dNile ; although fome will have 
feven mouthes therein, (and others nine) yet the Moderns aflure 
there arc but 3 or 4, two of whom, report what they have feen; 
for it divides it fclf into 4 branches, four miles from Caire , two 
whereof make the two chief and Navigable mouthes of Damiett4 
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and Rofettai yet when it overflowes, many brooks (or channel?, 
into which it is divided) are Navigable* There arc abundance 
of venomous creatures bred (alfo) in this river, as Crocodiles, 
Scorpions, Water-Snakes, grievous mifbapen worms, and other 
monftrous things, who do oft annoy the Inhabitants, and thofe 
who traffique on the water, yet it breeds likewife very excellent 
filli, and is wonderful fruitfull therein. It is alfo reported to be 
alrnoft 3000 miles long, and faid to have its beginning under the 
Equinoctial line from the Mountains of the Moon; but more 
truly from the Zembri&n Lake in the more inward Ethiopia, and 
in a place of the outward Ethiopian Alps called Catadupa. Nile’s 
water is faid to be marvellous fweet above all others, the caufe 
whereof is the extream force of the Sun beating a Iwaycs on it,and 
making it the lighter, purer, and Ampler; as alfo his long courfe 
arroufing fo many foilcs. Egypt is not fubjeCt to Earthquakes,and 
is fo fertile for all neceflaricstor man’s life, that fotne Antients 
have called it. The Store-houfe of the Earth . It was likewife called 
when the Romans bad it, Horreum Romanum, or the Roman Gar- 
nericor Barn. It abounds with all forts of grain and pulfcs, good 
pafliircs, and abundance of Olive-Trees, and with herbs good to 
cat, that they may the more cafily forbear Corn; there is alfo in 
the Wcftern part of Lower Egypt flore of Cotton and Sugar. 
Some report, there is very good Wine in divers places, keeping 
very long* as near the Lake Meotides . But another fairh ,ic produ- 
ccth no Wines; for thefe Mahometanical Moors obferving ftrift- 
ly the law of their Alcoran, will neither plant, nor fuffer Vines to 
beplamed, accounting it a deadly An to drink Wine: But for 
Coffa,and Shcrpc, which are compofed Liquors, he faith, they 
drink enough. Palm-trees alfo wonderful high, do grow through¬ 
out all Egypt; ao great Trees, having been laid to be fecn coming 
out of one body. Their gardens are replenifbcd with Siccamores, 
CafTta, Pomegranates, Oranges and Tamaris, the grcatefl part 
whereof arc exceeding high,and the Siccamores exceeding green. 
The garden of their Balfawo lycth near the South fide of Caire, fix 
miles in compaflc; the Tree being but of three foot high,alwaycs 
green of colour, with a broad three-pointed leaf; and being cut 
into the body, and branches thrice a year, it yields a red water 
dropping into earthen veflels, which is the natural Balfom : Not 
far from which Garden in a fandy Dcfart, is the place called 
Mommeis: which arc a multitude of Caves cut out of a Rock, 
wherein moft mensCorpfes of Caire are interred: which remain 
alwaycs unputrified, nor yielding a {linking fmcll; experiments 
whereof are,by Merchants bringing whole bodies hands,&c.from 
thence, which makes the Apothecarie’s Mummia, wliofe co¬ 
lour is very black, and the flefh clung .to the bones. Here is a 
fhrub called ^Alcana, whofe leaves being yellow when dryed, 
the women in the Turk’s Country die their hands and feet, with a 
part of their hair. There is great (lore of fmelling fiowrs; yec 
Time affirms, they do not commonly fmell very well, through the 
■ ■ foggineffe 
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it breeds alfo a great number of tame cartel, as Bugles, Oxen, 
Camels, Horfes, Affcs, Goats, and Sheep : all which grow very 
great; but the fheep are exceeding great and fat, whofe Wooll 
is black, and their thick tails hanging unto the ground. 

Here are many Fowl (for j£gypt is very Moorish in Winter) 
efpecially Storks; wherewith in fomc places the fields are even 
covered: and who devour the abundance of Frogs which are here 
bred. There arc alfo many Camclions found among the fhrubs, 
w'hich (faith the Author) live notof thp wind as many have writ¬ 
ten ; yet will they continue a whole year without eating any fu- 
ftenancc. Hens (are faid) not to hatch their Chickens here; but 
they do it by the heat of Furnaces. *AZgypt hath alwayes aboun¬ 
ded with Metcal Is, chiefly near Ethiopia $ there is likewife the 
Ametltyfl with many other pretious (tones, and fuch floreof Ecitcs 
or the Eaglc-fkoneis found near to c Alexandria, that they load 
whole fhips therewith. Their Women are very fruitful, having 
many times three or four children at a birth; neither, as it hath 
been obferved, arc the eight-Moneths Children in danger of death 
as in other places. There are alfo Lemons, Citrons, Cherries,Figs, 
and other fruits, as in our Countries* Cyrene , or Arabia 7 roglodi- 
tica , is fick of Numidia , and Lybia’s difeafe, being barren, both of 
fruits, and water, Sandy, Delarr, and little inhabited, for when 
Alexander travelled to the Oracle of Jupiter Hammon , he (aw nei¬ 
ther, Man, Beaft, Bird, Tree, nor&iver. And as for Suez, there is 
no water within two miles about it; but two miles diftanc they 
dig it out of a pit, it being faltifla and bittcrifls, and brought upon 
Camtlis backs. There is greift commerce in vEgypl* and at Cane* 
with very many Nations; for the Country abounds fo, as to fell 
Silks, Corns, Fruits, Wax,Honey, and the Sovcraign Balfotne, 
bcfides many other commodities of Cotton-wool, Cloath of Gold 
and Silver: and the befl Sattins, Damask, Taffaties, and Gro- 
grains that are, are here made. Their King’s revenues in the Pto - 
lemiesumc. were 1 i©oo Talents. The Turk now (what through 
tyrannical Government, whaf through the difeominuanceof the 
ufual traffique thorow the red Sea, receives onely three millions; 
one whereof his Vizier BaJIa hath to fupport his charge: the other 
his garrifon-SouldterSj’&c. the third he Coffers up, being guar¬ 
ded by land to Constantinople, he not daring to adventure it by Sea, 
for fear of the Florentines . Egypt (where at this day arc but few 
of the right Egyptians remaining) is peopled by Mahometans* 
outward Chrifttans, and Jews in a fmall number. Thofe called 
Chadians, are ftrangersor Natives. The ftrangers come thither 
(especially to Alexandria and Caire ) by reafon of traffique; for it 
is called, as it were, a ladder, by which thetrcafurcsof the Indies 
and the Eaft, do pafle into A fa, Europe , and * 4 fried, Thofe born 
in the Country which have remained fince the inundation of Bar¬ 
barians and cruelty of Saracens , tMamalucks and 7 urks , do not ex¬ 
ceed 50000, which dwell difperfed here and there, especially in 
Rrrrr Cairt s 
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Caire , Mejfia,&cc. they are called Cofites or Copties , and Chri- 
ftians of the girdle, for they are both baptized and circumcifed. 
They alfo following Eutyckes’s opinion above this i ooo years, ad¬ 
mitting but one Nature in Chrift,fcparate themfelvcs from union 
with others- which fchifm, the bad Couneel of Sphefus (called,if 
I mtftakc not, Afis g/xti, or a Comctl of Robbers ) occafioned. Many 
of them live in Mimas Territories, wherein are divers Monafte- 
ries 5 but three of their chiefeft Moaafteries are, that of Anthonie , 
("which is in the Troglodyte’s Country) Paul, and Machaire. They 
pbey the Patriarch of tAlteandria, faying, They have their faith 
from Prete-Jean. They fay Maffe in the Chaldean tongue; reading 
their Gofpel firft in Chaldee , then in Arabick. When the Pricft 
faith, Peace be with, or given untoyou, the youngeft of the afliftants 
going, toucheth the hand of all the affiftants at thatMafle: and 
after the confecration fo called, they give to every one of the Af¬ 
fiftants a little piece of bread.

From th 9 Countries of Danube, Euphrate, and Nyle. 

We have briefly viewed thcO/^^W,('focalled;letusalfo fur- 
vey the New j New I fay, not according to the nature of things, 
but in refped of mea’s skillfullneflc in difeovery. That part of 
the Earth is called the New vyprld, which alo^ft by a middle 
(pace, is extended between the (hoars cf Spain, and Africa, and 

the utmoft partof India from the North thorough the Oce-. 
an, wafhing on it on both fides, voider the form of two ‘Penin - 
fulaes , which Peninfulaes or almoft Iflands, are conjoyned by a 
{lender Isthmus, or trad of land, in fuch a manner, rhat in what 
part ic lyeth under the Equator, oris not fo far from it, it is made 
narrow. Thence it is again dilated, untill (the figure of a Pyra - 
wide or spire being ftretched forth inro the South) it contains the 
Magellanick Strait,or Narrow Sea,with other parts yet unknown. 
And although this contincnt,be not as yet altogether fearched our, 
yet from thofe parts which are already known,it may eafily be con¬ 
cluded, that this partof the World is greater than the other parts. 
They fail about it at this day, befidc tfiac utmoft trad, which 
lpoks to the North. Of this new World are alfo two queftions 
railed ^ firft, Whether it were known to the Anticnts, or not ? But 
ICeckerman repeating the probable arguments on both Tides, rather 
gives his judgment on the affirmative. Secondly, Whether it 
cleave to Europe and Afia, or whether it be an Ifland feparated from 
them both*? ckynaua faith, it is not certain whether it be an Ifland 
or a Continent; Frifius leaves it in doubt; Yet out of the Naviga¬ 
tions of Paulite Tenetus, he faith, it may probably be drawn that it 
is an Ifland. Moft Geographers vote it to be an Ifland. But then 
whereas another difficult queftion arifeth from this,be.ing granted, 
to wit, Seeing men were in the beginning created in and li¬ 

ving creatures alfo, were put into Afia out of Noahs Ark, how 

fhould

fhould both men and other Jiving creatures come into this New 
World l One Jofeph of Cojta difputes thereof in the twentieth 
Chapter of his firft book of the New World ; Butthislfay, that 
men lole pretious time in difputmg, and not believing; and alfo 
that if this be now an Ifland, yet, it might rot from the beginning 
be fo, for it both Teems to Crofle the very Hiftory of the Creation, 
and alfo we know, that many Iflands have in length of time been 
made by the wafhing of the Sea. But why doth any raife a quefti¬ 
on at all from a thing that is not in it felf certainly known ? And 
as for the Weft fide<)f America, if it (faith one) be not a continent 
with Tartary , it is yet disjoyned by a very fmall ftraighr, as may 
be perceived in all our Maps and Cards, as alio in the Defcripti- 
ou of thefe Countries j fo that there is into them a very quick and 
cafypaflage. Two things alfo arc obferved in the difeovery 
hereof, that it was difeovered about the very fame time wherein 
Arts and Tongues began to flourifh in Europe , and alfo fome 
Do&rines of the Romane Church to be purged From their groffe 
tiroffineffe ; and that this New World doth in many things pro¬ 
fir, and in many things alfo hurt the Old World, for from the 
time that it was fou o, both all things were dearer in the Old,and 
a Ifo greater allurements were afforded unto men, of Luxury and 
covetou 1 riffle, but this latter muft be imputed unto Man’s Cor¬ 
ruption. Toe time of its firft deferying was by Chrrftopher Co- 
tumbw, (born at Nervi in Cjenoa of Italy) in one choufand four 
hundred ninety two, who confidering the Suns motion, was per- 
fwaded, there was another World, which the Sun gave light 
unto, after its departure from us, and being rejected by the Geno- 
waies, to whom he firft opened his intent in 148^. hefenthis bro¬ 
ther to motion the bufinefle to our H<r/,^the feventh, who being 
taken and deteiried over long by Pirats, Columbus made his de¬ 
fires known to the Spanijh Court, where, at length being furniflied 
with two Ships onely, he isfaid to have failed on the Ocean above 
fixtydayesj and could defery no land ; fo that the Spaniards dif- 
contentcd, as defirousto return, began to mutiny. The Italian 
wary , perceiving the Clouds fomewhat clearer than before, 
thought fome inhabited place was nigh. Wherefore, flay¬ 
ing their return for three dayes longer5, at the end of them, 
one delayed fire, and ftraightway after an apparent Coun¬ 
try was difcerned: which being an Ifhnd, Columbus in ho¬ 
nour of the Spaniards , named HISPANIOLA , but the 
Natives called it HA IT IE. Then difeovering C *A B 
alfo, he returned toward SPAIN , and after two eminent 
Navigations more, he died,* and was buried at S STILL, 
in SPAIN. But it is divided into *A lM S T^I C A, and 
MAGELLANICA ; the former being denominated from 
Amtr 'tcm Ttfputitu , who followed Columbus afterwards in thefd 
attempts", and whofe (bores have their Bounds and Borders 
(from theEaft indeed, whereas it looks towards Europe, and Afri - 
ta) the Atlantick Ocean, from the We&,Mare or the Sea Del Zur $ 
Rrrrr 2 the 
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the latter (which is that part feiruated to the South., and the P-jle 
Antartick) being fo named from Ferdinand MageUane, who tirft 
piercedinto this part of the world in one thouiaad five hundred 
and twenty. America is diftinguiflied into c wo genera 11 parts, 
or Peninfutaes, one whereof is the more Northern tract, and called 
Mexicana ; the other more the Southern, and called Peruana, 
They are two Peninfulacs joyned by an Ifthmus or tongue of land 
feven leagues long, betwixt Nombre de Dios , and Panama ; lor the 
11 leagues commonly made betwixt thefe two places, is through 
their turnings to find out a more convenient paffage. xMtxica/.-a 
is the Northern Pcninfula or tra<ft,whofe circumference is reckon¬ 
ed 16ooo miles,and 4000 in length from Eaft to Well.tbc North 
bounds being not yet known, and contain* 10 diftiixft Provinces 
or Countries : as, 1. Florida , bounded on the Eaft with Bahama#* 
and the Illesof Lucayes , or (as one) with the Sea, Dei Wort, on 
the Weft with Mexico , on the South with Cuba and Jac^ra,.. and, 
as one faith, with Virginia: on the North with New Frances, anil 
alfo as one affirmetli, with Canada and Virginia. Ir n 400 oriles 
long, and 80 miles broad: and was difeovered by the E L.j-fb un¬ 
der the Condu&of one Sebaflian Cabot in 14^7. But was called 
Florid '4,by John Ponce a Spaniard, who poflefled it afterwards in 
1527; either becaufe it was a flourifhing Country 5 or for that 
he came thereunto oh the Spaniard’s Pafcha Florida, or Eafkr-day. 
It’s under the fame Parallel with Mauritania ; (and though a great 
part of this New World lyech under the lame Parallel I with 
Ethiopia, Lybia, and Numidia , yet are the Inhabitants of a rea- 
fonable fair complexion; of which I fee no true natural caufc ren- 
dred, but God’s particular willj) its coaft is rough and rocky, 
chiefly againft the point called the CMartirts. After Ponce ^ it f; 11 
to the French in 1562; But the Spaniards warred with them fo 
long, till not a man being left, it was again abandoned in 1567. 
Here arc three chief Towns, the one called Arx Carolina , or Charts 
his Tower, wh'^ch the French buildiug, the Spaniard ruined : and 
S. Matthews and S. Helen’s , which the Spaniard built; who nath 
three, and but three Forts in this Countrey : one whereof, called 
S. Augttfline&ei ng taken and burnt by Drake in 158 6 y was again 
repaired. It is reported, That when Ferdinando Soto (a Spaniard) 
would perfwade the Natives, that he was the Son of God, and 
came to teach them the Law : One of them anfwered. Not fa 
for God never bid thee kill and flay us 3 and work all kind of mifehief 
againft tu. This Province hath divers fruits, and many kinds of 
beafts 5 it would alfo bear any grain and fruit, if manured; their 
Kine here alfo, have a bunch on their backs like a Camel, and 
hair like horfes. Many Hermophrodites are faid to be here,whom 
they put to all drudgery. It hath good quantity of gold and fil¬ 
ler, which the Inhabitants gathering up in the water, by cutting 
rivers with little ditches, carry it to the Sea-lide to fell, which is 
alfo their chief Traffique; likewife Emeralds, Turquoyfies,and 
Pearls have been here found. They arc grofle and Pagan Idola¬ 
ters,, 
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ters; yet are laid to have a belief of the Soul’s immortality ; But 
naturally loving war and revenge. 

Secondly, c Mexico , which (denominating half America) extends 
from Florida uncoti.c Staef California ©r Mare Vermtglto on the 
Well, and having on the Eaft Jucatan, and the Gulph of Mexico : 
on the South Peruana, or (as another faith) Guatimala and Jucatan : 
the Northern bounds being unknown, it is not certain, whether 
it be a Continent, or an Ifland lcparated from the Old World, it 
is called New Spain, and was very populous, before the Spaniards , 
by tormenting deaths, flew (as they fay) no It He than fix millions 
in 17 years. It was fubcued by Ferdinand Cortez, in 15183 and 
contains four noted Regions; 1. Gallicia Nova (called formerly 

by the Inhabitants, Xalfque) and where Nugnode Gufman built 
divers Cities; after that, by taking the City Xalifco, he had fub- 
dued all the Province: which being watered by the River of 
Pi.-file 3 that part which is enclofed by thefe rivers and S.Sebaftian , 
is named Couliacan, whofe chief Chy or Town being Couliacant 
the Spaniards planting a Celonie t iere, it is called S. cMichael: 
then coming to the red St a, or of California by Stbole and Grenade , 
hitherto the Spaniards trade, and the Country is inhabited. One 
Francis Coronado came to Stbole in 1579, but returned with his 
Souldicrs to Mexico , as finding little profit. This Province is 
moftly rough and ftonic ; yet there is that, fit ro bear of all 
fruits; and chey.do catch much fiih in the Sea, having alfo many 
wild beafts in their Forrefts: thofeon the Sca-fhoar living of the 
one 3 and the inland Savages,on flefh,taken by hunting. Some fay 
likewife,they do fometimes eat mams tiefn. They go for the molt 
partnakcd,and acknowledging no Ruler,till xhtSpaniards brought 
them under Dominion. 2. Mechouacbanot Mechnacan about 50 
leagues from the Province of Mexico , and having 240 miles in 
compaffe, three of whofe chief Towns are Sinfa.fe , large and po¬ 
pulous, where their Kings made their abode. Fafcuar, where the 
Bifhop (that is, I fuppofe,of the Spaniards) firft remained; and 
Valadolit or Valladolid, where he is now faid to make his refidence. 

The language of this people, is both copious, figurative, and ar¬ 
tificial, and preferred by thofc who underftand it, before Latino: 
they are all tall, ftrong, and a&ive of body, and witty, as ap¬ 
pears by divers things coming from thence: alfo of a good com¬ 
plexion, and long life. Here is a fwift ftream which aiway turn¬ 
ing as it goes, and receiving 12 rivers into it, enters into the Cc- 
phaliqueSea of 150 miles about, from whence going,it falls fud- 
denly into a very deep Valley,and continuing its winding courfe* 
enters with abundance of waters (ingendting Crocodiles) into the 
South Sea: and a little backward is Sacatule , within which is Co¬ 
lima, and a Town called the Purification : the three Ports of James , 

Anthonie , and of the Nativity or Jago, being upon the Sea-fhoar. 

It is faid to be one of the beft Countries of New Spain , bearing 
abundance of Cotton, Cutchaneel, Mulberry-Trees, Silk, {lore 
of gold and fiiyer, (though coorfc) much Wax, Honey, Amber 
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that is blacky Salt) and Fiih: whence (the name hereof implying 
a place o t filhing)it was lo called. Divers fruits are faid to ripen 
here twice a year: and one Francis, of 4 quarts of grain iown, 
reaped 600. 3. Mexico, or the Province of Tremjlttarj, faid not 

cncly ro be both the greatelf and mod pleafing and fertile ©f 
thefe 4 Provinces 5 but (as Acofia thinketh) one oi the beft in the 
World. It takes its name from the chief Ci>y t Mexico, be¬ 
ing an hundred degrees from the Fortunate Ijlands 5 and was 
taken by one Cortez,, in 1521, leading to this enter prill; 200000 
or r 00000 Indians, It contains about 6000 Spamjb Familics,but 
tfoooo of Indians,dwelling in the Suburbs. It’s icated in a great 
Plain about 7 miles in circuit, and encompalled with high 
Mountains, on which is Snow continually. There are alfo in 
the Plain two Lakes, one frelh, the other fait 3 on the banks 
whereof, not onely is CMexico , but there were altnoft 5 o good 
Towns, Tefcuto, yielding little to Mexico : and on the bank of 
Mexico's Lake, which is 50 miles about, Hand pleafant Towns, 
and divers houfes, 50000 Wherries being ftill (they fay) plying 
in the Lake. This City is fix miles in coropaffe, and is the h at of 
the Spamjb Viccroy,andof an Arch-bilhop 3 They having there¬ 
in both a Mint, Printing,and an Univcrfity. . Moreover there is 
*Anges, a Town with a very fertile foil; Tul!e , Tuluca , Tavafco, a 
great Town, yet the houfes hand fcattering for feat oi fire;which 
had, fay fome, 2 5000 houfes,of Lime,and'fat Earth, Ze/rpoloan, 
that is called the true; (frofeby which places runs the River Alua- 
rada, and entring into the Sea by three mouths. .Laftly, ULthan , 
a great In-land-Town. The Gulf of Mexico is nigh the City fo 
called, 900 miles about, of a heady and fwift current, that (hips 
cannot pafie direaiy; and hath two Ports, one betweecu the far- 
theft part of Jusatan, and the Ifleof Cuba, where the Tide violent¬ 
ly entreth, the other betwixt Cuba, and the utmoft point of Florid*, 
where it forcibly gocth forth. The Sea hath but onely two fafe 
Ports, Havana, on the North, John de Luaon the South, which 
the Spaniards have ftrongly fortified ; for the Seas afe very tem- 
peftuous. The Mexicans, are full of courage, alfo induftrious, and 
witty, fober, and given to trsffick 3 feeding many Silk-Worms, 
and making many toyes of wood and feathers. The Country is 
likewife exceeding temperate, having many Mulberry Trees 3 
and do now feed many Horfes, AfTes, and Flocks of Sheep, having 
alfo fome Mines. And vi&uallsthere doth fo abound, that 18 
pound of Beef is worth but three pence, and a Hog one fhilling,or 
is ,&c 6 d. Out of the frefh Lake, they draw an herb, cut every 
Moon, and worth to the Inhabitants 20000 Crowns yearly. New 
Spain alfo traffiques with China 3 it vents likewife in Woollen 
Cloath,Silks, Linnen Cloath, and Tables to Peru, for a million 
of crowns. Finally, if Peru (faith one) exceeds this Country in 
abundance of gold and filver,which is very fine : yet this is richer 
than Peru in fruits and Cattle, and exceeds it in Arts. The In¬ 
dians pay to the King and feudetaries 6 s, for a head, and nothing 
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clfe. Their Kings fuccccded not by right of bloud, but by elev¬ 
en : whom they held lawful to kill,if they were reputed cowards* 

• for they ufed flings and arrows in their wars. They were feveri 
Tribes in all, ruling in an Arifiocracy or Government of the Nobles 
and chief men, untill that the mightieft Tribe chofe a King to 
whom they all fubmitted ; of thefe Kings,we find ten mentioned, 
nzilovith being the firft, Quabutimoc the laft, yet they fay Iz 
coalt the 4th King brought the fix Tribes under the {jMexican 
Kings. The twoiaft were vanquifhed by Cortez as aforefaid, 
whofe number of Indians (befides his 900 Spaniards, &c .) which 
he imployed therein, weremoft of the City and Territory of 
Tlafcalan, never good friends to the Mexicans: wherefore, the 
Spaniards have granted divers immunities to the faid City Tlafca¬ 
lan. And to conclude, the Mexicans fince they received the Spa¬ 
niards baptifm,(and fo their religion) they have accuftomed them- 
felvcs for the mod parr, to the Spamjb fafhions. 4. Qafiecan or 
Guajlachan , fo called from the Captains of Cortez y and alfo the 
river of Panuco 3 but before thefe Captains fubdued it, Francis Ga- 
rat had 400 of his men {lain by the barbarous people,- who facri- 
ficing and eating fome of them, hanged their dryed skins in their 
Idol-Temples. There is a place called Zimatatao, where, at the 
foot of a Mounrain, are two fountains, one of black pitch, and the 
other of red, very hot5 as alfo in the Ifle of wolves near Lima is a 
fountain of Bitumen or flime like Pitch : and another at S. He¬ 
len's point, (in which Province, although the Spaniards have a 
Fort at the Cape, yet the French have planted Colonies therein) 
wherewith they calk their (hips exceeding well. (Alfo there is 
in the Country of Mexico (but whether in this Province I wife 
not) the Mountain Propochampeche , of the fame burning nature 
with y£tna and refuvitu ). The two Cities here are, 1. Tlafcalan , 
yielding prcccdencie onely to Mexico in all thefe parts 3 and is 
feated in the pleafanteft place of all the Country, (although Cue- 
ftMban be faid to be very poor in the natural Commodities of the 
lo y 0 be J n g alfo rich and populous, and governed under the King 
or Spain s protection in form of a Common-wealth. 2. Wille- 
riche, or the Rich Town ; fo called,, for that it is a Port through 
which all Traffique betwixt Old and New Spain doth pafie • one 
Don Anthonie making alfo a good way from hence to Mexico* 1 the 
moreeafily to conduct their merchandize. Yet was it afterwards 
tranfportedI to thc Townof True Crojje for more Commodity. The 
two Colonies which the Spaniards have here, are called James of 
the galley and Panuco. . ' J 

The third Province of Northern America is Jucatan, lying op- 
poficc tothelfland of Cuba , called by the Inhabitants, Maiathan, 
or Maiapar: but the Spaniards ( Francis Hernandes de (fordovadif- 
covering it in 15 17) named it Jucutan , that is, what fay you 3 be- 
caufc when they asked the Countries name, the people not un¬ 
demanding them, anfwered, Jucutan . It is a great Peninfula, be- 
' in S 9 °° miles about; and the more it advanceth into the Sea, the 

-•a. more 
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more it enlargeth it felf with two Capes; the Red being toward 
the North, and Cotoque toward the South : it is alfo diftinguifhed 
into, i. Jacatan , having two noted Cities; one whereof for its’ 
beaury and grcatnefle they call Caire, 2. (JuatimaU , lying be¬ 
twixt Jucata and Nicaraqua ; bcfides whofe Town fo called, or of 
S. James, are three others. Colonies of the Spaniards*, the ayr of 
which Territory isfwect and pleafant, having Mountains and. 
Valleys yielding ftorc of fruit: and whofe Inhabitants (they fay; 
have loft 500000 of their friends by the Spaniard's cruel dealing. 

3. Acafamil, an Ifle oppofite to Guatimala, whofe chief Town is 
SantaCruza , as the Ifland it felf is commonly called. ^ There are 
many Dcfarts in Jucatan , yet rich in many places in Corn, Fruits, 
Honey, Wax,Stags,Hares, Geefe,and Poultry; ithathjao rivers, 
yet remaining alway frefh, bccaufe it being ftony two or three 
foot under ground, little Springs and Brooks flow out. GuatimaU 
(among other herbs and fruits) abounds in a Tree whofe fruit is 
like an Almond , But not round, ferving the Indians for meat, 
drink,and alfo for money; 20000 Cacaos being worth 120 Rialls 
or 3. 1 . in guatimala , and aoo in Mexico, There is a Lake in this 
Country too miles long, and 2obroad,&c. The Town through 
the hills or a Vulcanoe’s carting forth flames of fire, at whofe foot 
it was built, which happened in 1540, Deccmb. 20. it was 
tranfported two miles off; But in 15 81, there was fuch an irrup¬ 
tion of fire about two miles from the Town, as if all would have 
been confumed: and the next day, filling the Valley with abun¬ 
dance of afhes, it almoft buried the Town. And the year follow¬ 
ing, this Vulcanoe’s fire running downwards 24 hours fpace, like 
a furious torrent, burned rocks and Clones, and fo heating five 
ftreams, that they were not paflable: and fome write they were 
dryed up. And while this was doing beneath, they heard fearful 
thunders, feeing flames and lightnings in the ayr, wonderfully 
terrifying them. The Jucatans are generous and warlique, living 
longer than thetn of Neve Spain, They feemed to be more civil! 
than other Indians ; for they did not eat their enemies taken in 
war, though they facrificcd them : yea, they abhorred the Mexi¬ 
cans for the fame: Alfo the Spaniards found a great Town here 
Artificially built of Stone and Lime,with fair Market-places; they 
had alfo laws, traffiquing by exchange, without money. And as 
to Religion, they had fair Temples, many of whom ufed circum- 
cifion. In the much frequenting of whofe Temples, and their 
great Idolatries* they are faid to have worfhipped the Croffe to 
obtain rain. And fome report. That they told the Spaniards, A 
beautifull man bad left with them CroflesTor a remembrance, 
which they found amongft them. 

1 The fourth \%Nicaraqua, lying next to Mexico or NewSpain, toward 
theSouth-Eaft;which hath many places well peopled,but they are 
fmall.The two beft Towns therein are efteemed to b e,Leon, where 
they have a Bifhop’s See; and New Granado . They fay, the Spa¬ 
niards call this Province (for its pleafantnefle and fruitfulnefle; 
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Mahomet's Taradtfe-, yet is it fandy, and fo burnt with heat in 
Summer, that a man can fcarcc travel by day, but by night 
There ate in fome places. Trees fo big, that fix men can fcarce 
fathom them': and fome trees are of fo delicate a nature, that its 
branches wither as foon as they are toucht. It is as much annoyed 
with Parrots,as our Counrrie is with Crowes and Rooks. About 
3 5 miles from Leon, there is a Vulcano or ficty hi]], whole flames' 
may both be feen far in the night; and alfo that the hole from 
whence the fire proceeds, is 2 50 yards deep, as fome have writ¬ 
ten. Thefe Nicaraguans are more White than Olive of com¬ 
plexion, and of a good ftature : yet their Country which thus 
abcundeth in all things, is not great. Before the Spaniards made 
them outwardly Chriftians, they had a good way of punifhrnent 
for theft; the thief to be {lave to the robbed till he had made fa- 
tisfa&ion. But for him that ftaould kill the Cacique or Prince, no 
punilhment was by a law ordained ; becaufe they faid, fuch a 
thing could not happen: Even asSo/owinfticuted no law for mur¬ 
derers of Parents; for they thought perfons were not fo unnatu¬ 
ral. 

Fifthly, Quivira , whofe bound from the reft of Mexicana , is 
Mare Vermigho ; and which being feituated on the Weft of Ame¬ 
rica, is divided into Cibola, the Eaftern parr, which takes its name 
from the chief City Cibola therein : and hath another called To- 
tontos, fcated on a river Of the fame ^ame. Vafquez Dicoronado 
fubje&ing this Province to the Spanifti King in 1 540, burned Tin - 
quex. another Town or City thereof : and fecondly, Nova , or Neve 
Albion, the Weftern parr, lying juft over againft Tartarie, whence 
it's thought, the Inhabitants came firft inro this New World; 
Sir Francu Drake difcoxcrivig this Country in 1585, indtheKing 
thereof v^illingly fubmitting himfelf to Queen Elizabeth, he call¬ 
ed it, New Albion, a name of Great Brittain ; and whofe chief 
Town is fo called. Some of thefe people are faid to be Canibals* 
yet hath Quivira a temperate ayr, and plenty of pafture • where¬ 
fore they have ftorc of Kine,which are their chiefeft riches; whofe 
Hides (they fay) cover their houfes, their flelh yields meat; their 
bones,bodkins; their finews, ropes; their maws,bladders; and 
horns, veffcft; their hair,thred ; their dung, fire; their bloud, 
drink: and the skins of their Calves, budgets or buckets to draw 
and keep water. Vafques a Spaniard, when he conquered this 
Country, feeing fome (hips on the farther Sea, well made, and 
laden, they conjectured there was traffique from Catbaia and China 
hither. And as for New Albion in particular,it is faid to be pica- 
fantboth to eye and palate, as abounding in Fruits. There is 
reported alfo, to be a ftrange kind of Hare, like a Cat in his tail, a 
Want in his feet, with a bag under his chin, wherein, after his 
belly is full, he keeps the reft of his provifion. Thefe Inhabitants 
are faidtobchofpitable; yet worflupping devils, and fo given to 
Witchcraft. 

Sixthly, Virginia} which hath Florida on the South, Normbegd 
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on the North.; .theSeaPe/ itocrron theEaft; but the Weftera 
limit is unknown. The Natives called this Country Apalchen ; 
But the Englifh difcovering it through Sir waiter %anleigV s char¬ 
ges and clire&ions in 15.84, in honour of the Maiden-Queen, Eli* 
zabeth, it was named Virginia. There are two Capes on both 
fides of it, that of ghath and Henry , and as ic were fortified; but 
one onely entrance into it by Sea, at the mouth cf a goodly Bay , 
two rivers water it; and there are three chief Towns therein, one 
being James-Ho^u. OurEngluTi went over divers times to inha¬ 
bit^; fome returning, as not liking the Country, net lb much 
for ns barrennefle, as for unfuitabknc.deof the Climate : There 
were a pretty number; then were they not a little diminithed,for 
the baroarous Natives flew 300 by treachery in 1622 ; but it 
hath been even yearly inhabited finceihat, by the Englifh, and 
divers plantations made,and houfes built; fo that they have a 
Government, yet acknowledging England's Common-wealth as 
Suprtam ; and is very eminent tor the Trade of Tobacco there 
planted : yet the Country affords other things, as Pitch, Tar,Ro- 
zen. Turpentine, A 1 loin, (lore of Cedar, Oyl, Grapes, plenty of 
fweetGums,Dies,Timber Jron, and Copper-Mines: and for the 
land, (when tilled) it is laid, that two acres of fome,hath brought 
forth 400 buihels of Corn ; they have alfo abundance of Maize, 
likewife Beads, Fowl, ( whereof, as in <Jtfarie-land, joyning to 
Virginia , and planted alfo by Englifh) their great and goodly 
Turkics nave been commended) fifh and fruit. The naturall In¬ 
habitants have their cloathing in a mantle of Dccr-skin, and be¬ 
fore their privities, an apron of the fame ; and are reported ufu- 
ally to paint their bodies with pi&uresof Serpents, and ugly 
beafts; worfhipping all things, efpecially things able to do them 
hurt, as fire, water, thunder, &c. New-England, which is ac¬ 
counted the North part of Virginia , comes here to be mentioned. 
Which in a fhort time (in compmfon) (though not without dif¬ 
ficulties and dangers of Natives) grew up to a fiourifhing plan¬ 
tation, being now full of good Towns; and fer the fruits of the 
earth, is fitly called another England. Bofton (the same of the 
chief Town in Lincolnshire) being their Metropolis. Thofe who 
went hence, thither, at thefirft, were chiefly fucb as (both Mini- 
fters and people) could not conform to our Bifhop’s ceremonies ; 
but were zealous both in preaching and hearing. I take their ci¬ 
vil 1 Government to be a Democracy, or men chofe out of the peo¬ 
ple to govern. And as for their Church-Government, it is a kind 
of a raixt, between Presbytery and Independency: whether term 
of time hath not made them colder, and lefle confcientious and 
tender, than at the beginning, I muchqueftion; by God's light 
and truth, (more clearly breaking forth in this his day) he comes 
to try the childrenof men ; for befides the oppofition which fome 
among themfelves have found, for differing in points of Religion 
from the generality, fome that have lately in Gods fear, and from 
a good intent gone over to them, Ijavc found but coorfe cntcr- 
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nainment. But Old -England hath not fo dealt with the Minifters 
who have ( though not from the ncccfliry that we had here of 
them) come from thence hither of late years. 

Seventhly, Norumbega, bounded on the South with Virginia, 
and bn me North with Nova Francia 3 ov New France - whofe chief 
Town named Nprumbega, the French pofleffb and inhabit. The 
people hereof are faid to be indifferently civil! ; yet painting 
their faces, both male and female, and dance much, fometimes 
dark naked for agility fake : alfo much affeded to hunting: and 
wi !oft Wives are* loving and chaltc to their Husbands. The Ayr 
being alf© temperate, and the Countries foyl fruitful. 

Eighthly, i{ew France , difeovered by one Jaques Cartier , a 
Frenchman, in 1534; wherG,befides the Native Inhabitants,fome 
few French remain: for the Province is faid to be but barren, and 
the people barbarous Pagans ; yet it hath three chief Towns- 
two whereof being feituate on two rivers, Canada and Sanguinai, 
are fo called themfelves; and Hochelaga , of a round form, anden- 
viioiu d with, three Timber raropiers within each other, two rods 
lngis, and fharp at top, having but one gate, fliut up with bans 
and piles, and containing but about .50 great hbufes. Thofe 
in 1 ^ dwell notin the Towns, live in Boats, and lying under them, 

1 fuppofe,when they flccp. They are alfo reported to have acon^c 
ceit of afi earthly Paradiie after death, thinking they fhtll firft 
afeend to the Stars, and thence be carried into green Fields, beauti¬ 
fied with Trees and Flowers, See. 

Ninthly, Terra , or the Land Corterialis , fo called .from a Portu- 
gall named Gafper Corterialte , who firft found it in 1 500, it is alfo 
called Pi Labor odor a, and is bounded on the South with the fore- 
mentioned River (panada , and on the North with Ejlotiland. I find 
not any Towns this people have, but their principall Villages are 
three, Sunt a tJMaria, Brejle, and Cabo Jldarzo. Canada is a great Ri- 
ver 900 miles long, 800 whereof are Navigable,-and He hath his 
rife out of the Hill Hombuedo, being alfo, athigheft overflowing, 
faid to be i ©5 miles broad. Some call it Laurence his River,and 
likewife the River of the three Brothers. The Natives are faid to 
be brown, fwifr, good Archers, but barbarous, living in low Cot¬ 
tages and Caves, (yet they wear Bra fie, and Silver Bracelets, as 
Ornaments) neither feems the Country to be fertile, for that they 
feed generally on fifh. 

Tenthly, And Laftly, Eftotiland , the moft Northern trad of 
America as yet difeovered, and called by us New-found-Land, on 
^ whofe South-fide, lyeth the Land Croterialis 3 and on a North part 
thereof, Davie his ftraits, from one John Davie , who feeking to find 
a quicker paCage (then before found) by the North of America , un- 
to fathaia, and China, performed ic not with fuch prolperous fuc- 
cdfe as he began it. Yet two others, to wir, Cabot , and Frobijher, 
were before him in that defign,the one in 1497,the other in 1576, 
which laff, making three Voyages, and bringing home a great 
deal of Ore, not worth his pains, and fome of the Natives; he 
Sf'fff a .. called 
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called a great Promontory of chib Country, Queen Elizabeths Pore- 
land 5 and the adjoyning Sea, Fvbifljen- Straits. But the ihoar 
of this Region was (fo far as 1 find) firfl deferyed by two brothers, 
fent by Zichmi a King of Fritzland not far from Groenlanel- which 
lyeth on the other fide ofthefe Straits, in 1390.B1K there was fincc 
rhefe, a rc-difcovery hereof, by fome of our Englijh, in 1527, 
fince which, it hath been much vifited for Filh, called New- 
found-land-Fifhj wherewith the Seas thereof do fo abound, that 
they will, in the Summei-Moneths of fifhing for this is a cold 
Country) take two or three hundred of them in four hours time; 
whence in our English (hips (called Sacks) they are carried into 
other parts, efpecially into Spain ; though prefent War with that 
Nation, may hinder that Trade. I have heard fome common Sea¬ 
men complain of the hardrfefie and barrennefic of this Voyage, as 
alfo the toilfomeneffethereof, and that if one fall fick therc,while 
they arc at their workof fifiaing, he is little better refpe&cd then 
a Dogamongft them, &c. For the Merchant and Matter, carry- 
ingaway the profit, the very common men are apt to be crudl to 
each other, as being earneft to have their voyage made as much as 
they can. The Natives alfo fifhing on the Ocean in (mail Lea¬ 
thern Boats, carry home under their Arms what they have caught 
This foil is laid to be naturally good enough; whole inhabitants 
fome will have, more Witty, and alfo judicious then the other 
Americans, 

The Suuthcrn Pexi/fob, called Peruana , extends from Nombrede 
Dios , and unto the Gulfs of Ur aba and Michael 5 Nombre¬ 

de Dior,(landing on the North Sea,and panama on the South,which 
arc the two chief Ports ol V'eruana, betaufe all iraffique between 
Spain and Peru, mutt needs pafic thereby ; The ftraight of Land, 
or Ijlhww, whereby it is tycd to 'JUexicana, is called that of Darien 
but 17 miles broad, and (as others) but twelve 5 wherefore fome 
have moved to Spains Councell, that a Navigable Channell may 
be cut thorow it to fhorccn the common Voyages to China, and the 
Molucca Iflands^but for fome reafons, it hath not yet been attempt¬ 
ed. This part of America is 17000 miles in Circuit 5 contain¬ 
ing five principall Provinces or Countries. 

Firtt , Cajlella Aurea , or Golden Cajlile, comprehending the 
North part of Peruana, with part of the Jflbmw , and was focalled 
from it’s abundance of Gold. Nombrede thos, and Panama*, but 
now mentioned, mufthave reference unto this Country, as alfo 
Ur aba's and Micbaells Gulfs: which are the extent thereof, and not 
of all Peruana . This is fubdivided into four Provinces., 1. ca- 
jtedaDelOro, feated in the very Ijlhmw ; whofc two chief Cities 
built by one Didacw. Niquefa-, are, Theonyma , according to the Greek 
language, or Nombre de Diis> after th cSpanifh (fo named for that the 
faid Didacus having been divers times difmaliy crofted, bade his 
men go on fhoar here. In the name 01 God, which thofc words do 
fignity)and is on the Eaft 5 and Panama feituate on the Weft. 
Secondly, Nova or new jindaluzia, bounded on the South with 
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Peru, on the Northwith Cafle/ladel Ore-, two of whofe beft Ci- 

S fi >ritca > and Saint Margarets, once called Tccoia. 
Thirdly, Ntva, or new Granada, lying on the South of Cumana, or 
Cartagena : whofe chief Towns arc Saint Foje, where is a Court of 
Juftice,and the feat of an Arch-bifliop; here are alfo Tungia,Pal- 
>*a, p-eluz, Merida, and Saint Cbrijlcphers, ,&c. here is a Sfa -Cape, 
almoft triangular ; between whole Wt ftcrn Angle called Arani- 
aes point on the Eaftcrn, called Salines point, is the Angle named 
the Three-points. l-ourchly, Cartagena, which hath five Cities 
therein. Cartagena, which the Natives called Calamur, which Sir 
Franca "Drake fciztng on, took vaftc fums of Money, and 240 Pie- 
ces of Ordinance in 1585.Alfo eAbvtda, Saint miartha,an the Ri- 

rZ^lfu /T S a ‘r hCr " amCS 5 NeW and Venezuela, 
They call thefe three laft mentioned countries; Terra Firma or 
thq firm land. Neither Panama, nor Nombre de Dios, have a good 
Ayre; but the latter is found the worfe of the two, and is com 
nionly called the Spaniards Sepulchre. Wherefore the King of 
Spatn ordered (in 158 n)Nomired e Dm, to be tranfported , o a 
lo wer place, and to name it Saint Pi,dip. Panama's Avre is like 
wife unwholcfome, and it’s heat faid to be infupporiable • Yea" 
the whole Countryof Golden CafhU 1S but little inhabited'- and 
that, both for the Ayrc's badnefle, proceeding from many’dead 
waters (perhaps ike fome lakes, that ate in JtUopia the upper of 
whom Ovid (peaketh; that whofoeverdrinketh of their waters ^ 
eithergrows mad,eris pofleflcd with a wonJcrfull heavy drow- 
finefle)1 or for the bad ordering or government of the firfl difeover 

ers, who brought many to their ends, as in other places. And as 
fonts fruitfullnefle, Maize groweth abundantly,(although wheat 

doth not ripen there) they l ave alfo much Sca-filb, and filh 0 f Ri¬ 
vers; wherein are Crocodiles, fome being twenty five foot long

IndF,ft lt C1 ^ P ° rCth)tOWardsthc Somh ’ « ' latU on the South 
andEaft the River Maragnon, (named alfo Amazrne, from the 

fabuloufly reported to have lived here) ; and Orellana, 
from oaefo called, who fitff failed therein in 1543, it is faid to be 
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towards the Sea 200miles broad, and Navigable £000 miles) 
on the Weft, the Mountains of Peru , and on the North, the River 
Orenoque, alio called Raliana, from Sir Walter Rawleigh, who in 
1595, made a full furvey of this Country ; Ships ot Burthen will 
Sail here one choufand miles, and Pinnafes and Boats almoft two 
thoufand. The chief Cities and Towns are CManao, called by the 
Spaniards Elder ada, that is, the guilded City, from the abundance 
of Gold that Deigo Ordas faw therein ; this City is fo large, that 
the faid Deigo is reported to have travelled from Noon that he cn- 
tred it, all that day, and the next day till night before he could 
come to the Kings Pallace; it isfeated on aSalt Lake 600 miles 
long, winicapora , c Morequito, which is a fafe Harbour, and Sainr 
Thome, built with dirt and fticks, and which occafioncd the undo¬ 
ing of Sir waiter Rawleigh. The Natives ufe to dwell in Trees ira 
Winter time for fear of inundations, on which they do Artificially 
make ranks of building; fthey fay alfo it is fo in Golden f'adile, 
and Brafile ) for there is (fore of River, and Frelh waters in every 
part thereof,fo that this Couatry is reported to be exceeding fruit- 
full, and as green and pleafanc to the eye as any in the World- 
Expcricncehath and doth find it to be tiered with Golden Mines. 
Whence not onely good Gold , but Elephants Teeth are 
brought. The People being it feems Black of Colour, whom 
ENGLISH Merchants ouy, and fell again as fli«/es to Work 
in other Plantations. The Voyage alfo hither being accounted 
fickly. 

Thirdly, Brafile , (fo called, from a red wood abundantly there 
growing) wasdifeovered accidentally, by Peter A hares Cabral , in 
1501, and hath on the Eaft the rergruiaa Sea, on the Weft the 
Aides or‘Mountains of Peru , (which are unto Peruana , as Taurtu is 
to Afia) it begins at the river Maragmn , and extends to that of 
Tlata or of filver. Among the chief places of Brafile are, Pariba, 
on this fide of a Augujline’s Cape, called alfo, The City of Snore. Par - 
nabuco , or Pernanambuck^ a good Town ; whence the Brafile wood 
ufed in Europe in dying cloathes, is with us called Femanbuch . 
Here are alfo the Towns Aftenfio, and Anna Squitum ; aud The Bay 
of all Saints ; which Town is feared on a gulph 9 miles broad at 
the mouth, and 30 in compaffe, where Whales do enrer and fporc 
thcmiclves; where is alfo the Govcrnourof the Province, and 
the Bifhcp. Auguftixc’s Cape hath 8 degrees and a half of height, 
of the South Pole, and isthencarcft to Africk of any in the New 
World, not being held above 1000 miles therefrom. The pco- 
plearcmoft exceeding brutifh and barbarous; the greateft part 
living without law, learning, or religion, nor acknowledging any 
Prince ; they alfo go generally naked. They are much given to 
Sooth-faying, and are accounted very great Sorcerers: not loving 
labour; but affc&ing idlenefi'e, fports, feafts, and dancing; yet 
they undertake not war to extend their bounds, but for honour, 
when they think thcmfclvcs wronged, and follow him thc-ein, 
whom they hold the moft valiant; and eating with folemn feafts, 
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thofe they take in war; They feetn however, to have a pretty un¬ 
demanding, who blaming the Spaniard's covctorintfe ia coining 
from the other World to dig for gold, held up a wedge of it, and 
cryed out. Behold the God of the Chri(ttans. They found notL.F.nor 
R. in their language; ore of them declaring the reafon of that 
to be, becaufc they had neither Law, Faith, nor Rulers among 
them. The Ayr of this Country is delicate, and the Country it 
felf plealant, being full of Mountains, Rivers, andForrcfts, and 
is dillinguifhed into Plains and Hills alway green, with many 
plants and various creatures unknown to ms of Europe ; And be- 
fidcs their huge Brafile Trees, there is the Plant Copiba , whofe 
bark being cur, fends forth Balm ; unto which remedy, the very 
beafts when they are bitten with Serpents and other beafts, (for 
chc hills are high, craggy,and very barren, and full of ravenous 
beafts, and poyfonfome Serpents ) have recourfc; fo that, many 
of thefc plants are almoft without barque. The Cedar alfo is an 
ordinary tree there. The people feed on all kinds of beafts. Apes, 

Lizards, Serpents, and Rats j and make their bread of the root of 
an herb as big as Purfiain, by firft prefling out its deadly juice; 
then drying it in the Sun, and making meal thereof ; alfo drink 
•f the fame meal, like unto Beer. But the greateft riches drawn 
out of Brafile , are very fine Cotton, and excellent Sugars 5 unto 
which traffique, the portugals arc much given, having built di T 
vers places to boyl and refine their Sugar, and entertaining many 
flaves from Guinee and Congoh Wonderful rich Mines are alio faid 
to be foroe of the finews of this Region. 

Fourthly, Chile, (fo called, of aprineipall Valley, and which 
Word fignifyeth nipping cold) hath for bounds on the North, Peru$ 
on the South, the Magellane{{nights. In the 30th degree, ( for 
Chile extends unto the 27th from the height of 25 and an half, 
from the South toward the North ) is the famous Valley of Arauco, 
whofe Inhabitants furioufly defended themfclves, and maintain¬ 
ed their freedom many years. The Metropolitan Town is Sr. 
fames , built on the river Parats, in the valley of Mapoco, built by 
the Spaniards 5 who have divers Colonies here ; among which, 
that of the Imperial is one of rhebeft, which before the war of the 
ArauqueSshad 300000 men of fervice, as l r aldivia had 100000. 
Arepiqna was one of their faireft Towns, alfo, which (byaftrange 
earthquake in 1 5 62, overthrowing Moumains, and flopping ri¬ 
vers paflages) was much defaced, if not ruined ; and was faid to 
ruinc 300 leagues along the Sea coaft; and renewing again in 
1575, it overthrew the Town of Valdivia, This Couiurcy was 
difeevered by one Almagrtu , but fubdued by Baldivia ; whom the 
Chilois taking prifoner, they as enraged choaked him with melted 
gold. They are very wariique, and of a great ftature, yet I can¬ 
not fay (as one) ii foot high. This Province hatha river (and 
fomc lay its rivers are fuch) running violently by day ; bfit in the 
night hath no water: for it is fed by fnow melting from the moun¬ 
tains, which through night’s eoldnefle, congealeih; for the Ayr’s 
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piercing cold (they fay ) hath caufed fome unfenlibly to lol'e their 
members in the Defarts, orelfeto fall down dead. c 7 ;/A? being 
without the burning Zone is like to European Countries, yielding 
ftorcof Corn, very good Wines, and all forts of Fruits that are 
ro be feen in Spain. They have alfo good paftures,many Oxen & 
Shcepiandhorfes: their Summer being our Winter: But the wars 
with them of franco (the Spaniard* deadly enemies Jhath made it 
not to be well peopled 5 whole Inhabitants that are, are attired 
in wild bead's and Seals skins,and armed with Bows and Arrews. 

Fifthly, Peru is bounded on the South with Chile , and on the 
North wiEh Golden Caflile, and is divided into ehi;ee parts. Moun¬ 
tains, Plains, and Andes : along the Sea it’s plain and low, with 
many Valleys, and is 1500 miles long, and but 30 0145 broad. 
Toward theEaft are the Andes or two chains of Mountains in view 
of each other, and are fa id to run from the Magellan ftrait, where 
they begin, between Nombre de Dios and Panama, unto the firm 
land 5 called alfo Cordeltcre : Weft ward is Sierra or the Moun¬ 
tain, their breadth being not above tfo miles 5 fo that Peru is not 
above 120 miUitfOad in alls and hath about 50 Valleys, the 
chief being XautfbfC^t miles long, and 15 broad) with 3 others. 
This Country eaketh its name from the river Peru , with which it 
is likewife bounded on the North fide *> r bUt the .principal Rivers 
are Maragnov g uaiachil , Sc Riodi la Plate * which laft is fa id to fee 
2 00© miles in length, and 150 broad at the mouth; All the Na¬ 
tives are diftinguifhed chiefly by three forts, whole languages 
arc diftin# : and every one contains many other people un. 
der them, differing in names* They ufed to war againtt each 
other, till by the victory of Ginacave, (whom I take to be Guaima- 
cdpa, the 5 th King of Peru, that we have knowledg of ) the caufc 
of that contention was taken away : eight Kings we find mention¬ 
ed, Ingoraia being the firft, Aware the laft * which ele&ien of a 
King among them is conjectured, by their own computation, to 
be in 1280, or fomewhat thereabouts : and that, before, their 
Government was Ariftocratical. Francifco pizarre {cited on this 
Kingdom for the Spanifh King, fo ending the Controverfie be¬ 
tween Guafcar and Atabalipa , Guaimacapd s funs, who ftr^vc for 
Empire, killing Guafcar , and vanquifhing Atabalipa nigh the 
City Casimaca : who after a vaft (laughter of his men, continued 
a prifoncr,6c treacheroufly flew him,afier they had received from 
him a houfe full of pure gold and filver,worth about 10 millions, 
for the ranfem of bis life* this was in 1533. Pern’s principal 
Towns or Cities arc 8. Cufco , being the feat of the Kings of the 
Nation* beautified (by their command) with Noblemens refi- 
ding Palaces, and in which is a fair Market-place* in which,, 
two high-wayes, ftraight and levell, and crofling the Country, 
being 2000 miles long, do thwart one another. Here is 3 . Mi¬ 
chaels, which was the firft Colonie the Spaniards planted here: 
alfo tsfrequipa, which being feituared on the river Plata , is the 
Haven-Town to Cufco : likewife Portweio, where fif it may be 
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credited) the grave-diggers light many times on mens teeth, 
which are three fingers broad : Then Lima , the feat of th.c 
Vice-Roy, and the See of an Archhifhop: the Town is artifi¬ 
cially built, neither is there fcaroe a private houfe whereinto 
waccr is not conveyed from the River. To fpcak hereof their 
manners, I fhall forbear* onclythis, when they conquered any 
Country, they allotted the firft part to the ferviceof their gods, 
the fecond to their King’s revenues* and the third to the poors 
relief and maintenance: But as for the Country’s quality, one 
thing is even to be admired, that in fo fmall a diftancc as in the 
breadth of Terufn neither rains,fuows,nor thunders in the plains: 
and on the Sierra, the fcafons have th’eir courfe*, as in Europe, and 
cn the Andes it rains almoft aft the Winter. The tillage of the 
Valleys is but a league on either fide diftant from the rivers* and 
though ir rain noton thefcplains in Winter * yet the Skie is full 
of thin mifts, whence falls a thin humour, which although it 
fcarcc wet the dull, yet makes much for the bringing that to per- 
fwftion which is fowen : alfo nigh .Lima thefc mifts do without 
ether water, caufc fome plates to flourifh, and to be full of good 
paftures. There are alfo fome parts of the plains where no rivers 
being, abundance of Corn groweth, and all kinds of fruit* which 
muft be either from moifturc from the Sea, of which rivers put 
forth, or from their being loft in the fand. Sierra abounds in 
Paftures and Forrcfts, where do feed a multitude of Vicagnes, like 
Goats, and Guanacos, and Pacos, which is a kind of Indian fheep, 
who ufeto bear their burthens. The Andes have great ftore of 
divers forts of Apes and Monkeys, alfo Parrots. But their herb 
Coe* (much eftcemcd) yields them yearly, at Potofi, whither it is 
fenr, 500000 Crowns : infumme, the foyl, faith one, is luxuri¬ 
ant in all manner of grain, whofe Inhabitants arc civill, their Ci¬ 
ties frequenr, and their ayr wholfome; they have alfo great ftore 
of Tobacco, which our gerard the Herbalift calls (I take it) Hen- 
bancof Peru: But as for gold and filver, it hath more than any 
Province in America: whole Mincs(one faith)in fome places yield 
more of thefe metals, than earth: and befidcs other Merchandise, 
they do draw abundance of thefe metals * yet New Spain hath 
the other richer merchandizes. Yet Term’s riches docs commonly 
lurnifh two third parts of all, which come from America : and 
among ‘Ptf/vArrcafures, two arc moft eminent; the one is, the 
exceeding quantity of filver Mine of Potofi : the other, the Mines 
of guancavelque, where is fou -d much Quick-filver * the one being 
difeoveredin 1545, the other in 15^7.' 

C AptlT riCTORIty£, or the Cape of ViRory, is accounted the 
very Pyris or Spear of the American Pyramis * and was 'fo 
called, from the Ship called the Victory * in which, fome of c Jlla- 
gellanus his Souldicrs did pafle, when they firft compafled the 
World. For Mdgellanus, a Spaniard , addrefled himfelf to a Voy¬ 
age in 1520, to find, if it were pofiible,a nearer cut to the Moluc- 
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coes ; who paffiog along by this Cape, and fo thorow narrow Seas, 
called,from him, Magellan s Straights, arrived at thofe Moluccoes; 
but was (lain in a battle againft tne Iflaoders : yet the Ship na¬ 
med the FiStory, is faid to have returned falely into Spam. So 
that although Sir Francis Drake is faid ufually, and by John Lyriw, 
to be the firft who failed round the World, when he palled tho¬ 
row thefe Straights, and thence to the Molucca Iflands ; and then 
homeward from the Eaft by Africk : (wherefore, he gave the 
Globe of the Earth with this Motto, Tu primm circumdcdtfii me, 
that is, Thou firft haft encowpajTed me) : Yet it muft not (imply be 
underftood, mat none had gone round before him; but that never 
any of fame ; becaufe Magellane was killed as aforefaid. It is 
alio obfervablc, That Drake s Navigation was finifhed in two 
years and a halfs time, with great fortune, being begun in 1 577 - 
But to come to Magellanica, thefecond general part of the New 
World; All that feituated to the South and Pole Amar&iquc is 
fo called from thefe Magellan Straights , which by one, chat faith 
he knew every Creek therein, are faid to be three. The firft lying 
14 leagues within S. Marie'iCipe, three leagues in length, ebb¬ 
ing both violently and fwiftly; and whofe firft fall (for it is noc 
fully half a mile broad) is very dangerous; then after, a Sea eight 
miles both in breadth and length, is the fecond ftrait, a dangerous 
and unpleafing paflage, three leagues long, a mile broad : which 
opening it felt into another Sea, reacheth even to the Cape of 
Victory. The third, properly called Magellan s Strait , encers,whofe 
length is 40 leagues, two leagues broad in fome, but in other pla¬ 
ces not half a mile; which way foever a man turn, here, the 
wind will be furely againft him; for on both fides are high Moun¬ 
tains alway covered with fnow; whence thofe counter-winds, 
beating on all fides, do iflue forth. The waters courfe is here, 
likewife, full of turnings and changings : nor any anchorage to 
be expe&ed, the channel being on the (hoar fide 200 fathom. 
But CMagelUnica is feituated beyond the 5 3d degree from the 
jEquino&ial j fo that, that place of Magellantca unto which Ma¬ 
gellane pierced, doth agree to the Elevation of our Pole, faith 
Xeckerman ; for on the further fide of the Straights to the South 
of Peru, Magellan found a huge land towards the South Pole, and 
touched on it again before he came to the Moluccoes: fince whom, 
the Portugal: trading towards Calecute and the Eaft-Indies, fome of 
them have been driven by tempeft fo far, as to that now called 
the South Continent; divers alfo of fundry Nations have upon 
occafion touched on it: it is certainly difeovered in fome places 
to come up towards the North, to the Tropick of Capricorn: and 
isponjeaured to go Southward as far as to the Pole; the rcafon 
is, becaule none ever perceived the Sea to pafs thorow any part 
thereof: neither hath fo much as any great River been deferyed to 
come out of it into the Ocean : fo that, if this be fo, this lump of 
earth is as big as Afia, £urope,Africa 3 und America put all together. 
There are yet reported very few memorable things hereof; fome 
* write

write mere be very vait Countries and W ilderncfies overagainfi 
the Moluccoes ; (but no mention of any Inhabitants).^?; Chyn<eui 
faith. Cue re are fnc pares numhred (by fome) of Magellanica, who 
have followed rather conjcdurcs, than fure experience: thefe 
are, 1. Terra, or thb Land , l Del Fuogo 3 or Feuga 3 lying on the South 
ot thclc Straits, and, faith one, here to fore-thought to be a p2n of 
tne South unknown Continent; but is now difeovered to be an 
I (land, by two Hollanders, who Jan. 2 5. 161 5, entred the Strait, 
which f pa rated it irom the South Continent : they called it Fre- 
lum l e A/aye or Mayers Strau, the name of one of the difeoverers. 
L is 28 Engitfti miles long,of a fair and equal breadth, where is 
plenty oi good fiih, especially Whales and Sea-calves. 2. %egia 
Faults, ot the Pai alt an Country. The third is, Regio Pfittacoruw , 
or the Parrets Country, from the abundance there found. Fourth- 
ly, Regio, or the Country of Local). Fifthly, Z mu bar ; however 
Xeckerman la yes it down for one of his thcoremes, that this part of 
the World is nothing as yet (earthed our,bcfidcs the ihoars which 
are vvaihcd with the Magtllanick ftrait, that is, faith he, bcfidcs 
theSeacy-parcs;w.iich notwithftanding,may be thofe five particu¬ 
lar places mentioned. And vvnercas a great Mathematician hath 
found fault with fome Map-makers, becaufe in describing this 
Continent, they mention not Cities, Kmgdumes, nor Common¬ 
wealths here fcate-d, whereof he feemed in words confidently to 
avouch, that there are many ; and chat it is as good a Country 
as almoft any in the World, yet he delivered not his grounds, why 
he gathered it fo to bt*;yet we may chink(chc premifes being gran¬ 
ted to be true) that the Creator framed not fo huge a Mafic" but 
that he appointed likewife fome of mankind to inhabice the 
fame. 

But before we mention the American Iflands, we will take no¬ 
tice of three or four places in South America , which although the 
Spaniards poftdTc; yet their names feeen not to be f> frequent 
among us ; as firft me Province of Quito, 200 miles long, and 
100 broad,aiore cold then hot, though feituated under the* ^Equa- 
tor ; Ids chief Town is called Saint Francis, built 1111534, fitt¬ 
ed in a Valley among Mountains, and is 80 leagues, both from 
Saint James's Town, and Saint Michael, they have Summer here 
from Apriil to November. The Natives are mean of ftature, yet 
are faid to be both good for Tillage, and ordering of Cittell, and 
their Goats have three,and fometimes five Kids at a time, they 
have found one Mine of Quickfilvcr, bcfidcs the ordinary Mines, 
which is yellow, and fmelling like Brimftone, when pur into the 
fire. On the Eaft of Saint Francis Town,is a country called Cand¬ 
le of the Cinnamon, which differs from the ordinary fore, and 
whofe Tree we (hall not here deferibe; but fruits and bcafis of 
Europe (1 ipccially fruns. Sugars, and Oranges)do profit in no pare 
of Peru, better then in Quito ; which in 1 5 87, was much ruined by 
an Earthquake, and among!! others, there is one place which 
thrufts forth fo much fire as it exceeds thenoife of Thunder 5 andt 
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is feen above three hundred miles, whofe abundance of Afhes are 
faid fometimes to cover the Country 200 miles abour. Secondly, 

S. Croix of the Mounts on a fmall Mountain, a Town held by the 
Spaniards-) and by them built, 400 miles from Plata, towards the 
North of a Country, where there is not a done fo big as a Nut, 
cither on the Land, or within the Water; But before they de- 
feend hcrcinto, they pafle a Mountain betwixt the Rivers Ortllag- 
m, and Plata, which being a branch of the Andes, extends to the 
M*??Uanc ftrait, whofe top is alway covered with Snow and Ice, 
and feems to be theabode of the Cerigans. Here is a River called 
the River of rap at, rifing and falling like Nile, (but running flow) 
whereby the plain Country is fubjeft to inundations. Where- 
fore the Ants to defend their Harveft (chiefly at Vapai) do make 
many fmall rampires, about one Cubit high, and twelve or fifteen 
in Circuit: whither paflengers do retire, when the waters fur- 
prize them. The Country yields abundance of Rice, Maize, di¬ 
vers fruits and Cotton ; but neither Wheat, nor Wine. They 
have alfo many beads different from ours, but Vipers, very great, 
long, and ftrange of condition ; and many Clinches. Their 
Lakes are full of Fifh alfo; and at Saint Croix ; (which is ftrangej 
is a fmall River, but two fadomcbroad, and very (hallow, not 
running above a League (for it isfuddenly loft in the fand)furmfh- 
ing the Town both with water, and all forts of good Fifh, fo that 
they can take them with their hands, or a pail; and it laftcth 
from February to May, but afterwards there is but little feen. 
Amongft the divers barbarous people here, are the Cerigans and 
Vayracans, who cither alway war with each other, or fight againft 
the Spaniards, feeking to their utmoft to hinder their paflage; 
they cat mans flcfh as we do Mutton. To fpeak of all their man-* 
ners, would be here too tyrefome ; onely I obierve that the Varayes 
language extends it felf both to Braftle, and Paraguay unto the Ga- 
rayes, and their Neighbours Countrcy. So that, as one may in a 
manner travcll thorow the World with the Latine, Arabian , and 
Sclavonian Tongues ; fo with the Far ayes Tongue, that of Cufco 
and Mexico , they may in a manner paffe overall the New World. 
Alfo, that thefe Fur ayes, although they fay, they are all equal! 
among themfclves; yet greater than their neighbours, whom they 
fo defpife, that they demanded of a Prieft, whether they would 
baptize them with the fame water they did others,if fo be they be¬ 
came Chriftians. Thirdly, Tucuma, which is a Realm extending 
600 miles betwixt Brafile, Chile, St. Croix, and Paragua, where the 
Spaniards planted five Colonies. 1 . Salta, the laft place of Tern, 
Handing in a Valley eighty four miles long, and thirty broad; 
near which is the Valley Calcbioqui, ninety miles long from North 
to South, full of Rivers, and couragious people, who fighting di¬ 
vers years with the Spaniards , at length, the Prince was (by friend- 
fhip) made obedient to the Spaniard , making bimfelf a Chriftian, 
‘but through bad ufage he revolted, till after twenty feven years, 
one with three hundred Peruan Archers, five hundred Horfc, and

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100 Spanijh foot, ended that enterprife. 2, Steco. 3. Saint 
James, 150 miles from Steco , where the Govcrnour andBilhop rc- 
fidc. Fourthly, Cordova in Spains feituation, though colder in 
winter, and more temperate in Summer;it is 18 o miles from Chile. 

Fif.'hly, St. Michae /.The Country is generally plain,it rains much, 
tlvj Rivers eafily overflowing, and the Winds very violent, Salta s 
Valleys abounds with fifh; a good foyl feeding much Cattle, the 
Ayre is very temperate, and it wants therein nothing but people, 

Stecoes Territory hath (lore of Cotton, Corn, Cattle, and Fruit. 

4. Paragua, whofe Inhabitants dwell on the Confines of Tucuma, 
and take their name from the river along which they dwell. 

This river is very fpatiotis, over which they pafle in boats made 
hollow of a Tree fitly growing for that purpofe, called Zaine, 

Here are 6 Towns, the chief whereof is called Fray Toy, or the 
true faith. The Country was firft difeovered by the North Sea, 
by Sebaftian Qabot, and divers Spanifh Captains j then by Diego 
Rotas and others, by the way of Peru. 

Coaft we a little the ^American lflands,and fodraw to a Con- 
clufion. Thefe are either thofe lying in Mare del Zur, or the Pa - 
cifique Sea, or in the Vergivian Ocean, or Mare del Noorte, fo call¬ 
ed, from one Noorte a Dutch-man, who firft thorowly fcarchcd 
it. Thofe 1 ying in the former Sea,are cither the InfuU Latronurn, 
or the Iflands of Robbers, and commonly called Latrones, they 
are two in number, a good diftance from the Moluccoes i which 
name, Magellane , who difeovered them, is faid to give them, be- 
caufc the Native Iflanders ftoleaway his Cockboat. But faith 
one, when the Spaniards had once found out an ordinary paflage 
from the South Sea, towards the Moluccoes, they never ccafcd to 
travail chat way, and difeovermore and more, whereby they 
found out divers Iflands not formerly known; as two, a good di¬ 
ftance from the Moluccoes ; which, becaufe they be inhabited by 
men who not onely ftcal from each other, but pilfer away all they 
can from ftrangers landing thereabouts; they are called InfuU 
Latronum , or the Iflands of Robbers. Or the InfuU Salomonis, 
Salomons which arc nearer to ihcEafl-Indies : thefe are faid 
to be many in number, 18 whereof are worth the minding : and 
of thofe, S. Thome, S. Jfabella, and Gaudalcanall arc the three big- 
geft. Lope Garcia difeovered thefe in 15^7, and miftaking them 
for rhe the Land ot Ophir, whither Solomon fent for gold, he fo na¬ 
med them : yet (it feems) he found ftore of gold to be in them, or 
clfc he could not have had a pretence for the fame. The Inhabi¬ 
tants are faid to go naked, apd to be yellowilh in colour. Some 
other Iflands alfo, Magellane himfelf deferyed: at which,he land¬ 
ing, as thinking to furnifh himfalf with Vnftuals and frefh water, 
in his paflage to the Moluccoes, found the places wholly barren 
and uninhabitcd;whcrefore he called the Infula*s, Infonunatas , or 
Unhappy Iflands, as being contrary in quality to the Canaries, 
which arc termed,The Fortunate or Happy Iflands. Thofe in the 
Vergivian Sea, which is fo called, a V'rgendc, from bending, arc 
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reckoned 9 in number: as, 1. Hjfpaniola, called by the Natives 
Ha: tie and Quifquaia^ and by the Spaniards, Htfpaniub, and S. 
Dominico , from the chief Town they have built there. It was 
(as aforefaid) the firfl place of the New World that was defery- 
td, and is 500 miles long; the breadth being divers, in the largeft 
place, about 300 miles. Here at Dominico, is a PrefiJenr, an 
Archbiihop,and a Court and Scat of Juflice, with 5 Monafteries. 
The Spaniards arc faid to have murdered 3 millions other Inhabit 
tains. There are other Town$,as S.Jobn, Port- Royal, Port of Plata , 

•uaaa, Xaragua , with fome others which the Spaniards builded nor. 
The late Voyage and defign ofourEnglifh thither,is too tco frcfli in 
memory amonglt us s by realon of the bad fuccclle, and rcpulfc 
there received. The ayr of this Ifland is faid to be temperate- 
for 3 all plants brought our of Spain, do wonderfully grow and in- 
crcafe there; but Wheat comes better in hilly places: and they 
report, that roots as well as herbs will ripen and be fit to cat in 
1 6 dayes. It hath many Havens, and Rivers, cfpecially4 great 
livers corning from the cops of Mountains, which being about 
the mid ft of the Ifland, they run levcrall wayes. They draw 
abundance of fait our of the Mountains like Cryftal. In the midft 
of the great Lake HaqueyGabon, whofc water is fait, isthc Ifland 
Guarizanta, very fit for filhing. Tnc Ifland alfo yields gold, and 
in the C&banien Mountains are faid to be Mines exceeding full ' 
.There is likewife great abundance of Sugar, Caflia, G incur, Ma" 
flick the wood Aloes, and Cinamon ; alfo they have Azure. Now 
alfo they have fo many tame beads, that tluy tranfporc a multi¬ 
tude of Hides from thence into Spain; whereas before the com- 
ming of the Spaniards thither, there was but three kinds of four- 
footed beads. Tile Natives go naked, are floathfull, living one- 
ly of ci.fir fifhing : But the Inhabitants have now ereqt traffique, 
growing rich,fincc Sugar-canes have been broug-.t thither,where¬ 
by they have made Mills and fliops. 2. Cuba, called alfo Perdu 
nand, which lytih on the Well of HifpanioU ; it is 300 leagues 
long from Eafl to Well, and 65 broad, but in many places^noc 
20. Here are fix Towns, the principal being that of S. James, 
where a Bifhoprefidcs; alfo there is Havana, moft frequented of 
all the Ifland, it being afaferodc for (hipping, and the Staple 
Town fur Merchandiie; the orherarc held not to be very well 
peopled 1 But at Havana rideth the King of S/m/Vs Fleer, till 
the itaf n and the wind do joyn to vvafre'them homeward! S. 
James or Jago, was fo named of James de r a lafco who built ir ; *bocli 
thele Towns being alio feared on the Northern (hoar o’f the 
Ifland. There are many dangerous (helves about it ; it is like- 
wile hilly and full of Fcrrefts and Rivers, having many Lakes 
both frefhand fait. The Natives, before it was difcorercd,livcd 
all in common, as content with what nature brought forth de¬ 
lighting alfo to tame Serpents, fof which there arc many here) 
and went naked as them in Hifpa,viola. The ayr here is faid to 
be temperate : having fine brafle and Mines of gold in the Moun- 
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Lams, and the gravel of rivers almofl all gold, which is yet faid 
tob fome what droflie. It is reported to abound with Ginger, 

Caflia, Maftickjthe wood Aloes, Cinamon,and Sugar ; 15 miles 
from Saint James Town, is a Valley covered naturally with great 
bowls of ft one, which leem as if let for pleafure; and nigh the 
Prmtes P >rr, is a Spring calling forth Pitch continually. Third¬ 
ly J amaica, or Saint J ames his Ifland, which hath Cuba on the 
N >rth, Hifpaniolacm the Eafl. It is fifty Leagues, or as one faith, 
two hundred and eighty miles long, and about twenty five leagues 
or as another,70 miles broad.Whether Columbus himfelf difeover- 
ed it, l will not difputc; but P/^wehisfonfubducd it to Spain 
in 1505?. Its two of note being Oriftagne , and Sevill ; ia 

which is a Temple called an Abbey. The Natives were either 
like, or more cruel then them of Hispaniola, and Cuba, in their man- 
ners. Toe Ayrc is faid to be good, the Country fruitfull in great 
nu mbers of Cattle,by reafon of their waters, and paftures. Mines 
of G d J ire faid alfo to be there; their Rivers and Lakes aboun- 
di ig m Fiih, and having much Sugar and Cotton. This place is 
kno vn to have been a retreat for our rppulfed and diminifhed men 
at Hifpamola , who arc now in pofleflion thereof; yet many men 
have died fince their landing there, but the Country may prove 
(1 .rough time and cuftomc) propitious enough unto our .Country 
men, for many go over, and the lflund hath in it felf (for fertility) 
a good commendation. Fourthly, Th eCanniballs, or Caribe Iflands 

w och arc all thofeftretchingout in a double rank from the Eafl, 

tot ie South of Hifpamola, in view of the main ot firm land. Moft 
of ciem are not inhabited; but of thofe which are. Saint J ohns 
Ifland is the chief, and is called by the Natives Boriquen , lyirc 
near Hifpaniola on the Eaft,and feituated North from Guiwi&t 
wnofe length and breadth, 1 find great difference in relating; 
fome, that it is 300 miles long, andfeventy broad; others that it 
isbu fifty miles Long, and eighteen broad. It is alfo faid robe 
divided into two parts ; whereof the North hath moft plenty of 
Gold, and theSoucn part of Corn,Fruit, and Cattle; it abounds 
all An Filh, and they find very good Gayac. John Ponce the Spani- 
Wfirftfct foot here ©nTn 1527. The chief Town is Saint J ohns 
wnere is a very go )d Haven ; then Port Rico, which the Earl of 
Cumberland ruined in 1597. Fifthly Cubagna ; and fixchly Mgr- 
oarita ; the firft lying next to Saint Johns, and both feituated near 
Golden Cafiile, and are wanting in Grade, Trees, Corn, and Wa¬ 
ter. But if it be true, that this people lometimes gladly Exchange 
aTunne of Wine for a Tun of Water, 1 think they have great ftore 
of that; but they abound in Pearls; whence one is called sMar- 
that is, a Pearl; It yields cfpecially the Gems called 
Unions, becaufe they alwayes grow in Couples. Tnc Natives of 
all the Caribes are brown coloured, having little Hair, crucll, ear¬ 
ing mans tiTh, their Arrows are poyfoned, and ufmgto go to Sea 
in little Skiffs of one piece, which they call Canoes . Seventhly, 
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Trinidaclo, not far diftanr from thefe, which is ftored with good 
Tobacco, called by Gerard Tobacco oiTrinidado. Columbm difco- 
vcred kin his laft Voyage, in the year 1497. Thislfland I take 
robe about a hundred or two hundred leagues from Barbadoes 
and whither, about the beginning of our late W ars, fomc went for 
liberty of Confidence fake, as thinking here would not be liberty 
granted ; but the Voyage proved notanfwerable to their cxpc&a- 
tion, moll of whom I think returned to England Eighthly, The 
Bacalaos, which are fame Ifles feated nigh- the land Corterialis. 
Thefc people have a King, whom they arc faid to reverence by. 
ftroaking their foreheads, and rubbing their Nofes 5 whom ifthe 
King mcanerb to grace, as accepting of them, he turncth his head 
to his left fhouldcr, as a token of fpcciall favour. Sebafiian Cabot 
firft deferied thefe in 1447. Ninthly, The Bermudas, called Sum¬ 
mer Iflands, from one Sir Thomas Summers , who gavo the moft ex- 
ad defeription of them 5 But he that gave the firft cognizance there¬ 
of, was John Bermudas : they arc in all 400; the biggeft whereof 
is planted with an English Colony, and is in form like a half Moon, 
It is reported to be agreeable ro the nature of Engltjhmen , and a 
very fruitfull place. We muft not forget two other known Iflands, 
ro wit. Saint Cbrijtopbers , and the Barbadoesj the former being in¬ 
habited by French, and Englifb , and though of no vaft greatneffe 
yet indifferently good, where is Cotton, and Tobacco, though 
fomewhat heady ;they have Iikcwife other fruits, as Orengcs,&c. 
The latter the Englifjj arc foie Mafters of, which was taken from 
the Spaniard within this thirty years, and through induftry be¬ 
come (according to the bigneffe of the place) an cmi~ent PJanta- 
r^n, for Cotton and Brown Sugar: they have alfo Tobacco, but it 
is <uf the word fort, wherefore they fcarce now plant it; alfo 
Ginger in good quantity. The chief Town is called /^/4/y-bridgc, 
whither Vellels for traffique and other wife do come ; and where¬ 
in are (hops and handicrafts men, but their houfes are built low, 
by rcafon of winds called Hirricanes ; amongft other food, they 
have much of the filh called Tonic; which is a good meat, and 
being drtfled, eats like Veal. 

The Indians have a convincemcnt (though barbarous^ of a God, 
lifting up their eyes to Heaven in ad verfity, &c. But their foolifh 
minds being darkned, they had many foolifh cuftomes towards 
the dcccafcd ; for thofe of Peru, and the neighbour Countries,hol¬ 
ding that men ufe to eat, drink, and wantonize with women after 
buriall, did commonly either kill, or bury quick fomc of the de- 
ccafed, his beft beloved wife and fervants, to wait on him in the 
other world: they alfo Under the figure of Idols of ftone, and 
wood of terrible fhapes, worihipped' Dcvills for fear of harm they 
did,or might do them. The Devili being faid to fpc a k in divers 
of thefe Images, and give anfwer to their Priefts. But the Mexi¬ 
cans (befides their Images) would fometimes worfhip living Idols; 
as a Prifoner, whom they attiring, and trimming like an Idol, 

would 
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would lacrifice, 8cc. unto him: at length, when the Comedy 
was ended, and he grown fat in a Cage, they flaying him for fa- 
crifice,' made a Fealt among themfclves. They of'Peru had fomc 
Guacoesor Temples common to the whole Realm, and others 
private to every Prdvince;ButthcAfrx*Vd»s exceeded them of Peru 
much in greatneffe of Temples and ceremonies: whofc Priefts 
were divided into the little, greater, greateft of all, which were 
called Popes : they facrificcd in their Temples, every oncaccord- 
ing to his degree; whole continual exercilc was to call inccnfe 
on their Idols; at Sun-rifing, or Sun-fating, ’at noon, or at mid¬ 
night. And befides Priefts* there were Munaftcrics of women • 
in Peru one in every Province, in which were two forts of wo¬ 
men, fonae young Virgins, others called CMamacones , of ripe age, 
who commanded and inftruefted the others. The c .Mexicans had 
alfo a fort of religious, called the daughters of Penr-ance, not 
above 13 years of age, and whofe profefTion lafted but a year ; 
who were fhut up in chaftity, fwept the Temple, prepared meat 
fet before the Idol, which his Ministers did eat. The Peruans fa- 
crificed whatfoever they had good or goodly to their gods ; But 
the Mexicans did not facrifice any men-childrcn or Virgins, but 
what they took in war : wherefore, that they might have a great 
number, they fubdued the Town Tlafcala , tool! paganly intreating 
them. Thofe of Cufco counterfeited Supper, as a Sacrament of 
confederation and union with the Sun, and the Ingua or Prince, 
The c Mexicans (moft remarkably ) aiade an Idol of roafted Maize 
and Blite feed, mixt with honey, which they carried in proccflion 
with merry ceremonies; then ftripping the Idol, diftributed pie¬ 
ces of the pafte to the people, who received them with great re- 
verence,faying,They did eat the flefh and bones of their god. They 
in Peru counterfeited confefiion, haviog Priefts to hear it, holding 
it a! fo a great offence to conceal any fin in confeffion ; they went 
to it in a^erfity, and when the Ingua was fick : But the Ingua 
confeffed not his fins to a Prieft,but to the Sun, that he might tell 
them to Fir a coca ; thenentring into a running brook, hefaid, t 
have confessed my fins unto the Sun ; thou river carry them into the Sea, 
where they may remain for ever drowned. They worshipped alfo 
three Imagcsof the Sun*, naming one the Father, another the 
Son, the third, the Brother: and of their god of thunder, named 
Chuchille , they had three Statues, unto whom they attributed the 
fame names. Likcwife as to marriage, thofe of S. Croix of the 
Mount, hinder marriages in fomc caufcs, and diffolve that which 
is contra&ed ; and in fome caufes, the joyned, cannot be fepara- 
ted, though it be urilawfnll. But as for the Government of the 
New World; fince the Spaniard's mst^etdome : there arc in all 
two Vice-royes; the one at ^Mexico in New Spaing the other of 
jp<™,refiding at Lima: this laft having the greateft authority. 
There are likewife 5 Soveraign Courts both in New Spain, and 
Peru, at 5 feverall Towns, unto which both Spaniards and /«- 
V v v v v dians 
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dians havetquall recourie, and from which none may appeal. 
Here are likcwife four Archbifhopricks : one at St, Dominico , an¬ 
other at Mexico , a third at Lima, the fourth at S. Foy in the New 
Realm: the firft having three Bifhops tinder him ; the fecond, 105 
the third, 9; the fourth alio 3. Five forts of Popifh Orders they 
have alfo in the New World, of Francis, Vomimck , %Augffine, 
De la Merced , and Jefuits. There are moreover two Inquiltionsj 
the one a t Lima, the other at Mexico. Alfo two Univerfitics in 
the fame Towns. And it is alfo obferved, that the Indians are 
not admitted to their communion, but after long proof 5 and with 
more difficulty at Fern, than at Mexico: neither do they fuffer 
them commonly to ftudy either Divinity or Philofophy: and 
feldom admitting them to any Orders, becaufe of their inclina¬ 
tion to drunkennefle. *
